T  ^  hundreds  of  Weft  Flegg  and  Walfham, 
an(i  on  tne  weft  by  Tunftead.  It  is  in 
Jl  extent,  from  north  to  fouth,  about  eleven 
miles,  and  eight  from  eaft  to  weft ;  and  contains 
fixteen  parifli  towns,  all  which  arc  in  the  deanry  of 
Waxton. 

This  hundred  pays   to  the  general    rate   of  the 
county  13!.  98.  6d.  for  a  fix  hundred  pounds  levy.

In  the  reign  of  Edward  the  Confeffcr,  and  at  the 
furvcv,  it  is  written  Hapincha  andHapinga;  and 
in  that  of  Henry  I  Happefburgh,  as  appears  from 
the  charter  of  that  king  to  the  abbey  of  Wymond- 
ham. 

In  the  5th  of  Henry  III.  1221,  Win.  de  Burgh 
farmed  this  hundred,  and  thofe  of  Eaft  and  Weft 
Flegg,  of  the  crown,  at  eighteen  (hillings  per  ann. 
In  the  following  year,  the  abbot  of  St. -Rennet  at 
Holm,  and  William  lord  Monchenfy,  were  implead- 
ed  for  keeping  a  ferry-boat,  and  taking  of  every  foot 
jpaffenger  an  halfpenny.  The  faid  abbot,  in  the  gd 
of  Edward  I.  1275,  made  a  purpredure  on  the  com- 
mon bank  of  the  river  Thirue,  that  ran  between  this 
hundred  and  that  c  f  Flcgg,  and  that  with  the  prior 
of  Norwich  and  lord  Monchenfy,  hindered  perfons 
from  Hilling  on  the  faid  bank,  (which  is  common) 
unlefs  a  certain  rent  was  paid  to  them. 

John  de  C layering  farmed  the  faid  hundreds  in 
the  gth  of  Edward  II.  1316. 

James  I.  by  letters  patent,  dated  Dec.  29,  in  the 
6th  year  of  his  reign,  granted  to  fir  Charles  Corn- 
wallis  this  hundred  of  Happing,  during  the  lives  of 
his  fecond  ion,  and  two  of  the  fons  of  fir  William 
Cornwallis,  paying  for  it,  with  all  it;*  rights, '  court 
leets,  felons  goods,  8cc.  61,  155.  4d.  ob.  per  ann. 

Ab,  Av,  and  Ap,  fignifies  in  the  Britifh  language 
water,  or  a  river,  and  fo  fpecifies  a  hundred  in  wa- 
try  meadows ;  thus  Apton  in  Ciavering  hundred'", 
and  Hapton  in  Depwade. 

The 
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The  marfhcs,  commons,  broads,  and  warren, 
which  compofc  a  confidcrable  proportion  of  this 
hundred,  are  indeed  very  cxtenfive,  and  very  irregu- 
lar in  their  form  and  ufes.  Villages  are  nearly  fur- 
rounded  with  unprofitable  and  uncultivated  marfhes 
and  heaths  ;  and  the  eaflcrn  part  of  this  hundred  is 
bleak  and  unfalutary. 

There  are  two  navigable  rivers,  from  which  fmall.er 
cuts  communicate  with  many  of  the  towns  in  this 
hundred.  The  hard-lands  are  well  encloled,  and 
valuable,  but  the  marines  are  much  in  wane  of  pro- 
per drainage,  which  might  eafily  be  eftecled  by  drain- 
mills. 

The  votes  that  were  polled  by  freeholders  refidept 
in  this  hundred,  at  the  lafl  contefled  election  for 
knight  of  the  (hire,  March  23,  1768,  are  as  follows.

BRUNSTEAD,  or  BRUNSTEDE,  was  a  bertiite  to 
Roger  Bigot's  great  lordfhip  of  Sutton.at  the  furvey; 
of  this  Edric  was  deprived  at  the  conquefl ;  and  it 
•was  afterwards  in  two  lordflhips. 

The  family  of  de  Gerncr  were  lords  of  one  in  the 
41  ft  of  Henry  III.  1257. 

John  de  Walfham  held  a  quarter  of  a  fee  of  the 
manor  of  Sutton,  of  lord  Mowbray,  in  the  gd  of 
Henry  IV.  1402. 

Griffith  Lloyd,  in  the  22d  of  Edward  IV.  1481, 
conveyed  the  lordfhip  of  Brumftead-Walfham's,  with 
lands  in  Stalham,  &c.  to  John  Richers,  efq.  who 
was  a  lawyer  of  Gray's  Inn. 

The  family  of  the  Parkers  had  a  lordfhip,  held  of 
William  lord  Monchenfy,  and  he  of  the  Bigots,  in 
the  reign  of  Henry  III.  and  in  the  3d  of  Edward  I. 
1275,  William  le  Parker,  and  William  le  Gerner, 
had  wreck  at  fea  in  Eccles. 

John  de  Leem,  in  the  6th  of  Edward  It.  1313, 
conveyed  to  William  le  Parker,  thirteen  mefTuages, 
one  hundred  and  twenty  acres  of  land  in  feveral 
towns,  with  a  mefluage  and  lands  here,  and  two 
parts  of  this  manor  and  advowfon. 

Sir  William  le  Parker  was  lord,  and  lived  here  in 
the  4th  of  Edward  III.  1330, 

The 
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The  manor  of  Parkers  went  afterwards  to  Wil- 
liam and  Peter  de  Engain,  in  marriage  with  the  two 
daughters  of  William  Parker,  of  Brunftcad,  efq. 
whofe  wife  was  Margaret  de  Eccles. 

Edward   CaUhorpe,  efq.   conveyed  die   manor  of  • 
Parkers   to  fir  Thomas  Wodehoufe ;   and  his  fon,  fir 
Henry,  was  loid  about  1580,  and  ibid  it  to  Thomas 
Gryme. 

Sir  Henry  Nevile  was  lord  of  the  manor  in  1603, 
and  patron  of  the  reclory ;  and  in  i  740,  lord  Aber- 
gavenny,  from  whom  it  came  to  the  eari  of  Orford, 
in  whofe  family  it  remains. 

Robert  Malet,  in  the  soth.  of  Henry  III.  1236, 
held  one  fee  here  of  Roger  -Bigot,  earl  of  Norfolk. 

Robert  Rofe,  or  Roufc,  held  alfo  half  a  fee  of 
Hugh  de  Vere,  and  he  of  the  earl  rnarfhal  Bigot  in 
the  reign  of  Edwaid  I.  and  in  the  5th  of  Edw.  III. 
1331,  Henry  fon  of  lir  Robert  Rofe,  conveyed  the 
manor  of  Rofe-liall  in  Brunftead  to  Margaret,  wi- 
dow of  John  Elys  of  Great  Yarmouth,  8cc. 

Sir  Miles  Stapleton,  fir  Simon  Felbrigg,  Sec.  held 
it  as  feoffees  in  the  3d  of  Henry  IV.  1402. 

The  temporalities  of  Broomholm  were  lad.  of 
Weyborne  id. 

The  church  is  a  reclory,  dedicated  to  St.  Peter. 
William  lord  Monchenfy  was  lord  and  patron  in  the 
reign  of  Edward  I  The  re&or  had  a  manfe,  with 
thirty  acres  of  land,  valued  at  eight  marks.  The 
prefent  valor  is  81.  55.  6d.

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In  the  Qci  of  Henry  IV.  1402,  Philij)pa,  widow 
of  John  de  Haflings,  earl  of  Pembroke,  had  the  pa- 
tronage. 

In  the  church  were  the  arms  of  Fclbrigg,  Siaple- 
ton.  Arundel,  and  earl  Warren  ;  quarterly,  Gyrning- 
hara.  Haftings  and  Valence,  quarterly.  Parker, 
between  three  crowns,  fable,  impaling  Ingham. — • 
Foul  man  married  a  daughter  of  fir  Oliver  de  Ingham. 
— Walcote. — Role. — D'Engain. — Norwich. — Ker- 
deflon. 

In  1-29,  William,  earl  of  Abergavenny  prefented 
Dr.  John  Gardiner  ;  and  in  1770,  the  Rev.  Hugh 
Lewis  was  prefented  to  this  refiory. 

CATFIELD,  wrote  in  Doomfday  Catefelda.  The 
abbot  of  St.  Bennet  at  Holm's  manor  of  Ludhana 
extended  into  this  town,  and  was  part  of  his  barony, 
held  by  the  gift  of  king  Canute.  In  the  reign  of" 
Edward  I.  there  was  an  agreement  between  fir  Hugh 
ck  Vere  and  Dionyfia  his  wife,  who  held  a  moiety  of 
the  town,  as  heir  to  the  barony  of  Monchenfy,  about 
the  right  of  common  here,  as  may  be  feen  in  Lud- 
ham  ;  the  abbot  enjoyed  the  fame  privileges  here  as 
in  oilier  manors  ;  and  his  temporalities  in  1428,  were 
valued  at  405. 

On  the  exchange  of  lands,  See.  at  the  diffolution, 
between  Henry  V11I.  and  the  bifhop  of  Norwich,  it 
came  to  that  fee,  and  continues  fo  at  this  day,  held 
of  the  biftiop  by  leafe. 

Alan,  earl  of  Richmond,  had,  at  the  fnrvey,  five 
acres  of  land,  valued  at  bd, 

Edrie 
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F.dric  de  Laxfield  had  a  lordfhip  her?,  a  berime  to 
Suet  n,  in  the  ConfeiTor's  tiine,  which  was  gi anted  to 
Roger  Bigot.  Hie  king  and  the  earl  had  the  ioc  at 
the  iurvey. 

Roger  Bigot's  manor  of  Suttori  extended  alfo  into 
this  town,  and  was  h-id  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I. 
by  William,  lord  Motnchenfy,  of  Roger  Bigor,  earl 
of  Norfolk,  .and  was  patron  of  a  mediety  of  the 
church,  which  his  heiss  ai.d  defcen  an>s  enjoyed. 

Walter  dc  Calthorpe  held  in  the  i  nh  of  Edw.  IT. 
the  third  part  of  a  fee  of  the  barony  of  Monchehfy, 
which  Adomare  de  Valemia,  earl  of  Pemuioke,  for- 
merly held. 

The  church  is  a  re&ory  dedicated  to  All  Saints, 
and  confifts  of  two  medieties ;  one  of  them  was  in  the 
paironage  of  the  abbot  of  Holme,  and  the  other  in 
the  lord  Monchenty  ;  after  whicn  it  was  in  the  earls 
of  Sh'C'vfbury;  and  the  duke  of  Shrewfoury  pre- 
fcnied  to  this  mediety  in  1732. 

In  the  church  was  the  quartered  coat  of  the  earl 
of  Shrevvibury  in  a  garter  ;  alfo  the  arms  of  Cal- 
tho^.c.  Bacon,  Wythe,  Wachefham  and  St.  Omer, 
quarterly  ;  Bifhop  Lyhart  of  Norwich,  and  St.  Ben-> 
net  s  abbey. 

Catherine,  w!dow  of  Thomas  Bewfeld,  alderman 
of  Norwich,  Lave  405.  to  the  church  in  1504. 

In  1510,  Robert  Clark  wills  to  be  buried  in  the 
church,  and  a  table  oi  St.  Thomas  of  "  Ynde  (India) 
which  1  have  cauted  to  be  made,  I  wol  have  it  iiond 
in  Catfield  church." 

A  4  In 
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In  the  22d  of  Henry  VIII.  1531,"  Nicholas  Grave 
convoyed  to  Roger  Wodehoufe,  efq.  the  manor  of 
Cat(:e!d's,  alias  Cobb's,  four  melTuages,  lands,  and  a 
icveral  fifliery  here,  and  in  the  neighbouring  town  ;• 
with  the  advowfon  of  St.  Michael  de-Much-Pool, 
(that  is,  St.  Michael-at-Plea)  in  Norwich. 

The  Rev.  John  Standerwick  was  prefented  to  the 
two  mediciies  of  Catfield,  confolidatedjan.  24,  1759, 
by  the  bifliop  of  Norwich,  in  1773. 

In  this  pariQi  is  a  wood,  the  moft  extcnfive  of  any 
irj  Norfolk,  comprehending  one  hundred  and  fifty 
acres,  belonging  to  lord  Abergavenny. 

ECCLES,  ECCLES-JUXI  A-MARE,  or  ECCLES  NEXT 
THE  SEA,  was  an  hamlet  to  the  great  lordlhip  of 
Happifburgh,  held  by  Edric  the  Dane,  in  the  Con- 
feflbrs  time,  and  after  by  Ralph,  earl  of  Norfolk, 
who,  on  his  rebellion  againft  the  Conqueror,  forfeited 
it.  At  the  furvey,  1086,  it  was  in  the  king's  hands, 
and  Godric  took  care  of  it  as  his  fteward,  and  it  is 
accounted  for  in  the  book  of  Doomfday,  in  Hap- 
pifburgh. 

The  Conqueror,  foon  after  the  furvey,  gave  it  to 
Roger. Bigot,  ancefior  to  tii-e  earls  of  Norfolk,  in 
frank  matriage  with  Ida  de  Tony  ;  and  the  faid- 
Roger  gave  it  on  the  marriage  of  Maud  his  daugluer 
to  William  de  Albini,  ancefior  of  the  earls  of  Aruri- 
del,  &c. 

This  lordfhip  was  held  by  the  family  of  le  Parker, 
and  by  that  of  de  Gener,  in  .two  moities,  with  wreck 
at  iea;  and  the  patronage  of  the  church  of  Eccles 
was  alternate. 


In 
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In  die  9,p.cl  of  Edward  I.  1305,  William  le  Parker 
held  this  lordfiiip,  and  paid  to  the  hundred  of  Hap-  • 
ping:  He  had  belonging  to  this  loidlhip  many  privi- 
leges and  cuftoms,  amongft  which  were,  wreck  of 
fea,  toll,  lagan,  and  refting  geld,  c^ifloms  and  other 
profits  upon  the  fea,  and  upon  t|ie  laud  ;  and  of 
every  crew  of  a  fhip,  or  boat,  wauling  their  nets  in. 
the  (aid  village,  after  Michaclma&  to  Mauleraas,  aii 
hundred  herrings. 

Alfo  liberty  of  refting-geld,  of  the  beafts  of  any 
fttang:rs,  refting  one  night  on  the  common  of  the 
laid  village,  in  (hack  time,  or  in  the  time  when  the 
lands  are  inclofed  of  any  tenant. 

And  he  hath  alfo  another  cuftom  of  refting-geld, 
that  of  all  goods,  chattels,  things  and  merchandifes,  : 
coming  to  land  by  fea,  without  the  help  of  the  faid 
William  or  his  fervant,  or  refting  upon  the  land  one 
day  and  one  night,  the  faid  William  fhall  have  of  all 
things  worth  twenty  (hillings,  i4d.  and  the  price  of 
t  jfe  ought  to.be  fet  by  four  or  fix  of  the  headbo- 
r  "jobs  of  the  view  of  frank  pledge  ;  and  if  the  faid 
William  or  his  men,  Sec.  immediately  after  imminent 
danger,  or  after  fliipwreck.  (hall  do  their  endeavour 
to  lave  fuch  things,  then  the  faid  William  fhall  have 
a  third  part  of  all  fuch  things,  or  the  value  of  them. 
unlefs  'of  his  good  will  he  will  omit  Jomething,  but  miift 
not  be  q/ked. 

And  if  the  aforefaid  goods,  merchandifes  and  other 
fuch  goods  and  chattels,  have  refted  there  above  one 
night  and  one  day,  then  he  (hall  have  of  them  ac- 
cording to  his  pUttJmre,  and  according  to  what  the  pof- 


feffori  of  them  can  agree  among  themielves. 
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He  alfo  hath  other  cuftoms,  as  view  of  fi-nk- 
pledge,  lete,  free-warren,  freefold,  free  bull  and  boar, 
wevf  and  iiray,  liberty  of  gallows  and  tumbrel,  ftolen 
goods, offclom,  jetfan,  common  paflure,  free-fiihing, 
free-toll,  hewefhift,  revefhift,  hcrderfhift,  ingeid'felfue, 
and  bed- gild,  well  known  among  them. 

Herderfiiift,  whereby  the  whole  homage  ought 
every  year  to  choofe  one  fhepherd,  for  whom  they 
ought  to  anfwer  for  the  keepiug  the  (beep  of  the  laid 
William. 

Hewefhift,  rcvcfliift,  and  ingcl,  are  tributes  paid 
to  the  lord's  tenants. 

Felfne,  is  money  paid  by  the  tenants  to  the  lord, 
aud  was  305.  per  annum  for  the  common  aid. 

Bed-gild,  is  at  every  wedding  of  the  men  and  wo- 
men of  the  homage,  the  lord  was  to  have  a  certain 
bed,  or  the  price,  according  to  the  degree  of  the  per- 
ion  married,  whether  noble  or  ignoble,  t  i 

On  February  20,  1439,  in  the  iyth  of  Hen.  VI. 
Oliver  Mcrdham,  clerk,  a  truflee,  granted  to  Wil- 
liam de  Engain.  and  Margaret  his  wife,  daughter  to 
William  Parker,  e{q.  of  Brunftead,  a  moiety  of  this 
manor  and  advowfon,  and  in  default  of  Margaret's 
iflue,  remainder  to  her  filler  Alice,  wife  of  Peter  de 
Engain;  and  William  de  Engain,  efq.  preiented  to 
this  church  in  144.6  and  1466.

t  The  right  or.  cuftom  of  the  lords  of  manors  receiving  a 
modus  in  lieu  of  confummating  die  nuptials  of  a  bride,  is  frill 
in  force  in  fome  parts  of  Scotland.  However  indelicate  this 
may  appear,  we  iafert  it  as  a  fad; 
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Richard  Cootc,  efq.  of  Bio-Norton,  in  right  of 
liis  wife  Margaret,  daughter  of  Kdvvard  Calthorpe, 
e'q.  was  lord  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VII.  and  his 
fon  Chriflopcr  fold  it  to  Ann  Stede,  widow  of  John 
Stede,  efq.  in  the  goili  of  Henry  VIII.  January  13, 
i  539,  and  fhe  gave  it  to  her  fon  William,  by  hct 
fecond  hufband,  John  Brampton.  efq. 

Her  great  grandfon,  Henry  Brampton,  efq.  palled 
it  by  fine  to  Roger  Drury,  gent,  of  Yarmouth,  with 
teu  mefluages,  five  cottages,  one  hundred  and  forty 
acres  of  land,  twenty  of  meadow,  thirty  of  paiiure, 
ten  of  wood,  two  hundred  of  heath,  and  .203.  rent 
in  this  town  atid  Happiiburgh,  and  kept  his  fir/I 
court  in  the  3;th  of  Elizabeth,  1595.  Roger  was 
iecond  fon  of  William  Drury,  efq.  of  Befthorpe, 
aud  father  of  fir  Drue  Drury ,  of  this  town  and  Rol- 
lefby,  krit.  and  bare. 

William  de  Gerner  held  a  moiety  of  this  manor 
by  half  a  fee,  in  die  41  ft  of  Henry  III.  1257,  of 
th-e  honour  of  Rifing  callie. 

John  de  Beketon  was  lord  in  the  3^  of  Henry  IV. 
1402,  and  held  it  alfo  by  half  a  fee  of  the  caHle  of 
Rihng;  and  in  the  8th  of  Henry  V.  1420,  fir  Ralph 
Cromwell  held  it  in  capite.  After  this,  in  the  2sd  of 
Edward  IV.  it  was  in  the  Galthorpes. 

Francis  Calthorpe,  efq.  in  the  igth  of  Hen.  VIII. 
i-,2b,  lett  to  farm  to  Thomas  Wodehoufe,  efq.  of 
Waxham,  the  (cite  of  the  manor  of  Eccles  for  99 
years,  which  leafe  was  afligned  Nov.  7,  in  the  341.11 
of  Elizabeth,  1592,  to  Roger  Drury,  efq.  lord  of 
the  other  moiety,  who  conveyed  his  right  therein  to 
Thomas  Corbet,  efq.  of  Sprowfton,  with  his  own 
lorcUliip,  in  1611,  gth  of  James  I. 

Ann 
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Ann,  widow  of  Thomas  Corbet,  and  Edvv.  Cor- 
bet, clerk,  reftor  of  Creffingbam  Magna,  in  die  igth 
of  Charles  I.  1643,  ^o^  'll  to  Tuotnas  Thorovv- 
good,  who  lett  it  for  45!.  per  ann. 

On  May  20,  1668,  he  fold  it  for  720!.  to  Edward 
Lombe  of  Cavvllon,  and  John  Lombe,  gent,  prefent- 
ed  to  the  church  as  lord  in  1738.  John  Lombe, 
efq.  of  Great  Melton,  in  the  hundred  of  Humble- 
yard,  is  the  prefent  loid  and  pairon. 

In  1605,  the  inhabitants  of  this  village  petitioned 
that  their  taxes  might  be  moderated,  fetting  forth 
that  it  had  been  a  good  town  for  fifhermen,  and  that 
eighty,  or  more,  houfholders  had  inhabited  it,  and 
1300  acres  of  land  belonged  to  it,  but  there  were  at 
that  time  but  fourteen  houfliolders,  and  not  above 
300  acres  of  land,  the  reft  being  all  deftroyed  by  the 
fea,  together  with  the  church;  and  in  the  igth  of 
Charles  I.  at  a  feffions  in  January,  1643,  at  Nor- 
wich, they  fet  forth  that  there  had  been  2000  acres, 
and  one  hundred  only  were  left,  and  they  daily 
•waiting. 

In  this 'village  the  abbey  of  St.  Bennet  had,  at 
the  furvey,  a  free-rnan,  who  held  fifteen  acres,  and 
paid  all  cufiomary  dues,  valued  at  ijd.  per  ann. 
The  king  and  the  earl  had  the  foe.  How  this  paffed 
at  the  difibluuon  does  not  appear. 

The  church,  of  which  nothing  is  left  but  a  ruinous 
tower,  is  dedicated  to  St.  Mary,  and  is  a  reclory. 

The  greateft  part  of  this  town,  with  the  manors 
of  Gelham-hall  and  Wimpwell,  is  faid  to  have  been 
iwal lowed  up  by  an  inundation  of  the  fea.  The 
coaft  here,  and  indeed  all  the  way  from  Winterton 

to 
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to  Happifburgh,  is  defended  by  a  ridge  of  fand-hills, 
thrown  up  by  the  winds  and  waves,  which  feem  at 
prefent  to  be  a  fufficient  barrier  againft  any  future 
encroachment  of  the  fea. 

There  was  a  family  that  took  their  name  from  this 
town,  and  had  an  intereft  herein.  John  de  Eccles 
aliened  to  the  prior  of  Hickling,  lands  and  tenements 
here,  in  the  3<i  of  Richard  II.  1380. 

The  king,  by  lapfe,  prefented  in  1773,  an<^  in 
.1775,  the  Rev.  Richard  Drake  was  prefented  to  this 
iinecure  rectory  by  Mrs.  Mary  Hafe,  widow.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Green  is  now  patron. 

HAPPISBURGH,  wrote  inDoomfdayHapefburc,1 
and  now  commonly  pronounced  Haisborough. 

Edric,  a  thane,  or  nobleman  of  Daniih  .extrac- 
tion, held  this  great  lordlhip  in  the  reign  of  king 
Edward,  which  he  had  feized  on  or  invaded,  and. 
pledged:  there  were  "then  ten  carucates,  and  Ralph* 
the  earl  of  Norfolk,  had  a  grant  of  this  lordfhip  on. 
the  expulfion  of  Edric. 

On  this  earl's  rebellion  it  came  to  the  crown,  and 
Godric  held  it  as  fteward  to  the  Conqueror. 

In  Ralph's  time  it  was  valued  at  i  ol.  at  the  fur- 
vey  it  paid  in  all  i61.  quit-rent,  and  2os.  for  an 
income,  and  was  one  leuca  and  a  half  long,  and  the 
fame  in  breadth. 

After  this,  the  Conqueror  granted  it  to  Roger  Bi- 
got, anceftor  to  the  earls  of  Norfolk.  He  gave  it  in 
frank-marriage  with  his  daughter  Maud  to  William 
de  Albini,  anceftor  to  the  carls  of  Arundcl  and  Suf- 

fex, 
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fex,  who  on  his  foundation  of  the  priory  of'Wy- 
mondham,  granted  the  whole  town  of  Happiiburgh 
(except  the  land  of  Anfgot  the  chamberlain)  to  the 
laid  priory,  which  was  a  cell  to  the  abbey  of  St. 
Alban's;  and  afterwards,  at  the  burial  of  the  afore  - 
faid  Maud  his  wife,  confirmed  the  aforelaid  grant, 
and  the  faid  day  gave  the  priory  pofifeffion,  by  deli- 
vering them  a  crofs  of  fiver,  8cc. 

Henry  I  and  Richard  I.  granted  them  many 
privileges,  and  the  prior,  as  lord  of  this  manor,  en- 
joyed the  fame  privileges  as  the  abbot  of  St.  Alban's. 

In  the  3gth  of  Henry  III.  April  17,  1255,  the 
abbot  of  Wymondham  proved  his  right,  by  charter, 
of  wreck  at  fea,  from  the  bounds  of  Eccles  to  the 
boundaries  or  divifion  of  this  hundred,  and  that  of 
Tunltead,  and  all  ccclefiaftical  jurifdidion  in  this 
manor. 

The  temporalities  of  this  priory,  in  1428,  were 
valued  at  59!.  iss.  ud.  ob. 

On  the  difTolution  (1535)-  it  came  to  the  crown, 
and  it  was  April  11,  in  1549,  firft  granted  by  Ed- 
ward VI.  to  Thomas  Thirleby,  bifhop  of  Norwich, 
and  his  fucceflors ;  but  on  June  19,  1 550,  the  king 
reaffumed  it,  and  gave  it  to  fir  John  Clere;  but  by 
another  grant  of  the  faid  king,  in  the  fame  year,  it 
came  again  to  the  fee,  with  the  impropriate  redory, 
and  advowfon  of  the  vicarage,  and  fo  remains. 

The  family  of  de  Milliers  fcem  to  have  had  an 
intereft  here  in  the  reigns  of  Henry  III.  Edward  I. 
and  Edward  III. 

CRISPIN'S 
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CRISPIN'S  MANOR.  In  the  gth  of  Edward  II. 
1316,  Robert  Crifpin  bad  a  tardfhip  in  this  town,  in 
which  family  it  remained  fome  time. 

In  the  4th  of  Edward  VI.  1350,  fir  Roger  To wn- 
fhend  is  faid  to  have  conveyed  it  to  Robert  Cook  by 
fine. 

James  Scambler,  fen.  efq.  died  feifed  of  it  in  1633, 
and  left  it  to  his  nephew,  James  Scambler,  efq. 

Alan,  earl  of  Richmond,  had  a  fmall  fee  hfrp, 
of  which  two  free  men  were  deprived  at  the  con- 
cjueft. 

This  feems  to  be  held  of  the  honor  of  Richmond 
bv  the  lords  de  Valoines,  who  aiio  held  Hickling 
and  Ingham  by  the  fame  tenure. 

The  priory  of  Okeburn  had  a  lordfhip  here,  and 
the  priories  of  Wymondham  and  Broomhoim  alio 
had  temporalities. 

The  church  is  dedicated  to  St.  Mary,  and  was  a 
re&ory,  valued  at  fify-.threc  marks,  and  granted  to 
the  priory  of  Wymondham  by  the  founder;  foon 
after  which  a  vicarage  wras  fettled,  valued  at  five 
marks ;  the  prefent  value  of  which  is  61.  6s.  8d. 

The  Rev.  Robert  Parr,  head  matter  of  the  gram- 
mar fchool  at  Norwich,  was  prefented  to  this  vica- 
rage by  the  bifnop  of  Norwich  in  1775. 

This  considerable  village  lies  en  the  fea  coaft, 
twenty  miles  from  Yarmouth,  ten  from  Cromer,  fr- 
ven  from  Northwalfham,  and  nineteen  from  Noi- 

wich 
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wich.  The  fea  here  is  oppofed  by  a  high  cliff,  one 
quarter  of  a  iniie  from  which  flands  the  church,  a 
lofty  pile,  and  is  a  ufeful  fea-mark  to  mariners,  and 
a  conspicuous  object  in  the  country.  The  body  of 
the  church,  which  is  very  large,  contains  feveral 
grave-ftones,  and  the  tower,  about  one  hundred  and 
fifty  feet  high,  has  fix  bells.  A  few  years  fince 
a  ftorm  of  thunder  and  lightning  damaged  the  tower 
and  chancel  end  of  the  church. 

Large  fleets  of  colliers,  and  other  (hipping,  are 
daily  feen  moving  along  this  coaft,  which,  in  fine 
weather,  are  moft  pleafing  objects;  but  very  fatal 
confequences  may  be  dreaded  when  a  ftorm  blows 
from  the  north  and  eaft. 

The  arms  of  Clifton,  Erpingham,  Felbrigg,  Uf- 
ford,  Faftolf,  and  Aflake,  are  in  the  church. 

In  a  letter,  dated  at  Norwich,  Nov.  17,  1659, 
from  fir  Thomas  Browne  to  fir  William  Dugdale, 
the  great  antiquary,  he  acquaints  him  that  there  were 
then  to  be  feen  here  the  head  and  bones  of  a  very 
Jarge  fifh,  by  the  fall  of  the  clift  into  the  fea,  and 
faid  to  have  lain  near  the  top  of  the  clift. 

WIMPWJELL.  In  the  furvey  we  find  mention  made 
of  the  town  of  Wimpwell,  of  which  the  abbot  of 
St.  Bennet  was  lord ;  but  the  king  and  the  earl  had 
the  foe.  The  whole  manor  was  valued  at  305.  but 
Godric  paid  4!.  when  he  held  it,  as  belonging  to  the 
earl's  fee. 

This  village  is  now  loft,  and  the  land  belonging 
to  it  is  included,  and  now  part  of  Happifburgh; 
and  in  the  $Qd  of  Henry  II.  we  iind  "  Whympe- 
well-neld  in  Happifburgh'  mentioned,  and  lands 

fold 
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fold  there.  How  the  lands  of  this  place  paffed  at 
the  diflolution  of  St.  Benny's  abbey,  docs  not  ap- 
pear, probably  to  the  ice  ot  Noivvich. 

This  village  of  Wirapwell  mud  have  lain  next  to 
Eccles,  and  with  part  of  that  parifh,  and  the  manor 
of  Gelham-hall,  have  been  deftroyed  by  the  fea. 

HEIGHAM-POTTER,  or  Potter-Heigham.  This 
village  is  not  mentioned  in  the  book  of  Doomfday, 
being  included  and  accounted  for  under  the  abbot  of 
Holme's  iordihip  of  Waxham,  or  Ludham,  and  was 
given  by  Canute  to  that  abbey,  on  his  foundation 
thereof,  and  was  part  of  the  abbot's  barony  of  Tun- 
{lead;  and  in  the  i4th  of  Edward  I.  1286,  the  ab- 
bot had  wreck  at  fea,  and  other  great  privileges 
granted  by  Edward  the  Confeffor. 

In  the  34th  of  that  reign,  1306,  there  was  an 
agreement  between  fir  Hugh  de  Vere,  and  his  lady 
Bionyfia,  whofe  lordfhip  of  Sutton  extended  into 
this  town,  that  there  fhould  be  a  pound  made,  two 
parts  of  it  at.  the  charge  of  the  abbot,  and  one  part 
of  it  at  the  charge  of  fir  Hugh,  the  drift  of  the  conv 
rrions  to  be  by  their  two  bailiffs,  tv/o  parts  of  the 
profits  to  be  to  the  abbot,  and  one  to  fir  Hugh ;  that 
the  men  of  both  thefe  lords  fhould  inter-common, 
except  in  Sleight  common,  which  fhould  be  wholly 
to  fir  Hugh's  men,  and  that  of  Weft-Fen  to  the  ab- 
bot's men :  the  fifhery  of  Kindlos  to  remain  to  the 
abbot,  paying  12s  per  ami.  with  liberty  t6  fir  Hugh 
to  diflrain  for  the  rent  in  the  abbot's  manor  of 
Ludham. 

The  temporalities  of  the  abbot  in  1428  were  va- 
lued at  7!.  os.  id.  which  on   die  diffolution,   1555* 
came  to  the  crown,  and  on  the  exchange  of  lands 
B  between 
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between  Henry  VIII.   arid    the  bifhop   of  Nowich, 
was  granted  to  that  fee,   and  fo  remains  at  this  time. 

The  church,  which  is  very  handfome,  is  dedicated 
to  St.  Nicholas,  and  was  a  rectory. 

In  the  reign  of  king  John  the  abbot  prefentcd  Pe- 
ter Bardolph  to  be  vicar,  who  was  to  have  all  the 
altarage,  tithe  of  hemp  and  flax,  wool,  cheefe  and 
hay,  all  the  free  land  of  the  church,  and  a  fhcaf  of 
the  tenths  of  the  demean  of  the  abbot. 

In  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  it  was  a  reclory,  and 
the  reclor  had  a  manfe  with  the  vicarage,  valued  at 
thirty  marks;  and  the  vicar  had  then  all  the  land 
belonging  to  the  church.  The  abbot  was  patron, 
and  had  a  portion  of  tithe  valued  at  45, 

In  1351,  the  reclory,  which  had  been  formerly 
appropriated  to  the  abbey  by  pope  Lucius,  and  many 
fecular  clergy  had  after  pofTefTed  it  as  reclors,  was 
this  year  appropriated  by  William,  bifhop  of  Nor- 
wich, to  that  abbey,  for  the  fupport  of  two  ftudents 
(monks  of  this  abbey)  in  divinity,  or  canon  law,  at 
Cambridge,  faving  to  the  bifhop  the  nomination  of 
a  vicar,  with  an  annual  penfion  of  305. 

The  prefent  value  of  the  vicarage  is  61.  135.  4d. 
the  bifhop  of  Norwich  is  patron,  and  has  the  im- 
propriated  reclory ;  the  vicarage  is  diicharged  from 
tenths,  Sec. 

On  the  fouth  fide  of  the  chancel  is  a  mural  monu- 
ment of  white  marble : 

In  memory  of  Robert  Mikil,  elerk,  vicar,  who  built 
the  vicar  agt-kouje,  and  Jujfmd  much  in  the  Qlivtrian 

times 
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times,  for  his  loyally,  for  his  piety,  charity,  and  fttffer- 
ings,  was  beloved  to  his  country,  and  dud,  zzd  of  Fe- 
bruary, 1663. 

On  a  grave-flone  in  the  chancel  : 

Hie  jacet   Will.   Childerhoufe .  clericus,  hujus  ccck/itf 

vicarius,  oh.  4  Feb.  1524. Richard  Bqfpole,  gent. 

June  19,  1613. 

The  late  Rev.  Dudley  Butts  was  prefented  to  this 
vicarage  in  1736,  by  the  bifhop  of  Norwich,  on 
whofe  deceafe,  March  15,  1779,  ue  bifhop  prefent- 
ed the  Rev.  Mr.  Jeffrey. 

Heigham  Potter  lies  on  the  great  road  between 
Yarmouth  and  Northwalfham,  and  its  bridge  crofs 
the  Thurne,  is  the  only  pafs  or  communication  for 
feveral  miles  each  way.  It  is  eleven  miles  from  Yar- 
mouth, eleven  from  Worftead,  fourteen  from  Nonh- 
waliham,  fixteen  from  Norwich,  and  eighteen  from, 
Aylfham.  This  pariih,  with  the  other  towns  which 
furround  the  extenfive  level  of  marfhes  here,  receives 
much  benefit  from  the  navigation  on  the  river 
Thurne. 

HEMPSTEAD,  or  HEMPSTEDE.  Godwin  earl  of 
Kent,  father  of  king  Harold,  was  lord  of  this  town 
before  the  Conqueit,  when  the  Conqueror  took  pof- 
icflion  of  it,  and  at  the  furvey  Godric  was  fteward, 
or  took  care  of  it  for  him,  and  paid  81.  quit-rent, 
and  2os.  as  an  income  in  tale;  was  one  leuca  long 
and  one  broad,  and  paid  i8d.  gelt  whoever  held  it. 

The  family  of  de  Col  kirk,  or  Coldchurch,  was 
foon  after  enfeoffed  of  this  royal  manor. 

B2  In 
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In  the  Red  Book,  of  the  Exchequer,  anno  1 2th. 
•fcf  Hcnrv  II.  11  ob,  we  meet  with  this  account: 
"  I,  William  de  Colecherche,  owe  to  my  lord,  Henry 
"  the  king,  the  fervice  of  half  a  knight's  fee  in  Nor- 
"  folk,  of  the  ancient  tenure  from  the  conqueit,  for 
"  I  will  not  that  my  fervice  fhouid  be  concealed, 
"  but  that' I  would  do  that  which  I  ought,  and  I  did 
"  homage  to  thce  my  lord,  and  to  my  lord  Henry 
"  your  ion,  and  did  my  fervice  to  your  {lierifrV 

The'  tenure  was  this  lordfhip  of  Hempftead,  to 
which  Richard  de  Col  kirk  fucceeded,  and  his  daugh- 
ter Sarah  married  Roger  de  S'co  Dionifio,  (St.  Den- 
nis) who  in  her  right  was  lord,  and  living  in  the  4th. 
of  Henry  III.  1220. 

Sir  Richard  de  St.  Dennis  left  two  daughters  and 
co-heirs,  Ifabel,  who  married  John  Manfell,  and 
Joan,  who  married  Roger  le  Cook,  or  Ken,  and  be- 
tween thefe  this  loidfhip  was  divided.;  and  they  -were 
living  in  the  gd  of  Edward  II.  1310. 

On  the  24th  of  Auguft,  1331,  in  the  5th  of  Ed- 
ward III.  Alexander  de  Walcote  paid  fifteen  marks 
to  the  king,  on  his  purchafing  of  Roger  le  Ken  and 
Joan  his  wife,  their  moiety,  and  having  licence  for 
it. 

John  Manfel  died  feifed  of  a  moiety  Augufi  6, 
in  the  35th  of  Edward  I.  1307,  and  Waiter  his 
brother  inherited  it,  on  whofe  death  Alice,  his  filter, 
was  found  to  be  his  heir,  the  wife  of  John  Billing, 
alias  de  Beckham.. 

Alice  had,   by  John  de  Beckham,  two  daughters 
and  co-heirs,  Beatrix  and  Role ;    Role  married  Ro- 
bert 
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bcrt  Robe;!,  of  Great  Yarmouth,  -and-  enjovcd  the 
inoietv.  late  MarifcITs,  and  paid  relief  for  it  in  the 
4ifl  of  Edward  III.  1367. 

Bea'tri^  married  AuguPune  Colvile,  and  they,  in 
the  4^d  of  the  faid  king,  conveyed  lands  in  this  town 
by  fine  to  Robert  Robell. 

In  13855,  John  de  Ecclcs,  of  Billockbv,  had  a 
lordfliip  here,  and  gave  it  by  will  to  be  fold. 

In  the  9}d  of  Henry  IV.  1402,  James  Gyney,  efq, 
raid  Robert  Robell,  were  lords  of  Hempftead. 

John  Qurney,   efq.  had  an  intereft  herein  in  the 

9th  of  that  king. 

James  Gyney,  efq.  above-mentioned,  married  Ela, 
probably  daughter  or  fitter  of  Thomas  Robell,  in  the 
ift  year  of  Henry  V.  1413,  and  had  the  advowfon 
of  the  church,  and  three  parts  of  the  manor. 

Soon  after  this  it  was  conveyed  to  fir  Miles  Sta- 
pleton  of  Ingham,  who  fettled  it  on  Elizabeth,  his 
eldeft  daughter  and  co-heir,  on  her  marriage  with 
fir  William  Calthorpe,  who  was  lord  of  three  parts 
in  the  Gdi  of  Henry  VII.  ,  His  grandfon  fold  it  about 
1572  to  fir  Robert  Woods  of  Norwich,  whofe  de- 
fccndem  was  lord  and  patron  of  this  town  and  church, 
and  of  Bracon-a'h,  in  1 746. 

The  remaining  4th  part  was  in  the  family  of  Stocl- 
hagh,  and  John  Corbet,  efq.  was  lord  of  Stodhagh's 
manor,  alias  Eifliop's,  in  the  ijth  of  James  I.  1617. 

The  church  is  a  reclory,  dedicated  to  St.  Andrew, 

and  was  valued  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  at  four- 

B  ",  teen 
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teen  rHarks,  then  in  die  patronage  of  John  Maunfel, 
lord  of  th  •  manor.  The  re&or  had  no  hoafe,  but  a 
grainge  and  fcventeen  acres. 

Thomas  Wood,  efq.  was  patron  in  1740. 

The  prefent  value  is  gl.  6s.  8d.  and  is  difcharged. 
In  the  chancel  were  the  arms  of  Calthorpe,  Bacon, 
Stapleton,  and  Wythe ;  in  the  church,  thofe  of  Er- 
pingham,  Walton,  and  Stodhagh  ;  and  againft  the 
fouth  wall,  near  the  chancel,  the  effigies  of  a  man 
and  his  wife,  kneeling  and  painted: 

Solvit  devotus  Thomas  Stodah  bene  notus 

Qm  fuc rat  dignct Ktttma  beni^na 

Quos  ve/lris  gratis  meritos  commcndo  bcatis. 

In  1751,  the  Rev.  Richard  Chafe  was  prefented 
to  the  two  churches  of  Hempflead  with  Lcffingham, 
eonfolidated  Auguft  22,  1740. 

HICKLING,  wrote  in  Doomfday  Hikelinga.  At 
the  furvey  Guihumar  held  this  lordfhip  of  Alan,  earl 
of  Richmond,  Godwine,  a  freeman  of  Edric  de  Lax- 
field,  who  held  it  in  the  Confeflbr's  reign,  being  de- 
prived of  it,  to  which  there  belonged  a  church  en- 
dowed with  twenty  acres,  valued  at  2od. 

OVERHALL  MANOR,  Sec.  Geffrey  de  Hickling  held 
it  of  Euflace  de  Vefci,  in  the  igth  of  king  John, 
1212,  by  one  knight's  fee.  who  held  it  of  the  lord 
Robert  de  Valoines,  and  he  of  the  honour  of  Rich- 
mond. 

This  part,  thus  held  by  de  Hickling,  was  the  lord- 
Chip  of  Netherhallj  the  lordfhip  of  OverhalJ,  in  this 
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parifh.  being  held  by  Valoines,  and  by  fir  Robert  de 
Ufford,   earl  of  Suffolk,   in  the  reign  of  Edward  II. 

William,  earl  of  Suffolk,  died  feifed  of  Overhall 
manor  in  the  ^th  of  Richard  II.  1382,  and  it  was  af- 
terwards held  by  Ifabel  his  wife,  on  wliofe  death,  in 
the  4rh  of  Henry  V.  1416.  it  came  to  Robert,  lord 
Scales  ;  who,  with  lord  Willoughby,  and  lord  Fer- 
rers of  Groveby,  were  heirs  to  William,  late  earl  of 
Suffolk. 

Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir  of  Thomas,  lord 
Scales,  brought  it  by  marriage  to  Anthony  Woodvile, 
created  lord  Scales :  and  on  the  death  of  that  lady,  in 
the  13th  of  Edward  IV.  14/1,  it  was  held  by  that 
lord,  and  granted  with  the  lordfhip  of  Middleton  in 
Freebridge-Lynn,  &c.  (on  his  being  beheaded)  to 
Thomas,  duke  of  Norfolk,  by  Richard  III.  but  on 
the  acceffion  of  Henry  VII.  fir  William  Tyridale 
(being  found  to  be  one  of  the  heirs  of  Elizabeth, 
lady  Scales)  had,  on  a  divifion  of  the  eftate,  this 
lordQiip  of  Overhall  affigned  to  him  ;  and  fir  Thomas 
was  lord  in  the  reigns  of  Henry  VIII.  and  queen 
Mary. 

After  this  it  was  in  the  family  of  Throgmorton, 
and  was  forfeited  to  the  crown  by  John  Throgmorton, 
in  the  reign  of  James  I.  probably  one  concerned  in 
the  gunpowder  plot,  or  in  queen  Elizabeth's  reign,  by 
plotting  againfi  her. 

Thomas  Grofs,  efq.  paid  a  rent  of  los.  per  annum 
for  this  lordfhip  here,  to  the  lord  of  Swaffhum,  as 
Richmond  fee. 

In  1630,   fir  Charles  le  Grofs  held  it  by  Icafc  of 

fhcfeiown,  and  kept  a  court  and  a  lete;  and  in  1638, 

B  4  John 
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John  Row  petitioned  the  king  to  have  a  leak  of  Over- 
hall  manor  for  thirty-one  years. 

Afterwards  it  was  in  the  Calthorpes,  lords  of  Nc- 
therhall,  in  this  town  ;  in  i  694,  Martin  Calthorpe, 
cfq.  on  his  marriage  with  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Wil- 
liam Vvilkes,  of  London,  gent,  fettled  Overhall  and 
NctheihalJ,  &c.  upon  her. 

This  Martin  fpent  his  cftate,  and  was  reduced  to 
great  poverty ;  his  lordfhips  here  were  mortgaged  to 
Wortley  Montague,  efq.  who  entered  on  them  and 
turned  him  out,  about  1717. 

After  this  it  was  bought  by  the  Walpoles ;  in  I  740, 
Robert,  lord  Walpole,  poffelfed  it,  and  his  Ion, 
George,  earl  of  Orford,  was  lord. 

NETHERHALL  MANOR.  The  familv  of  de  Hick- 
ling,  before-mentioned,  held  this  lordfhip  under  lord 
Valoines,  but  in  the  4sd  of  Edward  III.  1368,  Re- 
ginald de  Eccles  ;  and  Richard  cle  Waterdcn  releafed 
to  fir  Edward  de  Berkeley  all  his  right  in  the  third 
part  of  Netherhall  manor  ;  and  the  faid  fir  Edward 
in  the  45th  of  that  king,  granted  to  Aubrey  de  Vere, 
carl  of  Orford,  £:c.  his  right  in  two  pans  of  Nether- 
hall,  which  he  held  in  right  of  Jane  his  late  wife,  by 
the  courtefy  of  England. 

John  de  Eccles,  8cc.  aliened  in  the  4th  of  Rich.  II. 
1481,  the  third  part  of  this  manor  to  the  priorv  of 
Hickling, 

After  this  it  was  united  to  Overhall  manor,  and 
was  held  by  the  earls  of  Orford. 

John 
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John  Micklethwnit,  cfq.  of  Beeilon  St,rAndrew,  in 
Taverhnin  hundred,  is  the  prefent  lord  of  the  manors 
of  Ovcihall,  NetherhaU,  and  Stannow,  and  patron 
of  the  church,  which  he  bought  under  a  decree  of 
the  Court  of  Chancery. 

HICKLING  PKIORY.  Theobald  de  Valoincs,  fon 
of  Robert,  lord  Valoines,  was  the  founder  of  this 
priory  in  the  31 -ft  of  Henry  II.  1185,  dedicated  to 
St.  Mary,  St.  Auftin  and  All  Saints,  for  canons  of  the 
order  of  St.  Auftin,  which  he  endowed  with  the 
churches  of  Hickling,  and  the  churches  of  Parham 
and  Haketoh,  or  Hafketon,  in  Suffolk,  and  lands  at 
Earlham,  as  alfo  the  church  of  All  Saints  of  Ditton, 
in  Cambric!gc:fhire. 

William,  lord  Monchenfy,  gave  all  his  lands  at 
Kedingiand  in  Suffolk,  with  four  acres  of  common  of 
pad-are  there;  Mr.  Robert  de  Waxftonefham  or  Wax- 
ham,  a  moiety  of  the  advowfon  of  that  church,  an.1 
Henry  de  Flegg,  the  advowfon  of  the  other  moiety, 
which  was  confirmed  by  king  John  in  his  5th  year, 
1204,  when  he  granted  them  a  charter  for  a  weekly 
market  on  Friday,  in  this  town. 

Henry  III.  in  his  I  ith  year,  I  227,  gave  licenfe  to 
hold  a  fail  for  three  days,  on  the  vigil,  day,  and  the 
morrow  of  the  feaft  of  All  Saints. 

The  prior  had  licenfe  in  the  2510.  of  Edward  III. 
13^1,  to  purchafe  tenements  in  Horfey  and  Palling, 
and  to  appropriate  the  church  of  Palling,  as  they 
had  in  the  2^th  of  that  king,  for  the  church  of 
Shipdham. 

Adam  de  Scakilthorp,  reclor  of  Caution,  gave  to 
this  priory,  organs,  in  1370. 

Several 
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Several  lands,  Sec.  were  aliened  to  this  priory, 
which  at  the  diflbliuion  came  to  the  crown,  and  was 
granted  to  fir  William  Wodehoufe,  of  Hickling,  who 
was  lord  in  the  c>oth  of  Henrv  VIII.  1535,  and  id  of 

Edward  VI.   1548. 

He  was  found  to  die  feifed  of  it,  November  15,  in 
the  yth  of  queen  Elizabeth,  1555,  with  the  fcite  and 
Jands  of  the  priory,  and  appropriated  reclory,  the 
manors  of  Palling,  Boyland's  in  North  Walfham, 
Wild's  and  LinforcVs  manors  in  Stalham,  Houchin's 
in  Edingthorpe,  Shipdharn  and  the  park. 

It  was  fold  to  fir  Martin  Calthorpe,  of  London,  in 
the  reign  of  queen  Elizabeth,  by  fir  Thomes  Wode- 
houfe ;  Martin  Calthorpe,  efq.  fon  and  heir  of  fir 
Martin,  obtained  in  the  ifl  of  James  I.  1603,  an  acl 
of  parliament  (the  eflate  being  entailed)  to  fell  lands 
to  provide  for  a  numerous  family,  and  fold  by  li- 
cenfe,  January  12,  the  2d  of  that  king,  the  fcite  of 
the  priory,  and  lands,  to  James  Scambler,  fenior,  efq. 
%vho  died  in  1633,  and  left  it  to  his  nephew,  James, 
Ion  of  his  brother,  Thomas  Scambler,  efq.  of  Brif- 
ton,  and  a  great  fuit  in  Chancery  enfued  on  this  fale, 
between  Scambler,  the  nephew,  and  John  Calthorpe, 
efq. 

In  this  family  it  remained  till  about  the  year  1717, 
when  Wortley  Montague,  efq.  entered  on  it,  and  it 
v.-as  in  the  earl  of  Orfoid.  * 

The  priory  manor  was  afterwards  bought  by  a  Mr. 
Scambler,  and  appropriated  folely  in  additional  fa- 
laries  to  the  eccleiiaflical  officiates  of  certain  parifhes, 
in  lieu  of  a  more  difagreeable  method  his  father  had 
willed  the  fame  payments  to  be  made. 
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"Robert  Botyld,  alias  Wymondham,  occurs  prior  in 
i  ^ 03,  and  was  the  lafl  prior,  and  with  three  of  the 
canons,  fabfcribcd  to  the  king's  fupremacy,  June  4, 
1J34- 

On  the  diffolutlon,  the  vifitors  are  faid  to  have 
Found  thefe  following  guilty  of  incontinency  ; — Ro- 
bert Walfhain,  Richard  Leke,  Robert  Baflwicke,  Ro- 
bert Allen,  John  Michael,  and  Matthew  Wood. 

This  prior,  Botyld,  ferved  the  office  of  cellerer 
from  St.  Michael,  1512,  to  St.  Michael,  1513,  and 
the  loth  year  of  his  being  prior,  and  his  account  con- 
taining fome  things  curious  to  the  ilate  of  this  priory, 
\ve  fliall  here  infert  them.

Moneys  paid  to  the  king's  and  the  earl  of  Orford's 
bere-ward,  and  to  the  kings  players.

To  the  collector  of  the 
pope's  chamber,  75.  To  the  priory  of  monks  at 
Thetford,  for  Hauworih  penfion,  435.  For  the 
prior's  part  of  Hickling  lete,  6d.  To  Overhall  ma- 
nor, los.  per  annum.  To  Ingham  priory,  35.  To 
Hanworth  manor,  for  a  pair  of  gilt  fpurs,  and  to 
lorncet  manor,  id. 

Six  pounds  per  annum  was  paid  fee  farm  rent  for 
this  priory,  and  8s,  4d.  per  annum  refpite  of  homage 
\vith  acquittance,  &c. 

It  was  valued  at  137!.  id.  ob.  q.  as  Speed;  and 
at.  tool.  i3s.  jd.  ob.  as  Dugdale. 

The  whole  of  their  temporalities  were  valued  in 
1428  at  15!.  i2s.  gd.  and  ipiritualities  at  31!.  6s.  8d, 

Here  were  a  prior  and  nine  or  ten  canons.  It  was 
fettk-d  by  ac~l  of  parliament,  the  2jth  of  Henry  VIII. 
1536,  on  the  bifliop  of  Norwich,  in  part,  as  an  ex- 
change for  old  lands  of  that  fee. 

The 
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The  ruins  of  the  priorv,  which  are  many,  (land  oil 
a  rifing  ground  totaiiy  furrounded  by  fen-lands,  and 
to  which  there  arc  now  only  two  approaches  by 
c.vjfcvvavs  ;  one  from  Palling,  the  other  from  Hick- 
ling.  The  priory  larni  contains  near  fifty  acres. 
Stone  coilins  have  been  dug  up,  and  many  coins  of 
queen  Elizabeth  arc  found. 

The  church  of  Hickling  is  dedicated  to  St.  Mary, 
and  was  a  rectory,  val  ed  at  thirty  marks,  and  ap- 
propriated to  the  priory  when  a  vicarage  was  founded, 
in  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  The  vicar  is  faid  to  have 
had  convenient  edifices,  valued  at  il.  los.  and  oa. 
every  inftitution  los.  was  paid  to  the  biihop  for  firll 
fruits.  Peter-pence  were  lod. 

The  church  is  a  ftately  flruclure,  Handing  on  a 
fmall  eminence,  and  is  in  good  repair,  which  is  not 
the  cafe  with  fome  of  the  neighouring  churches.  In 
the  tower  are  .five  bells. 

The  prior  prefented  to  this  vicarage  from  13-1.0  to 
the  diiTolution  ;  queen  Elizabeth  prefented  in  1.387; 
after  which  the  Calthorpe's  had  the  patronage ;  fir 
James  Montague  prefented  in  1716;  and  in  1730, 
and  in  1732,  Robert,  lord  Walpole,  of  Houghton. 

At  the  eaft  end  of  the  chancel  wall,  a  monument 
of  black  and  white  marble,  In  memory  of  John  Cat- 
thorpe,  tfq.  cf  this  parijh ;  he  departed,  be.  Augujt  2, 
l68S,  in  his  36^  year. 

A  monument  In  memory  of  fir  William  Wodehoufe, 
without  any  infcription  over  his  tomb.  His  atchieve- 
ment  quarterly,  in  firfl  and  fourth,  azure,  a  leopard's 
face,  or,  in.  the  fecond  and  third  ermin,  his  gilt 
fword,  8cc.

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The  prcfent  value  of  the  vicarage  is  _/jl.  53.  4<3. 
The  temporalities  of  Cnmpfey  priory,  2os. 

In  the  iSth  of  Edward  IV.  Magdalen  College  in 
Oxford,  had  a  patent  for  lands  called  Eifcx's,  and  the 
liberty  of  a  (wan  mark,  granted  by  William  Bar-forth, 
and  Andrew  Riches,  in  Hickling,  to  Thomas  Wode- 
houfe,  efq.  of  Waxham,  in  the  ad  of  Edward  VI. 

The  manor  of  Sutton  extended  into  this  town,  and 
was  held  of  the  Calthorpes,  in  the  reign  of  Edw.  II. 
which  came  to  fir  Miles  Stapleton,  and  fo  to  the 
prior  of  Ingham,  in  the  reign  of  Richard  II. 

The  Rev.  John  Wells  was  prefented  to  diis  vicar- 
age in  i  769. 

In,  and  adjoining  to  this  parifli  is  a  moft  beautiful 
fheet  of  water,  called  HICKLING  BROAD,  on  which 
is  held  in  July  annually  a  Water  Frolic. 

At  this  Fettle  Charrrpetre  vail  numbers  of  gentry,  &c. 
jifTemble  by  water  in  elegant  barges  and  plea  lure- 
boats  from  Norwich,  Beccles,  Yarmouth,  and  the 
neighbourhood  ;  when  every  fpecies  of  feflivity  fuit- 
able  to  the  feveral  companies,  is  praclifed  without  in- 
jury orfricafe. 

The  village  of  Hickling  is  furrounded,  all  but  an 
iflhmus  of  two  or  three  furlongs  wide,  by  wet  marines, 
mfomuch  that  to  go  from  Hickling  to  Horfey  fa  ho- 
rizontal diflance  of  two  miles  and  a  half)  one  muft 
travel  nearly  {'even  miles. 

HORSEY,  wrote  in  Doomfday,  Horfeia.  Four 
freemen  held  in  the  Confeuor's  time,  the  principal 
tenure,  or  manor  here:  the  king  and  the  earl  had  the 

foe 
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foe,  and  what  they  pcnTeiTcd  was  valued  at  405.  This 
was  one  of  the  lordfhips  that  Ralph  Bigot,  carl  of 
Norfolk,  had,  and  was  deprived  of.  en  his  rebellion 
acrainfi  the  Conqueror,  and  was  taxed  at  lol.  per  an- 
num v,  hen  the  Conqueror  gramed  it  to  Roger  Bigot. 

Rcc;er  Bigot  had  alfo  twelve  acres  belonging  to  a 
freeman,  in  king  Edward's  reign,  by  whom,  and 
others  in  Stalham,  Brunftead,  Sec.  one  carucate  and 
four  acres  of  meadow  were  held;  of  thefe  Ailwin, 
his  predecefior,  had  not  even  the  commendation  in 
king  Edward's  time,  yet  he  claims  them  as  belonging 
to  his  fee,  by  a  grant  of  the  Conqueror,  becaufe  he 
had  the  commendation  of  them  in  the  Conqueror's 
time :  this  was  valued  at  45.  and  the  king  and  the 
earl  had  the  foe. 

The  king  had  four  freemen  who  held  of  him 
twenty  acres,  and  half  a  carucate,  valued  at  2s. 
which  alfo  came  to  Roger  Bigot. 

Thomas  de  Thime  had  an  intereft  herein,  and 
gave  to  Jofeph,  fon  of  Bond  de  Horfey,  and  Helen, 
his  niece,  all  the  land  that  Bond  held  in  this  town, 
Sec.  paying  yearly  45.  3d.  Thomas  alfo  grants  to 
Reginald  de  Gelham,  his  nephew,  all  the  land  of  the 
fee  of  Jofeph  de  Horfey,  which  Bond  held  of  him 
and  his  anceflors,  paying  3d.  per  annum. 

In  the  loth  of  Edward  I  1282,  fir  Oliver  de  Ing- 
ham  held  of  Thomas  de  Horfey,  by  the  fervicc  of  a 
rofe,  a  meffuage,  and  forty  acres  of  land,  and  ten  of 
meadow ;  from  the  Inghams  it  came,  by  marriage, 
to  the  Stapletons,  and  from  them  to  the  Calthorpes. 

This  Manor  was  in  the  poITcflion  of  Henry  Wodc- 
houfe,  efq..of  Waxham,  in  the  reign  of  queen  Eli- 
zabeth, 
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zabeth,  and  (ince  that  time  has  frequently  fhifted 
bands;  in  1733,  it  was  bought,  together  with  the 
manor  of  Waxharn,  under  a  decretal  order  of  the 
Court  of  Chancery,  of  Thomas  Biofieid,  efq.  of 
Hoveton  St.  John,  by  Thomas  Brograve,  efq.  of 
Baddovv,  in  Eifex  ;  and  his  eldeil-  {'on,  Eerney  Bro- 
grave,  elq.  is  the  prefent  lord. 

The  church  is  dedicated  to  All  Saints,  and  was  a 
refiory.  Peter  Bardolph  was  redor  in  the  i^th  year 
of  king  John,  ar.d  had  been  prefented  to  it  by  God- 
win de  Horfey:  his  fon  and  heir,  Adam,  gave  it  to 
the  priory  of  Hickling,  and  was  appropriated  thereto, 
and  a  vicarage  was  fettled  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I. 
The  reclory  was  valued  at  two  marks,  the  vicar  had 
no  inanfe,  and  the  facrifl  of  that  priory  was  laid  to 
occupy  the  manfe  which  formerly  belonged  to  the 
vicar. 

After  1521,  it  was  held  feveral  years  by  fequef- 
traiion. 

In  1603,  Richard  Allen,  the  curate,  certified  that 
there  were  fifty-eight  communicants,  and  that  for 
Icrving  the  cure  he  had  lome  fmall  tiihes  worth  405. 
per  annum. 

The  church  has  been  feveral  years  in  ruins,  and 
the  prefent  value  is  3!.  is.  4d.  and  is  difcharged. 

Divine  fervicc  is  performed  only  once  a  fortnight 
at  this  church  ;  and  the  town  itfelf  is  only  acceffable 
but  by  one  road,  which,  in  the  winter  feafon,  is  paf- 
fcd  with  fome  difficulty,  on  account  of  the  maiihes 
being  frequently  flooded  from  the  fea. 

Horfey 
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Horfey  is  compared  to'the  city  of  Troy,  having 
but  one  way  in,  and  the  fame  out.  Quere,  Would 
not  fuch  a  place  be  an  eligible  prifon  for  Frenchmen 
taken  during  the  war?  No  Gentries  would  be  re- 
quired, as  an  efcape  muft  be  impracticable  if  the  prc- 
Jent  road  was  dejlroyed,  nor  would  any  expence  be 
incurred,  as  vegetables,  garlick,  and  other  roots, 
might  be  cultivated  by  their  own  iriduftry,  and  frogs 
had  in  abundance. 

William,  bifhop  of  Thetford,  held  at  the  furvey 
in  his  own  right,  as  a  lay-fee,  a  lordfhip^  of  which 
a  free  man,  under  the  commendation  of  Almar,  bi-~ 
fhop  of  Elmham,  was  deprived,  confiding  of  twenty- 
five  acres,  three  borderers,  with  half  a  carucate  arid 
ten  acres  of  meadow,  valued  at  i  is.  The  king  and 
the  earl  had  the  foe ;  and  there  were  alfo  two  free- 
men under  the  commendation  of  bifhop  Almar,  who 
had  fixteen  acres  of  land,  and  five  of  paflure,  valued 
at  $od.  of  which  they  were  deprived,  and  William 
de  Noers  held  this  under  bifliop  William  aforefaid. 

Bifhop  Rugg,  in  the  time  of  Henry  VIII.  is  faid 
to  have  alienated  revenues  belonging  to  the  fee  in 
this  town  and  Palling,  with  their  appropriated  rec- 
tories, Sec.  for  Ingham-Graingc  redory,  8cc.  to  Tho- 
mas Wodehoufe,  efq. 

The  Rev.  William  Ivory  was  prefented  to  this  vi- 
carage in  1776  by  the  king,  by  lapfe. 

1NGHAM,  wrote  Hincham  in  Doomfday.  In 
this  town,  which  takes  its  name  as  feated  in  the  mea- 
dow, four  free-men  held,  in  king  Edward's  time, 
twelve  acres  and  half  a  carucate,  and  of  thefe  the 
king  and  the  earl  had  the  foe,  and  was  then  valued 
at  408.  but  at  the  furvey,  when  Alan  earl  of  Rich- 
G  mond 
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rhcnd  was  lovd  of  this,  and  many  other  tenures  here, 
by  the  grant  of  the  Conquercr,  it  was  Valued  at  9!. 
per  ann. 

Edric  alfo,  the  man  cf  Edric  de  Laxfie'ld,  held  in 
the  days  of  king  Edward  lands,  Sec.  and  there  were 
frxteen  free-men  under  his  protection  only.  This 
manor  of  Edric  was  valued  at  i  as.  and  that  of  the 
free-men  at  i  ss,  and  they  were  in  all  eleven  furlongs 
long  and  feven  broad. 

The  fiift  tenure,  or  lordfliip  above-mentioned, 
held  by  the  four  free-men,  was  at  the  furvey  claim- 
ed, together  with  a  lordfliip  in  Stalham,  by  Robert 
Malet,  but  the  earl  Alan  had  all  the  aforefaid  te- 
nure of  the  Conqueror  in  capite. 

'  A  family  that  took  their  name  from  this  town  was 
very  early  enfeoffcd  thereof.  Oliver  de  Ingham  was 
living  in  the  sgth  of  Henry  II.  1183. 

In  the  gth  of  Edward  I.  1281,  fir  Oliver  de  Ing- 
liam  was  fummoned,  among  other  barons,  to  attend 
the  king  in  his  expedition  into  Wales :  he  died  in 
1291,  and  was  found  to  hold  this  manor  of  the  lord 
Tatdhale  by  one  fee,  to  have  free  warren,  the  affife, 
and  was  lord  alfo  of  Weft-Dean  in  Wiltfhire,  and 
John  was  his  fon  and  heir,  by  Elizabeth  his  wife, 
who  was  living  in  the  20th  of  Edward  I. 

In  the  22d  of  that  king,  he  was  fummoned  to  at- 
tend the  king  into  Gafcoigne,  and  in  the  26th  into 
Scotland;  and  in  the  iaid  year  Alan  Hovell  releafed 
to  him  (being  then  a  knight)  all  right  which  he  had 
in  an  annual  payment  of  two  robes  and  a  laddie  for 
his  life,  and  all  penfions,  rents,  and  debts  in  one 
robe  for  his  eiquire,  and  two  robes  for  two  boys 

yearly* 
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yearly,  and  all  debts  from  the  beginning  of  the 
world  to  the  feaft  of  St.  Catherine  in  this  year ;  Alan 
furrendering  to  him  all  the  writings  which  he  had 
given  Alan,  concerning  the  eftate  which  he  had  of 
John,  in  Ludham,  Catfield,  Heigham,  8cc.  dated 
at  Ghent  in  Flanders,  on  the  feaft  of  St.  Catherine; 
witneffes,  fir  John  de  Botetourt,  fir  Robert  de  Scales, 
fir  Walter  de  Gloucefter,  fir  Robert  de  Haufted,  fir 
Ralph  de  Noioun,  Walter  de  Walcote,  Adam  de 
Catfield,  &c. 

In  the  34th  of  the  faid  king,  1306,  fir  John  de 
Ingham,  and  Reginald  de  St.  Martin,  had  a  grant 
of  the  king  for  livery  of  the  manor  of  Steeple-Lang- 
ford,  and  the  third  part  of  Ea(l  Greenftead  manor, 
in  Wiltftire.  Sir  John  died  in  or  about  the  3d  of 
Edward  II.  and  held  this  lordfhip,  valued  at  1 81. 
per  arm.  by  one  fee,  of  the  barony  of  Tatefhale, 
the  manor  of  Waxham  by  one  of  the  earl  of  Nor- 
folk, valued  at  17!.  and  a  manor  or  meffuage,  with 
lands,  at  Starflon  in  Norfolk,  at  4!.  6s.  per  ann. 

In  the  yth  of  Edward  II.  1314,  Oliver,  fon  and 
heir  of  fir  John  Ingham,  paid  50!.  relief  fora  moie- 
ty of  the  barony  of  Waleran,  (the  other  moiety  be- 
ing in  fir  Reginald  de  St.  Martin)  and  in  right  of 
this  he  was  lord  of  Weft-Dean,  &c.  in  Wiltflbire. 
Hollingfhead  calls  him  a  young,  lufty,  valiant  knight, 
in  great  eftecm  with  the  king. 

Sir  Oliver  was  alfo  governor  of  EHefmore  cr.fllc 
in  Shropihire,  and  fummoned  to  parliament  in  the 
•ift,  6th,  and  14th  of  Edward  III.  and  governor  of 
Maryborough  caftle,  and  that  of  the  Devizes,  in  the 
i4th  of  that  king,  and  in  the  following  year  cuftos 
of  Chefler,  conitable  of  Bourdeaux  in  France,  go- 
vernor of  Guildford  caftle;  in  the  lyth  of  that 
C  2  king, 
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king,  juflice  of  Chefter,  and  had  the  king's  writ  di~ 
recled  to  him.  dated  Nov.  14,  at  Nottingham,  to 
levy  a  hue  and  cry,  and  if  poffible  to  arreft  Roger 
Mortimer,  of  Wvgmore,  the  king's  enemy. t 

In  the  igth  of  the  fuid  reign,  he  was  fenefchal  of 
Gafcoign,  and  lord  warden  of  the  marfhes  of  Gui- 
enne:  he  raifed  a  great  army,  and  recovered  the 
county  of  Agnois  from  the  French :  he  was  alfo  fe^ 
nefchal  of  Aquitaine  in  the  faid  reign,  which  Edward 
III.  confirmed  to  him,  with  an  addition  of  five  hun- 
dred marks  fterliog,  and  after  of  feventy-feven  facks 
of  wool  and  a  half,  out  of  the  king's  wool  in  Hamp* 
"fhire:  he  was  fummoried  to  parliament  among  the 
barons  in  the  ift  year  of  Edward  III.  and  in  his  c;d 
year  had  a  grant,  in  fee,  of  all  the  lands  which  were 
fir  Thomas  Rofceline's  attainted,  and  a  pardon  for 
all  offences,  8cc.  in  the  fame  year  he  appears  to  be 
Jord  of  Daventry  in  Northamptonfhire:  in  the  ^th 
of  that  king  he  fettled  on  John  his  fon,  and  Cathe- 
rine his  wile,  and  their  heirs,  on  their  marriage,  the 
manor  of  Starflon,  who  dying  without  ifiue  about 
the  12th  of  that  king,  the  faid  Catherine  took  the 
veil,  and  was  a  nun. 

Sir  Oliver  died  in  the  iyth  of  Edward  III.  1343, 
and  had  by  the  lady  Elizabeth  his  wife,  daughter  of 
the  lord  Zouch,  two  daughters,  Elizabeth  and  Joan. 

Elizabeth,  the  elded  daughter  of  fir  Oliver,  died 
before  him,  and   left   by  fir  John  de   Curfon,    her 
hufband,  Mary,  a  daughter  and  heirefs  to  her  grand- 
lather, 

*  Smollet  fays  that  this  fir  Oliver  was  one  of  the  chief  par- 
tifans  and  counfellors  of  earl  Mortimer,  and  taken  prifoner  at 
Nottingham,  and  fent  to  the  Tower,  when  Mortimer  was  taken, 
but  this  muft  be  a  great  miftake,  Parkin. 
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father,  who  dying  without  ififue,  the  lordfhip  came 
to  Joan,  the  youngeft  daughter  of  fir  Oliver  de  Ing- 
ham,  who  married,  firfl,  lord  Roger  L'Eflrange,  of 
Knockyn,  and  after  fir  Miles  Stapleton,  knight  of 
the  garter,  whom  Edward  III.  reieafed  of  feveral 
fervices  and  debts  due  from  this  eftate. 

Sir  Miles,  in  right  of  his  mother,  was  alfo  lord 
of  Bedal  in  the  North  Riding  of  Ycrkfhire,  and  had 
one  fun,  John,  who  died  without  iffue. 

In  the  25th  of  Edward  III.  1354,  it  appears  that 
he  was  lord  of  Coiherfton  and  Afkham  in  Yorkfhire, 
was  knight  of  the  garter,  one  of  the  founders,  and 
in  the  wars  of  France  with  the  king,  from  the  i6th 
to  the  38th  year  of  his  reign,  and  died  in  the 
year  1364,  on  Wcdnefday  before  the  feafl  of  St. 
Nicholas ;  and  the  cuftody  of  his  lands  was  granted 
on  February  21.  anno  39,  to  the  queen,  who,  on. 
May  12  following,  granted  them  to  fir  Brian  Staple- 
ton,  and  fir  Roger  de  Bois. 

Sir  Brian  Stapleton,  of  Carleton  in  Yorkfhire,' 
was  brother  of  the  aforefaid  fir  Miles,  and  was  fa- 
mous for  military  fervices,  being  governor  of  Calais 
in  the  reign  of  Edward  II.  and  a  commiffioner  to 
treat  of  peace  between  that  king  and  the  king  of 
France. 

His  fon,  fir  Miles  Stapleton,  died  in  the  5th  year 
of  Henry  V.  1417,  lord  of  Ingham,  Waxham  and 
Horfey ;  Thir{k  in  Yorkfhire,  and  Weybread  in  Suf- 
folk :  his  badge  was  an  owl  with  wings  expanded^, 
and  crowned. 

Sir  Brian  Stapleton  fucceeded  his  father  fir  Miles/ 

was  married  to  Ela,  daughter  of  fir  Edmund  Uifard,- 

C  3  and 
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and  fherlfF  of  Norfolk  in  1424.  Sir  Brian  died  iii 
1438,  and  left  to  Miles  his  fon,  all  his  houfhold 
fluff,  Sec.  at  Inghani,  with  all  his  (wans  and  cyg- 
nets, of  the  old  and  new  mark :  he  had  a  daughter, 
Ann,  married  to  Thomas  Heath,  efq.  of  Hengravc 
in  Suffolk. 

Sir  Miles  died  lord  of  Codeford  and  Longford  in 
Wiltfhire,  Bekar  in  Lincolnfliire,  and  Stow  Qui  in 
Cambridgcfliire, 

In  1428  he  was  a  commiffioner  to  look  after  the 
beacons  in  Norfolk:  in  14 5 7  he  conveyed  the  ma- 
nor of  South  Cove  in  Suffolk  to  William  Calthorpe, 
efq.  who  married  Elizabeth  his  daughter,  which 
Iprdfhip  he  bought  of  Ralph  Eftley,  efq.  and  in  the 
ifl  of  Edward  IV.  1461,  that  of  Keffingland  in 
Suffolk  on  his  brother  Brian,  and  was  knight  of  the 
fhire  in  parliament  in  the  28th  of  Henry  VI.  and 
at  his  death,  Sept.  30.  1466,  left  two  daughters  and 
co-heirs  by  Catherine  his  fecond  wife,  Elizabeth  and 
Joan.  By  his  la  ft  will,  he  dcvifed  all  his  goods, 
chattels,  and  moveables,  to  be  difpenfed  to  pious 
ufes,  and  all  his  manors  to  his  feoffees,  for  four 
years,  to  raife  money  for  alms-deeds,  for  his  foul's 
health;  and  by  his  teflament  in  1444,  wheiein  he 
ililes  himfelf  Miles  S^apleton,  efq.  of  Ingham,  he 
gives  legacies  to  this  priory,  this  church,  and  that 
of  Waxham,  to  the  Friars  Preachers  of  Yarmouth, 
Norwich,  8cc.  he  died  feifed  of  this  lordfhip,  and 
thofe  of  Horfey,  Waxham,  Lammas,  and  Starilon, 
in  Norfolk  ;  Weybread  in  Suffolk  ;  Bedal,  Cother- 
fton,  and  Afkham-Brian  in  Yorkfhire. 

Elizabeth,  his  eldeft  daughter,  married  firfl  fir 
William  Calthorpe,  of  Burnham-Thorpe  in  the  hun- 
dred of  Brothercrofs,  on  whofe  death  in  1494  flier 

married 
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married  fir  John  Fortcfcue.  lord  chief  juftice  of 
England,  who  was  living  here,  with  his  lady,  in  the 
12th  of  Henry  VII.  1497,  m  great  hofpitality,  as 
appears  from  his  fleward's  account,  John  Glavyn, 
whofe  fee  was  133.  d.d.  per  ann. 

His  expences  for  100  falt-fifh,  called  ling,  were 
6 is. — For  200  falt-fifh,  66s.  8d. — Eight  cades  of 
red  herrings,  283. — Eight  barrels  of  white  herrings, 

535.  4d. Malting  of  barley,   charged  at  6d.  per 

quarter,  and  the  carriage  of  it  to  fir  John's  city-houfe 
in  St.  Martin's  by  the  Palace,  at  Norwich,  was  2d. 
per  quarter  from  Inghara. — Paid  for  a  mare  to  ride 
to  London,  2 ad. — For  grinding  a  quarter  of  wheat, 
3d.  Wheat  then  45.  Sd.  per  quarter. — To  a  chand- 
ler for  making  candles,  4d.  a  day. — Paid  tithe  of  fir 
John's  garden,  as.  6d. 

On  the  death  of  fir  John,  ihe  married  fir  Edward 
Howard,  lord  admiral,  and  brother  to  the  duke  of 
Norfolk:  fir  Edward  was  her  hufband  in  the  17th 
of  Henry  VII.  She  died  in  the  lafl  year  of  the  faid 
king,  1509. 

Sir  Francis  Cakhorpe  her  fon,  by  fir  William  Cal- 
thorpe,  inherited  this  lordfliip.  Sir  Francis  had  two 
wives;  the  firft  was  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John 
Windharn,  of  Crownthorpe,  efq.  by  whom  he  had 
no  iffue:  his  fecond  wife  was  Elizabeth,  daughter 
of  Ralph  Rerney,  efq.  of  Gunton,  by  whom  he  had 
William  Cauhorpe,  efq.  who  fold  it  to  fir  Thomas 
Wodehoufe,  of  Waxham,  and  fir  Henry,  his  ne- 
phew, fold  it  to  fir  Nicholas  Bacon  in  1583. 

After  this  it  came  to  the  Johnfons  ;  William  John- 

fon,  of  Catton  in  Norfolk,  fon  of  William  Johnfon, 

efcj.    alderman   of    Norwich,   who  married  Hefter, 

G  4  daughter 
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daughter  of  Francis  Smallpiece,  efq.   alderman   and 
mayor  of  Norwich,  was  lord  in  1036. 

The  abbot  of  Holme  had  an  intereft  herein  in  the 
time  of  the  Confeffor,  th'rty  acres  of  land,  &c.  va- 
lued at  6s.  8d.  and  the  abbot  had  a  lordfhip  in  the 
gd  of  Henry  IV.  On  the  exchange  of  lands  between 
Henry  VIII.  and  the  bifliop  of  Norwich,  this  was 
granted  to  that  fee,  and  is  now  held  by  the  bifliop, 
with  the  priory  giainge,  8cc. 

The  church  is  dedicated  to  the  holy  Trinity:  it 
was  anciently  a  redory,  valued  at  twenty-fix  marks 
in  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  when  the  rector  had  a 
rnanfe,  and  thirty  acres  of  land. 

On  June  12,  1360,  Thomas  Percy,  bifhop  of 
Norwich,  (on  the  petition  of  fir  Miles  Stapleton,  lord 
of  the  town,  and  patron  of  the  church,  who  had  re- 
built it,  and  founded  a  college  of  the  religious  order 
of  the  holy  Trinity  and  St.  Victor,  for  the  redemp- 
tion of  captives,  and  enlarged  it  with  its  church, 
and  a  tower  for  bells)  appropriated  it  thereto,  Robert 
Marleburgh  being  appointed  the  firft  prior,  and  John. 
Pevefey  facrift,  who  was  to  have  the  cure  of  the  pa- 
rifhioners,  with  ordinances  and  ftatutes,  a  penfion 
of  los.  per  arm.  being  referved  to  the  bifhop:  it 
confided  of  a  prior,  facrift,  and  fix  canons. 

At  the  diffolution  it  was  granted  to  fir  William 
Wodehoufe,  of  VVaxham  ;  and  bifhop  Rugg  aliened 
the  priory  of  Hickling,  with  revenues  belonging  to 
his  fee  in  Horfey,  Palling,  Sec.  and  their  appropri- 
ated re&ories,  for  Ingham  priory  grainge,  lands  and 
rectory,  and  the  redory  of  Walcote,  to  fir  Thomas 
Wodehoufe, 

If 
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It  was  valued  at  6il.  gs.  yd.  ob.  q.  as  Dugdale; 
at  74!.  as.  yd.  ob.  as  Speed. 

The  church  is  fervcd  by  a  flipendiary  curnte,  no- 
minated by  the  bifhop.  In  1603,  here  were  149 

communicants. 

At  the  weft  end  of  the  ftceple  are  the  arms  of  Sta- 
pleton,  impaling  de  la  Pole,  and  thofe  of  Irigham ; 
and  there  are  five  bells.  Part  of  the  church  is  lead- 
ed, and  part  tiled  ;  the  chancel  is  leaded.  Over  the 
fouth  porch  is  a  room,  and  in  the  iguth  aile  is  the 
chapel  of  St.  Mary. 

It  confifls  of  a  nave,  a  north  and  fouth  aile,  all 
formerly  covered  with  lead,  and  the  tower  is  tali  and 
beautiful. 

In  the  chancel,  or  choir,  lie  many  grave-flones 
curioully  ornamented,  formerly  for  the  family  of 
Stapleton,  &c.  but  have  fufiered  much  through  length 
of  time,  and  for  want  of  the  chancel's  being  well 
covered. 

Under  an  arch,  on  the  north  fide,  lies  the  effigjr 
of  fir  Oliver  Ingham,  in  compleat  armour,  on  a  mat- 
trafs,  with  his  gilt  fpurs,  and  a  garter  on  his  leg,  as 
knight  of  that  order,  beholding  (as  Weaver  lays) 
the  fun,  moon  and  (tars,  all  very  lively  fet  forth  in 
metal;  at  his  feet  a  lion  couchant;  his  helmet  (up- 
ported  by  two  angels ;  his  arms,  per  pale,  or  and 
vert,  a  crofs  moline,  gules  ;  creft,  an  owl  with  wings 
expanded,  and  crowned ;  alfo  twenty-four  mourners 
about  his  monument,  and  on  the  fide  of  it. 

Mounficur  Olvier  de  Ingham  gift  icy,  et  Dame  Eli^a- 
bcth,  Ja  compagne,  que  luy  Dicux  de  Us  almcs  cit  mercy. 

On 
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On  the  pavement  of  the  chancel  a  portraiture  of 
a  knight  in  compleat  armour,  and  his  lady  on  the 
right  hand,  in  brafs.  Round  the  grave-flone, 

Priez  pour  ks  almes  Mon/ieur  Miles  Stapleton,  et  dame 
fohanm  fa  Jemme,  Jille  de  Mdnjia.fr  Olvier  de  Ingham, 
Jondcurs  dc  cejic  majfon,  que  Dieu  de  Icur  almes  eit  pitee* 
On  it  the  arms  of  Stapleton  and  of  Ingham. 

On  a  grave-flone,  the  portraitures  in  brafs  of  a 
knight  in  armour  and  his  lady,  with  this  epitaph : 

Icy  gift  Monfieur  Miles  de  Stapleton,  Jils  al  foundeur 
de.  cejle  Mejon,  et  dame  Ela  fa  compagne,  auxi  Dieu  de 
Icun  almes  eit  mercy.  On  it  remain  the  arms  of  Sta- 
pleton, impaling  Ufford. 

On  another,  a  knight  and  his  lady,  as  before,  fir 
Brian  Stapleton  and  Cecilia  Bardolph.  On  it  Sta- 
pleton, impaling  U  fiord,  as  above — lord  Bardolph — . 
lord  Poynings — Stapleton,  impaling  Bardolph. 

On  a  like  flone,  the  portraiture  of  a  knight  and 
his  two  wives,  fir  Miles  Stapleton,  Thomae  de  la 
Pole,  and  Elizabeth  Felbrigg.  On  it  were  Stapletori 
impaling  de  la  Pole — Stapleton  impaling  Felbrigg — - 
Stapleton  and  USord — Stapleton  and  Bardolph. 

Befides  thcfe,  there  are  other  grave  (tones  in  me-i 
inory  of  the  Stapletons,  Plays,  Bois  and  Calthorpes. 

At  the  eaft  end  of  the  church,  juil  by  the  rood- 
loft,  is  a  tomb  railed,  on  which  was  the  effigy  of  a 
knight  in  compleat  armour,  of  alabafler ;  under  his 
head  was  the  head  and  body  of  a  Saracen,  coupe ; 
at  his  feet  a  hound,  and  this  infcription  about  it  : 
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Monficur  Roger  de  Boys  gift  icy,  ft  Dame  Marga- 
rete  Ja  femme,  auxi  vous,  qui  pajfer  icy  priez  Dieu  de 
leur  almes  eit  mercy.  ELle  moraut  Ian  ntre  Seigneur 
mill,  trccent  et  quinijieme,  et  il  moraut  Ian  de.  dit  nojlre 
Seigneur,  1300. 

On  the  tomb  were  thefe  arms ;  Cromwell  impal- 
ing Bois — -Bois  impaling  Stapleton — Gimmingham 
impaling  Faftolf — Whigmore  impaling  Bois. 

John  Bradle,  efq.  buried  by  the  north  door  of  the 
church,  1431. 

In  the  body  of  the  church  a  grave-Hone,  and  a 
knight  and  his  lady ;  the  arms  reaved. 

Hie  miles  grains,  Thomas  Saukvile  vocalus, 
Ponitur  et  digna  fib i  conjux  Anna  benigna; 
Augufti  pr.  idus,  M.  C.  quater,  L.  q.  fecundo^ 
Hunc  Ckriftus  Dommus  jecit  valedicere  mundo. 
Hec  cum  Clemenler  nit  anno  pojl  vtnirente, 
Illorumfunus  abjolvat  tnnus  et  units. 

Alfo  one — In  memory  of  William  Johnfon,  efq.  lord, 
of  the  manor  of  Ingfuim,  who  died  January  2,  1640, 
etat.  41. 

John  de  Saxham  was  buried  in  the  chapel  of  St. 
Mary  of  this  church,  in  1384:  he  gave  the  manor 
of  Weft-hall  in  Coctdey-Cley,  near  Swaffham,  and 
the  patronage  of  the  church  of  All  Saints,  to  this 
priory. 

The  PRIORY,  or  COLLEGE  MANOR  of  Ingham,  was 
founded  by  fir  Miles  Stapleton,  and  the  lady  Joan 
his  wife,  daughter  and  co -heir  of  fir  Oliver  de  Ing- 
ham,  in  the  341!!  of  Edward  III.  1360,  dedicated  to 

St. 
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St.  Mary  and  the  holy  Trinity,  for  redemption  of 
captives  taken  by  the  Turks,  (an  order  of  friars, 
called  Mattarins  and  Trinitarians,  founded  by  John 
tie  Malta,  and  Felix  etc  Valois,  in  1200)  confirmed 
by  pope  Innocent  the  third,  who  gave  them  leave  10 
wear  white  robes,  with  a  crofs,  red  and  blue,  on  their 
breads,  appointing  all  their  poffeffions  to  be  divided 
into  three  parts — one  part  for  their  own  fubfiftence, 
another  for  the  relief  of  the  poor,  and  the  third  for 
the  redemption  of  captives,  according  to  the  rule  of 
St.  Vi&or. 

This  houfe  is  faid  to  have  been  the  chief  of  this 
Order,  that  is,  in  refpecl  of  value:  we  meet  with  but 
three  others,  Thelesford  in  Warwickshire,  Mottinden 
in  Kent,  and  Knarefborough  in  Yorkfhire,  all  found- 
ed before  this  of  Jngham. 

Brother  Richard,  of  the  houfe  of  Mottinden,  wras 
provincial  of  the  order  in  England.  All  their  churches 
were  dedicated  to  the  Trinity. 

This  priory  to  confift  of  a  prior,  minifter,  or  cuf- 
tos,  who  had  the  care  of  the  college,  a  facrift,  who 
had  care  of  the  pirifhioners,  and  to  officiate  for' 
them;  the  church  appropriated  to  the  college;  and 
there  were  four  moie  brethren.  They  were  to  offi- 
ciate and  pray  for  the  fouls  of  Edward  III.  fir 
Miles  Staplcton,  and  the  lady  Joan,  the  founders, 
and  many  others.  Several  benefactions  were  after- 
wards made  to  this  priory  on  the  fame  conditions. 
Their  cloiiter  joined  to  the  north  fide  of  the  church^ 

John  Say  was  the  laft  prior.  He,  with  Robert 
Barham,  and  four  other  brethren,  fubfcribed  to  the 
pope's  fupremacy,  Augufi.  5,  J^34>  an<^  'ne  Pri°r» 

witij 
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with  Chriflopher  Brumpfteds,    were   found  by  the 
commiffioncrs  guilty  of  incontinency. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Butts  was  prefented  to  the  curacy  of 
Inghara,  by  the  biihop  of  Norwich,  in  i  773. 

LES  SINGH  AM  was  the  manor  of  William  the 
Conqueror,  and  farmed,  or  managed  by  Godric,  his 
bailiff,  or  fteward,  at  the  furvey ;  Godwin,  earl  of 
Kent,  &:c.  and  father  of  king  Herold,  a  thane  of  Ed- 
ward the  Confefior,  was  lord  of  it.  It  was  one  leuca 
and  a  half  long,  and  the  king  and  the  earl  had  then 
the  foe. 

Afterwards  this  lordfhip  was  granted  from  the 
crown,  and  given  by  Gerard  de  Gournay,  lord  of  k, 
to  the  abbey  of  Benedicline  monks,  at  Bee,  in  Nor- 
mandy, which  abbey 'fubjecled  to  their  cell,  at  Oke- 
bourne,  in  Wiltshire,  as  appears  from  a  charteF  of 
Henry  II.  exemplified  among  the  rolls  of  the  Tower, 
though  not  mentioned  in  Neu'ftra  Pia.  Edward  I, 
in  his  14th  year,  1286,  claimed  as.  per  annum  rent, 
due  to  the  hundred  of  Happing,  out  of  it,  but  the 
abbot  of  Bee  pleaded  an  exemption  by  grants  of  that 
Vmg's  anceltors ;  and  Henry  VI.  in  his  131!!  year, 
3  435>  granted  licence  to  John  Norman,  fon  of  Henry 
Norman,  a, villain  of  this  manor,  to  be  promoted  to 
any  ecclefiaflical  benefice,  notwithflanding  his  vil- 
lainage. 

By  an  ac~l  of  parliament  in  the  2d  of  Henry  V. 
1414,  it  was  dilTolved  among  other  alien  priories, 
and  fcifed  of  the  crown,  and  fo  remained  for  fome 
time.  Henry  VI.  in  his  igth  year,  1441,  granted 
the  cuftody  of  it  to  Edmund  Clere,  for  twenty  ycars^ 
paying  i61.  per  annum,  but  w:as  foon  after  re-con- 
yeyed  to  the  king,  in  order  to  fettle  it  with  many 

others 
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others  on  King's  college  in  Cambridge,  and  Eaton 
college,  on  his  foundation  of  them,  and  confirmed 
to  them  by  bis  charter  in  1444,  and  confirmed  again 
by  Edward  IV.  on  February  22,  in  his  firfl.  year, 
1461,  with  many  privileges,  as  enjoyed  by  the  abbot 
of  Bee,  Sec.  and  remains  fo  at  this  time. 

The  church,  which  is  as  patched  as  Jofeph's  coat, 
is  a  rectory  dedicated  to  All  Saints,  and  was  in  the 
patronage  of  the  priory  of  Okebourne,  as  a  cell  to 
the  abbey  of  Bee.  In  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  the 
rectory  had  a  manfe  with  fifteen  acres,  valued  at  ten 
marks. 

In  1415,  fir  Thomas  Erpingham  prefented  to  this 
church  in  right  of  Leffingham  manor,  which  he 
farmed  of  John,  duke  of  Bedford,  fon  of  Henry  IV. 

Theprovoft,  &c.  of  King's  college,  Cambridge, 
prefented  firft  in  1480,  and  in  this  college  the  pa- 
tronage has  remained  ever  fince. 

In  1751,  the  Rev.  Richard  Chafe  was  prefented  to 
the  two  churches  of  Hempflead  with  Leffingham, 
confolidated  Auguft  20,  i  740. 

LUDHAM,  wrote  in  Doomfday  Lodham.  The 
abbot  of  St.  Bennet  was  lord  in  Edward  the  Cori- 
feflbr's  reign,  this  town  (granted  by  Canute)  being 
part  of  the  abbot's  barony ;  the  king  and  the  earl  had 
the  foe.  The  whole  was  valued  at  the  furvey  at  61. 
and  it  was  two  leucas  and  an  half  and  fifteen  perche«f 
long,  and  one  leuca  and  an  half  with  feventy  perches 
broad. 

By  this  account,  it  appears  to  have  been  a  veryex 
teruive  manor.     In  the'ijbth  of  Henry  III,  1246,  th- 

abbo 
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bad  free  warren,  Sec.    and  it  was  part  of  his 
barony  of  Tunftead. 

In  the  year  1286,  Robert  de  Ludliam,  one  of  the 
juflices  of  the  Jews,  having  committed  a.  falfity,  or 
breach  of  truft,  was  at  the  inftances  of  the  queen's 
attorney,  Sec.  brought  before  the  treafarer  and  ba-^ 
rons.of  the.  Exchequer,  was  put  out  of  his  office,  and 
committed  to  prifon.  He  was  of  a  family  that  had 
an  intereft  here. 

On  the  diflblution  of  the  abbey,  this  lordfhip  came 
to  the  crown,  and  on  an  exchange  of  lands  between 
Henry  VIII.  and  the  bifhop  of  Norwich,  was  granted 
to  that  fee  with  the  irnpropriated  rectory,  and  patron- 
age of  the  vicarage. 

'  In  the  r,d  and  4th  year  of  Philip  and  Mary,  the 
rent*  of  affize  were  21!.  45.  gd.  the  fcitc  of  the  ma- 
nor was  405.  and  16!.  per  annum  for  the  farm  cf  one 
hundred  acres  of  paftnre  in  three  clofcs;  the  herb- 
age of  the  park,  335.  4d.  feventeen  acres  of  arable 
land,  33.5.  &c  with  fales  of  \vood,  profits  of  a  warren, 
perquisites  of  court,  8cc. 

After  this  exchange  feveral  bifhops  refided  here 
and  made  it  their  country  feat,  being  formerly  only 
a  grainge,  or  farrn-houfe  of  the  abbey;  the  bifhops 
Freak  and  Jegon  creeled  feveraj.  ufeful  buildings 
to  it. 

In  bifhop  Jegon's  time.  Auguft  10,  1611,  by  the 
negligence  of  perfons  employed  in  brewing,  a  great 
fire  happened,  which  burnt  that  .and  many  other 
parts  of  it,  with  the  bifhop's  ftudy,  many  books, 
MSS."  and  rolls,  relating  to  the  fee,  with  8ool.  in 
gold  and  filver,  great  part  of  which  was  found  un- 

xnelted 
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melted,  with  much  furniture  and  goods  of  the  bifliop, 
fo  that  there  were  left  unburnt  only  the  gentleman's 
and  chaplain's  lodgings,  thefe  alone  being  tiled,  and 
built  by  bifliop  ticak.  * 

After  this,  bifliop  Harfnet,  xvho  refided  here  at 
times,  built  a  chapel  of  brick,  &c. 

In  a  glafs  window  of  the  hall,  before  this  accident, 
the  arms  of  the  abbey  were  painted,  and  thefe  verfes, 
fetting  forth  the  time  of  the  building  of  it.

The  remains  of  the  bifhop's  palace  here  is  con- 
verted into  a  farm-houfe ;  at  the  north  end  of  which 
are  handfome  ruins  of  the  domeflic  chapel.  The  bam 
and  other  offices  yet  in  ufe,  give  us  an  adequate  idea 
of  the  extent  and  magnificence  of  the  whole,  when 
intire. 

Dr.  Redman,  bifliop  in  queen  Elizabeth's  time, 
procured  a  fair  for  this  town,  and  a  market. 

The  fair  is  yearly  on  Thurfday  and  Friday  after 
Trinity  Sunday. 

The  temporalities  of  the  abbot  of  Holme,  in 
1428,  were  30!.  95.  $d. 

In  this  town  were  other  lands,  which  at  the  furvc^ 
Were  poffefled  by  Alan,  earl  of  Richmond,  and 

made 

*  The  bifhops  of  Norwich  had  here,  and  near  to  it,  about 
300!.  or  400!.  per  annum,  in  demean,  fupplying  them  in  all 
kind  of  provifion  with  great  plenty,  till  leafed  out  by 
Montague, 
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made  up  what  was   after  called  Bacon's   manor   in 
Ludham,  Sec. 

Sir  Bartholomew  de  Bacon,  of  Erwarton,  in  Suf- 
folk, died  lord  of  it  in  1391,  whole  fifter  and  heir, 
Ifabel,  brought  it  by  marriage  to  fir  Oliver  Calthorpe ; 
and  Edward  Calthorpe,  cfq.  of  Kirby-Cane,  fold  it, 
with  its  appurtenances  in  Catfield,  Heigham-Potter, 
8cc.  for  three  hundred  and  fifty  marks,  to  John  Cor- 
bet, gent,  in  the  goth  of  Henry  VIII,  1539. 

Bifhop  Rugg  exchanged  the.  manors  of  Wood- 
Baft  wic  and  Chamberer's,  and  Wood-Baft  wic  rectory, 
for  this  manor,  with  John  Corbet,  efq.  Odoberi2, 
1545.  The  bifhop  of  Norwich  is  lord  and  patron. 

The  church  is  dedicated  to  St.  Catherine,  and  was 
a  rectory,  valued  at  forty-three  marks,  and  appro- 
priated to  the  abbey  of  St.  Rennet,  by  Pandulf,  bi- 
fhop of  Norwich,  on  the  6th  of  the  ides  of  June,  in 
the  4th  of  pope  Honorius  III.  and  a  vicarage  was  or- 
dained, valued  at  eight  marks. 

In  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  the  vicar  had  a  manfc 
and  fixteen  acres  of  land. 

The  prefentation  was  in  the  abbot,  8cc.  but  nomi- 
nated by  the  bifhop  of  Norwich. 

Robert  de  Gloucefler  was  prefented  to  the  rectory 
by  king  John,  anno.  15,  1214,  in  the  vacancy  of 
the  abbey. 

In  1603,  two  hundred  and  fixty  communicants 
were  returned  to  this  parifh. 

D  The 
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-  The  church  is  a  regular  building,  with  three  ailes, 
a  chancel,  and  a  tower  with  five  bells. 

Bifhop  Harfnet  repaired  and  ornamented  the  church, 
and  made  a  ring  of  five  bells  out  of  four  old  ones. 

In  front  of  a  cottage  near  the  church,  is  a  very 
curious  horizontal  dial,  twelve  feet  diameter,  of box- 
\vood.  growing  on  the  ground.  The  hours  and  di- 
vifions  are  neatly  cut,  and  is  a  flrong  proof  of  inge- 
nuity and  labour. 

In  the  church  were  grave-ftones  In  memory  of  ChriJ* 
topker  White,  gent,  who  died  in  1659. 

One  for  Thcrr.as  Pettus,  gent,  who  died  Auguji  27, 
1679. — Alfo  for  Thomas  LittUwood,  gent.  October  12, 
1,683. 

Here  were  the  arms  of  Marfhal,  Bacon,  Jermy, 
Mounteriey,  and  Diggs  ;  and  Calthorpe,  quartering 
Bacon,  Wachelham,  VVidie,  8cc.  alfo  impaling,  quar- 
terly, Stapleton  and  Ingham. 

The  prefent  value  61.  6s.  8d.  and  is  difcharged. 

The  late  Rev.  Dudley  Butts  was  prefented  to  this 
rectory  in  1 736,  by  the  bifhop  of  Norwich  ;  on 
whofe  deceafe,  »5th  of  March,  1779,  the  biiliop  pre- 
fented the  Rev.  Mr.  Jeffrey. 

PALLING.  Godwin,  earl  of  Kent,  and  father 
of  Harold,  king  of  England,  had  a  lordfhip  in  this 
town,  in  the  reign  of  the  Coufeffor;  William  the 
Conqueror  feized  on  it,  and  at  the  grand  lurvey 
Godric  was  bailiff  or  fteward  of  it  for  that  king. 
Valued  at  the  furvey  at  61.  quit  rent  j  it  was  eight 

furlongs 
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furlongs  and  twelve  perches  long,  and  eight  furlongs 
broad. 

This  lordfhip  feems  to  have  been  held  by  the  lords 
of  Hempftead.  In  the  4th  of  Richard  II.  1381, 
John  de  Eccles  aliened  to  the  prior  of  Hickling  a 
meffuage,  forty  acres  of  land,  thirty  of  pafture,  ten 
of  furz,  and  the  rent  of  6os.  here,  with  lands  in 
Waxham,  and  odier  lands  here. 

Alan,  earl  of  Richmond,  had  a  fmall  fee  belong- 
ing to  a  free-man,  in  king  Edward's  time  ;  Edric, 
Alan's  man  or  tenant,  had  feifed  on  this  in  the  time 
of  Ralph,  earl  of  Norfolk,  and  was  valued  at  as. 
per  annum. 

In  the  igth  of  Henry  III.  1235,  Walter  de  Ing- 
ham  held  this ;  and  in  1261,  there  was  an  agreement 
between  Adam,  abbot  of  St.  Bennet,  and  fir  Oliver 
Ingham,  about  wreck  at  fea,  between  Palling-Crofs 
and  Wenkel-Ditch,  when  Oliver  releafed  to  the  ab- 
bot his  right  therein,  and  the  abbot  regranted  to  him 
and  his  heirs,  half  of  it,  and  they  were  to  gather  it 
and  keep  it  at  their  charge,  till  the  abbot's  bailiff  of 
Ludham  fliould  come,  and  if  any  royal  fifli  fhould 
come  on  fhore,  it  was  to  be  carried  to  Oliver's  court 
at  Waxham,  and  there  to  be  equally  divided. 

In  the  3d  of  Henry  I.  1275,  fir  Oliver  was  lord, 
and  died  feifed  of  thirty  acres  of  land,  which  after 
came  to  the  Stapletons,  &c. 

Roger  Bigot,  anceflor  to  the  earls  of  Norfolk,  had 
at  the  furvey,  one  carucate  of  land,  &c. 

The  family  of  de  Felbrigg  were  enfeoffed  of  this  by 

the  lords  Bigots  j  and  fir  Roger  Bigot,  of  Felbrigg, 

D  2    *  had 
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had  a  grant  oi'  free-warren  in  the  gth  of  Edward  I. 

1281. 

In  the  s^th  of  Edward  III.  i^i,  the  prior  of 
Hickling  had  licence  to  purchafe  this  manor,  and 
held  in  the  i  ith  of  Henry  VI.  by  half  a  fee,  of  John 
Mowbray,  duke  of  Norfolk, 

The  abbot  of  Holme's  manor,  or  revenues  of 
Horfey  and  Palling,  were,  in  the  ggd  of  Henry  VIII. 
April  g,  i  542,  lett  to  farm  to  fir  Thomas  Wode- 
houfe,  of  Waxham,  for  ninety-nine  years,  with  the 
parfonages  and  vicarages,  and  wreck  at  fea  ;  and 
£r  Henry  Wodehoufc  fold  the  leafe  in  the  gift  of 
queen  Elizabeth,  May  30,  1589,  to  Nathaniel  Bacon, 
efq.  of  Stifkey,  the  wreck  at  fea  extending  from  a 
tree  called  Mark-Tree,  {landing  between  Eccles  and 
Palling,  from  th  nee  to  a  crofs  in  Palling,  and  fo  to 
a  dike  called  Wenkel-Dike,  and  a  crofs  in  the  ground 
called  Headlefs-Crofs,  by  the  faid  dike,  dividing  the 
bounds  or  hundreds  of  Happing  and  of  Eafl  and 
Weft  Hegg,*  with  all  tithes  and  offerings,  paying 
25!.  ios.  per  annum. 

After  this,  it  came  to  fir  Martin  Calthorpe,  lord 
of  Hickling. 

In  this  family  it  remained,  as  in  Hickling  ;  and 
Martin  Calthorpe,  elq.  was  lord  in  1717,  when 
Wortley  Montague,  efq.  entered  on  it ;  afterwards 
purchased  by  Robert,  earl  of  Orford  ;  and  in  1764, 
under  a  decree  in  the  Court  of  Chancery,  Berney 
Brograve,  of  Worftead-Houfe,  efq.  bought  the  ma- 
nor of  Palling,  together  with  the  wreck  of  the  fea, 
and  the  great  tithes  of  Palling,  and  the  perpetual  ad- 

vowfon 
*  Parkin 
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YOU- Ton  of  the  church  of  Palling,  and  he  is  the  pre- 
lent  lord  and  patron. 

The  church,  dedicated  to  St.  Margaret,  does  not 
do  that- Saint  much  honour  by  its  external  appear- 
ance, was  a  rectory  valued  at  five  marks,  and  ap- 
propriated to  the  priory  of  Hickling,  and  a  vicarage 
was  fettled  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  There  was  a 
manfe  and  three  acres  belonging  to  the  re&ory. 

On  Tuefday,  April  20,  1779,  feveral  houfes  in 
this  village  were  deflroyed  by  fire. 

On  June  13,  1532,  Richard,  bifhop  of  Norwich, 
annexed  this  advowfon  to  the  priory  of  Hickling,  to 
be  ferved  by  one  of  their  canons. 

In  1603,  there  was  no  vicar,  and  it  had  been 
ferved  by  a  curate,  as  an  impropriation.  Sir  Henry 
Wodehoufe  fold  the  impropriated  reclory  and  patron- 
age of  the  vicarage  to  Nathaniel  Bacon,  who  con- 
veyed it  to  the  Calthorpes,  and  Martin  Calthorpe 
was  patron  in  1717. 

The  vicarage  was  charged  at  al.  6s.  7d.  and  is 
difcharged. 

William  Goflelyn,  of  this  town,  wills  in  1473, 
to  be  buried  in  this  church,  and  gives  an  acre  and 
half  of  land,  in  Cotyete  field,  "  to  fynd  the  holy 
brede  lof,  as  long  as  the  world  indureth,'1  and  to  the 
church,  a  meffuagc,  in  Mcrefield,  8cc.  Reg.  Cajlon> 
Norwich^  188. 

The  Rev.  Nathaniel  Gerard  was  prcfented  to  this 
vicarage  in  1 763. 

D  3  RUSTON, 
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RUSTON,  or  EAST  RISTON,  to  diftinguifh  it 
from  Weft  Riflon  in  the  hundred  of  Clackclofe,  and 
wrote  in  Doomfday,  Riiluna.  Ralph  Baynard  was 
lord  of  this  town  at  the  furvey,  of  which,  Anfgcr, 
a  free-man,  who  held  it  under  Anfger  Stalra,  was 
deprived.  A  free-  man  of  bifhop  Alrnar  had  alio 
lands,  Sec.  valued  at  22$.  the  whole  was  valued  at 
jol.  12S.  and  at  the  Conqueror's  furvey,  at  sol.  it 
was  one  leuca  and  a  half  long,  and  one  leuca  and 
four  furlongs  broad. 

This  appears  to  have  been  a  very  great  manor, 
made  up  of  feveral  fees,  and  different  tenures,  be- 
fore the  grant  of  it  to  the  lord  Baynard,  and  after- 
wards was  divided,  and  made  feveral  diftincl;  loid- 
fnips; 


lord  Baynard,  a  defcendent  of  Ralph, 
who  held  it  in  capiie,  rebelled  againft  Henry  I.  for- 
feited this  lordfhip,  and  his  barony,  and  that  king 
granted  it  to  Robert,  a  younger  fon  of  Richard  i'itz- 
Gilbert,  anceftor  of  the  earls  of  Clare,  and  from 
this  Robert,  the  noble  family  of  the  lords  Fitz- 
Walter  take  their  rife.  The  head  of  this  barony  was 
Baynard  cattle,  in  London,  which  gives  name  to  a 
ward  in  that  city. 

In  the  52cl  of  Henry  III.  1268,  Bartholomew 
Baynard  dying  without  iffue,  Pctroniila,  his  widow, 
re-married  Hervey  de  Vaux  ;  and  Ifabel,  Maud,  and 
Emme,  were  his  lifters,  and  co-heirs,  who  granted  to 
Petronjlla,  the  lordfhip  that  he  held  here,  for  life, 
with  a  mefiuage,  feventy-two  acres  of  land,  two  of 
pafture,  8cc.  in  this  town,  and  Happifburgh,  by 
fine  ;  remainder  to  Richard  Efturmy,  w.ho  held  it 
in  the  54th  of  that  king  ;  but  in  the  i  ft  of  Edw.  I.. 
1273,  William  Eilurmy,  brother  of  Richard,  con- 

.vcyed 
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veyed  his  right  herein  to  Robert  Burnell,  bifhop  of 
Bath  and  Wells,  with  the  lordfhips  of  Helagh,  upon 
Swale,  Kirkeby,  Herblawere,  and  Ofmunderly,  in 
Yorkfliire  ;  and  Morely,  in  Devonshire.  In  the  gth, 
of  that  king  the  bifhop-  had  a  grant  of  free  warren 
here;  and  in  the  I2th,  Peter  de  Huntingfeld,  who 
had  a  lordfhip  in  this  town,  conveyed  that  to  him, 
with  that  of  Wyckham,  in  Kent ;  and  Joan  de  Mun- 
cey,  relicl  of  Sir  Richard  Efturmy,  releafed  to  him, 
in  the  igth  of  that  king,  her  intereft  herein,  with 
meffuages,  lands,  a  mill,  Sec.  and  from  this  lord  ic 
was  afterwards  called  the  manor  of  Burnell,  and  he 
left  it  to  his  nephew. 

Ingelram  Berenger,  in  the  5th  of  Edward  II.  1312, 
conveyed  to  Edward,  lord  Burnell  (as  a  truftee)  this 
manor,  with  that  of  Thurning,  and  loos,  rent  in 
Gunton,  in  Norfolk  ;  Eydon,  Crofton,  and  Aclon 
Reynold,  in  Shropfhire  ;  and  Compton-Danno,  in 
Someifetfhire ;  this  Edward  dying,  left  Eliva,  his 
wife,  by  whom  he  had  no  iffue,  and  Maud,  his  fitter 
and  heir,  and  held  this  lordfhip  by  the  fervice  of 
4od.  at  the  end  of  every  twenty-four  weeks,  to  Bay- 
nard  cattle,  then  valued  at  15!.  per  ann. 

Maud,  his  fitter  and  heir,  married  fir  John  de 
Handlo,  lord  Burnell,  in  her  right  ;  in  this  family  it 
remained  till  the  ^th  of  Henry  V.  Edward  lord  Bur- 
nell died  pofTeffed  of  it,  leaving  by  Jocofa,  his  wife, 
three  daughters  and  co-heirs,  Joyce,  Catherine,  and 
Mary  ;  and  on  a  divifion  of  the  ettate,  this  came  to 
Catherine,  who  married  fir  John  RatclifF,  and  they 
were  porTefled  of  it  in  the  iSth  of  Henry  VI.  1440; 
and  the  faid  lady  Catherine  held  it  in  dower,  in  the 
31  ft  of  that  king,  and  John  RatclifF,  her  fon  and 
heir,  inherited  it.  He  was  anceftor  to  the  earls  of 
Sulfex, 
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In  1721,  on  June  27,  an  a£t  paffcd  for  veiling 
the  manor  of  Burnel  in  Ration,  part  of  the  cftate  of 
Jonas  Rolfe,  gent,  and  Lucy  his  wife,  in  truflecs,  to 
be  fold  for  discharging  of  incumbranccs  thereof;  and 
it  was  foon  after  poffcffed  by  the  earl  of  Orlord,  in 
which  family  it  continues. 

KKRDESTON'S  MANOR.  The  family  of  Kerdeflon 
•was  enfeoffed  of  a  lordfhip  here.  VVilliam  de  Ker- 
defton,  in  the  6th  of  Henry  III.  1222,  was  petent, 
and  Robert  Baynard,  tenent,  of  common  paflure  in 
eighty  acres  of  land. 

Sir  Thomas  Kerdeflon,  in  the  3d  of  Henry  VI. 
1425,  being  then  called  Netherhall,  alias  Kerdeflon's, 
and  in  the  24th  of  that  king  it  was  fettled  on  fir 
Thomas  Kerdeflon,  and  Phihppa  his  wife,  in  tail, 
remainder  to  William  de  la  Pole,  marquis  of  Suf- 
folk, and  Alice  his  wife. 

In  the  i6th  of  Edward  IV.  1476,  John  de  la 
Pole,  duke  of  Suffolk,  was  lord,  and  Edmund  de  la 
Pole,  earl  of  Suffolk,  who  was  beheaded  in  the  5th 
year  of  Henry  VIII.  After  this  it  was  granted  by 
the  faid  king,  as  a  forfeited  eflate,  to  Charles  Bran- 
don, duke  of.  Suffolk,  and  being  after  his  death  again 
in  the  crown,  was  granted  April  11,  in  the  4th  of 
Edward  VI.  155°.  to  Thomas  Thirleby,  bifhop  of 
[Norwich,  and  his  fucceffors,  and  fo  continues  in  the 
fee  of  Norwich. 

VAUX'S  MANOR.  In  the  soth  of  Henry  III.  i  236, 
William  de  Vaux,  and  Peter  de  Huntingfield,  held 
one  fee  of  fir  Fulk  de  Baynard,  and  Fulk  of  Robert 
}ord  Flu-Walter, 

In 
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Tn  the  oth  of  Edward  II.  ic$i6,  Burga,  widow  of 
William  de  Vaux,  held  it,  and  in  the  5 oth  of  Ed- 
ward III.  a  fine  was  levied  between  John  de  Eccles, 
quercnt,  and  fir  John  de  Weyland,  and  Burga  his 
wife,  who  was  daughter  and  heir  of  William  de 
Vaux,  deforciant,  of  this  manor,  who  granted  to 
John  two  parrs  of  it  during  the  life  of  Robert  de 
Martham  and  Sibilla  his  wife  ;  and  by  another  fine 
in  the  faid  year,  fir  John  and  his  lady  were  querents, 
and  Robert  and  Sibilla,  deforciants,  of  die  two  parts 
now  fettled  on  Burga,  and  her  heirs.  Elizabeth, 
daughter  and  heir  of  fir  John  and  the  lady  Burga, 
married  John  Harewell,  efq.  of  Warwickfhire,  and 
had  Joan,  a  daughter  and  heir,  who  married  John 
Stretche,  cfq.  who  enjoyed  it  in  the  reign  of  Hen- 
ry V, 

This  lordfhip  has  been  united  to  that  of  Eurael's, 
and  is  now  in  the  earl  of  Orford. 

The  earl  Warren  had  at  the  furvey  ten  acres  and 
half  a  carucate,  which  four  focmcn  held  of  Sdgand, 
archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  in  king  Edward's  reign, 
as  a  lay-fee.  This  ftands  in  Doomfday  book  under 
the  hundred  of  Tunikad,  and  not  in  Happing,  (as 
Ralph  Baynard's  is)  and  was  valued  with  the  earl's 
manor  of  Coltifhall  in  South  Erpingham  hundred. 

In  this  family  it  continued  till  the  laft  earl  War- 
ren, who  died  without  iflue. 

It  was  afterwards  granted  to  the  earl  of  Lancafler, 
and  Ib  to  Henry  IV.  and  the  crown. 

The  abbot  of  St.  Bennet  had  a  carucate,  and  fixty 
acres,  valued  in  Scottow.  Stephen  de  Reedham 
Jicld  alfo  lands  here,  and  in  Scottow,  in  the  33d  of 

king 
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,  king  John,  paying  ^os.  per  arm.  and  fifty  combs  of 
barley.  This  tenure  is  alfo  placed  in  the  hundred 
of  Tunftcad. 

Roger  of  Poicliers  had  alfo  fix  acres  of  land  and 
one  of  meadow,  of  which  a  free-man  was  deprived. 
This  was  valued,  and  went  with  his  lord/hip  of 
Tunflead. 

The  church^  which  is  handfome,  and  has  a  fmall 
fpire,  is  dedicated  to  St.  Mary,  and  was  a  reclory. 
Jeffrey  and  Ralph  Baynard,  in  the  reign  of  William 
I.  gave  the  advowfon  to  the  priory  of  Lewes  in  Suf- 
fex :  fir  Fulk  Baynard,  fon  of  fir  Robert,  confirmed 
it;  and  the  prior,  in  the  25111  of  Edward  III.  1351, 
granted  it  to  the  king,  who  fettled  it  on  the  dean 
and  canons  of  Windfor,  on  his  foundation  thereof. 

The  regifter  of  C  a  Ale-acre  fays,  that  the  advow- 
fon of  this  church,  with  thofe  of  Fifhlake  and  San- 
dale  Magna  in  Yorkfhire,  Whaddon  and  Caxton  in 
Cambridgefhire,  were  granted  by  the  prior  to  that 
king,  that  the  priory  of  Lewes  might  be  made  an 
Jndegina^  as  by  letters  patent,  May  20,  in  the  47th. 
of  Edward  III,  1373, 

William,  the  fecond  earl  Warren,  is  faid  to  have 
granted  his  intereft  in  the  patronage  of  this  church 
to  Lewes  priory ;  Roger  de  Kerdeflone,  and  Willi- 
am his  fon,  the  tithes  of  their  lands. 

By  an  inquifition,  Jans  date,  it  was  found,  that 
Fabian,  late  parfon  of  Rifton,  prefentcd  Rowland, 
his  fon,  to  the  vicarage  of  this  church,  by  a  grant 
from  the  prior,  though  Robert  Baynard  oppofed  it.

HAPPING.  53: 

In  1277,  the  rcciory  was  valued  at  fifty-five  marks, 
a  manfe,  and  fixty  acres  belonged  to  it,  and  there 
was  a  vicarage,  valued  at  twelve  marks.  And  be- 
fore this,  Peter  de  Hay,  paying  three  raaiks,  had  by 
the  gift  of  the  prior  this  church,  with  a  moiety  of 
the  chapel  of  Ridlington,  for  life. 

In  1351,  the  rectory  was  appropriated  to  the  cLa- 
pel  of  St.  George  st  Windfor,  a  penfion  of  twenty- 
marks  per  ann.   being-  refcrved  for  the  vicar,  wi: 
manfe,   liable,  and  three  acres  of  land,  who  was  to 
find  bread  and  wine;   and  the  cuflos  and  canons,  of 
Windfor,   to  pay  a  penfion  of  four  marks  per  ann. 
and  the  vicar  two  marks  per  ann.  to   the  bifhop  ib'f 
Norwich. 

In  1604,  the  curate  certified  that  there  were  260- 

communicants,  and  that  then  there  was  no  vicar. 

.    . 

The  vicarage  is  valued  at  ill.  us.  lod.  and  pays 
firfl  fruits,  &c.  and  the  dean  and  canons  of  Wind- 
for have  the  patronage. 

In  1757,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Hewitt  was  prefentcd 
to  the  vicarage  of  Eafl  Rufton,  with  a  mediety  of 
Ridlington,  confolidated  Feb.  10,  1757. 

In  this  parifli  are  between  feven  and  eight  hundred 
acres  of  common,  which,  if  cultivated,  would  yield- 
as  many  pounds  per  annum,  and  employment  for 
many  induflrious  poor. 

STALHAM,  is  a  pretty  village,  on  the  great  road 
between  Yarmouth  and  North- Walfham.  The  ab- 
bot of  St.  Bcnnet  at  Holme  had  the  principal  lord- 
fhip  of  this  town  in  king  Edward's  time,  and  at  the 
fdrvey,  when  the  king  and  the  earl  had  the  ibc.

The  whole  manor  was  valued  at  twenty  {hillings, 
It  was  one  leuca  and  three  furlongs  in  length,  and 
five  furlongs  in  breadth. 

The  family  of  de  Stalham  were,  foon  after  the 
conqueft,  enfeoffed  of  this  lordfhip. 

William  dc  Stalham  was  found  to  hold  of  the  ab- 
bot of  St.  Bennet,  the  5th  part  of  a  fee  of  the  old 
feofFment  here,  and  in  Beefton,  in  the  12th  year  of 
Jienry  II.  1166. 

In  the  34th  of  Henry  III.  1250,  fir  William  de 
Stalham  releafed  to  the  abbot  all  his  right  in  the  ad- 
vowfon  of  this  church. 

Sir  Robert  de  Curfon  dying  without  iffue,  fir  Wil- 
liam de  Stalham,  father  of  this  William,  had  entered 
on  the  lands  of  fir  Robert,  though  no  relation. 

The  abbot  continued  the  fame  to  fir  William, 
who  gave  to  the  abbot  fixty  marks  of  filver  and  two 
villains,  and  performed  fuit  of  court  for  the  fame ; 
dated  at  St.  Bennet's. 

In  the  soth  of  Edward  III.  1346,  Oliver  de 
Wythe,  and  John  de  Ingham  held  this  lordfhip  of 
tbe  abbot,  by  the  fourth  pan  of  a  fee:  and  in  the 
3.d  of  Henry  IV.  1402,  the  prior  of  Ingham,  John 
Colvile,  and  Richard  de  Stalham,  are  laid  to  hold 
the  faid  fee. 

In  1285,  the  abbot  and  convent  of  St.  Bennet  at 
Holme  had  a  pound  of  incenfe  yearly,  and  two  garbs 
or  two  parts  of  the  tithes  of  the  ancient  demefnes  of 
William  de  Stalham, 

The 
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The  interefl  and  lands  in  this  town  that  belonged 
to  the  abbey,  were  granted  to  bifhop  Rugg  by  Hen- 
ry VIII.  and  alienated  after  by  him  to  fir  Willi- 
am Wodehoufe. 

Alan,  earl  of  Richmond,  had  a  lordfhip,  and  the 
moiety  of  the  foe,  under  commendation  only,  and 
the  king  was  poffeffed  of  the  other  moiety  of  it. 

Robert  Malet  laid  claim  to  two  manors,  which 
Edric  his  predeceffor  had  only,  in  king  Edward's  time, 
the  commendation,  and  fays  that  his  father  was  feifed 
of  them. 

The  family  of  de  Ingham  held  this  lordfhip,  and 
that  of  Ingham,  in  the  reign  of  Richard  I.  from 
whom  it  came  to  the  Stapletons  :  part  of  it  was  given 
to  the  priory  of  Ingham:  and  in  the  gd  of  Henry 
IV.  1402,  the  prior  of  Ingham  was  returned  to  have 
a  lordfhip  here,  and  part  of  it  came  from  the  Sta- 
pletons  to  the  Calthorpes,  and  was  fold  by  them,  in 
the  26th  of  Henry  VIII.  1535,  to  Thomas  Wode- 
houfe,  efq.  of  Waxham,  and  fir  Henry  Wodehoufe 
was  lord  in  the  1 7th  of  Elizabeth,  1575. 

Roger  Bigot  had  alfo  at  the  furvey  a  lordQaip,  to 
which  belonged  many  privileges. 

Several  pe?  ferns  had  an  interefl  herein:  Richard  Ic 
Butler,  and  Nicholas  de  Stalham,  in  the  2410.  of 
Henry  III.  1240,  divided,  by  fine,  this  inheritance, 
here  and  in  Wickmere;  Nicholas  had  Stalham,  and 
Richard  Wickmere,  who  dying  foon  after  without 
iffue,  Nicholas  enjoyed  the  whole. 

In  the  37th  of  Henry  III.  1253,  Jeffrey  de  Tur- 
giis.wi  di  Simon  de  Boleyn,  rekafed  to  Jeffrey  de 

Bourdevile, 
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Bourdevile,  two  pans  of  a  manor,  and  two  knights 
fees,  here  and  in  Brunfiead. 

This  afterwards  came  to  Robert  Rofc,  and  Jeffrey 
Wyndlefs,  of  Chickering;  and  Henry  Rofe  was  re- 
turned as  lord  in  the  gth  of  Edward  II.  1^16. 

Edmund  de  Clipfby  was  lord,  and  John  Clipfby, 
efq.  his  fon,  releafed  all  his  right  to  the  fame,  and 
lands  here,  to  John  Derby,  efq.  in  the  ad  of  Hen- 
ry V.  1414. 

John  Linford,  Augufl  2,  1456,  left  certain  lands 
and  tenements  in  this  town,  which  afterwards  were 
part  of  the  poilefilons  of  the  college  of  Herringby, 
in  Eaft  Flegg;  and  on  April  13,  in  the  36th  of 
Henry  VIII.  the  manors  of  Stalham-hall,  Linford 
and  Wild's,  were  granted  by  that  king  to  fir  William 
•Wodehoufc,  being  given  by  Hugh  Attefenn's  will, 
in  1475,  to  that  college,  the  founder  of  it,  with  lol. 
per  aun. 

.  In  1750,  Mrs.  Delf,  of  Norwich,  had  the  manor 
of  Linford  and  Wild's  for  life,  remainder  to  captain 
Delf. 

The  church  is  dedicated  to  St.  Mary,  and  was  a 
rectory,  in  the  patronage  of  the  abbot  of  Holme. 

Opizo  de  Caftellis,  Decret.  Dr.  reclor:  he  corn- 
plained,  "  That  whereas  he  had  been  rector  of  this 
'*'  church  for  twenty  years,  and  received  the  profits, 
"  the  abbot  and  convent  of  Holme,  feigning  him  to 
"  be  dead,  had  prefented  to  the  bifhop  Alan  de 
"Thornton,  and  afterwards,  in  1290,  feigning  him, 
41  dead,  prefented  twice,  to  the  great  damage  of  the 
"  faid  Opizo,  in  500  marks,  Alan  receiving  the  pro-

'•fits  of  one  year,  to  the  value  of  6ol.  fterling." — 
On  this  the  abbot  was  Summoned  to  appear  perfoii- 
ally  at  Rome,  to  make  anfvvcr. 

The  reclory  was  appropriated  to  Trinity-hall,  Cam- 
bridge, Nov.  10,  1^52,  for  lol.  per  ann.  being  fet- 
tled on  the  vicar,  which  was  taxed  at  5!.  and  to  be 
in  the  patronage  of  that  hall;  and  the  reclory  was 
valued  at  twenty-feven  marks  and  an  half,  and  the 
bifhop  was  to  have  a  penfion  of  aos.  per  ann.  the 
vicar  was  alfo  to  have  an  agreeable  dwelling:  the 
hall  was  to  prefent  two  perfons  to  the  vicarage,  aad 
the  bifhop  to  choofe  one  of  them. 

In  1592,  Mr.  Richard  Bayfpool  prefented,  fmcQ 
which  time  the  patronage  has  been  various. 

In  the  chancel,  a  grave-done,  In  memory  of  Sa ;;;.".*/ 
Pnckle,  Efq;  late  Mayor  of  Norwich,  who  died  Augiijl 
S2,  iGo'l,  aiat.  73. 

On  the  fouth  fide  of  the  chancel  a  mural  monu- 
ment; Here  lyes  the.  body  of  Katharine,  one  of  the 
daughters  of  'Thomas  Cq/iell,  of  Ravcniitgham  in  JVbr- 
folk,  who  jirjl  married  John  Ric/ies  of  this  town.  Gent. 
and  afterwards  the  Rev.  William  Smith,  D.  D.  one  of 
the  Prebendaries  of  the  Cathedral  Church  of  Norwich, 
end  was  his  widow :  Jhe  departed,  be.  May  26,  1718, 
age.d  78;  and  thefe  arms,  Cafkll  impaled  between 
Riches  and  Smith, 

In  the  crofs  aile,  a  grave-flone  for  Elizabeth  Bur* 
ton,  rditt  of  iV'iiliam  Burton,  clerk,  who  gave  to  this 
town  5/.  135.  4^.  per  ann.  for  ever,  and  died  Jan.  6, 
1682,  -aged  59. 

In 
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In  memory  of  William  Burton,  Gent,  late  Alderman 
of  Yarmouth  ,  who  died  July  KJ,  1686,  aged  39. 

In  the  middle  aile,  Hie  jacet  Jepulta  Blilha  Cope- 
man,  uxor  amantijjima  Rid.  Copeman,  annigi.  C^IKZ  obt, 
l^Junii,  1654. 

Redit  ad  requiem  pia  anima  Rid.  Copeman,  armigt. 


There  are  feveral  grave-nones  in  memory  of  the 
family  of  Riches. 

Sir  Reginald  le  Grofs  gave,  in  the  time  of  Hen- 
ty  III.  feveral  lands  to  this  church. 

There  is  a  monument  on  a  pillar,  in  the  middle 
aile,  with  the  arms  of  Puckle. 

The  Rev.  William  Adams  was  prefented  to  this 
vicarage  in  1744,  by  Eton  college, 

SUTTON,  wrote  in  Doomfday  Suttuna,  was  a 
very  conliderable  manor,  and  extended  itfelf  into 
many  towns.  Edric  de  Laxfield  poffeffed  it  in  the 
reign  of  the  Confeflbr,  but  the  Conquerer  gave  it  to 
Roger  Bigot,  who  was  lord  of  it  at  the  furvey. 

In  Edric's  time  there  was  a  church,  endowed  with 
ten  acres,  and  the  king  and  the  carl  of  Norfolk  had 
the  foe. 

Edric  appears  to  have  enjoyed  many  lordfhips  in 
this  neighbourhood  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  that 
he  was  a  Dane  by  extraction  is  probable,  and,  per- 
haps bore  fome  relation  to  that  remarkable  Edric,  the 

traitor 
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traitor  to  king  Edmund  Ironftdc,  of  \vhoni  all  hiflory 
makes  mention. 

One  thing  is  remarkable  of  Edric,  the  lord  here, 
that  he  had,  after  the  cuflom  of  the  Normans,  af- 
i'umed  his  name  from  a  town,  probably  Laxfield  in 
Suffolk ;  a  practice  begun  in  the  days  of  king  Ed- 
ward, and  after  the  conqueft  generally  followed. 

Agr.cs,  widow  of  Warine  de  Monte-Canifio,  or 
lord  Monchenfy,  held  it  in  dower  of  Roger  Bigot, 
carl  of  Norfolk,  in  the  3oth  of  Henry  II.  1 184,  va- 
lued at  i61.  per  ann.  and  in  the  coth  of  Henry  111. 
1236,  Warine  de  Monchenfy  held  it  by  one  fee:  in 
the  faid  year,  the  advowfon  of  the  church  of  Swanf- 
eomb,  in  Kent,  (the  head  of  the  barony  of  Mon- 
chenfy) was  relcafed  to  this  lord  from  the  prior  of 
Southwark,  on  ihe  payment  of  five  marks  penfion 
per  ann. 

In  the  20th  of  Edward  I.  1292,  fir  Hugh  de  Vere, 
in  right  of  Dionyfia  his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  of 
William  lord  Monchenfy,  claimed  the  affifc  of  bread, 
&c.  and  in  the  34th  of  that  king,  one  part  of  500 
acres  of  waile  and  marili  ground  here,  in  Catfield, 
Ludham,  and  Heigham-Potter,  were  aliigncd  to  him, 
and  two  parts  to  the  abbot  of  Holme,  as  lords  ci 
thofe  towns. 

Adomare  de  Valentia,  earl  of  Pembroke,  died  lord 
in  the  lyth  of  Edward  II.  1324,  andl  held  ii  of  the 
carl  of  Norfolk. 

After  this  it  defccnded  to  the  Hafiings,  earls  of 
Pembroke,  and  in  the  411!  of  Edward  III.  13 07, 
Juliana,  countcfs  of  Huntingdon,  late  wife  of  John 
Mailings,  earl  of  Pembroke,  died  poifcflcd  of  it ;  and 
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"in  the  4gth  of  that  king,  John  Haflings,  earl  of  Pen> 
broke,  dying  beyond  fea,  Ann  his  wife,  daughter 
and  heir  of  fir  Walter  de  Manny,  held  it  in  dower, 
valued  at  21!.  25.  8d.  per  ann. 

From  the  Haflings  it  came  to  the  Greys,  lords  of 
Ruthin,  and  in  the  aiftof  Richard  II.  1398,  Ri- 
chard earl  of  Arundel,  and  Philippa  his  wife,  were 
found  to  be  lords.  The  faid  Philippa  was  widow  of 
John  Haflings,  (the  laft  of  that  family)  earl  of  Pem- 
broke, and  held  it  in  dower;  and  on  her  deceafe, 
Reginald,  lord  Grey  of  Ruthin,  enjoyed  it,  together 
with  Brunftead,  valued  at  50!.  per  ann.  but  in  the 
14th  of  Henry  IV.  1413,  Joan,  widow  of  William 
Eeauchamp,  lord  Abergavenny,  pofleffed  it,  and  it 
defcended  to  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir  of  Richard 
earl  of  Worcefter,  who  was  married  to  Edward  Ne- 
ville, fourth  fon  of  Ralph  Neville,  earl  of  Weft- 
moreland,  and  Edward  Neville,  lord  Abergavenny, 
prefented  to  the  church  in  1456:  in  this  family  it 
ilill  continues. 

In  the  35th  of  Henry  VIII.  1514,  Thomas  Al- 
•verede  held  the  manor  of  Ofmond's  in  Sutton,  one 
hundred  acres  of  land,  Sec.  of  the  duke  of  Norfolk, 
and  left  two  daughters  and  co-heirs,  Margaret  and 
Anna,  one  of  which  married  Richard  Holditch,  efq. 

The  church  is  dedicated  to  St.  Michael,  confifts 
of  two  ailes,  a  fquare  tower  with  three  bells,  and  a 
fouth  porch,  with  a  room  over  it,  and  is  a  rectory. 

In  the  reign  of  Edward  1.  William  lord  de  Mon- 
chenfy  was  patron,  when  it  was  valued  at  ten 
marks  j  the  rector  had  a  manfe,  with  twelve  acres  of 
land. 

I* 
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In  the  loth  of  Richard  I.  1199,  the  fheriff  of 
Norfolk  certified  that  he  had  taken  pofieffion  of  the 
advowfons  of  this  church  and  of  Brunftead,  with 
the  moiety  of  Catfield  church,  for  the  king,  which 
William  de  Monchenfy  claimed  againfl  the  abbot  of 
St.  Peter,  fup.  dinam;  and  that  abbot  quitted  claim 
to  William  de  Monchenfy  and  his  heirs,  all  his  right 
in  the  {'aid  advowfons,  on  a  grant  of  405.  per  ann. 
to  be  paid  by  the  rectors  of  the  faid  churches,  anno 
12th  of  Richard  I.  1389,  &c.  The  prcfent  value 
is  61.  165.  Sd.  and  is  difcharged. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Williams  was  prcfented  to  this 
reclory  in  1732,  by  lord  Abergavenny. 

WALCOTE,  or  WALCOT.  wrote  in  Doomfday 
Walfcota.  Ralph,  brother  of  llgar,  had  a  grant  of 
this  town,  on  the  deprivation  of  Edric,  a  thane,  or 
one  of  the  lords  of  the  Confeffor;  and  Humphrey 
held  it  at  the  furvey  of  Ralph  To  it  belonged  a 
church,  endowed  with  twenty  acres  with  the  moiety 
of  another.  The  king  and  the  earl  had  the  foe,  va- 
lued then  at  405.  and  at  the  furvey  at  6os.  It  was 
one  leuca  long,  and  half  a  one  broad,  and  paid  l^d. 
gelt,  whoever  was  lord. 

This  Ralph  had  alfo  a  grant  of  Edgefield  and 
Stody,  in  Holt  hundred;  of  Erpingham.  in  South 
Erpingham  hundred;  and  of  Honing  and  Ridling- 
ton,  in  Tunftead  hundred. 

EAST-HALL  MANOR.  Humphrey,  who  held  it  of 
Ralph  at  the  furvey,  was  nephew,  or  a  near  relation 
to  Ralph,  who  enfeoffed  him  of  this  and  other  lord- 
fhips,  and  affumed  his  name  from  the  town  of  Edge- 
field,  of  which  he  was  alfo  lord. 

E  a  William 
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William  de  Edgefield.  and  his  mother,  Maud  de 
Walcote,  by  deed,  Jans  date,  granted  to  the  monks 
of  Broomholm  two  parts  of  the  tithes  of  his  de- 
mefnes  here,  and  confirmed  the  gifts  of  Peter  his  fa- 
ther, and  Humphrey  his  grandfather,  to  that  priory. 

Peter  de  Edgefleld  had  a  daughter  and  heir,  Leti- 
tia,  married  to  fir  William  de  Rofceline,  who  brought 
it  into  that  family. 

In  the  51  ft  of  Edward  I.  1277,  the  leet  was  in 
the  king,  and  the  lord  paid  2s.  per  aim.  for  it. 

Peter  de  Rofceline,  in  the  I4<.h  of  Edward  I  claim- 
ed vvrreck  at  lea,  frank-pledge,  &c.  Sir  Thomas,  his 
iarv  inherited  it,  and  dying  without  iffue,  his  fix 
fitters  and  co-heirs  inherited  it.  Joan,  the  fourth 
fifter  and  co-heir,  married  John  lord  Willoughbv, 
of  Erefby,  who  purchafmg  their  rights  herein,  died 
feifed  of  it,  held  of  the  manor  of  Horsford. 

On  the  death  of  William  lord  Willoughbv,  in 
the  i  8th  of  Henry  VIII.  1527,  it  defcended  to  his 
daughter  and  fole  heir,  Catherine,  who  married 
Charles  Brandon,  duke  of  Suffolk :  fhe  furvivcd  him, 
and  having  no  iffue  by  him,  re-married  Richard 
Bertie,  efq.  by  whom  fhe  had  a  fon,  Peregrine, 
lord  Willoughby  of  Erefby. 

After  this  it  came  to  the  Wodehoufes,  and  fir 
Henry  Wodehoufe  was  lord  of  this  manor,  called 
Eafl-hall,  and  that  of  Weft-hall,  in  this  town,  in 
$he  1 8th  of  Elizabeth,  1576,  and  fold  the  dememe 
and  copyhold  lands  to  the  tenants. 

This  lordfhip  was  in  the  earl  of  Orford« 
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WFST-HALL  MANOR.  About  the  reign  of  Henry 
III.  this  town  feems  to  have  been  held  by  two  dif- 
ferent lords,  and  divided  into  Eafl-hall  and  Well- 
hall. 

In  the  24th  of  Henry  III.  1240,  fir  Jeffrey  Tre- 
goz,  fir  Andrew  de  Hingham,  fir  Thomas  Bacon,  and 
fir  Adam  de  Tivetfhale,  with  Roger  de  Thurkelby, 
and  Lctitia  his  wife,  were  petents  in  a  fine,  and 
Thomas  de  Wai  cote,  deforciant,  of  the  advowfon  of 
this  church,  who  was  lord  of  this  moiety,  and  living 
in  the  34th  of  that  king;  and  in  the  gth  of  Edward 
II.  1316,  Alexander  dc  VValcote  was  lord,  and  pre- 
fenteci  to  this  church  in  1302,  when  this  lordfhip 
was  fettled,  with  120  acres  of  land,  i^s.  rent,  &c» 
on  him.  ( 

In  the  13th  of  Edward  III.  1339,  Alexander  dc 
Walcote  conveyed  his  right  herein  to  fir  Walter  dc 
Walcote,  who  was  lord,  and  died  in  the  2gth  of  that 
king,  leaving-  three  daughters  and  co-heirs,  who 
conveyed  their  right  to  Robert  Herward,  efq.  and 
Margaret,  widow  of  John  Elvs,  in  the  6th  of  Ri- 
chard II.  1383,  and  in  the  6th  of  Henry  IV.  Tho- 
mas de  Engain,  efq.  and  Margaret  his  wife,  paffed 
it  to  the  lord  Willoughby,  and  fo  it  was  united  with 
that  of  Eaft-hall. 

The  church  is  a  reclory,  dedicated  to  All  Saints, 
and  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  valued  at  twenty 
marks,  and  the  reclor  was  then  faid  to  have  mofl  beau- 
tiful edifices,  and  man?  acres  of  land.  The  prior 
of  Broomholm  had  a  penfion  of  263. 

This  rectory  was  appropriated  to  the  priory  of 
Thgham  by  Thomas  Moor,  in  the  i6ih  of  Rich.  II. 

J393- 

In 
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In  1603,  the  curate  certified  that  there  were  iia 
communicants. 

This  reclory  impropriate  was  granted,  with  Ing- 
ham  priory,  to  fir  William  Wodehoufe,  by  Henry 
VIII.  who  exchanged  it  with  bifhop  Rugg,  with  the 
iaid  priory,  for  Hickling  priory,  &c.  and  this  im- 
propriated  reclory  remains  in  the  fee  of  Norwich,  and 
is  ferved  bv  a  flipendiary  curate,  nominated  by  the 
bifhop. 

In  the  chancel — Hoc  in  bu/lo  mortalitatis  Ju<z  exuvias 
Jpe  rcfurre&ionis  Ice  tee,  Itetus  depofuit  Joh.  Callings, 
S.  T.  P.  qui  Boxjledce,  in  agro  EJJexunji  natus,  Oxon. 
tn  colleg.  Lincoln,  edncatus,  Norwici  S.  Minijlerio,  44 
annis  funftus,  illic  et  educatus.  Gregtm,  concives  omnef'j; 

Gregis 
Jui  pajlor  vigilantij/imus,  veritatu  pugil,  crrorum  mal- 
leus. Theologian  Janam,  morum  inttgritatt  illujlravil, 
trudiliontm  multiplican  vita Jimplicit ale  01  navit,  humili;

In  the  church  were  the  arms  of  Calthorpe,  a.lfo 
Fclbrigg,  Sec. 

Befides  the  lordfliips  above-mentioned,  Ralph, 
brother  of  Ilgar,  had  invaded,  or  feized  on  the  pro- 
perty of  three  free-men,  who  .had  ninety  acres,  and 
three  camcates,  valued  at  205.  per  ann.  this  was  allo 
held  by  Humphrey,  and  added  to  his  manor  afore- 
iaid. 

This 
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Tills  town  is  the  mo  ft  northerly  in  the  hundred  of 
Happing,  and  lies  next  to  Happiiburgh. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Hewett  was  prcfented  to  this 
curacy  in  1 746,  by  the  bifhop  of  Norwich. 

WAXHAM.  Alan,  earl  of  Richmond,  had  the 
principal  part  of  this  town  at  the  Conqueror's  fur- 
vey :  two  free-men,  one  of  whom  belonged  to  Edric, 
the  other  to  St.-  Bennet's  abbey,  were  deprived  of 
lands,  &c.  here. 

The  faid  earl  alfo  poiTeffed  lands,  of  which  the 
faid  Edric,  a  free-man,  was  deprived. 

There  was  alfo  a  church,  endowed  with  eighteen 
acres,  valued  at  1 8.d.  Edric  added  to  it  two  foemen 
of  St.  Bennet's  abbey,  in  the  time  of  Ralph,  earl  of 
Norfolk,  with  three  acres, and  an  half,  valued  at  6d, 

Edric  had  the  whole  at  the  time  when  earl  Ralpk 
forfeited ;  the  king  and  the  earl  had  the  foe. 

There  were  formerly  two  towns  of  this  name,  one 
called  Wax  ham  Magna,  or  Waxham  St.  John's, 
and  Waxham  Parva,  or  Waxham  St.  Margaret: 
great  part  of  both  thefe  made  up  earl  Alan's  manor, 
of  which  the  ancient  and  noble  family  of  Inghams 
were,  ibon  after  the  conquer! ,  enfeoffed. 

Sir  Oliver  de  Ingham  was  lord  of  it  in  the  acjth 
of  Henry  II.  1 183,  (when  the  third  part  of  his  great 
tithe  belonging  to  it  was  confirmed  to  the  monks  of 
St.  Benuet)  as  it  was  alfo  by  fir  John  de  Ingham  in 
the  reign  of  king  John. 

From 
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From  this  family  it  came  by  marriage  to  fir  Miles 
Stapleton,  and  from  the  Stapletons,  by  marriage,  to 
fir  William  Calihorpe,  whofe  grandfon,  William 
Calthorpe,  efq.  iold  it  to  fir  Thomas  Wodehoufc : 
fir  William,  his  brother,  fucceeded  him,  and  left  it  to 
fir  Henry  Wodehoufe,  who  was  lord  in  the  reign  of 
queen  Elizabeth,  and  alfo  of  the  manors  of  Ingham 
and  Horfey. 

This  family  of  the  Wodehoufes  is  a  diftincl:  fami- 
ly from  that  of  Kimberley,  and  bore  for  their  arms, 
quarterly,  azure  and  ermine,  in  the  firft  quarter  a 
leopard's  head,  or ;  which  arms  belong  to  the  fami- 
ly of  Power,  and  we  find  thefe  Wodehoufes  to  be 
formerly  fliled  Wodehoufe,  alias  Power. 

Sir  William,  fon  of  fir  Henry  Wodehoufe,  lived 
in  the  reign  of  James  I.  and  is  laid  to  have  been  the 
firft  perfon  in  England  that  erefted  and  invented  de- 
coys for  the  taking  of  wild  ducks  One  of  his  de- 
coys is  ftill  vifible  on  this  eflate,  and  is  mentioned 
by  fir  Henry  Spelman,  as  being  the  firfl  and  oldefl 
decoy  in  the  kingdom. 

In  1733,  Thomas  Blofield,  efq.  prefcnted,  as  lord, 
to  the  churches  of  St.  John  and  St.  Margaret  of 
Waxham. 

In  the  faid  year  Thomas  Brograve,  of  Baddow  in 
Effex,  efq.  bought,  under  a  decree  of  the  Court  of 
Chancery,  (with  the  manor  of  Horfey)  of  Thomas 
Blofield,  of  IJoveton  St.  John,  efq.  the  manor  of 
Waxham,  together  with  the  advovvfon  of  the  church 
of  Waxham,  and  Bcrney  Brograve,  efq.  his  eldeft 
fon,  is  now  lord  and  patron. 
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The  abbot  of  St.  Bennet  of  Holme  was  lord  of  a 
manor  here  at  the  furvey,  and  in  king  Edward's  reign, 
two  free-men  under  protection  only,  had  twenty  acres 
and  a  carucate  ;  of  thcfe  two  the  king  and  the  earl 
had  the  foe,  and  there  was  another,  the  foe  of  whom 
was  in  the  abbey  of  St.  Bennet. 

The  whole  was  valued  at  4!.  and  what  the  free- 
men had  at  34d.  It  was  one  leuca  and  an  half  and 
one  fuilong  long,  and  one  leuca  broad. 

This  lordfhip,  which  appears  to  have  been  a  very 
conficlerable  one,  was  no  doubt,  at  the  diffolution 
of  religious  houfes,  in  the  laid  abbey,  and  granted 
with  its  other  lordfhips,  8cc.  on  the  exchange  of 
lands  between  the  king  and  the  bifliop  of  Norwich,  to 
that  fee. 

The  manor  of  Gelham-hall,  in  Waxham,  was 
leafed  to  Thomas  Wodehoufe,  efq.  in  1549,  and  va- 
lued at  yl.  yd.  per  ann. 

It  probably  took  this  name  from  an  ancient  fami- 
ly, de  Gelham,  who  might  have  held  it  of  the  ab- 
bots. Soon  after  the  exchange,  which  was  in  1535, 
biihop  Rugg  feems  to  have  leafed  it  to  Thomas 
Wodehoufe,  who  had  feveral  large  grants  of  lands, 
&c.  belonging  to  Lie  abbey  of  St.  Bennet,  (Sec.  from 
Henry  VIII.  and  rents  are  mentioned  payable  out  of 
Waxham,  in  an  extent  of  the  revenues  of  the  fee, 
made  after  bifliop's  Rugg's  death. 

The  manor  of  Gelham-hall  is  fuppofed  to  have 
been  fuallowed  up  by  the  fea,  as  is  the  church,  and 
many  hundred  acres,  at  liccles,  and  a  village  called 
\Vhimpwell,  which  adjoined  to  Happifburgh  and 
Eccles,  is  entirely  loft. 

F  There 
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There  were  (as  we  have  obferved)  formerly  two 
towns  here,  Waxham  Magna  and  Waxliam  Parva, 
the  latter  of  which  only  remains,  and  is  called  in 
moft  of  the  maritime  charts  Waxham  Mock-Beggar. 

The  church  of  Great  Waxham  was  a  reclory,  de- 
dicated to  St.  John  :  the  reclor  had  a  competent  manfe 
with  land;  was  valued  at  nine  marks,  paid  Peter- 
pence  as.  8d.  and  fir  Oliver  de  Ingham  was  patron 
in  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  The  laft  prefentation  was. 
in  1384,  by  fir  Miles  Stapleton. 

The  church  of  Waxham  Parva  is  dedicated  to  St. 
Margaret.  This  church  is  faid  to  be  confirmed  to 
the  abbot  of  Holme  by  pope  Lucius,  in  1 183. 

In  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  there  was  a  reflory,  va- 
lued at  IDS.  and  a  manfe  with  land,  but  appropri- 
ated, as  faid,  to  Hickling  priory  j  and  this  reclory 
paid  as.  rent  to  the  bifhop. 

The  Rev.  Nathaniel  Garratd  was  prefented  to  this 
reclory  in  1769,  by  Berney  Brograve,  efq.  who  oc- 
cafionally  refides  at  the  manor-houfe  here,  and  has 
built  a  moft  elegant  feat  at  Worftead,  in  the  hun- 
dred of  Tunftead 
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HUNDRED  of  HENSTEAD. 


Jf^i^^  EN  STEAD  is  bounded  on  the  weft 
^  ^  by    the   river   Taiis,    or   Tafe,    which 

^  divides  this  hundred  from  the  city  and 
county  °f  Norwich,  and  hundred  of 
Humbleyard;  on  the  fouth-eaft  by 
the  hundreds  of  Loddon  and  C layering ;  on  the  north 
by  the  river  Yare,  dividing  it  from  the  hundred  of 
Blofield,  and  on  the  fouth  by  the  hundred  of  Dep- 
wade.  From  Trowfe-Newton  north,  to  Saxlingham 
fouth,  is  its  greateft  extent  in  length,  being  about 
nine  miles  ;  and  from  Gaftor  weft,  to  Rockland  eart, 
in  breadth  five  miles.  This  hundred  being  fo  near 
A  Norwich 
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Norwich,  has  no  market  town  in  it;  but  the  country 
is  populous,   and  in  high  cultivation. 

The  hundred  of  Henflead,  anciently  called  Hcnc- 
Jleda  or  Heinftede,  in  Doomfday-book  takes  its  name 
from  the  Saxon  words  gine,  a  hufbandman,  and 
freda,  a  place  or  manfion ;  and  fo  lignifies  the  place 
or  dwelling  for  the  hufbandmen  ;  which  (news  as  if 
this  part  was  cultivated  before  the  adjacent  part  of 
the  country,  which  is  no  wonder,  if  we  confider  that 
the  old  Roman  Caflrum  or  Cadre  is  in  it,  which  was 
a  defence  for  them  againfl  all  invaders. 

In  the  Confeffor's  time,  the  abbot  of  St.  Bennet  at 
the  Holme  had  a  free  man,  who  held  live  acres,  &c. 
the  reft  of  the  hundred  being  the  king's,  at  both  the 
Confeffor's  and  Conqueror's  furveys,  all  the  churches 
were  valued  in  their  feveral  manors. 

The  fee  of  the  hundred  is,  and  always  was  in  the 
crown,  and  has  in  different  ages  been  leafed  out.  to 
divers  perfons ;  as  in  the  ift  of  Edward  III.  1327, 
to  John  cie  Covering,  lord  of  Horsford,  and  it  con- 
tinued with  that  honour  fome  time ;  it  was  then 
worth  SL  per  ami.  "  without  oppreffing  the  coun- 
try," as  the  words  of  the  record  fay,  and  the  earl 
marfhal,  by  his  bailiffs,  h«ld  pleas  De  vetito  Namio 
{Withernain)  and  had  free  warren  in  all  his  demeans 
in  the  hundred. 

The  fown  of  Arminghall  was  exempt  from  the 
hundred,  as  belonging  to  the  prior  of  Norwich ;  as 
alfo  the  towns  of  Trowfe  and  Newton,  on  the  fame 

account.

James  I.  demifcd  it  to  fir  Charles  Cornwallis,  knt. 
Charles  and  Thomas  his  ions,  for  their  lives,  and 

the 
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the  longeft  liver  of  them,  with  all  its  rights,  court- 
leers,  felons  goods,  &cc.  at  the  yearly  rent  of  fix 
pounds  and  nine-pence  halfpenny  farthing,  or  ten 
pounds  increased  rent  for  the  whole  hundred,  which 
paid  yearly,  clear  of  all  dedu&ions,  56!.  gs.  ad.  to 
every  tenth,  and  is  all  in  the  deanry  of  Brooke,  and 
archdeaconry  of  Norfolk. 

The  annual  payment  of  this  hundred  to  the  land- 
tax,  at  45.  in  the  pound,  is  1670-!.  iys.  sd.  and  die 
quarterly  payments  to  the  general  rates  is  1  il.  1 8s.  gd.' 
to  a  fix  hundred  pound  levy. 

The  towns  in  this  hundred  are  as  follow,  to  which 
]'ift-we  ad4  the  number  of  votes  polled  by  freeholders 
from  each,  at  the  laft  contefted  election,  March  23, 
i  768,  when  fir  Armine  Wodehoufe,  ban.  Thomas 
de  Grey,  efq.  fir  Edward  AiUey,  bart.  and  Wenmaii 
Coke,  efq.  were  candidates  to  reprefeut  this  county 
in  parliament.

Mr.  Blomefield  fays,  "  Part  of  this  hundred  is 
"  inclofed,  and  part  uninclofed,  the  foil  is  inclining 
"  to  be  light,  and  the  greateft  part  of  it  is  but  mid- 
"  dling,  and  was  it  not  for  the  convenience  of  being 
"  improved,  by  muck  fo  eafily  brought  from  the 
"  city  of  Norwich,  it  would  be  but  mean  land." 

ARMINGHALL,  AMFRTNGHALL,  or  AMRINGALE, 
fo  called  from  Almaric  its  Saxon  owner.  This  ma- 
nor was  a  beruite  to  Thorpe  near  Norwich:  at  the 
furvey  it  belonged  to  the  Conqueror,  and  was  under 
Godric's  management :  the  village  was  five  furlongs 
long,  and  three  broad,  and  paid  8d.  to  the  geld  or 
tax.  It  continued  in  the  crown  till  given  to  one 

Flahald, 
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Flahald,  with  the  manor  of  Lakenham,  and  his  fon 
Alan  gave  it  to  the  church  of  Norwich;  and  it  was 
fettled  by  bifliop  Herbert,  with  the  king's  confent, 
on  the  prior  and  monks  there. 

In  1206,  the  8th  of  king  John,  Robert  the  chap- 
lain of  Arminghall,  fettled  feventy  acres  of  land 
here,  and  fcven  acres  in  Trowfe-Newon,  on  the 
prior  and  convent,  after  his  own  and  his  wife  Ef  • 
tiild's  death,  and  the  death  of  their  fon  John. 

In  1281,  Edward  I.  licenfed  Richard  de  Swerdef- 
ton,  and  liabel  his  wife,  to  convey  and  fettle  many 
lands  in  this  village  on  the  prior  and  convent  of 
Norwich. 

In  1285,  ^ie  prior  had  view  of  frank-pledge,  and 
afiife  of  bread  and  ale  belonging  to  this  manor, 
which  continued  till  the  convent's  diflblution  in  the 
monaitery,  and  was  re-granted  to  the  dean  and  chap- 
ter, who  are  now  lords:  it  hath  been  leafed  out  by 
them  to  the  families  of  the  Mingays  and  Hernes, 
and  the  heirs  of  fir  Horatio  Pettus,  of  Rackheaihr, 
bart.  have  the  prefent  leafc. 

The  prior  was  anciently  taxed  for  the  manor,  rents 
and  lands,  at  ill.  135.  and  for  his  impropriate  tithes 
and  fpiritual  tithes  fix  marks  and  eight-pence. 

The  church  is  dedicated  to  St.  Mary  the  Virgin, 
and  was  appropriated  by  John  de  Grey,  bifhop  of 
Norwich,  to  the  chamberlain  of  that  monaitery:  the 
re&ory  was  valued  at  fix  marks,  and  the  vicarage  at 
forty  (hillings,  and  was  not  taxed:  it  paid  three- 
pence carvage,  but  no  finodals,  procurations,  nor 
Peter-pence,  it  being  exempt  from  the  archdeacon's 
jurifdi&ion.  The  dean  and  chapter  hath  probate  of 
B  wills. 
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wills,  and  all  archidiaeonal  power ;  but  at  the  ap- 
propriation, the  bifhop  referved  to  himfelf  and  fuc- 
ceffors  all  pontifical  and  parochial  jmifdiclion,  and 
gave  them  liberty  to  ferve  the  church  by  their  chap- 
lains, removeable  at  pleafure ;  but  yet  they  were 
forced  to  endow  a  vicarage,  to  which  the  priors  of 
Norwich  prefented. 

Thomas  Serleby  was  prefented  by  the  dean  and 
chapter  in  1579,  and  held  it  united  to  Trowfe,  and 
fmce  there  have  been  no  vicars,  but  the  church  hath 
been  ferved  (as  it  now  is)  once  every  fortnight  by  a 
perpetual  curate,  nominated  by  the  dean  and  chap- 
ter, who  pay  him  an  annual  ftipend. 

Here  was  a  fmall  chapel  dedicated  to  St.  Andrew, 
now  demolifhed ;  it  flood  at  a  place  called  Belhawe. 

The  church  is  eleven  yards  long,  and  five  and  an 
half  broad,  the  chancel  is  feven  yards  long,  and  the 
fame  breadth  as  the  church,  and  are  both  thatched  ; 
there  is  a  fquare  tower  about  thirty-five  feel  high, 
and  three  bells,  but  no  ailes  or  porch.

This  eftate,  long  in  the  family  of  the  Herncs, 
was  purchafed  by  lady  Pettus,  the  mother  of  the  late 
fir  Horatio  Pettus,  bart.  of  Rackheath,  on  whofe  de- 
ceafe  the  title  became  extin&.  Sir  Horatio  Pettus 
ferved  the  office  of  high  fheriff  of  this  county :  he 
married  a  grand-daughter  of  Dr.  Prideaux,  dean  of 
Norwich,  by  whom  he  left  two  daughters ;  the  eldeft 
married  to  John  Richard  Dafhwood,  efq.  of  Gockley 
Cley  near  Swaffharn,  and  lately  deceafed  ;  the 
younger  daughter  not  married. 

The  Rev.  Edward  Symonds  was  prefented  to  this 
curacy  by  the  dean  and  chapter  of  Norwich  in  1 765. 

BIXLEY. 
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BIXLEY.  This  village  is  now  in  the  liberty  of 
the  duke  of  Norfolk,  who  is  lord  of  it,  as  a  member 
to  his  manor  of  Framlingham-Earl ;  and  it  hath  paf- 
ied  with  that  from  early  times. 

In  1285,  Roger  le  Bigot,  earl  of  Norfolk,  claim- 
ed to  his  manor  of  Bifkele,  a  member  of  Framling- 
ham  Parva,  .view  of  frank-pledge,  affife  of  bread  and 
ale,  all  of  his  own  tenants  in  Bifkele,  and  it  was 
allowed  him  in  Eire.  The  advowfon  always  attend- 
ed the  manor,  which  wholly  at  firft  belonged  to  Ro- 
ger Bigot,  who  granted  off  divers  parts  to  be  held 
of  his  barony. 

Bifiiop  Stigand  owned  it  in  the  ConfefTor's  time, 
and  gave  it  to  his  free  man  nameci  Genret,  who  held 
it  under  him. 

Ralph  Fitz-Walter  had  it-  It  was  then  worth 
twenty  ihillings,  and  was  after  raifed  to  fifty  f hillings. 
The  village  was  half  a  mile  long  and  four  furlongs 
broad,  and  paid  lod.  ob.  gelt.  It  had  a  church 
and  twenty-four  acres  of  glebe,  valued  at  two  {hil- 
lings a  year. 

Ulketel,  the  Dane,  had  then  another  pan,  and 
Anilec,  a  free  man,  another;  all  which,  after  a  long 
conned  in  the  hundred  court  with  Godric  the  fewer, 
Roger  Bigot  recovered,  and  had  his  manor  compleat- 
td  by  divers  parts,  in  Smlingham,  Rockland,  and 
Bramerton,  being  added  to  it. 

The  firfl  part  that  he  granted  off  was  to  Saier  or 
Saer  cie  Bifkele,  and  Ada  his  wife,  who  furvived 
him,  and  William  do  Biikclc  inheiiud,  who  was 
dead  before  1233,  (lyth  of  Henry  III.)  for  then  Hu- 
geline  his  widow  releaft'd  all  her  right  to  the  priorefs 
B  3  °* 
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of  Carron-e,  which  houfe  held  it  to  the  diffolution  • 
and  now  it  belongs  to  Carrowe  abbey  manor,  an 
was  always  held  of  Forncet  manor  at  half  a  fee  ;  the 
priorefs  being  taxed  for  it  at  528.  8d.  temporal  rents 
here:  but  in  j6og,  Charles  Cornwallis,  knt.  in  right 
of  the  wife  of  fir  Ralph  Shelton,  knt.  fon  and  heir 
of  fir  John  Shelton,  knt.  owners  of  Carrowe,  fo!4 
part  of  them  to  Richard  Ofborne,  gent.  The  pri^ 
jprefs  had  a  fold-courfe  here. 

Another  part  was  granted  by  Bigot,  the  founder, 
to  Langley  abbey,  who  gave  it  at  the  foundation  to 
that  houfe,  which  was  always  taxed  at  ten  (hillings 
for  their  lands  here ;  and  after  the  diffolution  it  cams 
to  the  Wards.  It  was  held  at  a  quarter  of  a  fee  of 
the  Eail  Marfhal,  as  of  Framlingham  Parva  manor. 

In  1268,  5?d  of  Henry  III.  another  part  belong- 
ed to  Thomas  Rock,  de  Rupibus,  or  Rokele ;  and 
in  1286  Henry  de  la  Rokele  conveyed  to  Richard  de 
la  Rokele,  his  manor  in  Trowfe,  Bifkele,  Sec. 

In  1305,  14th  of  Edxvard  I.  fir  John  de  Bifkele 
had  a  manor  or  free  tenement,  which  in  1396  John, 
fon  of  Adam  de  Norwico,  or  Norwich,  held  it  at 
half  a  fee  of  Roger  Bigot,  earl  of  Norfolk;  and  in 
1309  he  levied  a  fine,  and  fettled  it  on  himfelf  for 
life,  remainder  to  Nicholas  his  fon ;  it  then  con- 
tained a  meffuage,  one  hundred  and  fix  acres  of  land, 
ten  acres  of  meadow,  and  forty  Shillings  rent,  in 
Bifkele,  Kirby,  8cc. 

In  1427,  6th  of  Henry  VI.  John  de  Norwich  had 
it,  and  gave  it  to  the  mafter  of  Metingham  college, 
\vljo  held  it  in  1432 ;  and  after  the  diffolution  of  that 
college  it  came  to  the  Wards. 

The 
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The  manor  of  Surlingham  extends  hither,  and 
over  all  the  tenants,  except  thofe  of  the  earl.  The 
king  ha-.h  the  leet,  as  belonging  to  his  hundred  of 
Henftead :  and  the  prior  of  Norwich  had  commonage 
on  the  heath  or  common  paflure  between  Bixley  and 
Framlingham. 

5!.  Bixley  rectory,  45!.  fworn  clear  yearly  value. 
Now  confolidated  with  Framlingham  Earl. 

In  1690,  the  duke  of  Norfolk  gave  this  reclory  to 
William  Dilke ;  and  at  the  death  of  David  Fleming, 
who  held  it  with  Framlingham  Earl,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Henry  Goodall,  the  prefent  reclor,  fucceeded,  and 
holds  it  confolidated  with  Framlingham  Earl,  being 
preferred  in  1747  by  dame  Sufan  Ward.  The  duke 
of  Norfolk  is  now  patron. 

The  church  here  is  an  antique  fmall  building,  of 
one  aile  only,  which,  with  the  chancel,  is  eighteen 
yards  long,  and  five  broad,  and  is  tiled,  as  is  the 
iomh  porch,  and  tower,  -which  is  low  and  fquare, 
and  hath  in  it  two  fmall  bells  ;  on  the  biggefl  is,  in 
the  old  Engliih  chara&cr, 

Sanclc  Johannis  Baptijle  ora  pro  nolis. 

It  is  dedicated  to  St.  \Vandragefilius  the  abbot,  to 
u-Jiofe  image  pilgrimages  were  made  in  thofe  days. 
The  pretent  fabric  was  built  by  William  de  Dun- 
wich,  who  was  one  of  the  bailiffs  of  Norwich  in 
1272;  for  on  a  flone  at  the  fouth-eaft  corner  of  the 
chancel,  are  thefc  words,  in  Saxon  characters, 

Anime    Wilelmi  dt,  Donewigo  fundatorh  hujus  eggkfie 
propigiaiur  Deus. 

B  4  BIXLEY- 
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BIXLEY-HALL,  the  feat  of  the  family  of  the  Wards, 
is  a  well-built,  handfome  houfe,  ere&ed  by  fir  Ed- 
ward Ward,  bart.  grandfather  of  fir  Edward  and  fir 
Randal  Ward,  barts.  It  is  fituated  near  the  high 
road  from  Norwich  to  Bungay,  and  fronts  three 
ways ;  looking  north  towards  Norwich,  weft  againft 
the  road,  and  fouth  through  divers  inclofures,  to- 
wards the  earft  part  of  Boi  in  gland  heath. 

The  Baronetage,  vol.  iii.  p.  195,  mentions  a 
WTard  married  to  Margaret  Mortimer,  as  father  and 
mother  of 

John  Ward,  who  by  the  marriage  of  the  daughter 
and  hcirefs  of  John,  fon  and  heir  of  Thomas  de 
Bofco  or  Bois,  of  Kirby-Bedon,  became  lord  of  that 
manor  in  1^3,  the  3yth  of  Edward  III.  and  was 
fucceeded  by 

John  Ward,  gent,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  married 
Catherine,  daughter  of  William  Appleyard,  lord  of 
Bracon-afh  and  Dunflon :  his  will  was  proved  O61o- 
ber  27,  1445,  the  24th  of  Henry  VI.  by  which  he 
ordered  his  body  to  be  buried  in  the  church  of  St. 
Mary  at  Kirby ;  and  it  appears  that  he  was  lord  of 
the  manors  of  Wodehoule,  Bedons  alias  Seams,  and 
patron  of  two  parts  of  the  advowfon  of  Kirby  St. 
Andrew ;  having  eftates  in  Bixley,  Surlingham,  Bra- 
rnerton,  Rocklands,  Framlingham,  Trowle,  and  Wit- 
lingham,  leaving 

Robert  Ward,  gent,  his  eldeft  fon  and  heir,  who 
married  Alice  Kemp,  of  Gifling,  by  whom  he  kft 

Robert  Ward,  efq.  who  married  the  daughter  of 
John  Coppledick,  efq.  and  had 

Robe.rt 
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Robert  Ward,  of  Kirby,  efq.  who  by  a  daughter 
of  fir  Giles  Capel,  of  London,  knt.  (anceftor  of  the 
carl  of  Effex)  had 

Henry  Ward,  of  Poftwick  or  Poflwick,  efq.  who 
141  1553,  l^c  !^  °f  quecn  Mary,  was  one  of  the 
representatives  in  the  parliament  held  at  Oxford  for 
the  city  of  Norwich.  In  the  4th  of  queen  Elizabeth, 
1562,  he  died  feifcd  of  Kirby-Bedon  manors,  See. 
of  the  manor  and  advowfon  of  Poftwick,  of  Plum- 
iiead  Magna  manor,  and  other  eftates  in  many  of 
the  adjacent  towns ;  of  the  manor,  re&ory,  fcite  of 
the  monaftery,  8cc.  of  Flitcham,  and  of  the  rectory 
of  Barkway  in  Hertfordfhire  :  he  married  Margaret, 
daughter  of  \X7illiam  Ugges,  of  Pockthorpe  by  Nor- 
wich, by  whom  he  had  ieveral  children  ;  the  e,ldefit 
was 

Edward  Ward,  efq.  of  Poftwick,  who  was  the 
firft  of  the  family  that  fettled  at  Bixley,  and  built 
the  old  hall  there.  In  i  ",65,  the  "th  of  queen  Eli- 
zabeth, he  was  lord  of  Kirby-Bedon,  and  held  it  of 
John  Leigh,  as  of  his  manor  of  Surlingham.  By 
his  will,  he  devifed  the  manor  of  Barkway  reclory 
to  his  fon  Edward,  with  remainder  to  Jofeph  Ward, 
a  younger  fon,  brother  to  the  faid  Edward ;  and 
foon  after  his  deceafc,  the  two  brothers  joined,  and 
fold  it  to  dame  Sufan  Saltonftall.  He  married  Ann, 
daughter  of  John  Havers,  of  Winfarthing,  gent,  by 
whom  he  had  twelve  children  ;  and  dying  in  1563, 
lies  buried  under  an  altar  tomb  in  Bixley  chancel, 
at  the  north-eaft  part  of  it,  with  the  creft  and  arms 
of  Ward,  impaling  Havers ;  the  effigies  of  himfelf 
and  wife,  with  a  fold-ftool  between  them,  in  a  pray- 
ing poflure,  with  nine  fons  behind  him,  and  three 
daughters  behind  her,  dill  remain,  and  this  infcrip- 
tion :

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In  fatal  tombe  a  Squire  here  lies,  injhryndc  by  dcathe, 
One  Edwarde  Warde,  who  lefts  of  twelve,  ten  children 

deare,

Of  all  his  numerous  iflue,  William  Ward,  the 
fixth  fon,  was  the  nioft  remarkable ;  who  being  put 
apprentice,  became  a  wealthy  golclfmith  in  London, 
arid  jeweller  to  Henriette-Marie,  king  Charles  the 
Firfl's  queen,  and  was  knighted  by  that  king.  The 
great  fortunes  which  this  gentleman  raifed,  was  ow- 
ing to  a  lucky  accident  foon  after  his  {fitting  out  in 
trade,  which  is  thus  related:  Mr.  Ward  (landing 
by  his  fhop  door  in  Lombard-flreet,  a  man  in  a  Jai- 
lor's habit  paffed  by,  whom  he  afked  the  ufual  quef- 
tion,  Whether  he  wanted  any  thing  in  his  way? 
Whofe  anlwer  was,  he  could  not  tell,  till  he  knew 
whether -he  had  occalion  for  fomething  he  had  to 
dilpofe  of,  which  he  would  ihevv  him  if  he  pieafed 
to  go  into  the  back  fhop ;  where  Mr.  Ward  was  fur- 
prized  with  a  great  number  ot  rough  diamonds  pour- 
ed out  of  a  bag  iipon  the  counter  by  the  failor,  who 
at  the  fame  time  aikcd  him  if  he  had  occafion  for, 
or  would  buy  any  fuch  things,  and  if  fo,  what  he 
would  give  for  them.  Mr.  Ward  anfwercd  he  had, 
and  would  buy  if  they  could  agree;  which  was 
foon  done,  and  fo  much  to  Mr.  "Ward's  liking,  that 
lie  invited  the  failor,  and  all  the  (hip's  crew,  to  fup- 
per  at  a  neighbouring  tavern ;  where  he  treated  them 
fo  gencroully,  that  the  failor  whifpcrcd  to  him  at 
parting,  that  he  had  Inch  another  parcel  for  him  in 
the  morning,  if  he  pieafed  to  buy ;  which  Mr.  Ward 
gladly  accepted  of,  and  bought  them,  gave  the  like 

treat, 
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treat,  and  parted  merrily  with  mutual  joy-;  the  fai- 
{or  for  his  ready  ca(h,  and  the  jeweller  for  the  great 
advantage  that  he  faw  in  the  purchafe.  He  foon  fell 
to  work  upon  the  ftones,  which  fully  anfwered  his 
expectation,  and  fo  much  added  to  his  fortunes,  that 
Jie  (bon  raifed  his  reputation,  and  became  one  of  the 
mofl  eminent  bankers  in  London. 

It  afterwards  happened,  that  Edward  lord  Dudley, 
having  much  impaired  his  fortune  by  irregular  liv- 
ing, was  advifed  by  his  friends  to  apply  to  Mr. 
Ward,  as  an  honeft  and  iubftantial  banker,  for 
so,oool.  who  told  his  lordfhip  at  once,  that  the  mo- 
ney was  ready  upon  producing  fatisfa&ory  fecurity, 
which  his  lordfhip  ibfcn  did:  upon  which,  Mr.  Ward 
told  his  lordfhip  he  thought  he  might  be  fupplied 
better,  and  more  honourably,  than  by  borrowing. 
And  being  afked  how ;  Mr,  Ward  faid  he  had  an 
only  fon,  and  his  lordfhip  a  grand-daughter,  (named 
Frances)  the  only  illue  of  his  fon  and  heir  fir  Ferdi- 
nando,  deceafed  ;  and  if  they  might  be  married  to- 
gether, he  would  fupply  more  than  the  prefent  want. 
My  lord  liftened  to  it,  the  match  was  foon  conclu- 
ded, and  fo  the  two  families  and  eftates  became  uni- 
ted. When  Sutton  lord  Dudley  died,  the  married 
couple  were  not  equal  in  honour ;  fhe  lady  baronefs 
Dudley,  (the  honour  defcending  to  females,  on  fai- 
iure  of  heirs  male)  her  hufband  only  Mr.  Humble 
Ward ;  but  he,  meriting  much  for  feafonable  fup- 
plics  brought  to  his  majefty,  was,  in  confideration 
thereof,  firft  knighted  at  Oxford  in  1643,  and  fhort- 
ly  after  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  a  baron,  by  the 
title  of  lord  Ward  of  Birmingham  in  Warwickfhire, 
from  whom  the  prefent  John  lord  Ward,  vifcount 
Dudley,  is  defcended. 

Ilut  to  return  to  die  elder  branch  of  the  family. 

Thomas 
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Thomas,  eldeft  fon  of  the  faid  Thomas  and  Ann, 
fettled  at  Bixley,  and  married  Eleanor,  daughter  of 
Thomas  Godfalve,  of  Buckenham-Ferry,  efq.  by 
whom  he  had 

Thomas,  who  married  Ann,  daughter  of  William. 
Peart,  of  Effex,  efq.  and  died  in  1632,  feiied  of  the 
manor  and  advowfon  of  Poflwick,  the  manor  of 
Great  Plumflead,  Sec.  leaving 

Edward  Ward,  of  Bixley,  efq.  his  fon  and  heir, 
who  was  knighted  by  Oliver  Lord  Proteclor,  Nov.  2, 
1657:  he  having  been  high  fheriff  of  Norfolk  in  die 
preceding  year,  was  continued  in  that  office  this  year 
atfo.  His  firft  wife  was  a  Catlyne,  by  whom  he  had 
no  iffue ;  but  he  had  feveral  children  by  his  fecond 
wife,  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  ible  heir  of  John  Har- 
bourne,  of  Mundham,  efq.  grand-daughter  of  Wil- 
liam Harbourne.  of  Mundham,  efq.  who  was  lent 
ambaffador  by  quecnElizabcth  to  the  Grand  Seignior, 
as  appears  by  her  majcUy's  letters  patent,  dated  No- 
vember 29,  1582.  In  the  year  1660,  the  12th  of 
Charles  II.  fir  Edward  was  created  a  baronet ;  which 
patent,  it  is  faid,  was  procured  by  lord  Ward,  that 
the  eldefl  branch  of  his  family  might  not  want  a  title 
of  genuine  honour.  He  died  about  1664,  feiied  of 
Poitwick  manor  and  advowfon,  lands  and  cftates  in 
Bixley,  Framliughams,  Kirby,  Trowfe,  Arminghall, 
Poringland,  &c.  held  in  foccage  of  the  duke  of  Nor- 
folk, which  he  left  to 

Sir  Edward  Ward,  bart.  his  eldefl  fon,  who  died 
about  1684,  and  married  Jane,  daughter  of  William 
Kant,  M.  D.  of  Thorpe-Market  and  London ;  (he 
died  in  1671,  leaving  many  children,  'the  eldefl  of 
which  was 

Sir 
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Sir  Thomas  Ward,  bart.'  who  died  Tingle  in  1692, 
leaving  his  cflate  to  his  brother, 

Sir  F.clward  Ward,  bart.  who  married  Barbara, 
daughter  and  co-heirefs  of  Leonard  Gooch,  of  Ear- 
fham  in  Norfolk,  efq.  and  had  iflue, 

Sir  Edward  Ward,  bart.  who  married  Sufan,  daugh- 
ter and  folc  heirefs  of  Mr.  William  Randall  of  Yar- 
mouth, merchant:  fir  Edward  died  in  March  1736, 
and  was  buried  at  Bixley  :  they  had  iffue  three  fons 
and  two  daughters,  of  which  Thomas  and  Elizabeth 
died  young. 

This  fir  Edward  Ward  flood  candidate  to  reprefent 
the  city  of  Norwich  jointly  with  Miles  Branthwaytc, 
efq.  of  Hethel,  in  the  year  1  734,  againft  Horatio, 
the  late  lord  Walpole  of  Woolterton,  (brother  of  fir 
Robert  Walpole,  Knight  of  the  Garter,  earl  of  Or- 
ford)  and  Waller  Bacon,  efq.  of  Erleham,  as  appears 
by  the  following  regifter  of  the  poll,  taken  May  15,

Sir  Edward  Ward,  bart.  fucceeded  his  father  in 
the  honour  and  eftate  :  he  was  fellow  commoner  of 
Caius  college  in  Cambridge,  and  dying  fingle  in 
1742,  was  interred  in  the  chancel;  for  whom  there 
is  a  neat  mural  monument  over  the  fouth  door,  with 
the  arms  of  WTard,  and  this  infcription  :

S&cred  to  the  manor j  of  Sir  Edward  Ward,  of'Bix* 
ley,  Bart.  (Jon  of  Sir  Edward,  and  ddmt  Sufan  AzJ 
wife)  who  at  an  age  expoftd  to  temptation,  and  prone  to 
vice,  injpitc  of  the  contagion  of  corrupt  examples,  blujh'd 
at  every  vice,  and  praElisd  every  virtue :  Every  humane 
and  generous  principle  was  implanted  in  his  Joul  by  Na~ 
ture,  improved  by  Education,  matured  by  Practice;  d 
large  and  diffufive  Benevolence  dijlinguijhed  him  to  the 
"World;  to  his  Friends,  Faith  and  Conjlancy  inviolable; 
to  his  Relations,  the  pure/I  Affection ;  and  to  his  Mother, 
Piety  and  Tendernefs  beyond  example.  At  the  Univerfity 
of  Cambridge,  for  the  Jpace  of  three  years,  ht  purfued 
his  Jludies  with  diligence  and  fuccefs,  and  being  ready  t9 
enter  into  the  public  and  bufy  fcene  of  life,  fully  prepared 
to  fatisfy  the  expectation  of  his  Country,  tlie  hopes  of  his 
Friends,  and  the  fond  wijhes  of  a  Parent,  a  malignant 
fever  put  an  end  to  his  life,  in  the  zijl  year  of  his  age.- 

,  He  died  April  jth.   1742. 

He  was  fucceeded  in  honour  and  eflate  by  his 
only  furviving  brother,  the  late  fir  Randal  Ward, 
bart.  in  whom  the  title  became  extin&. 

On  the  deceafe  of  fir  Edward,  fir  Randal  declined 
engaging  in  the  bufmefs  of  a  Ruffia  merchant,  to 
which  he  had  been  educated,  and  retired  to  his  fa- 
mily feat  at  Bixley,  where  he  refided  chiefly  to  the 
day  of  his  death,  filling  tip  the  moft  honourable  of 
all  characlers,  when  filled  up  well,  THE  HONEST 
ENGLISHC  OUNTRY  GENTLEMAN. 

Sir  Randal  was  an  aclive,  excellent,  judicious  ma- 
giflrate  to  the  public :  in  private  life,  he  was  fin- 
cere,  generous,  and  friendly:  in  his  friendihips  im- 
Kioveable,  and  in  his  conduct  confiftent.  firm,  and 

refolute. 
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rcfolnte.  He  was  a  man  of  ftrong  fenfe,  and  had  i 
vein  of  humour  in  his  conversation  almoSl  peculiar 
to  himfelf :  he  had  no  pride,  and  yet  maintained  a 
proper  dignity:  no  man  was  ever  more  perfonaliy 
beloved,  for  he  never  made  profeSTions  without 
meaning;  nor  were  thofe  profeSTions  to  be  fliook 
v.hcn  made,  by  an  unmanly  adulation  to  the 
opinions  of  others.  Sir  Randal  adhered  firmly  to 
his  friend,  and  from  his  heart  dcfpifed  all  meannefs, 
ingratitude,  and  iaifhood,  in  whatever  characters  he 
found  them:  no  wonder  therefore  that  he  was  fo 
greatly  efteemed  when  living,  and  that  his  lofs  was 
to  univerSally  deplored. 

Sir  Randal  married  a  fifUr  of  Tho.  Durrant,  efq.  of 
Scottowe,  but  had  no  ilfue.  Sufanna,  his  only  fur- 
viving  fifter,  Succeeded  him  in  the  family  feat  and 
eflate  at  Bixley,  and  married  the  earl  of  Rofebery, 
of  Scotland:  fhe  alfo  died  without  iflue,  and  the 
eftate  of  Bixley  is  now  in  the  laid  earl,  who  is  a 
Knight  of  the  ancient  order  of  the  Thiftle,  and  one 
of  the  Sixteen  peers  elected  to  reprcfent  Scotland  in 
the  Britifli  houfe  of  peers. 

Lady  Rofcbery  was  a  woman  of  great  beautv  and 
fine  accomplishments;  educated  and  verfed  in  the. 
polite  world,  fhe  had  few  Superiors  ;  of  a  ready  wit, 
and  eafy  grace  in  her  carriage :  fhe  long  flione 
amongft  the  moft  admired  of  the  Belles  in  Norfolk, 
and  died  admired,  as  ftie  had  lived.  The  earl  of 
Rofebery,  after  her  deceafe,  married  Mifs  Vincent, 
a  daughter  of  fir  1-rancis  Vincent,  bart.  of  Stoke- 
Dabernon  in  Surry,  who  has  iifue. 

BRAMERTON.  The  name  of  this  village  is 
faid  to  fignify  Brad-mcr-tun,  or  Broad-mere  town ;  to 
which  Broad-mere  belongs  a  fwan-mark  to  thi$  day. 

It 
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It  was  in  the  hands  of  Roger  Bigot  at  the  conqneH, 
and  is  now  in  the  liberty  of  the  duke  of  Norfolk, 
as  a  member  of  his  manor  of  Framlingham,  which 
extends  hither;  and  indeed  this  town  is  very  particu- 
lar for  not  having  a  manor  belonging  to  it ;  the  prin- 
cipal part  and  advowfon  belonging  to  Surlingham 
manor  ;  the  next  confiderable  part  to  Framlingham  ; 
another  to  Bixley,  another  part  to  Trowfe-Rokeles, 
another  to  Kirby-Bedon,  another  to  Cringleford,  an- 
other to  Framlingham-Pigot;  befides  others  that  ex- 
tended hither.  The  whole  at  the  conquefl  was  four 
furlongs  long,  and  two  and  an  half  broad,  paid  i  od. 
ob.  geld,  and  had  a  church  and  twenty-four  acres  of 
glebe,  worth  as.  per  ann. 

The  church  of  St.  Peter  is  a  reclory,  capable  of 
augmentation,  for  it  flands  thus  in  the  king's  books : 
61.  Bramerton  recloria.  48!.  clear  yearly  value. 

To  this  reclory  belongs  a  parfonage  houfe,  and 
convenient  out-houfes,  joining  to  the  fouth-fide  of 
the  church-yard,  and  about  twenty-two  acres  of  glebe. 
When  Norwich  Doomfday  was  made,  lady  Maud  de 
Multon,  in  right  of  Surlingham  manor,  to  which  the 
advowfon,  and  above  half  the  town  belonged,  was 
patronefs. 

The  church  and  fleeple  were  totally  re-built  in 
1462.  It  is  thirty-one  feet  long,  and  eighteen  feet 
broad ;  the  chancel  is  twenty-fix  feet  long  and  fifteen 
broad;  it  hath  no  ailes  ;  the  fquare  tower  adjoining 
to  the  weft  end  is  forty-five  feet  high,  and  contains 
three  bells  ;  the  whole,  with  the  porch;  being  w^lL 
covered  with  lead. 

The  Rev.  Richard  Berney  was  prefented  to  this  rec- 
tory by  the  late  John  Houghton,  efq.  in  i  756.

CASTOR,  or  CAISTER  ST.  EDMUND'S,  the  anci- 
ent Caflrum,  or  one  of  the  chief  camps  of  defence 
when  the  Romans  poffefled  this  country. 

We  take  it,  that  after  Claudius  Ccefar  entered  this 
land,  which  was  about  the  46th  year  after  Chrift, 
and  Oftarius  his  propraetor  or  lieutenant  had  van- 
quifhed  the  Iceni,  the  old  inhabitants  of  thefe  parts, 
who  openly  oppofed  them,  and  defended  their  coun- 
try to  the  very  utmofl  of  their  power,  that  then 
they  firft  fettled  here,  raifed  camps,  appointed  colo- 
nies, and  fixed  flations,~in  order  to  keep  the  new- 
conquered  country  in  fubje&ion,  and  to  fortify  them- 
feives  againlt  any  future  attempts  of  the  natives  ;  that 
in  cafe  of  any  turn  of  adverfe  fortune,  they  might 
not  be  deftitute  of  flrong  camps  and  large  fortificati- 
ons to  retire  to,  till  they  could  cither  turn  the  fcalc 
themfelves,  or  gain  time  to  fend  to  their  allies  to 
come  to  their  afTiftance;  and  that  in  cafe  of  necef- 
fity  fuch  help  might  not  be  hind-red,  (like  a  wile 
and  warlike  people)  they  always  took  care  fo  to  fix 
their  camps  and  ftations,  in  all  places  where  the 
fituation  and  courfe  of  rivers  would  permit,  that  they 
might  haye  a  free  paffage  by  them  to  the  ocean, 
eidier  to  have  affiftance  by  men  or  provifions,  when- 
ever they  wanted  them ;  or  if  they  could  not  keep 
their  ground,  a  fafe  retreat  at  leafl  for  their  pcrfons 
and  efFefts.  Thus  landing  at  the  Garienis  Oflium, 
or  mouth  of  the  Yare,  where  Yarmouth  now  is,  they 
fixed  a  ftrong  caftle  on  the  fouth  fide,  placed  a  gar- 
rifon  of  the  Stablefian  horfe  there,  named  it  Gario- 
nonum,  (from  its  fituation  on  the  Garienis,  or  Yare) 
and  fo  made  it  a  guard  as  well  as  an  entry  into  that 
part  of  the  country  which  is  now  called  Suffolk,  the 
remains  of  which  are  flill  very  perfe#  :  the  town  that 
belonged  to  it  affuming  the  Saxon  name  Burgh  from 
this  fortification,  at  this  day  called  Burgh  Caftle, 
C  where 
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where  abundance  of  coins,  fibulas,  and  other  Ro- 
man antiquities  are  now  found.  Oppoflte  to  this, 
on  the  northern  fide  of  the  water,  as  an  inlet  into, 
and  guard  of  that  country  which  is  now  called  Nor- 
folk, they  made  another  camp,  and  called  it  Caf- 
trum,  and  the  village  in  which  it  was  is  now  called 
Caftor  or  Caftre.  And  following  the  river  up  into 
the  country,  till  the  courfe  of  it  divided  into  twro 
firearm,  they-  turned  with  that  on  the  fouthern  fide, 
and  at  the  firft  flreight,  where  it  was  eafy  to  com- 
mand the  paffage  over,  fixed  this  camp,  which  for 
its  dimensions  and  flrength  was  named  Caftrum, 
or  The  Camp,  by  way  of  eminence,  and  is  ftill  call- 
ed Caftor. 

It  was  certainly  their  moft  confiderable  fortifica- 
tion in  thefe  parts,  as  appears  from  its  dimenfions, 
which  remain  very  confpicuous  to  this  day.  It  is  a. 
fquare  fingle  vallum  and  rampart,  and  hath  been  in- 
clofed  with  a  ftrong  wrall  of  flints  and  Roman  bricks, 
ilill  evident  in  many  places :  the  grand  entrance 
was  in  the  middle  of  the  eaft  part,  at  each  corner  of 
which  there  were  mounts  or  watch-towers,  and  be- 
low on  the  weft  part,  which  was  wafhed  by  the  Taiis 
or  Taie,  was  a  water-gate  with  a  round  tower  by  it, 
where  the  veffels  ufed  to  unlade.  The  whole  {'cite 
contains  about  thirty  acres. 

At  the  fouth-eaft  corner,  within  the  rampart,  ftands 
the  parifh  church,  placed  there  on  account  of  the 
convenience  for  the  materials  of  which  it  is  built, 
for  the  whole  is  of  flints,  and  pieces  of  Roman 
bricks,  taken  from  the  old  walls  of  the  camp ;  and 
indeed  moft  of  the  houfes  in  the  parifh  are  built  of 
the  like  materials.  At  the  fouth-eaft  end  of  the 
chancel,  in  the  bottom  of  the  trench,  is  a  fraall 
fpring  or  well  of  water,  about  five  feet  deep,  which 

is 
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?&  always  full  and  very  cold.  I  never  heard  of  any 
urns  found,  which  makes  me  think  there  was  no 
burial-place  appointed  here,  but  at  the  Venta  Iceno- 
rum  ;  which,  though  Mr.  Cambden  and  others  have 
thought  fit  to  fix  here,  I  can  by  no  means  join  with 
them,  but  imagine  that  place  to  have  been  at  what 
we  now  call  North  Elmham,  where  there  is  by  far 
a  greater  number  of  urns  found  than  at  any  place 
in  the  counties  of  Norfolk  or  Suffolk  ;  all  the  leveral 
known  Roman  burial-places  being  far  lefs  than  that*. 
The  country  people  now  call  it  Caftor  Caftle,  and 
the  part  of  the  tower  by  the  water,  when  it  flood 
higher  than  it  does  now,  might  give  rife  to  its  being 
io  called. 

We  take  it,  when  the  Romans  In  general  quitted 
this  land,  which  was  about  the  year  41 8  after  Chrift, 
that  this  camp  being  deferted  in  a  good  meafure, 
the  remaining  Romans  and  natives  joining  together, 
became  one  people ;  and  the  fituation  where  Nor- 
wich now  is,  being  much  better  than  that  at  Caftoi, 
as  Handing  on  rifing  and  high  ground,  and  on  a  far 
better  flrearn,  this  at  Caftor  declining,  as  the  fands 
at  Yarmouth  increafed,  moft  of  them  left  this  place 
and  fettled  there,  as  well  for  the  better  convenience 
of  fifhing,  as  for  carrying  their  goods  higher  up  into 
the  inland  parts  of  the  country,  even  to  Venta,  which 
though  then  in  the  decline,  yet  remained  a  place  of 
more  note  than  this;  till  by  the  fixing  of  the  fand 
on  which  Yarmouth  now  (lands,  the  water  fo  far  re- 
tired, as  to  cut  off  all  commerce  to  it  by  that  ele- 
ment, and  then  Venta  Wafted  very  fpeedily  as  Caftor 
had  done  ;  out  of  the  ruins  of  which  the  new-found- 
ed city  of  Norwich  fuddenly  (prang  up  to  great 
maturity ;  but  yet  Caftor  was  a  place  ftill  regarded, 
as  fit  for  defence,  and  as  iuch  always  belonged  to, 
C  2  and 
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and  was  'in  the  hands  of  the  Saxon,  Englifh,  and 
Danifh  kings,  both  before,  in,  and  after  the  Hep- 
tarchv,  till  king  Edward  the  ConfefTor  gave  it  to  the 
monaftery  of  St.  Edmund  his  kinfman,  with  Mil- 
denhall,  and  the  eight  hundreds  and  an  half  in  Suf- 
folk ;  and  Thurketel,  a  noble  'Dane,  who  had  ob- 
tained the  keeping  of  this  place,  with  a  grant  of  part 
of  it,  gave  his  part,  with  Thorpe,  in  common,  to 
the  monafleries  of  St.  Edmund  and  St.  Bennet  at  the 
Holme,  and  upon  the  abbot  of  Bury's  releafing 
Thorpe  wholly  to  St.  Bennet,  the  abbot  of  St.  Ben- 
ret  releafed  their  part  in  Caftor  to  St.  Edmund,  and 
fo  the  whole  became  veftcd  in  Bury  abbey,  and  con- 
tinued fo  till  the  conqueft.* 

The  great  number  of  Roman  coins  daily  found 
here,  convince  us  of  its  having  been  a  place  of  great 
repute  during  the  moft  part  of  the  time,  when  that 
great  people  were  concerned  in  Britain,  I  have  feen 
above  an  hundred,  found  by  Mrs.  Sufanna  Long, 
of  Dunfton,  who  hath  many  more  found  by  other 
people;  I  have  a  great  number  myfelf,  befides  fe- 
veral  which  I  gave  to  the  cabinet  of  coins  in  the 
public  library  of  the  city  of  Norwich,  among  which 
the  following  infcriptions  may  be  read  on  the  feveral 
obverfes  and  reveries.

There  are  great  numbers  of  the  Denary,  with  Ro- 
mulus and  Remus  fucking  the  wolf;  and  thofe  with 
Conflantinopolis  and  the  Genius  of  that  city  on  the 
rcverfe:  the  moft  common  are  Conflantine's,  with 
the  reverfes  of  Gloria  Exercitvs  and  Militum  Reparatio, 
with  a  Roman  taking  a  Briton  captive ;  made  pro- 
bably when  Conflantine  appcafed  the  Britifh  infi\r- 

reclioij 
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ro&ion,  and  his  foldiers  had  recovered  the  credit  they 
had  before  loft  in  a  battle  with  them/"

OVERHALL  MANOR,  belonged  to  the  abbot  of 
Bury,  was  worth  forty  fhillings  a  year  at  the  Confef- 
for's  furvey,  and  five  pounds  at  the  Conqueror's, 
when  this  town  was  three  quarters  of  a  mile  long, 
and  half  a  mile  broad,  and  paid  i6d.  to  the  geld. 
The  church  had  eleven  acres  of  glebe,  and  its  ad- 
vowfon  belonged  to  this  manor:  the  abbots  always 
prefented  to  it  till  the  diflblution,  and  had  lete  an  4 
free  warren  allowed  them  in  Eire. 

At  the  diffolution  it  was  vefted  in  the  crown,  and 
continued  there  tilj  1553,  and  then  queen  Mary,  in 
the  ifl  year  of  her  reign,  granted  it  to  fir  John  God- 
ialve,  km.  for  life,  and  then  to  his  fon  Thomas 
Godfalve,  efq.  and  his  heirs  male,  with  the  advow- 
fon  of  the  church,  and  court  baron,  leet,  and  all 
oilier  liberties,  in  Cailor,  Howe,  Poringland,  and 
Arminghall. 

This  fir  John  was  fecond  fon  and  heir  of  Thomas 
Godlalve,  efq.  regifter  of  the  Goriuflory  Court  at 
Norwich,  who  was  the  firil  raifer  of  the  family,  and 
died  in  1542,  leaving  fir  John  his  eldeft  fon  and 
heir,  who  was  one  of  the  clerks  of  the  privy-fcal  to 
king  Henry  VIII.  and  was  fucceedcd  by  Thomas 
Godlalve,  efq.  aforefaid,  his  fon  and  heir,  who 
died  feifed  of  this  manor  and  advowfon  in  1587, 
when  he  held  it  by  the  4oth  part  of  a  knight's  fee, 
leaving  Roger  Godfalve,  efq.  his  Ion  and  heir,  then 
C  4  twenty 
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twenty  years  old,  who  in  1606  fold  the  manor,  ad- 
vowfon,  and  eftate  to 

John  Pettus,  of  Rackheath  and  Norwich,  efq.  and 
his  heirs,  and  the  late  fir  Horatio  Pettus,  bart.  was 
lord  and  patron. 

NETHERHALL  MANOR,  was  a  part  of  this  and  the 
adjacent  village  of  Markfhall,  which  was  given  by 
the  Conqueror  to  Ralph  de  Beaufoe,  as  was  the 
Markfhall  part,  which  belonged  to  Godwin,  and 
foon  after  to  the  Bigots,  earls  of  Norfolk,  in  which 
family  they  continued ;  and  when  the  fettlement  was 
made  by  Roger  Bigot  on  king  Edward  I.  this  manor, 
witjb  the  leet  and  affife  of  bread  and  ale  of  all  the 
tenants,  was  exceptcd ;  and  in  1303  was  fold  by 
Roger  le  Bigot,  and  Alice  his  wife,  with  Markfhall 
advovvfon,  to  Walter  de  Langton,  bifhop  of  Coven- 
try and  1  itchfield,  and  his  heirs;  and  in  1306  thp 
bifhop  fold  it  to  Giles  de  Munpynzon,  and  lady 
Chriftian  his  wife,  with  the  advowfon  of  Markfhall 
which  belonged  to  it,  and  joined  it  to  Markfhall 
manor,  and  continued  with  it  till  it  was  purchafed 
by  Thomas  Pettus,  and  was  joined  to  Caitor  Over- 
hall,  with  which  it  flill  remains. 

This  town  is  now  in  the  liberty  of  the  duke  of 
Norfolk. 

The  Chorography  of  Norfolk  fays,  that  the  lord 
of  Overhall  hath  court-baron  and  leet,  waif,  flray, 
&c.  and  that  the  fine  is  45.  an  acre. 

The  lord  of  Netherhall  holdeth  court,  and  the  fine 
is  43.  an  acre,  but  anciently  th,e  fine  of  both  thcfe 
manors  was  but  as.  an  acre. 

The 
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The  church  is  in  Brook  deanry  and  Norfolk 
archdeaconry.  The  reclor  hath  a  houfe,  and 
about  twenty  acres  of  glebe. 

Lady  Ann  Pettus,  widow,  prefented  John  God- 
dard,  who  was  buried  in  1695,  and  fir  John  Pettus, 
bart.  gave  it  to  Robert  Fawcet,  at  whole  mftitution 
the  church  of  Markfhall  (long  fmce  in  ruins)  was 
confolidated  to  Caflor;  he  was  buried  here,  being 
iucceeded  by  Thomas  JManlove,  and  he  by  the  pre- 
fent  re£tor. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  John, Freeman  was  prefented  by  the 
late  fir  Hora,tio  Pettus  in  1746  to  this  reclory,  con- 
folidated with  Markfhall  in  Humbleyard,  March  16, 
1698.  Edward  Stracey,  efq.  of  Rackheath,  is  the 
prefent  patron. 

The  church  is  dedicated  to  St.  Edmund,  trie  king 
and  martyr ;  its  north  porch  and  chancel  are  tiled ; 
there  is  a  fquare  fleeple  and  three  bells ;  the  nave  is 
twenty-eight  yards  long,  and  feven  broad.

Btmfatiors  to  the  town  of  C aider  St.  Edmund's. 

.Thomas  Neale,  of  this  town,  by  will  dated  Sept. 
21,  1597,  anc^  proved  in  the  archdeacon's  office  at 
Norwich,  gave  35.  4d.  a  year  to  the  poor,  to  be  dif- 
tiibuted  every  Chrirlmas-day ;  and  tied  two  pieces 
of  land  in  this  town,  called  Shordands,  of  about  an 
acre,  for  payment  thereof. 

Thomas  Pettus,  efq.  by  will,  dated  Gel.  14,  1618, 
proved  in  the  prerogative  court  of  the  archbifliop  of 
Canterbury  at  London,  gave  5!.  los.  a  year  forever, 
to  be  distributed  by  the  overfeers  for  the  time  being 
in  this  ^church  every  Sunday,  as  equally  as  may  be, 

to 
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*.o  fix  poor  people  in  this  town ;  and  tied  all  his 
lands  in  Shimplirjg  in  this  county,  being  about  30!. 
per  ann.  for  payment  thereof. 

William  Middleton,  of  this  town,  blackfmiih,  by 
will,  dated  Jan.  20,  1647,  proved  in  the  archdea- 
con's office,  gave  to  the  poor  55.  4d  a  year,  to  be 
diilributed  every  Chriilmas-day ;  and  tied  all  his 
home  and  ground  in  this  town  for  payment  thereof, 
which  are  now  in,  the  pofieihon,  of  Benjamin  Cog- 
jnan. 

This  table  was  ereaed  by  Thomas  Blonde!,'  who, 
at  his  own  expcncc,  recovered  the  faid  donations, 
after  they  had  been  buried  in  oblivion  for  a  time, 
<ind  do  here  let  them  in  public  view,  to  prevent  the 
like  for  the  future. 

Exlracl  from  the  Regifler. 

1588,  the  i  gth  of  November,  was  a  day  of  thankf- 
giving  to  God,  for  the  great  and  wonderful  over- 
throw of  the  ^panifh  navy,  which  came  to  fight  the 
Pope's  battle  againft  this  iiland,  for  their  gofpel ;  at 
which  overthrow,  the  very  enemies  were  ib  ailonifh- 
ed,  that  feme  of  them  faid,  Chrift  was  became  a 
Lutheran ;  and  all  that  Jaw  it  did  fay,  that  it  was 
the  Lord's  work :  fo  this  day  was  appointed  by  our 
church  to  be  fpent  throughout  the  realme,  in  preach- 
ing, praying,  (raging  of  Pfalms,  and  giving  thanks, 
for  a  thankful  memorial  of  the  Lord's  merciful  mer-t 
cits  yerelie. 

The  Spaniards,  to  leffen  the  honour  of  this  great 
and  memorable  viclory  obtained  over  them  by  queen 
Elizabeth,  gave  out  that  their  defeat  was  principally 
owing  to  adverfe  and  tempeituous  weather :  queen 

Elizabeth 
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^Elizabeth  was  fo  far  from  being  mortified  at  this  re- 
port of  her  vain-glorious  enemies,  that  flie  confider- 
ed  it  as  her  greateft  honour,  and  plumed  herfelf 
upon  it,  inafmuch  as  lier  fuccefs  and  deliverance  was 
pwing  to  the  particular  blefimg  of  Providence  on  her 
arms,  and  that  (lie  was  under  the  peculiar  protection 
of  the  Almighty :  her  majcfty,  to  fhew  that  this  was 
her  fenfe,  immediately  ordered  a  medal  to  be  ftruck, 
representing  die  Spanifh  Armada  diiperied  and  in, 
<diftrefs,  with  the  following  jnfcription: 

Afflavit  Dcus  el  DiJJlpantur. 

FRAMLINGHA1&-EARL.     There  are  two  fmall 

villages  of  this  name  in  Henftead  hundred,  in  the 
liberty  of  the  duke  of  Norfolk ;  they  were  both  but 
one  at  the  time  of  the  conqueit,  and  was  early  call- 
ed Framlingham  Parva,  or  Little  Framlingham,  to 
diftinguifh  it  from  Framlingham  Magna,  or  Great 
Framlingham,  in  Suffolk,  which  alfo  belonged  to  the 
fame  family:  but  when  the  part  which  belonged  to 
TJlketel  was  granted  off  by  the  Bigots  to  be  held  of 
them,  that  took  the  name  of  Framlingham-Picot  or 
Pjgot,  and  the  other  of  FYamlingham-Earl,  both  from 
their  lords,  by  which  name  they  are  known. 

IVJr.  Lc  Neve  fays,  that  the  name  of  Framelinge- 
ham  fignifies  the  feat  or  abode  of  the  fon  of  Frame,  who 
was  a  Saxon  of  great  note  in  thefe  partis. 

It  had  before  the  conqueft  been  in  many  parts  • 
one  belonged  to  Godwin,  who  held  it  of  Stigand ; 
another  belonged  to  Edwin,  and  after  that  to  Godric 
the  fewer,  who  held  it  of  earl  Ralph,  and  after  his 
forfeiture,  of  bifhop  Aylmar;  Turold  had  another 
part,  and  Ulf,  and  two  Norwich  burgeffes,  others. 
Jt  was  then,  as  now,  an  extenlive  manor,  having 

lands, 
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lands,  Sec.  belonging  to  it  in  Trowfe,  Yeiverton, 
Holvefton,  Kirby,  Poringlands,  Shottifhams,  Stoke, 
Surlingliam,  and  Rockland,  with  the  advowfons  of 
Yelvertons  and  Poringlands ;  and  the  whole  was  half 
a  mile  long,  and  as  much  broad,  and  paid  i^d.  ob. 
geld. 

It  patted  with  the  poffeffions  of  the  Bigots,  earls 
of  Norfolk,  and  has  attended  the  Norfolk  families, 
and  is  now  in  his  grace  the  duke  of  Norfolk:  but 
the  advowfon  was  feparated  from  the  manor  very 
early,  being  given  by  Gunnora,  wife  of  Sweyne  de 
Eflex,  and  mother  of  Henry  de  Eflex,  to  the  monks 
at  Thetford,  with  the  confent  of  Roger  Bigot ;  and 
k  remained  in  that  houfe,  and  paffed  with  it  at  its 
diffolution  to  the  duke  of  Norfolk,  in  which  family 
it  ha:h  always  remained. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Henry  Goodall,  arch  Icacon  of  Suf- 
folk, and  prebendary  of  Norwich,  is  the  prcfent  rec- 
tor, and  holds  it  confolidated  with  Bixley :  he  was 
prefented  by  dame  Sufan  Ward  in  1747,  but  the 
duke  of  Norfolk  is  the  prefent  patron. 

The  church  is  dedicated  to  St.  Andrew  the  apoflle, 
hath  only  a  nave  thirty-one  feet  long  and  eighteen, 
broad,  and  a  chancel  twenty-five  feet  long  and  eleven 
broad,  both  being  covered  with  thatch ;  the  fteeple 
is  round,  tiled  at  top,  and  hath  two  bells. 

Mr.  Thomas  Garland,  of  Norwich,  has  a  pretty 
fummer  villa  on  the  fummit  of  very  high  grounds 
near  die  heath,  about  which  he  has  made  forne  im- 
provements with  much  tafle,  and  it  may,  with  pro- 
priety, •  be  called  Mount  Garland.  The  view  from 
the  houfe  is  more  extenfive  than  is  to  be  found  elfe- 
where :  the  fiiipping  in  Yarmouth  .Roads,  and  the 

churches

churches  for  many  miles  rdund  are  eafily  diflinguifh- 
cd.  The  ponds,  which  have  a  communication  with 
each  other,  are  worthy  notice,  and  the  gardens  (tho1 
with  a  northern  afpecl)  are  not  lefs  fo. 

FRAMLINGHAM-PIGOT,  was  feparated  from 
Framlingham-Earl  very  early,  when  Roger  Bigot, 
carl  of  Norfolk,  gave  to  his  beloved  coufm,  Reiner 
Picot,  knt.  and  his  heirs  male,  for  the  acceptable 
iervices  that  he  did  him  in  feats  of  arms,  and  other 
honourable  deeds,  to  his  great  credit  and  praife, 
-with  the  king's  fpecial  leave,  all  Framlingham-Pigot, 
with  the  advowfon  of  the  church  there ;  alfo  his 
whole  mansr,  and  fervices  of  all  the  tenants  belong- 
ing to  it,  and  all  liberties  whatever,  with  a  fold  for 
live  hundred  fheep,  going  in  Frarnlingham,  Bramer- 
ton,  Kirby,  and  Rockland;  with  view  of  frank- 
pledge  over  all  the  tenants,  free  bull  and  free  boar, 
hunting,,  hawking,  and  fifhing,  as  well  in  Franmling- 
ham,  'as  in  all  the  earl's  adjacent  manors,  to  hold 
diem  as  freely  as  the  earl  received  them  of  the  king, 
when  he  knighted  him:  and  at  the  fame  tilne  he 
conllituted  the  faid  Reiner,  and  his  heirs  male,  mar- 
flial  of  his  houfhold  and  cattle  of  Frarnlingham  in 
Suffolk,  with  all  pcrquifites,  cuftoms,  and  profits, 
thereto  belonging,  with  liberty  to  take  two  bucks 
every  fummer,  and  one  doe  every  winter,  at  what 
time  they  pleafe. 

This  lordfhip  came  to  the  heirs  of  the  late  John. 
Pell,  efq.  alderman  of  Norwich. 

This  reclory  was  held  by  the  late  Rev.  Mr.  Ri- 
chard French,  re&or  of  Bergh  Apton,  and  chaplain 
to  fir  Robert  Walpole.  The  prefent  reclor  is  the 
Rev,  Thomas  Paul,  preientcd  by  Benjamin  Paul, 
clerk,  in  1764. 

The 
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The  church  is  very  fmall,  and  never  had  a  flceple, 
but  a  bell  hanging  on  the  outride  in  an  arch  at  the 
weft  end.  The  nave  is  only  eleven  yards  long  ami 
feven  broad ;  the  chancel  fix  yards  fquare  ;  both,  as 
the  fouth  porch,  are  tiled.  This  is  alio  dedicated 
to  St.  Andrew* 

In  the  nave,  on  the  fouth  fide,  is  a  low  altar  tombj 
but  no  infcription ;  on  a  brals  plate  is  this :

In  the  porch :  Edward  Walfon,  an  humble  admirer 
of  Free-Grace,  1722,  68.

Strifl,  is  the  way  to  Heaven,  andjlrait  the  gate, 
Few  enter  in,  becanje  they  jlrivc  too  late, 
JSe  therefore  read}'  now^  as  you  would  dye, 
Our  works  arejeeds,jownfor  Eternity. 

r  HOLVESTON/  commonly  called  Holflon,  is  in 
the  liberty  of  the  duke  of  Norfolk,  as  a  member  of 
Framlingham,  and  takes  its  name  from  its  fuuation 
in  a  great  hollow  or  hole.  At  the  furvey  the  vil- 
lage was  half  a  mile  long  and  three  furlongs  broad,- 
and  paid  8d.  geld. 

The  moiety  of  the  town,  and  the  advowfon  of  the 
church,  belonged  to  Roger  Bigot's  manor  of  Franr- 
lingham ;  and  the  other  moiety  of  the  church  and 
town  conflituted  Holveflon,  alias  Vaux's  manor,  fo 
called  from  Ethard  dc  Vaux,  lord  of  it  at  the  con* 
queft,  who  held  it  under  Godric,  who  managed  k 
lor  the  king.  The  mediety  of  Holvefton  that  be- 
longed to  Vaux's  manor,  was  confolida-ted  before 

Norwicli 
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Norwich  Doomfday  was  made  to  Bergh-Apton,  and 
the  earl's  mediety  to  Rockland  mediety,  and  the 
church  hath  been  fo  totally  demoliflied,  that  it  is 
now  ploughed  over.  It  was  about  twenty-four  yards 
long,  and  flood  on  the  weft  fide  of  the  road  leading 
from  Holvcfton  hall  to  Yclvcrton  heath,  right  be->- 
tween  them,  on  the  very  pitch  of  the  hill,  from  which 
place  the  road  to  the  heath  is  mended  with  its  ruins, 
which  were  pulled  down  for  that  purpofe :  the  road 
formerly  joined  to  the  fouth-eaft  part  of  the  church- 
yard, which  it  doth  not  now  touch  by  about  fifty 
yards. 

In  1358,  Thomas  Percy,  bifhop  of  Norwich,  at 
the  requeft  of  fir  Walter  Manney,  knt.  perpetually 
united  this  mediety  to  that  of  Rockland  Major,  and 
Roger  Godwinc,  then  redor  there,  had  poffeffion  of 
it  Odober  6. 

The  other  mediety  is  confoiidated  with  Bergh- 
Apton,  of  which  the  Rev,  Nevili  Walter  is  re&or, 
on  the  prefentation  of  the  Right  Hon.  the  earl  of 
Abergaveny  in  1765. 

In  1285,  Roger  de  Bigot,  earl  of  Norfolk,  had 
view  of  frank-pledge  and  aihfe  of  bread  and  ale  of 
all  his  tenants  here:  but  that  part  of  the  village, 
not  held  by  the  Norfolk  family  as  a  member  of  Fram- 
lingham,  belonged  to  the  ancient  family  of  the  Hoi- 
veftons,  or  Uulveflons,  who  took  their  name  from 
the  town,  of  which  fir  John  de  Holvefton,  knt.  of 
Norwich,  in  1349,  was  patron  of  Hardingham,  and  in 
1390  feoffee  for  the  manor  and  advowfon  of  Flixton 
in  Lothirtgland,  for  fir  John  Faftolf,  knt.  His  fon, 
William  de  Ulucfton,.  of  Heverland,  efq.  had  a 
daughter,  Catherine,  married  in  1420  to  Henry  Cat, 
efq. 

About 
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About  1549,  William  Halfe,  oFHcveringland,  died 
'feifed  of  and  left  this  manor  to  Margaret,  Elizabeth 
and  Catherine,  his  daughters  and  heirelles,  with  thofe 
of  Heveringland,  Montjoy,  Sec.  And  afterwards  iip 
Thomas  Gawdy,  of  Claxton,  purchafed  it,  and  was 
lord  in  1570,  and  it  continued  in  that  family  till  it 
•was  fold  to  the  Jays. 

Suckling  Jay  was  lord  in  1663,  and  died  in  1677  : 
his  ion  John  Jay,  efq.  was  lord  in  1 669,  and  at  his 
death  made  fir  Charles  Tyrrell,  of  Heron  in  Effex, 
his  executor,  who  fold  it  to  Mr.  Marcon. 

John  Marcon,  efq.  of  Holvefton,  barrifter  at 'law, 
lord  and  patron  of  Edgefield,  died  in  1723,  and 
Rebecca  his  relic!:,  daughter  of  lir  Benjamin  Wrench, 
knt,  and  now  widow  of  colonel  Harbord,  holds  h 
for  life ;  and  Mr.  John  Marcon,  (fays  Blomefield) 
attorney  at  law  in  SwalFham,  fort  of  Edmund  Mar- 
con,  late  of  Forncet,  gent,  coufm  to  the  laid  John, 
is  heir  in  reverfion. 

In  1323  the  earl  of  Pembroke,  Aymer  de  Valence, 
held  the  mediety  of  this  advowfon,  as  belonging  to 
the  fees  of  the  barony  of  Montchenfy,  together  with 
his  manor  of  Bergh-Apton,  which  this  mediety  hatli 
always  attended,  being  annexed  to  that  advowlbn. 

The  whole  village  is  quite  demolifhed,  except  the 
hall,  and  four  or  five  cottages. 

KIRBY-BEDON.  Kirby,  or  Kirkeby,  fignifies  the 
dwelling  at  tht  kirken  or  churches  ;  and  Bidon  or  Bedon 
was  added,  to  diftinguifh  it  from  another  village  of 
the  fame  name  in  this  county;  it  being  the  name  of 
the  ancient  lords  of  the  capital  manor :  that  it  (liould 
take  its  name  from  its  churches,  is  no  wonder,  there 

being 
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being  two  here  long  before  the  Confeffor  s  time ;  for 
in  his  furvey  they  were  found  to  have  each  of  them 
ten  acres  of  glebe,  then  valued  at  1 2d.  a  year,  and 
both  belonged  to  Robert  de  Curfon,  who  held  them 
and  the  manor  of  Roger  Bigot:  the  town  being  half 
a  mile  long  and  as  much  broad,  paid  2od.  geld. 

The  part  which  Godric  the  fewer  managed  for 
the  king,  which  formerly  was  Edric's,  and  his  own 
part,  which  formerly  was  Edwin's,  and  the  part 
which  was  the  bifhop  of  Baycux's,  with  the  part  of 
Bigot's,  formerly  Ulketel's,  conftituted  the  manor  be- 
longing toLangley  abbey,  afterwards  called  Ofborn's, 
which  now  is,  and  hath  for  fome  years  paft,  been 
joined  to  the  manor  of  Saham  and  Wodehoufe  in 
Kirby-Bedon,  into  which  town  the  feveral  manors 
following  extend,  viz.  Eaton,  Surlingham,  Fram* 
lingham,  Trowfe-Rokeles.Witlingham,  andthedutchy 
of  Lan carter,  of  which  feveral  imail  parcels  of  land 
here  were  held  in  1447. 

KIRBY-BEDON  MANOR.  This  manor  continued  in 
the  Bigots  after  Curfon's  death,  who  held  it  of  Ro- 
ger Bigot  at  the  furvey,  till  Hugh  Bigot,  earl  of 
Norfolk,  enfeoffed  it,  with  many  others,  no  lefs  than 
fevcn  whole  knights  fees,  in  Haleriald  de  Bidun, 
who  held  alfo  one  fee  in  Wadley  in  Berkfliire,  of 
the  honour  of  Waringford. 

This  Halenald  gave  the  church  of  Hockham,  with 
the  confent  of  Agnes,  daughter  of  Pain  Fitz-John, 
his  wife,  to  the  abbey  of  Ofney.  In  1168,  he  and 
his  wife  granted  a  mark  a  year  rent  in  Sutton,  to 
Miffenden  abbey ;  and  that  they  were  perfons  of  the 
firfl  rank  in  thofe  times,  appears  from  the  witncfles 
to  this  deed  of  gift,  Adam  fon  of  William  de  Sut- 
ton, his  principal  clerk  or  chaplain,  Benedict  his 
D  chaplain, 
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chaplain,  Nic.  de  Brunfled  his  fewer,  Sec.  William 
bifhop  of  Norwich  confirmed  it ;  Humphrey  de  Bi^ 
dun  was  lord:  and  in  1 1  70,  John  de  Bidun  held  an 
honour  containing  five  knights  fees  and  an  half,  in 
the  county  of  Northampton,  as  we  learn  from  the 
Red  Book  of  the  Exchequer ;  but  we  do  not  find  that 
he  was  lord  here,  but  John  de  Bidun,  jun.  his  fon, 
was,  and  died  fo,  leaving  Maud,  daughter  of  Tho- 
mas Fitz-Bernard,  his  widow,  lady  here,  who  re- 
married to  John  de  Bokesford,  and  died  feifed  in 
1254. 

In  1302,  John  de  Saham  had  this  moiety  or  ma- 
nor, and  the  whole  advowfon ;  from  whom  it  took 
the  name  of  Saham's,  which  it  flill  retains. 

About  1503,  it  was  purchafed  by  fir  James  Ho- 
bart,  knt.  In  1506,  William  Lincoln,  of  Norwich, 
gent,  was  buried  in  the  Black  Friars  there,  and  it- 
appears  by  his  wrill  that  Robert  Wormegay  had  mar- 
ried his  fifter,  for  in  it  is  this  claufe,  "  I  will  that 
my  executors  endeavour  to  recover  the  third  part  of 
the  manor  of  Saham's  in  Kirby,  which  was  my  fif- 
ter Wormegay's  right." 

In  1553,  fir  James  fettled  it  on  his  fon  Miles  Ho- 
bart,  who  had  livery  in  1571,  but  only  of  two-thirds ; 
for  in  1546,  fir  Nicholas  Hare,  knt.  and  Robert 
Hare  his  fon,  had  a  third  part.  In  1550,  Michael, 
ion  and  heir  of  fir  Nicholas,  had  it;  and  in  1557, 
fir  Nicholas  Hare,  knt.  mafter  of  the  rolls,  ordered 
that  this  manor,  if  his  fons  died  without  heirs  male, 
and  the  third  part  of  St.  Andrew's  advowfon,  which 
he  had  before  fettled,  with  other  eflates  in  this  hun- 
dred, on  his  fon  Michael  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  in 
jointure,  fhould  go  to  his  brother  John  Hare,  mer- 
cer, of  London,  and  his  heirs,  who  afterwards  in- 
herited it. 
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III  1603,  fir  Thomas  Hobart.  knt.  and  Michael 
Hare,  efq.  were  lords  and  patrons;  but  in  1604, 
Owen  Shepherd,  efq.  was  lord  and  patron. 

In  1610,  the  manor  was  fettled,  in  truft,  on  Wil- 
liam Spencer  and  William  Palmer*  gents,  by  the" 
aforefaid  Owen,  who  left  it  to  Robert  Shepherd,  of 
Witlingham,  efq.  who  was  lord  in  1660,  as  was 
Ambroie  Shepherd,  efq.  in  1693,  when  the  three 
manors  of  Sahara,  Ofborri,  and  Wodehoufe,  were 
all  united,  and  in  1712  belonged  to 

The  Rev.  William  Brooke,  reclor  here,  who  was 
fucceeded  by  his  eldefl  fen 

William  Brooke,  efq.  recorder  of  Norwich,  lord, 
as  alfo  patron  of  the  church  of  St.  Andrew,  who 
prefented  the  Rev.  Richard  Brooke  in  i  746. 

The  capital  mahor-houfe,  and  the  demeans,  were 
fold  by  Robert  Shepherd,  efq.  to  Mr.  Cock  of  Nor- 
wich, who  fold  them  to  captain  Nicholas  Rookwood^ 
Who  conveyed  them  to  the 

Berneys,  who  have,  refided  here  ever  fince,  it  be- 
ing now  the  feat  of  fir  John  Berney,  bart.  fon  and 
heir  of  the  late  fit  Hanfon  Berney,  bart.  who  has  a 
cohfiderable  eftate  at  Barton-Bendifh,  in  the  hundred 
of  Clackclofe,  in  this  county*  Sir  Hanfon  Berney 
ferved  the  office  of  high  fheriff  for  this  county. 
Befides  his  eftates  in  Norfolk  and  Middlefex,  fir 
Hanfon  poffeifed  a  very  valuable  plantation  near 
Carlifle-Bay  in  the  ifland  of  Barbadoes,  in  the  year 
1759,  the  annual  produce  of  which  was  then  efti- 
mated  at  2300!. 

D  2  WODEHOUSE 
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WODEHOUSE  MANOR,  in  Kirby,  was  originally  a 
moiety  of  Bidon's,  or  Sahara's  manor.  Thomas 
Fitz-Robert,  fon  of  Maud  de  Bidon,  having  pur- 
chafed  feveral  parts,  obtained  at  laft  a  divifion,  and 
made  it  a  feparate  manor:  he  came  and  dwelt  by 
the  wood  here,  and  fo  called  it  Wodehoufe  manor, 
and  affumed  the  firname  of  de  Bofco,  or  du  Bois,  or 
du  Bois,  of  Kirby,  on  that  account;  by  which  name 
in  1280  he  had  the  leet  here,  and  all  liberties  of  a 
leet;  but  in  1285  the  king  recovered  it,  and  let  it 
to  him  in  fee-farm  for  ever  at  6d.  a  year,  payable  to 
his  hundred  of  Henftead.  He  was  returned  by  the 
name  of  Thomas  Fitz-Robert,  to  hold  this  manor, 
and  that  of  Stow-Bedon,  and  lands  in  Thompfon, 
of  Baldwin  Wake,  as  of  his  manor  of  Brunne  in 
Cambridgeshire,  at  one  fee. 

In  1301,  Thomas  de  Bofco,  of  Kirby-Bedon,  and 
Maud  his  wife,  fettled  it  on  Robert  de  Hales,  their 
truftee,  to  the  ufe  of  themfelves  for  life,  remainder 
to  their  heirs ;  and  John  de  Bofco,  who  is  often  call- 
ed 5fohn  Atwood,  their  fon  inherited  it,  whofe  daugh- 
ter and  heirefs  married  to Ward,  of  Bkley. 

The  manor  had  ten  acres  in  demean,  three  acres 
of  meadow,  5!.  quit-rents,  and  nine  mefiuages  held 
of  it;  and  it  extended  into  Apton,  Bramerton,  Rock- 
land,  Yelverton,  Witlingham,  Framlingham,  Trowfe, 
Bixley,  Arminghall,  Lakenharn,  Caftor,  and  Poring- 
land.  „ 

In  1 40 1 ,  John  Ward  held  it  of  Thomas  Mowbray 
at  half  a  fee ;  and  in  1572  Edward  Ward. 

In  1586,  the  manor  of  Kirby-Wodehoufe,  alias 
Ward's,  was  conveyed  by  Stephen  Coppin,  gent, 
and  John  Hewke,  to  Thomas  Godfalve,  cfq.  and 

John 
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John  Holland,  gent,  and  afterwards  was  purchafed 
by  the  lord  of  Sahara's  manor,  and  joined  to  it,  and 
fo  continues, 

LANGLEY  ABBOT'S,  alias  OSBORNE'S  MANOR.  Ro- 
ger Fitz-Ofbert  held  a  fee  here,  which  came  to  the 
abbey  of  Langley  foon  after,  if  not  at  its  foundation. 
The  abbot  was  always  tajLed  at  365.  gd.  ob, .for  his 
manor  of  Kirby,  which  at  the  diflfolution  came  to 
the  crown,  and  was  granted  in.  1543,  by  Hen.  VIII. 
to  John  Corbet,  efq.  to  be  held  by  the  rent  of  33. 
8d,  ob.  a  year ;  •  and  immediately  after,  the  king  li- 
cenfed  Corbet  to  fell  it  to  Robert  arid  Tho.  Ofborne, 
and  Thomas  was  lord  in  j  3  7  ?. 

In  1 587,  it  was  fettled  on  Fifke,  as  truflee  to  the 
Ofbornes;  and  in  1589,  Thomas  Ofborne,  gent, 
fettled  it  in  truft  on  William  Timperley,  efq.  and 
William  Money,  jun.  who  i.n  1^94  releafed  it  to 
Ofborne  again;  and  in  1605,  Thomas  Ofborne, 
gent,  obtained  licence  to  alien  it;  and  in  1672,  John 
Coppledicke,  efq.  was  lord,  and  fome  time  after  it 
became  joined  to  Sahara's  rnanor,  with  which  it  now 
.remains. 

The  church  of  St.  Mary  at  Kirby-Bedon  was  ap- 
propriated to  tht  abbey  of  Langley,  and  the  rectory 
was  valued  at  eight  marks,  and  the  vicarage  at  five, 
but  was  not  taxed,  and  fo  occurs  not  in  the  king's 
books. 

The  church  flood  eaft  of  St.  Andrew's,  their 
church-yards  being  parted  by  the  road  only ;  it  is 
now  in  ruins:  it  had  a  fouth  porch,  nave,  and  chan- 
cel, the  fleeple  is  ftanding,  and  is  round,  and  had 
two  bells,  which  were  lately  taken  down  and  placed 
jn  St.  Andrew's  church.

The  Rev.  William  Brooke,  who  is  patron,  was 
prefcnted  to  the  rc£lory  of  Kirby-Bedon  St.  Andrew 
and  St.  Mary,  in  1775,  by  the  Ior4  biftiop  of  Nor- 
wich, by  lapie, 

PORINGLAND  MAGNA.  There  are  two.  vil- 
lages of  this  name,  one  called  Eaft  or  Great  Poring- 
lapd,  and  the  other  Weft,  or  Little  Poringlancl;  bo.th 
of  them  are  in  the  liberty  of  the  duke  'of  Norfolk, 
and  formerly  were  but  one  village,  the  whole  of 
which  (except  the  parts  of  other  manors  which  ex- 
tended hither)  came  into  the  hands  of  Roger  Ejigot, 
and  have  continued  in  the  Norfolk  families  ever 
fince. 

But  the  advowfons,  and  other  parts  which  were' 
granted  off  by  the  Bigots,  constituted  other  manors 
lying  in  both  parifhes.  It  is  plain  that  the  church 
of  Great  Porland  (as  it  is  commonly  called)  was 
founded  before  the  Confeflbr's  time,  for  in  his  fur- 
D  4  \cy 
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vey  we  find  it  mentioned,  as  having  then  twelve  acres 
of  glebe,  worth  one  (hilling  an  acre,  of  which  Ul- 
kctel,  a  Dane,  was  then  patron,  as  belonging  to  the 
manor  of  f  ramlingham,  to  which  the  chief  part  of 
this  town  always  was,  and  now  is,  appendant  :  the 
flile  of  the  court  anciently  being  Framlingham  ex 
parte.  Poringland. 

At  the  Conqueror's  furvey  the  towns  were  a  mile 
and  a  quarter  long,  and, a  mile  broad,  and  paid  i2d. 
to  the  geld  or  tax. 

In  1285,  Roger  le  Bigot,  fuperior  lord  of  both 
the  Poringlands.  claimed  view  of  frank-pledge,  af- 
(ife  of  bread  and  ale,  and  free  warren  over  all  his 
tenants  ;  and  afterwards  the  Earl  Marfhal,  lord  here, 
was  fued  for  exceeding  the  bounds  of  his  free  war- 
ren in  Poringland  Pai  va,  by  extending  it  above  half 
a  mile  towards  Shottifham,  when  it  did  not  really 
extend  over  the  way  leading  from  Norwich  to  Bun- 
gay,  beyond  which  fir  John  de  Norwich  claimed 
free  warren,  and  in  all  his  demean  lands  in  Cruchc- 
Stoke,  Howe,  and  Poringland,  which  liberty  he  had 
of  the  grant  of  king  Edward  III. 

The  advowfon  of  the  church  of  Great  Poringland, 
which  belonged  to  the  earl's  manor  of  Poringland 
Magna,  as  a  Member  of  his  manor  of  Framlingham 
Earl,  was  given,  with  divers  lands,  by  the  Bigot  fa- 
mily to  Clement  de  Poringland,  whofe  fon  Roger 
de  Poringland,  and  Joan  his  wife,  gave  it  in  the 
time  of  Henfy  III.  10  the  monks  of  St.  Mary  at 
Thetford ;  in  which  houfe  it  continued  till  its  diffo- 
lution,  and  then  was  granted  with  it  to  the  duke  of 
Norfolk. 

This 
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This  family,  fimamed  of  the  town,  continued  here 
many  generations.  John  de  Poringland,  and  Cathe- 
rine his  wife,  owned  the  eflate  of  that  family  in  1 268, 
and  in  1313  Roger  de  Poringland  and  Margaret  his 
wife  had  it,  and  after  them  Alexander  their  fon,  from 
whom  defcended  Robert  de  Poringland,  a  monk  of 
Norwich,  and  brother  Richard  de  Poringland,  a  Grey- 
Friar  there ;  as  alfo  another  of  the  fame  name,  vicar 
©f  St.  Stephen's. 

This  eftate  came  to  the  Faflolfs,  and  was  fold  by 
Thomas  Faftolf,  gent,  in  1 594,  to  Thomas  Branf- 
by,  gent,  which  family  continued  fome  time  here. 

Ever  fince  the  firft  union,  the  parifhes  joined  in 
choofing  officers,  (as  they  do  now  as  to  overfeers) 
but  fince  the  confolidation  of  it  to  Howe,  they  pay 
their  church  rate  to  Howe,  as  well  as  all  their  tithes, 
and  choofe  one  conftable  and  one  furveyor  for  them- 
{elves. 

Poringland  Magna  has  been  fometimes  called  Por* 
land,  alias  Polland,  alias  Pelling,  alias  Poor  England* 

PORINGLAND  MANOR,  was  part  of  both  the  towns, 
which  Roger  Bigot  gave  to  Robert  Fitz-Roger  Helke, 
or  de  Clavering,  who  in  1198  founded  Langley  ab- 
bey, to  which  he  gave  it;  and  the  abbots  always 
held  it  of  Forncet  manor,  till  the  diffoludon. 

In  1543,  Henry  VIII.  granted  the  manors  of  Po- 
ringland, Rockland,  8cc.  to  John  Corbet,  efq.  who 
fold  them  immediately  to  Roger  and  John  Goftlyn, 
and  their  heirs;  and  in  1348,  at  Roger's  death, 
Agnes  his  only  child,  then  married  to  John  Poynet, 
fcad  livery  of  them. 

In 
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In  13-SS,  fir  Thomas  Gawdy,  knt.  one  of  the 
juflices  of  the  Common  Pleas,  died  felled  of,  and 
left  them  to  Henry  his  fon.  In  1623,  fir  Robert 
Gawdy,  of  Claxton,  knt.  had  them ;  and  they  con- 
tinued in  that  family,  till  fold  by  Thomas  Gawdy, 
efq/  and  divers  mortgagees,  to  Mr.  Crowe;  and  in 
1723,  Roger  Crowe,  gent,  was  lord,  who  left  it  at 
his  death  to  John  Bedingfield,  of  Becflon,  efq. 

The  abbot  was  taxed  for  his  temporals  in  both  the 
3Poringland§,  at  7!.  6s.  jod.  ob. 

Another  part  was  granted,  by  Roger  Bigot  to  Ro- 
bert Fitz-Rogcr  aforefaid,  which  he  did  not  give  to 
his  monaftery  at  Langley,  but  was  always  held  at 
half  a  fee  of  Forncet  manor,  by  the  Roicelines,  to 
whom  the  Clavcrings  had  granted  it;  from  whom  it 
took  the  name  of 

ROSCELINE'S,  or  RUSTELINE'S,  in  Poringland.  In 
1235,  Peter  de  Rofcelinc  held  it  of  Robert  Fitz-Ro- 
gei ;  and  in  1317,  Thomas  fon  of  fir  Peter  Rofcc- 
lirie,  knt.  let  it  to  farm  to  fir  Walter  de  Norwich, 
at  61.  i  is.  8d.  a  year,  when  it  extended  into  both 
Poringlands,  Cruchefloke,  Shottifliam,  both  Fram- 
linghams,  Yelverton,  Trowfe,  Bracondalc,  Surling- 
ham,  Kirby,  Holvefton,  Bramcrton,  Rockland,  Lod- 
don,  and  Langley. 

In  1327,  William  de  Shottifham,  clerk,  fettled  it 
on  John  de  Shottifham  and  Margaret  his  wife.' 

In  1638,  Edmund  Doyley,  efq.  died  feifed,  and 
was  found  to  hold  it  of  the  king's  hundred  of  Hen- 
ftead,  in  free  foccage ;  Sufanna  his  daughter  being 
then  only  three  years  and  nine  months  old.  But 
whether  the  whole  of  this  manor  was  manumifed, 
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or  into  what  hands  it  afterwards  came,  does  not  ap- 
pear. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  John  Marlyn  was  prefcntcd  to  this 
reftory'by  the  Right  Rev.  Philip  Young,  lord  bifhop 
pf  Norwich,  by  lapfe,  in  1764;  and  May  10,  1779, 
the  Rev.  John  Barlowe  Scale  was  preferited  by  thp 
chancellor,  mailers,  and  fellows  of  the  univeifity  of 
Cambridge. 

LITTLE  PORINGLAND.  This  manor  belong- 
ed  alfo  to  the  Norfolk  families,  as  a  member  of  their 
manor  of  Framlingham,  and  continues  fo  now; 
there  is  leet,  free  warren,  and  aflize  of  bread  and 
ale  belonging  to  it,  as  did  the  advovvfon,  till  granted 
off,  with  divers  lands,  by  the  Bigots. 

The  church  was  demolished  before  the  year  1 540  ; 
there  are  few  ruins  of  it  now  to  be  feen,  the  high- 
efl  piece  of  wall  being  about  feven  feet  only.  It 
ivas  dedicated  to  St.  Michael,  whofe  image  flood  in 
the  chancel,  in  the  ufual  place  of  the  Imago  Princi- 
palis,  or  Patrons  Image,  which  was  always  on  the. 
north  fide  of  the  altar,  moflly  againft  the  eafl  wall, 
or  at  the  very  corner. 

When  Norwich  Doomfday  was  taken,  the  patron- 
age was  in  feven  parts,  William  le  Monney  de  Go\v- 
thorp,  Wil.  Lerer  de  Dunftone,  Wil.  fon  of  Nic.  dc 
punftone,  Edm.  de  Carleton,  Tho,  de  Framlingham, 
and  others.  The  reclor  had  a  houfc  and  four  acre$ 
pf  land. 

In  1395,  John  de  Dunflon,  and  Maud  his  wife, 
fettled  a  fourth  part  of  the  advovvfon  on  fir  Edmund 
jtie  Thorpe,  knt.  John  Reymes,  and  others. 

In 
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In  1406,  John  Atte  Dam  in  Oxburgh  had  it,  and 
the  fame  year,  Roger  Blickling,  citizen  of  Norwich, 
gave  it  to  Robert  Leghun,  who  foon  refigned,  for 
the  next  year  John  Witton  had  it  by  lapfe,  who 
changed  for  Swardefton.  with  Walkeline  Percombe  ; 
and  he  in  1412  for  Rede,  with  Simon  Aleyn,  who 
was  prefented  by  fir  Thomas  Erpingham,  knt. 

In  1416,  Clement  Herward,  Roger  Blickling's 
feoffee  in  the  manor  of  Gowthorpe  in  Swardeflon, 
(to  which  this  patronage  was  fajd  to  be  appendant) 
prefented  John  Rede  of  Peterborough,  who  was  bu- 
ried in  the  chancel  in  1422.  We  find  no  pre- 
fentation  at  his  death,  till  1432,  when  William  Wir- 
mod  had  it  by  lapfc,  who  changed  for  Bergh-Apton 
in  1 434,  with  Roger  Philpot,  who  was  prefented 
by  Robert  Blickling :  his  fuccrflbr,  Walter  Winde- 
fhore,  refigned  in  1463,  and  John  Winter  had  it  of 
the  gift  of  John  GqlTelyn,  then  patron.  He  lived 
at  Little  Poringland,  and  by  his  will,  dated  1305, 
ordered  his  body  to  be  buried  m  the  "  grave  redy 
"  made  withy nne  the  chaunfeli  of  Lityl  Poryng- 
"  land,  Item,  I  wyll  and  bequethe  to  the  fyndyng 
"  of  v  lights  callid  halff  quarter  candells  to  brcnne 
"  in  the  honour  of  the  v  wounds  of  cur  Lord  God, 
"  and  v  joies  of  our  Lady  St.  Mary,  to  brenne  up- 
"  on  my  grave  every  holy  day  in  tyrne  of  dyvyne 
"  fervice,  coming  of  the  profights  of  fuche  londes 
"  as  hereafter  fhall  appear  remayning  in  my  feofees 
*'  hands  to  that  ufe  and  intent,  to  be  found  perpe- 
"  mail. 

"  Item,  I  wyll  and  bequethe  that  my  place  in 
*'  Cafler  called  Hawes,  with  all  the  appurtenances, 
"  viz.  lands,  mcdues,  woods,  rents/  and  fervices 
"  thereto  belonging,  v/itliyne  the  hundred  of  Hen- 
*'  fled  ;  and  alfo  my  lands,  medues,  woods,  with 

"  appurtenances 
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"  appurtenances  in  the  town  of  Intwood,  Swerdef- 
"  ton  et  Carleton,  or  withynne  the  hundred  of  Hu- 
"  milyerd,  fhall  remayne  and  goo  to  the  fynding  of 
"  a  good  and  honed  Secular  Preft,  that  fliali  be 
44  parfon  of  the  faid  church  of  Lytyl  Poryngland, 
"  with  the  pro  fights  and  revenues  that  {hall  come  of 
41  the  faid  benefice,  fhall  be  downlieng  &  uprifmg 
*'  ther,  to  pray  for  me,  and  for  my  frends,  that  I 
"  had  the  good  of,  withynne  the  town  of  Litil  Po- 
11  ringlond  :  This  to  be  done  and  performed  by  the 
4'  advice  of  my  lord  bifhop  of  Norwich,  mafter 
"James  Hubberd  the  king's  attorney,  and  matter 
44  Dr.  Hare,  chauncclor  of  my  faid  lord  of  Nor- 
11  wich,  after  the  ordur  8c  form  of  law  &  good  con- 
«4  fciens.  I  wull  that  the  faid  meftuage,  lands,  &c» 
41  fhall  remayn  ever  in  feoffees  hands,  of  12  of  the 
««  beft  of  the  hundred.  The  king  and  chieff  lords 
«•  of  the  fee  to  be  ferved  of  due  right  and  cuftom  ; 
**  the  which  I  wull  myn  executars  and  myn  feofees 
"  namyd  (liall  pay  them  ;  that  is  to  fay,  John  Hall 
"  gentylm'an,  Thomas  Sparrows,  Will.  Sire,  Robert 
««  Hottf,  Herry  Baker,  John  Duffing,  junior,  John 
"  OJlerne,  John  Hare.,  Tho.  Goochc,  Rob.  Ltman,  Rob. 
44  Rede,  &  Earth  Meeke ;  and  ever  when  it  fo  hap- 
44  pe.th,  that  k  fhall  come  to  the  number  of  4  per- 
4<  fbris,  then  I  wull  it  fliali  ever  be  renued  and 
4f  taken  a  new  ft  ate  thereof  ageyn  to  that  ufe  and 
4{  intent  aforenamyd,  and  fynding  of  the  lights 
'*  afore  wretyn,  provided  the  fame  land,  See.  to  re- 
4t  mayn  in  the  hands  of  my  executors  and  fupervi- 
44  fors,  (executors,  Tho.  Wright,  John  Halle,  gent. 
"Andrew  Sire,  and  Ric.  Matchet ;  James  Hubberd, 
14  and  Dr.  Hare,  Jupcrvijors)  during  the  nonage  of 
4*  my  fon  Leonard's  children,  and  to  him  that  is 
"  eldeft  alive  at  24  years,  the  lands,  Sec.  to  remayn 
"  in  his  hand,  to  the  ufe  aforefaid  ;  and  if  any  of 
"  the  children  of  my  brother  Leonard  break  any  of 

*4  the 
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"  the  abovefaid  points  of  my  will,  then  my  feffe$ 
"  alyvc,  fhall  turn  him  out  and  take  the  faid  pro- 
"  fitts,  and  pay  the  faid  preft.  Provided  that  if  the 
'*  king's  laws  will  not  fuffer  it,  but  will  annex  the 
"  church  of  Littil  Poryngland  to  any  other  church 
"  thereby,  then  the  laid  meffuage  and  lands,  8cc. 
"  to  remayn  to  the  next  of  my  blood."  So  that 
tipon  the  union  of  the  church  to  Great  Poringland> 
the  eflate  went  to  the  heir  at  law.  • 

The  Rev.  George  Robert  Wadfworth  was  pre- 
fented  to  this  re&ory,  confolidated  with  Howe, 
May  6,  1 734,  by  the  Right  Hon.  the  Earl  of  Hunt- 
ingdon, in  1767. 

ROCKLAND.  Called  antiently  Rockland  Ab- 
bots, (to  diftinguifh  it  from  Rockland  in  Shropham 
hundred)  from  the  abbot  of  Langley  having  the 
manor  here,  which  confifted  of  feveral  parts  ;  be- 
longing to  Alnoth,  Godric,  Ulketel,  Ulf,  and  Wil- 
liam de  Noers,  at  the  Confeffor's  furvey  ;  and  the 
king,  Roger  Bigot,  and  William  bifhop  of  Thet» 
ford,  at  the  Conqueror's. 

In  1235,  Roger  Picot  held  it;  and  in  1238,  the 
abbot  of  Langley  held  it  of  Picot's  fee,  which  ex- 
tended into  Surlingham,  Bramerton,  8cc. 

In  1249,  William  Summerfweyn,  and  Eda  hi? 
wife,  gave  lands  to  the  abbey,  which  Simon,  abbot 
there,  added  to  this  manor  •  and  Robert  Bryan, 
and  Alexander  his  fon,  gave  part  of  a  fee  here,  and 
the  leffer  part  of  the  advowfon  of  St.  Mary's, 
which  they  had  of  the  Bigots,  to  this  houfe. 

At  the  diffoludon  it  was  granted  by  Henry  VIII* 
tvith  Poringland  manor,  to  John  Corbet,  cfq.  who 
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in  1543,  fold  off  the  barley  rents  in  Rockland  and 
Bramerton,  and  the  manors  of  Rockland  and  Po- 
ringland,  to  Roger  and  John  Gofllin,  and  their 
heirs,  and  both  the  manors  continue  together  at  this 
day. 

Rockland -Broad  belongs  to  this  manor,  in  which 
all  the  tenants  of  the  manor  have  a  joint  right  of 
fifhing  in  common,  as  well  as  their  lord,  for  their 
own  ufe,  but  can  fell  none.  This  manor  hath  lete, 
weif,  and  ftray.  The  fine  of  the  antient  copyhold 
is  ceitain  at  2$.  per  acre.* 

John  Bedingfield,  of  Aylfliam,  efq.  is  the  prefent 
lord. 

LITTLE-BREECHE  MANOR,  belonged  to  Edwin  and 
Hadec,  one  of  the  Conqueror's  thanes  ;  and  at  the 
conqueft  to  Godric,  the  fewer,  and  after  to  Thurf-. 
tan,  whofe  fon  Walter,  in  1202,  fold  it  to  William 
de  Badient,  to  be  held  at  the  fourth  part  of  a  fee. 
In  1 249,  William  Summerfweyn  and  Eda  his  wife, 
fold  it  to  Herbert  de  Helgeton  or  Hilliiigton  ;  and 
it  feems  Eda  was  heirefs  to  Badient,  for  fhe  war- 
ranted it  to  Herbert  and  John  de  Helgeton.  In 
1285,  fir  Thomas  de  Helgeton  had  the  lete  or  view 
of  frankpledge  over  all  his  tenants  here  :  he  joined 
it  to  Earlham's  manor  in  Surlingham,  with  which 
it  now  remains. 

Great  part  of  this  town  belonged  to  Roger  Bigot's 
manor  of  Surlingham,  and  was  held  of  him  by 
Aitai  d  de  Vaux,  and  hath  patted  with  the  capital 
manor  of  Surlingham  ever  fince. 

In 

*  Elomefield, 
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In  this  church-yard  there  were  two  churches  ;  the 
church  of  St.  Margaret  is  in  ruins,  and  ftands  a  few 
yards  eaft  of  St.  Mary's  ;  it  never  had  a  fteeple,  but 
confifled  of  a  chancel  and  nave  only,  and  was 
much  of  the  fame  bignefs  with  Sr.  Mary's  ;  it  was 
given  early  to  the  nuns  of  St.  Margaret,  of  Brome- 
hale  in  Berkfhire,  and  the  advowfon  belonged  to 
Little-Brceche  manor,  and  was  called  Rockland  Ma- 
jor :  it  was  appropriated  to  that  houfe,  and  had  a 
vicarage  endowed,  the  nomination  of  which  belong- 
ed to  the  bifhop  of  Norwich,  and  the  prefentation  to 
Bromehale  priorefs  ;  but  afterwards,  the  whole  was 
confolidated  to  Rockland  Major. 

The  church  of  St.  Mary  is  now  in  ufe,  a  moiety 
of  it,  called  the  Pars  Major,  or  greater  part,  was 
always  a  re&ory  belonging  to  Roger  Bigot's  part  of 
of  the  town,  which  belonged  to  Surlingham,  and 
had  ten  acres  of  glebe  ;  for  though  he  infeofTed 
Aitard  de  Vaux  in  the  manor,  yet  the  advowfon  was 
excepted,  and  attended  the  manor  of  Forncet,  till  it 
was  lately  fold  by  the  duke  of  Norfolk,  along  with 
the  reclory  of  St.  Laurence  at  South  Walfham,  to 
Queens-college  in  Cambridge,  the  mailer  and  fel- 
lows of  which  are  now  patrons. 

The  other  moiety,  called  Pars  Minor,  or  the  lef- 
fer  part,  was  given  to  Langley  abbey  by  Robert 
Bryen,  the  patron,  and  confirmed  by  Alexander  his 
ion  ;  and  was  foon  after  appropriated  to  that  mona- 
flery,  and  it  was  confirmed  by  the  pope  and  dio- 
cefan,  and  for  this  the  abbot  paid  iss.  6d.  fpiritua- 
lities,  lad.  finodals,  and  sod.  procurations,  for  his 
part.  This  was  afterwards  confolidated  to  the  other 
moiety,  and  in  1360  fir  Walter  de  Manney,  patron 
of  the  mediety  of  Rockland  St.  Mary,  and  of  the 
mcdicty  of  Hoiveflon,  got  them  coniblidated  by  a 

perpetual 
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perpetual  union,  as  they  now  remain,  by  Thomas 
Percy,  bifhop  of  Norwich,  ib  that  now  it  is  an  en- 
tire reftory,  incapable  of  augmentation. 

The  church  is  thirteen  paces  long,  and  fixteen 
yards  broad ;  the  chancel  is  feven  yards  long  and  five 
t>road  ;  the  fteeple  is  i'quare,  about  fifty  feet  high, 
and  hath  three  bells. 

Mr.  Hugh  Robinfon,  re&or  here  and  of  Bramer- 
ton,  returned  anfwer,  that  there  were  fcventy-two 
communicants  here,  in  1603. 

The  Rev.  James  Marfli  was  prefented  to  the  rec- 
tory of  Rockland  Major,  with  a  mediety  of  Hoi- 
veflon,  and  Rockland  Minor,  by  the  mafter  and 

fellows  of  Queens-College,  Cambridge,    1774. 

Rockland  Major  was  confolidated  with  the  mediety 
of  Holvefton  in  1358,  and  they  with  Rockland 
Minor  in  1449. 

SAXLINGHAM.  This  and  mofl  other  towns 
"beginning  with  the  words  Saixe,  Seaxe,  or  Sax, 
luch  as  Saxham,  Saxmundham,  &c.  had  their  names, 
in  all  probability,  from  one  or  more  perfons  of  the 
name  of  Sax,  among  the  Saxons,  which  name  con- 
tinued till  after  the  conqueft,  as  appears  from  the 
Confuetudinary  of  Bury  abbey,  where  Richard  fon 
of  Sax  is  mentioned  after  that  time. 

The  town  is  commonly  divided  into  two  parts, 
called  Nethergate,  and  Overgate,  or  Thorpe ;  the 
manors  were  called  Netherhall-Yerdons,  and  Over- 
hall,  or  Thorpehall,  and  have  been  united  for  fome 
time  pafl  ;  to  the  former  the  advowfon  of  Saxling- 
ham-Nethergate  belonged,  and  to  the  latter  that  of 
Saxlingham-Thorpe. 

£  SAXLINGHAM 
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SAXLINGHAM  OVERHALL,  or  VERDON'S  MANOR, 
was  in  feveval  parts  in  the  ConfefTors  time,  held  by 
Edric,  Herald,  Ulf,  Ailward,  Ulnoth,  Lefolt,  and 
Stegar,  and  at  the  Conquerors  furvey,  by  that 
king,  who  managed  his  part  by  Godric  ;  Robert 
Malet,  who  gave  his  part  to  Walter  Fitz-Walter  ; 
Roger  Bigot,  Drue  de  Bevraria,  Robert  Fitz-Corbun, 
whofe  part  Gunfrid  held,  and  John  Waleram's  ne- 
phew, to  whofe  part  the  advowfon  of  Nethergate 
church,  and  ten  acres  of  glebe,  valued  at  i6d.  per 
annum,  then  belonged  ;  the  whole  towrn  being  two 
miles  long,  and  half  a  mile  broad,  paid  i6d.  to  the 
geld.  The  parts  were  afterwards  veiled  in  the  Bi- 
gots, and  were  infeoffed  by  Roger  Bigot  in 

William  de  Verdon,  in  Rufus's  time,  along  with 
BrifTmgham,  8cc.  and  it  continued  in  the  Verdons 
till  Wido  de  Verdon  gave  it  with  his  eldeft  daugh- 
ter, Alice,  to  Nicholas  de  Bruncefter,  and  the  faid 
Nicholas  gave  it  with  Oriel  or  Muriel,  his  eldeft 
daughter,  to  Walter  Malet,  and  their  heirs  male, 
for  want  of  which  it  returned  to  the  Verdons,  and 
palTed  a  long  time  in  that  family,  with  the  ma- 
nor of  Briffmgham. 

In  1285,  13th  of  Edward  I.  John  de  Verdon, 
knight,  had  liberty  of  free  warren  allowed  him  here, 
and  held  the  manor  of  the  earl  of  Norfolk  at  one 
fee,  as  of  his  manor  of  Forncet.  In  1365,  fir  John 
Verdon  fettled  it  on  Simon  Simeon  in  fee,  on  de- 
fault of  iflue  male  ;  and  in  1380  the  faid  Simeon 
had  it,  and  prefented  in  full  right.  In  1401,  fir 
John  Bernak,  knt.  held  it.  In  1478  John  Brough- 
ton,  efq.  died  feifed  of  this,  Stonham  Afpale,  in 
Suffolk,  and  Colne  Eugayne,  in  Eifex,  and  left 
John,  his  Ton  and  heir,  who  died  in  1528,  leaving 
Ann  and  Catherine  his  co-heireffes,  (his  only  fon 

John 
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Jolm  dying  under  age)  who  had  livery  of  this,  Til" 
ney  and  many  other  manors  in  Norfolk,  Suffolk, 
Bedfordfhire,  Devonfhire,  Berkfhire,  Buckingham- 
fhire,  Cornwall,  Huntingdonfhire,  CarnbridgeQiire, 
Leiceikrfhire,  Hertfordfhire,  Oxfordfhire,  Effex,  and 
Northamptonfliire  ;  fo  great  was  the  eftate  of  this 
family.  Thefe  two  co-herreiles  married, 

Ann  to  fir  William  Howard,  knt,  lord  Howard 
of  Navvorth  ;  and  Catherine  to  fir  Thomas  Cheine, 
knt.  lord  warden  of  the  Cinque  Ports,  by  whom 
ieveral  large  parts  were  fevered  from  the  manor* 
which  went. to  fir  William  Paulet,  knt.  in  right  of 
Ann  his  wife,  one  of  the  co-heirefTes  of  William 
lord  Howard  :  and  in  1 603  the  marquis  of  Win- 
chefter  was  found  lord  and  patron  ;  and  in  1 609  fir 
Henry  Gawdie,  knt.  of  Claxton,  and  other  inhabi- 
tants of  Saxlingham,  who  had  purchafed  feveral 
parcels  of  its  demeans,  were  found  to  hold  Verdon'a 
manor  at  one  fee;  of  Forricet  manor. 

In  1636,  12th  of  Charles  I.  fir  William  Pawlet 
and  fir  Henry  Gawdie  had  it ;  and  afterwards  it  be- 
longed to  judge  Gawdie,  in  whom  all  the  manors 
and  advowfons  were  joined.  After  him  it  was 
Charles  Suckling's,  and  then  John  Tuttle's,  efq. 
who  died  in  1684  ;  and  Elizabeth  his  daughter  and 
heirefs  inherited  it :  flic  married  John  Mingay,  efq. 
and  died  in  1716,  leaving  her  three  daughters  her 
heirefTes  ; — i.  Elizabeth,  married  to  John  Purkin, 
efq. — 2.  Mary,  to  John  Fowle,  efq. — 3.  Sufan,  to 
John  Baron,  D.  D.  dean  of  Norwich,  who  all  join- 
ed and  fold  it  (except  the  advowfon)  to  Robert  At* 
wood,  efq.  father  of  John  Atwood,  efq.  whofc 
daughter  and  heirefs,  Ann,  by  Joanna  his  wife, 
married  the  prefent  fir  Thomas  Gooch,  bart.  of 
Benacre  in  Suffolk,  eldeft  fon  to  fir  Thomas  Gooch, 
E  «  late 
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late  lord  bifhop  of  Norwich,  and  afterwards  of  EIv: 
and  his  fon  John  Gooch,  efq.  refides  at  Benacre,  a 
gentleman  much  efteemed,  and  worthy  his  progeni- 
tors, and  in  whom  the  fpirit  of  Gooch  and  Sherlock 
will  never  be  forgot  while  he  remains  alive. 

The  MANOR  of  THORPEHALL  belonged  at  the 
conqueft  to  the  abbot  of  Holm,  and  was  given  by 
Hugh,  abbot  there,  to  John  fon  of  Robert,  com- 
monly called  Fitz-Robert,  and  his  heirs  in  fee  ;  to 
be  held  by  the  fervice  of  half  a  knight's  fee,  on 
condition,  that  if  John  fon  of  Pagan  or  Fitz-Pain, 
fhould  recover  it  from  the  abbot,  then  he  was  to 
hold  it  of  Fitz-Pain. 

Euftace  de  Vefci  gave  to  Adam  de  Carleolo  or 
Carlifle,  in  the  time  of  king  Stephen,  in  exchange 
for  the  manor  of  Caldebec,  Sec.  which  his  father 
gave  to  Adam  with  Maud  his  daughter,  all  his  land 
in  Saxlingham,  .being  half  a  fee,  held  of  the  abbot 
of  St.  Benedict,  and  nineteen  bovates  of  land  in 
Knapton,  &c. 

After  a  long  confufed  defcendence  for  fcveral  cen- 
turies, in  1350  John  de  Stoke-ferry  and  Alice  his 
wife,  fettled  it  on  Jeffrey  Botiler  and  Joan  his  wife, 
and  Thomas  de  Bumpllede,  and  John  de  Plum- 
flede,  to  the  ufe  of  Jeffrey,  who  jointly  with  his 
wife,  in  1357,  conveyed  it  to  fir  John  Wingficid, 
lent,  and  Eleanor  his  wife,  and  their  heirs  ;  and  this 
year  John  de  Verdon  and  Maud  his  wife  fettled 
their  manor  here  on  fir  John  Wingfield  and  his  wife 
(except  Overhall  advowfon)  for  life.  In  1358  fir 
John  and  Eleanor  his  wife  fettled  Netherhall  on 
themfelves  in  tail,  remainder  to  Catherine  wife  of 
fir  Michael  de  la  Poole,  knt.  remainder  to  Thomas 

and 
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and  William  Wingfield,  his   brothers,  Richard  de 
Amundevile  being  truftee. 

Michael  de  la  Poole  and  Catherine  his  wife,  in 
1374  held  this  manor,  and  the  advowfon  of  Sax- 
lingham  Thorpe:  in  1401  Michael  de  la  Poole, 
earl  of  Suffolk,  held  it  of  the  abbot  of  St.  Rennet : 
in  1433  William  earl  of  Suffolk  and  Alice  his  wife 
had  it,  and  died  fcifed,  and  left  it  to  his  fori  John  ; 
and  it  remained  in  the  Suffolk  family  till  the  at- 
tainder of  Edmund  de  la  Poole,  and  then  the  king 
ieifed  it,  and  granted  it  in  moieties  to  Edward  Wad- 
ham  and  Thomas  Fogg,  and  their  heirs  male,  in 
1509  :  and  in  1512  the  king  granted  Fogg's  moiety 
to  Chriflopher  Garneys,  and  his  heirs  male  ;  but 
Margaret  wife  of  Edmund  de  la  Poole  enjoyed  the 
whole  manor  for  life,  but  furvived  her  hufband 
only  two  years. 

Michael  de  la  Poole,  earl  of  Suffolk,  was  a,  great 
favorite  of  king  Richard  II.  and  like  other  favorites 
foon  became  obnoxious  to  the  people,  and  the  duke 
of  Glouceflcr,  the  king's  uncle,  and  the  nobles  re- 
fenting  his  infolence,  they  took  up  arms,  and  charg- 
ing him  with  high  trcafon,  demanded  juflice  of  the 
king  agaiiiit  him.  On  this  he  fled  to  France,  and 
died  at  Paris,  Sept.  5,  1379,  the  12th  of  Rich.  II. 

In  1558  Thomas  Chapman  had  livery  of  it,  at 
the  death  of  Alexander  his  father,  and  held  it  in 
1561,  and  in  1566  fold  it  to  Thomas  Gawdy,  of 
Claxton,  and  Frances  his  wife,  and  his  heirs,  and 
Henry  Gawdy,  his  fon,  joined  it  to  Verdon's  ma- 
nor. 

The  other  moiety,  which  was  Bremer's,  came  to 

John  Dimock,  who  in   1567,  with  the  queen's  li- 

E  3  cence, 
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cence,  fold  it   to  William  Tuttill,  of  whom  Gaw 
bought  it,  and  joined  it  to  Verdon's  about  1567. 

In  the  church  of  St.  Mary  of  Saxlingham  Ne- 
thergate,  in  the  eaft  chancel  window,  are  thefe  arms; 
Eaft- Angles. — Verdon. — Boyland. 

On  the  fouth  fide  of  the  altar  is  a  neat  mural 
marble  monument,  with  the  arms  of  Norwich  Dean- 
ry,  impaling,  Baron,  gul.  a  chevron  arg.  corded 
lozenge  az.  between  three  garbs  or.  and  a  coat  of 
pretence  of  Mingay,  and  this  infcription  of  the; 
dean's  own  compofmg.

In  the  chancel,  Mary,  daughter  of  John  Baron, 
fkrk,  and  Sufan  kis  lutfe,.  daughter  of  John  Mingay, 
efq  1707.  Ann  Baron  t/ieir  daughter,  1712. 

The  church  of  St.  Mary,  of  Saxlingham  Thorpe, 
is  now  ruinated,  the  flceple  and  vyalls  only  (landing. 

June  7,  1 740,  John  Beroey,  D.  D.  the  prefent 
reclor,  and  archdeacon  of  Norwich,  was  inltitutcd 
to  the  reftory  of  Saxlingham  Nethergatc,  with  Sax- 
lingham Thorpe  annexed,  being  collated  by  Tho- 
mas Gooch,  biQiop  of  Norwich,  (to  whom  he  was 
chaplain)  by  lapfe  of  time,  and  had  a  union  to  the 
conlblidated  reworks  of  the  two  medicties  qf  He- 
E  4  therfet 
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therfet  and  Cantlofe,  which  he  now  holds,  with  the 
rc&ory  of  St.  Clement  in  Norwich. 

This  town  produced  Adam  de  Saxlingharn,  (a 
White  Friar,  of  Norwich  convent)  a  man  of  good 
learning,  and  great  ingenuity  in  preaching  and  dif-- 
puting.  He  wrote  divers  treadles,  and  flouriihed 
under  Edward  HI.  anno  1350. 

The  church  is  twenty-five  yards  long,  and  fix 
and  a  half  broad,  and  hath  no  ailes  :  the  nave  and 
chancel  are  leaded,  and  the  fouth  porch  is  tiled ;  it 
hath  a  fquare  tower  and  fix  bells.  The  parfonage, 
which  is  a  good  and  convenient  houfe,  joins  to  the 
weft  part  oi  the  church-yard. 

SHOTTISHAM,  SHOTESHAM,  SCOTESSA,  or 
SCOTESHAM,  fignifies  the  village  of  Jccts,  or  portions, 
and  was  very  properly  fo  called,  for  it  was  in  about 
twelve  parts,  at  the  Confeffor's  and  Conqueror's 
furveys.  It  had  four  capital  manors,  four  parifh 
churches,  two  hamlets,  and  the  manors  extended 
into  Framlingham,  Bedingham,  Brooke,  and  Stoke 
Holy  Crofs. 

The  MANOR  of  VAUX,  NERFORD,  or  SHOTTIS- 
HAM-HALL,  contained  the  parifh  of  Shottifham  All 
Saints,  commonly  called  High  Shottifham,  from  the 
fituation  of  the  church  on  a  great  eminence,  the  ad- 
vowfon  of  which  belonged  to  this  manor  till  it  was 
given  to  Pentney  priory.  Alnot  held  it  at  one  ca- 
rucate,  at  the  Confeffor's  furvey  ;  and  it  afterwards 
belonged  to  Ralph  earl  of  Norfolk,  and  on  his  ab- 
juring the  realm  fell  to  the  Conqueror,  and  Godric, 
his  fewer,  teok  care  of  it.  The  bifhop  of  Baieux 
had  it  of  that  king  in  fee,  and  Roger  Bigot  held  it 
of  him,  and  gave  it  afterwards  to  Aitard  de  Valli- 
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bus  or,  Vaux,  in  whofe  family  it  continued  many- 
generations  :  it  was  firfl  valued  at  305.  per  annum, 
and  after  at  3!}. 

Elias  de  Vallibus  or  Vaux,  one  of  the  itinerant 
juftices,  was  lord  here,  and  obtained  the  lete  by 
grant  from  the  crown,  fo  that  it  was  fevered  from 
the  hundred.  Oliver  de  Vaux  was  lord,  and  after 
him,  John  his  fon. 

In  1202,  Robert  de  Vaux  fettled  on  Ralph  abbot 
of  Holm,  two  carucates  of  land  in  Shottifham, 
which  Robert  his  father  gave  to  that  monaftery,  by 
which  he  much  leifened  the  manor,  in  1248. 

The  manor  being  held  of  the  Norfolk  family, 
earl  Roger  was  guardian  to  William  de  Vaux,  lord 
here,  who  in  1250  added  divers  rents  and  fervices 
to  it,  which  he  purchafed  of  William  de  Hemen- 
hale  and  Maud  his  wife,  and  of  Jeffrey  de  Caam 
and  Agnes  his  wife, 

In  1263  John  de  Vaux,  of  Thurfton,  obtained  a 
charter  for  free  warren  here,  of  king  Henry  III. 
This  John  was  fued  for  appropriating  the  fifhing  to 
himlelf  on  each  fide  of  his  mill,  it  being  proved 
that  all  the  fifhery  of  the  manor  was  common  to 
the  tenants,  except  the  mill  pool  only  ;  and  at  the 
fame  time  the  abbot  of  Holme  was  fined  for  hinder- 
ing the  common  fifhing  at  Lineweffe  in  Shottifham. 

In  1285  John  de  Vaux  was  allowed  to  have  a 
lete,  and  view  of  frank-pledge,  as  well  over  all  his 
freemen  of  Shottifhain  as  other  tenants  there  :  and 
in  1288,  one  moiety  was  afligned  to  William  dc 
Nerford,  in  right  of  Petronel  his  wife,  eldeft  daugh- 
ter and  co-heir  of  John  de  Vaux  ;  who  held  it  joint- 
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ly,  in  1291,  of  the  earl  Marfhal  at  one  fee:  in 
1500,  Maud  fifter  of  Petronel  was  feifed  of  the 
other  moiety  of  it  ;  and  in  1306,  William  de  Ros, 
her  huband,  had  it. 

After  the  death  of  William  de  Nerford,  about 
the  year  1300,  who  had  the  whole  manor  allot. cd 
him,  Petronel  his  widow,  in  1303  fettled  it  en  Oli- 
ver de  Redham  for  life,  paying  her  40  li.  per  anp. 
clear  out  of  it.  In  1327  fir  John  de  Nerford,  knt. 
and  Agnes  his  wife,  fettled  it,  with  Wifiett  in  Suf- 
folk,  and  the  advoyvfons  of  Pentney  priory  in  Nor- 
folk, and  Rumburgh  priory  in  Suffolk,  Sec.  on 
themfelves  and  the  heirs  of  John.  There  was  an 
exacl  extent  and  furvey  of  this  manor  made  in  his 
time,  and  there  was  one  thoufand  one  hundred  -and 
thirty-fix  acres  belonging  to  it. 

In  1S74»  Agnes,  then  wife  of  John  Matravers, 
fen.  held  the  manor  for  life.  This  Agnes  firft  mar- 
xied  fir  John  Argentine,  by  whom  fhe  had  fir  John 
Argentine  her  fon  and  heir  ;  and  fecondly,  to  fir 
John  de  Nerford,  knt.  who  died  the  ^d  of  Edward 
.ill.  and  left  Thomas  Nerford  his  brother  and  heir, 
who  died  in  1343,  and  fir  John  Nerford,  knt.  his 
fon,  was  his  heir ;  whole  daughter  and  heirefs, 
Margaret  (or  Margery)  de  Nerford,  died  without 
ilfue;  but  before  her  death,  in  1390,  fold  it  to 

Sir  John  White,  knt.  and  his  truflees,  fir  Miles 
Stapleton,  knt.  Oliver  Gioos,  and  ethers. 

This  family  was  originally  of  Suffolk,  and  in 
127 2,:  Bartholomew  le  White  and  Alice  his  wife  had 
an  eftate  at  Stoke  Neyiand  in  that  County  ;  and 
ic.on  after,  'William  fon  and  heir  of  Ralph  le  White, 
of  Saxlingham  in  Noifalk,  and  Ellqi  his  wife,  had 

lands 
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lands  in  Shottiftiam  :  in  1388  Ralph  White  had  it, 
whofe  fon,  Robert  White,  efq.  of  Shotdfham,  was 
father  to  the  aforefaid  fir  John  White,  knt.  who 
was  the  raifer  of  this  family  by  his  martial  exploits. 
In  1401,  the  3d  of  Henry  IV.  he  was  the  very  firfr. 
perfon  named  in  the  commiflion  by  Henry  JV.  to 
raife  the  aid  to  many  the  king's  eldeft  daughter :  in 
1403  he  and  Margaret  (or  Margery)  his  firfl  wife, 
lived  in  Tunilall  in  Suffolk,  and  owned  a  manor  in. 
Oiford.  He  was  a  commander  under  trje  earl  of 
Dorfet  -at  the  fiege  of  Harfleur  ;  and  in  1417,  the 
gth  of  Henry  V.  at  the  fiege  of  Roan  in  Normandy, 
he  rode  up  to  the  gate  of  that  city,  and  challenged 
the  baftard  Darly,  a  French  officer,  to  break  a  lance, 
whg  accepting  his  challenge,  at  the  firft  courfe  ran 
fir  John  through,  who  by  his  falling  from  his  >horfc 
was  prefently  dragged  into  the  town,  and  in  a  few 
hours  died  there. 

By  Joan,  or  Julian,  his  fecond  wife,  who  waf 
daughter  of  Peter  Hovel,  of  Swannington,  and  re- 
lic! of  John  Butt,  of  Norwich,  he  had  John  White, 
of  Frettenham,  lord  of  Maidenton  or  Clayton  ma- 
nor there,  which  his  father  gave  him,  who  with 
Alice  his  wife,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  Robert  Burn- 
ham,  of  Lynn,  are  interred  in  Frettenham  church, 
leaving  May  ton  to  Margaret  their  daughter  and  hei- 
refs, who  was  buried  by  them  in  1431,  leaving  if- 
fue  by  Giles  St.  Lowe,  efq.  her  hufband,  one  daugh- 
ter, Elizabeth,  married  to  Henry  Stathen,  efq.  who 
died  in  1481,  and  left  Joan,  their  daughter  and  fole 
heir,  married  to  John  Sacheverell. 

The  Shottifhams,  for  which  parifh  of  them  it 
jincertain,  are  remarkable  for  giving  birth  to  Henry 
Howard,  youngefl  fon  of  Henry  Howard,  earl  of 
Suny,  and  brother  to  Thomas,  duke  of  Norfolk, 

who 
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who  was  beheaded,  June  2,  1572,  the  14th  of  queen 
Elizabeth,  and  of  courfe  loft  the  title. 

This  Henry  was  a  man  of  great  parts  and  learn- 
ing, was  educated  at  King's-coliege  in  Cambridge, 
and  was  afterwards  of  Trinity-hall  when  he  took 
the  degree  of  mafter  of  arts  in  the  ufual  and  ordi- 
nary fteps.  He  was  left  a  younger  brother's  fortune 
by  his  father,  which  was  very  flender,  and  after  the 
duke  of  Norfolk's  death  was  reduced  to  great  indi- 
gence, and  lived  in  obfcurity  during  the  reign  of 
queen  Elizabeth.  On  the  fucceflion  of  king  James 
to  the  throne,  he  was  in  the  firft  year  of  that  king's 
reign  (anno  1603)  (worn  of  his  majefty's  privy  coun- 
cil, appointed  lord  warden  of  the  Cinque  Ports, 
and  conftable  of  Dover  caftle  ;  and  the  fame  year 
was  created  a  baron  of  the  realm,  by  the  title  of 
Lord  Howard  of  Marnhill,  and  foon  after  earl  of 
Northampton  ;  then  one  of  the  commiffioners  for 
executing  the  office  of  earl  marfhal  of  'England,  and 
was  inflailed  knight  of  the  molt  noble  order  of  the 
garter  :  after  which  he  was  conftituted  lord  privy 
leal,  and  was  elecled  by  the  univerfity  of  Cambridge, 
of  which  he  had  been  fo  illuflrious  a  member, 
chancellor  of  that  univerfity. 

He  died  at  his  houfe  in  Charing-crofs,  which  he 
had  built  out  of  the  ruins  of  a  religious  houfe, 
called  Rowriceval.  Jan.  15,  1614.  He  founded 
the  hofpital  or  alms-houfe  ftill  remaining  at  Caftle- 
Riling  for  twelve  poor  women  and  a  governefs  ; 
another  for  twelve  poor  men  and  a  governor,  at 
Clum  in  Shropfhire  ;  and  another  at  Greenwich  in 
Kent,  for  twenty  poor  men  and  a  governor,  eight  of 
which  are  to  be  chofen  out  of  the  Shottifhams, 
where  he  was  born,  and  which  were  then  but  one 
\illage.  He  lies  buried  under  a  monument  of  white 

marble 
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rv.arble  in   the  church  of  Dover  caftle,  or  as   others 
lav,  in  Framlingham  church  in  this  hundred. 

From  Sacheverell  this  manor  went  to  the  Whites. 
John  White,  alias  Halls,  held  it  at  the  i  2th  part  of 
a  fee  of  Shottifham  manor,  which  paid  for  it  to 
Forncet  manor.  This  part  at  his  death  defcended 
to  Frances  his  daughter  and  heir,  and  at  her  death, 
in  1597,  it  went  to  her  filter  Helen,  who  died  {in- 
gle ;  Mary,  married  to  John  Sprat,  and  Martha, 
then  fingle,  and  fo  this  ancient  family  of  the  Whites 
centered  in  females,  and  the  whole  inheritance,  viz. 
the  manors  of  Shottifham-hall,  Toft-hall,  and  Swans, 
the  advowfon  of  the  church  of  St.  Michael  at  Po- 
ringland  Parva,  See.  came  to  the 

D'Oyleys,  a  family  of  great  antiquity,  firnamed. 
from  the  lordfliip  of  Oilleia  or  Oyly  in  Normandy, 
which  they  enjoyed  long  before  the  Norman  con- 
quer! ;  and  at  that  time 

Robert  elcleft  fon  of  the  lord  of  Oyly,  for  his 
great  fervices  in  that  expedition,  was  amply  reward- 
ed by  the  Conqueror  with  two  baronies,  containing 
many  goodly  lordfhips  and  manors,  in  England, 
lying  chiefly  in  Oxfordfhire.  This  family  were  great 
benefactors  to  the  abbies  of  Abington,  Eynefham, 
Godftow,  Tame,  and  others.  In  1071  they  built 
the  caftle  and  bridge  of  Oxford,  which  was  their 
antient  feat,  and  new  walled  that  city.  This  Ro- 
bert being  the  king's  conftable  was  made  baron  of 
Hokenorton  in  Oxfordfhire,  by  the  Conqueror,  and 
married  Algitha  daughter  and  heirefs  of  Wigotus  or 
Wigot,  a  Saxon  thane  or  nobleman,  who  was  lord 
of  Wallingford,  by  whom  he  had  the  lady 

Maud, 
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Maud,  liis  daughter  and  heir,  who  inheriting  he? 
anceftors  valour,  valiantly  defended  the  emprefs  her 
namefake,  in  her  caflle  at  Wallingford  :  fhe  firfi 
married  Miles  Crifpin,  and  afterwards  Biian  Fitz- 
Count,  lord  of  Burgavenny,  but  leaving  no  iflue, 
was  fucceeded  by 

Nigel,  or  Nigellus  D'Oyly,  her  uncle,  who  was' 
conftablc  to  William  Rufus,  and  baron  of  Hock- 
norton ;  he  married  Agnes,  and  left  two  fons,  Fulk, 
buried  at  Eynefham,  in  1126,  and 

Robert,  the  eldell  fon,  fucceeded  as  lord  high1 
conuable,  and  baron  of  Hocknorton  :  he  married 
Edith  daughter  of  the  lord  Greyftork,  and  built  the 
abbey  of  MiiTenden  in  Buckinghamfhire,  and  am- 
ply endowed  it  ;  and  in  1 1  29,  at  the  earned  requeft 
of  his  wife,  founded  the  famous  abbey  of  Ofney, 
by  Oxford,  and  feuled  large  revenues  on  it ;  and 
at  his  death  left  his  honours  and  his  fortunes  to  his 
cldeft  fon, 

Lord  Henry  D'Oyly,  baron  of  Hocknorton  and 
the  king's  conftable,  who  married  Margery  daughter 
of  Humpry  Bohun,  earl  of  Hereford,  and  had  five' 
children  by  her,  Henry  and  Robert  ;  Margery,  who 
at  laft  was  heir  to  her  brothers  ;  another  daughter 
married  to  Maurice  de  Gaunt  {from  whom  defcend- 
ed  the  Gaunts  earls  of  Lincoln)  and  a  third  daugh- 
ter married  to  Thomas  lord  of  Davcntry  ;  at  his 
death  his  eflate  and  honours  fell  to  his  eldeft  fon 

Henry,  who  had  two  wives,  Sibil  and  Maud,  who 
re-married  to  William  de  Cantalupe  ;  he  had  only 
one  daughter,  Maud,  who  died  young.  He  attend- 
ed king  Richard  I.  to  Jerufalem,  and  as  Ije  returned, 

died 
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died  and  was  buried  in  Auftria,  and  was  fucceeded 
by  his  only  brother 

Robert,  who  was  baron  of  Hocknorton  and  the 
kind's  conflable,  but  dying  without  iffue,  his  eldeft 
lifter, 

Margery,  by  the  king's  favour,  was  declared  his 
heir :  (he  married  Henry  de  Newburgh,  a  great 
courtier,  and  earl  of  Warwick,  by  whom  flie  had 
Margaret  countefs  of  Warwick,  who  married  twro 
hufbands  ;  firft,  John  Marflial,  in  her  right  earl  of 
Warwick,  Sec.  fecondly,  John  de  Pleffet,  a  courtier, 
]  kewifc  earl  of  Warwick  in  her  right :  (he  had  if- 
lue,  Thomas  earl  of  Warwick,  who  married  Ela 
daughter  of  William  Longfpee;  earl  of  Sarum.  But 
though  the  honours  feparatcd  thus  from  the  family, 
yet  feveral  manors  and  a  good  part  of  the  eftatc 
defeended  to 

Robert  D'Oyly,  who  was  the  eldeft  fon  of  Gilbert 
the  younger,  and  only  brother  to  the  firft  lord 
Henry  : 

John  fon  of  this  Robert,  was  the  firfl  of  the  fa- 
mily concerned  in  Suffolk,  where  he  had  a  feat,  aL 
Wrentham,  and  was  fucceeded  by  his  Ion, 

^Roger,-who  had 

Roger  D'Oyly,  his  eldeft  fon  and  heir,  who  in- 
herited all  die  Oxfordfliire  eftate  ;  from. whom  fir 
John  D'Oyly  of  Chiflehampton  in  Oxfordfliire,  bart. 
is  defcended,  as  may  be  fceii  in  the  Baronetage,  vol. 
4.  p.  500.  i.  2.  3.  But 

John  D'Oyly,  fecond  fon  of  Roger,  and  younger 
brother  to  the  laft  mentioned  Roger,  had  the  eftaw 

in 
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in  Suffolk,  and   married  Rofe  daughter   and  co-heir 
of  fir  William  Dunflan,  knt.     Their  fon, 

Edward  D'Oyly,  had  iffue 

Sir  Edmund  D'Oyly,  knt.  who  married  the  daugh- 
ter and  heir  of  John  de  Bowderi,  of  Northampton- 
fhire,  by  Alice,  fifler  to  fir  John  Swinford,  and  by 
her  had 

Thomas,  father  to  , 

/ 

Edward  D'Oyly,  who  married  Ann  daughter  and 
fole  heir  of  Thomas  Legate,  fon  of  Helmin  Legate, 
of  Pondhall,  near  Hadleigh  in  Suffolk,  by  whom 
he  had  that  manor  and  feat,  where  he  fixed,  and 
his  pofterity  remained,  till  they  removed  hither. 
He  died  about  1447,  and  was  buried  in  St.  Mary 
Woolchurch  in  Lombard-ftreet,  London. 

John  D'Oyly,  their  fon  and  heir,  in  1466,  had 
licence  granted  him  by  Thomas  archbifhop  of  Can- 
terbury, to  have  a  chapel  for  his  family  at  Pond- 
hall  :  he  died  in  1483,  and  was  buried,  with  Eli- 
zabeth his  wife,  in  St.  John's  chapel  in  Hadleigh 
church,  to  which  town  the  family  were  great  bene- 


Edward  D'Oyly  their  fon  and  heir,  married  Ann 
daughter  of  Thomas  Cotton,  of  Landwade  in  Cam- 
bridgefhire,  efq.  and  died  in  1534. 

Henry  D'Oyly,  efq.  his  fon  and  heir,  was  knight- 
ed .by  king  Henry  VIII.  at  Boleyne  in  France  :  he 
had  three  wives,  ift.  Joan  daughter  and  heir  of 
William  Stede,  of  Marfhland,  by  whom  he  had  no 
iffue  ;  2d.  Jane  daughter  and  fole  heir  of  John  Ei- 
\vyn,  of  Wiggenhall  in  Norfolk,  efq.  3d.  Margaret/ 

natuia) 
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natural  daughter  of  John  duke  of  Norfolk,  relict  of 
fir  John  Timperley,  of  Himlefham  in  Suffolk.:  he 
died  in  1563,  feifed  of  Pondhall  and  Topsfieldhall 
in  Hadleigh,  Cofsford  manor  in  Whatfield,  and 
many  other  eflates  in  Suffolk  ;  leaving 

Henry  his  fon  and  heir,  who  marrying  Ann  filter 
and  fold  heir  of  Edmund  White,  of  Shottifham, 
came  here  and  fettled  in  the  old  feat  of  the  Whites  : 
he  was  knight  of  the  fhire  for  Bucks  in  queen  Eliza- 
beth's time,  fheriff  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  hi  1573, 
and  again  flieriff  of  Norfolk  in  1590  :  his  wife  was 
buried  in  the  church  of  St.  Mary  at  Shottifham, 
Dec.  6,  1592,  and  he  was  interred  by  her  in  May 
1597,  dying  feifed  of  the  manors  of  Shottifham- 
hall,  Swans,  and  Tofthall,  in  Shottifhams  ;  of  Black- 
fordhall,  Rokeles,  and  Grangevile's,  in  Shottifham, 
Stoke  Holy  Crofs,  and  other  adjacent  towns,  hold- 
ing the  manor  of  St.  Benet  in  Shottifham  by  leafe  : 
of  the  manor  of  Mayton  in  Frettenham,  Warharn 
manor,  which  he  bought  of  John  Appleyard,  efq. 
Thorpe  Parva,  and  of  feveral  churches  '*and  appro- 
priations in  Norfolk,  befidcs  his  antient  eflate  and 
manors  in  Suffolk.  They  left  feveral  children,  of 
which  Ann,  married  Thomas  Townfhend,  of  Bra- 
con-Afh,  efq.  ion  and  heir  of  fir  Robert  Townfhend, 
Jknt.  chief  juflice  of  Ghefter. 

Fdmund  D'Oyly,  of  Shottifham  and  Pondhall, 
efq.  their  Ion  and  heir,  was  high  fheriff  of  Norfolk 
in  1604  :  he  firft  married  Ann  daughter  of  fir  John 
Goodwyn,  of  Winchindon  in  Bucks,  by  whom  he 
had  Henry,  who  died  young,  and  Elizabeth,  mar- 
ried to  Gharles  Vefey,  of  Hintlefham  in  Suffolk, 
efq.  his  fecond  wife  was  Catherine  daughter  of  fir 
Henry  Nevil,  of  Billinghere  in  Berkfhire,  knt.  (by 
Elizabeth  his  wife,  fole  daughter  and  heir  of  fir 
F  John

'John  Greftiam,  of  London,  knt.  by  Frances  his 
wife;  daughter  and  fole  heir  of  fir  Henry  Thvvaites, 
of  Lound,  on  the  Woldes  in  Yorkfhire,  knt.)  This 
fir  Heniy  Nevil  was  one  of  the  privy  council  to 
Henry  VIII.  and  Edward  VI.  brother  to  Edward 
lord  Abergavenny,  and  father  to  fir  Henry  Nevil, 
ambaffador  in  France  from  queen  Elizabeth,  to  king 
Henry  IV.  On  his  marriage  he  fettled  the  manors 
of  Pondhall,  Topsfieldhall  and  Cosfordhall,  in  join- 
ture, and  an  annuity  of  two  hundred  marks  a  year 
out  of  his  manors  of  Thorpe  Parva,  Shottifharn- 
hall,  Swans,  Tofthall  and  Warham  ;  the  whole 
jointure  being  eftimated  at  one  thoufand  marks  a 
year.  He  was  buried  in  Shottiiham  St.  Mary,  Ocl. 
12,  1612,  and  had  iffue,  i.  fir  Henry,  2.  William, 
3.  John,  4.  Charles,  5.  Robert,  6.  Edmund  ;  but 
the  four  laft  of  them  died  without  iffue;  and  two 
daughters,  Elizabeth,  married  to  Mr.  Buxton,  .of 
Tibenham,  and  after  to  William  Perte,  of  Mounte- 
ney's  Inge  in  Effex,  and  Alice,  to  William  Clop- 
ton,  of  (^afleleyns,  and  of  Gray's  Inn,  London. 

Sir  Henry  D'Oyly,  knt.  eldeft  fon  and  heir,  mar- 
ried S.ufan  daughter  of  Lionel  Talmafh,  of  Hel- 
mingham  in  Suffolk,  efq.  and  filler  to  fir  Lionel 
Talmafh  of  the  fame  place,  the  firfl  baronet  of  that 
family :  he  was  buried  in  St.  Mary's  chancel,  March 
.6,  1616,  and  had  iffue,  Ann  and  Su fan,  who  died 
young,  and  one  only  fon  and  heir,  Edmund  ;  he 
died  feifed  of  the  feveral  manors  aforementioned. 

Edmund  D'Oyly,  efq.  married  Bridget  eldefl 
daughter  of  John  Coke,  efq.  fourth  fon  to  fir  Ed- 
ward Coke,  knt.  lord  chief  juftice  of  the  king's 
bench,  by  whom  he  had  Sufan,  who  died  young  ; 
fhe  remarried  to  fir  Ifaac  Aftley,  of  Melton  Confla- 

ble 
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ble  in  Norfolk,  bart.    he  was  buried  in  St.  Mary's 
chancel,  with  thefe  lines  : 

•Here  licth  the  body  of  Edmund  Doyly,  efq.  Jon  and, 
heir  of  fir  Henry  Doyly,  knt,  who  was  married  unto 
Bridget  daughter  of  "John  Coke,  of  Holhham  in  the 
County  of  Norfolk,  efq.  He  departed  this  life  4n  Sept. 
1638. 

William  D'Oyly,  efq.  brother  to  fir  Henry,  and 
uncle  to  Edmund,  married  Elizabeth  daughter  of 
Richard  Stokes,  archdeacon  of  Norfolk,  and  by  her 
had  two  daughters,  Catherine  and  Margaret,  and 
one  fon, 

Sir  William  D'Oyly,  the  elder,  who  inherited  the 
manors  of  Shottifhams,  Goftelyn's,  three  manors  in 
Warham,  8cc.  in  Norfolk  ;  Pondhall,  Gosford,  and 
Topsfieldhall  in  Suffolk,  at  Edmund's  death.  In 
164$  he  was  knighted  by  king  Charles  I.  for  his 
gallant  behaviour  abroad,  in  the  fervice  of  the  great 
Guftavus  Adolphus,  at  whofe  death  he  remained  in 
foreign  parts  fome  time :  he  was  a  very  accomplished 
pcdbn,  and  much  valued  in  his  country,  being  one 
of  the  gentlemen  returned  members. for  Yarmouth  at 
the  Reiteration,  for  which  he  was  very  zealous  :  he 
was  one  of  the  commiffioners  appointed  by  the 
Houfe  of  Commons  out  of  their  own  members  to 
fee  the  army  difbanded,  in  1661  ;  and  was  one  of 
thofe  chofcn  by  the  city  of  Norwich  to  wait  on  the 
king  with  the  resignation  of  their  charter,  foon  after 
his  return.  In  1663,  July  29.  he  was  created  a 
baronet,  and  dying  in  1677,  left  iffue,  by  Margaret 
Randall,  of  Pulham,  his  wife,  fix  daughters  and 
three  fons  :

Jon  of  Jir  William  D'Oyly,  the  elder,  of  Shottiftiam  in 
the  county  of  Norfolk,  bart.  page  of  honour  to  his  royal 
highnefs  prince  George  of  Denmark,  and  captain  of  a 
man  of  war  •  who  in  her  maje/lys  feruice  in  the  Weft- 
Indies  got  the  di/lemper  of  the  country,  of  whic/i  he  died 
here,  in  the  sgth  year  of  his  age,  and  loth  of  May, 
A.  D.  1703. 

Sir  William  D'Oyly,  cldeft  fon  and  heir,  was 
knighted  in  1664,  in  the  life-time  of  his  father, 

and 
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and  in  1 666  was  admitted  to  the  office  of  one  of  the 
four  tellers  in  the  Exchequer,  in  the  room  of  Wil- 
liam Pynkeney:  he  was  cotnmonly  called  fir  Wil- 
liam the  younger,  and  at  his  fathers  death  tucceeded 
to  the  honour  and  eftate,  which  he  very  much  im- 
paired, by  difpofmg  of  the  manors  of  Shottifham- 
hall.  Swans,  Tofthall,  with  the  leafe  bf  St.  Bennet's 
manor  in  Shottifliam,  Blackford-hall,  alias  Stoke 
Holy  Crofs  manor,  with  Rofceline's  and  Goftelyn's 
in  Poringland  Magna  and  Parva,  and  Stoke,  to  Sa- 
muel Verdon,  fometime  under-fheriff  of  Norfolk. — 
He  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Mr.  Hadley,  a  gro- 
cer of  London,  fifter  to  the  firft  lady  of  Arthur  earl 
of  Torrington,  by  whom  he  had  five  fons,' Edmund, 
Henry,  Hadley,  Robert  and  Philip,  befides  daugh- 
ters. 

Sir  Edmund  D'Oyly,  bart.  eldeft  fon  and  f-iccef- 
for  to  his  father,  married  Dorothy,  daughter  of  Phi- 
lip Bedingheld,  efq.  of  Ditchingham  in  Norfolk, 
and  by  her  had  two  fons  and  one  daughter. 

Sir  Edmund  D'Oyly,  baronet,  being  the  J^oth  in 
order  of  creation,  dwelt  lately  at  Coftefev  in  Nor- 
folk. 

The  arms  of  this  family  are,  gul.  three  bucks 
heads,  cabofhed  arg.  attired  or;  though  fome  of 
them  have  fomedmes  borne  the  arms  of  the  Oxford- 
fhire  family,  or,  two  bendlets  az.  Creft,  out  of  a 
crown  proper  two  eagles  wir.gs  inrlorfed  perpendicu- 
larly fab.  befante.

In  1689  the  widow  of  Mr.  Verdon  had  thefe  ma- 
nors in  mortgage,  and  foon  after  Mr.  Scrimfhire  and 
Mr.  Hadley  :  and.  in  1699  Robert  Davy,  efq.  truf- 
tee  to  fir  Edmund  D'Oyly,  fold  the  manors  of 
Shottifham-hall,  Toft-hall  and  Swans  in  Shottif- 
hams  ;  Blackworth-hall,  othenvifc  Blackford-hall, 
alias  Stoke  Holy  Crofs  manor,  with  the  manors  of 
Rofllings  and  Goftlings,  in  Poringlands  and  Stoke, 
to  Chriftopher  Gibbs,  of  Norwich,  worfled-weaver, 
and  his  heirs. 

The  fines  of  Shottifham-hall,  8cc.  are  at  the  lord's 
will:  there  are  *  bond-days  in  harveft,  and  t  plough - 
bcves  in  wheat  and  barley  feal  ;  and  the  tenants  pay 
cocks,  hens,  and  eggs,  for  their  commonages. 

TOFTHALL  MANOR  belonged  to  bifhop  Stigand, 
and  at  the  Conqueft  to  Roger  Bigot,  and  Ralph 
Fitz-Walter  held  it  of  hirn,  as  a  manor  containing 
two  carucates  of  land,  worth  at  the  firft  furvey  .405. 
and  at  the  fecond  4-li.  per  ann.  Upper  Shottifham 
was  then  a  mile  and  a  half  long,  and  half  a  mile 
broad,  and  paid  i6d.  to  the  geld  :  there  was  the 
moiety  of  a  mill,  and  the  advowfon  of  a  church 
belonging  then  to  the  manor ;  and  the  moiety  of 
the  advowfon  had  fifteen  acres  of  glebe,  then  valued 
at  one  penny  an  acre  per  ann.

*  Thcfe  days  the  tenants  were  bound  to  work  for  their  lord, 
he  finding  them  beverage,  (i.  e.)  meat  and  drink. 

f  Thefe  days  they  were  forced  to  plow  for  the  lord,  he  find- 
ing them  provifions  for  themfelves  and  horfes. 
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It  came  early  from  the  Fitz-Walters  to  the  Lange- 
tots  or  Langtofts,  from  whom  it  took  its  name  ; 
and  in  1 235  Nicholas  de  Langtoft  held  it,  at  half  a 
fee,  of  the  earl  of  Clare  and  Gloucefter,  and  it  was 
now  joined  with  the  manor  of  Ickburgh,  an,d  paffed 
with  it  in  this  family  ;  and  it  came  afterwards  to  the 
Yelverton's  :  In  1401,  the  3d  of  Henry  IV.  John 
Yclverton  and  his  truflees  conveyed  it  to  Thomas  Le- 
gate and  Margaret  his  wife,  and  it  continued  in  the 
Legates  till  it  was  joined  to  Shottifliam-hall  manor 
by  Edward  D'Oyjiy,  who  married  Ann,  filter  and 
fole .  heir  of  Thomas  Legate.  It  was  then  held  of 
the  manor  of  Shottifham-hall. 

SWAN'S  MANOR  was  owned  by  Ulketel  the  Dane, 
who  held  it  of  Edric,  whofe  poffeffions  the  Con- 
queror affigned  to  Robert  Malet,  lord  of  the  honour 
of  Eye,  who  had  it  at  the  laft  furvey,  from  which 
time  it  paffed  as  the  manor  of  Little  Thorpe  ;  and 
John  Swan,  from  whom  it  took  its  prefent  name, 
was  lord  in  1401,  and  held  it  at  a  fifth  part  of  a 
fee  of  Shottiiham-hall  :  he  was  alive  in  1420,  the 
8th  of  Henry  V.  and  then  he  prefented  to  Little 
Thorpe.  Robert  Swan,  his  ion  and  heir,  fucceed- 
ed  him,  who  fold  it  to  the  Whites,  who  joined  it  to 
Shottifham-hall,  with  which  it  now  remains. 

The  MANOR  of  SHOTTISHAM  ST.  BENET,  was 
very  extenfive  at  firft,  for  it  contained  the  greateft 
part  of  Little  or  Low  Shottifharn,  the  large  hamlet  of 
Grenefvill  (which  is  now  included  in  Shottifham  and 
Stoke)  and  that  part  which  belonged  to  the  bifhop 
of  Baieux,  and  was  held  by  Alured  in  the  Confef- 
for's  time. 

King  Canute,  when  he  founded  the  abbey  of  St. 

Bennet  at  Holm,  gave  one  part  to  find  the  monks 

F  4  with 
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with  provifions  ;  this  was  St.  Botolph's  church  arid 
parifh,  for  the  church  and  parifh  of  St.  Martin  was 
given  by  one  Bri&ricT:,  a  Saxon,  with  Grenelvill 
hamlet  ;  which  at  that  time  was  a  mile  long  and 
half  a  mile  broad,  and  paid  as.  to  the  geld  :  Little 
Shottifham,  viz.  the  parifhes  of  St.  Martin  and  St. 
Botolph,  being  a  mile  and  a  half  long,  paid  to  the 
geld  i6d.  Another  part,  which  was  the  abbot's, 
was  granted  by  the  convent  to  Walter  Giffard, 
who  gave  it  to  Odine  to  be  held  of  him  ;  and  at 
the  conquefl,  Walter  the  fucceffor  of  Odine  had  it, 
but  this  part  was  foon  joined  by  the  Vaux's  to  Shot- 
tifham-hali  manor,  with  the  convent's  approbation. 

In  the  time  of  Henry  II.  this  manor  was  allowed 
to  enjoy  all  the  liberties  granted  to  the  monaftery  of 
Holm  by  the  feveral  kings  of  the  realm,  and  confc- 
quently  had  all  royalties  in  itfelf,  as  liberty  of  free 
warren,  view  of  frank-pledge,  freedom  from  all 
tolls,  by  land  and  by  water,  in  cities,  burghs,  coun- 
ties, markets,  and  fairs  ;  foe  and  fac,  infangenthef, 
grithbrich,  wardpeni,  &c.  it  being  held  in  cftpile  as 
parcel  of  the  abbot's  barony.  In  the  time  of  Henry 
III.  the  abbot  had  two  hundred  and  twenty  acres  of 
arable  land  in  demean,  valued  then  at  four-pence 
halfpenny  an  acre  per  annum ;  five  acres  of  meadow 
valued  at  eight-pence  an  acre  ;  and  he  was  after- 
wards, in  1428,  taxed  for  all  his  temporals  here,  at 
4  ili.  155.  6d.  It  continued  in  the  monaftery  till 
the  exchange,  and  then  came  to  the  fee,  and  now 
belongs  to  the  bifhoprick  of  Norwich,  of  which  it 
hath  been  held  by  leafe  ever  fince  ;  the  feveral  lords 
of  Shottifliam  manors  having  been  leffees. 

Part  of  Grenefvile's  manor  is  in  Stoke.  The  fine 
of  St.  Benet's  manor  is  43.  an  acre  certain. 

The 
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The  ABBOT  of  LANG  LEY'S  MANOR  here,  was  held 
of  the  manor  of  Forncet,  and  was  formerly  part  of 
the  manor  of  Hoe,  or  Howe,  as  it  is  now  called, 
that  extended  hither,  and  was  given  to  that  houfe  by 
Richard  de  Hoe,  of  which  it  was  after  held  by  fir 
Richard  <ie  Boyland.  It  was  after  held  of  the  ab- 
bey by  divers  families,  as  by  William  Gavel  in 
1401  and  after  bv  the  Gawfells,  Sec.  The  abbot 
of  Langley  had  this  and  other  temporals  here,  for 
which  he  was  taxed  at  385.  4d. 

Of  the  four  parishes  in  this  village,  the  church 
of  ALL  SAINTS,  called  High  or  Great  Shottiftiam 
church,  was  given  by  fir  Robert  de  Vaux,  founder 
of  Pentney  priory,  in  Norfolk,  to  that  houfe  when 
he  founded  it,  and  fo  it  became  feparated  from 
Shottifham-hall  manor,  which  it  conftantly  had  at- 
tended to  that  time  ;  and  Ralph  de  Hoe  rekafed  all 
his  right  in  it. 

The  fame  founder  alfo  gave  to  that  houfe,  a  mill 
at  Shottifham,  and  fifteen  acres  of  land  late  belong- 
ing to  the  church  ;  and  the  advowfon  of  St.  Bo- 
tolph's  church  here,  and  the  prior  got  the  church  of 
All  Saints  appropriated  to  his  houfe,  and  was  taxed 
for  its  fpirituals  appropriated,  at  twelve  marks,  and 
prefented  to  the  endowed  vicarage  till  the  diflblution, 
when  the  whole  vefted  in  the  crown,  and  continued 
there  till  1552,  and  then  Edward  VI.  granted  the 
impropriate  reclory  and  the  advowfon  of  the  vica- 
rage, and  the  advowfon  of  the  churches  of  St.  Ma- 
ry and  St.  Botolph,  to  William  Neclon,  and  Willi- 
am Mingay  and  his  heirs,  and  it  continued  in  the 
Mingays,  for  in  1715  William  Mingay,  gent,  was 
impropriator  and  patron. 

On 
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On  the  fouth  fide  of  the  altar  is  a  mural  monu- 
ment, thus  infcribed  ; 

Ricardus  J\reech,  A.  M.  hujus  et  Inferioris  Ecdejia 
Vicarius,  Jub  hoc  Parieie  depofitus,  latam  in  Chriflo  Re- 
Jurretiionem  expeclat.  In  cujus  Memonam  Antoninus, 
Films  e  multis  unicus  relit'ius,  Gratitudinis  et  OJficij 
ergo  Monumentum  /we  erexit :  obiit  Sexto  die  Martij  A* 
Saiutis  1676  jEtatis  Suas  64°. 

The  fleeple  is  fquare?  and  fixty  feet  in  heigh'th, 
and  hath  a  ring  of  five  tuneable  bells. 

The  church  is  fifty-fix  feet  long,  and  eighteen  feet 
and  a  half  broad  ;  and  the  chancel  is  twenty-fix 
feet  long  and  fifteen  broad  ;  in  it  is  a  ftone,  with 
the  arms  of  Branfby  arg.  011  a  bend  cotized  fab.  be- 
tween two  fleur  de  lys  gul.  a  lion  paffant  or.  impa- 
ling Branfby.  Creft  a  lion's  head  erafed  or. 

Here-lietk  'Eliz.  the  wife  of  Thomas  Branfby,  of  Har- 
Ifjlon  in  the  comity  of  J\o>jolk,  EJq.  and  daughter  of  Ro- 
bert Branjby,  of  this  parijh,  Gent.  She  died  Augvjl,  10, 
1718,  in  the  33^  year  of  her  age  ;  jlie  had,  and  left  by 
the  faid  Thomas,  Jour  fons,  Thomas,  WMiam,  James, 
and  George,  and  four  daughters,  viz.  Elizabeth,  Mar- 
garetta-Maria,  Branjly,  and  Philippa.  She  was  a  du- 
tiful daughter,  a  good  wife,  a  prudent  mother,  and  a 
friendly  neighbour,  and  in  all  refpeEls  a  great  example 
of  piety  and  virtue.  By  her  fpoufe  a  di/iich.

Let  me  ?nc£t  my  Childc  in  Clone.     Amen.  Amen. 

The  church  of  ST.  MARY  in  Little  or  Low  Shot- 
tifham  belonged  formerly,  in  an  alternate  prefenta- 
tion,  to  the  manors  of  Shottifham-hall  and  St.  Be- 
net  ;  and  in  1187  there  was  a  great  conteft  about 
it.  before  the  bifhop  of  Norwich  and  Ralph  Glan- 
vile,  juftices  itinerants,  between  Ralph  abbot  of 
Holme,  who  claimed  it  as  a  chapel  belonging  to  his 
church  of  St.  Martin  ;  and  Robert  de  Vaux  releafed 
all  right  in  St.  Martin's  to  the  abbot,  and  he  all  his 
right  in  St.  Mary's  to  Robert,  and  all  the  lands  in 
both  parifhes  were  to  be  parted  equally,  and  a  moi- 
ety fettled  0*  each  church  ;  and  the  lands  of  Vaux's 
fee  to  belong  all  to  St.  Mary,  and  thofe  of  the  ab- 
bot's fee  to  St.  Martin,  each  was  to  be  a  mother 
church  ;  and  for  this  agreement  Robert  gave  the  ab- 
bot as  much  land  in  Snottiiham  as  was  worth  25.  a 
year  in  rent. 

In  1287  this  advowfon,  on  the  partition  of  the 
eftate  of  John  de  Vaux,  was  affigned  to  the  part  of 
Maud  de  Roos,  fecond  daughter  and  co-heir  of  the 
faid  John:  and  in  1311,  William  de  Roos,  of 
Hamlake,  and  Maud  his  wife,  fettled  this  advow- 
fon, and -a  carucats  of  land  here,  on  Richard  prior 
of  St.  Mary  Magdalen  of  Pentney,  and  his  fuccef- 
fors  for  ever  :  it  appears  that  the  land  belonged  to 
the  church,  for  that  houfe  was  taxed  $dr  only  for 
their  temporals,  and  at  ten  marks  for  the  fpirituals, 
being  the  appropriation  of  this  reclory  ;  and  'at  eight 
marks  for  their  appropriation  of  the  church  of  St. 
Botolph,  the  vicarage  of  which  was  confolidated  to 
this. 

In 
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In  1305,  Alan  de  Quitebuck  was  inftituted  to  tlic 
re<fiory  of  St.  Mary,  and  died  in  1310  ;  and  bifhop 
John  Salmon  appropriated  it  to  the  priory  of  Pent- 
ney,  referving  power-  to  him  and  his  fucceflors,  to 
endow  a  vicarage,  and  collate  the  vicars  to  it  for 
ever. 

And  the  year  following,  the  fame  prior,  on  pre- 
tence of  the  fmallnefs  of  the  revenues  of  St.  Bo- 
tolph's  parifh,  got  that  alfo  appropriated,  and  agreed 
that  the  bifhop  ihould  endow  and  collate  to  the  vi- 
carage, and  both  vicarages  being  perpetually  annex- 
ed in  1311.  the  bifhop  endowed  them,  and  appoint- 
ed one  vicar  for  both  the  parifhes  :  the  prior  was  to 
Lave  all  the  great  tithes,  and  part  of  the  glebe,  on 
condition  he  repaired  the  chancels  :  the  vicar  was  to- 
have  a  houfe  and  land,  and  a  houfe  over  againft  St. 
Botolph's  church,  and  was  to  pay  all  the  fynodals 
and  procurations  :  and  in  1311,  the  5th  of  Edward 
II.  July  3,  Thomas  de  Cleydone,  prieft,  was  infti- 
inted  to  the  churches  of  St.  Mary  and  St.  Botolph, 
at  the  bifhop  of  Norwich's  collation  ;  and  in  No- 
vember following  William  de  Chevele,  prieft.  In 
1527  William  de  Hakeford,  prieft,  changed  this  vi- 
carage for  Catton,  with  Robert  de  Langele,  who  re- 
ii lined  it.  In  1352,  the  26th  of  Edward  III.  fir 
William  Valentine,  of  Borewell,  prieft;  in  1381, 
the  5th  of  Richard  II.  John  Forfter,  of  Whifton, 
Sec.  and  fo  the  advowfon  continued  in  the  bifhop- 
rick  till  the  exchange  in  the  time  of  Henry  VIII. 
and  then  fell  to  the  crown,  as  did  the  impropriation 
at  the  diffolution  of  Pentney  priory  ;  and  both  con- 
tinued there  till  1552,  the  6th  of  Edward  VI. " and 
then  the  king  granted  the  impropriations,  and  the 
advowfons  of  the  vicarages,  to  William  Nedlon, 
and  William  Mingay,  gent,  in  whofe  family  it  con- 
tinued till  1731,  when  the  impropriations  and  ad- 
vowfons 
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vovvfons  were  fold  to  the  late  William  Fellows,  efq. 
a  gentleman  whofe  benevolent  exertions  in  founding 
and  eftablifhing  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hofpital, 
will  remain  .an  indelible  monument  of  his  goodnefs 
of  heart  and  reclitude  of  conduct.  He  died  much 
lamented  by  the  poor,  to  whom  he  was  a  munificent 
guardian.  His  fon,  Robert  Fellows,  efq.  is  lord 
and  patron,  and  refides  here  :  he  is  alfo  treafurer  of 
the  hofpital  to  which  his  father  fo  liberally  contri- 
buted. 

The  church  of  ST.  MARY  is  forty  feet  long  and 
nineteen  broad,  and  the  chancel  is  twenty  feet  long : 
it  hath  a  fquare  tower,  fixty  feet  high,  and  but  one 
bell.  f-p 

In  the  eaft  window  of  the  chancel  are  the  effigies 
in  the  glafs  of  John  Prifot,  chief  juftice  of  the 
Common  Pleas  ;  and  of  Bartholomew  White  and 
.  his  wives,  who  built  the  chancel,  and  put  up  that 
window  in  1486,  the  ad  of  Henry  VII.  for  under 
them  is  this  infcriptioii  :* 

Orate  pro  animabus  Johanms  Prifot,  Capitalis  Jujli- 
ciarij  Domini  Regis  Henrici  §erti,  Bartholomei  Whyte, 
Johannc  6"  Alicie,  uxonun  ejus,  qui  i/lam  cancdlam  Jitri 
jtcerunt,  A°.  Dni.  1486. 

There  were  many  arms  in  the  windows  of  Shot- 
tifham  hall,  (which  Hands  near  St.  Mary's  church, 
and  was  the  feat  of  the  D'Oylys)  as  White  impaled 
with  Tindal,  Crofts,  Appleyard,  Schuldham,  Hoi- 
ditch,  Yelverton,  Froxmere,  Cocket,  Prifot,  and 
Lane,  Woodhoufe  and  White,  Clopton,  Froxmere 
and  Cornwallis,  Clere  and  White,  &c. 

Thomas 
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Thomas  Lawrence,  of  St.  Alban's  hall  in  Oxford, 
A.  M.  (an  apothecary's  fon  in  London)  afterwards 
of  Merton  college  ;  after  he  had  taken  his  degrcr, 
fludied  phyfic,  and  praclifed  that  faculty  in  Norfolk, 
and  was  of  fome  eminence  there,  efpecially  upon, 
his  writing  and  publifhing,  "  Mercurius  Centralis, 
"  or  a  Difcourfc  of  Subterraneal  Cockle,  Mufclc,  and 
*'  Oyjitr  Shells,  found  ai  the  digging  of  a  well,  at 
*'  fir  William  D'Oyly's  in  Norfolk,  many  feet  un- 
"  der  ground,  and  at  a  confiderable  diftance  from 
41  the  fea ;  fent  in  a  letter  to  Thomas  Browne,  M.  D. 
"  printed  at  London,  1 664,  in  five  fheets  in  8'vo." 
He  died  in  Norfolk  fome  years  after. 

The  church  of*Sr.  BOTOLPH  is  now  totally  demo- 
liflied,  being  pulled  down  at  the  Reformation  :  the 
ruins  of  the  flceple  fhew  that  it  was  fquare  ;  the 
church-yard  has  been  ploughed  up  ;  it  abuts  fouth- 
ward  to  a  hollow  way  leading  eaft ward  over  the  ri- 
ver to  High  Shotttifham  church,  being  the  very  cor- 
ner piece  at  the  turn  of  that  way. 

It  was  appropriated  with  St.  Mary's  to  the  priory 
of  Pentney,  and  both  became  one  vicarage;  the 
whole  glebe  and  houfe  belonging  to  this  church, 
except  Fifher's  Croft,  was  referved  to  the  vicar. 
Norwich  Doomfday  tells  us  that  there  was  a  houfe 
and  thirty  acres  of  land. 

The  church  of  ST.  MARTIN,  belonged  to  the  ab- 
bot of  St.  Bennet  at  Holm,  and  at  the  exchange  of 
the  revenues  of  that  abbey,  came  to  the  fee  of  Nor- 
wich, and  the  bifhop  of  that  fee  is  now  patron.  It 
is  a  re&ory.  The  ruins  of  the  church  may  be  feen 
not  far  diitant  from  St.  Mary's. 

The 
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The  ancient  family  of  the  Mingays  hath  been 
here  'for  a  long  time,  as  alfo  that  of  the  Branfbys, 
which  came  from  the  neighbouring  village  of  Poring- 
land  Magna. 

In  1764  the  Rev.  James  Anfdall  was  prefented  to 
the  vicarage  of  Shottiftiam  St.  Mary,  with  the  con- 
iblidated  church  of  St.  Botolph,  by  the  late  William 
Fellowes,  efq.  who  alfo  at  the  fame  time  prefented 
him  to  the  vicarage  of  All  Saints. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Money  was.  prefented  to  the 
re&ory  of  Shottifliam  St.  Martin  in  1764  by  the  bi- 
fiiop  of  Norwich.

STOKE,  commonly  called  STOKE  HOLY  CROSS, 
antiently  C RUCHE  STOKE,  from  its  parifh  church, 
which  was  dedicated  to  die  honour  of  the  Holy 
Crofs,  was  in  many  parts,  belonging  to  the  feveral 
manors  of  Shottifliams,  Eaton,  Sec.  but  the  princi- 
pal manor  and  church,  which  had  eighteen  acres  of 
glebe,  then  valued  at  ss.  per  ann.  belonged  to  Al- 
\vin  of  Thetford  at  die  Confeffbr's  furvey,  and  to 
Roger  Bigot  at  the  Conquerors,  and  was  then  held 
of  him  by  William  Pecchc,  it  being  worth  265.  6d. 
a.  year. 

There  was  another  manor,  and  church,  which  ,was 
antiently  called  BLAKEWORTHE,  and  now  the  MANOR 
of  BLACKWORTH,  or  BLACKFORTH  HALL. 

This  part  of  the  town  was  held  by  Walter  one  of 
the  Confeffor's  thanes,  in  part,  and  partly  by  Ketel  the 
Dane,  under  biQiop  Stigand ;  and  was  then  in  three 
parts  or  manors,  which  were  all  given  by  the  Con- 
queror to  Tovi,  who  made  them  one  manor  :  the 
whole  of  this  part,  at  the  Conqueror's  furvey,  laid 

in 
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in  the  hundred  of  Humbleyard,  and  had  a  church, 
and  twenty-three  acres  of  glebe,  and  the  moiety  oi 
another  advowfon,  belonging  to  it  :  Stoke  was  then 
a  mile  long,  and  four  furlongs  broad,  and  paid  i  id. 
to  the  geld,  without  Grenefvill. 

In  the  time  of  Henry  II.  Ralph  Curzun,  of 
Flegg,  was  lord,  and  fold  a  part  of  it,  to  be  held 
at  the  fifth  part  of  a  fee,  to  Robert  fon  of  Rofcelinc, 
which  conftituted  Rofceline's  manor  here,  and  which 
joined  to  the  manor  of  that  name  in  Poringland  ; 
both  which  have  been,  and  ftill  continue  joined  to 
this  manor  of  Blackworth. 

In  1 259  Robert  de  Curzun  granted  it  to  Simon 
de  Whatefield,  and  in  1267  Reginald  de  la  Wade 
and  Alice  his  wife  conveyed  it  to  Adam  abbot  of 
St.  Benet  at  the  Holm  ;  when  it  contained  a  capital 
meffuage,  a  carucate  of  land,  and  135.  and  4d.  an- 
nual rent,  in  Stoke  and  Grenefvill,  on  condition  the 
abbot  fhould  find  Reginald,  during  his  life,  two 
robes,  or  thirty  fhillings  fterling,  one  at  Chriftmas, 
the  other  at  Eafter  ;  .and  every  week  fourteen  loaves, 
and  eight  flaggons  of  ale,  fuch  as  the  monks  drank; 
and  to  Alice,  if  fhe  outlived  Reginald,  feven  loaves 
and  nine  flaggons  of  ale  ;  and  thus  the  manor  be- 
came joined  to 

The  MANOR  of  GREENESVILL,  or  GRANGVILLES 
ROCKELLS,  which  belonged  to  the  abbot  of  Holm, 
and  contained  that  part  of  Grenefvill  hamlet  which 
laid  in  Stoke. 

This  manor  was  confirmed  to  St.  Benet's  by  feve- 
ral  kings    and    popes ;    but  abbot  Conradc,    who 
lived  in  the  time  of  Henry  I.   granted  to  William 
Curzun  the  land  of  Grenefvill  in  fee,  who  there- 
upon 
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upon  fwore  fealty  to  the  church,  and  to  pay  fixty 
f -Hi  *  of  wheat ;  and  he  alfo  gave  two  parts  of  the 
tithes  of  his  land  at  Blackworth,  and  at  Frideflone 
or  Fritton,  to  that  monaftery,  and  William  his  me- 
ccffor  confirmed  it  ;  and  Daniel  abbot  of  Holm 
granted  it,  in  fee,  to  Robert  Picot  and  Beatrice  his 
wife,  for  the  fame  rent  ;  but  Ralph  Curzun  about 
the  time  of  Henry  II.  had  it,  and  acknowledged  that 
he  held  it  in  fee  of  the  abbot,  and  that  if  William 
Curzun,  of  Witchingham,  fhould  recover  it  againfl 
him,  he  would  not  fue  the  abbot :  he  gave  alfo  to  the 
abbey  two  (heaves  of  the  tithes  of  his  demeans  here, 
which  was  held  by  fir  Robert  Curzun  in  1239. 

This  Robert  in  1218  fold  half  the  manor  to 
Richard  de  Rupella  or  Rokele,  viz.  half  a  caruoate 
of  land,  iScc.  containing  an  hundred  acres,  to  be 
held  by  him  and  his  heirs  of  the  laid  Robert  and 
his  heirs,  by  the  yearly  rent  of  thirty  combs  of 
wheat,  and  the  fale  was  inrolled  before  the  itinerant 
juftices  in  eire  at  Norwich,  the  Sunday  next  after 
the  fcaft  of  St.  Agatha,  among  whom  were  Ralph 
Germvn,  Walter  de  Verdon,  Richard  de  Seinges, 
John  de  Worthftede  and  others  ;  and  fir  Richard  at 
the  fame  time  releafed  to  the  abbot  of  Holm,  all 
his  right  in  two  fheaves  of  the  tithe  corn  of  the  de- 
means of  this  manor;  the  abbot,  as  chief  lord -of 
the  fee,  confenting  to  the  alienation. 

Soon  after  this,  fir  Richard  granted  it  to  Reginald 
de  Karevrlla,  or  Carvill,  in  marriage  with  his  daugh- 
ter Alice,  and  they  afterwards  conveyed -it  again  to 
the  abbot  of  St.  Bennct,  who  fettled  it  on  fir  William. 
de  la  Rokele,  knt.  vvhofe  ion  fir  Richard  dc  la  Ro- 
G  kelc, 

*  Quere.     If  not  fixty  feums  of  wheat. — A  feana  is  eight 
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kele,  knt.  in  1296,  had  licence  of  king  Edward  1. 
to  exchange  this  manor  for  that  of  VVoodhall  in 
Sandringham,  which  was  accordingly  done,  and  the 
abbot  releafed  his  right  to  Rokele  in  his  pofleflions 
in  Appleton,  Sandringham^  Newton,  and  Wolfer- 
ton,  and  fo  they  became  united  to  Rokele  s  manor 
in  Appleton. 

In  1272  the  other  moiety  was  fold  by  Robert 
Curzun,  of  Town  Barningham,  and  Ralph  his  fon, 
to  fir  Simon,  fon  of  Richaid  Braunch,  and  it  is 
faid  to  lie  in  Cruchftoke  and  Caftor,  and  the  abbot 
of  St.  Bennet  confirmed  the  fale,  on  condition  he 
was  paid  yearly  thirty  combs  of  wheat;  and  if  it 
fhould  happen  that  fir  William  de  la  Rokele,  knt. 
ihould  recover  the  manor  of  Grenefvill  in  the  king's 
court,  namely  that  part  of  it  which  he  had  of  the 
gift  of  Reginald  de  la  Wade,  againft  the  laid  abbot, 
then  the  faid  Simon,  need  not  to  pay  the  corn  10  the 
faid  fir  William  de  la  Rokele,  as  was  ufed  to  be  paid 
to  fir  Robert  de  la  Rokele  his  father. 

In  1279,  fir  Simon  de  Grinvile,  or  fir  Simon 
Braunch  of  Grinvile,  died'feifed,  and  was  fucceeded 
by  Peter  Braunch,  who  in  1215  had  leet  and  view 
of  frank-pledge  allowed  him  here. 

The  other  part  of  the  town,  called  STOKE  MANOR. 
belonged  to  Gilbert  Pecche,  and  after  that  to  the 
Bv  dun  family,  and  then  to  the  Burgates ;  and  fif 
Baldwin  de  Burgate,  knt.  lord  of  it,  and  Rofe  his. 
wife,  gave  many  lands  here  to  St.  Bennet  s  abbey  ; 
and  in  1272  John  de  Tyvetefhall  held  it  of  Giles  de 
Wachefham,  of  the  manor  of  Thuriton  in  Suffolk, 
which  was  then  owned  by  Giles,  fon  of  the  faid 
Giles,  at  a  quarter  of  a  fee.  In  1285  William  de 
Montcjhenfi  was  lorrl,  and  he  and  his  tenants  were 

fummoned 
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fummoned  to  do  their  fuit  to   the  king's  hundred  of 
Henflcad,  though  he  had  a  leet  to  his  own  manor. 

This  year  all  thefe  manors  of  Stoke  and  Grenef- 
vill  were  united,  and  Andrew  de  Hengham  convey- 
ed them  to  Henry  de  Norwich  and  Catherine  his 
<ivife;  and  in  1297,  the  abbot  of  Holm  let  all  his 
revenues  here  for  life  to  fir  Walter  de  Norwich,  with 
the  free  chapel  by  the  fcite  of  this  manor  of  Grenef- 
vill,  with  Chapel-land  and  Chapel-acre,  with  the 
\vood,  and  fifty-fix  acres  of  demeans  joining  to  the 
fcite. 

In  1.301  there  was  an  extent  made  of  this  manor 
for  fir  \Valter  de  Norwich,  then  lord,  by  which  it 
appears,  that  the  prior  of  Hickling  had  twenty  acres 
of  land,  and  paid  to  the  lord  2s.  6d.  and  four  mine 
of  wheat ;  and  the  abbot  of  St.  Rennet  held  fifty- 
three  acres  of  land,  and  the  rents  were  355.  lod.  be- 
iides  the  corn  rents,  which  were  nine  quarters  and 
an  half  and  two  fifth  parts  of  a  bufhel. 

In  1302,  king  Edward  II.  granted  to  fir  John 
de  Norwich,  knt.  and  his  heirs,  free  warren  in  all 
his  demeans,  in  Crucheftoke,  Howe,  Shottifham, 
Poririgland,  Scuhhorpe,  I.yng,  and  Great  Mailing- 
ham  in  Norfolk,  Brorn  field,  Walpole,  Melles,  Wen- 
liafton,  Thorington,  Shiprneadow,  Metyngham,  ]]- 
ketefhale,  Rcdefham,  and  Dalyngho  in  Suffolk,  and 
foon  after  this  fir  Walter  purcnaied  all  he  could  in 
this  neighbourhood;  lor  in  1506  fir  Richard  de 
Boyland  granted  to  him  and  his  heirs,  all  the  lancU 
and  tenements  belonging  to  his  manor  of  Howe,  ly-" 
ing  in  Shottifharn,  there  being  twenty-five  tenants 
and  their  fervices,  all  which  he  added  to  this  ma- 
nor. The  fame  year  Reginald,  fon  of  Nicholas  de 
Shottifliam,  fold  him  all  his  meadows  and  maifhes 
G  2  between 
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between  the  water-mill  and  Markfhail  bridge;  and 
William,  fon  of  Peter  Butts,  of  Norwich,  an  cRate 
in  Blackworth  village,  in  Crucheftoke  parilh,  and 
lands  by  Grenefvill  hill,  in  Grenefvill  village  in 
Crucheftoke  aforefaid,  and  land  abutting  on  the 
way  called  Ykencldefgate. 

In  1308,  Thomas  fon  and  heir  of  fir  Peter  Ro- 
fceline,  knt.  granted  to  fir  Walter  de  Norwich  the 
yearly  rent  of  61i.  iis.  8d.  to  be  received  of  his  te- 
nants in  Poringland  Magna  and  Parva,  Crucheftoke, 
,Shottifhams,  and  other  adjoining  towns,  by  deed, 
dated  at  Blackworth  in  Stoke,  and  thus-Rofceline's 
manor  became  wholly  joined  to  this,  though  Tho- 
mas Rofceline,  upon  fuing  for  it,  was  returned  lord 
of  Rofceline's  manor  in  1315. 

In  1322  fir  Walter  Norwich,  knt.  and  Catherine 
his  wife,  owned  Blackworth  "in  Stoke,  arid  the  feve- 
ral  manors  and  fees  joined  to  it  ;  and  this  year  the 
fettlement  of  the  Norwich's  eftatc  was  made,  and 
by  fine  levied  between  John  de  Norwich,  querent  ; 
and  Regimus,  parfon  of  Hingham,  and  Walter  de 
Thurfton,  parfon  of  Sculthorpe,  deforcients,  the  ma- 
nors of  Sculthorpe,  Ling,  Howe,  and  Blackworth, 
with  the  advowfons  of  Ling,  Sculthorpe,  and  Howe, 
after  the  deceafe  of  Catherine  widow  of  fir  Walter 
de  Norwich,  knt.  and  of  Joan  widow  of  Alexander 
de  Clavering,  were  all  fettled  on  fir  John  de  Nor- 
wich and  his  heirs  male,  remainder  on  Thomas  de 
Norwich,  with  remainder  to  Roger,  brother  of  Tho- 
mas. 

In  1343,  Nicholas  fon  and  heir  of  John  de  Suf- 
field,  granted  divers  lands  to  fir  John  Norwich,  knt. 
and  in  1353  Henry  de  Kenton,  parfon  of  Swanton 
Abbots,  did  the  like. 

In 
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In  1356,  Edward  III.  confirmed  to  fir  John  de 
Norwich,  km.  his  charter  of  free  warren  in  all  his 
manors  and  demeans.  In  1372,  fir  John  fettled 
this,  and  other  manors  in  truft,  on  fir  John  Plais, 
fir  Robert  Howard,  lir  Roger  Boys,  knights,  and 
others. 

Tn  13/4,  this  manor  and  Metingham  caftlc,  and 
other  manors,  at  the  death  ol  fir  John  Norwich, 
jun.  knt.  defcended  to  Catherine  Brewfe,  his  coufm 
and  heir,  fhe  being  darughter  and  heir  of  Thomas, 
brother  to  fir  John  Norwich  the  elder,  father  of  fir 
Walter,  father  of  the  laft  fir  John,  and  fhe  fettled 
it  on  her  feoffees,  with  her  other  eftate. 

This  Catherine  in  1378  took  upon  her  a  religious 
habit,  and  became  a  nun  at  Dartford,  and  Margaret 
her  aunt  became  her  heir,  who  fiiil  married  to  fir 
Thomas  Caily,  knt.  and  then  to  Robert  Ufford, 
earl  of  Suffolk,  whofe  fon,  William  Ufford,  earl  of 
Suffolk,  inherited  and  was  lord  of  this  manor,  and 
died  in  1381. 

It  palfed  from  the  Suffolk  family  to  the  Billing- 
fords,  and  James  Billingford,  clerk  of  the  crown, 
who  had  an  annuity  of  2oli.  per  ann.  belonging  to 
that  office,  was  lord  here,  and  of  Sfepleford  in 
Hertfordiliire,  in  1388  ;  and  in  1476  one  of  the 
fame  name  had  it,  with  the  manors  of  Over  and 
Netherhal,  in  Toft  Monacorum. 

In  1558,  Edmund  Billingford,  of  Stoke  Holy 
Crofs,  efq.  was  buried  in  the  chancel,  by  the  tomb  of 
Elizabeth  his  firft  wife,  and  Catherine  his  wife  furvi- 
ved  him  ;  Thomas  his  fon  inherited  ;  he  had  a 
daughter  married  to  George  Sheffield,  a  brother 
named  Richard;  John  Appleyard,  of  Dunflon,  and 
G  3  Thomas 
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Thomas  Grefham.  being  his  coufins  :  in  1/571  his 
Ion  Thomas  was  lord,  and  married  Ann  daughter  of 
fir  Edmund  Jcnncy,  of  Knodefhall  in  Suffolk,  and 
was  fucceedcd  by  Edmund  Billingford,  who  married 
Elizabedi  Felton,  a  co-heircfs,  and  had  Thomas, 
who  firft  married  Mrs.  Harmau,  and  then  Mrs. 
Brown. 

In  1610,  Thomas  Billingford  fettled  Blackworth 
manor,  and  Rofceline's,  &c.  on  Samuel  Style  and 
Edmund  Purdye,  who  held  it  with  Stoke  manor, 
(then  called  Old  Hallfted  manor)  of  the  manor  of 
Forncet,  at  4d.  per  ann.  for  caftlcward  or  forewatch ; 
and  the  faid  manor  was  further  held  of  Barningham 
manor,  by  a  pound  of  pepper  yearly  ;  and  foon 
after,  Edward  D'Oyly,  efq.  purchafed  the  manor  of 
Blackworth-hall,  with  the  members  belonging  to  it, 
viz.  the  manors  of  Stoke  Holy  Crofs,  or  Old  Hall- 
fted, Rofceline,  Rokeles,  and  Grenefvill  or  Grange- 
ville,  &c.  and  it  hadi  palled  ever  finee  as  the  manor 
of  Shotdfliam. 

This  manor  hath  lete,  waif  and  ftray  ;  the  fines 
are  at  the  lord's  will,  and  the  woman's  dowry  is  one 
moiety. 

The  prior  of  Norwich,  had  large  revenues  here, 
in  lands  and  rents  of  divers  antient  donations  to 
that  monaftery  ;  and  the  advowfon  of  the  church 
was  given  and  impropriated  very  early,  for  John  fbn 
of  Oliver  de  Vaux,  lord  here,  acknowledged  by 
deed  under  his  feal,  to  the  prior  and  convent,  that 
he  had  no  right  in  any  part  of  the  advowfon,  on 
account  of  any  feoflfment  made  him  by  John  de 
Waxtunefham,  his  anceflors  having  long  before 
given  the  advowfon  to  the  monaftery,  to  which 
houfe  it  had  been  then  long  appropriated. 

In 
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In  1320,  brother  Ralph  de  Ilemcfly,  prior  of  St. 
Mary  at  Hickling,  exchanged  lands  with  the  prior  of 
N  ;nvich,  who  was  taxed  for  all  his  lands  and  tem- 
poral rents,  at  315.  gd.  without  thofe  of  the  abbot 
oF  Holm,  which  were  taxed  feparately  at  13d.  The 
whole  town  and  hamlets  being  charged  to  each  tenth 
at  I2li.  but  had  a  deduclion  of  2  li.  135.  4d.  allow- 
ed, on  account  of  the  lands  of  the  religious  here, 
they  being  taxed  by  themfelves. 

The  reclory  was  appropriated  to  the  chamberer's, 
or  chamberlain's  office,  in  the  priory  of  Norwich, 
and  had  a  vicarage  prefentativc,  and  afcerwards  en- 
dowed, but  was  never  taxed,  fo  that  it  is  not  menti- 
oned in  the  king's  books ;  and  indeed  the  town  it- 
felf  is  left  out  in  Saxton's  map  of  the  county.  The 
priors  of  Norwich  always  prcfented  to  the  vicarage 
till  the  diMblution,  and  then  it  was  granted  to  the 
dean  and  chapter,  who  are  impropriatois  and  patrons 
of  the  vicarage  at  this  time. 

In  Norwich  Doomfday  the  chamberer,  who  was 
then  impropriator,  had  a  houfe  and  twenty-four 
acres  of  land  ;  in  the  revifion  it  is  thus  entered,  to 
the  parfonage  belong  twenty-fix  acres  of  glebe,  and 
the  tithe  corn  only  ;  to  the  vicarage  twenty-two  acres 
of  glebe,  and  all  other  tithes  ;  and  the  Spirituals  of 
the  prior  of  Norwich  were  valued  at  fixteen  marks, 
and  the  temporals  of  the  abbot  of  Langley  at  45.  yd. 
It  formerly  paid  2S.  finodals,  but  no  procurations  to 
the  archdeacon,  it  being  one  of  the  peculiars  belong- 
ing to  the  dean  and  chapter,  though  now  it  feems 
otherwife,  for  in  the  revifion  of  the  archdeaconry  of 
Norfolk,  in  1630,  it  is  thus  entered, 

Stoke  Holy  Crofs  vicarage  :    Elizabeth  Burman, 

widow,  is  patronefs  and  proprietary,   (by  leafe  from 

G  4  the 
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the  dean  and  chapter)  Oliver  Harrifon,  clerk,  who 
alfo  holds  Shottifham  by  a  perfonal  union,  is  vicar. 
The  vicarage  is  valued  at  Jjl.  pays  ios.  tenths,  and 
I5d.  procurations  at  the  biOiop's  vifitation,  as.  fino- 
dals,  and  6s.  8d  archdeacon's  procurations..  But 
notwithstanding  this,  we  don't  ever  find  the  vicarage 
to  have  been  in  the  king's  books,  and  inflead  of  five 
pounds,  it  was  never  eftimated  before  the  'Reforma- 
tion at  but  five  marks,  and  not  at  all  as  we  can  find 
fmce ;  but  .being  not  mentioned  in  the  valor,  it  is 
capable  of  augmentation,  if  fworn  to  be  under  ^ol. 
per  ami.  clear;  but  it  appearing  by  Mr.  Eclon's  laft 
valor,  pubiifhed  in  1742,  not  to  be  certified  as  yet, 
till  that  is  done,  it  is  incapable  of  that  advantage. 

In  1550  the  dean  and  chapter  paid  to  the  bifhop 
of  Norwich  6s.  Sd.  per  ami.  for  a  parcel  of  tithes 
in  this  town,  lately  belonging  to  the  facrift  of  Holm 
abbey.  There  was  a  guild  held  in  this  church,  in 
honour  of  the  Holy  Crofs. 

On  the  outride  of  the  fouth  wall  of  the  church  is 
•a.  mural  monument,  with  this,

The  church  {lands  on  a  very  great  eminence ;  the 
weft  part  of  the  nave  (which  is  fifty-three  feet  long) 
is  tiled,  and  the  eaft  part  leaded;  the  chancel  is 
tiled,  and  is  twenty-three  feet  long  and  twenty  feet 
broad,  as  is  the  nave  •  it  has  a  fouth  porch  tiled, 

but 
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hut  no  ailcs;    the  fleeple   is  fquarc,  about  fifty  feet 
high,,  and  hath  three  bells. 

Within  the  altar  rails  lie  Dorothy,  fecond  daugh- 
ter of  John  Barman,  gent,  and  Catherine  his  xvife, 
born  in  1649,  buried  in  1653,  ail<*  alfo  John,  fon  of 
John  John/on,  gent,  and  Marv  his  wife,  ob.  1681. 
Matthias  their  fon  1677. 

In  the  womb  of  this  tomb,  twins,  in  expectation  lay, 
To  be  bom  in  the  morn  of  the  Refurrcclion-day . 

Robert  Legard  died  March  19,  1715,  aged  57.

The  Rev.  Charles  Millard  was  prefcnted  to  this 
vicarage  in  1776  by  the  dean  and  chapter  of  NJoi> 
wich. 

SURLINGHAM,  SUTHERLINGAHAM,  or  the  vil- 
lage of  low  meadows  on  the  fouth  fide  of  the  water,  was 
in  fevcral  parts  at  the  Confelfors  furvey.  The  chief 
manor  belonged  to  Ulketel  the  Dane,  and  was  after 
given  by  the  Conqueror  to  Roger  Bigot,  of  whom 
Ethard  de  Vaux  held  it  at  the  furvey,  when  the 
town  was  a  mile  long,  and  half  a  mile  broad,  and 
paid  igd.  to  the  geld,  towards  railing  everv  2os.  tax 
laid  on  the  hundred  :  this  constituted  the  manor  of 
Surlingham,  which  had  the  advowfon  of  St.  Mary's 

church 
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church  in  Surlingham  belonging  to  it  ;  and  it  con- 
tained alfo  the  greateft  part  of  the  adjacent  village 
of  Bramerton,  the  a'dvowfon  of  which  church  alfo 
belonged  to  it  ;  as  ajfo  the  advowfon  of  the  paro- 
chial church  of  St.  Saviour  in  Surlingham,  which 
was  given  with  the  church  of  St.  Mary  there,  to  the 
abbefs  and  nuns  at  Carrowe  by  Norwich,  by  Maud 
de  Multon,  lady  of  the  manor,  and  patronefs  of 
them  both  ;  and  immediately  after  the  gift,  the  rec- 
tory of  $t.  Saviour  was  appropriated  to  that  houfe, 
which  to  its  diflblution  received  all  the  great  and 
(mall  tithes  belonging  to  it,  paying  a  yearly  flipend 
out  of  them'  to  a  ferving  chaplain  here  :  and  it  con- 
tinued a  diftincl:  perpetual  curacy  till  lately. 

In  1630,  in  the  revision  of  the  archdeaconry  of 
Norfolk,  it  is  returned,  that  James  Culley,  clerk, 
was  then  curate  and  proprietor,  that  it  paid  1 8d.  fi- 
nodals,  and  55.  archdeacon's  procurations,  and  was 
appropriated  to  Carrowe  ;  and  there  being  no  vica- 
rage endowed,  it  was  never  entered  in  the  king's 
books.  The  abbefs,  in  order  to  get  it  appropriated, 
pretended  that  it  was  only  a  chapel  belonging  to  the 
church  of  St.  Mary  ;  but  that  was  contradicted  by 
the  return  then  made,  and  entered  *  in  Norwich 
Doomfday-book  :  where  it  is  faid,  that  Surlingham 
St.  Saviour  had  the  fame  patronefs  with  St.  Mary, 
and  that  though  they  had  now  valued  it  with  it,  yet 
heretofore  it  was  a  mother  church,  diftincl;  from  the 
other  church,  and  had  baptifm  and  burial  ;  for  the 
lady  Maud  de  Multon,  who  was  formerly  patron- 
efs of  the  fame,  declared  that  all  infants  born  in 
that  parifh  were  baptifed  there,  and  that  her  own 
brother,  and  many  others,  lie  buried  in  that  church, 
and  that  the  parifhioners  have  been  buried  there  im- 
memorially. 

In 
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In  the  Chorography  of  Norfolk,  St.  Saviour's 
church  at  Surlingnam  was  returned  to  be  a  donative, 
tome  time  belonging  to  the  priory  of  Carrowe,  and 
purchafed  of  the  king  after  the  diflbjjition,  whereto 
belonged!  one  barn,  and  no  other  houfes,  and  thirty 
acres  of  glebe  :  about  1705,  it  was  fettled  by  con- 
ient  of  all  parties,  that  the  impropriator  fliould  pay 
for  ever  a  clear  rent  charge  of  1 61.  a  year,  by  quar- 
terly payments,  and  fo  ihould  enjoy  all  the  great 
and  fmall  rithes  and  glebes  belonging  to  this  parifh; 
and  foon  after  the  fervice  was  removed  to  St.  Mary's, 
and  the  church  dilapidated  :  it  never  had  anv  flee- 
pie,  the  bell  hanging  in  a  nich  at  the  wed  end. 

The  nave  and  chancel  were  of  an  equal  heighth 
and  bignefs,  each  being  fifteen  yards  long  and  fix. 
broad  ;  and  had  a  fouth  porch. 

It  ftands  on  the  fide  of  a  hill,  about  two  furlongs 
nordi  eaft  of  the  church  of  St.  Mary  the  Virgin, 
which  was  given  alfo  by  Maud  de  Multon,  lady  of 
the  manor,  to  which  the  advowfon  was  till  that  time 
appendant. 

In  1706,  Francis  Brooke  was  inftituted  to  the  vi- 
carage of  Surlingham  St.  Mary,  at  the  nomination 
of  the  bifhop,  and  presentation  of  Nathaniel  Axtell, 
owner  of  Carrowe,  on  the  death  of  James  Bowgin, 
clerk.  Hitherto  the  impropriation  had  gone  with 
Can  owe,  but  foon  after  this  Mr.  Axtell  fold  the  im- 
propriations  of  both  churches,  and  the  prefentation 
to  the  vicarage  ;  and  on  the  fale,  fettled  a  clear  an- 
nuity of  i61.  to  be  paid  quarterly  out  of  the  great 
and  fmall  tithes  of  St.  Saviour,  and  the  parfonage 
houfe  and  glebe  lands  of  St.  Mary  ;  befides  which, 
all  the  frnall  ^thes  whatever  of  St.  Mary's  parifh 

belong 
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belong  to  the  vicar,  which  are  now  lett   to  the  ini- 
propriator. 

In  1725,  Thomas  Manlove,  A.  B.  was  inflituted 
by  Thomas  Tanner,  S.  T.  P.  on  the  refignation  of 
John  Fox,  and  prefentation  of  Richard  Gent,  at  the 
nomination  of  the  bifhop  of  Norwich,  to  the  vica- 
rage of  the  parifh  of  St.  Saviour  and  St.  Mary  of 
Surlingham,  and  was  inducted  by  the  archdeacon 
of  Norfolk. 

In  1731,  Gilbert  Bennet,  A.  B.  (now  rector  of  St. 
Peter's,  the  principal  church  in  the  city  of  Lincoln, 
below  hill,  1779)  on  the  cefflon  of  William  Evans, 
D°.  In  1736,  on  Bennet's  ceffion,  Roger  Giddings 
had  it,  and  held  it  with  Moulton  rectory  by  union  ; 
he  was  nominated  by  the  bifhop,  and  prefented  by 
Richard  Gent,  the  elder,  patron  and  impropriator, 
whole  fon,  Mr.  Richard  Gent,  of  Surlingham,  is 
the  prefent  impropriator  and  patron,  at  the  bifhop' s 
nomination. 

The  church  of  St.  Mary  hath  a  fteeple  about 
fifty  feet  high,  round  at  bottom,  and  octangular  at 
top,  and  four  bells  in  it. 

The  capital  MANOR   of   SURLINGHAM,  with  BAST- 
WICK'S,   PANCL-OSE,  and  VERDON'S  annexed. 

Surlingham  manor  belonged  to  Aitard  or  Ethard 
'de  Vaux,  who  held  it  of  Roger  Bigot  in  the  time  of 
"the  Conqueror,  and  it  continued  a  long  time  in  his 
family,  arid  paffed  with  the  manor  of  Kefwick. 

It  remained  in  the  Vaux's  family  till  about  1230., 
"and  then  John  de  Vaux  gave  it  with  his  daughter 
-Maud,  in  free  marriage,  to  Thomas  de  Multon  or 

Moulton, 
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Moulton,  of  Gilcfland  in  Cumberland,  and  they,  in 
1252,  had  a  charter  for  free  warren  in  all  their  de- 
rneans,  by  grant  of  king  Henry  III.  but  notwith- 
ftanding  this,  and  other  favours  conferred  on  him 
by  that  king,  he  deferted  him,  and  joined  with  the 
rebellious  barons  againft  theii  prince ;  upon  whicli 
the  king  feized  upon  this  manor,  and  gave  it  to  Wil- 
liam de  St.  Omer,  and  directed  his  writ  to  the  fhe- 
riff  of  the  county  to  deliver  him  feizin ;  but  the  fhe- 
riff  favouring  the  barons,  would  not  do  it,  and  for 
his  refufal  was  next  year  fined  lol.  and  after  that 
sol.  and  the  treafurer  of  the  Exchequer  was  ordered 
by  the  couit  to  levy  it.  But  after  this,  making  his 
peace  with  the  king,  he  died  feifed,  and  in  1275, 
Maud  his  wife  fettled  it  by  fine  on  herfelf  for  life, 
and  then  on  Hubert  de  Multon  her  fon.  She  was 
found  to  have  free  warren,  affife  of  bread  and  ale, 
and  view  of  frank-pledge,  in  the  towns  of  Surling- 
harn,  Bramerton,  and  Rockland,  but  that  the  leet, 
or  view  of  hank-pledge,  belonged  to  this  manor  only 
for  thirty  years  paft,  when  Andrew  Walceline,  bai- 
liff of  the  king's  hundred  of  Henflead,  to  which 
tbefe  letes  belonged,  took  of  the  then  lord  of  Sur- 
lingham,  twenty  (hillings  and  a  robe,  to  fay  nothing 
of  it. 

In  1295,  it  was  found  that  Maud  de  Vaux,  widow 
of  Thomas  de  Multon,  died  feifed,  and  left  it  to 
Hubert  her  Ton,  as  guardian  to  Thomas  her  grand  - 
fon,  fon  of  her  eldeli  fon  Thomas  de  Multon,  who 
died  before  his  father ;  but  when  the  laid  Thomas 
the  grandfon  came  of  age,  he  releafed  it  to  his  un- 
cle Hubert,  who  held  it  of  the  faid  Thomas  dc 
Multon,  who  was  found  to  hold  five  fees  in  Stirling- 
ham,  Denham,  Kirby,  Kefwick,  and  Gringleforcl,  of 
Forncet.  At  Hubert's  death,  John  de  Multon  his 
fon  inherited,  who  held  it  of  that  Thomas  de  Mul~ 

tou, 
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ton,  of  Gilefland,  who  had  releafed  it  to  his  father 
Hubert :  and  it  feems  that  John  died  a  minor,  and 
was  fucceeded  by  Margaret  du  Bois  his  lifter,  then 
the  wife  of  fir  William  Leigh,  knt.  for  they  fettled 
in  in  truft  on  Adam  de  Brampton  and  William  de 
Tofts,  it  being  then  worth  32!.  145.  per  ami. 

In  1378,  fir  William  Leigh,  knt.  was  fole  lord, 
and  granted  off  a  fortieth  part  of  a  fee  here  and  in 
Rockland,  to  the  abbot  of  Langley ;  that  part  here 
conflituted  the  abbot's  manor.  He  died  feifed  this 
year,  and  fir  William  de  Leigh,  knt.  his  fon,  fuc- 
ceeded him. 

In  1415,  this  fir  William  fettled  this  manor,  and 
Bramerton  advowfon,  on  himfelf  and  Agnes  his  wife, 
in  tail,  Henry  Preflon  and  others  being  truiiees :  he 
gave  lands  in  Cringleford  to  St.  Giles's  hofpital  in 
Norwich;  to  the  deed  is  his  feal  affixed,  circum- 
fcribed,  "  Sigillum  Domini  Willi.  de  Lcgh  Militis." 
The  crefl  is  a  falcon  rifing  from  a  torce;  the  arms 
are,  two  bars  furmounted  by  a  bend  chequy.  He 
died  in  1427,  and  Agnes  his  wife  fiirvived  him,  and 
fir  William  Leigh,  knt.  his  fon  and  heir,  had  livery 
of  his  lands:  he  died  about  149*,  and  Thomas 
Leigh,  or  Lye,  his  fon  inherited,  who  died  in  14^4, 
feifed  of  this  manor  and  Bramerton  advowfon.  which 
extended  into  Bramerton,  Kirby-Bedon,  Yelverton, 
Bixley,  Poringland,  and  Framlingham  ;  it  being  held 
of  the  lord  Dacres,  who  held  it  of  the  Norfolk  fa- 
mily. Robert  Leigh,  his  fon  and  heir,  fucceeded. 

In  1327,  John  Leigh,  efq,  paid  to  Richard  Bain- 
ard,  feodary  to  the  duke  of  Norfolk,  4!.  for  an  aid 
to  marry  Catherine,  daughter  of  Thomas  duke  of 
Norfolk,  he  holding  Surlingham  manor  at  four  fees, 
of  his  honour  of  Forncet.  After  him  Tho.  Leigh, 

efc. 
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efq.  and  Maud  his  wife,  owned  it,  who  feems  to  have 
been  a  Redman,  it  being  fettled  at  their  marriage  on 
Matthew  Redman,  in  truft. 

In  1.556,  Thomas  Samfon,  a  truftce,  releafed  to 
Thomas  Leigh  the  manor,  with  a  warren  of  conies, 
free  warren,  Sec.  in  Surlingham  and  Bramerton:  in 
1568  Thomas  Leigh,  efq.  conveyed  it  to  Richard 
Lowthcr;  and  in  1570,  fir  Thomas  Gawdy,  knt. 
of  Claxton,  was  lord,  and  had  free  fifhery  in  the  ri- 
ver belonging  to  it. 

In  15^7,  at  the  death  of  fir  Thomas  Gawdy,  knt. 
one  of  the  juftices  of  the  Common  Pleas,  who  died 
the  54th  of  November,  it  was  found  that  Henry,  his 
fon  and  heir,  was  then  36  years  old,  and  that  the 
manors  of  Baftwick  in  Surlingham,  and  Panclofe 
there,  were  held  in  capite  of  the  king,  that  Verdon's 
manor  in  Surlingham  was  held  of  Forncet,  as  was 
alib  the  capital  manor  of  Surlingham. 

In  1 603,  fir  Henry  Gawdy,  knt.  was  found  lord, 
as  heir  to  his  father  fir  Thomas,  who  purchafed  it  of 
Mr.  Leigh.  The  fines  are  certain  at  two  fhillings 
an  acre. 

It  was  fold  by  Gawdy  to  Mr.  Corbet,  and  belong- 
ed afterwards  to  Mr.  Corey,  and  after  that  to  Major 
Hauteyn,  who  fold  it  (the  advowfon  of  Bramerton 
and  the  warren  excepted)  to  Col.  Thomas  Sidney,  of 
Ranvvonh,  whofe  two  daughters  and  heirefles  had 
it;  Mary  married  to  fir  Brownlowe  Sherrard,  ban. 
who  releafed  their  right  to  William  Perry,  efq.  of 
Turvile  Park  in  Buckinghamlhire,  who  married  Eli- 
zabeth, filler  to  the  faid  Mary. 

The 
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The  court  is  ufually  kept  at  Coldhara  hall,  com- 
monly called  the  Wood's  End,  which  formerly  be- 
longed to  one  of  the  united  manors,  but  is  now  a 
publick-houfe  belonging  to  a 'private  owner. 

EARLHAM'S  MANOR  in  Surlingham,  with  LITTLE- 
BREECHE  in  Rockland.  This  manor  belonged  to 
Godric  the  fewer,  and  Alnot  the  Saxon,  when  the 
furvey  was  taken  :  in  1215,  Roger  de  Veteri  Pome 
or  Vipond,  had  it  :  it  was  fume  time  owned  by 
John  de  Earlham,  from  whom  it  took  its  prefent 
name.  In  1272,  it  had  affife  of  bread  and  ale, 
and  William  de  Carleol,  a  minor,  in  the  cuftody  of 
fir  Richard  de  Boyland,  had  it.  In  1285,  fir  Tho- 
mas de  Helgeton  or  Hellington  owned  it,  and  joined 
his  manor  of  Little-Breeche  in  Rockland  to  it,  which 
hath  paffed  with  it  ever  fince. 

Sir  Thomas  Gawdy  purchafed  it  of  Mr.  Holdich, 
of  Ranworth,  and  left  it  to  Henry  Gawdy,  efq.  his 
fon,  and  it  was  fold  by  the  Gawdys. 

In  1720,  Thomas  Rant,  efq.  of  Yelverton,  was 
lord  ;  at  whofe  death  James  Rant,  efq.  of  Mend- 
ham,  his  brother,  had  it,  whofe  fon,  William  Rant, 
of  Mendham,  efq.  fold  it  to  James  Branfby,  of 
ShottiQiam,  gent,  the  prefent  lord. — The  elded  foil 
is  heir,  and  it  gives  no  dower. 

The  court  is  ufually  kept  at  the  public-hoafe  cal- 
led the  Ferry,  which  is  owned  by  the  earl  of  Role- 
berry,  who  married  the  heirefs  of  Bixley,  the  late 
Mils  Ward,  fifter  to  the  late  fir  Randal  Ward,  bait. 

ABBOTS  of  LANGLEY  MANOR,  in  Surlingham, 
was  granted  (part  by  fir  William  Leigh,  part  by 
Richard  de  Hoe  or  Howe,  and  part  by  others)  to 

that 
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t'-iat  houfe.  In  1285,  the  abbot  was  fummoned  to 
{he\v  \vhy  his  villains  of  Surlingham  did  not  do  fuit 
to  the  king's  hundred  court  :  but  the  abbot  was  dil- 
charged,  on  proving  no  fuch  fuit  was  ever  done. 

In  1401,  the  abbot  held  a  fortieth  part  of  a  fee 
here,  and  in  Rockland,  of  fir  William  de  Leigh 
and  Nicholas  de  Cailello  or  Cafile  ;  and  another 
part  of  the  heirs  of  Hubert  de  Multon.  This  con- 
tinued in  the  abbey  to  its  diifolution,  and  it  feeins 
afterwards  to  have  been  joined  to  the  capital  manor. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Gogill  was  prefented  to  the  cu- 
racy of  Surlingham  St.  Mary,  1766,  and  alfo,  at 
the  lame  time,  to  St.  Saviour,  on  the  nomination  of 
the  bifhop  of  Norwich. 

TROWSE  and  NEWTON  ;  now  called  Trowfc 
with  Newton,  the  latter  being  a  hamlet  to  the  for- 
mer, though  originally  it  was  the  contrary ;  Newton 
being  the  principal  part  or  manor,  and  Trowfe  an 
appendage  to  it.  Bifliop  Stigand  owned  all  Newton, 
and  about  half  Trowfe,  and  a  free-woman  held  them 
of  him  :  at  the  conqueft  Godric  {eizcd  it,  but  could 
riot  keep  it,  for  upon  her  appeal  to  the  Conqueror 
himfelf,  flic  had  it  reflored  for  life  :  it  contained 
three  furlongs  in  length,  and  four  in  breadth,  and 
paid  Sd.  geld,  towards  every  aos.  raifed  on  the  hun- 
dred. There  never  was  a  parifh  church  at  Newton, 
but  the  inhabitants  always  went  to  Trowfe.  After 
her  death  Godric  had  it,  and  Ralph  Fitz-Godric 
gave  it,  with  the  advowfon  of  Trowfe,  to  the  monks 
of  Norwich,  which  gift  king  Henry  II.  confirmed. 

In    1285,  the  jury  prefented,  that  the  bailiff  of 
the  king's  hundred  of  Henitead  always  held  his  hun- 
dred court  at  Trowfc,  till  within  thefe  thirteen  years 
H  fi 


paft,  when  he  was  inhibited  fo  doing  by  the  prior 
of  Norwich,  lord  there,  under  pain  of  excommuni- 
cation ;  and  it  being  found  to  be  one  of  the  prior's 
manors,  enjoying  the  privileges  of  the  church,  and 
that  this  was  nx>  damage  to  the  crown  nor  country, 
the  inhibition  was  confirmed.  In  1428,  the  prior 
was  taxed  for  his  temporals  here  at  lol.  Ss.  lod.  ob. 

At  the  diflblution,  Trowfe  and  Trowfe-Newton 
jnanor,  with  the  impropriate  re£lory  and  advowfon 
of  the  vicarage,  were  conveyed  to  the  dean  and 
chapter  of  Norwich,  who  are  now  lords,  impropri- 
atois,  and  patrons  of  the  vicarage. 

Trowfe-Newton  hall  is  an  antient  building,  creel- 
ed by  the  priors  of  Norwich,  whofe  country  feat  it 
was  :  it  had  a  chapel  and  all  offices  convenient :  in 
1335,  Edward  III.  and  Philippa  his  queen  lodged 
there.  It  continued  as  a  retirement  for  the  Danes, 
long  after  the  diffolution  ;  but  is  now  held  upon 
leale  by  Capt.  Money,  late  quarter  mafter  general 
to  the  army  commanded  by  Gen.  Burgoyne  in 
North  America.  Capt.  Money  has  creeled  a  new 
building  upon  an  eminence  that  commands  a  view 
of  the  city  of  Norwich,  the  river  winding  through 
the  meadows,  and  the  country  round  to  a  confide  - 
rable  diilance. 

ROKELE'S  MANOR  in  Trowfe,  extended  into  a 
great  number  of  the  adjacent  villages,  but  though  it 
was  fo  very  confiderable  at  that  time,  the  fevcral 
parts  have  been  fold  off  or  manumiied,  fo  that  the 
late  fir  Randal  Ward,  bart.  was  the  only  remaining 
copyhold  tenant  of  the  manor  ;  which  Anfcot  had 
at  the  Confeffor's,  and  Ranulf  or  Ralph  at  the  Con- 
queror's furvey,  who  held  it  of  Roger  Bigot,  and  it 
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hath  been  held  always  of  the  Norfolk  family,  as  of 
Jrorncet  manor. 

William  Curzim  was  lord  here,  and  gave  it  with 
•  his  daughter,  Alice,  to  Richard  de  Rupibus,  Ru- 
pella.  Rock,  or  Rokele,  who  had  Richard  and  Re- 
ginald ;  but  they  dying  without  iffue,  William  Ro- 
kele their  brother  mcceeded. 

In  1268  Thomas  Rokele  was  lord,  and  in  I28fr 
Henry  Rokele,  who  the  next-  year  conveyed  it  to 
Richard  de  la  Rokele,  who  was  lord  in  1306, 

In  1390-11  was  owned  by  John  Rokele  or  Athyl, 
citizen  of  Norwich,  who  then  conveyed  to  fir  Miles 
Stapleton,  km.  fir  Roger  de  Boys,  knt.  Richard  de 
Cratefield,  mafter  of  Norton-Subcorfe  college,  and 
William  de  Claxton,  this  manor  ;  with  twenty  acres 
of  demeans  called  Trowfe  Hills,  355.  quit-rents, 
one  capon,  and  one  pound  of  cinnamon  ;  with  li- 
berty of  holding  a  court  every  three  weeks  in 
Trowfe  ;  with  the  fuit  of  all  the  tenants  belonging 
to  this  manor,  in  Witlingharn,  Trowfe  cum  New- 
ton, Bixley,  Kirby  Bedon,  Bramerton,  Tafburgh, 
Bracondale,  Rockland.Carleton  Juxta,  Langlcy,  Sur- 
lingham,  and  Arminghall. 

In  1357  William  Athyl  arid  Jeffrey  Vernon  grant- 
ed lands,  Sec.  which  wrere  joined  to  thefe  manors,  to 
William  de  Blickling,  Bartholomew  de  Appelyard, 
and  John  de  Gauflon.  •  * , 

It  after  belonged  to  John  Potter,  then  to  John  de 
Witton  ;  and  about  1403  John  de  Barney  and  Wm. 
de  Catton  had  it  :  after  that,  Edmund  Gaily,  of 
Trowfe,  gent,  who  enfeoffed  fir  John  Clifton,  knt. 
John  Atchirche,  efq.  Andrew  Syre,  of  Suriingham  ; 
H  2,  Richard 
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Richard  Rede,  of  Oxburgh  ;  Edmund  Fairhcd,  of 
Trowfe  ;  and  William  Narford,  of  Bixley  :  it  bad 
been  then  in  truftees  hands,  for  they  had  it  of  the 
feoffment  of  John  Hempflcde,  citizen  of  Norwich. 
Roger  Pratt,  clerk,  William  Ymmis,  and  Thomas 
Wild. 

In  1438,  Robert  Howlyn,  clerk,  conveyed  it  ttr 
•Tir  John  Clifton,  km.  John  Windham,  efq.  and 
William  Gladine,  of  Norwich,  notary  public  ;  with 
all  the  fifheries,  {'wan-marks,  &c.  and  in  1445,  they 
releafed  it  to  Clifton. 

In  1491  it  belonged  to  John  Blake,  who  lies  bu- 
ried in  the  chancel,  with  this  infcription  on  a  brafi 
plate  : 

Orate  pro  anima  Johannis  Blah,  qui  olijt  xm°  die 
men/is  March  A,  D.  M.CCCC.LXXXI.  cujus  anime  pro-, 
picietur  Deus. 

Under  it  was  a  fliield  parted  per  chev.  in  chejf 
two  cinquefoils  pierced,  in  bafe  a  batt. 

It  was  after  this  fettled  on  the  matter  and  bre- 
thren of  St.  Giles's  Hofpital  in  Norwich,  and  by 
them  tied  to  find  bifhop  Goldwell's  chaplains  :  it 
now  belongs  to  St.  Giles's  Hofpital,  to  which  the 
mayor  and  aldermen,  of  the  city  of  Norwich  are 
perpetual  truftees. 

The  church  is  twenty-feven  yards  long,  and  eight 
broad  :  it  hath  a  fquare  tower,  about  fixteen  yards 
high,  in  which  are  three  bells.  The  church  and 
chancel  are  both  leaded:  there  is  alfo  a  fouth  porch ; 
and  the  vicarage  houfe  and  yards  join  to  the  fouth 
fide  of  the  church-yard. 

At 
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At  the  outfide  of  the  eaft  gable  of  the  chancel, 
on  a  ftone  under  a  nich,  in  which  an  image  former- 
ly flood,  is  this  : 

XVILELMUS  :  DE  :  KIRKEBI  :  PRIOR  :  NORWIG  :  ME  I 
POSVIT  :  GVIVS  :  AMME  :  PROPIGIETVR  :  DEVS. 

It  feems  he  built  the  chancel,  and  placed  the 
image  of  St.  Andrew  the  Apoftle  (to  whom  the 
church  is  dedicated)  in  it,  in  view  of  all  the  pafTen- 
gers  in  the  high-way,  which  goes  under  the  church- 
yard wall :  in  1280  he  leaded  it  and  glazed  it,  at  a 
great  expence. 

In  the  chancel,  Carolus  Suckling  de  Bracondale  Ge- 
ncrofus,  Caroli  Suckling;  de  Woodton,  Filius  naiu  Mi- 
nor, communi  pejlc  cbijt  15  Julij  fatali  Anno  1666. 
Maria  Uxor  ejus  e  Generoja  Aidrickiorum  de  Mangreen 
Famdia,  Hares  unica  Relicla,  per  Annos  fermc  qitinqiie 
Icnta  Tabe  la?iguida,  charum  Jecuta  ejl  iiirum  iS°  Apri- 
lis  A°  1671. 

Utnujque  optime  merentiutn  Memories,  Quatuor  filial 
Superjlius  pie  pojuere. 

The  church  was  appropriated  to  Norwich  prior 
and  monks  in  1205,  bv  John  de  Grey,  bifhop  of 
Norwich,  at  the  death  of  mafter  Simon  de  Plump- 
flede,  the  laft  reclor,  to  the  office  of  the  facrift,  a 
penfion  of  two  pieces  of  gold,  (duorum  aureorum) 
being  referved  to  the  cellerer  ;  and  the  prior  was 
taxed  for  his  fpirituals  at  twelve  marks.  There  was 
a  vicarage  endowed,  which  was  always  prefented  to 
by  the  priors  ;  and  its  advowfon  belongs  now  to  the 
dean  and  chapter,  and  is  one  of  their  peculiars. 

H3  The 
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The  Rev.  Charles  Mallard  was  preferred  to  this 
vicarage,  with  the  curacy  of  Witlingham,  by  the 
dean  and  chapter  of  Norwich,  1772. 

WITLINGHAM.  or  WICKLTXGIIAM.  This  vil- 
lage was  in  two  parts  at  the  Confeilbr's  furvey ;  one 
belonged  to  Edric  de  Laxiield,  and  was  a  beruite  to 
Eaton,  and  after  paffirig  a  long  time  with  the  manor 
of  Rokeles  in  Trovvfe,  became  joined  to  a  manor  in 
Kirby-Bedori,  and  after  to  Wadker's  in  Wymond- 
liam. 

The  principal  manor  of  this  village  belonged  to 
bifhop  Stigand,  and  was  held  by  Ulflet,  a  free  wo- 
man, in  the  Confeffor's  time,  being  then  worth  .205. 
There  was  a  church  and  ten  acres  of  glebe,  valued 
at  i  sd.  a  year,  and  the  whole  was  of  bifhop  Ayl- 
mar's  fee. 

At  the  conqueft  it  was  rifen  to  305.  a  year,  and 
the  town  was  then  half  a  mile  long,  and  as  much 
broad,  and  paid  7d.  to  the  geld  towards  every  aos. 
railed  in  the  hundred.  The  Conqueror  gave  it  to 
Roger  Bigot,  of  whom  if  was  held  by  Robert  de 
Curcun,  or  Curzun,  at  the  furvey,  and  after  by  Wil- 
liam de  C.urzun  his  ion,  who  fold  it  to  Ofbert  and 
Parnel  his  wife,  and  they  were  infeoffed  of  it ;  and 
it  continued  with  Carleton  till  1320,  and  from  that 
time  with  Coftefey,  in  the  Jerninghams,  till  the  year 
1342,  and  then  fir  Peter  Jerningham,  knt.  conveyed 
it  to  William  Berte. 

In  1371,  Richard  le  Spencer  was  lord.  In  1393 
George  de  Felbrigge,  and  Amy  his  wife,  fold  it  to 
William  de  Ermyn,  clerk,  in  trail  for  Edward  Ger- 
bridge  and  Cicily  his  wife,  and  their  heirs. 

In 
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In  1432,  John  Coppledick  was  lord,  and  after- 
wards Margaret,  daughter  of  John  Coppledick,  wife 
of  Thomas  Zouch,  efq.  fettled  it,  with  other  ma- 
nors, on  Peter  Arderne  their  trufiec ;  for  in  1478, 
fir  John  Coppledick  paid  his  relief  for  two  fees  ; 
and  in  1435,  fir  John  Coppledick,  knt.  and  Eliza- 
beth his  wife,  fold  it  to  Nicholas  Hare  and  others, 
when  it  extended  into  Kirby-Bedon,  Trowfe,  Laken- 
ham,  Bixley,  Framlingham,  Yelverton,  Norton  Sub- 
corfe,  Newton  Flotman,  Rockland,  Bramerton,  and 
Surlingham  ;  and  in  1.546,  by  the  name  of  fir  Ni- 
cholas Hare,  knt.  he  and  Robert  Hare  had  a  grant 
of  Saham's  in  Kirby-Bedon,  and  of  the  impropriate> 
reclory  and  advowfon  of  Witlingham,  and  fo  it  came 
joined  to  the  manor, 

In  1549,  Robert  Hare  fettled  on  fir  Nicholas  Hare> 
knt.  and  Miles  Hare,  his  fon  and  heir,  this  manor, 
impropriation,  and  advo-wfon,  with  the  manor  and 
third  part  of  the  advowfon  of  Kirby-Bedon. 

This  Miles  was  lord  in  15,59,  when  he  paid  his 
relief  for  two  fees,  which  this  manor  was  held  by, 
to  Robert  Kempe,  efq.  fcodary  to  the  duke  of  Nor- 
folk, of  whom  it  was  heid. 

In  1609,  Michael,  fon  of  Michael  Hare,  efq.  held 
it  at  two  fees  of  Forncet  manor,  and  in  1610  fold 
them  to  Owen  Shepherd,  efq.  general-receiver  to 
Henry  Howard,  earl  of  Northampton,  by  which  of- 
fice he  much  advanced  his  fortunes. 

It  continued  in  this  family  till  Robert  Shepherd, 
efq.  barrifter  at  law,  fold  it  to  Mr.  Cock  of  Nor- 
wich, by  whom  it  was  fold  to  Edward  Peirce,  gent, 
of  Parfons  Green,  in  Fulham  parifh,  Middlefex,  fon 
of  Edw.  Peirce,  of  London,  efq.  by  Mary,  daughter 
H  4  of 
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of  Thomas  Bifhop,  of  London,  gent,  and  grandfon 
of  John  Peirce,  of  Glyn,  by  Alice  White  of  Lewes 
in  SufTex;  and  by  Mary,  daughter  and  co-heir  of 
fir  Dudley  Carleton,  (by  his  fecond  wife  Lucy  Crofts, 
of  Crofts  cattle  in  Herefordfhire)  he  had  Edward 
Peirce,  lieutenant-general,  colonel  Thomas  Peirce, 
major-general  in  1693,  anc*  Mary,  Lucy,  Bridget,  8cc. 

John  Beevor,  M.  D.  of  Norwich,  has  a  confider- 
able  property  in  this  hamlet. 

The  church  was  dedicated  to  St.  Andrew  the 
apoftle,  and  its  advowfon  belonged  to  the  manor. 
It  was  founded  before  the  Confeffor's  furvey,  for  it  is 
entered  there. 

In  1249,  Richard  de  Rokcle,  lord  of  that  part 
of  the  town  which  belonged  to  Rokele's  manor  in 
Trowfe,  claimed  a  right  of  prefentation  againft  Ag- 
nes, widow  of  Roger  Fiiz-Gfbert,  who  then  held 
the  manor  in  dower ;  but  upon  proof  that  William 
de  Curzun,  Fits-Ofberfs  predeceffor,  always  prefent- 
cd  fingle,  it  was  confirmed  abfolutely  to  the  manor; 
and  was  after  given  by  Peter  Pitz-Ofbert,  lord  here, 
to  the  canons  of  St.  Clave  at  Herringfleet  in  Suffolk, 
of  his  father's  foundation,  and  was  immediately  ap- 
propriated to  their  houfe,  and  having  no  vicarage 
endowed,  they  took  the  annual  profits,  and  paid  a 
chaplain  qr  curate  for  ferving  the  church,  till  the  dif- 
folution,  when  it  was  granted  to  fir  Nicholas  Hare, 
knt.  and  from  that  time  to  this  hath  palfed  with  the 
manor,  with  which  it  now  remains. 

Norwich  Doomfday  tells  us  that  it  had  a  houfe 
and  twelve  acres  of  glebe,  was  valued  at  five  marks 
and  an  half,  and  was  appropriated  to  the  prior  of  St. 
Olave. 

In 
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In  the  Revifion  of  the  archdeaconry  of  Norfolk, 
made  in  1630,  Laurence  Townly,  curate,  received 
a  clear  ilipend  of  4!.  per  ann. 

But  foon  after,  the  church  being  dilapidated,  (for 
now  the  walls  only  and  a  fquare  tower  remain)  it 
was  joined  to  Kirby-Bedon  (the  manor  of  which  be- 
longed at  that  time  to  the  fame  owner)  and  continued 
with  it  many  years  ;  and  the  rcclor  of  that  church 
received  the  ftipend  and  other  ecclefiaflical  dues,  and 
then  performed  the  duty  by  burying  the  parifhioners 
at  Kirby,  Sec.  but  it  is  now  joined  to  Trowfe. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Ames  was  prefemed  to  this  cu- 
racy in  1 754. 

YELVERTON.  This  parifh  is  in  the  liberty  of 
the  duke  of  Norfolk,  as  a  member  to  Framlinghara 
manor,  which  hath  the  fuperior  jurifdiclion  over  the 
town.  It  belonged  to  Ralph  earl  of  Norfolk  when 
he  abjured  the  realm,  and  after  to  Roger  Bigot. 

In  the  ConfefTor's  time  Alnoth,  a  Saxon,  and 
Alured  had  it  under  bifhop  Stigand.  Yelverton  was 
then  half  a  mile  long,  and  four  furlongs  broad,  and 
paid  lod.  ob.  to  the  geld;  but  it  is  now  much, 
larger,  for  the  village  of  Appleton,  now  called  Al- 
pington,  is  joined  to  this  town,  though  it  was  then 
a  feparate  village  belonging  to  Edwin  in  the  Confef- 
for's  time,  and  to  Roger  Bigot  in  the  Conqueror's, 
and  was  of  more  annual  value  than  all  Yelverton. 
Alpington  is  that  part  lying  againft  Yelverton  heath, 
and  hath  a  conitable  chofen  by  itfelf,  who  anfwers 
its  vagrant  and  bridge  money  in  the  hundred  of 
Loddon,  but  all  other  dues  to  Yelverton. 

LODDOM 
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LODDON  H.  Alpington,  for  a  fix  hundred  pounds 
levy  pays  five  {hillings. 

It  paid  to  each  tenth  il.  i6s.  but  had  a  deduction 
of  IDS.  for  the  lands  of  the  religious  in  this  place. 
It  had  a  feparate  leet  for  it  at  Framlingham  court. 

Ift  1285,  Roger  le  Bigot,  earl  of  Norfolk,  had 
the  leet,  view  of  frank-pledge,  affife  of  bread  and 
ale,  and  free  warren  in  Yelverion,  as  a  member  of 
his  manor  of  Framlingham,  with  which  it  hath  paf- 
fed  to  this  day. 

At  the  conqueft  there  was  a  church  and  twenty- 
acres  of  glebe,  valued  at  2od.  the  advowfon  of  which 
belonged  to  Framlingham  manor,  but  was  granted 
off  with  a  quarter  of  a  fee  by  the  Bigots,  and  con- 
flituted  the  manor  called  afterwards  Yelverton's  ma-

YELVERTON,  or  YELVERTON'S  MANOR.  In  1198, 
Ralph  Fitz-Robert,  to  whom  it  was  firft  granted, 
conveyed  it  to  Ralph  Fitz-Ralph  and  William  fon  of 
Adam  de  Hengham,  with  the  advowfon,  lands,  and 
eight  (hillings  per  ann.  rents. 

It  afterwards  belonged  to  William  de  Baconfthorpe, 
and  in  1235  to  William  Grimbalde.  In  1328,  Ro- 
bert de  Baconfthorpe  held  it;  about  1308,  Peter 

BOIUB 
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Bozun  and  Sarah  his  wife  had  it,  and  in  1325  fold 
it  with  the  advowfon  to  fir  Jeffrey  Wythe. 

In  1326,  Simon  fon  of  Adam  Athyl  of  Narbo- 
rough,  re&or  of  Rockland  Toftes,  confirmed  to  fir 
Jeffrey  Wythe,  knt.  all  the  fervices  which  he  could 
have  in  this  town  of  Robert  de  Yelverton  and  his 
parceners,  from  the  lands  they  held  here,  all  which 
fervices  he  had  purchafed  of  Maud  his  mother,  Ro- 
bert fon  of  Richard  de  Corfton,  Henry  Wime'r  and 
Eleanor  his  wife,  and  Robert  fon  of  Jeffrey  dc  El- 
lingham,  who  were  the  heirs  of  fir  Ralph  at  \Vode 
of  Sahara.  In  1349,  fir  Oliver  Wythe  was  lord  and 
patron,  and  it  came  afterwards  to 

The  YELVERTON  s. 

The  {irft  of  this  family  that  began  to  purchafc  and 
raife  an  eftate  here,  was  William  Yelverton  and  Ma- 
bel his  wife,  who  in  1308,  the  26.  of  Edward  II. 
purchafed  many  lands  of  Richard  de  la  Rokele,  which 
till  then  belonged  to  Rokele's  manor  in  Trowfe.  In 
1317  he  purchafed  more  lands  of  Roger  de  Walfham 
and  Thomas  de  Langhale.  About  1322,  John  de 
Yelverton,  of  Rackheath,  purchafed  this  manor  and 
advowfon  of  fir  Oliver  Wythe.  In  1345,  Robert  de 
Yelverton  his  fon  held  it  of  the  faid  Oliver,  and  he 
of  the  Norfolk  family.  In  1391,  the  ir,th  of  Ri- 
chard II.  John  de  Yelverton  and  Margaret  his  wife, 
had  all  the  Yelverton  eftate  here.  In  1444,  the  23d 
of  Henry  VI.  William  Yelverton,  juftice  of  the 
King's  Bench,  owned  it  ;  and  in  1462  his  commif- 
fion  was  renewed,  and  again  in  1471.  In  1499, 
the  i  5th  of  Henry  VII.  William  Yelverton,  jun. 
efq.  foil  of  fir  William  Yelverton,  knt.  the  judge, 
had  the  eftate  at  his  father's  death  :  this  William 
Ydverton,  of  Rackheath,  cfq.  died  feifed  in  1518, 
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the  loth  of  Henry  yili.  May  3,  inteRatc,  and 
James  Holmes  adminiftered,  in  right  of  Ann  his 
wife,  fitter  and  heir  of  the  deceafed  ;  and  in  1551, 
the  5th  of  Edward  VI.  Ann  Holmes,  their  daugh- 
ter, held  the  meffuage  called  Yelvertoii  manor,  or 
Yelverton  hail,  and  left  it  to  William  Holmes,  her 
fon  and  heir,  and  it  was  afterwards  fold  to 

The  RANTS. 

The  firfl  of  which  family,  that  is  mentioned  as 
having  eftates  in  this  county,  was  Henry  Rant,  who 
lived  in  1444,  the  cvjd  of  Henry  VI.  from  whom 
defcended  Robert  Rant,  of  Norwich,  buried  in  St. 
Stephen's  church  there,  as  was  Humphry  Rant,  no- 
tary-public, and  Catherine  his  wife,  who  rirft  fettled 
at  Yelverton,  and  died  in  1609,  the  yth  of  James  I. 
being  fucceeded  by  William  Rant,  M.  D.  his  fon  ; 
who  married  Mary  daughter  of  Thomas  Ward,  of 
Bixlcy,  and  dying  in  1627,  was  buried  in  St.  Ste- 
phen's church  aforefaid,  leaving  Humphry  Rant, 
barrifler  at  law,  his  eldeft  fon,  who  married  Ann 
daughter  of  fir  Anthony  Drury,  of  Befthorpe,  knt. 
for  whom  there  is  a  handfome  mural  monument  of 
white  marble,  with  the  arms  of  Rant,  and  a  creft  of 
a  lion  fejant,  and  Rant  and  Drury  impaled  :  the  rc- 
prefentation  of  a  curtain  drawn  back,  difcovers  this 
infcription. 

Hereunder  lieth  interred  the  bodies  of  Humphry  Rant, 
Efq;  Barrifler  at  Law,  and  alfo  of  Anne  his  wife  :  He 
was  the  ddcjl  fon  of  William  Rani,  of  this  town  Dr. 
of  Phyjic,  and  the  eldtjt  daughter  of  Sir  Anthony 
Drury,  of  Bejlhorp  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  Kt.  who 
lived  together  in  marriage  lovingly  and  comfortably,  for 
about  35  years,  in  which  time  were  born  to  them,  5  fons, 
and  2  daughters,  viz,  William,  Humfrey,  who  died  in 
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(he  Jixfh  year  of  his  age  and  was  here  buried,  Bridget^ 

Anne,  Hii'nifrey,  Anthony  y  and  Thomas.)  when  afterwards.^ 
having  Jimjhcd  their  days  here  upon  earth,  they  both  de- 
parted this  life,  in  the  Tear  of  cur  Lord  1661,  Ht  aged 
64,  and  She  63  years,  and  were  here,  laid  to  reft. 

On  a  black  marble,  with  Rant's  arms  in  a  lo- 
zenge at  each  corner : 

To  the  memory  of  Anne  Rant,  the  zd.  daughter  of 
Humphrey  Rant,  £fq;  <b  Anne  his  wife,  who  in  picus 
gratitude  to  her  Jaid  parents,  did  at  her  own  cojt  &• 
charge,  caufe  to  be  erected  this  adjacent  monument,  and 
in  her  kjl  will  did  give  2ool.  to  buy  lands,  the  profits 
of  which,  every  half  year,  for  ever,  to  be  equally  di- 
vided, between  the  minijter  of  this  town,  and,  the  poor  cf 
loth  parijhes  ;  not  only  fuch  as  take  collcfl-ion,  but  ail 
others  who  are  in  want ;  to  each  perfon,  fuch  part  and 
portion  thereof,  as  in  the  difcretion  of  the  faid  minijlert 
church-wardens,  and  owner  cf  the  chief  koufe,  of  -Her 
family  (being  here  in  town)  Jhall  fcem  meet,  and  conveni- 
ent ;  and  that  no  poor  perfon,  who  Jhall  receive  any  part 
of  this. profit,  Jhall  hereupon  be  abated,  his  or  her  col- 
lection, upon  pain  of  forfeiture  of  the  faid  land  :  J):e. 
died  in  the  66^/z  year  of  her  age,  upon-  the  3  ijt.  of  Oci. 
A'-Dom.  1698. 

In  1720,  Thomas  Rant,  efq.  lived  here,  at .  whofe 
death  James  Rant,  efq.  of  Mendham,  had  this  eftate, 
\vhofc  fon,  William  Rant,  of  Mendham,  efq.  fold 
it  to  John  Playters,  efq.  fon  of  fir  John  Playters,  ban. 
of  Satterly  hall  in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  gentleman 
ufhcr  daily  waiter,  for  many  years,  to  king  George 
II.  being  appointed  to  that  office  by  the  late  duke 
of  Grafton,  lord  chamberlain  of  his  majefly's  houfe- 
hold  :  an  office  the  more  confidcrable,  as  upon  a 
vacancy  of  ihe  black  rod,  the  eldeii  gentleman  uflicr 

daily 
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daily  xvaitcr,  of  which  there  are  oniv  four,  was  al- 
ways appointed  by  the  late  king  gentleman  uflier  of 
the  black  rod  to  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  and  ufher  to 
the  garter  ;  an  appointment,  of  great  honour  and 
profit  :  but  in  this  reign  the  rule  has  not  been  fo 
invariably  obferved. 

Mr.  Playters  lived  at  Yelverton  for  fome  years  : 
he  defcendcd  from  a  very  antient  family  in  Suffolk, 
but  died  before  his  father,  fir  John,  of  Satterly  hall, 
who  lived  to  a  very  advanced  age.  His  pofl  of 
gentleman  ufher  requiring  his  attendance  at  court 
many  months  in  a  year,  prevented  him  from  being 
generally  known  to  the  gentlemen  of  this  county, 
but  to  thofe  who  did  know  him  he  appeared  to  be  a 
man  of  folid  fenfe  and  judgment,  of  great  humani- 
ty and  benevolence,  and  died  much  regretted  by  his 
particular  friends. 

He  married  one  of  the  daughters  of  fir  Charles 
Turner,  bart.  by  a  fifter  of  fir  Robert  Walpole  ;  by 
whom  he  had  feveral  children,  the  prefent  fir  John 
Playters,  bart.  and  a  daughter,  a  very  accomplifhed 
woman,  married  to  the  late  John  Norris,  efq.  of 
Witchingham,  and  fmce  deceafed. 

This  advowfon  being  forfeited  to  the  crown,  was 
granted  by  Henry  VII.  to  John  earl  of  Oxford,  and 
the  heirs  male  of  his  body,  and  upon  failure  there- 
of it  came  to  the  crown,  where  the  patronage  hath. 
continued  ever  fince. 

The  church  is  thirty-three  feet  long  and  twenty- 
two  broad.  The  fouth  aile  and  chapel  at  its  eaft 
end  are  forty-fix  feet  long  and  thirteen  broad,  and 
are  both  leaded.  The  chancel  is  thirty-one  feet  long 
and  lixtecn-  broad,  and  is  thatched.  The  fieeple  was 

re-built 
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re-built  in  1674  by  Thomas  Thctiord ;    it  is  fifty 
feet  high,  and  contains  three  bells. 

On  a  ftone  on  the  outfide,  againft  the  fouth  wall: 
Eliz.  wife  of  Edward  Hood,  left  this  life  for  a  better, 
Oft.  21,  1711.  &tat.  30. 

He's  gone  before. 

To  ope  tlit  door 
Of  vajt  Eternity,

An  epitaph,  fpiruetliing  ef  $£&  nature,  was  wrote 
by  fir  Edward  Walpole,  Knight  of  the  Bath,  and 
grandfather  of  the  great  fir  Robert  Walpole,  Knight 
of  the  Garter,  (jo  the  inemqry.  of  his  Jady,  daughter 
of  fir  Robert  Crane,  1s>arj;_  of  Chilton  in  Suffolk. 

She  lives,  reigns,  triumphs,  in  a  flatt  of  blifs, 

My  life,  no  life,  a  daily  dying  is; 

If  faints  for  pilgrims  here  concern  d  can  bet 

I'm  confident  Jhe  now  remembers  me  : 

My  love  for  her,  not  lefferid  by  her  death, 

I'm  Jure  will  loft  unto  my  latejl  breath. 

The  above  lines   fir  Edward  wrote  in  his  Bible, 

which  is  now  in  the  church  at  Houghton,  and  which 

Dr.  Bland,   dean  of  Durham,  accidentally  feeing, 

I  tranflatcd 
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tranflated  into  Latin,  in  elegant  and  truly  claffical 
verfes. 

Since  the  deceafc  of  Mr.  Playtcrs,  Yelverton  hall 
has  been  in  the  occupation  of  different  perfons,  and 
the  eftate  fold  to  different  proprietors. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  Cooper,  of  Brooke,  was  prc- 
fented  to  this  rectory  by  the  Crown  in  1 767.

John  de  Clavering  held  it  by  a  grant  of  Ed- 
ward I.  for  life,  and  poffeffed  it  in  the  gth  of  Ed- 
ward II.  being  worth  lol.  per  ann.  and  in  the  39lh 
of  Edward  III.  Robert  de  Corby  had  it.

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In  the  reign  of  James  I.  it  was  granted  to  fir 
Charles  Cornwallis  during  life,  and  to  Charles,  el* 
deft  fon  of  fir  William  Cornwallis,  and  Thomas, 
fecond  fon  of  fir  Charles,  8cc.  and  the  longcft  liver 
of  them,  with  all  its  rights,  courts,  Jeets,  felons 
goods,  &c.  paying  7!.  75.  4d.  per  arm. 

Holt  hundred  is  bounded  on  the  eaft  by  the  hun- 
dreds of  North  and  South  Erpingham,  on  the  weft 
by  North  Greenhoe  and  Callow,  on  the  fouth  by  the 
hundred  of  Eynsford,  and  on  the  north  by  the  Bri- 
tifh  ocean.

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The  hundred  of  Holt  is  about  nine  miles  in  length 
and  eight  in  breadth.  The  features  of  this  part  of 
the  country  are  bold,  and  the  diverfity  of  woods, 
hills,  and  rich  valleys,  afford  many  pleafmg  prof- 
peels.  The  view  from  Edgefield.  windmill  and  Mel- 
ton Belle-view  is  incomparably  piclurefque  and  ex- 
tenfive. 

BALE,  or  BATHLEY.  The  chief  lordfhip  was 
in  the  crown,  as  a  beruite  to  the  royal  manor  of  Fa- 
ken  ham. 

"In  the  gth  of  king  John,  Otewic  de  Clipfthorpe 
conveyed  all  his  lands,  fervices  and  cuftoms,  to  Ro- 
bert Burnel;  and  in  the  beginning  of  Henry  III. 
the  faid  Robert  was  found  to  be  lord,  being  the 
king's  demeans,  and  paying  lol.  per  ami.  to  Fakeu- 
ham  manor. 

On  the  death  of  Robert  Burnel,  his  two  daughters 
and  co-heirs  inherited  it. 

HIKGHAM'S  MANOR.  Andrew  de  Hingham  had 
one  moiety  in  right  of  Amabilia  his  wife,  one  of*  the 
daughters  and  co-heirs  of  Robert  Burnel. 

Sir  Roger  de  Fraxino,  or  Atte-Aflie,  died  feifed 
of  it  in  the  ill  of  Edward  II.  as  a  member  of  Fa- 
kenham  manor.  Lucia,  his  daughter  and  heir,  mar- 
ried fir  Robert  Baynard,  of  Whctacre.  who  was  found 
to  die  feifcd  of  it  in  the  4th  of  Edward  III.  with  a 
capital  meflTuage  and  leet ;  and  in  the  1 6th  of  the 
faid  king,  fir  Edmund  de  Thorpe  was  lord,  in  right 
of  Joan  his  wife,  fifter  and  heir  of  Thomas,  fon  of 
fir  Robert  Baynard.  ••*•: 

Thomas  Thorpe,  efq.  a  younger  fon  of  fir  Ed- 
mund, 
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inund,  prefented  to  the  church  of  Bale,  cs  lord,  in 
jjii;  and  Amicia,.  widow  of  Robert  Thorpe,  in 
1447;  united  to  Noion's  manor. 

NUGUN'S,  or  NOION'S  MANOR.  Joan,  daughter 
and  co-heir  of  Robert  Burnel,  married  Richard  de 
Nugun,  who  was  lord  in  her  right.  On  a  divifion 
pf  the  eftate,  iir  Ralph  his  fon  prefented  in  right  of 
his  moiety  to  this  church,  in  1313,  as  did  fir  John 
de  Noion,  fon  of  fir  Ralph,  'in  1339,  by  his  attor- 
ney. Sir  William  de  Witchingham  prefented  in 
1380,  and  Robert  Norwich,  and  John  Lynford,  in 
1420, 

Thomas  Digby,  gerjt.  was  lord  and  patron  in 
1572,  and  Richard  Godfrey  in  the  351!!  of  queen 
Elizabeth.  R.  Godfrey,  of  Hindi inghain,  was  lord 
jn  the  8th  of  James  J.  and  had  the  leet;  and  Richard 
Hindringharn  was  lord  in  1669;  that  Godfrey  fol^ 
the  eflatc  from  the  manor. 

Ifaac  Leheup,  efq.  was  lord  and  patron  in  i  740  ; 
and  on  his  death  it  came  to  Ins  two.  daughters  and 
co-heirs,  Elizabeth  antj  Mary. 

Thomas  de  Hindringham,  in  the  1  oth  of  Edw.  I. 
.  held  in  Bathley,  Briningham,   and  .Sharington,  and 
paid  53.   caitle  guard  at  Richmond. 

The  Welbys  were  lords  of  it  in  the  reign  of  Hen- 
ry IV.  and  in  the  6th  of  Henry  VIII. 

The  church  is  a  rcclory,  dedicated  to  All  Saints. 
Trhe  nave  is  covered  with  lead,  the  chancel  with 
tiles,  and  has  a  iquare  tower  and  four  bells. 
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The  Rev.  Cuthbert  Sewell  was  preferred  to  this 
reftory,  with  the  confolidated  church  of  Gunthorpe, 
by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Lloyd,  in  1758. 

In  this  town  was  alfo  a  chapel,  dedicated  to  St. 
BotoJph,  in  1421.  Rich.  Brown  gave  by  will,  in 
1510,  135.  4d.  to  the  repair  of  it.  This  was  in  the 
gth  and  laft  year  of  Henry  V.- 

Here  was  a  remarkable  great  oak,  fo  large  and 
hollow,  that  ten  or  twelve  men  might  fland  upright 
in  it,  not  far  from  the  weft  end  of  the  church. 

BAYFIEIyD,  was  a  beruite  to  the  king  s  manor  of 
Holt. 

The  family  of  de  Vaux  were  early  enfeoffed  of 
this  manor,  with  that  of  Holt,  8cc.  Sir  John  de 
Vaux  claimed  view  of  frank-pledge,  affife  of  bread 

and  beer,  &c.  in  the  i4th  of  Edward  I. From 

this  family  it  came  to  the  lords  Roos,  and  the  Nar- 
fords. 

Another  lordfhip  was  at  the  furvey  in  Walter  Gif- 
fard,  earl  of  Bucks,  out  of  which  Godric,  a  free 
man,  had  been  ejected. — This  came  from  the  Gif- 
fards  to  the  earls  of  Clare,  by  marriage  of  the  heir- 
efs  of  Giifard. 

Adam  de  Calthorpe,  John  de  Reppes,  and  Regi- 
nald de  Bacon,  held  one  fee  of  the  earl  of  Glouccf- 
ter  and  Clare,  in  the  beginning  of  Henrv  Ill/s  reign; 
and  in  the  8th  of  Edward  I.  Alice,  daughter  of  Ri- 
chard dc  Bayfield,  conveyed  to  Reginald  dc  Reppes, 
fon  of  John  de  Reppes,  lands  here,  8cc, 

In 
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In  die  i^th  of  Edward  I.  Walter  de  Melford  and 
Alice  de  Reppes,  mother  of  Reginald,  granted  to 
him  for  life,  eight  meffuages  and  lands  in  this  town, 
Holt,  Snitterley,  Glandford,  &c.  with  the  advowfon 
of  the  church  of  St.  Margaret  of  Bayfield. 

In  the  1 1  th  of  Edward  II.  Edmund  de  Newbournc 
conveyed  the  manor  of  Bayfiel4  to  Robert  Hethe^ 
by  fine,  probably  in  truft. 

Alice  de  Reppes,  and  Walter  de  Calthorpe,  held 
here  and  in  Hunwonh,  one  fee  of  the  earl  of  Glou- 
cefter,  in  the  2oth  of  Edward  III.  which  Elizabeth, 
de  Calthorpe  and  Reginald  de  Reppes  formerly  held. 

Sir  Bartholomew  de  Calthorpe  prefented  to  this 
church  as  lorcl  in  1546, 

Edmund  Newborne  was  lord  in  the  461!!  of  Ed- 
ward III.  and  prefented  to  the  'church  in  1380,  and 
»»  '393- 

John  Y^lverton,  of  Bayfield,  and  Elizabe:h,  widow 
pf  Robert  Clerc,  preicnte4  in  1421  :  fhe  appears 
to  be  lady  of  this  manor  in  1430,  and  held  her  firfl 
court  then  in  Bayfield  hall;  probably  as  her  join- 
tjire,  and  relief  of  Jorm  Yelverton.  William  •Yel- 
verton, who  was  after  a  judge,  an4  her  fon,  being; 
alib  then  prefent. 

In  the  family  of  Yelverton  it  continued  ;  and  Wil- 
liam Yelverton  died  feifed  of  it  Auguft  12,  in  the 
aSth  of  Elizabeth,  anno  1^86,  held  of  the  honour 
pf  Clare  ;  and  in  j  634  fir  Henry  Yelverton  was  Ior4 
and  prefented  to  phis  church. 

A  4  From 
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From  the  Yelvertons  it  came  to  the  Jermys,  and 
Robert  Jenny,  efq.  prefented  as  lord  in  1661;  and 
John  Jermy,  efq.  was  lord  in  1603.  when  there 
were  but  few  houfes  in  the  town.  John  Jermy,  efq. 
was  lord  in  1 744,  and  prefented  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ed- 
\vard  White. 

*  His  fon  William,  in  I  73.1;,  married  Elizabeth, 
Only  fitter  and  heirefs  to  William  lord  Richardfon, 
of  High-houfe,  Weftacre,  his  father's  ward.  On 
her  deceafe,  he  married  Frances,  daughter  of  Jacob 
Preflon,  of  Beefton,  efq.  and  at  his  death  bequeath- 
ed this  eflate  of  Bayfield  to  her  in  fee :  loon  after 

which  fhe  married  Mitchell,   efq.  member   of 

patliament  for  Bo'fton  in  Lincolnfhire,  a  wine  mer- 
chant;  and  Bayfield  is  now  in  poffeffion  of  Mrs. 
Joddrell,  a  daughter  of  Richard  Warner,  efq.  for- 
merly of  Elmham,  and  fifler  to  Mrs.  Milles,  mother 
of  the  prcfent  Richard  Milles,  elq.  of  North  Elm- 
ham,  member  for  Canterbury. 

The  family  of  Bayfield  is  faid  to  have  had  an  in- 
fereft  herein  in  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  Sir  Jeffrey 
de  Bayfield,  knight,  bore  fable,  two  bars,  wavy, 
ermine. 

The  church  is  dedicated  to  St.  Margaret,  and  is 
a  redory. 

Bayfield,  the  feat  of  Mrs.  Joddrell,  is  a  handfome 
modern-built  houfe,  with  confiderable  improvements 
round  it.  Its  fituation  in  a  deep  vale,  by  the  fide 
of  a  quick  running  ftream.  The  park,  ruinous 
church,  and  hills  on  each  fide,  cloathed  with  natu- 
ral wood  and  fine  plantations,  render  the  whole 
grandly  rural  in  an  eminent  degree.

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In  the  manor-houfe  was  the  pi&ure  of  a  tortoiCe, 
with  this  irifcription  : 

"  This  tortoife,  in  1685,  was  brought  by  Mr, 
*'  Robert  Swallow  from  Smyrna  to  Bavficid,  and  in, 
"  July,  1686,  given  to  John  Jenny,  efq.  It  yearly, 
"  in  November,  went  under  ground ;  there  laid  and 
"  flept  till  the  latter  end  of  March.  In  May,  fhe 
"  made  a  hole  in  the  middle  of  a  gravel  walk,  moft 
**  open  to  the  fun,  and  therein  ulually  laid  nine  eggs, 
"  but  never  produced  any  young,  having  no  com- 
"  merce  with  a  male.  She  was  found  dead  in  the 
"  earth  in  April,  1743."' 

BLAKENEY,  formerly  called  SNITERLEY.  Part 
of  this  town  of  Sniterlev  was  a  beruite  to  the  king's 
manor  of  Holt,  from  which  it  is  diftant  about  five 
miles,  and  one  from  Cley. 

Snet  or  Snyte,  is  an  obfolele  name  of  many  rivers 
or  ftreams  of  water,  from  which  feveral  towns  take 
their  names  ;  thus  Snetterton  in  Norfolk  and  Lincoln- 
fhiie,  Sneton  in  Yorkshire,  &c.* 

The  family  of  de  Vaux  was  foon  after  the  con- 
iqueft  enfeoflfed  of  this,  from  whom  it  came  to  the 
lord  Roos,  and  fo  to  the  Narfords,  See.  as  in  Holt. 

The  principal  lordfhip  was  held  by  Edric,  a  free 
man  of  Harold,  and  granted  by  the  Conqueror  to 
William  de  Beaufoe,  bifhop  of  Thetford,  to  be  held, 
by  him  as  a  lay-fee,  in  his  own  right,  which  biihop 
gave  it,  and  many  other  lordfhips,  to  his  fee,  and 
to  be  enjoyed  by  his  fucccfTors. 

At  the  furvey  William  de  Noiers  held  it  of  the 
fsid  prelate,  as  a  lay-fee. 

*  Parkin, 
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In  the  i  2th  of  Henry  II.  Peter  de  Melton,  called 
alfo  Peter  de  Conftable,  was  lord,  and  held  three 
knights  fees  and  an  half  in  Norfolk,  of  the  bifhop 
of  Norwich  ;  and  on  the  death  of  Jeffrey  de  Con- 
ftable, a  defcendant  from  the  faid  Peter,  it  came  to 
his  three  fitters  and  co-heirs ;  Alice,  who  married 
Robert  de  Cockfield:  Ifabel,  married  to  Adam  de 
Cockfield ;  and  Edi.h,  married  to  fir  Thomas  de 
Eflle,  between  whom  it  fecms  to  have  been  divided 
about  the  i  Sth  of  Henry  III.  anno  1  234.  And  this 
accounts  for  the  name  given  to  the  parifh.  of  Melton- 
Conflable,  which  it  bears  at  this  day. 

COCKFIELD'S  MANOR.  Sir  John  de  Cockfield 
purchafed  his  aunt  Ifabel's  part,  and  was  living  in 
the  15th  of  Edward  I.  and  claimed  view  of  frank- 
pledge,  affife  of  bread  and  beer,  with  two  parts  qf 
the  leet. 

In  the  gth  of  Edward  II.  John  de  Cockfield  con- 
veyed, by  fine,  to  John  Bacon,  clerk,  a  mill,  cerr 
tain  rents,  with  the  advowfon  of  the  church  of  Sni- 
terley,  Cecilia,  widow  of  John  de  Cockfield,  being 
then  living ;  and  in  the  1 1  th  of  that  king,  her  dower, 
and  all  the  interefts  of  the  Cockfields  herein,  were; 
ioon  after  in  the  Bacons,  and  fir  John  Bacori  prefer^ 
cd  to  the  church  in  1340. 

Sir  Bartholomew  Bacon  was,  in  the  1 5th  of  Ri- 
chard II.  found  to  c!i~  polTcITed  of  it;  and  Ifabcl, 
wife  of  fir  Oliver  Calthorpe,  was  his  fifter  and  heir. 
The  faid  Ifabel  gave  it  to  her  fecond  fqn,  Richard 
Calthorpe,  efq.  with  the  manor  of  Gockthorpe.  In 
this  branch  of  the  family  it  continued,  till  James 
Caithorpe,  efq.  fold  it  to  fir  Henry  Calthorpe,  knt. 
of  Ampton  in  Suffolk,  who  died  Jord  in  1637,  and 
James  was  his  fou  and  heir. 

ASTLEY'S, 
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ASTLEY'S,  alias  HOLYWELL  MANOR.  This  manor 
took  its  name  from  Robert  Holywell,  fccond  hufbahd 
of  Edith  dc  Condable,  (who  married  firfl  fir  Thomas 
de  Eftle)  who  claimed  the  fame  liberties  in  the  15th 
of  Edward  I.  as  Cockfidd,  and  had  the  third  part 
of  the  Iceu 

Holywell  held  it  in  right  of  his  wife ;  afterwards 
it  came  to  the  Aftleys,  as  her  right  heirs,  who  were 
lords  alfo  of  Melton  in  this  hundred,  where  a  par- 
ticular account  of  them  may  be  feen ;  and  in  the  gd 
of  Edward  III.  Thomas  de  Eftley  and  fir  Edmund 
Bacon  held  one  fee  in  this  town  of  the  lord  Bar- 
dolph,  who  held  of  the  bilhop  of  Norwich.  It  re- 
mained in  the  Aftleys  till  Ifaac  Aftley,  efq.  by  in- 
denture, dated  January  3,  in  the  31(1  of  Elizabeth, 
anno  1589,  fold  it  to  James  Calthorpe,  efq.  of  Cock- 
thorpe,  who  conveyed  it  to  fir  Henry  Calthorpe, 
of  Ampton  in  Suffolk,  whofe  defcendant  James  Cal- 
thorpe, efq.  was  lord  in  1698,  and  James  Calthorpe, 
efq.  in  1727. 

CLARE  MANOR.  Walter  GifFard,  who  was  earl 
of  Bucks,  had  alfo  at  the  furvey  a  lordfhip,  which 
Toka  held  under  king  Harold.  This  afterward  came 
to  the  family  of  Clare,  by  the  marriage  of  the  heir- 
efs  of  GifFard. 

Richard,  earl  of  Clare,  wa<s  lord  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  III.  and  Robert  Fitz-Simon  held  it  of  that 
honour;  and  William  de  Brun,  or  Brome,  held  here, 
in  Cley  and  Wiveton,  two  fees  of  the  faid  honour, 
in  the  8th  of  Edward  II.  anno  1315. 

Robert  Beales  pofTeffed  it  in  the  reign  of  king 
Charles  I. 

Blakenev 
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Blakcucy,  or  Sniteilev,  was  one  and  the  fame 
town.  Sniterley  was  undoubtedly  the  ancient  name, 
and  was  io  called  in  the  yth  of  Henry  III.  when 
that  king  granted  a  market  here  to  Peter  de  Meau- 
ton.  The  firft  time  that  we  meet  with  the  name  of 
Blakeney,  is  in  the  reign  of  Edward  III, 

It  was  in  ancient  days  a  famous  fea-port,  mud} 
frequented  by  the  merchants  of  Germany. 

In  the  i4th  of  Edward  I.    Henry  Flyk,  and  He- 

lebrand  de  Lubeck,  brought  their  aclion  again  ft 
Thomas  Burgeys,  Sec.  for  feizing  and  taking  by  force 
a  fhip  loaded  with  cloth,  and  other  merchandiie, 
drove  afhore  at  this  port,  valued  (as  faid)  at  fourteen 
thouiand  pounds. 

Edward  II.  in  his  gd  year,  charged  this  town 
with  one  fhip  of  war,  to  be  lent  to  Dublin,  to  tranf- 
poit  the  king's  forces  railed  there  to  Scotland ;  and 
in  the  following  year  fent  to  this  town,  Yarmouth, 
Lynn,  Burnham,  and  Holkham,  to  provide  fhips  to, 
be  lent  to  Scotland. 

In  the  31(1  of  Edward  III.  is  a  flatute  relating 
to  the  lale  of  fifli  here,  there  being  a  great  fair  held 
at  Blakeney  on  that  account,  to  which  perfens  came 
from  all  parts. 

In  the  25th  of  Edward  I.  the  convent  of  Carrowe, 
near  Norwich,  laid  in  a  flock  of  one  hundred  and 
eighty-fix  fifli  from  this  port ;  and  in  the  gth  of  Ri- 
chard IJ.  when  other  mariners  were  imprelfed  for 
the  king's  fervice,  the  fifhermcn  of  Blakeney,  Cley, 
Cromer,  and  of  the  adjacent  parts,  were  excepted.

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In  the  syth  of  Henry  VI.  William  Conyngton 
conveyed  by  fine  to  John  Heydon,  8cc.  a  meffuage, 
ieventy  acres  of  land,  a  melting-houfe,  with  a  mine, 
or  mineral*,  belonging  to  it,  in  Sniterley,  Sec* 

The  church  is  very  fpacious,  both  in  length  and 
breadth,  containing  a  nave,  two  ailes,  and  a  chan- 
cel, all  built  of  ftone,  with  a  {lately,  large,  aiid  lofty 
lour-fquare  tower  of  ftone,  which  is  a  famous  fea- 
mark :  the  chancel  roof  is  curioufly  vaulted  with 
free-flonc,  and  covered,  as  the  church,  with  lead. 
At  the  north-eaft  corner  of  the  chancel  ariles  a  lofty 
ftone  turret,  wherein  was  formerly  (as  reported)  a  fire 
beacon,  or  light-houfc. 

At  the  eaft  end  of  the  nave,  juft  as  vou  enter  the 
chancel,  lies  a  large  marble  grave-flone,  and  on  a 
plate  of  brafs :  Hio  jacent  corpora  Job.  Calthorpe, 
Armig.  uni.  fiuidatorem  f rat  rum  convent,  ct  Alice  uxor. 
tj.  qui  ebt.  Xxii  die  Aug.  Ao.  D'ni.  M.  V.  HI0,  quor. 
ai'ab;  p1  pit.  alfo  the  arms  of  Calthorpe,  impaling 
Aftiey. 

There  are  a  few  other  fepulchral  monuments  of 
lefs  note. 

The  church  is  a  re&ory,  dedicated  to  St.  Nicho- 
las, and  was  formerly  valued,  with  the  chapel  of 
Glanford  annexed,  at  fifty  marks. 

The  tower  of  this  church  ftands  boldly  out  to  fea, 
and  commands  a  mofl  extenfive  profpecl :  it  is  a 
great  ornament  to  this  part  of  the  country,  which  of 
itfelf  is  uncommonly  beautiful,  as  has  been  obferved 
in  page  14  of  the  hundred  of  Smithdon,  in  a  note 
taken  from  the  Farmer's  Tour  through  the  Eaft  of 

England, 
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England,  by  Arthur  Young,  efq.  to  which  we  refer 
the  reader. 

On  the  difTolution  of  Langley  abbey,  the  advow- 
fon  of  this  church  feems  to  be  granted  to  the  earl 
of  Suffex.  In  Michaelmas  term,  6th  of  Edw.  Vl. 
Henry  earl  of  Suffex  conveyed  it,  by  fine,  to  James 
Calthorpe,  efq. 

John  Blakeney,  citizen  and  fifhmonger  of  London, 
gave  by  will,  in  1393,  to  five  chaplains,  5!.  per  ann. 
to  pray  for  him  ten  years  in  this  church,  and  thofe 
of  Cley,  Wiveton,  Sheringham,  and  Briningham. 

In  this  church  were  the  guilds  of  St.  Nicholas, 
St.  Mary,  and  St.  Thomas  the  martyr,  and  a  manor 
is  faid  to  belong  to  the  rectory. 

Here  was  a  convent  of  White  Friars,  dedicated  to 
the  Virgin  Mary. 

In  the  2ift  of  Edward  I.  John  Stormer  and  Tho- 
mas Tholer,  copyhold  tenants  of  William  de  Roos, 
lord  of  the  town,  did  fealty  for  lands  and  tenements 
they  held  of  him  here,  and  in  Cley ;  and  after  they 
gave  part  of  thefe  lands,  thirteen  acres  and  an  half, 
to  God  and  the  Virgin  Mary,  that  the  Carmelite  Fri- 
ars, by  the  king's  licence,  and  that  of  fir  William 
Roos,  might  inhabit  therein  for  ever,  and  might  build 
a  chapel,  and  other  neceflary  buildings  thereon, 
the  faid  friars  being  bound  to  pray  for  the  good  ef- 
tate  of  the  faid  fir  William  Roos  and  his  lady  Maud, 
on  pain  of  excommunication ;  and  to  have  and  to 
hold  that  lord  and  lady,  and  their  heirs,  for  their 
principal  founders,  who  gave  them  one  hundred 
marks,  to  build  their  church  and  houfes,  and  pro- 
mife  to  build  their  hall,  with  a  kitchen  and  cham- 
bers, 
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,  pfoper  and  convenient  for  the  reception  of  them 
and  their  heirs,  with  liberty  for  them  at  all  times  of 
free  entrance  and  exit  whenever  they  fhall  think  pro- 
per to  come  and  flay  there  ;  the  faid  fir  William,  and 
his  heirs,  repairing  the  fame,  and  was  finifhed  anno 
1321. 

In  the  gth  of  Edward  II.  they  had  a  patent  to 
purchafe  one  acre  of  Nicholas  le  Bret,  to  enlarge 
their  manfe.  Sir  Robert  de  Roos,  fir  Robert  Bacon, 
and  fir  John  Bret,  were  benefa£lors  in  the  faid  reign, 
as  was  John  Cahhorpe,  efq. 

The  patronage  of  it  defcended  to  the  carls  of  Rut- 
land. 

The  fcite  of  this  houfe,  with  the  eaft  and  weft 
clofes,  Kiln-clofe,  Tanner's  acre,  and  Hollin's  clofe, 
the  flallagc,  (hops,  cellars,  fair,  market,  and  cuftoms 
here,  were  granted  February  6,  in  the  ggd  of  Hen- 
ry VIII.  anno  1542,  to  William  Read,  who,  in  the 
faid  year,  had  licence  to  alien  it  to  Richard  Gre- 
fham,  and  Richard  had  licence  for  the  fame,  in  the 
^6th  of  that  king,  to  Peter  Scottow  ;  John  his  fon  and 
heir  had  livery  of  it  in  the  4th  of  Elizabeth.  Ceci- 
lia Scottow  aliened  it  to  Thomas  Barker,  who  held 
it  about  the  1 8th  of  Elizabeth. 

After  this,  on  September  i,  in  the  sd  of  James  I. 
Oldman  conveyed  it  to Ghadvvick. 

Blakeney,  according  to  Bale,  was  originally  called 
Nigaria.  It  is  much  remarked  in  ancient  hiflory  for 
this  college  of  Carmelite  Friars,  founded  by  lord 
Roos,  fir  Robert  Bacon,  and  fir  John  Bret,  and  for 
the  education  of  the  learned  friar,  John  Baconthorpe, 
a  man  much  celebrated  for  his  writings  and  univerfal 
knowledge. 
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««  Blakeney  (fays  the  Englifh  Traveller)  is  a  noted 
town  for  fifliing,  and  it  was  here  that  the  ingenious 
Mr.  Cobb  propofed  eflablilhin  a  fifhery  to  fuy.'ply 
the  city  of  Norwich,  on  his  new-invented  plan  in 
1769,  for  which  he  obtained  a  patent  from  his  ma- 
jefty.  Several  gentlemen  entered  into  an  affociation 
to  fupport  an  undertaking  that  was  likely  to  have 
been  attended  with  very  beneficial  confequences,  but 
the  whole  was  fi  uilrated  for  want  of  unanimity  among 
the  parties. 

"  JohriBaconthorpe,  commonly  called  the  fubtil 
do6lor,  w^as  born  at  an  obfcure  village  in  Norfolk, 
and  educated  in  a.  monaflery  of  Carmelites  at  Blake- 
ney, after  which  he  went  to  Oxford,  and  from  thence 
to  Paris,  where  he  diftinguifhcd  himfelf  for  his  know- 
ledge in  rnetaphyficks,  at  that  time  the  common  jar- 
gon of  the  fchools. 

"  Upon  his  return  to  England,  he  WES  appointed 
principal  of  his  order,  and  Cent  to  Rome  to  deliver 
his  opinion  concerning  fome  points  then  in  difpute, 
concerning  marriage,  when  he  declared  that  the  pope 
had  an  inherent  right  to  difpence  with  the  laws  of 
God,  for  which  he  was  feverely  cenfured  by  his  bre-f 
thren,  and  obliged  to  fign  a  formal  recantation.  He 
was  a  ftrong  flickler  for  the  philofophy  of  Averroes, 
and  wrote  many  books,  which  are  now  little  regarded 
by  the  learned.  He  died  at  London  in  1346." 

The  church  of  Blakeney  was  confolidated  with 
Glanford,  January  14,  1743;  and  in  the  fame  year 
the  Rev,  Henry  Calthorpe  was  preferred  to  this  rec- 
t<  :v,  with  Langham  Parva  and  Cockthorpe,  by  James 
Caithorpe,  eicj.  of  Ampton  in  Suffolk. 

BODHAM. 
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BODHAM,  or  BODENHAM,  takes  Its  name  as 
featect  in  a  fine  winding  valley  ;  thus  Bodney  in. 
Norfolk,  &C.4'  At  the  furvey  Hugh  de  Montfort  had 
the  capital  lordQiip,  which  Bund,  a  Saxon  thane, 
was  lord  of  in  the  reign  of  the  Confeflor,  and:  Ralph 
held  it  under  his  lord  Hugh. 

The  defcendants  of  this  Ralph,  according  to  the 
cuflom  of  that  age,  'alfumed  the  name  of  de  Bodham, 
and  de  Bofco  de  Bodham,  from  fome  wood  near 
their  feat.  Henry  de  Bofco  de  Bodham  was  lord  in 
the  5th  of  king  John,  or  held  lands  here. 

In  the  £2cl  of  Henry  III.  William  de  Bodham 
fold  one  fee  here,  &c.  to  Roger  de  Thirkelby,  with 
the  advowfon  of  the  church,  and  two  acres  of  land. 
Roger's  brother  and  heir,  Walter,  gave  it  to  th« 
priory  of  Langley  in  Norfolk.  The  aforefaid  Wil- 
liam alfo  fold  the  greatefl  part  of  his  lands,  and  kept 
only  the  lordfhip  and  demean  lands  about  it,  which 
lands,  Philip  and  Ralph,  his  fons,  are  faid  to  have 
furrendered  into  the  king's  hands,  for  the  ufe  of 
Matthew  de  Gelham. 

Roger  de  Hun  worth  appears  to  be  lord  in  the  2  8th 
of  Edward  I.  and  held  one  fee,  paying  ten  (hillings 
per  ann.  caftle-guard,  to  Dover,  and  two  fhillings, 
hundred  fhot. 

About  this  time  the  lerdfhip  feems  to  be  divided 
amongft  the  Bodhams,  Thirkelbys,  and  Hauviles. 

By  fines  levied,  we  find  feveral  proprietors  in  this 

paridi,  till  the  reign  of  Edward  IV.  when  John  Hey- 

don,   efq.  was  lord,  and  died  pofleifed  of  it:    and 

on  June  20,  in  the  3/th  of  Henry  VIII.  other  mef- 

B  fuages 
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fuages  and  lands  here  were  granted  to  Robert  Hey- 
don,  in  which  family  it  continued  in  1616,  when  fir 
Chriflopher  Heydon  prefented  to  this  church. 

John  Lang,  gent,  was  lofd  and  patron  in  1 744, 
and  then  prefented. 

Walter  Giflfard,  carl  of  Bucks,  had  alfo  a  manor 
here,  which  went  along  with  his  manor  of  Lether- 

ingfet. This  came  by  marriage  to  the  earls  of 

Clare. 

Edmund  Mortimer,  earl  of  March,  held  in  capite 
in  the  gd  of  Henry  VI. 

The  church  is  dedicated  to  All  Saints,  and  is  a 
reclory,  formerly  valued  at  twenty  marks. 

In  the  year  1339,  on  May  2r  Anthony,  bifhop  of 
Norwich,  appropriated  it  to  the  abbey  of  Langley, 
when  a  vicarage  was  fettled,  endowed  with  ten  acres 
of  the  demean  land,  tithe  of  wool,  lamb,  ducks, 
pidgeons,  milk,  calves,  chickens,  pigs,  geefe,  foals, 
bees,  and  all  tithable  animals  whatfoever,  alfo  of 
mills,  fifheries,  merchandife,  hemp,  flax,  Sec.  and- 
in  all  oblations,  burials,  mortuaries,  anniverfaries, 
marriages,  legacies  to  the  altar,  the  tithe  of  hay  and 
com  of  twenty  acres  belonging  to  the  religious,  with 
an  annual  penfion  of  two  marks  to  be  paid  by  the 
abbot  and  convent ;  but  it  does  not  appear  how  the 
abbey  parted  with  the  advowfon  and  the  appropria- 
tion. 

The  Rev.  William  Hewitt  was  prefented  to  this 
reclory  in  1767,  by  Zurtfhaddai  Girdleftone,  efq.  of 
Baconflhorpe,  then  a  minor. 

BRININGHAM. 
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BRININGHAM,  or  BURNINGHAM,  fo  called 
as  fcated  on  meadows,  by  the  river  Bure.* 

The  greateft  part  of  this  town  was  granted  to  Wil- 
liam de  Bcaufoe,  bifhop  of  Thetford,  by  the  Con- 
queror, to  be  held  as  a  lay-fee,  and  in  his  own 
right,  out  of  which  four  free  men  of  king  Harold 
had  been  e  jetted;  and  Roger  Lungufenfik  held  it 
under  the  bifhop* 

There  was  alfo  another  lordfhip,  or  part  of  land, 
With  a  church,  endowed  with  twelve  acres,  valued 
at  twelve-pence,  which  Ralph  earl  of  Norfolk  held, 
and  forfeited  it  on  his  rebellion  ;  and  after  him  Alan, 
carl  of  Richmond,  as  the  hundred  vvitneffed,  was  lord. 

The  family  of  de  Mealton,  of  Melton-Conflable, 
were  early  enfeoffed  of  thefe  tenures  by  the  bifhops 
of  Norwich  ;  and  on  a  divifion  of  their  eftate  among 
the  daughters  and  co-heirs,  this  became  the  inheri- 
tance of  fir  Thomas  de  Eftle,  by  the  marriage  of 
Edith,  one  of  the  laid  daughters,  and  Thomas  dc 
Afteleye  prefented  to  this  church  in  1328,  in  which 
family  part  of  the  aforefaid  tenures  remain. 

Part  of  the  faid  tenure,  in  the  2oth  of  Edward  III, 
was  found  to  be  held  by  John  de  Weafcnham  by 
the  6th  part  of  a  fee,  of  Ralph  de  Eflle,  which  Lucy 
dc  Briningham  formerly  held. 

In  the  3d  of  Henry  IV.  the  lady  Catherine  Braunch 
poffeflcd  the  faid  6th  part,  and  Robert  Braunch,  efq. 
died  lord  of  it  in  1505. 

John  Braunch,  efq.  conveyed  it  in  the  2 8th  of 
JJenry  VIII.  anno  1537,  to  John  Bozoun. 

B  a    '  Robert 
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Robert  Bozoun,  efq.  of  Stody,  by  deed  dated  iti 
the  14th  of  Elizabeth,  fold  it  to  fir  Nicholas  Bacon, 
kntr  lord  keeper  of  the  feal.  In  this  family  it  re- 
mained, till  fir  Edmund  Bacon,  of  Garboldifham, 
fold  it  to  Edmund  BritifFe,  eiq.  whofe  daughter  was 
married  to  fir  John  Hobart,  knight  of  the  Bath  and 
bart.  afterwards  baron  Hobart  and  earl  of  Bucking- 
hamfnire,  being  fo  created  by  the  late  king  George 
II.  and  his  fon,  the  prefent  earl  of  Buckinghamfhire, 
is  lord. 

WELBY'S  MANOR.  Another  lordfhip  was  granted 
to  Alan,  earl  of  Richmond,  out  of  which  Turber, 
a  free  man,  under  the  protection  of  Harold,  was 
ejected.  ...--., 

In  the  8th  of  Edward  I.  Thomas  de  Hindringham 
held  half  a  lee  here,  in  Bale,  Sec.  of  the  honour  of 
Richmond. 

John  Welby  was  lord  of  it  in  the  $d  of  Henry  IV. 
and  had  allb  a  manor  in  Bale  and  Field-Dawling. 

The  church  is  dedicated  to  St.  Maurice,  and  is  » 
curacy,  to  which  the  Rev.  Thomas  Flacke  was  pre- 
feiited  in  i  748, 

Mr.  Richard  de  Ling  prefented  in  1350,  and  the 
king  granted  licence  this  year  to  appropriate  it  to 
Trinity-hall  in  Cambridge,  and  the  bifhop  of  Nor- 
wich, William  Bateman,  who  was  the  capital  lord 
of  the  fee,  and  of  this  town,  appropriated  it  on  Oc- 
tober 15  to  the  faid  hall,  of  which  he  was  the  foun- 
der. Richard  de  Ling  was  his  chancellor,  and 
many  times  alfo  chancellor  of  the  univerfity  of  Cam- 
bridge, &c. 

The 
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The  bifhop  referred  a  penfion  of  one  mark  per 
ann,  payable  to  the  lee,  and  it  was  to  be  ferved  by 
a  ftipendiary  curate. 

BRINTON,  was  a  beruite  belonging  to  William 
Beaufoe's  (bifhop  of  Thciford)  capital  manor  of 
Thornage,  belonging  to  the  lee,  in  the  Saxon  age. 

In  the  35th  of  Henry  III.  anno  1251,  Wa'ter, 
bifhop  of  Norwich,  had  a  charter  fcr  free  warren, 
and  was  lord. 

In  the  time  of  Edward  I.  the  bifliop  had  view  of 
frank  pledge,  afhfe  of  bread  and  beer,  a  gallows, 
and  other  privileges. 

It  remained  in  the  fee  of  Norwich  till  it  came  to 
the  crown  on  the  great  exchange  of  lands  made  by 
acl  of  parliament,  in  the  27th  of  Henry  VJil.  and 
was  granted  the  ift  of  July,  in  his  2Sth  year,  to 
William  Butts,  M.  D.  his  chief  phyfician.  whole 
widow,  Mrs.  Jane  Butts,  prcfented  in  1.586.  By 
the  heirefs  of  this  family  it  came  to  fir  Nicholas  Ba- 
con, bart,  from  the  Bacons  it  came  to  fir  Jacob 
Aftley,  t>art.  who  prefented  to  this  church  in  1682, 
and  in  the  fame  family  it  continues,  iir  Edward 
Aflley,  bart.  of  Melton-Conftable,  being  the  prefaij; 
lord. 

The  church  is  dedicated  to  St.  Andrew,  and  is  a 
recloiy. 

John  Skye,  rector  of  this  parifh,  by  his  will,  da* 
ted  in  1529,  defires  to  be  buried  in  the  church,  and 
gives  to  the  edifying  of  a  new  roof  for  the  church 
twenty  marks,  when  the  parifhioners  (hall  begin  it, 
and  his  executors  to  take  down  the  lead  of  our 
Lady's  Chapel,  and  caufe  it  to  be  new  fljeeted.

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The  Rev.  John  Aflley,  of  Thorn  age,  was  pre-r 
fented  to  this  redory  by  his  brother  fir  Edward  Aft- 
ley,  bart.  in  1758;  and  July  31,  1759,  it  was  con- 
(blidated  with  Thornage. 

BRISTON,  or  BURSTON,  takes  its  name  from 

-ihe  river  Bure*.     The  principal  manor,  called  Bi  if- 

ton  Mauteby's,  belonged  to  Edward   the  Confeflor, 

as  lord  of  Holt,  on  which   it  was  a  dependant,   and 

the  Conqueror  held  it  as  fuch  at  the  furvey. 

EARL  WARREN'S  MANOR.  The  earl  Warren  had 
alfo  a  lordfhip  by  grant  of  the  Conqueror,  out  of 
which  Toke,  a  Saxon  thane,  had  been  eje&ed. 

The  ancient  family  of  de  Brifton  were  lords  of  it. 
In  the  34th  of  Henry  III.  Roger  de  Leonibus,  or 
Lions,  irnpleaded  Ralph  de  Brifton  for  two  parts  of 
a  fee  in  this  town,  which  came  to  him  on  the  death 
of  his  wife's  fitters  and  co-heirs. 

Thomas  de  Brifton,  in  the  loth  of  Edward  I.  de- 
manded againft  John  de  Cockfield,  the  advowfon  of 
this  church  qf  All  Saints  of  Brifton,  and  fets  forth, 
his  defcent  in  proof  thereof. 

The  arms  of  this  family  were  quarterly,  argent 
and  fable,  a  bend  over  all,  or. 

John  de  Brifton,  efq.  had  been  in  many  voyages 
and  Cervices  in  the  reign  of  Richard  II.  and  his  Ion 
John  ferved  abroad  under  Henry  IV. 

The  family  of  Brifton  continued  in  the  poflefiion 
of  this  manor  till  the  reign  of  Henry  VII. 

Ralph 

*  According  to  Mr,  Parkin,  the  towns  of  Briningham,  Brin- 
tpn,  Brifton,  and  Burgh,  take  their  names  from  $he  river  B.ure 
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Ralph  Brifton.  efq.  died  lord  in  the  i  ith  of  Hen- 
fy  VII.  anno  1496,  and  John  Copping  was  found 
to  be  his  heir ;  and  in  the  next  year  John  Windham 
purchafed  it  of  William  Sutton.  Sir  Thomas  Wind- 
liam  died  feifed  of  it  in  1522. 

The  bifhop  of  Norwich's  manor  of  Melton  ex- 
tended into  this  town. 

The  church  of  Brifton  is  dedicated  to  All  Saints, 

and  was  anciently  a  rectory. Stephen  de  Ponte, 

who  was  canon  of  St.  Peter's  church  at  Rome,  oc- 
curs reclor  in  1256,  by  the  provifion  of  the  pope, 
who  granted  him  forty  marks  per  ann.  out  of  one 
or  more  churches  in  England. 

Sir  John  de  Cockfield  prefented  in  1305,  and  in 
3349,  and  Mr.  Richard  de  Lvng  the  latter  end  of  the 
fame  year. 

On  Augufl  24,  1350.  it  was  appropriated  by  the 
bifliop  of  Norwich  to  Trinity-hall  in  Cambridge. 
The  bifliop 's  manor  of  Melton,  held  by  the  Cock- 
fields,  feems  to  have  extended  here;  and  the  bifliop, 
as  capital  lord,  granted  it:  on  this  a  vicarage  was 
fettled,  who  was  to  have  a  proper  habitation,  with'  a 
penfion  of  ten  pounds  per  aim.  the  patronage  was 
to  be  in  die  laid  hall,  who  were  to  prefcnt  two,  and 
the  bifliop  tq  choofe  one  of  them. 

In  1354  the  rnafter  and  fellows  of  Trinity-hall 
prefented;  and  in  1573  t^ie  inhabitants  and  feoftces 
of  Wiveton  prefented, 

MAUTEBY'S  MANOR.     Here  was  alfo  another  lord- 

iliip  in  this  town,  held  by  the  king  at  the  furvey  as 

part  of  his  lordfhip  of  Holt.     Ol  this  tbc  ancient 

B  4  family 
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family  of  de  Bafmgham  were  enfeoffed,  from  whotn 
it  came  by  marriage  to  the  de  Mauteby's  in  the  reign 
of  Edward  I.  and  fo  to  the  Paflons  in  the  time  of 
Henry  VI.  and  was  fold  by  fir  William  Pafton, 
bait,  in  the  j8th  of  Charles  I  to  Erafmus  Earie, 
efq.  and  fo  to  Augufline  Earle,  efq.  late  commiffioner 
of  the  exciie,  whofe  cldeft  daughter  and  co-heirefs 
married  William  Wigget  Bulvver,  efq.  of  Heydon- 
liall,  the  prefent  lord. 

The  Rev.  Ifaac  Horfley  was  prefentcd  to  the  vi- 
carage of  Brifton  in  1750,  by  the  feoffees  of  Wive- 
ton  in  this  hundred. 

BURGH  PARVA,  or  BURROUGH.  This  town 
is  no't  mentioned  in  Doomfday-book,  but  appears 
to  belong  to  the  bifhop  of  Norwich's  lordfhip  of 
Melton.  It  feems  to  take  its  name""'  from  the  river 
Bure,  that  rifes  here,  and  runs  to  Yarmouth. 

The  family  of  de  Melton,  alias  Le  Conflable  of 
Melton,  were  the  ancient  lords  of  this  village,  and 
by  the  marriage  of  Edith,  one  of  the  daughters  and 
co-heirs  of  that  family,  it  came  to  fir  Thomas  de 
Eftely ;  and  in  1317,  Steph.  de  Afllee  prefented  as 
lord  to  the  church  of  Burgh  ;  in  which  family  it  flill 
remains,  fir  Edward  Aflley,  barf,  of  Meltoii-Con- 
ilable,  being  lord  and  patron. 

The  church  is  dedicated  to  Sf.  Mary,  and  is  a 
re£lory,  confolidated  with  Melton-Conllablc  in  1665, 

The  Rev.  Reppes  Browne  w;as  prefented  to  thefe 
confolidated  parifhes  in  1764,  by  fir  Edward  Aflley, 
b,art. 

CLEY, 

*  Parkin. 
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CLEY.  near  the Tea,  to  diflinguifh  it  from  Cock- 
iey-Cley  in  the  hundred  of  South  Greenhoe,  was  a 
bcruite  to  king  Edward's  manor  of  Holt,  and  at  the 
furvey  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Conqueror,  as  royal 
(demean. 

Hugh,  earl  of  Gloucefter,  feems  to  have  a  grant 
pf  this  manor  from  the  crown,  foon  after  the  con-; 
queft,  and  afterwards  came  to  the  earls  of  Albemarle 
and  Devonfhire,  who  held  it  in  capite,  and  was  held 
pf  them  by  tjie  Vauxes. 

Cley  is  a  fmall  fea-port  town  on  the  northern  coafi 
pf  Norfolk.  Of  late  years  fome  baths  have  been 
ere&ed  for  invalids,  but  very  little  reforted  to.  It 
Jies  abput  a  mile  eaft  from  Blakeney,  and  nine  from 
Wells.  Blakeney  was  formerly  a  very  confiderablc 
fea-port  town,  and  much  frequented  by  the  German 
merchants,  but  Cley  does  not  appear  ever  to  have 
been  of  any  eminence.  The  channel  to  the  fea  is 
very  narrow,  and  navigable  only  by  very  fmall  fhips,- 
fuch  as  Hoops,  &c.  and  the  town  is  at  fome  diftance 
from  the  main  ocean,  lies  low,  and  has  few  build- 
ings in  it  of  any  note. 

NERFORD'S  MOIETY.  The  family  of  de  Vallibus 
or  Vaux  was  enfeoffed  of  it,  with  Holt  and  Hough- 
pon,  and  poffeffed  it  in  the  reign  of  Henry  II.  and 
on  the  death  of  fir  John  de  Vaux,  in  the  i6th  of 
Edward  I.  it  was  divided  between  his  two  daughters 
and  co-heirs :  Petronella  married  fir  William  de  Ner- 
Tord,  who  was  lord  of  this  moiety  in  her  right,  and 
had  view  of  frank-pledge,  affife  of  bread  and  beer  of 
his  tenants,  and  Peter  de  Letheringfet  is  (aid  to  hold 
jt  of  the  Nerfords,  with  Holt,  by  one  fee. 

In 
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In  the  3d  of  Edward  II.  the  lady  Petronilla  ob- 
tained licence  for  a  fair,  on  the  eve  and  feafl  of  St, 
Margaret  the  virgin.  In  this  family  it  remained  till 
the  death  of  Margery,  fole  daughter  and  heir  of  fir 
Johri  de  Nerfprd,  in  1417,  the  5th  year  of  Hen,  V. 

This  port  and  town,  inconfiderable  as  it  now  is, 
is  memorable  in  hiflory  for  one  accident.  In  the 
reign  of  Henry  IV.  in  the  year  1406,  the  8th  of 
that  king,  the  heir  apparent  to  the  crown  of  Scot- 
land, the  fon  of  Robert  Bruce,  being  on  a  voyage 
to  France,  was  taken  by  fome  feamen  belonging  to 
Cley,  and  carried  to  the  king.  He  was  attended  by 
the  earl  of  Orkney,  and  was  going  to  France  to  learr). 
the  language.  The  name  of  this  prince  was  James. 
When  king  Henry  heard  he  was  taken,  he  laughed 
and  faid,  "  My  brother  of  Scotland  might  as  well 
have  fcnt  him  to  me,  for  I  can  fpeak  French."1  On 
his  being  brought  to  court,  he  confined  the  prince 
and  the  earl  in  the  Tower  of  London,  where  they 
remained  eighteen  years,  to  the  year  1424,  the  ^d  of 
JHenry  VI, 

It  came  after  to  the  family  of  Symonds,  of  which 
was  John  Symonds,  efq.  of  Cley,  who  died  July  24, 
1502,  and  was  buried  in  this  church  with  his  two 
wives,  as  was  John  his  fon,  a  merchant,  wiio  died 
Jan.  13,  1308,  and  his  wife  Agnes  in  1511,  leaving 
R,alph  Symonds,  efq.  her  fon  arid  heir,  who  dying 
in  1557,  left  Giles  his  fon  and  heir,  by  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  William  Bifliop,  of  Yarmouth,  who  by 
Catherine,  daughter  of  fir  Anthony  Ley,  of  Bucks, 
had  Ralph  his  fon:  John  (by  Ann,  daughter  of 
Jeffrey  Cobbe,  of  Sandringham)  married  Ami,  daugh- 
ter of  Richard  Toothby,  of  Lincolnfhiie. 

LORD 
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LORD  Ross,  or  more  properly,  LORD  Roos's 
MOIETY.  The  eldeft  fon  of  the  marquis  of  Gran- 
by,  heir  to  the  duke  of  Rutland,  bears  the  title  of 
lord  Roos  to  this  day. 

William  lord  Roos,  of  Hamlake,  was  lord  of  a 
moiety  alfo  of  this  town,  in  right  of  Maud,  young- 
eft  daughter  and  co-heir  of  fir  John  de  Vaux;  in 
which  family  it  remained  till  it  came  by  marriage  to 
fir  Robert  Manners,  whofe  defcendent  Thomas,  earl 
of  Rutland,  in  the  ift  and  sd  of  Philip  and  Mary, 
fold  it  to  Tliomas  Lodge,  efq. 

In  1572,  the  i4th  of  queen  Elizabeth,  fir  Chrif- 
tophcr  Heydon  was  lord  and  patron  of  the  church, 
and  both  the  moieties  feem  to  be  in  him  at  that  time. 

Charles  Britiffe,  efq.  died  lord  in  November  1 703, 
and  was  buried  in  the  church  of  Gley.  Peter  Wil- 
fon,  efq.  died  lord  and  patron  in  1740. 

The  lordfhip  of  Wiveton  extended  into  this  town. 
Simon  Fitz-Richard  held  the  fourth  part  of  a  fee 
here  in  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  of  the  earl  of  Glou* 
ceiler  and  Clare,  the  capital  lord,  which  came  after 
to  the  Mortimers,  earls  of  March,  Sec.  The  family 
of  Brings  had  an  interefl  in  it  in  the  35th  year  of 
Henry  VIII. 

Robert  Beales,  gent,  died  feifed  of  it  anno  17th 
of  Charles  I. 

Ralph  de  Hauvile  held  lands  by  grand  ferjeanty, 
by  keeping  the  king's  hawks,  in  king  John's  reign. 

The  church  is' dedicated  to  St.  Margaret  the  vir- 
gin, and  is  a  redory. 

It 
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It  is  a  very  large  regular  pile,  confiding  of  a  nave, 
a  north  and  fouth  aile,  and  a  chaacel  built  of  free- 
ftone,  and  covered  with  lead,  and  there  feems  to  have 
been  two  wi^gs  qr  crofs  ailes, 

At  the  weft  end  flands  a  fpur-fquare  toxver,  which 
ivas  built  (by  the  arms)  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VI, 
About  the  arch  of  the  fouth  porch  are  many  arras 
carved  in  the  ftone  ;  France  and  England,  quarter- 
ly; lord  Roos;  Mortimer  earl  of  March,  and  Burgh, 
quarterly  ;  de  la  Pole,  duke  of  Suffolk,  and  Wing- 
field,  quarterly  ;  Narford  ;  Yaux  ;  Erpingham  ;  a 
plain  crofs,  St.  George's  fhield;  St.  Peter's,  two 
kevs  in  faldre  ;  a  cup  with  a  f  jrpent  iffuing  out  of 
it,  St.  Johns  —  a  faltire,  St.  Andrew;  —  :he  emblem 
»  or  arms  of  the  Trinity;  —  three  efcallops,  St.  James's, 
two  fwords  in  faltire,  St.  Paul,  &c. 

There  has  alfo  been  at  the  weft  end  a  curious 
porch,  ordinance  into  the  nave,  of  none,  as  appears 
from  the  ruins. 

The  caft  end  of  the  fouth  aile  has  been  a  chapel 
belonging  formerly  to  the  German  merchants  :  on 
the  roof  are  delineated  feveral  black  fpread  eagles, 
with  two  heads,  couped,  See. 

On  a  grave-ftone  herer^  -  "  Of  your  char  itc  pray 
for  tht  fouls  of  John  Symonds,  merchant,  and  Agnes  his 
infe,  the  which  John  deccffed  the  xiiii  day  of  January, 
the  yere  cf  our  Lord  M.  v.  vin,  and  the  Jaid  Agues  de- 
the  loft  day  cf  May,  M.  v.  xn." 


Their  portraitures  in  their  winding  flieets,  and  un- 
der them  thofe  of  eight  children  are  in  bra  Is,  and 
about  the  (tone  brafs  labels  inferred—  XOWTHUS. 

The 
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The  label,  WOW  THUS,  bears  the.  fame  in- 
fcripiion  with  the  motto  of  fir  Clement  Trafford,  of 
Dunton-hall  in  Lincolnshire.  The  occafion  of  its 
being  taken  by  the  Traffords  is  faid  to  be  as  follows  : 
In  the  civil  war  between  Charles  I.  and  his  parlia- 
ment, the  gentleman  in  poffeffion  fiding  with  the 
king,  was  eagerly  fought  after  by  the  parliament* 
party,  and  his  life  .being  in  danger,  he  difguifed  him* 
felf  in  a  coat  with  patches  of  various  colours  »

and  like  a  common  labourer  was  found  threfliing 
with  a  flail  in  the  barn,  and  by  his  motley  dfefs,  and 
giving  no  anfwer  to  his  putfuers,  who  were  making 
enquiries  after  him,  but  JfOWTHUS,  NOW  THUS, 
repeatedly,  he  was  taken  by  them  to  be  an  ideot, 
and  fo  happily  etcaped.  A  man  in  a  fools  coat, 
Vvith  a  flail  in  his  hand,  in  memory  of  the  above 
facl;,  is  borne  by  fir  Clement  Trafford  as  his  crefl, 
and  the  motto  to  his  arms  is  NOW  THUS,  in  aliu- 
fion  to  the  anfwer  made  by  his  ancefton 

In  the  church-yard  an  altar  tomb  :  —  In  memory  of 
John  Greve,  an  ajjijiant  cf  Sir  Cloudejly  Shovel  in  burn- 
ing the  Jhips  in  the  port  of  Tripoly  in  Barbary,  Janu- 
ary 14,  1676,  for  his  goodjervices  made  captain  of  the 
Orange  Tree  by  king  Charles  II.  and  dyed  April  14^ 
1686,  aged  48. 

The  coaft  in  this  neighbourhood  has  been  fortu- 
nate in  producing  many  brave  feamen  and  admirals. 
Between  Cley  and  Stiff  key,  at  Cockthorpe,  a  village 
with  only  three  houfes  in*  it,  were  born  fir  Cloude- 
lley  Shovel,  fir  John  Naiborough,  and  fir  Chrifto- 
pher  Minns,  and  at  Docking,  the  great  fir  Edward 

(now 
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(now  lord)  Hawke  ;  a  name  that  cannot  fail  of  being 
immortal  in  the  Britifh  annals.  [For  a  particular  ac- 
tount  of  the,  lives  of  the  three  Jirjl  mentioned  admirals; 
Jce  the  Appendix  to  North  Greenhoe  hundred.] 

Sir  Chriftopher  Heydon,  who  was  lord  and  patron 
in  the  38th  of  Elizabeth,  by  deed,  derailed  to  James 
Calthorpe,  efq.  an  old  houfe,  called  the  decayed 
chapel  of  Cley,  with  a  piece  of  rnarfh  and  a  fir 
ground,  called  Thornham-Eye,  wherein  the  chapel 
flood,  butting  on  Cley  channel  to  the  eaft,  and 
Blakeney  channel  to  the  weft,  between  Cley  common 
and  the  channel  on  the  north,  and  Wiveton  and 
Elakeney  niarfh  fouth,  excepting  wreck  of  lea,  her- 
ring fiftiery,  8cc. 

Mr.  Parkin  fays  the  town  has  a  good  haven,  fe- 
vcral  merchants  live  in  it,  and  a  confiderable  num- 
ber of  (hips,  about  twenty,  belong  to  it,  which  fail 
to  Holland,  Newcaftlc,  &C,  and  the  king  has  a  col- 
lector of  his  cuftoms  refiding  here. 

The  writer  of  an  Englifh  Gazetteer  adds,  "It  is 
a  noted  port,  with  large  (alt-works,  from  whence 
fait  is  fent  all  over  the  country,  and  iometimes  to 
Holland  and  the  Baltic." 

CJey  is  twenty-five  miles  from  Norwich,  four  from 
Holt,  and  about  twelve  from  Cromer. 

Richard  Warner,  efq.  prefented  in  1736;  and 
John  Thomlinfon>  efq.  who  has  built  a  handfouie 
houfe  here,  prefented  his  brother,  the  Rev.  Robeit 
Thomlmfon,  to  this  rectory  in  i  7  641 


EDGEFIELD, 
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EDGEFIELD,  is  fituated  in  the  fouth-eaft  part  of 
Holt  hundred:  it  was  anciently  fpelt  Edisfelde,  E- 
dithsfeld,  Edesfeld,  and  Eggefeld*  ;  but  the  prcfent 
name  is  the  moft  fignificant  of  its  fituation  on  thfi 
edge  of  a  hill  or  field. 

There  was  formerly  a  crofs  in  this  parifh  for  C6n- 
flantia  Adam,  reiicft  of  William,  fon  of  Ralph,  prieft 
of  Edgcfield,  who  about  the  time  of  king  John,  or 
Henry  III.  enfeoffed  her  fon  Stephen,  for  half  a 
mark  of  filver,  in  one  piece  of  land  lying  in  the  field 
of  Edgeficld,  abutting  upon  the  way  which  led  from 
the  crofs  of  Edgefield  towards  Binham. 

In  the  30th  of  Henry  III.  1  246,  Walter  le  Rus 
held  twelve  acres  of  land  in  Edgefield,  by  the  fer- 
vice  of  repairing  the  iron  work  of  the  kings  ploughs. 

In  the  13th  of  Edward  II.  a  tournament  was  dc- 
figned  to  be  held  in  this  town  between  divers  men  of 
arms,  but  was  prevented  by  the  king's  writ,  dated 
•dt  York,  2oth  of  Oclober,  1320,  and  directed  to  die 
(heriff  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk. 

There  are  two  manors  in  this  town :  die  one  is 
now  called  Edgefield  Ellingham's,  the  odier  Binham 
Priory  manor,  or  Edgefield  Bacon's. 

EDGEFIELD  ELLINGHAM'S  MANOR.  From  Doomf- 
day-book  it  appears  that  Ralph,  the  brother  of  Ilgar, 
had  a  grant  of  a  lordfhip  in  this  town,  and  Stody,. 
from  the  Conqueror,  on  the  deprivation  of  Bondo, 
a  free  man  of  Harold,  in  the  reign  of  Edward  the 
Confeffor. 

The  ancient  family  of  deEdisfield  hid  this  lordfhip. 

William 

*  Parkia. 
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William  de  Edisficld  was  lord  and  patron  in  the 
ift  of  Henry  II.  1 !/;(; :  his  fon  Peter  fucceeded  him, 
and  was  fheriff  of  Norfolk  in  the  ^d  of  Richard  L 
He  left  by  Hawifia  his  wife,  an  only  daughter  and 
heirefs,  Letitia,  who!  marrying  fir  William  cle  Rof- 
celine,  this  eflate  defcended  to  their  fon  fir  Thomas 
•Rofceline,  to  whom  Henry  III.  in  his  ^oth  year, 
J266,  granted  free  warren  in  his  demean  lands  in 
this  town,  Walcote,  Nortori-Subcorfe,  Heckingham, 
Drayton,  Tafburgh,  See. 

Letitia,  his  mother,  being  left  a  widow,  married 
fir  Roger  de  Thirkleby,  who  prefented  to  this  church 
in  1274. 

Sir  Peter  de  kofceline,  fon  of  fir  Thomas,  fuc- 
ceeded, and  in  the  14th  of  Edward  I.  claimed  view 
of  frank-pledge,  and  ailife  of  bread  and  beer  amongft 
his  tenants*  In  the  22d  year  of  the  laid  reign,  i  294, 
he  had  a  fummons  to  attend  the  king  at  Portfmouth, 
in  order  to  accompany  him  to  undertake  the  recovery 
of  Gafcony,  then  pftifeiTed  by  the  French  king ;  and 
in  1300  and  Jsgiz  he  prefented  to  this  church. 

In  the  time  of  Edward  II.  great  dtfturbances  an- 
fing  between  that  king  and  his  barons,  on  account 
of  his  favourites  the  Spencers,  fir  Thomas  de  Rof- 
celine, the  fon  of  fir  Peter,  and  the  then  lord  of 
this  manor,  feems  to  have  been  on  the  barons  fide, 
as  in  the  i6th  of  that  king  he  was  in  rebellion  againft 
him,  and  forfeited  this  manor,  then  valued  at  15!* 
per  ann.  and  that  of  Walcote  at  i  yl. 

In  the  8th  of  Edward  III.  he  was  banifhed,  with 
many  others,  for  taking  part  with  the  earl  of  Lan- 
caiter  againft  the  great  favourite  Mortimer,  but  ap- 
pears to  have  been  reftored  to  favour  and  his  eftaie 
ihe  following  year,  1329. 
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In  the  8th  of  Edward  III.  1334,  he  confirmed, 
by  deed,  this  manor  with  that  of  Norton-Subcorfe, 
and  their  advowfons,  and  the  advowfon  of  Whet- 
acre,  to  Alexander  de  Walcote,  and  Adam,  parfon 
of  Edgefidd:  he  was  living  in  the  loth,  but  died 
without  iffue  before  the  13th  of  year  of  the  fame 
reign,  and,  by  his  will,  gave  lands  for  a  chaplain 
to  pray  for  his  foul,  and  for  the  foul  of  his  grand- 
father, in  the  chapel  of  St.  Mary  the  Virgin,  found- 
ed by  his  grandfather  in  his  manor  of  Edgefield. 

His  inheritance  came  to  his  fix  filters  and  co-heirs. 

Margery,  the  eldeft,  married  fir  John  Champaine; 

• ,  the   fecond,  married  Ralf   de  Eokenham ; 

Alice,  the  third,  married  fir  William  Daye ;  Joan, 
the  fourth,  married  John,  lord  Willoughby  of  Eref- 
by  ;  Maud,  the  fifth,  married  fir  Robert  Tiffin  ;  and 
Mary,  the  6th,  married  fir  John  Camois. 

Loid  Willoughby  had  the  feveral  (hares  of  the 
others  in  this  manor,  Sec.  conveyed  to  him ;  for  in 
the  23d  of  Edward  III.  1349?  this  lord  died  feifed 
of  tne  whole ;  and  Joan  his  wife  furviving  him, 
married  fir  William  Synthweyt,  who  prefented  to 
this  church  in  1352. 

John,  lord  Willoughby,  was  fon  and  heir,  and 
died  feifed  of  this  manor,  See.  in  the  46th  of  Ed- 
ward III.  leaving  Robert,  lord  Willoughby,  his 
fon  and  heir,  on  whofe  death,  in  the  2oth  of  Ri- 
chard II.  he  was  fucceeded  by  his  fon  and  heir 
William,  lord  Wijloughby,  who  died  at  Edgefield 
in  the  nth  year  of  Henry  IV.  leaving  Robert,  lord 
Willoughby,  his  eldeft  fon,  lord  of  this  manor  and 
of  Walcote,  Whetacre,  Chedgrave,  and  Roughton. 

C  This 
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This  lord  Robert  died  in  the  3oth  of  Henry  VI. 
leaving  Joan  his  daughter,  then  a  minor  of  feven 
years  of  age,  but  afterwards  married  to  fir  Richard 
Welles :  fhe  had  no  interefl  in  this  lordfhip,  that 
being  entailed  on  the  heirs  male,  fo  that  it  came  to 
fir  Robert  Willoughby,  fon  of  a  younger  brother  to 
the  late  Robert,  lord  Willoughby,  with  the  honour, 
fcc. 

In  this  family  of  Willoughby,  lords  of  Erefby  in 
Lincolnfhire,  it  remained  till  the  death  of  William, 
lord  Willoughby,  on  the  igth  of  Oclober,  in  the 
i8th  of  Henry  VIII.  anno  1527.  It  then  defcended 
to  his  daughter  and  fole  heir,  Catherine,  who  had 
livery  of  it  in  the  26th  of  that  reign. 

She  was  afterwards  fourth  wife  of  Charles  Bran- 
don, duke  of  Suffolk,  but  furviving  him,  and  hav- 
ing no  iffue,  fhe  married  and  brought  this  eflate  to 
her  fecond  hufband,  Richard  Bertie,  efq. 

She  was  a  lady  remarkably  zealous  for  the  Refor- 
mation, and  on  that  account  was  obliged,  in  the 
firey  days  of  queen  Mary,  to  take  refuge  in  foreign 
countries:  by  this  hufband  fhe  had  a  fon,  called 
Peregrine,  (being  born  abroad  in  thefe  times  of  trou- 
ble and  diftrefs)  who  on  the  death  of  his  mother, 
in  the  23d  of  Elizabeth,  had  a  fummons  to  parlia- 
ment, as  lord  Willoughby  of  Erefby,  and  from  him 
the  prefent  duke  of  Ancafter  is  defcended. 

It  is  not  precifely  known  at  what  time,  or  in  what 
manner  the  family  of  Bertie  difpcfed  of  this  eflate. 
It  was  afterwards  in  the  Fallens,  and  Thomas  Crop- 
ley,  efq.  fold  it  to  Richard  Stubbs,  efq.  with  the 
advowfon,  in  the  ift  of  Elizabeth,  1559. 

He 
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He  died  about  the  i  gth  of  James  I.  and  was  fuo 
ceeded  by  his  eldeft  daughter  and  co-heir,  Dione- 
fia,  lady  of  fir  William  Yelvcrton,  of  Rougham, 
bart.  who  held  this  manor,  8cc.  till  the  £th  year  of 
Charles  II. 

Lady  Mary  Jermyn,  reli£  of  fir  Thomas  Jermyn, 
bart.  of  Rufhbrook  in  Suffolk,  was  .thai  lady  and 
patronefs. 

At  her  deceafe,  in  the  33d  of  Charles  II.  Tho- 
mas Newton,  gent,  fucceeded.  In  the  1 2th  of  Wil- 
liam III.  Thomas  Marcon,  gent,  was  lord;  and  in 
the  iith  of  queen  Anne  John  Marcon,  efq.  pof- 
feffed  it :  he  married  Rebecca,  daughter  of  fir  Ben- 
jamin Wrench,  knt.  a  phyfician  of  Norwich ;  and 
after  his  deceafe,  in  1725,  fhe  married  colonel  Har- 
bord. 

On  her  deceafe  this  manor  and  advowfon  came 
to  John  Marcon,  efq.  of  SwafFham,  fon  of  Edward 
Marcon,  of  Forncet,  and  coufin  of  the  beforemen- 
tioned  John :  he  married  the  fitter  of  William  Ma- 
fon,  efq.  of  Nefton  near  SwafFham,  and  his  eldeft 
fon  is  the  prefent  lord  and  patron. 

BINHAM  PRIORY  MANOR,  now  called  EDGEKELD 
BACON'S.  In  the  time  of  Edward  the  Confeffor,  it 
appears  from  Doomfday-book,  that  Scetj  a  free  man, 
held  here  fourfcorc  acres  of  land,  &c.  which  lay  to- 
wards Binham. 

At  the  conqueft  this  was  granted  to  Peter  dc  Va«« 
loins,  or  de  Valeniis,  who  in  the  reign  of  Hen.  I. 
founded  the  priory  of  Binham.  Roger  de  Valoins 
his  fon  fucceeded  him,  and  confirmed  two  pans  of 
the  tithes  of  his  lordfhip  herej  alter  him,  Robert 
C  2  his 
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his  fon  confirmed  his  whole  demefne  and  lordfhip 
with  the  homages,  wood,  alders,  and  free  warren  in 
this  parifh,  to  that  priory. 

During  the  fubfequent  reigns  of  king  Stephen, 
Henry  II.  Richard  I.  John,  Hen.y  III.  and  Edward 
I.  this  manor,  and  the  poffeffions  of  Binham  priory 
in  this  town,  were  very  encreafed  by  numerous  grants 
and  gifts  of  lands,  rents,  &c.  as  appears  from  the 
rcgifter  of  that  priory. 

After  thefe  grantr,  rents,  Sec.  there  follows  in  the 
regifler,  a  rental  of  the  priory's  manor  in  Edgefield, 
containing  the  names  of  the  tenants,  the  rents,  par- 
cels of  land,  8cc. 

The  prior  of  Binham,  in  the  14th  of  Edward  I. 
1284,  claimed  view  of  frank-pledge,  and  affife  of 
bread  and  beer,  id  Edgefield,  Gunthorpe,  and  Salt- 
houie,  &c. 

On  the  2ift  of  April,  1378,  Henry  bifhop  of 
Norwich,  (with  the  content  of  the  prior  and  convent 
of  Binham,  Richard  parfon  of  Edgefield,  and  Ro- 
bert lord  Willoughby,  patron  of  the  church)  ordain- 
ed that  the  rector  of  Edgefield,  and  his  fucceffors, 
fliould  have  the  tithes  arifmg  from  the  lands  of  the 
prior  and  convent  of  Binham,  in  Edgefield,  except 
the  tithe  of  wood  and  underwood,  and  of  what  was 
left  on  their  lands  for  the  feed  of  theic  cattle,  and 
that  the  re&or  of  Edgefield  and  his  fucceffors  fliould 
pay  to  the  prior  and  convent  of  Binham,  and  their 
iucceffors,  335.  4d.  yearly  for  ever. 

In  the  yth  of  Henry  VI.  1428,  the  temporalities 
of  the  priory  in  this  town  were  valued  at  lol.  i8s. 
per  aim.  the  fpiritualities  at  403,  per  aim. 

The 
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The  .priors  of  Binham  continued  lords  of  this 
manor  till  the  3^th  of  Henry  VIII.  154.5,  when 
this  priory,  amongft  others,  being  fuppreffed,  the 
manors  and  eftates  belonging  to  it  tame  into  that 
king's  poffeffion,  and  were  by  him  granted  to  divers 
of  his  fubje&s. 

This  manor  and  eftate,  with  all  its  appurtenances, 
rights,  privileges,  Sec.  and  the  great  wood  in  Edge- 
field,  tfren  called  Priory  wood,  were  granted  by  the 
letters  patent,  bearing  date  the  3d  of  March,  1545, 
in  the  36th  of  Henry  VHI.  in  as  full  and  ample  a 
manner  as  before  poffeffed  by  the  prior  and  convent, 
to  lir  William  Butts,  and  his  heirs  for  ever,  with 
manors  and  eftates  ifi  other  counties,  upon  his  pay- 
ing into  the  treafury  the  fum  of  767!.  125.  6d. 

Sir  Nicholas  Bacon,  the  firft  baronet,  marrying 
Ann,  heirefs  of  the  Butts  family,  came  next  into 
the  poffeffion  of  this  manor  and  eftate  about  the  gth 
of  James  I.  and  in  this  family  it  continued  till  the 
x)th  of  Charles  II.  1657,  when  fir  Edmund  Bacon, 
bart.  and  the  truftees  of  his  father,  fold  it  to  Mr. 
Edward  Cooper,  of  Edgeiieid,  whofe  anceftors  had 
been  poffeflTors  of  lands  in  this  parifli  before  the  reign 
of  Edward  III.  as  appears  by  an  old  feolfment  of 
fir  Thomas  Rofceline's.  The  defcendams  of  this 
John  continued  purchafing  there  at  different  times, 
"till  the  extinction  of  the  male  line  of  this  family, 
which  ended  in  Mr.  Edward  Cooper,  fon  of  Edward 
abovementioned,  who  dying  unmarried  November 
26,  in  the  gtli  of  Anne,  1710,  devifed  this  manor 
and  his  whole  eftate  in  this  parifli,  to  the  Rev.  Ed- 
*yard  Fenn,  his  nephew,  fecond  fon  of  Mary  his 
filler,  wife  of  William  Fenn,  gent,  whofe  anceftor 
$v;is  captain  John  Fenn,  of  the  city  of  London. 

la 
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In  this  family  it  has  continued  ever  fince,  and 
John  Fenn,  of  Eaft:  Dereham,  efq.  in  this  county,  a 
juftice  of  the  peace,  and  fellow  of  the  fociety  of 
Antiquaries,  is  the  prefent  lord,  and  ppfleffor  of  the 
eftate. 

The  church  of  Edgefield  is  a  re&ory,  and  is  de- 
dicated to  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul. 

The  ftceple  is  octangular,  tlie  church  has  two 
aiies,  and  two  porches  leaded,  the  chancel  is  tiled. 

On  the  north  chancel  window,  St.  Peter.  —  On 
the  eaft  window,  the  arms  of  Rofceline.  —  In  the 
chancel  the  arms  of  Beck,  or  Beke,  and  Ufford.  —  • 
Jn  the  church,  the  arms  of  Beck  and  Ufford,  as  be~ 
lore  ;  of  Cooper  and  of  Pell.

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T.ady  Alice  Willoughby  was  buried  here  the  14th 
Of  June,  1595. 

Simon  Woodrow,  an  inhabitant  of  this  parifh,  by 
las  will,  dated  October  j,  1639,  gave  to  Henry  his 
fon,  thirteen  acres  of  land  in  Edgefield,  charged  with 
the  payment  of  fifty  fliillings  annually  for  ever,  to 
the  minifter  and  church-wardens  of  this  parifh,  forty 
fliillings  of  which  they  were  to  expend  yearly  in  re- 
lieving poor  widows  belonging  to  their  parifh,  and 
ten  (hillings  was  to  be  expended  in  repairing  and 
beautifying  the  churcht 

Johnjermyj  efq.  was  pa'ron,  only,  in  1729;  and 
Mrs,  Rebecca  Harbord  prefented  in  1743  and  1747. 

The  Rev.  Branfby  Francis  was  prefented  to  this 
reftory  in  1764  by  the  late  John  Marcon,  efq. 

GLANFORD,  was  a  hamlet  at  the  furvey,  and 
fo  remains,  to  the  king's  manor  of  Sniterley,  or 
Blakeney, 

This  part,  or  fee,  was  in  Peter  de  Mealton,  and 
fo  paffed  to  the  Cockfields,  and  Aflleys,  and  Bacons, 
and  Ca'lthorpes,  with  the  manor  of  Sniterley, 

Another  part,  or  fee,  was  in  Walter  GifFard, 

From  the  GifTards  it  came  to  the  earls  of  Clare,  as 
in  Sniteiley,  alias  Blakeney. 

The  church,  dedicated  to  St.  Martin,  about  twen- 
ty years  paft  was  in  decent  repair,  and  there  was 
fervice  in  it ;  at  prefent  it  is  in  ruins :  it  had  a  nave, 
with  a  north  aile,  together  about  thirty  feet  broad, 
£i|4  in,  length,  with  the  chancel,  about  fixty  feet,  all 
C  4  covered

covered  with  lead,  and  a  fquare  tower,  with  one 
bell. 

This  village  is  fituated  on  the  river  one  mile  above 
Cley,  and  has  had  its  name  from  the  ford  crofs  here  ; 
as  Glandford  Bridge  in  Lincolnfliiie.  The  church 
was  annexed  to  Blakeney,  Langham  Parva  andCock- 
ihorpe,  January  14,  1743,  and  James  Calthorpe, 
efq.  prefented  the  Rev.  Henry  Calthorpe  in  the  fame; 
year. 

GUNTHORPE.  The  Conqueipr  had  a  lordfhip 
here,  which  was  held  by  Alvin  in  king  Edward's, 
time. 

Here  was  alfo  another  lordfhip  of  the  Conqueror's, 
belonging  to  his  manor  of  Cawfton  in  South  Erping- 
ham,  which  king  Harold  held. 

The  firfl  lordfhip  abovementioned  was  held  at  firfl 
of  the  king  by  the  ancient  family  of  Avenel,  and 
after  of  the  honour  of  Clare ;  and  the  laft-mentioned 
lordfhip  by  the  family  of  de  Mey,  &c.  and  each  of 
them  had  a  moiety  in  the  advowfon. 

In  thefe  families  the  two  lordfhips  remained,  and 
John  Avenel  and  Ralph  le  Mey,  held  one  fee  of 
the  earl  of  March,  and  had  the  leet,  in  the  2sd  of 
Richard  II. 

After  this,  Avenel's  intereft  here  came  to  the 
Welbys,  by  the  marriage  of  Joan,  daughter  and  heir 
of  John  Avenel,  with  William  de  Welby,  of  an  an- 
cient family,  who  had  confiderable  lordftiips  and  ef- 
taies  in  Lincolnfliire ;  and  the  laid  Joan,  his  relicl, 
prefented  to  this  church  in  1396. 

Li 
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In  the  3d  of  Henry  VI.  the  de  Meys  had  an  in- 
terefl  here,  but  after  this  time  we  do  not  find  them 
mentioned,  fo  that  we  conclude  the  whole  was  vett- 
ed in  the  Welby's. 

In  the  1  8th  of  Henry  VI.  William  Welby  was 
lord  and  patron  ;  and  on  his  death,  in  the  faid  vear, 
Thomas  was  found  to  be  his  fon  and  heir,  and  died 
pofTefTed  of  it,  May  18,*  in  the  5th  of  Henry  VIII. 
William  was  his  fon  and  heir. 

On  the  death  of  Thomas  Wilby,  of  Hindring- 
Jiam,  efq,  it  came  to  Gregory  Davy,  efq.  by  the 
marriage  of  Catherine,  daughter  of  the  faid  Thomas. 

Gregory  Davy,  efq.  died  lord  in  the  laft  year  of 
Philip  and  Mary,  and  was  fucceeded  by  his  fon  Ri- 
chard, who  was  lord  and  patron,  on  whofe  death, 
in  the  lyth  of  Elizabeth,  Chriftopher  Davy  was 
found  to  be  his  fon  and  heir,  by  Ann  his  wife, 
daughter  of  YVil  iam  Cobbe,  efq.  of  Sandringham; 
Chriftopher  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Clement 
Pagrave,  of  Norwood  Barningham,  by  whom  he  had 
Gregory  his  fon  and  heir. 

In  the  2oth  of  the  faid  queen,  it  was  purchafed 
of  the  aforelaid  Chriftopher  by  Richard  Godfrey} 
efq.  who  was  lord  and  patron  ;  and  -  Godfrey, 
efq.  a  mafter  in  chancery,  fold  it  to  James  Leheup, 


In  1740,  Ifaac  Leheup,  efq,  was  lord  and  patron. 
He  left  two  daughters  and  co-heirs  ;  Elizabeth,  mar-' 
ried  to  -  Lloyd,  efq.  arid  Mary,  married  to  fir 
Edward  Williams,  bart.  of  Langoyn  caftle  in  Breck- 
nockfhire,  in  South  Wales,  by  whom  fhe  left  a 
daughter,  the  prefent  Mifs  Williams,  hcirefs  to  this 
pianor. 
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Ifaac  Lclieup,  efq.  and  the  late  lord  Walpole  of 
Wolterton,  married  two  fitters,  daughters  of  Mr, 
Lombard,  of  London.  Mr.  Leheup  was  forne  time 
refident  at  the  court  of  Hanover.  He  had  one  fon, 
Thomas,  who  died  before  his  father,  by  which  means 
his  two  daughters  became  joirit-heireffes  to  his  eflate 
and  fortunes.  They  are  both  deceafed.  Mrs.  Lloyd 
remarried  George  Montgomery,  efq.  of  Chippenhara 
ne$r  Newmarket,  but  left  no  children. 

BINHAM  PRIORY  MANOR.  Peter  lord  Valoins  had 
the  grant  of  a  lordfhip  at  the  conqueft,  which  a  free 
man  of  king  Harold  poffeifed.  This  he  had  livery 
of  to,  make  up  his  manor  of  Barney, 

Peter  lord  Valoins,  grandfon  of  the  aforefaid  lord, 
gave  to  this  priory  all  his  lands  in  this  town,  and 
they  were  confirmed  by  Robert  hi*  brother,  with  the 
homages  and  a  marfli, 

William  de  St.  Plounch  releafed  all  the  lands 
which  he  and  his  father  William  held ;  and  Roger, 
fon  of  Richard  de  Gunthorpe,  gave  lands,  Sec. 

The  prior  had  view  of  frank-pledge.  Sec.  in  the 
14th  of  Edward  I.  and  his  temporalities  in  14  2§ 
were  valued  at  3!.  25.  3d.  per  aim, 

At  the  diffolution  it  was  granted  by  Henry  VIII. 
in  his  c$3d  year,  to  fir  Thomas  Pafton,  km.  or,  as 
fome  accounts  lay,  bifhop  Rugg  exchanged  it  in  the 
34th  of  that  king,  with  Derfingjiam  impiopriate  rec- 
tory, &c.  and  gave  to  that  knight  tlie  manor  cf 
Palton,  Sec. 

Ihe  church  is  a  rectory,  dedicated  to  St,  Mary, 
and  is  confplidate4  with  Bale. 
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In  1750,  Mr.  William  Alfton,  clerk,  was  patron; 
and  in  1758,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Lloyd,  widow,  prcr 
fented  the  Rev.  C.utUbert  Scwell  to  this  redlory,  with 
Bale. 

HEMPSTEAD,  or  HEMPSTED,  was  a  beruite 
to  the  king's  manor  of  Holt. 

A  family,  who  took  their  name  from  this  town, 
U*ere  early  enfeorled  of  it.  IH  the  sgth  of  Hen.  II. 
Simon  de  Hempflede  quit  claimed  to  Henry  de  Ma- 
rifco  and  his  heirs,  the  advowlbn  of  this  church  for 
fix  marks  of  filver. 

In  the  24th  of  Henry  III.  Richer  de  Caufton 
and  Stephen,  grant  to  Simon,  prior  of  Norwich, 
the  advowfon  of  that  church  and  that  of  Plumfiead 
in  Blofield  hundred. 

William  de  Ormfby  grants,  in  the  asd  of  Eds- 
ward  I.  to  Henry  prior  of  Norwich,  the  advowfon 
of  this  church  for  20!.  and  in  the  laid  year  fettled, 
t>y  fine,  on  John  his  fon  this  lordfhip,  with  that  of 
Gueflwick.;  and  in  the  gift  of  that  king,  it  was 
found  that  the  prior  and  his  predeceffors  were  pof- 
felted  of  the  advowfon  before  the  ftatute  of  mort- 
main, 

Jn  the  faid  year,  fir  Robert  de  Hingham  bought 
of  William  de  Onnefby  a  mill,  Sec.  in  Hempftead, 
which  he  afterwards  confirmed. 

Sir  John  de  Ormfby  was  lord  in  the  zoth  and 
24th  of  Edward  III.  and  is  faid  to  hold  it  of  the 
fad  of  Albemarle. 

In 
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In  the  ^d  of  Henry  IV.  the  lady  Alice  Caley,  re-. 
1161  of  fir  William  Caley,  of  Ouby,  had  this  lord- 
fhip;  and  by  Agnes,  one  of  their  daughters  and 
co-heirs,  it  came  to  fir  John  de  Harfike,  of  South- 
acre,  by  marriage.  Sir  Roger  Harfike  his  fon  en- 
joyed it ;  and  by  the  marriage  of  Joan,  one  of  his 
daughters  and  co-heirs,  it  was  brought  to  Richard 
Dorward,  efq.  who  poffeffed  it  in  the  g^d  of  Henry 
VI.  From  the  Dorwards  it  came  by  marriage  to 
John  Wingf eld,  of  Dunham  Magna;  and  Thomas 
Wingfeld  conveyed  it,  by  fine,  in  the  a8th  of  Hen- 
ry VIII.  to  Thomas  Jermyn. 

Mr.  Newman  was  lord,  and  his  fon,  William, 
Newman,  efq.  of  Esconfthcrpe,  was  lord  in  1720. 

"  LOSE  HALL.  Richer,  fon  of  Hugh  de  Cauflon, 
confirmed  to  Thomas,  fon  of  William  de  Lofe,  for 
iixty  {hillings  of  fdver,  lands,  with  the  homage  of 
Roger  de  Bruario,  and  the  laid  Thomas  v\  as  found 
to  hold  half  a  fee  in  demean.  William  de  Lofe  died 
ieifed  of  it  in  the  i6th  of  Edward  I.  and  Thomas 
was  his  fon  and  heir,  on  whofe  death  Claricia,  hi$ 
lifter,  wire  of  Thomas  de  Ubbeflon,  was  his  heir. 

It  was  in  the  priory  of  Norwich  in  the  gth  of 
Edward  II.  who,  in  the  ift  of  Richard  III.  granted 
it  to  Henry  Heydon,  on  his  releafmg  to  tjiem  certair* 
lands  in  Hindringham,  and  John  Heydon  died  lord 
in  the  i  gth  of  Edward  IV. 

The  manor-houfe,  now  demolifhed,  flood  in  a 
elofe  adjoining  to  the  church. 

Sir  Chriflopher  Heydon  held  it  at  his  death,  in 
1579;  his  fon  fir  William,  in  the  541!!  of  Elizabeth, 
alfigned  it  to  Thomas  Fermor,  efq.  of  Eafl  Bafharn, 

for

for  payment  of  debts,  and  foon  after  Thomas  Croft 
and  Thomas  Oxburgh,  efqrs,  had  a  przcipc  to  deli- 
ver it  to  Edmund  Stubs  and  Thomas  Thetford,  efqrs. 

PRIORY  MANOR.  The  prior  of  Norwich  had  pof- 
feflions  in  the  ad  of  Henry  II.  when  they  granted 
lands  to  Henry  de  Marifco  ;  and  Philip  de  Candos 
gave,,  in  1176,  lands  to  John  biftiop  of  Norwich, 
which  pope  Alexander  III.  confirmed  by  his  bull. 

Their  temporalities,  in  1428,  were  taxed  at  3!. 


The  church  was  anciently  a  re&ory,  but  being 
appropriated  to  the  priory  of  Norwich  by  Walter, 
bifhop  of  Norwich,  in  1  249,  a  vicarage  .  was  fettled, 
and  the  patronage  of  it  in  the  priory.  The  patron- 
age is  in  the  dean  and  chapter  of  Norwich. 

The  Rev.  Edward  Tilfon  was  prefented  to  this 
vicarage  by  the  dean  and  chapter  of  Norwich  in 
1768. 

HOLT,  in  the  Saxon  tongue,  figmfies  a  wood, 
from  which,  it  is  probable,  it  derived  its  name.  It 
was  an  extenfive  lordfhip,  and  royal  demean,  in  the 
time  of  the  Confeffor,  who  was  lord  of  it  ;  and  there 
was  a  fea-port  belonging  to  it,  probably  Clay,  which 
village  was  a  hamlet  to  this  lordfhip. 

At  the  furvey,  Walter  Giffard,  earl  of  Bucks,  was 
lord  of  it  under  the  protection  of  Hugh  earl  of  Chef- 
ter;  and  all  Holt,  with  its  beruites,  paid  661.  in 
money  per  ann. 

The  earl  of  Chefter  had  a  grant  of  this  great 
lordfliip  from  the  crown  foon  after  the  furvey,  and 

was 
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•was  held  by  the  Vauxes  of  the  faid  earl,  and  aftcf 
by  the  earl  of  Albemarle,  Sec. 

Holt  being  a  market  town,  and  the  principal  town 
in  the  hundred,  moil  probably  gave  name  to  it. 
There  is  a  weekly  market  held  on  a  Saturday,  but 
when  firft  granted,  in  the  3d  of  Edward  II.  in  the 
year  1309,  it  was  on  a  Tuefday,  with  a  fair  yearly 
on  St.  Matthew's  eve  and  day.  It  is  a  town  plea*- 
fantly  fituated,  and  in  a  fine  country,  that  may  be 
juflly  called  the  Garden  of  Norfolk.  The  icenes 
around,  and  the  proipecls  it  commands,  are  more 
variegated  than  in  any  part  of  Norfolk.  The  air  is 
fharp,  but  healthy.  There  are  fomc  good  houfcs  in 
it,  but  there  is  a  want  of  water  that  renders  thofe 
houies  inconvenient,  as  the  inhabitants  are  obliged 
to  fetch  the  water  at  fome  diflance.  The  quarter- 
leffions  of  the  peace  are  held  here  and  at  Walling- 
ham  alternately ;  and  the  feilions-houfe  is  ufcd  as  an 
affembly-room  for  the  monthly  ailemblies.  There 
is  a  race  ground  near  the  town  for  running  horfes, 
and  in  the  year  i  753  there  was  a  meeting;  but  the 
races  have  fince  that  time  been  regularly  held  at 
Swaffham.  Holt  is  124  miles  from  London,  21 
from  Norwich,  1 8  from  Eafl  Dereham,  1 2  from  Cro-« 
mer,  Fakenham  and  Wells. 

The  family  of  de  Vallibus,  or  Vaux,  were'  foon 
after  the  conqueft  enfeoffed  of  this  lordfhip.  Robert 
de  Vaux  held  it  in  the  5th  of  king  Stephen,  and  gave 
then  53!.  6s.  8d.  livery,  for  lands  of  his  wife's  in- 
heritance. In  the  Vauxes  it  continued  till  the  death 
of  fir  John  de  Vaux,  in  the  1 6th  of  Edward  I.  anno 
1288,  who  was  a  parliamentary  baron,  &c.  and  held 
it  of  the  earl  of  Albemarle.  Margaret  de  Riparijs 
countefs  of  Devon,  recovered  her  dower  in  feveu 
u  s  fees  in  this  town,  Cley.,  Sec.  held  by  Bald- 
win,

win,  the  late  earl,  her  hufband;  and  the  freeman's 
tenures  that  Giffard  held,  were  after  united  to  the  ca- 
pital manor. 

NERFORD'S  MANOR.  Sir  John  de  Vaux  left  two 
daughters  and  co-heirs ;  Petronilla,  the  eldeft,  mar- 
ried fir  William  de  Nerford,  who  in  her  right  had  a 
moiety  of  this  town.  In  the  3d  of  Edward  II.  the 
faid  Petronilla,  then  a  widow,  had  a  grant  of  free 
warren,  and  a  weekly  market  on  Tuefday,  and  a  fair 
on  the  eve  and  day  of  St.  Matthew'. 

Sir  John  de  Nerford  pofTeffed  it  in  the  zd  of  Ed- 
ward III.  fettled  it  on  himfelf  arid  iir  Thomas  his 
brother,  in  the  qth  of  that  king ;  on  whofe  death  it 
came  to  his  fon  John. 

Sir  John  de  Nerford,  in  or  about  the  gSth  of  Ed- 
ward III.  dying,  left  Margery  his  ible  daughter  and 
heir,  who  is  faid  to  have  vowed  celibacy :  flie  fet- 
tled this  manor  on  the  lady  Alice,  probably  widow 
of  fir  John  or  fir  Thomas  de  Nerford;  this  lady 
Alice  married  to  her  fecond  hufband  fir  John  de  Ne~ 
vili  of  Eflex,  who  prefented  to  this  church  in  1349, 
&;c.  and  fhe  in  1375  and  1382. 

Robert  Tynvhit  and  Richard  Gafcoign  prefented 
to  this  church  in  1422  as  lords,  and  in  1466  Eliza- 
beth dutchefs  of  Suffolk. 

In  the  reign  of  queen  Elizabeth  fir  Chriflophcr 
Hcydon  was  lord  and  patron.  By  the  Heydons  it 
was  fold  to  James  Hobart,  efq,  whofe  fon  Edmund 
died  poffetred  of  it  in  1666:  his  daughter  and  heir 
Hannah  brought  it  by  marriage  to  Dr.  William 
Briggs,  phyfician  in  ordinary  to  William  III  whofe 
fQji  Henry  Biiggs,  D.  D,  was  reftor  of  this  church 

and

and  chaplain  to  George  II.  and  died  lord  and  pa- 
tron in  1 748 :  he  married  Grace,  only  daughter  of 
William  Briggs,  merchant  at  Liverpool,  and  left  fe- 
veral  children. 

William  Briggs,  M.  D.  was  fon  of  Augufline 
Briggs,  efq.  four  times  member  of  parliament  for  the 
city  of  Norwich,  defcended  from  the  Briggs's  of 
Sail. 

Roos's  MANOR.  Maud,  youngeft  daughter  and 
co-heir  of  fir  John  de  Vaux,  married  William  lord 
Roos,  of  Hemlake,  lord  of  a  moiety  in  her  right  of 
this  town.  William  his  fon  and  heir  died  feized  of 
it  in  the  1  yth  of  Edward  III.  In  this  family  it  con- 
tinued till  Thomas,  lord  Roos,  being  attainted  in 
the  ifl  year  of  Edward  IV.  1461,  for  his  adherence 
to  Henry  VI.  John  Tiftoft,  earl  of  Worcefler,  had 
a  grant  of  it,  whofe  fiflfr  Philippa  the  faid  Thomas 
lord  Roos  had  married,  and  by  her  had  Edmund  a 
fon,  and  three  daughters  ;  Eleanor,  Ifabel.  and  Mar- 
garet. Edmund  his  fon  never  inherited  it,  being 
obliged  to  live  an  obfcure  and  private  life,  but  Ele- 
anor being  married  to  fir  Robert  Maners,  of  Etall- 
caflle  in  Northumberland,  obtained  a  grant  of  it, 
and  his  fon  and  heir  George,  by  the  faid  lady,  was 
lord  Roos ;  Thomas,  his  fon  and  heir,  was  earl  of 
Rutland:  Henry,  earl  of  Rutland,  his  fon,  fold  it 
in  the  ifl  and  2d  of  Philip  and  Mary,  to  Thomas 
Lodge,  efq.  afterwards  lord  mayor  of  London  :  it 
came  then  to  fir  Chriftopher  Heydon,  and  fo  to  Ho- 
bart  and  Briggs,  and  was  united  to  the  other  moiety. 

PERERS  MANOR.  The  family  of  Perers  gave  name 
to  it,  and  Roger  de  Perers  held  one  fee  in  the  iSth 
of  Henry  III. 
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Sir  Roger  de  Perers  lived  in  the  feign  of  Edward 

II.  and  his  heirs  inherited  this  manor. 

Of  this  family  was  Alice  Pcrcrs,  (that  being  her 
true  name,  and  not  Pcarce  as  fhe  is  generally  call- 
ed) the  famous  mi  lire fs  and  concubine  of  Edward 

III.  who  in  his  47th  veai-  granted  her  all  the  jewels 
which  belonged  to  Philippa,  his  late  queen,  w:ith  all 
her  goods  and  chattels,  which  were  in  the  pofTefliou 
of  Euphemia,  wife  of  iir  Walter  de  Hafclacloh,  and 
delivered  to  her  by  the  king's   order  :    fhe  had  been 
one  of  queen  Philippa's  maids  of  honour,  and  mar- 
ried, it  is  faid,   fir  Thomas  de  Nerford,  who  died 
in  1371,  and  in  his  will  ililcs  himfclf  of  Holt,  and 
defires  to  be  buried  therek 

Soon  after  the  death  of  king  Edward,  fhe  being 
obnoxious  to  the  duke  of  Lancafler,  and  other  great 
lords,  was  accufed  bf  the  flatute  of  maintenance, 
and  was  attainted  anno  ift  of  Richard  II.  in  par- 
liament, and  her  goods  forfeited ;  but  in  the  30!  of 
the  faid  king,  (being  then  the  wife  of  iir  William 
de  Wyndefoie)  he  reftoied  to  them  divers  manors 
and  lands,  anno  1380. 

TheGrefliams  afterwards  pofTeflcd  it,  and  fir  John 
Grefham,  knt.  and  alderman  of  London,  bought  it 
of  his  elder  brother,  William  Grefham,  efq.  In 
this  capital  meffuage,  or  manor-houfe,  their  father 
John  Grefham,  efq.  lived,  and  here  the  faid  fir  John 
and  his  brother  fir  Richard  (who  were  lord  mayors 
of  London)  were  born :  the  deed  of  fale  is  dated 
Oaober  14,  1546,  in  the  371!!  of  Henry  VIII.  and 
the  purchaic  v.  as  one  hundred  and  fevcnty  pounds. 
Sir  John  converted  it  into  a  fchool-houte,  endowing 
it  with'  this  manor,  and  a  grove,  called  Prior's  Grove, 
for  thirty -free  icholars,  the  mailer  to  have  a  falary 
D  of 
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of  30!.  per  arm.  and  the  ufher  twenty  nobles ;  leav- 
ing the  patronage  and  government  of  it  to  the  fifli* 
mongers  company  of  London. 

Sir  John  Grefham  (fays  the  Englifh  Traveller)  was 
born  at  Holt  in  this  county,  in  1707,  and  brought 
up  at  the  univerfity  of  Cambridge,  from  whence  he 
removed  to  London,  and  entered  into  partnerfhip 
with  his  brother,  fir  Richard  Grefham,  an  eminent 
merchant.  He  ferved  the  honourable  office  of  fheriff 
of  London,  during  the  year  his  brother  was  lord 
mayor,  and  founded  a  free  fchool  at  the  place  of  his 
nativity,  which  is  under  the  direction  of  the  company 

of  fifhmongers. He  and  his  brother  projecled  (he 

Icheme  of  building  an  exchange  in  London,  which 
was  afterwards  compleated  by  fir  John,  fon  of  fir 
Richard.  He  died  in  1556. 

The  ift  year  of  Richard  II.  fon  of  that  ilhiftrt- 
ous  prince,  commonly  called  the  Black  Prince,  from 
the  colour  of  his  armour,  fo  honoured  in  the  annals 
of  England  for  his  warlike  aclions,  was  the  year 
1378,  and  the  3gth  of  Henry  VIII.  that  is,  the  laft 
year  of  his  reign,  was  the  year  1546,  a  fpace  of  one 
hundred  and  fixty-eight  years :  here  is  an  hiatus  of 
the  poffeflion  and  different  proprietors  of  one  hun- 
dred and  fixty-nine  years,  which  ferves  to  demon- 
ftrate  the  uncertainty  of  proprietors  by  name  or  pe- 
digree, in  moft  of  the  landed  eftates  in  this  county, 
and  in  all  England,  from  what  is  called  pofleffion, 
time  immemorial,  to  a  certain  family,  or  families. 
Wales  may  be  excepted,  for  the  hiftories  of  that 
principality  being  extant  before  Adam,  and  the  lan- 
guage they  are  recorded  in  being  only  known  to  the 
inhabitants  of  that  country,  it  is  impoffible  for  a 
pofl-diluviari  writer  to  fpeak  of  their  annals  with 
precifion,  which  may  poffibly  af certain  the  right  line 
of  defccnfion  from  the  creation  of  the  world  down 

to 
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tn  Adam,  Eve,  and  paradife,  but  Englifli  records, 
we  are  fenfible,  arc  not  fo  cxa&,  and  that  they  are  de- 
ficient, this  inflance,  among  a  thoufand  others,  is  one. 

Over  the  door  of  the  fchool  are  the  arms  of  the 
fifhmongcrs  company,  and  thofe  of  fir  John,  with  this 
infcription :  Founded  by  Sir  \John  Grefliam,  alderman 
and  citizen  of  London. 

A  fcholarfhip  in  Sidney  college,  Cambridge,  be- 
longs to  the  fchool,  and  a  fellowfhip  there  to  the 
faid  company.  William  Bennet,  citizen  and  fifh- 
inonger  of  London,  for  6ol.  paid  to  the  mafter  and 
fellows,  had  a  grant  from  them,  to  himfelf,  the  mat- 
ter and  wardens  of  that  company,  of  a  fellowship, 
to  be  enjoyed  from  time  to  time  by  fuch  perfon  of 
the  faid  college  who  is  from  this  fchool. 

HALES'S  MANOR.  In  the  <2oth  of  Edward  III. 
William  de  Hales,  Thomas  de  Grimfby,  and  Wil- 
liam de  Norton,  held  two  fees  in  Holt,  Letheringfet 
and  Sharington,  of  the  Nerfords  and  lord  Roos ; 
and  in  the  25th  of  that  king,  fir  Stephen  de  Hales 
manumitted  feveral  villains,  or  flaves,  of  this  ma- 
nor: he  was  a  perfon  of  great  eminence  in  this 
county,  and  taken  prifoner  by  Litfter,  and  the  Nor- 
folk rebels,  in  the  reign  of  Richard  II.  On  his 
death,  it  came  to  his  brother  Thomas,  whofe  daugh- 
ter and  heir,  Elizabeth,  brought  it  by  marriage  to 
William  Rockwood,  efq.  of  Warham:  his  fon  Wil- 
liam, by  his  will  dated  in  1474,  orders  it  to  defcend 
according  to  his  father's  fettlement,  and.  leaving  two 
daughters,  Margaret  and  Agnes,  fir  Nicholas  Ap- 
pleyard,  of  Bracon-afh,  enjoyed  it  on  his  marriage 
with  Agnes :  Roger,  his  fon  and  heir,  died  lord  in 
the  aoth  of  Henry  VIII.  and  John  his  fon  had  li- 
very of  it,  who  in  the  ad  and  $d  of  Philip  and 
Mary,  conveyed  it  by  fine  to  fir  John  Grelham.

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,  After  tins  it  came  to  Thomas  Hunt,  efq.  a  foap- 
boiler  in  London,  who  was  lord  in  the  35th  of  Eli- 
zabeth, and  Margaret,  widow  of  his  ion  William 
Hunt,  and  daughter  of  George  Briggs,  of  Wivcton, 
held  it. 

Thomas  Tomlinfon,  cfq.  citizen  and  fkinner  of 
London,  fold  it,  with  Holt  market,  to  James  Ho- 
bart,  efq.  and  fo  was  united  to  the  lordfliip  of  Holt, 
Narford,  &c. 

Hamon  de  Hempflead  lived  in  the  reign  of  Ri- 
chard I.  and  granted  a  quit-rent  of  toll  in  his  market 
of  Holt  to  the  canons  of  Waltham  abbey  in  Efifex. 
and  their  tenants.  Thomas  Fitz-Simon  gave  two 
hawks  to  hold  his  wood  here,  and  in  Cley,  in  peace, 
in  the  yth  of  king  John,  and  Simon  Fitz-Simon,  in 
the  53d  of  Henry  III.  had  a  grant  of  confirmation 
of  the  market,  arid  of  free  warren  here. 

Jn  the  3d  of  Edward  I.  Hugh  de  Caly  was  found 
to  hold  trie  market  in  capite,  and  paying  twenty  (hil- 
lings per  ann.  and  John  de  Ormefby  fued  feveral 
for  not  paying  the  toll  due  at  his  market  here  on  Sa- 
turday;  but  in  the  sd  of  Henry  V.  it  is  (aid  to  have 
defcended  from  fir  William  Caly  to  his  two  daugh- 
ters and  co-heirs ;  Agnes  married  to  fir  John  Har- 
fyke,  of  Southacre,  and  Alice  to  John  Clippefby, 
cfq.  and  fir  Roger  Llarlyke  held  it. 

Richard  Dorward,  cfq.  in  right  of  Joan  his  wife, 
daughter  of  fir  Roger  Harfyke,  owned  it  in  the  33d 
of  Henry  VI.  and  by  his  daughter  and  heir,  Mar- 
garet, it  came  to  fir  John  Wingfield,  of  Dunham-* 
Magna,  and  his  defendants.  Thomas  Wingfield, 
efq.  conveyed  it,  in  the  24th  of  Henry  VIII.  to  the 
carl  of  Rutland,  and  being  united  to  his  manor  oi" 
Roos,  came,  as  there  mentioned,  to  Dr.  Briggs. 
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The  priories  of  Waborne,  Hempton,  Cailleacrc, 
Sec.  had  temporalities  in  Holt, 

On  Saturday  the  ift  of  May,  1708,  great  part 
of  the  town  was  deftrove.l  by  a  dreadful  fire,  fb 
fierce  that  the  butchers  could  not  fave  (as  it  js  faid) 
the  meat  on  their  lialls,  being  market-day. 

The  church  of  Holt  is  a  re&ory,  dedicated  to  St, 
Andrew.  Before  the  fire,  it  had  a  nave,  north  and 
Ibuth  aile,  a  fquare  tower,  with  a  fpire  fo  high,  as 
to  be  a  fea-mark :  the  chancel  after  this  was  fitted 
up  for  the  reception  of  the  parishioners. 

On, the  foutfy  wall  of  die  chancel  is  a  mural  mo" 
riument : 

"  Here  lyeth  the  bod}'  of  Edmund  Hobart,  Gent,  of 
"  this  fawn,  fon  and  lieir  of  James  Hobart,  Efq.  by 
"  Hannah  his  wife,  defcendcd  front  an  ancient  and  ho- 
*l  nour able,  family  of  that  name  in  tins  county,  that  had 
"  jn  Henry  VII.  and  James  Us  reign,  a  learned  attor- 
"  ncy -general,  and  an  eminent  lord  chief  juflice,  the  great 
>*  ornaments  of  it.  He  married  Bridget,  daughter  of 
"  Woodhall  Street,  of  Oxfordjliire,  Gent,  by  whom  he 
"  had  only  one  daughter,  Hannah,  fole  heirefs  of  his  ef- 
"  tate  and  manors  of  t,'iis  toton,  fincc  married  to  Dr. 
41  William  Briggs  in  London,  phyfuiau  to  his  Majejly's 
"  fiofpi  ais,  by  whofe  appointment  tins  monument  was  htre 
*'  placed.  He  died  libruary  i^,  A.  D.  i66§,  in  the 
"  ^d  year  of  hjt  age,  offer  he  had  cfcaped  the  malice  of 
"  the  Ufurper,  who  for  his  loyalty  to  Charles  /.  f ought 
"  after  his  life,  and  forced  him  from  his  paternal  feat  to- 
"  live  in  oljcunty.  but  his  loyalty  kept  him  Jledfajl  tiro 
"  theflorms  of  that  rebellion,  and  here  at  la/I  he  found 
•**  re/I,  and  expecis  a  blejfcd  immortality  "

In  the  church  were  the  arms  of  the  earl  Warren 
— Vaux — Lord  Roos. 

There  is  a  manor  belonging  to  the  reclory,  pre- 
fented  by  Thomas  Bromfield,  M.  D. 

Briggs  bears  quarterly,  gules,  three  bars  gemelle, 
or,  and  a  canton,  fable,'  in  the  i  ft  and  4th  quarter, 
by  the  name  of  Briggs,  and  in  the  iecond  and  thud 
Hobart. 

Henry  Briggs  was  buried  in  the  chancel,  under  a, 
black  marble: 

Here  lielh  interred  the  body  of  Henry  Briggs,  D.  D. 
who  was  twenty-fix  tears  reftor  of  this  parijh,  and  chap- 
Lain  in  ordinary  to  his  Majejly  George  II.  He  was  dih~ 
$cnt  in  his.  minijlerial  office,  exemplary  in  piety,  a  friend 
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to  the  diflreffed,  and  bountiful  to  the  poor.  His  whole 
life,  befppke  him  a  (rue  Chrijlian,  ever  chearful  and  pre- 
paring for  a  happy  eternity.  Reader,  according  to  thy 

Jlation,  go  thou  and  do  likewife. He  died  May  31, 

J74l»  a£cd  61,  leaving  behind  him  to  lanunt  his  lofs, 
his  widow,  Grace,  and  four  children,  William,  Hobart, 
John,  and  Eli^abelh,  and  one  grandchild,  Amelia,  daugh" 
ter  of  his  eldejt  fin,  who  died  at  Bengal  in  May  1  747. 

This  town  gave  name  to  the  deanry  of  Holt. 

The  Rev.  Jofhua  Smith  was  prefented  to  this  rec* 
tory  by  Elizabeth  Bijggs,  his  wife,  in  1750, 

HUNWQRTH,  was  a  bsruite,  to  the  king  s  ma- 
nor of  Holt,  and  to  it  belonged  three  focmen  with 
fixteen  acres,  an  acre  of  meadow,  one  carucate  and 
a  mill,  valued  in  king  Edward's  reign  at  4od.  at  the 
furvey  at  us.  and  paid  i2d.  gck,  whoever  was  Igrd 
pf  it, 

It  is  worthy  of  our  obfervation  here,  to  confider 
what  advantages  the  Normans,  on  the  conqueft, 
made  of  their  lands,  to  what  an  exceflive  price  and 
value  they  raifed  them,  and  in  fo  (hort  a  fpace  of 
time :  as  in  the  inftance  here  before  us,  that  which 
produced  but  4od.  per  ami.  was  raifed  to  us.  and 
that  in  the  fpace  of  twenty  years,  and  probably  much 
lefs,  all  which  was  done  to  qpprefs  the  tenants  ©f 
every  degree,  moll  of  which  were  the  Englifh,  anci 
the  example  fet  (as  here)  by  the  Conqueror  himfelf, 

Worth  betokens  its  fcite  to  be  where  two-  rivers 
meet  and  unite,  and  Hun  probably  was  a  name  of 
one  of  them,  a  name  frequently  met  with  in  this 
county,  &:c.'*

*  Parkin. 
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Ralph  de  Hauvile  had  lands  here  in  grand  fer- 
jeanty,  for  keeping  the  king's  hawks,  jn  the  reign  of 
Richard  I. 

After  this  it  was  poffefled  by  the  family  of  de 
Povere;  and  in  the  14th  of  king  John  a  fine  was 
levied  between  Roger  le  Povere  and  liabella  de  Sto- 
dy  of  thirty  acres  of  land  in  Ditton,  with  a  mill  in 
Hunworth,  called  Shcrehung,  i.e.  the  clear  water  of 
the  river  Hun,  held  by  the  fcrvice  of  five  (hillings 
per  aim.  and  a  pound  of  peppet,  of  the  priory  of 
Norwich,  by  which  Roger  had  the  mill,  and  I  label 
the  land. 

Ditton  was  a  place  or  hamlet  near  to  Hunwoith, 
as  it  feems.  Gerard,  prior  of  Norwich,  granted  to 
Hamon,  clerk  of  Stocly,  land  at  Ditrcn. 

This  land  was  granted  to  the  church  by  Ralph 
Paffelew,  and  confirmed  by  pope  Alexander  111.  iu 
1176. 

Robert  le  Povere  had  a  grant  of  free  warren  in  the 
J5i  ft  of  Henry  HI.  and  in  the  i6th  of  Edward  I. 
Roger  le  Povere  was  found  to  hold  here  and  in  Holt 
a  knight's  fee  of  fir  John  de  Vaux.  Sir  John  le  Po- 
vere,  in  the  25 th  of  that  king,  conveyed  to  Tho- 
mas de  Brifipn  certain  meffuages,  mills,  and  lands 
here  and  in  Stody ;  and  in  the  following  year,  by 
his  deed,  dated  at  Stody,  to  Peter  de  Brifton,  parfon 
of  Bodham,  one  acre  of  land,  with  the  advowfon  of 

the  church. Thefe  PoveTes  Mr.  Parkin  fuppofes 

to  be  the  fame  family  with  the  Perers. 

In  the  gth  of  Edward  II.  Thomas  de  Brifton  and 
Edmund  de  Stody,  were  returned  to  be  lords,  and 
fl  homas  de  Briflon  prefentect  to  the  church  as  lord 
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*n  13 1 8,  as  did  John  de  Stody  in  1349  and  1362; 
but  in  the  year  1378,  John  de  Ludham  prefented; 
in  1385  John  de  Blakcney,  and  in  1395  Simon  Bar- 
ret, as  lords. 

For  this  knowledge  we  are  obliged  to  the  inftitu* 
tion  books  at  Norwich,  having  no  other  record  to 
aiTifl  us,  books  of  incftimable  value,  great  antiquity, 
well  kept  and  preferved,  confiding  of  above  forty 
volumes  in  folio, 

In  1414  the  lady  Catherine  Braunch  prefented; 

jand  the   laid  lady,  relift  of  fir Braunch,  held 

it  in  the  3d  of  Henry  IV.  In  this  family  the  lord- 
Chip  continued  fome  years;  Robert  Braunch,  efq, 
prefented  in  1474,  and  was  living  at  Stody;  and 
John  Braunch,  efq,  prefented  by  his  afligns  to  the 
church  of  Stody  in  1534. 

Soon  after  it  was  in  the  Bozuns,  and  John  Bozun, 
efq,  prefented  to  the  church  of  Stody,  of  which 
town  he  was  lord,  and  of  this,  in  1551. 

Robert  Bozun,  efq.  his  fon,  inherited  it,  and  con- 
veyed it  to  fir  Nicholas  Bacon,  lord  keeper,  who 
prefented  to  this  church  in  1585. 

It  remained  in  this  family  till  fir  Edmund  Bacon, 
bait,  of  Garboldifham,  the  laft  heir  male  of  the 
family,  fold  it  to  Edmund  Britiffe,  efq.  with  Stody, 
Robert  Britiffe,  efq.  was  lord  and  patron  in  1 742, 
and  it  came  .to  the  earl  of  Buckinghamfhire,  who 
married  the  daughter  and  heir  of  Britiffe,  as  before- 
nicntioned. 

Alan,  earl  of  Richmond,  had  a  lordfhip  at  the 
(urvey, 

In 
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In  the  ^d  of  Henry  IV.  the  heirs  of  Peter  Jeck$ 
were  found  to  hold  this  fee  of  the  lord  Mowbray. 

Thomas  Fincham,  by  his  will,  dated. March  i, 
1550,  died  lord  of  this  manor;  foon  after  it'camo 
to  fir  Nicholas  Bacon,  who  is  faid  to  be  lord  of  the 
manor  of  Harthill's,  foraetime  Fincham's,  and  fo 
was  united  to  the  other  lordfhip. 

The  manor  of  Lethcringfet  extended  into  this  towr^ 
Walter  Girfard,  earl  of  Bucks,  had  lands. 

The  church  of  Hunworth  is  dedicated  to  St.  Lau- 
rence, and  is  a  rectory. 

In  the  chancel  were  the  arms  of  Bozun,  impaling 
L'Eftrange  an4  Haftings;  and  of  Braunch;  alio  of 
Brifton,  Heydon,  Ufford,  Beke,  and  Bardolf. 

Under  a  fair  grave-flone  was  buried  Edmund 
Braunch  and  Ann  Calthorpe  his  wife,  with  their 
arms,  as  Weaver  fays  in  his  Funeral  Monuments. 

In  1761  the  Rev.  John  Green  was  prefented  by 
the  earl  of  Buckinghamfhire  to  this  reclory,  with, 
Stody  St.  Mary,  coniplidated  May  5,  1762. 

KELLING.  Hugh,  earl  of  Chefter,  had  a  grant 
of  a  lordfhip  in  this  village,  out  of  which  Ofgoc, 
who  was  lord  in  king  Edward's  time,  had  been 
.cjefted. 

Ralph  held  it  under  the  earl  Hugh  de  Albini,  who 
was  a  Norman  lord,  and  fon  of  the  Conqueror's 
fifter.  This  accounts  for  the  great  poffeffions  grant- 
ed by  William  I.  to  the  Albini's.. 
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Ralph  alfo  held  a  lordfliip  here  of  earl  Hugh, 
xvho  had  invaded  twelve  free  men  who  were  under 
the  proieclion  of  king  Harold,  and  lived  in  !Wa~ 
borne,  Salthoufe,  Kelling,  8cc, 

The  lordfhip  of  this  town  extended  into  Salt- 
houfe,  and  was  held  by  a  family  who  took  their 
name  from  it,  and  had  the  patronage  of  the  church, 
Sir  Robert  de  Kelling  prcfented  in  1266. 

Sir  Hubert  de  Kelling  was  witncfs  to  a  deed,  and 
lord  alfo  of  Salthoufe,  where  an  account  may  be  feen 
of  that  family  and  its  defendants,  and  was  that 
which  Ofgot  was  deprived  of. 

The  family  of  Avenel  prefented  to  this  church 
from  134910  1379;  and  John  Wodehoufe,  efq.  in 
1422, 

ILKETESHALE'S  MANOR,  was  that  which  Harold's 
free  men  abovementioned  held,  and  were  ejected, 
and  the  Ilketefliales  pofleffed  it  after  Ralph.  Sir  Gil*- 
bert  dc  IlLetefhale  was  lord  of  this  manor,  with  that 
of  Hcdcnham  in  Norfolk,  and  of  llketefhale  in 
Suffolk,  from  whence  they  affumed  their  name;  ancjl 
fir  Thomas  was  his  Ion  and  heir,  as  appears  from 
the  regifter  of  Holme  abbey.  Gilbert  was  Ion  and 
heir  of  fir  Thomas,  and  had  a  charter  for  free  war- 
ren in  Kelling,  Salthoufe,  Hedenham  and  Ilketeftiale, 
jn  the  32d  of  Henry  III. 

Sir  James  de  Jlkctefliale  was  fon  of  Gilbert,  ancj 
in  the  52d  of  the  aforefaid  king,  mortgaged  for 
twenty-ieven  marks  and  an  half  of  filver  to  the  lady 
Sarah,  priorefs  of  the  church  of  the  Holy  Crofs,  of 
Bun  gay,  lands,  from  the  feaft  of  the  Nativity  of  the 
iUelfed  Virgin,  to  the  Purification  following,  and  if 

the 
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the  money  was  not  then  paid,  the  nuns  to  have  the 
lands  for  ever. 

In  the  following  year  he  conveyed  an  acre  of  land 
and  the  advowfon  of  the  church  of  St.  John  Baptifl:, 
of  Ilketefhale,  by  fine,  to  the  faid  priory :  he  mar- 
ried Maud,  daughter  of  Richard  de  la  Rokele,  and 
was  father  of  James  de  Ilketefhale,  who  married 
Aliva,  daughter  of  fir  Thomas  Weyland,  the  judge, 
and  releafcd  to  him,  his  wife,  and  his  heirs,  in  the 
1 3th  of  Edward  I.  all  his  right  in  this  lordfhip,  an4 
died  about  the  iSth  of  the  faid  reign, 

Sir  James  de  Ilketefhale  had  a  fon,  James,  who 
was  alfo  a  knight,  and  took  to  wife  Ida,  daughter 
and  co-heir  of  fir  Robert  de  Stafford,  knt. 

:  This  lafl  fir  James,  and  lady  Ida,  died  in  the 
of  Edward  III.  anno  1341. 

Sjir  Robert,  in  the  faid  year,  confirmed  this 
in  tiuft  to  Robert  Gyn,  parlbn  of  Hedenham. 

In  the  sSth  of  that  king,  Philip  de  Ilkctefhale 
remitted  to  fir  Robert,  his  brother,  all  his  right  in 
this  manor,  by  deed,  dated  at  Kelling,  on  Monday 
next  after  the  feaft  of  Pentecoft, 

Sir  Robert  died  before  the  year  1381,  and  left  twa 
fons  and  four  daughters;  Thomas,  William,  &c. 
and  William  releafed  all  his  right  in  this  manor  and 
Hedenham  to  his  elder  brother  fir  1  homas. 

In  the  4th  of  Henry  IV.  December  14,  fir  Tho- 

.  mas  fettled  this  lordfhip,  with  all  its  rents,  ferviccs, 

&c.  and  wreck  at  fea,  on  his  feoffees,  Thomas  Aft- 

ley  and  John  Brifton,  efqrs.  8cc.  by  his  will,  datccj 
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at  Horfeley  in  Surry  in  May  1416,  tvlierehi  he  re- 
quires his  body  to  be  buried  in  the  church  of  Hor-» 
fley  All  Saints  ;  gives  to  Ifabel  his  wife  this  manor 
for  life,  unlefs  his  daughter  fhould  marry  with  the 
confent  of  her  kinsfolks,  then  to  her  on  her  marri- 
age ;  to  Philip  his  fon  an  annuity  of  twenty  (hillings 
per  ann. 

It  is  probable  that  Philip  his  fon,  and  alfo  his 
daughter,  died  without  iffue. 

In  the  gth  of  Henry  VI.  William  Deyvill  and 
liis  wife  lady  Ifabel,  late  widow  of  fir  Thomas  II* 
ketcfhale,  held  it;  and  in  the  i8th  and  38th  of  that 
king,  the  faid  lady  and  Thomas  Deyvill,  her  fon, 
were  bound  to  Laur.  Fitz-Piers,  of  Barnham  Broorne, 
gent,  and  he  to  them,  in  bonds  of  one  hundred 
pounds,  to  (land  to  the  arbitration  of  John  Hey  don, 
Sec.  about  the  right  of  the  manors  of  Kelling  and 
Hedenham. 

About  this  time  there  were  difputcs  between  this 
lady  and  the  heirs  of  fir  Thomas  her  late  hufband, 
whofe  four  fiflers,  1  *  Joan,  married  to  William  dd 

Sharnbourne,  efq.     2.  Idonea,  to -,  whofe 

daughter  and  heir,  Margery,  was  wife  of  Laur.  Fitz- 
Piers  abovementioned.  3.  Margaret,  married  to 
Thomas  Sieve,  of  Worftead ;  and  the  fourth  fifter 
—  to  Gilbert  de  Debcnham. 

In  the  31  ft  of  the  faid  king,  the  three  daughters 
and  co-heirs  of  Margaret  Sieve,  cnfeoffcd  John,  earl 
of  Oxford,  and  fir  Miles  Stapleton,  of  their  right  in 
the  fourth  part  of  this  manor;  and  in  the  jth  of 
Edward  IV.  conveyed  their  rights  to  Hugh  Fenn  and 
Henry  Heydon, 
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In  the  i^th  of  that  king,  Oclober  1475,  Hugff 
Fenn  and  John  Dynn,  releafe  all  their  right  to  John 
and  Henry  Heydon,  efqrs.  and  in  the  26th  of  Hen- 
ry VIII.  Ifabel,  widow  of.  fir  Henry  Sharribournc, 
and  Thomas  her  fan,  releafed  all  their  right  to  fir 
John  Heydon,  by  which  the  whole  became  vefted  in 
the  Heydon  family,  and  fo  remained  fome  time,  fir 
Chriftopher  Heydon  preferring  to  this  church  in 
1603. 

Mr.  Long,  of  Baconfthorpe,  was  lord  and  patron 
in  1742  and  1745. 

On  the  dcceafe  of  Mrs  Long,  the  eftate  devolved 
to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Girdlcflone,  and  his  ion  Zurifhad- 
clai  Girdleflone,  efq.  is  the  prefent  lord  and  patron. 

BINHAM  PRIORY  MANOR.  Here  was  alfo  a  lord- 
{hip  belonging  to  Roger,  and  held  of  him  by  Ralph, 
out  of  which  Wefter,  a  free  man  of  Guert,  brother 
of  king  Harold,  was  ejected. 

Roger  was  alfo  lord  of  twelve  other  manors  in 
Norfolk. 

The  family  of  Braunch  had  an  intereft  herein. 
Sir  Peter  Braunch,  of  Grefham,  conveyed  to  the 
prior  of  Binham,  for  twenty-five  marks,  in  the  24th 
of  Henry  III.  all  his  eftate  in  Kelling  and  Salthoufe, 
(except  a  parcel  of  land  given  by  him  to  Salthoufe 
church)  with  four  {hillings  aid  per  ann.  which  his 
men  were  uied  to  pay  him,  yielding  to  him  only  the 
iervice  due  to  the  king. 

Sir  Nicholas  Braunch  confirmed  this  grant  by  his 
deed,  dated  at  Frome-Selwood  in  Spmcrfetfhire,  in 
iU.e  i4th  of  Edward  II. 

William 
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Williarn  (on  of  fir  Thomas  de  Waborne  gave  them 
lands  in  Kelling  and  Salthoufe,  with  Greenbergh 
windmill,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  and  there  was 
an  agreement  in  the  21  ft  of  that  king  between  the 
prior  of  Morton  in  Surry,  and  William  de  Waborne, 
of  the  iervices  due  td  the  prior  from  William,  for 
lands  here  given  to  Bmham  priory,  after  which 
Henry  III.  confirmed  to  the  priory  of  Martin  all 
their  liberties,  which  lands  enjoyed  the  faid  privi- 
leges as  held  of  the  prior  of  Martin,  and  were  con- 
veyed to  the  prior  of  Binham,  by  agreement  made 
between  Thomas  de  Waborne  and  lady  Albreda  his 
mother,  and  the  prior. 

This  Thomas  de  Waborne  conveyed  :by  fine,  in 
the  35th  of  Henry  III.  to  Richard,  prior  of  Binham, 
the  4th  part  of  a  fee  in  Kelling  and  Salthoufe,  the 
prior  engaging  to  find.  Thomas,  for  life,  fevcral  pit- 
tances of  meat,  drink,  oats,  Sec. 

In  the  31  ft  of  the  faid  king,  Robert  fon  of  fir 
Hubert,  of  Kelling,  gave  to  Binham  priory  ,  half  a. 
mark  rent  per  ann.  out  of  Greenbergh  mill,  and  fix- 
teen  acres  of  land  in  Kelling  and  Salthoufe;.  .Peter 
Stoun,  of  Kelling  and  Salthoufe,  gave  rent  and 
lands,  as  did  Roger  de  Langhaoou  ?  •  j  i

In  the  i4th  of  Edward  I.  this  priory  claimed  view 
of  frank-pledge,  affife  of  bread  and  beer,  &c>  3^' 


The  priory  of  Waborne' s  meffuages  and  lands  here 
were  granted  to  Richard  Heydon,  in  the  37th  of 
Henry  VIII.  with  the  portion  of  the  tithe  of  twenty 
Ihillings  per  ann. 

There  is  an  ancient  proverb,  "  As  old,  as  Kelling 
church." 

The 
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The  church  is  a  reclory,  dedicated  to  St.  Marjr* 

The  Rev.  John  Beale  was  preferred  in  1745,  by 
the  late  Mr.  John  Long  of  Baconfthorpe. 

LANGHAM.  William  dc  Beaufoe,  bifliop  of 
Thetford,  was  lord  in  his  own  right,  and  held  it  as 
a.  lay-fee  at  the  furvey,  on  the  deprivation  or  death 
of  Guert,  brother  of  king  Harold,  who  was  flain 
with  that  king  at  the  battle  of  Haftings,  October  14, 
1066. 

Here  were  two  churches,  valued  at  the  furvey  at 
twenty  pounds.  Sixty  acres  were  taken  from  thi» 
manor,  and  poffeffed  then  by  Peter  de  Valoins. 

It  takes  its  name  from  its  length,  a  Long  HamJ 
and  after  the  furvey  we  find  this  lordfhip  divitlcJ 
into  two  towns  and  manors. 

LANGHAM  MAGNA,  Lang-ham  Epis,  or  Lang- 
ham  Regis.  Pope  Alexander  the  Third,  in  1176, 
confirmed  to  John,  bifhop  of  Norwich,  the  reclory 
of  this  church.  Herbert,  the  bifliop  of  Norwich,, 
had  before  this  granted  a  portion  of  tithe  out  of  it  to 
the  prior  of  Norwich,  which  was  valued  at  gL  los. 
per  ann.  and  John,  bifliop  aforefaid,  gave  to  Ralph 
Hindolvefton,  chaplain,  or  vicar,  two  parts  of  thcJ 
tithes  of  his  demean,  with  all  the  fmali  tithes  of  hit 
hall  or  palace,  faving  the  monks  portion. 

In  the  6th  of  Henry  III.  1222,  Pandulf,  bifhop 
Cleft,  gave  a  fine  to  have  a  market  here  weekly  till 
the  king  came  of  age ;  and  Walter  the  bifhop,  irt 
the  35th  of  that  king,  had  a  charter  of  free  warren 
in  his  demeans.  The  bifhop  of  Norwich,  in  the 
of  Edward  I.  claimed  the  affife,  view  of  frank- 
pledge, 
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pledge,  a  gallows,  and  a  weekly  market  on  Thurf- 
day,  and  it  feems  he  had  a  caftle  here. 

It  remained  in  the  fee  till  the  exchange  made  be- 
tween Henry  VIII.  in  his  2yth  year,  and  bifliop 
Rugg,  of  lands  and  manors,  when  it  came  to  the 
crown,  and  was  granted  on  January  21,  in  the  2d 
and  gd  of  Philip  and  Mary,  to  Thomas  Grefharn, 
cfq.  By  the  marriage  of  his  natural  daughter,  it 
came  to  fir  Nathaniel  Bacon,  knt.  fecond  fon  of  fir 
Nicholas  Bacon,  lord  keeper,  and  by  his  eldell 
daughter  and  co-heir,  Anne,  to  fir  Roger  Town- 
fliend,  bart.  in  which  family  it  remains ;  the  lord 
vifcount  Townfliend  is  the  prefent  lord. 

The  church  is  a  vicarage,  dedicated  to  St.  An- 
drew, and  was  anciently  a  reclory.  The  bifliop  of 
Norwich  has  the  impropriated  reclory  and  the  ad- 
vowfon  of  the  vicarage,  and  the  prefentation  has 
been  in  the  fee  fince  a  vicarage  has  been  fettled, 
anno  1318. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Bryant  was  prefented  to  this  vi- 
carage by  the  late  Right  Rev.  Thomas  Hayter,  lord 
bifliop  of  Norwich,  in  1759. 

Bifliop  Reynolds,  in  his  leafe  of  this  impropriate 
re&ory.  referved  twenty  pounds  per  ann.  to  the  vi- 
car. This  truly  Chriftian  prelate  made  the  fame 
referve  at  Thornham  and  Derfingham.  • 

LANGHAM  PARVA,  was  held  of  the  fee  of 
Norwich  by  the  family  of  de  Melton,  of  Melton- 
Conftable.  Jeffrey  de  Melton,  Peter  de  Melton,  or 
de  Conftable,  his  fon,  and  Jeffrey  his  fon,  were 
lords.  On  the  death  of  Jeffrey,  it  was,  on  a  divi- 
fion  of  his  eftatc,  in  the  poifefiion  of  the  Cockfields, 
E  and 
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and  Aflleys,  by  the  marriage  of  two  of  his  fiflers  and 
co-heirs. 

Sir  John  de  Gockfield  prefcnted  to  the  church  in 
1305  and  1310,  and  the  lady  Cecilia  de  Gockfield 
in  1322. 

Soon  after,  the  intereft  of  the  Cockfields  was  con- 
veyed to  the  family  of  Bacon,  and  fir  John  Bacon 
held  it  in  1340;  fir  Bartholomew  Bacon  prefented 
to  the  church  in  1378,  and  his  widow  Joan  in  1397, 
and  fir  Thomas  Aftley  held  his  part  or  right  herein 
in  the  5th  of  Richard  II.. 

Sir  Bartholomew  Bacon's  fitter  and  heir  brought  it 
by  marriage  to  fir  Oliver  Calthorpe,  and  his  2d  fon, 
Richard  Calthorpe,  efq.  was  lord  in  1437,  and  lex 
it  defcended  to  his  heirs,  as  may  be  feen  in  Cock- 
thorpe,  fir  Henry  Calthorpe,  of  AmpLon  in  Suffolk, 
dying  lord  of  it,  and  patron  in  1637,  anc*  James 
was  then  his  fon  and  heir. 

Aflley's  part  remained  in  the  family  till  fold  in  the. 
31  ft  of  Elizabeth,  by  Ifaac  Aftley,'  cfq.  to  James 
Calthorpe,  efq.  of  Cockthorpe,  who  conveyed  it  to 
fir  Henry  Calthorpe,  whofe  defcendant  James  Cal- 
thorpe, efq.  was  lord  in  1697,  and  in  that  family  it 
now  remains. 

The  church  is  a  reclory,  dedicated  to  St.  Maiy, 
and  the  Rev.  Henry  Calthorpe  was  prefented  to  it, 
\vithCockthorpe,  coniblidatcd  Nov.  13,  1606,  and 
Blakency  and  Glanford  annexed  thereto,  Jan.  14, 
1743,  by  his  brother  James  Calthorpe,  efq.  of  Amp- 
ton  near  Bury  St.  Edmund's,  in  1743. 

LETHERINGSET. 
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LETHERINGSET,  LARINGSET,  or  LEATHERING- 
sfeTT,  called  in  Doomfday-book  Leringafeta,  as  feat- 
ed  in  fome  meadow  lands,  on  a  river  probably  call- 
ed the  Ler,""  was  the  lordfhip  of  Walter  Giffard, 
earl  of  Bucks,  granted  to  him  by  the  Conqueror,  on 
the  ejection  of  Ollac,  a  free  man,  lord  of  it  in  king 
Edward's  time. 

Under  the  earl  it  was  held  about  the  time  of  the 
furvey  by  Grimbald,  who  built  a  church  here,  and 
gave  it  to  his  third  fon  Edmund,  who  was  inftituted 
reclor.  This  lord  was  founder  of  the  family  of  dc 
Laringfet,  alias  de  Bacon.  Ranulph  was  his  eldeft 
fon,  who  as  the  regifter  of  Binham  priory  fets  forth, 
was  dangeroully  wounded  at  the  fairs  in  this  town, 
and  gave  to  Ralph  his  brother  a  moiety  of  his  inhe- 
ritance. Gilbert  de  Laringfet  was  fon  of  Ranulph, 
and  had  Jordan  de  Laringfet,  who  prefented  his  bro- 
ther Hamon,  and  was  married  to  Ifabel,  by  whoni 
he  had  Adam,  wrote  fometimes  Adam  Fitz-Jordan, 
and  father  of  Peter,  who  granted  to  the  priory  of 
Binham  lands  abutting  on  thofe  of  Roger  le  Veile, 
with  a  moiety  of  the  advowfon  of  the  church,  about 
the  2oth  of  Henry  III.  and  by  another  deed  the 
other  moiety. 

This  Peter,  (tiled  de  Letheringfet,  held  the  eighth 
part  of  a  fee  in  the  £2d  of  Henry  III.  of  the  earl  of 
Clare,  into  which  family  earl  GifFard's  eftate  came 
by  marriage,  and  was  found  to  have  no  right  of  re- 
ceiving knighthood,  having  only  one  hundred  (hil- 
lings rent  per  aim.  To  this  Peter,  Thomas  de  Ormef- 
by,  parfbn  of  Siody,  conveyed  lands  here,  in  Holt, 
Shaiington,  See. 

E  a  Soon 

*  Parkin, 
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Soon  after  this  Peter  died  without  iflue,  and  'the 
elder  branch  of  that  family  being  extinct,  it  is  pro- 
per to  obferve  that  Ralph,  feconcl  fon  of  Grimbald, 
who  had  alfo  an  intereft  here,  had  a  fon  Roger,  fa- 
ther of  Robert,  who  aflTumed  the  name  of  Bacon, 
and  is  fometirnes  called  Robert  Fitz-Roger,  a  perfon 
of  great  power,  and  coufin  of  Jeff.  Ridel,  bifhop  of 
Ely :  he  was  father  of  Reginald  Bacon,  who  con- 
firmed to  Simon  Fitz-Simon  the  homage  of  Richard. 

Richard  de  Bacon,  the  fon  of  Reginald,  had  five 
fons,  the  youngeft  fir  Henry  Bacon,  of  Lethering- 
fet:  to  fome  of  their  defcendents  Peter  de  Lcthering- 
fet's  part  mofl  likely  came.  In  the  21  ft  of  Edward 
I.  John  de  Cave  recovered  a  mediety  againft  Henry 
Bacon;  and  the  8th  of  Edward  II.  the  heirs  of 
Thomas  Bacon  were  found  to  hold  this  lordfliip. 

In  the  22d  of  Richard  II.  Thomas  Jordan  pof- 
feffed  it,  and  in  the  3d  of  Henry  VI.  Thomas  Jor- 
dan died  feifed  of  it:  one  of  the  fame  name  was 
lord  in  the  38th  of  that  king. 

In  1458  John  Heydon,  gent,  was  lord,  and  pre- 
fented  to  both  the  moiet;es.  From,  the  Heydons  it 
came  to  fir  Henry  Sidney,  and  after  to  John  Jenny, 
efq.  who  prefented  in  1626,  and  Robert  Jenny,  efq. 
in  1674. 

Hammond  Ward,  efq.  lord,  conveyed  it  to  Tho- 
mas Girdlefton. 

The  prior  of  Binham  prefented  to  a  mediety  from 
1308  to  1422. 

The  king's  manor  of  Holt  extended  here.  King 
John,  in  his  fecond  year,  confirmed  to  Roger  le 

Veile, 
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of  Fifliley,  lands  here  to  be  held  by  die  fer- 
vice  of  keeping  the  king's  hawks.  In  the  4th  of 
Edward  I.  Roger  de  Perers  had  lands  of  the  Vauxes. 
In  the  reign  of  Richard  II.  William  Woodrofe  died 
feifed  of  a  manor  called  Harde-Greys,  alias  la  Veile's, 
held  in  capite  by  knight's  iervice. 

Le  Voile's  intereft  came  to  Philip  Curfon  of  I.e- 
theringfet,  alderman  of  London,  by  Agnes  his  fecond 
wife,  daughter  and  heir  of  John  le  Veile.  This 
Philip  was  buried  in  this  church  in  1502:  his  fon 
John  left  a  fon  John,  who  married  Dorothy,  daugh- 
ter of  Henry  Walpole,  efcj.  of  Harpley,  and  died 
in  1558. 


Thomas  Fairfax  had  a  preecipe  to  render  to 
mas  Cloudefley,   gent,  and  John  Fairfax,  the  manor 
of  la  Vcile's,  in  the  iath  of  James  I.  anno  1614, 

The  bifhop  of  Norwich's  lordfhip  of  Saxlingham 
alfo  extended  here.  Thomas  dc  Saxlingham  had 
pjQiTeifions  in  the  igth  of  Richard  II 

Sir  Henry  Sidney  afterwards  held  it,  and  conveyed 
it  to  John  Jenny,  efq.  and  in  1715  Nathaniel  Bur- 
rell  was  lord  and  patron,  as  was  John  Burrell  in 
J759- 

The  church  is  a  reclory,  dedicated  to  St.  Andrew, 
and  confifts  of  a  nave  and  two  ailes,  a  round  tower 
or  llceplc,  with  three  bells. 

At  the  eafl  window  of  the  chancel  is  a  mural  mo-f 
numcnt,  with  this  epitaph  :  In  (his  chancel  rcjldk  the 
body  of  Hammond  Ward,  of  Letheringfet,  Efq.  who 
married  Mar)1,  daughter  of  Sir  James  Calthorpe,  of 
Qockthorpt,  Kni.  and  by  her  had  ijjuc  twelve  Jons  and 
E  3  four 
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four  daughters;  he  departed  this  life  the  soth  of  March, 
1650  ;  with  the  arms  of  Ward  impaling  Calthorpe. 

Another  mural  monument  infcribed  to — Charles 
Worjley,  late  reclor  of  Salthoitfe,  dejrended  from  an  an- 
cient family  of  the  Wor/leys  of  Plat  in  Lancajliirt,  with 
Beatrice  Claxton,  of  Booton,  his  wife,  obt.  24  Dec. 
1682,  A°.  at.  29;  and  the  arms  of  Worfley  impal- 
ing Claxton. 

In  the  church  a  ftone — To  the  memory  of  William 
Donne,  Gent.  obt.  jYov.  8,  1684. 

In  this  church  were  two  medieties,  each  valued  at 
fifteen  marks  ;  one  was  called  Adam's  mediety,  the 
other  Thomas  de  Chyvaler's  ;  Peter-pence  i  id.  ancj. 
Fakenham  priory  had  a  portion  of  tithe  valued  at 
two  (hillings.  They  were  united  in  1458,  when 
John  Heydon,  cfq.  prefented  to  both. 

Jeffrey  Ridel,  archdeacon  of  Canterbury,  and  af- 
ter bifhop  of  Ely,  in  1 1  74  was  reclor  of  a  moiety  in 
the  reign  of  Henry  II.  ceded  to  him  by  Hamon  de. 
Laringiet. 

The  Rev.  John  Burrel  had  this  reclory  on  his  own 
prefentation  in  1 759. 

MELTON-CONSTABLE.  This  lordfhjp  was 
granted  by  the  Conqueror  to  William  de  Beaufoe, 
bifhop  of  Thetford,  to  be  held  of  him  as  a  lay-fee, 
and  in  his  own  right,  (with  many  other)  being  his 
lord  chancellor,  See.  and  Roger  de  Lyons  held  it  of 
the  bifliop,'  with  Anfchetel  the  provoft. 

From  this  Anfchetel  the  provoft,  defcended  the 
family  of  de  Melton,  who  according  to  the  Norman 

cuftom. 
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£ufl.om,  aflumed  that  name  from  their  lordfhip,  and 
ibmctimes  wrote  thcmfelves  cle  Conftablc,  from  the 
office  and  place  that  they  held  under  the  bifliops  of 
Norwich,  by  whom  they  had  been  enfeoffed  of  it. 

The  office  of  conflabje  related  as  well  to  affairs 
of  peace,  as  to  military  affairs.  The  Conqueror 
feems  firft  to  have  appointed  this  office:  his  grand 
conftable,  or  marfhal,  was  filled  Princeps  Militia;  Do- 
tnus  Regis,  and  was  hereditary,  of  whole  dignity  and 
authority  our  ftatutes  and  biftories  afford  many 
proofs,  and  many  lordfhips  were  held  under  the  king 
by  virtue  of  it;  and  the  fame  was  in  this  family,  the 
office  appearing  to  be  hereditary^  and  by  virtue  of  it 
held  the  lordfhips  of  Burgh,  Langham,  Briningham, 
Brifton,  Blakeney,  Weft  Tofts,  Eaft  Tuddenhara, 
Melton,  Sec.  .  »  , 


In  the  reign  of  Henry  II.  anno  12,  Peter 
flable  de  Melton  held  three  knights  fees  and  an  half 
of  the  old  feoffment  of  William,  bifhop  of  Norwich, 
and  about  1160  Peter  le  C  on  ftabie  and  Jeffrey  his 
fon  were  witncffcs  to  a  confirmation  of  lands  in.  DU- 
ham,  Sccf 

Peter  Conflable  de  Melton  was  flierifFof  Norfolk 
^nd  Suffolk,  in  the  3d,  4th  and  5th  of  king  John. 

Jeffrey  his  fon,  by  his  deed  confirmed  to  Hugo 
de  —  :  —  ,  his  ferjeant,  (Jervicnti)  die  lands  late  Ro- 
bert Morgan's* 

Alfo  Peter  de  Melton,  Covjlabularius,  fon  of  the 
laid  Jeffrey,  by  deed,  granted  to  Clement  de  Lang- 
h^m,  his  ferjeant,  twenty-four  acres  in  Sniterley, 
and  fealed  with  a  man  on  horfeback  in  armour. 
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In  the  5th  of  Henry  III.  Muriel,  widow  of  Wil- 
liam de  Conftable  of  Melton,  feigned  herfelf  to  be 
enceinte,  and  a  writ  was  awarded  to  the  fheriff,  to 
convene  her  before  him,  and  the  keeper  of  the  pleas 
of  the  crown  to  have  her  examined,  which  was  done 
accordingly,  and  (lie  was  found  not  to  be  with  child: 
in  the  following  vear  (lie  appears  to  be  the  wife  of 
John  de  Somery,  and  releafed  with  him  ?Jl  her  right 
in  the  thirds  of  this  town,  &c.  and  Peter  granted 
to  them  for  the  life  of  Muriel,  an  annuity  of  fix- 
teen  pounds  per  ann.  payable  in  Windham  priory, 
half  yearly,  without  any  charge,  by  a  fine  then  le- 
vied, VVilliam  aforefaid  probably  was  brother  of 
Peter. 

Robert  de  Scales,  and  Reginald  de  Melton  gave 
fixty  marks  to  the  faid  king,  in  his  21  ft  year,  to 
have  the  cuftody  of  the  marriage  of  the  heir  of  Peter 
Conftable  of  Melton,  according  to  the  fine  which 
they  paid  to  Thomas,  bifhop  of  Norwich. 

In  the  41  ft  of  that  king,  Jeffrey  de  Burnavill, 
and  Maud  his  wife,  were  impleaded  to  know  what 
right  they  had  in  the  inheritance  of  Peter  de  Mel- 
ton, who  anfwered,  that  they  claimed  nothing  but  by 
right  of  dower,  Maud  being  widow  of  Jeffrey,  fon, 
and  heir  of  Peter,  and  Ifabel  his  wife. 

On  the  death  of  this  Jeffrey,  his  three  fifters  were 
found  to  be  his  co-heirs,  Ifabel,  Alice,  and  Edith. 

ASTLEY'S  MANOR.  Sir  Thomas  Eftele,  lord  Ef- 
tele,  as  it  was  then  fpelt,  had  a  third  part  of  this 
town,  and  of  the  inheritance  of  Jeffrey  aforefaid, 
by  the  marriage  of  Edith,  his  third  fitter  and  co- 
heir, defcended  from  Philip  de  Aftley,  lord  of  Aft- 
ley  in  the  12th  of  Henry  II.  1166,  (which  gave 

name 
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•name  to  the  family)  and  other  lordfhips  in  War- 
wickfhire,  and  which  his  grandfather  had  been  en- 
feofled  of  in  the  reign  of  Henry  I.  as  may  be  feen 
Dugdalc's  Baronage  and  his  Hiftory  of  Warwick- 
fhire,  in  his  account  of  the  family  at  large. 

This  Thomas  appears  to  be  a  knight  in  the  26th 
of  Henry  III.  1242,  and  one  of  the  juftices  for  the 
goal-delivery  at  Warwick,  and  took  part  with  the 
barons  in  their  rebellion  in  the  4yth  of  that  king, 
and  was  flain  at  the  battle  of  Evefham  in  the 
of  that  king,  Augult  4,  1265. 

He  married  two  wives,  Joan  the  daughter  of  Er- 
raid  de  Bois,  a  perfon  of  great  eminence  in  Leicefter- 
fliire,  according  to  Dugdale  ;  but  as  Burton  fays, 
Helen  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Gerard  de  Camvile, 
lord  of  Creke  in  Northamptonfhiie  ;  and  by  the 
faid  Joan,  had  Andrew  lord  Aflley,  from  whom  de- 
fcended  the  eldeft  branch  of  this  family  in  War- 
wickfhire. 

By  Edith,  his  fecond  wife,  he  had  Thomas  da 
Aftley,  Stephen,  and  Ralph.  To  Thomas  his  fon 
he  gave,  in  the  4;th  of  Henry  III.  1263,  his  manor 
of  Hill-Morton,  with  the  advowfon  of  the  church 
in  tail,  and  feaied  with  a  feal  of  a  triangular  form  ; 
the  irnprefs  a.  cinquefoil,  which  arras  they  bore  in  al^ 
lufion  to  thofe  of  Robert  carl  of  Leicefter,  &c.  of 
whom  they  held  lordfhips,  only  varying  the  colours 
according  to  the  cuflom  of  that  age  ;  Robert  bear- 
ing in  a  field,  gules,  a  cinquefoil,  ermine,  and  they 
bearing  the  fame  charge  at  this  time,  in  a  field, 
a.zure. 

Edith,  widow  of  fir  Thomas,  married  Robert  dc 
Holiwell,  and  afterwards  Thomas  Peche,  who  in 

the 
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the  Qtli  of  Edward  I,   feems   to  have  held  g.   court 
letc  here  and  in  other  towns  in  her  right. 

Thomas  de  Afllcy,  eldcfl  fon  of  fir  Thomas, 
died  without  id'ue  in  the  igth  of  Edward  I.  1285, 
his  mother  Edith  then  living,  who  in  the  following 
year  claimed  view  of  frank-pledge,  aflize,  8cc.  in 
this  town;  and  Stephen  de  Aftlcy,  his  brother,  had 
a  grant  of  free  warren  in  this  town,  and  Eail  Tud- 
clenham,  in  the  14th  of  that  king. — In  the  faid 
year,  Thomas  fon  of  John  de  Briflon,  releafed  tQ 
him  all  his  right  in  the  inheritance  of  Peter  le  Con-; 
liable,  and  in  the  church  of  Briflon,  as  one  of  the 
heirs  of  Peter,  by  a  fine  levied. 

By  this  it  appears,  that  there  were  four  fillers  anc$ 
co-heirs,  and  one  of  them  was  married  to  John  de 
Briflon,  father  of  this  Thomas. 

Jn  the  i8th  of  the  faid  king  Edward  I.  Edith  de 
Aftley  granted  by  deed,  dated  at  Wcdclington  in 
Warwickfhire,  to  Stephen  her  fon,  all  her  inheri- 
tance in  this  town,  Burgh,  Briningham,  Langham, 
Sniterley,  EaftTuddenham,  Wiveton,  Glanford,  Sax- 
]ingham,  Sharington,  Hindringham,  Kcc.  which  de- 
fcended  to  her  on  [he  death  of  Jeffrey  ion  of  Peter 
le  Conflable,  with  the  advowfon  of  this  town,  Burgh 
St.  Mary,  Briningham  and  Rackheath. 

This,  Stephen  was  living  in  the  sgth  of  Edward 
I.  1301,  when  an  agreement  was  made  between  him 
and  Benedict,  prior  of  St.  Olaves,  Herringfleet,  Suf- 
folk, when  he  remitted  to  the  prior  the  third  part  of 
eight  marks,  annual  rent  in  Eaft  Tuddenham,  and 
Tuddenham  Fallgate,  for  the  fouls  of  his  anceftors. 

Stephen 
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Stephen  was  living  in  1317,  and  prefented  then 
to  this  church,  but  died  foon  after,  furviving  both 
his  brothers,  fir  Ralph,  the  younger,  dying  in  or 
about  the  28th  of  Edward  I. 

In  the  3$d  of  Edward  I.  1304,  Nicholas  fon  of 
fir  Andrew  de  Aftlev,  was  impleaded  by  fir  George 
de  Charnels,  to  keep  the  agreement  made  between 
the  laid  fir  George  and  fir  Andrew,  father  of  Nicho- 
las, for  the  cuftody  of  the  lands  of  Thornas  fon 
and  heir  of  fir  Ralph  de  Aftley,  and  which  fir  An- 
drew had  granted  to  fir  George,  viz,  the  manor  of 
Hill-Morton  in  Warwickfhire,  and  the  third  part  of 
it  which  Roefia,  widow  of  fir  Ralph,  held  in  dower, 
when  ihe  fhould  happen  to  die. 

It  is  to  be  obferved,  that  this  lordfliip  came  to  fir 
Ralph  on  the  death  of  his  brother  Thomas,  and  fo 
defcended  to  Thomas  fon  of  fir  Ralph,  who  wa$ 
alfo  lord  of  Melton,  Sec.  on  the  death  of  his  uncle, 
Stephen. 

In  1324,  this  Thomas  prefented  to  the  church  of 
Rackheath,  and  in  the  following  year  to  that  of 
Melton. 

In  the  8th  of  Edwarcl  II.  131.5,  John  de  Char- 
pels,  clerk,  was  a  truftee  for  Thomas,  fon  of  fir 
Ralph  de  Aftley,  knt.  and  Margaret  his  wjfc  :  flic 
was  daughter  of  fir  George  de  Charnels,  lord  of 
Ehnefthorpe,  in  Leiceftcrftiire. 

In  the  lyth  of  that  king,  1324,  there  was  an  in- 
.denture  between  this  Thomas  de  Aftley,  coufin  ancj. 
heir  of  Stephen,  on  one  part,  and  fir  John  de  Gur- 
ney,  fir  Nicholas  de  Hcrdwyk,  and  Joan  de  Aftley, 
felic"l  of  Stephen,  on  the  other  part,  for  founding 

certain 
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certain  chaplains,  but  were  not  mentioned.  In  the 
gth  of  Edward  III,  1355,  he  had  a  quietus  from  the 
king,  dated  April  20,  from  all  military  fervices, 
and  bearing  of  arms  ;  probably  on  account  of  his 
age,  but  was  living  in  the  1 5th  of  the  (aid  king, 
1341,  and  prefented  to  this  church,  in  which  year 
he  died,  Margaret  his  widow  furviving. 

Sir  Ralph  de  Aftley  was  his  fon  and  heir,  and 
prefented  to  the  church  of  Melton  in  1342. 

In  the  sift  of  Edward  III.  1347,  William  de 
Cantele  obliged  himfelf  to  pay  isd.  per  ann.  for 
lands  in  Eaft  Tuddcnharn,  to  fir  Ralph  ;  and  in  the 
31  ft  of  that  king,  fir  Ralph  confirmed  in  trull,  to 
fir  Thomas  de  St.  Omer,  and  Henry  de  Berney,  8cc. 
his  lordfhips  of  Melton  and  Langham  Caflle,  and 
all  his.  lands  there  and  in  Burgh,  &c. 

Sir  Ralph  was  living  in  1355,  and  prefented  to 
this  church,  but  in  1367  his  tru  flees  prefented* 

About  this  time  he  died,  leaving  Thomas  his  fon 
and  heir. 

In  the  4 7 th  of  the  afore faid  king,  i?,6S,  John 
Charve,  and  Henry  de  Berney,  truflecs  of  fir  Ralph, 
conveyed  to  Thomas  and  Margaret  his  wife,  the 
manor  of  Aftley  Hall  in  Langham  and  Melton,  &c. 

This  Margaret  was  his  firft  wife,  and  daughter  of 
Elmragge,  who  bore  fable,  on  a  chief,  argent, 


three  elm  leaves  Jlipt,  vert  ;  and  in  the  5th  of 
Richard  II.  1382,  being  a  knight,  demifed  to  Ralph 
Erneys,  of  Field  Dalling,  many  pf  his  lands  for  a 
term  of  years. 

la 
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In  the  gtli  of  that  king,  1386,  he  had  a  prote&ion. 
granted  him,  being  then  to  accompany  John  of  Gaunt, 
duke  of  Lancafter  into  Spain,  where  he  died  in  the 
1 1  th  of  the  laid  king. 

On  the  3d  of  May,  in  the  faid  year,  the  king 
granted  the  cuftody  of  all  his  lands  in  Hindririgham-: 
he  fettled  his  eftates  before  his  departure  out  of 
England,  and  his  will  was,  that  as  foon  as  his  death 
was  known  in  England,  his  feoffees  fliould  pay  to 
Margaret  his  daughter  ten  marks;  to  Joan  and  Ca- 
therine his  daughters  forty  fhillings  each,  and  be- 
queaths lands  to  Thomas  his  fon ;  to  Catherine  his 
wife  the  manor  of  Hill-Morton  for  life,  remainder  to 
Thomas  his  fon.

And  in  the  faid  year  Henry  Ic  Spencer,  bifhop  of 
Norwich,  received  of  Catherine,  relicl  of  fir  Tho- 
mas, eighty-five  marks  flerling,  wherein  fhe  was 
bound  ior  the  ward  and  marriage  of  Thomas,  fon 
and  heir  of  the  late  fir  Thomas. 

This  Catherine  was  daughter  of  fir  Roger  Bacon, 
of  Baconfthorpe,  knt.  and  mother  of  Thomas  the 
minor. 

In  the  iSth  of  Richard  II.  1395,  Thomas  de 
Aftley,  fon  and  heir  of  fir  Thomas,  granted  in  truft 
this  manor  to  fir  Robert  Carbonel ;  and  after,  in 
the  3d  of  Henry  V.  1416,  to  fir  Simon  Felbrigg,. 
fir  Robert  de  Berney,  and  fir  Edmund  de  Oldhall, 
this,  with  other  manors,  and  was  living  in  the  year 
1422,  when  he  and  Ifabel  his  wife  prefented  to  this 
church. 

He  married  two  wives  ;    Elizabeth,   the  firft,  was 

daughter  of Dacres,  efq.  his  fecond  was  Ifabel, 

daughter 
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daughter  of  Jeffrey  Oakes,  efq.  of  Shrubland  in  Suf- 
folk, 

By  Ifabel  he  had  John  his  fon  and  heir,  who,  by 
Elizabeth  daughter  of  fir  Edward  Witchingham,  had 
two  fons,  Thomas  and  Robert,  a  daughter,  Alice, 
married  to  John  Cahhorpe,  tfq.  and  a  daughter 
Conftantia,  to  \vhorri  he  left,  at  his  death,  1475, 
40!.  his  manor  of  Melton  to  his  executors  for  two 
years,  to  perform  his  will,  and  his  body  to  be  bu- 
ried in  the  church  of  the  Cannes  at  Blakeney. 

Thomas  Aflley,  efq.  fon  and  heir,  had  two  wives ; 
Margery  daughter  of  William  Lumner,  efq.  of  Man- 
tiington  in  South  Erpingham  hundred ;  and  Eliza- 
beth daughter  of  William  Clipfby,  efq.  of  Oby 
in  Weft  Elegg. 

*  To  this  Thomas  and  his  wife,  John  his  father, 
in  the  nth  of  Edward  IV.  1471,  granted  the  ma- 
nor of  Holiwell-hall  in  Langham,  and  that  of  Hin> 
driiigham  Novers. 

In  the  7th  year  of  Henry  VII.  May  2,  149 2f 
Thomas  Spicer,  &c.  at  the  inftance  of  Thomas 
Aftley,  efq.  of  Melton,  confirmed  to  the  faid  Tho- 
mas the  manors  of  Langham  and  Hindringham. 
By  his  firft  wife  he  had  Thomas  his  eldeft  fon,  to 
whom  he  gave  the  manors  of  Melton,  Burgh,  and 
Briningham;  and  to  Ralph  his  2d  fon,  the  manor  of 
Hindringham :  he  died  in  1500,  and  was  buried  in 
the  chancel  of  the  church  of  the  Carmes  of  Blakeney* 

Thomas  Aflley,  efq,  his  fon.  enfeofFed  in  the 
22d  of  Henry  VII.  1307,  William  Eton,  &c.  of 
this  manor  in  truft,  and  married  firft,  Ann  daugh- 
ter of  Edward  Boughton,  tiq.  of  Lawford  in  War- 

vvickfline, 
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tvickfhire,  and  had  by  her  John,  his  fon  and  heir  ; 
his  fecond  wife  was  Ann  or  Helen,  daughter  of  Ro- 
bert Wode,  of  Eaft  Bafham,  efq.  by  whom  he  had 
alfo  a  fon,  John,  who  was  mafter  of  the  Jewel-Office^ 
She  died  in  child-bed,  and  was  buried  at  Blickling; 

In  the  26th  of  Henry  VIII.  January  4,  1535, 
Thomas  Aftley,  efq.  fettled  on  his  truflees,  for  his 
own  ufe,  and  after  for  that  of  John  -his  fon  and  heir 
apparent,  and  Frances  his  wile,  daughter  and  heir 
of  John  Cheney,  efq.  of  Sittingbourn  in  Kent,  the 
manor  of  Melton. 

Thomas  Aflley,  efq.  of  Melton,  died  October 
ig,  1544,  feifed  of  this  manor  and  advowfon,  and 
the  manors  of  Burgh,  Briningharn,  Langham,  &c, 
and  John  was  his  fon  and  heir,  aged  30.  t 

This  John  was  by  Frances  aforefaid,  and  died 
about  the  year  1558,  (the  firft  year  of  queen  Eli- 
zabeth.) In  1557  he  prefented  to  this  church,  and 
*n  15591  Frances  his  widow  prefented  alfo  in 
1564.

t  Parkin.— «By  this  account  of  the  family,  we  find  a  Tho_ 
mas  Aftley,  efq.  of  Melton,  from  1500  to  1544,  who  feems 
to  have  had  three  wives,  and  by  each,  a  fon  called  John  :  the 
laft,  by  Frances,  fucceeded  to  the  eftates,  but  we  are  not  in- 
formed at  what  period  the  two  former  deceafed.  Mr.  Parkia 
gives  a  note  *,  which  rather  perplexes  than  explains  this  paf- 
fage. 

*  "  Thomas  Aftley,  efq.  who  married  Mary,  one  of  the 
tc  daughters  and  coheirs  of  fir  Gilbert  Talbot,  was  lord  of  Aft-

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Ifaac  Aflley,  efq.  his  fon,  married  Mary  daugh-* 
ter  of  Edward  Waldgrave,  efq.  of  Boreley  in  Effex, 
and  prefented  in  1593  '•>  an^  nad  by  the  faid  Mary, 
Thomas,  his  eldefl  fon,  and  Jacob,  who  for  his 
many  eminent  fervices  to  Charles  I.  was  created  by 
him  lord  Aflley,  of  Reading,  in  Berkfliire. 

Thomas  Aflley,  efq.  married  Frances,  daughter" 
and  co-heir  of Dean,  efq.  of  Tilney  in  Free- 
bridge  Marfhland,  by  whom  he  had  three  ions  : — 
Sir  Francis,  who  was  high  flieriff  of  Norfolk  in 
1636,  and  died  in  the  fame  year,  without  iffue, 
leaving  Elizabeth  his  wife,  daughter  of  lir  James 
Altham,  in  Hertfordfhire  :  he  was  buried  in  the 
Savoy  church  at  London,  and  his  lady  remarried  to 
the  lord  Digby,  and  after  to  fir  Robert  Bernard, 
ferjeant  at  law. 

Sir  Ifaac,  the  fecond  fon,  was  alfo  high  fhcriff 
of  Norfolk,  created  baronet,  January  21,  1641,  by 
Charles  T.  He  took  to  wife,  firft,  Rathael  daughter 
of  Auguftine  Meffinger,  efq.  of  Hackford  in  Norfolk ; 
and  fecond,  Bridget  daughter  of  John  Coke,  of 
Holkham,  efq.  who  furvived  him  :  he  died  Dec.  7, 
1659,  without  iffue. 

Sir  Edward,  the  third  fon,  was  high  fheriff  of 
Norfolk,  and  a  baronet,  and  married  his  coufin,, 
Elizabeth  only  daughter  of  Jacob  lord  Aflley,  of 
Reading,  who  furviving  him,  married  Henry  Clif- 
ton, efq.  of  Toftrees  in  Callow  hundred,  by  which 
lady  he  had  fir  Jacob  Aflley,  bart.  who  was  many 
years  knight  of  the  fhire  for  the  county  of  Norfolk, 
Sir  Jacob,  by  his  wife  Blanch,  daughter  of  fir  Phi- 
lip Wodehoufe,  of  Kimbeiley,  bart.  had  Jacob  his 
ion  and  heir,  who  died  at  Oxford  in  1681.  Sir 
Jacob  dying  Auguft  17,  1729,  (the  fecond  year  of 

the 
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the  late  king  George  II.  of  glorious  memory)  was 
fucceeded  in  honour  and  eftate  by  his  fecond  fon, 
fir  Philip,  who  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir 

of Branfby,  efq.  of  Yarmouth,  leaving  two 

fons,  Jacob,  and  Edward,  who  was  a  commiffioner 
of  the  fait  office,  and  died  fingle. 

Sir  Jacob  Aftley,  bart.  eldeft  fon  of  fir  Philip, 
died  January  5,  1760;  and  by  Lucy  his  firft  wife, 
daughter  of  (ir  Nicholas  L'Eftrange,  he  had  two 
ions,  fir  Edward,  and  John,  reclor  of  Thornage  iu 
this  hundred,  and  a  daughter,  Lucy,  married  to 
Edward  Pratt,  efq.  of  Rifton  in  the  hundred  of 
Clackclofe,  now  in  the  commiffion  of  the  peace  at 
Eafl  Dereham, 

His  fecond  wife  was  the  relicl:  of  Page,  efq. 

of  Saxthorpe;  and  his  third, 'Elizabeth,  daughter 
and  co-heir  of  Chrillophet  Bedingfield,  efq.  of 
Wighton  in  North  Grcenhoe :  by  thefe  he  had  no 
iffue. 

Sir  Edward  Aftley,  the  prefent  baronet,  married 
firft,  Rhoda,  daughter  of  the  late  fir  Francis  Blake 
Delaval,  of  Seaton  Delaval  in  Northumberland, 
Knight  of  the  Bath,  and  reprefentative  in  parliament 
for  the  borough  of  Andover,  and  by  that  lady  he 
had  two  fons,  Jacob  and  Francis :  the  former  now 
living,  and  heir  apparent  to  fir  Edward :  the  fecond, 
Francis,  was  killed  fighting  bravely  in  the  fervice 
of  his  country,  as  midfhipman  on  board  the  Are- 
thufa  frigate,  in  an  engagement  with  the  Belle  Poule, 
a  French  frigate  of  forty-four  guns ;  the  Arethufa 
was  a  frigate  of  thirty-two ;  but  both  fhips  were  fo 
fhattered,  that  they  feemed  to  part  with  one  another 
as  by  confent.  Mr.  Francis  Aftley  was  unfortunate- 
ly lulled  bv  a  chain-diet  as  he  was  directing  the  fire 
F  of 
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of  a  certain  number -of  guns,  •which  he  commanded 
with  great  {pint  and  intrepidity.  The  engagement 
was  off  Brett  in  June  1778:  he  fell  with  honour, 
and  died  imitating  the  conduct  of  the  brave  admiral 
his  anceflor,  fir  Ralph  Delaval,  vice-admiral  under 
Ruffell,  earl  of  Orford,  at  the  battle  of  La  Hogue, 

"  How  beautiful  is  death,  when  earn'd  by  virtue ! 
"  Who  would  not  be  that  youth?  What  pity  is  it 
"  That  we  can  die  but  once  to  ferve  our  country !" 

Sir  Ralph  Delaval,  vice-admiral  of  the  red  at  the 
battle  of  La  Hogue  in  1692,  burnt  the  famous  Rifinc; 
Sun  of  104  guns,  on  board  of  which  the  French 
admiral  Tourvijlc's  flag  was  flying,  and  let  fire  to 
the  Ambitieux  of  104,  and  to  the  Admirable  of  (jo 
guns.  , 

Sir  Edward  married  fecondly,  Ann,  youn'gefl 
daughter  of  Chriftopher  Milles,  efq.  of  Nachington. 
in  Kent,  near  Canteibury,  who  married  the  elded 
daughter  of  Richard  Warner,  efq.  of  North  Elm- 
ham  :  his  eldefl  fon,  Richard  Milles,  efq.  of  North 
Elmham  in  this  county,  is  the  prefent  member  fof 
Canterbury:  his  grandfather  Mr.  Warner  left  no  ii- 
lue  male,  by  which  the  beautiful  feat  at  Elmham, 
greatly  improved  of  late  years  by  the  prefent  Mr. 
Mil-les,  devolved  to  him  as  eldefl  fon  of  Mr.  War- 
ner's eldcfl  daughter. 

Sir  Edward  has  feveral  children  by  the  prefent 
lady  Aftiey,  the  eldefl  of  whom,  Edward,  is  now 
an  enfign  in  the  foot-giiards.  He  was  chofen  one  of 
the  reprcfentatives  in  parliament  for  this  county  at 
the  great  contefled  election,  March  23,  1768,  and 
ag-ain  on  the  fudden  diifolution  of  that  parliament  in 
October  17/4. 

By 
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By  the  death  of  fir  Francis  Blake  Defaval,  knight 
of  the  Bath,  in  1770,  Mr.  Francis  Aftley,  in  right 
of  his  mother,  daughter  of  fir  Francis,  became  heir 
apparent  to  the  eilate  of  Seaton  Delaval,  near  Tyne- 
inouth  in  Northumberland;  but  this  young  gentle- 
man being  killed  at  fea  in  1778,  that  very  confider- 
abie  property  will  remain  with  fir  John  HufTey  Dela- 
val, ban.  who  has  iffue,  and  Thomas  Delaval,  efq. 
not  yet  married,  brothers  of  fir  Francis. 

For  fir  Edward  Aflley's  pofleffions,  in  right  of 
lady  Lucy,  daughter  and  co-heir -of  fir  Nicholas 
L'Eftrange,  bart.  of  Hunflanton,  we  refer  our  read- 
ers to  Smithdon  hundred  of  this  hiftory. 

The  manfion-houfe,  or  hall,  of  Melton-Conftable 
\vas  built  by  fir  Jacob  Aflley,  grandfather  to  the  late 
fir  Jacob,  and  has  fincc  received  many'ufeful  and 
ornamental  improvements;  particularly  the  weft 
front.  It  is  fituated,  fays  Mr.  Parkin,  in  the  middle 
of  a  large  park,  with  fine  plantations,  and  ponds 
well  ftored  with  fifh. 

The  chapel,  the  grand  ftair-cafe,  the  ceilings,  and 
many  of  the  rooms,  are  highly  finifhed,  and  the 
whole,  including  the  offices,  is  convenient.  There 
are  a  few  capital  paintings,  &c.  (of  which  we  will 
give  a  catalogue  in  the  Appendix  to  this  hundred) 
and  fir  Edward  had,  fome  years  fmce,  the  beft  col- 
le&ion  of  prints  in  the  kingdom. 

The  country  round  Melton  gradually  rifes  for 
fome  miles  to  the  houfe,  from  the  top  of  which  there 
is  an  emcnfive  profpeft  to  the  eaft,  fouth,  and  weft: 
there  is  a  ftair-cafe  and  door  to  the  roof,  which  is 
of  lead,  and  flat. 

F  *  The 
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The  park  contains  about  fix  or  feven  hundred 
acres,  and  is  four  miles  in  circumference,  paled 
round,  arid  finely  diverfificd  with  buildings,  wood, 
and  water.  The  great  canal  has  been  very  judici- 
oufly  improved  by  the  ingenious  Mr.  Browne,  whole 
tafle  in  the  difpofition  of  objecls  in  pleafure  grounds 
is  equal  to  any :  we  are,  notwithstanding,  of  opinion 
that  fomething  more  may  be  done  at  this  fine  villa. 
The  temple,  menagery,  Belle-view,  church,  flables, 
boat-houfe,  and  porters  lodges,  are  feen  to  advan- 
tage in  different  points  ot  view  as  you  approach  the 
houfe  from  the  foulh.  In  the  menagery  lady  Aftley 
has  a  curious  collection  of  birds. 

Melton  is  fix  miles  from  Holt,  twelve  from  Dere- 
ham,  and  one  hundred  and  eighteen  from  London. 
The  village  is  feated  near  the  rife  of  the  river  Buie, 
which  runs  by  Aylfham,  Wroxham,  Acle,  and  wiih 
the  Yare  and  Waveny,  imrnerges  itfelf  into  the  Bri- 
tiih  ocean  at  Yarmouth. 

The  tower,  now  called  Belle-view,  was  originally 
a  windmill:  it  is  commodioufly  fitted  up  ;  the  apart- 
ments and  furniture  are  elegant,  and  the  look-out  at 
top  affords  a  profpecl;  of  fea  or  land  twenty-five  miles 
each  way. 

COCKFIELD'S  MANORS.  It  has  been  already  ob- 
ferved  that  on  the  death  of  Jeffrey  de  Melton,  alias 
Ic  Conftable,  fon  of  Peter,  his  three  fiflers,  Ifabel, 
Alice  and  Edith,  were  his  co-heirs,  between  whom 
this  lorddiip  was  divided ;  Edith  married  fir  Tho- 
mas de  Aftley,  Ifabel  married  Adam  de  Cockfield, 
and  Alice  married  Robert  de  Cockfield,  brother  of 
Adam, 

The 
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The  family  of  Cockfield  feem  to  defcend  from  a 
younger  fon  of  the  noble  family  of  the  Veres,  earls 
of  Oxford:  Alberick  de  Vere  had  a  younger  bro- 
ther, Roger,  who  held  the  lordfhip  of  Cockfield,  in 
Suffolk,  of  the  abbots  of  Bury  St.  Edmund's  imme- 
diately after  the  conqueft,  and  abbot  Anfelm,  who 
lived  in  the  reign  of  Henry  I.  granted  the  fervice  of 
Roger  to  his  brother  Alberic  de  Vere,  at  the  king's 
requeft ;  from  this  town  they  took  their  firname. 

Adam  de  Cockfield  left  a  daughter  and  heir,  Nefta, 
who  was  lady  of  Seamere  in  Suffolk,  and  married 
Matthew  de  Leyham. 

In  the  reign  of  Richard  I.  Sampfon,  abbot  of 
Bury,  fettled  for  life  on  Adam,  fon  of  Robert  de 
Cockfield,  the  manors  of  Groton  and  Seamere  in  Suf- 
folk, and  a  fine  was  levied  between  the  (aid  abbot 
and  Adam,  in  the  yth  of  that  king,  of  the  hundred, 
and  in  the  loth  of  that  king  a  fine  was  levied  be- 
tween Lucy  de  Cockfield  and  Adam  her  fon. 

In  the  41  ft  of  Henry  III.  a  fine  was  levied  be- 
tween John,  fon  of  Robert  de  Cockfield,  and  Adam 
de  Cockfield,  impedient  of  meffuages,  land,  1053. 
rent,  in  Melton,  Sec.  with  the  advowfon  of  the 
church  of  Briftan,  with  all  the  demeans,  homages, 
fervices,  Sec.  belonging;  and  whatever  Adam  had 
of  the  inheritance  of  his  wife  Ifabel's  father,  Peter 
de  Melton,  all  which  were  releafed  to  John  and  his 
heirs,  to  be  held  of  Robert  de  Cockfield  and  Alice 
his  wife,  for  the  life  of  Alice,  and  after  her  deceafe 
of  the  chief  lord  of  the  fee,  with  a  third  part  of  the 
lands,  tenements,  and  advowlbn  of  churches,  which 
Jeffrey  de  Burnaville  and  Maud  his  wife  held  in 
dower  of  the  laid  inheritance,  fhs  being,  as  it  ap- 
pears,  relift  of  Jeffrey  de  Melton. 

F  3  Sir 
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Sir  John  de  Cockfteld  was  at  this  time  one  of  the 
juftices  of  the  King's  Bench,  and  in  the  56th  of 
Henry  III.  had  an  annuity  of  40!.  per  ann.  as  one 
of  thofe  juflices. 

In  the  idth  of  Edward  I.  John  de  Cockfidd 
claimed  view  of  frank  pledge,  and  other  liberties  be* 
longing  to  their  manors,  (now  united)  as  belonging 
to  the  barony  of  the  fee  of  Norwich,  and  William 
Inge,  ferjeant  at  law,  and  John  de  Cockficld  were, 
in  the  s6ih  of  the  faid  reign,  appointed  juftices  to 
enquire  after  the  grievances  of  the  people  of  England, 
in  the  counties  of  Lincoln,  Nottingham,  Rutland, 
Northampton,  Norfolk  and  Suffolk,  concerning  things 
taken  from  the  churchmen  and  laity,  in  wool,  hides, 
leather,  com,  beails,  flefh,  fifli,  fee,  either  for  the 
keeping  of  the  feas,  or  any  other  reafon,  after  the 
war  with  France,  according  to  the  king's  prornife 
before  his  going  over  into  Flanders  ;  and  to  do  all 
other  things  according  to  the  form  of  inilna&ioiis 
fent  them  from  die  king  and  his  council. 

In  the  i2tli  of  Edward  II.  truftees  fettled  this 
manor  on  John  de  Cockfield  and  Margaret  his  wife, 
for  their  lives,  remainder  on  Reginald  in  fee  tail  ; 
remainder  fo  John,  another  fonf 

This  manor  took  the  name  from  the  family  who 
had  the  manor  of  Cockfield  in  Suffolk. 

We  find  fir  John  de  Cockfield  to  prefent  to  the 
church  of  Briflon  in  1305,  and  Cecilia  his  relicl  in 
•j^i  i  and  1330,  who  were  father  and  mother  of  iir 
John,  who  married  Margaret ;  and  in  1349  }ie  prc- 
icnted  to  Billion. 
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John  Cockficld,  efq.  was  probably  his  fort,  and 
ciitcl  before  the  year  1365,  when  Simon,  bifhop  of 
Ely,  granted  an  indulgence  of  forty  days  to  all  who 
on  confeffion  of  their  fins,  and  faying  Avc-Mary 
and  the  angelic  falutation,  for  the  health  of  the  -foul 
of  the  faid  John,  buried  in  the  conventual  church 
of  Wykes  in  Effex:  he  died  before  fir  John  his  fa- 
ther, and  fir  Thomas  his  brother  was  lord  in  the 
gGih  of  Edward  III,  and  his  ion,  fir  Robert  de 
Cockfield,  was  lord  in  the  5th  of  Richard  II.  1382. 

Sir  John  de  Cockfield,  fon  of  fir  Robert,  kept  his 
fail  court,  in  the  4th  of  Henry  V.  he  married  Mar- 
garet, daughter  of  Thomas  Foljambe,  and  died 
without  iffue  about  the  <joth  of  Henry  VI.  and  was- 
then  the  wife  of  Ralph  Monboucher.  After  this  it 
came  to  Agnes,  filler  and  'heir  of  fir  John,  who 
brought  it  by  marriage  to  John  Talbys,  eiq.  of  Lin- 
colnfhire,  and  fo  to  John  Ayfcough,  efq.  of  the  faid 
county,  who-  fold  it  to  John  Wiudham,,  efq.  in  the 
reign  of  Henry  VI.  Sir  Thomas  Windham  died, 
leiied  of  it  in  11522:  his  fon  Edmund,  in  the  2;th 
of  Henry  VIII.  held  with  Thomas  Ailley,  efq.  three 
knights  ices  and  three  quarters  of  the  bifhop  of 
Norwich,  paying  caftle-guard  to  Norwich,  and  was 
iolcl  by  a  fine  levied  in  tiie  34th  of  the  iaid  king  to 
iir  William  Butts,  whole  fon  William  was  lord,  and 
by  the  heirefs  of  this  family  came  to  fir  Nicholas 
Bacon,  bart.  whofc  fon  fir  Edmund  fold  it  to  the  Aft- 
leys,  in  which  family  it  now  remains. 

From  the  regifter  of  Caftle-acre  we  learn  feveral 
curious  particulars  relating  to  the  ancient 'family  of

Alice  de  Warren   in  her  widowhood,    with  the 

confent  of  her  fon  and  heir,,  fir  Jeffrey  de  Melton, 

F  4  gave 
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gave  by  deed  to  the  monks  of  Caftle-acre  the  year* 
ly  rent  of  three  Shillings  out  of  a  mill  in  Eaft  Tud-< 
dcnham ;  and  by  another  deed  confirms  the  fame, 
willing  the  monks  to  remember  her,  and  with  the 
faid  yearly  rent  to  mend  their  towls. 

By  her  will,  in  Latin,  beginning  thus, 

"  In  the  name  of  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the 

"  Holy  Ghoft,    Amen.     This  is  the  teftamcnt  of 

"  Alice  de  Warren — Imprimis.  1   give   my  body   to 

"  be  buried  in   the   church  of   St.   Mary,    of   the 

"  monks   of  Acre,    and  two  of   my  better  fort  of 

"  horfes,  with  a  veftmenc  for  a  prieft,  and  a  chalice 

"  (or  a  cup)  and  half  a  mark  rent  per  arm.  for  ever 

"  out  of  my  mill  in  Tucjdenriam,  8cc." 

Sir  Jeffrey  Conftable  de  Melton,  her  fon  and  heir, 
by  deed  confirmed  the  above-mentioned  grants. 

Sir  Peter  de  Melton  confirmed  alfo  by  deed  the 
faid  grant  of  his  mother  Alice,  &c.  and  moreover 
gave  to  the  faid  monks  the  yearly  rent  of  1 2d.  to 
be  received  of  Reiner  de  la  Dale  of  Tuddenham: 
Jic  alfo  bound  himfelf  to  pay  in  performance  of  hi? 
mothers  will,  to  the  monks  of  Caftle-acre  at  Eafter, 
4od.  and  at  Michaelmas  4od.  Dated  at  Caftle-acre 
the  i5th  of  February,  1228. 

By  thefe  deeds  it  appears  that  the  lady  Alice  was 
a  daughter  of  the  earl  Warren,  and  had  by  her  huf- 
band,  fir  Peter  de  Melton,  fir  Jeffrey,  who  dying 
without  iffue,  was  fuccecded  by  Peter  his  brother, 
which  Peter  was  father  of  Jeffrey,  and  of  his  three 
fifters  and  co-heirs,  amongft  whom  the  lordfhip  of 
Melton-Conflable  was  divided. 
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The  church  is  an  old  building,  and  contained  only 
one  aile,  being  a  fingle  pile,  till  fir  Jacob  Aflley  in 
1681  built  a  neat  chapel,  with  a  vault  under  it  of 
brick. 

The  tower  {lands  between  the  church  and  chan- 
cel, and  is  four-fquare,  with  three  bells. 

In  the  chancel,  on  a  marble  grave-ftone, 

Here  lyeth  interred  the  bodies  of  Thomas,  Frances,  and 
John  AJlley,  children  of  Sir  Edward  AJlley,  1 645-6. 

Agnita,  daughter  of  Sir  Edward,  and  Dame  Eliia-* 
beth  his  wife,  died  Augujt  24,  1648. 

On  another,  in  memory  of  fir  Edward  Aflley,  Sec. 
Obt.  15  die  Mortis,  A.  D.  M.  DC  LIU.  et  a  tat  Jua 
XLIK. 

In  the  faid  chancel :  Here  is  interred  the  body  of 
Ifaac  AJlley,  Knt.  and  Barf,  fecond  fon  of  Thomas  AJl- 
ley, of  Melton-ConJlablc,  Efq.  he  died  without  iffiie  the 
1th  of  December,  1 65  g. 

Edward  AJlley,  third  fon  of  Sir  Jacob  AJlley,  Knt. 
and  Bart,  and  Dame  Blanch  AJlley  his  wife,  died  Janu- 
ary 7,  1672. 

Here  lycth  Elizabeth  AJlley,  daughter  of  Sir  Jacob 
AJlley,  Bart.  <bc.  born  April  10,  died  April  22,  1676. 

In  the  eaft  window  of  the  chancel  were  the  figures 
of  Thomas  Aflley,  efq.  and  his  two  wives,  Dacres 
and  Oakes,  with  their  arms  ;  and  in  the  laid  win- 
dow the  arms  of  Cockficld,  of  Conflable,  and  of 
Bacon. 

In 
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In  the  chapel  or  aile,  built  by  fir  Jacob  Aflley, 
lies  a  white  marble  (tone.  This  fir  Jacob  Aflley  died 
in  Auguft,  1729,  in  extreme  old  age:  he  \vasthe 
third  baronet  of  the  family,  and  was  fuccceded  by 
his  fecond  fon,  fir  Philip,  who  was  fixty  years  of 
age  and  upwards,  when  he  came  to  the  title  and 
Hlate;  being  the  oldeft  minor  at  that  time  in  the 
kingdom.  By  the  infcription  that  follows,  fir  Jacob 
and  his  lady,  daughter  of  fir  Philip  Wcdchoufe-, 
hart,  qf  Kimberley,  feem  to  have  been  greatly  af- 
iecled  at  the  lofs  of  the  promifing  youth  their  eldeife 
ion,  \vlio  lies  interred  here;  and  who  died  profecut- 
ing  his  fludies  at  Oxford,  the  gth  of  June,  luSij 
aged  eighteen  years,  feven  weeks,  and  four  days. 

On  another  white  marble  flone — To  Lady  Elizabeth 
•ojlky,  daughter  cf  Lord  Reading,  and  ivije-of  Sir  Ed- 
ward AjtUy\  who  died  Jan.  2,  1683,  aged  65. 

In  the  church  were  a\fo  the  arms  of  Hacon  an<i

The  church  is  a  rectory,  dedicated  to  St.  Peter. 

The  Rev.  Rcppcs  Browne  was  prefented  in  1764 
.  this  reclory,  with  Burgh  Parva,  confolidated  in 
366^,  by  the  prefent  loid  and  patron,  fir  Edwardi 
Aflley,  bart, 

MORSTON,  or  MERSTON,  or  more  properly 
MARSH-TOWK.  The  bifhop  of  Norwich's  manor  of 
1  angham  extended  into  this  town,  and  was  the  prin- 
cipal manor,  the  patronage  of  the  church  being  in 
the  fee.  In  the  1 5th  of  Edward  I.  the  bifiiop  claim- 
ed, as  lord,  frank-pledge,  a  gallows,  affife  of  bread 
and  beer,  wreck  at  fea,  &c. 

It 
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It  remained  in  the  fee  till  granted  to  the  crown 
by  acl  of  parliament,  in  the  tayth  of  Henry  VII f. 
j  336,  on  an  exchange  of  lands  with  that  king  and 
the  bifhop,  and  was  granted  by  Philip  and  Marv, 
Jan.  20,  1554,  together  with  Langham,  to  Thomas 
Grcfham,  clq,  and  by  the  marriage  of  his  natural 
daughter,  Ann,  came  to  fir  Nathaniel  Bacon,  knight, 
jfcconcl  fon  of  fir  Nicholas  Bacon,  lord  keeper  of 
die  fcal,  and  by  his  daughter  and  co-heir,  Ann,  to 
iir  Roger  Townflicnd,  bart.  and  in  the  faid  family  it 
remains,  George  lord  vifcount  Tovvnlhend  being  the 
prefcnt  lord  and  patron. 

Mary,  dutchefs  of  Richmond  and  Somerfet.  wi- 
dow of  Henry  Fitz-Roy,  natural  fon  of  Hen.  VIII. 
had  an  intereft  here ;  and  by  an  indenture,  dated 
April  10,  1539,  demifed  and  let  to  Richard  Fulmer- 
fton,  gent,  her  t\vo  foid-courfes  in  Langbarri  and 
Ivlorflon,  with  her  fak-marfiics  therein. 

From  thefc  marflies,  and  its  fcite  bv  the  Britifli 
ocean  or  fea,  the  town  derives  its  name. 

It  appears  that  (he  had  die  bifhop's  manors  in  this 
town  and  Langham,  and  all  the  demean  lands,  Sec, 
and  before  the  grant  to  Grcfham,  were  let  to  Willi- 
am Cordel,  fblicitor-general  to  queen  Mary,  of  in- 
iamous  memory. 

The  king's  manor  of  Holt  extended  alfo  into  this 
•village.  Guert,  a  younger  brother  of  king  Harold, 
who  was  ilain  in  battle  with  him,  had  this  part. 

I:i  the  reign  of  Henry-  III.  Jeffrey  le  Syrc  held 
this  of  the  family  of  de  Vaux,  and  they  of  the  earl 
of  Albcmarle.  From  the  Vau.\ci>  it  came  to  the 

Nci  foids 
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Nerfords  and  lords  Roos,  and  has  been  united  many- 
years  to  the  bifhop's  manor. 

Roger  Bigot  had  alfo  at  the  furvev  a  frnall  fee, 
which  Turald  held  under  Roger.  This  has  been 
many  years  united  to  the  capital  manor. 

The  church  is  a  reclory,  dedicated  to  All  Saints,, 
and  the  prefentation  remained  with  the  bifhops  of 
Norwich  till  1354. 

The  Rev.  Arthur  Branthwayte,  brother  of  Miles 
Branthwayte,  efq.  of  Norwich,  and  rector  of  Hctliei 
in  Humbleyard,  was  preferred  to  this  ve&ory,  con- 
folidated  with  Stiff  key,  in  1769  by  lord  vifcoun* 
TownQiend. 

SALTHOUSE.  This  town,  though  noxv  in  the 
hundred  of  Holt,  was  a  member  or  part  of  the  hun- 
dred of  North  Erpingham,  at  the  grand  furvey,  and 
is  placed  therein,  where  we  find  this  account  of  it ; 
that  it  was  then  the  lordfhip  of  William  de  Scohies, 
or  de  Efcois,  and  of  Seiar  Bar  in  king  Edward's  time, 
and  it  was  mealured  in  his  other  manor  of  Saxling- 
ham. 

William  dc  Scohies  fold  this,  with  many  other 
lordfhips,  to  Walter  Giffard.  earl  of  Buckingham ; 
and  by  an  heirefs  of  that  family,  it  came  to  the  an- 
ceftor  of  the  earls  of  Clare,  who  were  the  capital 
lords  of  it. 

The  family  of  de  Kelling  who  held  the  principal 
lordfhip  of  Kelling  under  Hugh,  earl  of  Chefter, 
(and  which  extended  into  Salthoufe)  held  that  alfo, 
and  fo  were  patrons  of  the  churches  belonging  to  the 
faid  towns. 

In 
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In  the  34th  of  Henry  III.  it  appears  by  a  fine 
then  levied,  that  Aunger  cle  Rifing,  married  Agnes, 
widow  of  fir  Hubert  dc  Kelling,  and  held  in  her 
right  the  third  part  of  the  manors  of  Salthoufe  and 
Kelling,  and  that  Robert,  fon  of  fir  Hubert,  had  two 
parts,  and  they  agreed  to  prcfent  alternately  to  the 
churches,  Agnes  to  have  the  fir  ft  turn:  and  in  the 
f,2d  of  that  king,  Roger  de  Colvilc,  flieriff  of  Nor- 
folk and  Suffolk,  received  of  Robert,  for  not  being 
a  knight,  twenty  {hillings. 

In  the  1 5th  of  Edward  I.  Hubert  de  Kelling  claim- 
ed view  of  frank-pledge,  a  gallows,  8cc.  in  the  faid 
towns,  &c.  and  held  three  quarters  of  a  fee  of  John 
Hillings,  and  he  of  the  earl  of  Gloucefter  and  Clare. 
By  Alice  his  wife  he  had  fir  Robert  de  Kelling,  who 
by  Lecia  his  wife  had  a  fon  Robert. 

Robert,  fon  and  heir  of  fir  Robert,  had  two 
daughters  and  co-heirs  ;  Maud,  married  to  fir  Ri- 
chard Harcourt,  and  Joan  to  Walter  jcta  Holiwell,  to 
whom  he  grants  the  aforelaid  manors,  in  the  31(1  of 
that  reign ; '  and  in  the  13th  of  Edward  II.  fir  Ro- 
bert releafed  to  fir  Walter  Holiwell,  all  his  part,  to 
hold  to  them  as  long  as  William,  father  of  fir  Wal- 
ter, fhould  live,  for  his  fupport,  excepting  for  ever 
the  right  of  prefentation  to  the  churches  of  Salthoufe 
and  Kelling. 

The  Holiwells  were  a  family  of  great  antiquity 
in  Bedfordfhire.  Among  the  pleadings  in  Edward 
the  Firft's  reign,  Simon  de  Holiwell  was  poffefled  of 
iands  in  Holiwell  in  the  faid  county. 

Sir  Walter  aforefaid  was  afterwards  knighted,  and 
died  about  the  15th  of  Edward  III. 

Joan 
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Joan  his  widow,  in  the  following  year,  1342,  by 
her  deed,  dated  at  Gamlingay  in  Cambridgefliire,  on 
the  feaft  of  St.  Margaret  the  virgin,  fold  all  her  in- 
tcrefl  in  Salthoufe  and  Kelling  manors,  with  the  ad- 
vowfons,  to  fir  John  Avenel,  knt. 

This  fir  John  married  Jane,  daughter  and  heir  of 
fir  Walter  Holiwell,  and  in  the  soth  of  Edward  III. 
.  ivas  found  to  hold  three  quarters  of  a  fee  of  the 
heirs  of  Haflings,  who  held  of  the  earl  of  Glou- 
cefter:  he  was  alfo  lord  of  the  manor  of  Avenel  in 
Gamlingay,  and  fon  of  William  Avenel,  marfhai 
of  the  houfehold  to  the  king  of  Scotland. 

Edward  III.  in  his  at  ft  year,  by  letters  patent, 
dated  at  Calais,  July  20,  1347,  granted  to  him  free 
warren  in  all  his  demean  lands  in  thcfe  towns. 

Sir  John  dying  in  Britanny,  in  the  ggd  of  the 
faid  king,  left  John  his  fon  and  heir,  and  being  a 
knight,  attended  John  duke  of  Lancafler,  king  of 
Caftile  and  Leon,  into  Spain,  and  'tis  probable  died 
in  that  expedition,  and  bore  for  his  arms,  argent,  % 
fefs  between  fix  annulets,  gules. 

About  the  loth  of  Richard  II.  John  de  Bokenham, 
bifliop  of  Lincoln,  conveyed  by  fine,  as  a  truflee, 
to  Robert  de  Avenel,  fon  of  fir  John,  and  to  Julian 
his  wife,  daughter  of  fir  Robert  "Belknap,  chief  juf- 
tice  of  the  Common  Pleas,  thefe  manors  and  ad- 
vowfons,  with  thofc  of  Holiwell  in  Bedfordfhire,  Sec. 

Jn  the  i  2th  of  the  faid  king,  the  faid  bifliop  made 
a  leafe  for  fifteen  years  of  the  manors  of  Salthoufe 
and  Kclling,  to  fir  Robert  Belknap,  and  confirmed 
the  manors  to  Robert  Avcncl  and  Julian  his  wife, 
and  their  heirs* 

Jt 
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It  is  proper  to  obferve  here,  that  in  this  year  fir 
Robert  Belknap  was  banifhed  into  Ireland,  and  the 
king  had  entered  on  tliele  two  lordiliips. 

Julian  aforefaid,  on  the  death  of  Robert  Avenel, 
re-married  Nicholas  Kymbcll,  e(q.  of  Bedfordfliirc ; 
but  it  appears  that  (lie  hact  by  Arenel  a  daughter  and 
heir,  Alice,  who  married  John  Faftolf,  of  Fifhley  in 
Walfham  hundred,  e(q.  by  whom  fhe  had  alfo  a 
daughter  and  heir,  Alice,  who  married  Edward  Witch- 
ingham,  of  Fifliley  and  Upton,  efq. 

In  the  3d  of  Henry  IV.  Nicholas  Kymbell  and 
Julian  his  wife,  held  a  quarter  of  a  fee  in  Sakhoufe 
and  Kelling,  of  the  earl  .of  March,  In  the  5th  of 
Henry  V.  they,  by  deed,  demife  to  certain  feoffees, 
the  faid  manors  and  advowfons,  with  wreck  at  fea, 
Sec. 

In  the  28th  of  l^Ienry  Vt.  Edmund  Witchingliam. 
confirmed  his  manor  here  to  fir  Henry  Inglos,  Sec. 
and  fir  Henry  grants  his  lordfhip  by  will*  in  1451^ 
to  the  lady  llketefhale  for  life. 

After  many  poflTeffors  too  tedious  to  mention,  and 
many  difputes  at  law.  this  lordfhip  cama  to  the 
Heydons. 

In  the  13th  of  Henry  VII.  an  exchange  was  made 
of  the  manor  of  \Vitchirighain  (as  then  called)  be- 
tween fir  Henry  Hey  don  and  William  Bardwcll,  cfq. 
for  that  of  Drayton-hall  in  Seaming  and  Dillington, 
which  was  afterwards  confirmed  by  the  heirs  of  Bard- 
well. 

It  appears  that  great  difputes  arofe  notwithfland- 
ing  this  fettlement:  fir  Edward  Belknap,  knt.  coufin 

and 
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and  heir  to  fir  Robert  vvho  was  attainted,  (being  rc- 
ilored  in  blood  and  pofieffions  as  heir  to  him,  ip  the 
parliament  holden  on  February  i,  1515,  in  the  6th 
of  Henry  VIII.)  claimed  right  and  title  to  thefe  ma- 
nors, and  to  four  lordfhips  in  Kent,  and  John  Hey- 
don,  efq.  was  obliged  to  purchafe  Sahhoufe  and  Kel- 
ling  of  fir  Edmund,  June  13,  1516. 

From  the  Heydons  it  came  to  Thomas  Croft,  cfq. 
of  Sheringham,  who  in  the  35th  of  Elizabeth,  mort- 
gaged this  manoi  called  Bardwell's,  in  Salthoufe  and 
Kelling,  with  the  manor  of  Ilketefhale  in  Kelling,  to 
Thomas  Thetford,  efq.  with  all  the  rents,  fervices, 
fold-courfes,  Sec.  clear  of  all  incumbrances  done  by 
him,  fir  William  Hey  don. 

Lady  Sidney  prefented  in  1613. 

In  i  745  John  Long,  efq.  was  lord  and  patron. 

Zurifhaddai  Girdleftone,  efq.  of  Baconflhorpe  is 
now  lord  and  patron. 

The  prefcnt  church  was  built  by  fir  Henry  Hey- 
don  in  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  Henry  VII. 
and  is  a  re&ory,  dedicated  to  St.  Nicholas. 

The  Rev.  John  Beale  was  prefented  to  this  reclory 
by  the  late  Mr.  John  Long  in  1 742. 

SAXLINGHAM.  Here  were  fcveral  lordfhips 
belonging  to  this  town.  William  Beaufoe,  bifhop 
of  Thetford,  held  at  the  furvey  a  manor  belonging 
to  his  fee,  which  Ayhnar  the  bifhop  of  Elmham  held 
in  the  time  of  the  Confeffor,  valued  in  his  lordfliip 
of  Thornage,  to  which  this  \vas  a.  beruitc. 

The 
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The  aforefaid  bifhop  had  alfo  another  manor  in 
this  town,  in  his  own  right,  as  a  lay-fee,  which  two 
freemen  held  under  king  Harold. 

Thefe  two  lordfliips,  though  now  accounted  as  ly- 
ing in  the  hundred  of  Holt,  are  in  Doomfday-book 
mentioned  as  being  in  the  hundred  of  Galiow. 

In  the  14th  of  Edward  I.  Roger  de  Saxlingham 
and  Simon  de  Novers  were  lords  and  patrons  of  the 
church. 

Sir  Robert  de  Novers  prefented  to  this  church  in 
1329,  and  John  de  Saxlingham  in  1343,  each  lord 
having  an  alternate  prefentation. 

In  the  24th  of  Edward  III.  John  de  Novers  grants 
to  truftees  his  manor  of  Iteringham,  lands,  Sec.  in 
Elmham,  Swanton  and  Briningham,  with'the  rever- 
fion  of  Saxlingham,  Swanton,  and  Thwaytc  manors, 
which  Alice  his  mother  held  for  life. 

Sir  Stephen  de  Hales  prefented  in  1383,  and  Ro- 
bert Plomley  in  1413,  in  right  of  SaxlinghanVs 
lordfliip. 

Sir  William  Oldhall  prefented,  on  account  of  his 
manor  of  Novers,  in  1437  ;  and  Agnes  Lynaker,  of 
Brampton  in  Derbylhire,  in  1443,  as  lady  of  Sax- 
lingham lordfliip. 

Sir  William  Oldhall  in  1446,  and  John  Lynaket 
in  1474. 

This  manor  of  Novers  was  after  in  John  Bertram, 

gent,  who  by  his  will,  dated  July  15,  1462,  bequeaths 

his  body  to  be  buried  in  the  chancel  of  this  church, 

G  near 
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near  to  his  firft  wife,  and  appoints  his  fons,  Thomas 
and  John,  executors  ;  to  his  wife  ten  marks  per  aim. 
out  of  his  manor  of  Novcrs  for  life ;  to  Thomas 
his  fon  this  lordfhip  in  tail  male,  with  that  of  Gun- 
thorpe ;  to  John  the  manor  of  Flitcham  for  life,  or 
till  he  fhould  be  promoted  to  a  higher  ecclefiaflical 
degree ;  then  that  manor  to  go  to  the  priory  of  W al- 
ii ngham. 

Thomas  Bertram  his  fon  was  lord,  and  living  in 
1488,  but  in  1478  John  Allen,  gent,  prefented:  in 
1506  John  Heydon,  efq.  and  in  1509  Robert  Lyna- 
ker,  efq. 

Soon  after  this  both  manors  were  united,  and  in 
the  Heydon  family ;  and  in  the  ggd  of  Elizabeth, 
Thomas  Croft,  efq.  and  Thomas  Oxburgh,  efq.  had 
a  prtecipe  to  deliver  the  manors  of  Saxlingham',  No- 
vers  or  Bertram's,  with  that  of  Lynaker's,  to  Henry 
Sidney,  of  Walfingham,  efq.  with  thofe  of  Lether- 
ingfet  and  Hunworth ;  from  fir  Henry  Sidney,  this 
united  manor  came  to  Thomas  Jenny,  efq. 

Sir  Francis  Guybon  was  lord  in  1696,  and  his  fon 
and  heir  fold  it  to  Richard  Warner,  efq.  of  Elmham, 
about  the  year  1715,  and  was  lord  and  patron;  on 
whofe  death  it  came  to  Elizabeth  his  daughter  and 
co-heir, -relicl  of  Paul  Jodrell,  efq.  attorney-general 
to  Frederick,  prince  of  Wales,  father  of  the  prefent 
king. 

The  manor-houfc  ftands  a  little  towards  the  fouth 
of  the  church,  and  feems  to  have  been  built  by 
John  Heydon,  who  married  a  daughter  of  the  lord 
Willoughby. 

Over 
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Over  the  porch  of  it  are  the  arms  of  Heydon,  alfo 
Heydon  impaling  Ufford,  and  Willoughby ;  Heydon 
impaling  Drury. 

In  the  great  parlour,  Heydon  impaling  Drury; 
Heydon  impaling  Carew  of  Cornwall ;  Heydon,  Sec, 
impaling  Wodehoufe,  of  Waxham;  Heydon,  Sec, 
impaling  Rivet ;  Heydon  impaling  Crane  of  Suffolk. 
On  the  top  of  the  houfe  is  a  place  to  take  a  view 
of  the  country. 

Peter  lord  Valoins  had  a  lordfhip  which  Theodo- 
rick,  a  free  man,  held  before,  and  placed  under 
Gallow  hundred. 

In  the  reign  of  Henry  I.'  on  the  foundation  of 
Binham  priory,  Tire,  a  knight  of  his  enfeoffed  of 
this  manor,  gave  two  parts  of  his  tithes  to  that  priory. 

About  the  3d  of  Henry  III.  Agnes  de  Ratlefden 
held  in  this  town,  Dalling,  Gueftwick  and  Ryburgh 
Parva,  two  knights  fees  of  David  Cumin,  descended 
from  the  lord  Valoins. 

Roger  Atte-Crofs  and  his  parceners  held  it  in  the 
^d  of  Henry  IV. 

The  abbot  of  Savigny  in  France  had  alfo  a  lord- 
fliip  in  the  41  ft  of  Henry  III. 

Henry  VI.  in  his  yth  year,  June  27,  granted  it 
to  fir  Robert  Dudley,  afterwards  earl  of  Leiccfler. 
After  this  time  it  was  united  to  the  lordfhip  of  No- 
vcrs. 

The  church  is  a  rc&ory,  dedicated  to  St.  Mar- 
garet.

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It  is  a  fmall  pile  covered  with  lead,  and  has  & 
little  tower. 

In  the  area  of  the  chancel,  covered  alfo  with  lead, 
is  a  very  curious  monument,  creeled  by  fir  Chrifto- 
pher  Heydon,  for  his  lady  Mirabel,  with  her  effigy 
kneeling  under  an  arch,  and  over  her  a  pyramid  riles 
near  the  height  of  the  chancel,  adorned  with  many 
hieroglyphical  figures,  after  the  manner  and  tafte  of 
the  Egyptians :  a  large  account  and  defcription  of  it 
may  be  feen  in  the  account  of  the  Heydon  family  in. 
Baconfthorpe  in  the  hundred  of  South  Erpinghani. 

In  the  eaft  window  of  the  chancel  were  the  arms 
of  Heydon  impaling  Drury;  Heydon  impaling  Ca- 
rew,  and  Bacon. 

Thofe  of  Bolcyn — Bojeyri  impaling  lord  Hoo  and 
St.  Omer ;  and  St.  Leger  in  an  efcutcheon  of  pre- 
tence. 

The  prefcnt  re&or  is  the  Rev.  Richard  Eglinton, 
prefented  in  1758  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Jodrell,  of  Bay- 
field,  wid©w,  to  this  reclory,  with  Sharington,  con- 
folidated  O&.  4,  1748. 

The  portion  of  the  priory  of  Binham  was  granted 
to  Thomas  Pafton,  efq.  Nov.  15,  1542,  in  the  33d 
of  Henry  VIII. 

SHARINGTON,  was  a  beruite  belonging  to  the 
Conqueror's  manor  of  Fakenham,  held  by  king  Ha- 
rold at  his  death. 

The  Conqueror  had  alfo  eight  focmen  here,  and 
fix  bordereis  belonging  to  his  manor  of  Holt, 

Iu 
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In  the  3d  of  Henry  III.  Hamon  Fitz-Peter  was 
petent,  and  Gregory  de  Sharington  deforciant,  in  a 
fine  of  lands  in  this  town :  arid  in  the  1 2th  of  that 
king,  Peter  de  Sharington  conveyed  lands  to  Oliva, 
and  it  appears  that  thefe  lordfhips  were  in  this  reign 
in  the  earls  of  Clare,  who  were  the  capital  lords. 

Peter  de  Letheringfet  held  here,  in  Cley,  Holt, 
&c.  a  fee  in  the  i6th  of  Edward  I.  and  John  de 
Broughton,  in  the  i8th  of  Edward  II.  the  fourth  part 
of  a  fee  of  the  honor  of  Clare,  and  in  1323  prefent- 
ed  to  this  church,  and  in  1327  as  lord  of  Sharing- 
ton; and  Robert  de  Broughton  prcfented  in  1361. 

Soon  after  this  William  Daubeney  was  lord,  and 
prelented  in  1364. 

In  the  5th  of  Richard  II.  Edmund  de  Mortimer 
earl  of  March  was  the  capital  lord,  and  had  the  lete, 
and  Roger  his  fon  and  heir  was  lord  in  the  226.  of 
that  king;  and  in  1389,  and  1394,  William  Dau- 
beney prefcnted,  ami  in  the  3d  of  Henry  IV.  held 
a  quarter  of  a  fee  of  the  earl  of  March,  as  did  Tho- 
mas Hales  lands  of  the  manor  of  Holt;  Robert 
Mey  was  alfo  found  to  hold  lands  by  knight's  fervice 
in  the  3d  of  Henry  VI.  of  Edmund  earl  of  March. 

William  Daubeney,  efq.  of  Sharington,  was  lord 
in  1433  an(*  H74* 

Thomas  Daubeney,  efq.  his  fon  and  heir,  married 
Ann,  daughter  of  Robert  Warner,  and  dying  in  1^27 
was  buried  in  the  chancel  of  this  church. 

Henry  his  fon  prefented  as  lord  in    1.533,    anc^ 

was  living  in  1554:    he  married  ,  daughter  of 

Thomas  Lumnor,  of  Mannington,  by  whom  fce  had 
G  3  a  fon 
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a  fon,  Giles,  who  died  without  iflue,  and  Chriflc>- 
pher,  who  was  lord  and  prefented  in  1565. 

After  this  it  came  to  the  Hunts,  and  in  1601 
William  Hunt  was  lord,  and  prefented. 

On  an  inquifition  taken  of  lunacy,  on  Sept.  20, 
in  the  soth  of  Charles  I.  it  was  found  that  Margaret, 
daughter  of  George  Briggs,  and  widow  of  William 
Hunt.,  fon  and  heir  of  fir  Thomas  Hunt,  was  a  lu- 
natic, and  feifed  for  life  of  the  manors  of  Sharing- 
ton,  Holt-Hales.  Gueft,  Witchingham,  8cc.  and 
Thomas  Hunt,  gent,  was  her  fon  and  heir,  and 
married  Ann,  daughter  of  John  Sherwood,  M.  D. 
From  the  Hunts  it  was  conveyed  to  Mr.  Newman, 
whofe  fon  and  heir  William  Newman,  efq.  was  lord, 
and  high  flieriff  of  Norfolk,  in  1702,  and  patron  of 
the  church,  from  whom  it  came  to  the  late  Richard 
Warner,  efq.  of  Elmhani. 

The  earl  of  Richmond's  manor  of  Bale  extended 
into  this  town.  Thomas,  fon  of  Gilbert  de  Hin- 
dringham,  held  it  in  the  loth  of  Edward  I.  William, 
Daubeney  in  the  reign  of  Hen.  VI.  and  Edw.  IV. 

The  church  is  a  rectory,  dedicated  to  All  Saints, 
and  was  confolidated  with  Saxlingharn,  Oct.  4,  1748. 

In  1758,  the  Rev.  Richard  Eglinton  was  prefent- 
ed to  this  rectory  by  Mrs.  Jodrell,  and  is  the  prefent 
redor. 

Mr.  John  Daubeney,  of  Caftor  by  Yarmouth,  was 
buried  in  this  church  in  1469,  and  Richard  Holditch 
of  Sharington  in  1526. 

STODY, 
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STODY.  Part  of  this  town  belonged  to  the 
king's  manor  of  Holt. 

The  family  of  de  Pcvcr  held  this  in  the  reign  of 
king  John,  with  the  family  of  de  Stody,  together 
with  the  king's  lordfhip  in  Hunworth. 

The  principal  lordfhip  belonged  to  Ralph,  brother 
of  Ilgar,  out  of  which  a  freeman  of  Harold's  had 
been  expelled,  and  Ro.  held  it  of  Ralph,  when  half  a 
caracute  in  Letheringfet  wajS  valued  with  this  manor. 

The  town  takes  its  narae  from  Stow,  a  dwelling, 
and  Eia,  by  the  water/" 

This  lordfhip,  with  that  of  Edgefield,  feems  to 
have  been  foon  after  in  the  family  of  de  Edgefield, 
lord  of  EdgeSeld.  Peter  de  Edgefield  left  a  daugh- 
ter and  heir,  Lcetitia,  who  brought  it  by  marriage  to 
fir  Peter  de  Rofceline,  who  conveyed  it  by  fine'  in 
the  12th  of  Henry  III.  to  Roger  le  Povere,  by  the 
iervice  of  three  parts  pf  a  fee,  then  releafed  to  Roger 
and  his  heirs. 

John  de  Povere,  in  the  faid  reign,  held  here  and 
in  Hunworth  one  fee  of  Robert  Fits-Roger ;  and  in 
the  5ifl  of  that  king,  Robert  le  Povere  of  Stody  had 
a  charter  for  free  warren  in  all  his  demean  lands 
in  this  town,  Hunworth,  Letheringfet,  Briflon,  Fret- 
tenham,  Belaugh,  and  Attlebridge.  Sir  John  le  Po- 
vere was  lord  in  the  30th  of  Edward  I.  arid  in  1316 
Peter  le  Povere,  of  Letheringfet,  prefented  to  this 
church. 

In  the  6th  of  Edward  III.  fir  Edmund  de  Setter- 
ley,  and  Joan  his  wife,  fettled  o.n  Roger  his  fon  this 

G  4 
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lordfhip ;  and  in  the  lyth  of  that  reign,  the  faid 
Roger  granted  the  whole  manor  of  Uggefhale  in  Suf- 
folk on  the  lady  Joan  his  mother  for  life,  provided 
fhe  claimed  no  dower  in  the  manors  of  Stody,  and 
Satterley  in  Suffolk  ;  and  Roger  prefented  to  this 
church  in  1344:  and  foon  after,  in  the  faid  year, 
John  de  Stody,  citizen  of  London,  prefented;  he 
likewife  prefented  in  1349  and  1374  to  this  advow- 
fon,  which  William  le  Povere  conveyed  to  him  in. 
1344- 

In  the  28th  of  Edward  III.  he  being  then  a  knight, 
by  deed  dated  at  Stody,  manumifed  John  Hanes, 
Alice  and  Margery,  daughters  of  Ralph,  and  grant- 
ed to  them  all  their  goods  and  chattels  whatfoever. 
Stowe  fays  his  arms  were,  ermine,  a  crofs  ingrailed 
fable,  charged  with  a  leopard's  head. — He  was  ihe- 
riff  of  London  in  1352,  and  lord  mayor  in  1357, 
and  free  of  the  Vintner  s  company:  he  gave  to  them 
all  'the  quadrant  where  the  Vintner's  hall  now  is 
built,  with  tenements  round  about,  from  the  lane 
yet  called  Stody' s  lane,  to  the  lane  called  Anchor- 
lane,  where  are  founded  thirteen  houfcs  for  thirteen 
poor  people,  which  hitherto  are  there  kept  of  cha- 
rity rent  free.  This  was  probably  his  own  houfe  that 
he  lived  in  in  the  Vintry.  He  was  buried  in  the  new 
chapel  on  the  north  fide  of  the  church  of  St.  Mar- 
tin's Vintry:  he  gave  many  legacies  to  pious  ufcs, 
and  releafed  to  all  of  his  lamily  living  in  Norfolk, 
all  debts,  &c.  except  their  rents,  By  Joan  his  lady 
he  hadfeverai  children,  William,  Thomas  and  John  ; 
Idonea,  a  daughter,  married  to  fir  Nicholas  Brember, 
lord  mayor  of  London  in  1377  ;  Joan  and  Eleanor, 
one  of  thefe  feems  to  have  married  John  de  Birling- 
ham,  whom  he  calls  his  fon. 

Befides 
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Bcfides  this  lordfhip  held  by  fir  John  Stody,  in  the 
aoth  of  Edward  III,  feveral  other  poffeffions  were 
held  in  this  town. 

In  1381  and  1303  John  de  Blakeney  prefented  as 
lord.  In  1403  John  Clere,  and  fir  Simon  Felbrig 
in  1422,  as  a  truftee  of  die  will  of  lady  Catherine 
Braunch,  relicl  of  fir  John  Braunch:  by  fir  John 
{he  left  three  fons  ;  fir  Philip  Braunch,  to  whom  {he 
gave  a  fait  cote  at  Fleet  in  Lincolnfhire ;  to  William, 
the  manor  of  Wiggenhall  St.  German ;  to  John  this 
lordfhip  of  Stody,  which  lordfhip,  with  that  of 
Hunworth,  fhe  held  in  the  3d  of  Henry  IV.  by  a 
quarter  of  a  fee,  and  in  1430  the  faid  John  Braunch, 
efq.  prefented  to  this  church. 

Ralph  Lampet,  efq.  in  right  of  Margaret  his  wife, 
daughter  of  John  Braunch,  efq.  prefented  in  1440 
and  1446;  but  in  1471  Robert  Braunch,  efq.  was 
lord  and  patron.  Jane  Braunch,  widow  of  the  faid 
Robert,  died  in  1505,  and  was  buried  in  the  chan- 
cel of  this  church :  by  her  late  hufband,  fhe  had 
Agnes,  married  to  Robert  Kebyll. 

John  Braunch  inherited  it  as  heir,  and  was  lord 
and  patron  in  1534:  in  the  28th  of  Henry  VIII.  he 
conveyed  it  by  fine  to  John  Bozun,  efq.  with  the 
manors  of  Taverham  and  Briningham  Braunch's. 

Robert  Bozun,  of  Stody,  efq.  by  deed  dated  Sep- 
tember 20,  1572,  in  the  14th  of  Elizabeth,  fold  it 
to  fir  Nicholas  Bacon,  lord  keeper:  in  this  family 
it  remained  till  fir  Edmund  Bacon,  bart.  fold  it  to 
Edmund  Britiffe,  efq.  who  was  lord  and  patron  in 
1742,  by  whofe  daughter  and  heir  it  came  to  the  earl 
of  Buckinghainfhire. 

The 
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The  church  of  Stody  is  a  re&ory,  dedicated  to  St, 
Mary,  and  was-  confolidatcd  with  Hunwordi  May  5, 
1762. 

On  a  grave-ftone  in  the  chancel  were  the  arms  of 
Braunch  impaling  Cahhorpe:  In  memory  of  Edmund 
Braunch,  and,  Ann  Caithorpe. 

In  the  windows,  Braunch  impaling  Winter — Bo- 
zun  impaling  Carvile — Bozun  impaling  L'Eftrange — - 
impaling  Winter — gules,  a  crofs  moline,  argent,  bore 
by  the  lord  Willoughby. 

The  prefent  re&or  is  the  Rev.  Joho  Green,  pre- 
fented  by  the  earl  of  Buckinghamihire  in  i  761  to  this 
redory  with  Hunworth. 

SWANTON-NOVERS,  vulgarly  called  Hungry 
Swanton.  This  lordfhip  was  held  at  the  furvey  by 
William  Beauloe,  billion  of  Thetford,  in  right  of 
his  fee,  and  by  Aylmar,  oiihop  of  Eimhain.  in  king 
Edward's  reign,  part  of  which  appertained  to  Hin- 
dolveflon. 

The  family  of  de  Nuiers,  or  Novers,  were  very 
early  cnfeoffed  of  it,  and  pofTcifed  it  under  the  bi- 
fliops  of  Norwich.  Ralph  de  Novers  was  living  in, 
the  reign  of  Henry  II. 

Simon  de  Novers  was  living  in  the  35th  of  Henry 
III.  and  in  the  45 th  was  found  to  hold  of  William- 
de  Calthorpe  half  a  fee,  they  of  the  lord  Bardolph, 
and  the  lord  of  the  bifhop  of  Norwich. 

By  the  roll  of  the  honour  of  Wormegay,  we  find 
that  fir  Robert  de  Novers  held  here  (then  called 
Hungry-Swanton)  a  manor,  and  the  advovvfon  oi  the 

church, 
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church,  and  preferred  to  it  in  1327,  being  then  a 
knight,  as  Alice  his  lady  did  in  1334. 

William  de  Kerdiftone  and  Margaret  dc  Saxling- 
ham  held  lands  of  lady  Alice  Novers  in  the  20th  of 
Edward  III. 

John  de  Novers,  fon  of  fir  Robert  and  lady  Alice, 
prefemed  in  1353  and  1361  ;  and  in  1383  and  1389 
fir  Stephen  Hales,  whofe  widow,  Joan,  held  in  the 
<$d  of  Henry  IV.  half  a  fee  of  the  bifhop  of  Nor- 
wich. 

The  prior  of  Walfingham  prefented  to  this  church 
from  1417  to  1538. 

In  the  2oth  of  Henry  VI.  William  de  la  Pole, 
carl  of  Suffolk,  releafed  to  fir  Thomas  de  Kerdiftone 
all  his  right  in  this  part  or  fee,  which  formerly  be- 
longed to  the  Kerdiflones ;  and  in  the  24th  of  that 
king,  it  was  fettled  by  fine  on  fir  Thomas,  in  tail, 
remainder  to  the  earl  of  Suffolk,  in  tail. 

On  the  diffolution,  the  manor  of  Swanton-Nover* 
was  granted,  Dec.  2,  1540,  in  the  31  ft  of  Henry 
VIII-  to  fir  Richard  Southwell,  with  meffuages,  lands, 
&c.  in  Briningham,  Brifton,  Edgefield,  Sharington, 
Gunthorpe,  and  Berney,  and  the  manors  of  EaO- 
Walton,  Wendling,  Wood- Norton,  and  Kerdiftone  ; 
and  the  faid  lir  Richard,  in  the  34th  of  that  king, 
re-granted  it  to  him,  on  an  exchange  for  other  lands, 
when  the  king  granted  it,  December  1 1 ,  in  the  faid 
year,  1543,  to  the  dean  and  chapter  of  Chrifl- 
Church  in  Oxford,  the  mafler  and  fellows  of  which 
firft  prefented  in  1380,  and  are  now  the  lords  and 
patrons. 

The 
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The  church  is  a  re&ory,  dedicated  to  St.  Edmund, 
the  Saxon  king  and  martyr,  and  was  confolidated 
with  Wood-Norton  All-Saints,  June  9,  1738. 

Swanton-Novers  is  in  the  deanry  of  Sparham,  and 
is  the  only  parifh  in  this  hundred  which  does  not 
belong  to  the  deamy  of  Holt. 

The  Rev.  Edward  Whitwell  was  prefented  to  this 
re&ory,  with  Wood-Norton,  in  1750,  by  the  dean 
and  chapter  of  Chrift-Church,  Oxford. 

THORNAGE,  William  Beaufoe  was  lord  at 
the  furvcy,  arid  held  it  in  right  of  his  church  or 
fee,  then  at  Thetford  ;  and  Aylmar  bifhop  of  Elnvr 
ham  pofieffed  it,  by  the  fame  right,  in  king  Ed^ 
ward's  reign,  as  a  manor, 

Brinton,  Saxlingham,  Eeckham,  were  beruites  be- 
longing to  it,  and  valued  with  it  ;  and  there  was  a 
church  endowed  with  thirty-two  acres,  valued  at 


In  the  35th  of  Henry  III.  1251,  Walter  bifhop 
of  Norwich,  lord  of  it,  had  a  charter  of  free  war- 
ren ;  and  in  the  15th  of  Edward  I.  1287,  the  bi- 
fhop claimed  view  of  frank-pledge,  affize  of  bread 
and  beer,  Sec.  and  a  gallows. 

It  remained  in  the  fee  till  the  exchange  of  land 
made  in  in  the  syth  of  Henry  VIII.  1536,  between 
the  king  and  the  biftiop  of  Norwich,  and  was  grant- 
ed July  1,  by  that  king,  in  1537,  with  the  advow- 
fon,  to  William  Butts,  M.  D.  his  chief  phyfician, 
in  which  family  it  continued  till  Ann,  only  daugh- 
ter and  heir  of  Edmund  Butts,  efq.  brought  it  by 
marriage  to  fir  Nicholas  Bacon,  bart.  fon  and  heir 
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of  fir  Nicholas,  lord  keeper  of  the  great  feal,  and 
fo  remained  in  that  family  till  ibid  by  fir  Edmund 
Bacon,  bart.  to  fir  Jacob  Aftley,  bait,  of  Melton, 
about  1710,  vvhofe  grandfon,  fir  Jacob  Aftley,  bart. 
died  lord  and  patron. 

It  is  now  in  poffeffion  of  fir  Edward  Aflley,  bart. 
and  his  brother,  the  Rev.  John  Aftley,  is  the  pre- 
lent  reclor  of  this  parifh,  prefented  in  the  year  1758, 
by  his  father,  the  late  fir  Jacob.  The  church  is  a 
rectory,  confolidated  with  Brinton  July  3  1  ,  1759. 

This  village  is  pleafantly  fituated  on  the  great 
road  leading  from  Holt,  two  miles,  to  Dereham  fix- 
teen,  and  London  one  hundred  and  twenty-two. 

Thomas  le  Freeman  aliened  an  acre,  with  a  mef- 
fuage  in  Brinton,  and  a  meffuage  with  thirty-eight 
acres  of  land  and  five  of  pafture  in  this  town,  to 
the  parfon  of  Brinton,  in  the  6th  of  Edward  II. 


On  the  north  fide  of  the   chancel  is  a  tomb  —  In 

memory  of  Anne,  daughter  of  George  Waldegrave,  Efq; 
of  Smalbridge  in  Suffolk,  tuho  married  Jirft,  Henry 
Buers,  Efq;  of  Aclon  in  Sujfolk;  and  vdly  Sir  Cle- 
ment Hcigham,  who  died  April  si,  1559,  &tet.  Jiutt 
Lxxxiiii. 

By  the  tomb  it  appears  that  fhe  had  three  fons 
and  five  daughters.  On  it  are  the  arms  of  Bueis, 
impaling  Waldegrave,  and  Heigham  impaling  Wal- 
degrave. 

On  the  fouth  fide,  a  tomb  for  fir  William  Butts, 
with  his  effigy  in  armour,  kneeling,  his  helmet  at 

his

liis   feet,  and  his  lady  by  him  on  her  knees,  with 
their  arms,  Butts  impaling  Buers. 

WABORNE,  WAYBORNE,  or  WABURNE  ;  called 
in  Doomfday-Book  Wabruna.  Hugh  de  Abrincis, 
a  Norman  lord,  the  Conqueror's  filler's  fon,  created 
by  him  earl  of  Chefter,  had  a  grant  of  this  lordfhipt 
which  was  held  by  Hacon,  fon  of  Swain,  eldeft  fon 
of  earl  Godwin,  and  elder  brother  of  king  Harold, 
and  Ralph  was  enfeoffed  of  it  under  earl  Hugh  ;  be- 
fides  which,  he  had  invaded  or  feifed  on  the  pro- 
perties of  twelve  freemen  under  Harold. 

It  feems  to  take  its  name  from  Wa,  and  Bruna, 
Wy  or  Wa,  is  an  old  BritiQi  name,  often  ufed  for  a 
river  or  brook.'"" 

Ralph,  who  was  enfeoffed  of  this  lordfhip  by 
carl  Hugh,  held  alfo  feveral  lordfhips  under  him  in 
Chefhire,  and  bore  the  name  of  Meyngaryn,  Meinil- 
Waring,  or  Manwaring,  whofe  great  grandfon,  fir 
Ralph  Manwaring,  was  chief  juftice  of  Chefhire  in 
the  reign  of  king  John,  lord  of  this  town,  and 
founder  of  the  priory  of  Waborne,  and  by  Amicia 
his  wife,  a  natural  daughter  of  Hugh  Kivileoc,  eari 
of  Chefter,  this  fir  Ralph  had  a  fon,  William,  as 
appears  from  the  regifler  of  Binham  priory,  and 
was  living  in  the  sift  of  Henry  III. 

Ralph  de.  Meyngaryn  had  two  parts  of  a  fee,  and 
Thomas  de  Waborne  a  third  part  in  this  town,  in 
the  reign  of  Henry  III. 

In  the  46th  of  the  faid  king,  fir  Waryn  de  Menwa- 
ryn  held  the  manor  of  Waborne  by  the  fervice  of 
one  fee,  had  view  of  frank-pledge,  wreck  at  fea, 

free 
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free  warren,  the  trial  and  judgment  of  thieves  taken, 
and  their  goods,  in  his  fee,  and  all  privileges  as  a 
member  of  the  honor  of  Chefler,  and  died  feifed  of 
it  in  the  i8th  of  Edward  I.  1290,  leaving  three 
daughters  and  co-heirs ;  Joan,  Margaret,  and  Maud, 
the  lordfhip  then  valued  with  three  water-mills,  See. 
at  i  gl.  per  ami. 

After  this,  the  family  of  TrufTells,  of  Coblefden 
in  Staffordshire,  held  it,  by  the  marriage  of  Maud, 
a  daughter  and  co-heir  of  fir  Waryn  de  Meynwaryn, 
with  William  Truffell,  efq.  about  the  3oth  of  Ed- 
ward I.  by  whom  he  had  three  fons  ;  fir  John 
Truffell,  the  eldeft,  who  died  without  iffue,  Willi- 
am, and  Waryn. 

Maud,  his  widow,  in  the  gth  of  Edward  II.  was 
lady  of  this  manor  ;  and  in  the  1 2th  of  that  king, 
was  the  wife  of  Oliver  de  Bourdeaux,  who  with 
Maud  his  wife,  in  the  14th  of  the  faid  reign,  had  a 
grant  of  a  market  and  a  fair  in  this  town.  In  the 
jgth  of  Edwrard  II.  {he  fettled  lands  and  tenements 
in  Eton  in  Bucks,  and  New-Windfor  in  Berkfhire, 
on  Oliver  and  herielf  in  fee  tail  ;  remainder  to 
William  and  to  Waryn,  her  fons,  in  like  manner. 

This  family  had  alfo  confiderable  poffefnons  in 
Northampton/hire  and  Salop. 

In  the  2oth  of  Edward  III.  fir  Oliver  de  Bour- 
deaux held  the  lordfliip  of  Waborne. 

Sir  William,  the  fecond  fon,  was  lord  of  Shottef- 
brook  in  Berks,  which  was  held  by  fervice  of  a  pair  of 
gilt  fpurs  to  the  caflle  of  Windfor  yearly,  and 
founded  the  college  and  chauntry  of  Shottelbrook, 
in  1337. 

Sir 
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Sir  .William  TrufTell,  grandfon  of  Warine,  wa* 
lord  of  this  town,  Shotiefbrook,  &c.  in  the  $2d  of 
Henry  VI.  and  father  of  fir  Thomas  TrufTell,  by 
Margery,  daughter  of  fir  John  Ludlow,  who  was 
lord  of  Wabornc  in  the  5th  of  Edw.  IV.  1465. 

Sir  Thomas  left  by  Elizabeth  his  wife,  daughter 
of  John  de  Burleigh,  efq.  fir  William  Truffell,  who 
died  lord  in  the  soth  of  that  reign.  His  fon  fir  Ed- 
ward Truffell,  die  laft  heir  male  of  this  family,  mar- 
ried Margaret,  daughter  of  fir  John  Dun,  knt.  and 
had  by  her  Elizabeth,  his  fole  daughter  and  heir, 
dying  in  the  15th  of  Henry  VII.  anno  1500. 

George  Grey,  earl  of  Kent,  gav£  400  marks 
for  the  wardfhip  and  lands  of  this  Elizabeth,  a  mi- 
nor, and  by  his  will  appointed  that  fhc  fliould  be 
married  to  his  fon,  fir  Henry  Grey,  of  Wrefl-houfe 
in  Bedfordfhire,  a  younger  fon,  by  his  fecond  wife, 
lady  Catherine,  daughter  of  the  earl  of  Pembroke, 
at  their  lawful  years  of  marriage ;  leaving  her  with 
the  faid  lady  before  his  death  for  that  purpofe  :  but 
after  his  death,  Richard  earl  of  Kent,  his  eldeft  fon, 
by  lady  Ann  his  firft  wife,  took  away  the  faid  Eliza- 
beth by  force  from  the  coufltefs  Catherine,  his  mo- 
ther-in-law, at  Harold  in  Bedfordfhire,  which  fhc 
held  in  jointure,  and  gave  her  again  freely  to  king 
Henry  VII.  her  lands  being  worth  one  thoufand 
marks  per  ann.  and  the  king  fold  her  wardfhip  again 
for  two  thoufand  marks  to  John  de  Vcre  earl  of  Ox- 
ford, who  married  her,  and  was  lord  of  Wabornc, 
Sec.  in  her  right. — This  fort  of  treatment  would  be 
highly,  and  very  defervcdly,  refented  by  the  lady 
heireflcs  of  the  prefent  age. 

In  the  2sd  of  Henry  VII.  inquifitions  were  award- 
ed into  Norfolk,  Suffolk,  Lecicefterfhire,  Northamp- 

tonftiire,

torifliire,  Shropfhire,  EfTex,  and  Chefhire,  to  enquirfc 
what  lands  came  to  the  king's  hands  on  the  deaths 
of  fir  William  TrufTell,  fir  Edward  Truflfell,  his  fon 
and  heir,  and  John  Truflell,  efq.  his  fon  and  heir, 
and  remained  in  his  hands  on  account  of  the 
minority  of  the  faid  John  Truflell,  efq.  who  died 
in  the  aforefaid  year  ;  and  f'omc  accounts  fay, 
that  on  April  29,  in  that  year,  the  king  granted  the 
cuflody  and  marriage  of  Elizabeth  Truffell  to  John, 
earl  of  Oxford,  on  the  condition  of  paying  387!.  per 
ann.  to  the  crown  during  her  minority.  On  the 
death  of  this  earl,  in  the  31  ft  of  Henry  VIII.  1540, 
this  lordfhip  of  Waborne  was  valued  at  27!.  iSs. 
per  anra 

In  this  family  it  continued  till  the  i6th  of  Eliza- 
beth, when  a  recovery  of  it  was  fuffered  by  Edward 
carl  of  Oxford,  to  John  lord  Darcy,  Sec. 

After  this  it  was  poffeffed  by  fir  Edward  Clere, 
knt.  of  Blickling,  who  was  lord  in  the  22d  of  the 
laid  queen,  and  fold  by  him  to  fir  Henry  Hobart, 
attorney-general,  whofe  fon  and  heir  fir  John  Hobart, 
bart.  fettled  it  Nov.  i,  1642,  in  the  i8th  of  Charles 
I.  on  Philippa,  his  daughter  and  co-heir,  afterwards 
married  to  his  nephew,  fir  Henry  Hobart.  bart. 

Sir  Thomas  de  Waborne  lived  in  the  time  of  king 
John,  and  had  a  lordfhip  in  this  town  in  the  2ifl 
of  Henry  III.  William  de  Waborne,  his  fon,  leafed 
to  the  prior  of  Binham  all  his  lands,  except  what 
Richard  de  Grey  held  of  his  flep-mother,  the  lady 
Agnes,  for  thirty  years,  and  gave  lands  to  the  faid 
prior, 

In  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  Luke  de  Briningham 

Lcld  here,  and  in  Keliing,  the  lixth  part  of  a  fee  of 
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the  heirs  of  Meyngaryn :  and  in  the  gth  of  Edvv.  I. 
John  de  Briningham  fettled  on  Alice,  wife  of  John 
de  Waborne,  lands  by  fine :  and  William  de  Wa- 
borne  held  a  lordftiip  in  the  gth  of  Edward  II. 

Tn  the  3d  of  Henry  IV.  fir  William  Clopton,  knr. 
held  half  a  fee  of  the  honour  of  C heller  in  this  town, 
in  right  of  his  wife  Frances,  daughter  of  fir  Willi- 
am Truffell,  and  widow  of  fir  Robert  de  Sail. 

The  church  of  Waborne  is  dedicated  to  All  Saints, 
and  was  appropriated  to  the  priory  of  Waborne,  va- 
lued at  thirty  marks :  the  prior  of  Weftacre  had  a 
portion  of 'tithe  valued  at  eight  {hillings. 

The  abbey  of  St.  Severus  in  Normandy,  founded, 
as  is  faid,  by  Hugh  earl  of  Chefter,  a  portion  of  two 
marks. — Peter-pence  1 8d. 

At  the  diffolution  this  reclory  was  granted  with  the 
priory  to  John  Heydon,  efq.  and  is  an  appropriation 
ferved  by  a  ftipendiary  curate. 

The  priory  in  this  town  was  for  canons  of  the 
order  of  St.  Auflin,  dedicated  to  the  Virgin  Mary, 
and  All  Saints.  Sir  Ralph  Meynwaryn,  of  Che- 
(hire,  is  faid  to  have  founded  it  in  the  reign  of  Hen- 
ry II.  but  it  is  more  probable  that  fir  Ralph  Meyn- 
waryn, who  lived  in  the  reign  of  king  John,  was 
the  founder.  This  fir  Ralph  was  juftice  of  Chefter, 
and  lord  of  this  town,  and  married  Amicia,  a  natu- 
ral daughter  of  Hugh  Kivelioc,  earl  of  Chefter,  who 
gave  two  knights  fees  with  her  in  frank  marriage ; 
but  it  is  more  probable  that  flie  was  a  legitimate 
daughter. 

It  was  at  firft  fubordinate  to  Weftacrc  priory. 

la 
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In  die  12th  year  of  Henry  III.  1228,  a  fine  was 
levied  between  Rodland,  prior  of  Waborne,  petent, 
William  de  Mevnwaryn,  tenent,  of  thirty  {hillings 
rent  at  Keffingland  in  Suffolk,  which  the  prior  claim- 
ed to  be  given  him  by  the  faid  William,  and  which 
he  then  granted  to  the  prior  to  be  held  of  Roger  de 
Meynwaryn. 

Roger  de  Hoxne  occurs  prior  in  1309.  On  his 
death  a  conteft  arofc  about  the  election  of  a  prior, 
between  Henry  the  fub-prior  and  canons  of  this 
houfe,  and  Henry  the  prior  and  convent  of  Weft- 
acre  ;  the  fub-prior,  &c.  claiming  the  right  of  choof- 
ing  a  prior  out  of  their  bodv,  or  canons,  and  the 
prior,  See.  of  Weft-acre  maintaining  that  the  election 
fhould  be  of  one  of  the  canons  of  that  houfe,  after 
conlent  and  licence  of  election  was  granted  them  by 
the  prior  of  Weft-acre,  as  had  been  time  immemorial. 

This  being  put  to  arbitration,  it  was  agreed  that 
the  right  of  choofing  a  prior  fhould  be  in  the  priory 
of  Waborne,  out  of  their  own  canons,  or  othenvife, 
as  they  thought  proper,  for  ever;  and  it  is  ordered 
that  an  annual  penfion  of  75.  6d.  be  paid  to  the 
prior,  8cc.  of  Weft-acre  for  ever.  This  agreement 
is  dated  Jan.  2,  1314,  and  was  confirmed  by  the 
bifhop  of  Norwich,  and  afterwards  by  the  prior  and 
convent. 

On  this  agreement  John  de  Frenes  was  elected 
prior,  and  confirmed  by  the  bifhop  on  the  yth  of 
January,  1314,  the  8th  of  Edward  II. 

In  the  3d  year  of  Henry  IV.  the  prior  held  the 
ninth  part  of  a  fee  of  the  Lady  Roos,  fhe  of  the 
earl  of  Albemarle,  and  he  of  the  dutchy  of  Lan- 
cafter.  .  > 

H  2  In 
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In  the  igtli  of  Edward  IV.  Henry,  the  prior  of 
Waborne,  and  the  convent  of  ihe  lame,  by  deed 
under  their  common  feal,  releafed  to  Henry  Hey- 
don,  efq.  Sec.  all  their  right  of  land  in  Kelling, 
Heydon,  Oulton,  and  Corpufty  for  ever. 

Thomas  Bulman  was  the  lad  prior,  prefented  in 
1543  to  the  re&ory  of  F.gmere  in  Norfolk  by  George 
Townfhend,  by  a  grant  of  the  late  fupprefled  priory 
of  Walfingham,  and  had  a  patent  for  a  penfion  Feb. 
18,  anno  1537,  the  aSth  of  Henry  VIII.  of  4!. 
per  ami. 

At  iis  diffolution  it  was  valued,  as  Dugdale,  at 
24!.  195.  6d  per  ann.  as  Speed,  at  28!.  75.  ad. 

On  June  20,  anno  1536,  the  syth  of  Henry  VIII. 
Richard  Heydon  had  a  grant  of  the  fcite  of  this 
priory,  \vith  the  reclory,  a  manor,  and  wood  here, 
with  the  reclory  and  advowfon  of  Eafl  Beckham, 
all  the  meffuages  and  lands  belonging  to  this  priory, 
in  Waborne,  Eafl:  Beckham,  Kelling,  Sharington, 
Bodham,  Salihoufe  and  Glanford,  arid  fir  Chrifto- 
pher  Heydon  died  feiied  of  it  in  1579  :  fir  William, 
his  fon  and  heir,  fold  it  to  the  Kingfmills  :  iir 
George  Kingfmill  conveyed  it,  January  26,  1603, 
in  the  2d  of  James  I.  to  fir  Henry  Montague,  ban. 

Edward  lord  Zouch,  and  Sarah  his  wife,  aliened 
it  December  i,  1620,  in  the  i8th  of  the  faid  king, 
to  William  Goldingham,  efq.  and  Charles  Hutton, 
gent. 

Sir  Stephen  Fox  is  faid  to  have  poffefFcd  it  about 
1690,  but  in  1700  the  lord  Cornwallis,  and  lord 
Walpolc,  of  \Vooltcrton,  is  the  prefent  lord. 

At 
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At  a  place  here  called  Waborne  Hope,  was  a  for" 
dfication  ;  the  fhore  is  ftony,  and  the  Tea  fo  deep1 
that  fhips  may  ride  here,  and  lie  againft  it :  the 
Danes  are  faid  to  have  landed  here  on  their  inva- 
iions. 

This  Waborne  Hope,  or  Waborne  Hoop,  as  it 
is  now  corruptly  called,  is  the  moft  dangerous  place, 
and  moft  open  to  an  enemy,  of  any  on  the  Nor- 
folk coaft  :  the  fhore  is  the  boldefi  of  any,  and 
tranfport-fhips  may  approach  it  fo  very  near  as  al- 
moft  to  land  an  army  without  the  affi  fiance  of  flat- 
bottomed  boats.  It  is  an  object  worth^of  confidc- 
ration,  efpecially  at  the  prefent  time,  when  an  inva- 
fion  from  France  is  fo  much  threatened,  whether  it 
would  not  be  proper  to  renew  the  fortification,  and 
to  creel  a  fort  of  modern  conftrudion,  with  batte- 
ries of  heavy  cannon  to  defend  it.  When  fo  many 
camps  were  formed  in  the  year  1778,  of  regulars 
and  militia,  in  different  parts  of  the  kingdom,  it 
muft  be  prefumed  that  government  apprehended  an 
invafion  fomcwhere,  and  therefore  the  moft  accefli- 
ble  places  on  the  Britifh  coaft,  and  this  is  one  of 
the  moft  acceflible,  ought  to  have  been  particularly 
guarded.  It  ftill  remains  unnoticed,  and  in  its  de- 
fencelefs  (ituation  feerns  to  invite  an  enemy,  and  to 
court  the  attack. 

Fullers  earth  is  faid  to  have  been  found  here. 

The  late  Rev.  Samuel  Johnfon  was  prefented  to 
this  curacy  in  1760,  and  died  in  February  1779. 

WIVETON,  WIVERTON,  or  WIFTON.  Rainald 
{on  of  Ivo,  had  a  grant  of  this  lordlhip,  called 
Wivetuna,  at  the  conqueft,  out  of  which  Turchelel 
was  expelled. 

STAFFORD'S 
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STAFFORD'S  MANOR.  This  was  the  capital  ma- 
nor, and  loon  after  the  furvey  came  to  the  Giffards, 
earls  of  Bucks,  and  from  them  by  marriage  to  the 
carls  of  Clare  and  Gloucefler. 

Richerus  de  Docking  held  one  fee  and  an  half 
when  the  aid  was  granted  in  the  1 8th  of  Henry  III, 
on  the  marriage  of  the  king's  fifter  with  the  empe- 
ror, and  in  the  25 th  of  that  king,  Thomas  Fitz- 
Robert  releafed  to  Alvered  le  Chamberlain  his  right 
in  the  advowfon  of  the  church  of  Wivecon. 

Richard  de  Clare,  earl  of  Gloucefter  and  Hert- 
ford, was  capital  lord  in  the  44th  of  Henry  III. 
1260* 

In  1299,  fir  Gregory  de  Spalding  prefented  to 
this  church  as  lord:  and  in  1309,  the  lady  Maud 
de  Brunne  prefented.  William  de  Brunne  held 
here  and  in  Snitteiiey,  Cley,  Glanford,  Stiff  key, 
&c.  two  fees  of  the  earl  of  Gloucefter,  8cc.  and  in 
1228,  prefented  to  this  rectory. 

In  Edward  III.  Ralph  earl  of  Stafford  was  capital 
lord:  and  John  Honing  in  1375  and  1390,  and 
Thomas  Moryn,  of  Langley,  in  1391  and  1392; 
and  in  1417  Thomas  Caven  and  Robert  Lyrig, 
though  William  Briggs  was  returned  to  be  lord  in 
1401,  and  Catherine  his  widow  prefented  in  1426 
and  1427  ;  Joan  Briggs,  widow,  in  1473. 

The  Staffords  were  the  capital  lords  till  on  the 
death  of  Edward  Stafford,  duke  of  Buckingham, 
beheaded  for  high  treafon  May  13,  1521,  it  came 
to  the  crown,  and  on  July  12,  in  the  14-th  of  Henry 
VIII.  that  king  granted  it  to  Thomas  Howard,  duke 

of 
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of  Norfolk,  and  to  his  fon  and  heir,  Thomas  earl 
of  Surry,  and  his  heirs. 

In  the  3',th  of  Henry  VIII.  1544,  Thomas  Briggs 
died  poffefTed  of  it,  and  of  the  manor  of  Clock- 
wood  in  Cley,  held  of  the  king,  as  of  the  honor  of 
Clare,  and  Edward  his  fon  and  heir  prefented  in 
1554  and  1558  ;  and  in  1591  George  Briggs,  gent, 
prefentcd  ;  and  in  the  sd  of  James  I.  Ann  Briggs 
had  a  pracipe  to  deliver  it,  with  Clockwood  manor, 
to  John  Anguifh,  efq. 

In  the  5th  of  Charles  I.  1629,  James  Calthorpe, 
efq.  had  livery  of  it,  who  fold  it  to  his  uncle,  fir 
Henry  Calthorpe,  who  died  feifed  of  it  in  the  year 
1637,  late  Stafford's,  duke  of  Bucks,  who  held  in 
foccage  of  the  manor  of  Eaft  Greenwich,  and  James 
was  then  his  fon  and  heir,  aged  eleven  years. 

In  1717,  John  Jermy,  and  Francis  Windham, 
efq.  prefented,  and  in  1758  Richard  Ellis,  efq. 

EARL  WARREN  BRAUNCHE'S  MANOR.  William 
carl  Warren  had  alfo  a  lordfhip,  of  which.  Turgrim 
was  lord,  in  king  Edward's  reign. 

Sir  Robert  Arguillon,  and  the  prior  of  Binham, 
held  in  this  town  and  Salthoufe  the  fourth  part  of  a 
fee,  when  an  aid  was  granted  to  Henry  III.  on  the 
marriage  of  his  lifter  to  the  emperor  of  Germany. 

In  the  i^th  of  Edward  I.  1287,  William  dc 
Grimfby  was  lord,  and  claimed  frank-pledge,  affize, 
&«. 

In  the  14th  of  Edward  II.  1321,  fir  Luke  de 
Poynings  granted  to  William  de  Grimfby  his  manor 

of 
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of  Wiveton,  in  this  town,  Cley,  and  Snitterley,  t# 
difpofe  of  to  whom  he  would,  except  to  religions 
ufes,  to  the  chief  lord  of  the  fee,  or  to  Jews  :  fit 
Nicholas  Braunche,  of  Sopnerfetfhire,  releafed  alfo 
to  Adam  de  Grimfby  all  his  right  in  this  manor  ; 
and  Adam  releafed  to  John  de  Hales,  parfon  of 
Bintrce,  all  his  right  in  the  15th  of  Edward  III. 

Roger  de  Hales  confirmed  it,  in  the  35th  of  the 
faid  reign,  'to  truftees,  in  order  to  fettle  it  on  the 
priory  of  Walfingham,  as  it  was  foon  after.  On 
the  difiolution  of  that  priory  it  came  to  the  crown, 
and  Edward  VI.  on  the  igth  of  June,  1550,  in  his 
4th  year,  granted  it  to  the  bifhop  of  Norwich  and 
his  fuccelfors. 

The  church  is  dedicated  to  the  Virgin  Mary  :  the 
antient  value  was  twenty-four  marks,  and  paid  Peter- 
pence  5d.  The  prior  of  Caftleacre  had  a  portion 
valued  at  i6s.  There  was  an  agreement  between 
that  prior  and  mafter  Bartholomew,  reclor  of  this 
church,  confirmed  by  Walter  bifhop  of  Norwich, 
that  whereas  the  prior  had  two  parts  of  the  tithe  of 
the  corn  of  the  demeans  of  fir  Robert  Aguillon  of 
the  fee  of  Braunche,  the  faid  prior  let  to  farm  to 
the  faid  reclor  and  his  fucceflbrs  the  faid  tithes  for 
aos.  per  ann.  dated  at  Callleacre,  i8th  September, 
1248. 

In  the  chancel  were  the  arms  of  Bacon  impaling 
Antington. 

On  a  ftone Orate  pro  aia  Wm.  Brigg,  qutfda 

refloris  iftius  ecdie. 

Here  was  the  chapel  of  our  Lady  in  the  church- 
yard, 

James 
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James  Steelc,  of  Wiveton,  by  his  will,  dated  in 
1.518,  was  buried  in  this  church,  and  gave  five 
marks  to  the  repair  of  the  church  windows,  2S.  to 
the  repair  of  our  Lady's  chapel,  and  legacies  to  our 
lady's  and  St.  John's  guild  here,  and  to  that  of  St. 
Ann's  in  the  friars  of  Blakeney. 

In  1758,  the  Rev.  Samuel  Johnflon  was  prefent- 
ed  to  this  church  by  Richard  Ellis,  efq.  who  de- 
ceafed  in  February  1779,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  James 
Ilackman  was  iriftituted  on  the  firft  of  March  fol- 
lowing, *  *  *  *  *  *  and  died  in  London, 
Monday  the  igth  of  April.

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HUNDRED  of  HUMBLEYARD. 


Humilyerd,  now  Humhle- 
r^  yard  hundred,  takes  its  name  from  a 
"  "fa  valley  in  the  parifh  of  Svvardefton,  where 
the  hundred  court  was  anciently  kept, 
which  in  evidences  (till  retains  the  name 
of  Humble-yerd,  the  low  yard  or  court*.  It  makes 
up  exactly  the  whole  deanry  called  by  the  fame 
name,  and  paid  to  the  ancient  tafk  or  tenths  51!  is. 
clear.  It  is  bounded  on  the  eaft  with  the  hundred 
of  Hen  (lead,  on  the  north  with  the  county  of  the 
city  of  Norwich,  on  the  weft  with  the  hundred  of 
A 
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Forchoe,  and  on  the  fouth  with  Depvvade.  There 
is  no  town  in  it  which  holds  a  weekly  market  at  this 
time,  it  being  fo  near  the  city  of  Norwich,  that  hath 
totally  fwallowed  up  all  profits  that  could  accrue  to 
any  village  in  fo  fmall  a  diflance. 

The  fee  of  this  hundred  was  in  the  crown,  upon 
earl  Ralph's  forfeiture  in  the  Conquerors  time,  be- 
fore which  it  belonged  to  the  manor  of  Hetherfet. 
In  the  time  of  Henry  III.  it  was  farmed  by  William 
de  St.  Omer.  In  Edward  I.  Nicholas  de  Caftello, 
or  Caftle,  farmed  it,  and  Edward  III.  conveyed  it 
in  exchange  to  John  de  Clavering  and  his  heirs ; 
but  it  afterwards  reverted  and  continued  in  the  crown, 
till  James  I.  granted  it  to  fir  Charles  Cornwallis,  knt. 
to  be  held  during  the  lives  of  his  fon  Thomas  Corn- 
wallis, efq.  and  of  Charles  and  Thomas,  fons  of 
fir  William  Cornwallis,  knt. 

The  hundred  of  Humbleyard  pays  annually  to 
the  land-tax,  at  45.  in  the  pound,  1704!.  gs.  4d. 
and  to  the  general  rate  for  the  county  of  a  fix  hun- 
dred pound  levy  jgl.  igs.  and  fo  in  proportion. 

The  deanry  of  Humbleyard  is  in  the  archdeaconry 
of  Norfolk,  and  at  the  time' of  the  Norwich  taxa- 
tion had  twenty-eight  parifhes  in  it ;  the  deans  were 
all  collated  from  1256,  by  the  feveral  bifhops  of  the 
fee,  to  the  year  1447,  when  this  deanry  was  perpe- 
tually united  to  Depwade. 

The  hundred  of  Humbleyard  is  about  feven  miles 
in  length  from  north  to  fouth,  and  fix  from  eaft  to 
weft.  It  comprehends  an  extenfive  tracl:  of  rich  and 
well  improved  land,  beautifully  cloathed  with  wood 
in  molt  parts.  Its  vicinity  to  the  capital  renders  it 
a  great  thorough-fare,  four  turnpike-roads  leading 

through 
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through  it:  it  has  alfo  the  advantage  of  the  rivers 
Yare  and  Taiis,  and  feveral  fmaller  itreams.  The 
lands  are  rich  and  in  high  cultivation,  and  the  hun- 
dred abounds  with  feats  and  villas. 

The  number  of  votes  polled  by  freeholders  in  this 
hundred,  at  the  great  contested  election  at  Norwich, 
March  23,  1768,  for  reprefentatives  in  parliament 
for  the  county  of  Norfolk  ;  candidates,  fir  Armine 
Wodehoufe,  ban.  Thomas  de  Grey,  efq.  fir  Edward 
Aftley,  bart.  and  VVenman  Coke,  cfq.

BRACON-ASH,  CH-BRAKEM-ASH,  BRACCAS,  BRAC- 
CLES,  BRAKENE,  commonly  called  Bracon-Afh,  fig- 
rnfies  the  broad-leas  *,  and  was  part  of  the  poflcf- 
lions  of  Roger  Bigot  at  the  conqueft  ;  one  part  he 
gave  to  Olf  the  Dane,  who  joined  it  to  Flordou 
manor,  and  that  contained  ninety-eight  acres  ;  all 
the  reft  either  belonged  to,  or  elie  was  infeoffed  by 
him,  in  the  Peverels,  in  which  family  it  continued', 
and  pafFed  with  Peverel's  manor  in  Great  Melton, 
and  was  held  of  the  honour  of  Peverel,  as  that  was, 
at  one  fee  ;  and  in  1230,  the  34th  of  Henry  III. 
Hugh  Peverel  had  a  charter  for  free  warren  here  ; 
and  in  1285,  the  affize  of  bread  and  ale  of  all  his 
tenants  in  Bracon-Afh,  allowed  him  in  Eire,  and 
Jete  alfo,  paying  6d.  per  ann.  to  the  hundred  court : 
and  Robert  de  Tatefliall  and  the  prior  of  Wymond- 
ham  owned  lands  here,  and  had  the  fame  liberty  al- 
lowed their  tenants  ;  and  the  manor  was  then  va- 
lued at  61.  2S.  lid.  rents.  He  claimed  inter-com- 
monage on  the  green  and  commons  of  Mulbarton 
(which  contained  lixty-three  acres)  for  all  his  tenants 
of  Bracon-Afh  ;  but  in  1291  was  caft  in  his  aclion, 
and  the  common  allotted  to  Mulbarton  tenants  only. 

In  the  35th  of  Edward  III.  1362,  it  was  fevered 
from  Melton,  for  then  fir  Robert  de  Brayhoufe,  knt. 
fold  it  to  Bartholomew  Appleyard,  a  citizen  of  Nor- 
wich, .who  raifed  a  good  cftate,  and  was  one  of  the 
bailiffs  of  the  city  in  1372,  and  one  of  their  bur-. 

*  BlomcfieW, 
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gcflfes  in  parliament  in  1374,  and  1412.  He  was  a 
benefactor  to  St.  Andrew's  church  in  Norwich, 
where  he  was  buried,  and  was  fucceeded  by  Willi- 
am his  eldeft  ion,  who  was  a  man  of  principal  fi- 
gure and  fortune  in  the  city  long  before  his  father  s 
death,  being  nine  times  burgefs  in  parliament ;  bai- 
liff' of  the  city  in  13^6  and  1395  ;  firft  mayor 
thereof  in  1403,  which  office  he  ferved  five  times 
more.  In  1402  he  was  efcheator  of  Norfolk,  and 
<lied  in  1419,  leaving  iffue  Nicholas  Appleyard, 
efq.  who  married  Margaret  Thornbury,  of  London, 
who  furvived  him  :  he  was  fucceeded  by  his  fon, 
John  Appleyard,  efq.  of  Bracon,  who  fettled  here, 
and  built  Bracon  hall,  (which  is  now  demolifhcd, 
and  was  a  very  large  building)  and  at  his  death,  in 
1473,  left  it  to  Nicholas  Appleyard,  of  Bracon, 
cfq.  his  fon  and  heir,  who  married  Agnes  daughter 
and  heirefs  of  William  Rookwood,  of  Warham, 
cfq.  widi  whom  he  had  the  manors  of  Hales-hall  in 
Warham,  Hales-manor  in  Holt  and  Tefterton,  and 
Nettleflead  in  Suffolk,  with  a  good  eftatc  in  lands 
and  money. 

The  year  after  his  father's  death,  he  was  fum- 
moned  to  take  upon  him  the  order  of  knighthood, 
and  upon  his  refufal  was  convened  before  the  privy 
council,  and  upon  his  petition  to  be  difmirfed,  he 
lets  forth,  "  that  he  was  not  poffeffed  of  lands  and 
*'  tenements  to  the  yearly  value  of  40!.  by  the  ipace 
*'  of  three  years,  before  the  king's  warrant  with  pro- 
"  ciamation  was  awarded  againft  him,"  upon  which 
he  was  excufed  till  ihe  three  years  expired,  and  then 
he  was  knighted.. 

He  died  July  11,   1511,  the  sd  of  Henry  VIII. 

His  eldeft  fon,  John,  died  without  iffue,  and  Roger 

Appleyard,  of  Bracon,   cfq.   inherited  as  heir :   he 

B  married 
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married  .Elizabeth  daughter  of  John  Scot*  efq.  of 
Camberwell  in  Surry,  relict  of  fir  John  Robefart,  of 
Syderflone  in  Norfolk,  knt.  and  died  July  8,  1528, 
leaving  John  Appleyard,  his  fon  and  heir,  not  then 
two  years  old  ;  and  by  his  will  ordered  to  be  buried 
in  the  Grey-friars  church  in  Norwich  :  he  gave  to 
this  church  his  veftment  of  blue  farcenet,  and  his 
gilt  image  that  belonged  to  his  chapel,  and  a  legacy 
to  build  a  church  porch  ;  and  to  Elizabeth  his  wife 
for  life,  his  manors  of  Stanfield  in  Wymondham, 
Newton-Flotman,  Heihel  and  Ketteringham  ;  and 
cool,  to  each  of  his  daughters,  Frances  and  Bridgtt, 
to  be  raifed  out  of  his  manors  of  Hales  in  XVarham, 
Holt-Hales,  and  Teflerton-Hales  ;  Bygrave  manor 
and  advowfori  in  Hertfordfhire,  to  raife  money  for 
marriage  of  his  filler  Mary  ;  and  Eafl- Carle  ton  ma- 
nor was  fettled  for  other  ufes. 

John  Appleyard,  of  Bracon-Afii,  efq.  his  fon, 
fucceeded  :  he  was  high  fheriff  of  Norfolk  and  Suf- 
iblk  in  1558,  and  married  Elizabeth  daughter  of 
Robert  Hogan,  of  Eafl  Bradenham  in  Norfolk,  gent, 
who  jointly  with  Thomas  Hogan,  her  brother  and 
truflee,  fold  this  manor  and  advowfon  to  Thomas 
Townfhend,  fen.  efq.  grandfon  of  fir  Robert  Towii- 
fhend,  of  Rainham,  knt.  and  in  1599  it  was  pur- 
chafed  by  nr  Edwyn  Rich,  knt.  by  whom  it  «was 
fold,  in  1622,  to  Robert  Woode,  of  Bracon,  efq. 
and  his  heirs  ;  he  was  fon  of  Robert  Woode,  efq. 
mayor  of  Norwich,  who  was  knighted  by  queen 
Elizabeth,  in  1578:  he  married  Elizabeth  daughter 
and  coheir  of  John  Woolmer,  of  Tharflon,  efq. 
on  whom  this  manor  was  fettled.  Robert  Woode, 
their  fon  and  heir,  inherited,  who  lies  buried  by  his 
wife  in  the  chancel  here,  under  a  flone  having  the 
arms  of  Woode  and  Richardfon  impaled. 

He 
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He  married  a  daughter  of  fir  Thomas  Richard- 
fon,  lord  chief  juflice  of  both  benches,  by  whom 
he  had  five  fons  and  four  daughters,  and  died  Dec. 
31,  1680,  aged  79.  She  departed  this  life  the  13th' 
day  of  July,  1655,  aged  48  years. 

Their  fon  Thomas  inherited,  and  is  buried  by 
them.  The  arms  of  Woode  impaling  Peyton,  are 
on  his  {tone.  He  had  two  wives  :  Elizabeth,  his 
firft  wife,  was  daughter  of  Anthony  Penning,  efq. 
of  Little  Baddow  in  the  county  of  Effex,  by  whom 
he  had  a  fon  and  a  daughter.  His  fecond  wife  was 
Ann  daughter  of  Thomas  Peyton,  efq.  of  Rougham. 
in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  by  whom  he  had  one  fon 
and  fix  daughters.  He  died  Dec.  2,  1699,  at.  73. 
His  firft  wife's  ft  one  hath  the  arms  of  Woode  im- 
paling Penning  ;  (he  died  Nov.  25,  1662. 

Thomas  Woode,  efq.  of  Bracon-Afh,  fon  of  the 
nforefaid  Thomas,  lord  and  patron,  married  firft, 
Ellen  daughter  of  Thomas  Eyre,  efq.  and  lies  bu- 
ried in  this  chancel,  with  the  arms  of  Woode  im- 
paling Eyre.  She  died  Auguft  20,  1712,  aged  27, 

Mr.  Thomas  Woode,  their  fon,  died  July  8, 
1746,  and  was  buried  here  :  he  married  firft  Mary 
daughter  of  Henry  Bedingfield,  of  Goulfey-Wood 
in  Stoke- Afh  in  Suffolk,  efq.  but  left  no  iffue.  His 
fecond  wife  was  Elizabeth  daughter  of  Edward 
Heath,  efq.  who  is  buried  here  alfo,  with  the  arms 
of  Woode  impaling  Heath,  obiL  March  5,  1725, 
aged  31. 

There  are  other  ftones  in  the  chancel  for  the 
family  of  Woode. 

B  ft  Peyton 
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Peyton  impales  Yelverton.  A  monument  to  Tho- 
mas Peyton,  efq.  younger  fon  of  fir  Edward.  Pey- 
ton, bart.  of  Ifleham  in  Cainbridgefhire  :  he  had 
two  wives.  His  firft  wife  was  the  daughter  of  fir 
William  Yelverton,  of  Rougham  in  the.  county  of 
Norfolk,  who  by  the  death  of  her  brother,  without 
iffue,  had  Rougham  for  her  inheritance  ;  fhe  left 
four  fons  and  one  daughter.  His  fecond  wife  was 
the  widow  Hacon,  by  whom  he  had  no  children. 
He  died  061.  12,  1683,  at.  67. 

On  a  fmall  Stone,  "  /  was  Thomas  Fletcher,  163 1." 

Weld  impales  Hall.  To  Gafcoin  Weld,  efq. 
who  died  the  25th  of  April,  1701,  at.  84;  and  to 
Anna  Hall,  his  wife,  who  died  February  9,  1 660, 
at.  38. 

There  was  a  good  eftate  here  purchafed  by  John 
Weld  in  1618,  and  much  added  to  it  in  1620,  by 
Mat.  Weld. 

All  this  family  are  interred  in  the  fouth  ifle.  Al- 
derman Edward  Weld,  who  died  in  1 746,  and  is 
buried  at  Cawflon  in  Norfolk,  was  of  this  family. 

The  church  is  thirty-fix  feet  long,  and  eighteen 
broad  ;  and  the  chancel  is  thirty-three  feet  long  and 
fixteen  broad  ;  the  fouth  ifle  is  thirty-fix  feet  long 
and  fix  wide:  there  is  no  fteeple,  but  one  bell  hang- 
ing in  a  filed  at  the  corner  of  the  church-yard  ;  the 
nave,  ifle,  chancel,  and  north  porch,  are  all  tiled. 
In  the  chancel  windows  are  the  arms  of  the  Eaft 
Angles  and  England  ;  and  in  the  yard  at  the  eaft 
end  of  the  fouth  ifle,  is  a  memorial  fixed  for  Tho- 
mas Corbould,  who  died  in  1709,  aged  78,  and 
Elizabeth  his  wife,  1713,  aged  74. 

Sir 
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Sir  Hugh  Peverel  was  patron  here  when  Norwich 
Doomfday  was  made,  and  then  the  reclor  had  a 
lioufe  and  fifty-five  acres  of  land  ;  and  now  there  is 
a  houfe  and  fixty-four  acres,  and  two  roods  of  glebe. 
It  now  flands  in  the  king's  books  by  the  name  of 
Baiknafh  R.  (alias  Brakenafh)  and  is  valued  at  lol. 

In  1490,  John  Appleyard,  cfq.  gave  it  to  the  ve- 
nerable John  Eluych,  prieft,  abbot  of  St.  Mary  dc 
Pre  in  Creak  in  Norfolk  ;  and  in  1683,  Thomas 
VVoode,  efq.  prefented  William  Bedingfield,  A.  M. 
who  is  buried  in  the  chancel  ;  on  the  north  wall  of 
which,  a  mural  monument  adorned  with  Beding- 
field's  arms,  and  Woode  impaled,  obijt  April  11, 
1694. 

In  1694,  Thomas  Copping,  of  Norwich,  wor- 
fled  weaver,  patron  of  this  turn  only,  prefented, 
and  in  1728,  Timothy  Canning,  patron  in  his  turn. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Money  held  this  re&ory  in 
1774,  on  the  prefentation  of  John  Berney,  efq.  of 
Bracon-Afh,  the  prefent  lord  and  patron  by  pur- 
chafe  ;  whofe  feat  here  is  very  much  improved  and 
ornamented  with  plantations,  8cc. 

CAR  LET  ON,  xvrote  Karletuna  in  Doomfday- 
book,  commonly  called  Carleton  Curfon,  from  its 
lords  of  that  name,  takes  its  name  from  the  Gheorles, 
Carles,  or  countrymen,  that  anciently  inhabited  in  it ; 
Carleton  fignifying  no  more  than  the  Churls  Town; 
which  is  the  reafon  we  meet  with  fo  many  places  of 
that  name:'"  for  diftinclion  it  is  fometimes  called 
Norwich  Carleton,  or  Carleton  by  Norwich,  and 
very  often  Eail  Carleton. 

As 

*  Blomefield. — Carl.  Rufl  kits,  whence  Carrolling  is  country- 
dancing  on  holidays^  thence  alfo  the  word  Churl, 
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As  there  are  two  manors,  fo  there  were  alfo  two 
parochial  churches,  {landing  within  about  fifty  yards 
of  one  another,  with  a  highway  only  between  their 
church-yards ;  that  now  {landing  is  dedicated  to  St. 
Mary,  and  was  appropriated  to  the  nuns  of  Mar- 
ham  from  their  foundation  ;  and  before  1324,  the 
nuns  priory  of  Alvefbourne  held  it  appropriated  to 
them,  and  ferved  it  by  a  ftipendiary  chaplain ;  and 
the  prior  had  a  houfe  and  two  carucates  of  land. 

Alvefbourne  prior  and  his  convent  conveyed  it  to 
the  mafter  and  brethren  of  St.  Giles's  hofpital  in 
Norwich,  who  were  obliged  by  the  bifliop  in  the 
igth  of  Henry  VII.  1498,  to  prefent  a  rc&or,  it 
appearing  that  the  appropriation,  though  it  had  con- 
tinued fo  long,  was  never  legally  made  ;  and  accord- 
ingly it  hath  been  a  reclory  ever  fince,  in  the  gift  of 
the  hofpital,  till  the  diffolution,  arid  now  is  in  the 
mayor  and  corporation  of,  Norwich,  as  guardians  to 
the  hofpital,  who  preferred  firft  in  1565. 

In  1579,  queen  Elizabeth,  and  the  mayor  and 
corporation  of  Norwich,  prefented ;  and  the  Rev. 
Matthew  Jackfon  was  prefented  to  the  reclory  of 
Carleton  St.  Peter  by  that  corporation  in  1758;  «t 
fecond  time  in  1771,  and  a  third  time  in  1774. 

The  church  of  St.  Peter  the  Apoftle  was  wholly 
appropriated  to  the  priory  of  Shouldham,  and  no 
vicarage  endowed,  and  had  a  carucate  of  land  be- 
longing to  it.  It  was  difappropriated  for  want  of  a 
legal  appropriation,  and  became  a  reclory  in  the  gift 
of  Shouldham  priory  till  1530,  when  it  was  held 
united  with  St.  Mary. 

In  1640,  king  Charles  I.  prefented  to  it  fmgle, 
and  ia  1677,  it  was  returned  ajine  cure,  as  it  is ;  for 

the 
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the  church,  which  is  a  fmall  one,  without  any  tower, 
was  turned  into  a  parfonage-houfe,  now  uninhabited 
and  in  ruins  :  the  clofe  in  which  it  ftands  is  glebe ; 
and  is  fouth-eaft  of  St.  Alary,  with  which  it  is  held 
by  the  Rev.  Matthew  Jackfon,  the  prefent  reftor, 
who  had  it  of  the  crown  in  1758,  and  a  fecond  time 
in  1771.  The  church  was  fullered  to  dilapidate 
about  1550. 

St.  Mary's  church  hath  a  fquare  tower  half  fallen 
down,  one  bell,  the  nave  and  chancel  are  tiled,  and 
the  north  aile  leaded ;  at  the  eaft  end  of  which  is 
an  old  altar  and  chapel,  dedicated  alfo  to  St.  Mary, 
before  which  lies  a  ftone  difrobed  of  its  braifes,  un- 
der which  William  Appleyard,  of  this  town,  gent, 
lies  buried,  Augull  1481. 

In  the  chancel,  a  brafs  plate  by  the  altar,  to  the 
Rev.  Mr,  Henry  Golding,  minifler  of  this  place  near 
fifty  years,  and  died  the  ad  of  June,  1628. 

A  mural  monument  againft  the  north  wall,  with 
a  book  at  top,  Peter  Coppin,  A.  M.  48  years  reftor  of 
this  par ifli,  obiit  Nov.  14,  1728;  Rebecca  his  wife  died 
Nov.  9,  1727,  both  aged  73  years.  His  father  and 
mother  and  feveral  children  alfo  lie  here. 

Anice,  wife  of  Dr.  Suckling,  Dean  of  Norwich,  died 
Aug.  4,  1732. 

In  the  church  there  are  flones  for  John  Benflcy, 
gent.  5  Jan.  1660,  77,  and  others. 

This  reclory  ftands  as  a  confolidated  re&ory  in  the 
king's  books,  4!,  St.  Mary,  61.  St.  Peter. 

C  A  Hi.  ETON 
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CARLETON  CURSON'S  MANOR,  belonged  to  Olf, 
the  Dane,  and  was  held  by  Walter  of  Roger  Bigot, 
at  the  Conqueror's  furvey.  There  were  then  two 
churches,  which  had  thirty-eight  acres  of  glebe,  be- 
longing to  this  manor,  and  twenty-feven  freemen  and 
an  half,  part  of  which  belonged  to  Roger  Bigot,  and 
part  to  Ralph  Peverel,  who  had  alfo  a  manor  here, 
which  belonged  to  Ketel,  the  Dane,  and  after  to 
Godric  the  fewer,  then  to  Ralph  Peverel,  of  whom 
it  was  held  at  the  lafl  furvey  by  Warine  ;  and  there 
were  then  ten  freemen  here,  over  which  the  king  and 
the  carl  had  leet  or  jurifdiclion.  At  the  laft  furvey 
this  town  was  worth  to  the  lords  5!.  los.  a  year. 
The  family  that  took  their  firname  of  Carleton  from 
their  lordfliip  here  were  defcendents  of  this  Walter, 
in  whom  it  continued  till  Alice,  daughter  and  heir- 
cis  of  Philip  de  Carleton,  carried  it  to  John  de  Cur- 
fon,  of  Carleton,  her  hufband. 

In  the  2gth  of  Edward  I.  1301,  William  de  Cur- 
fon  of  Carleton,  who  was  efcheator,  accounted  with 
the  king  in  the  Exchequer  for  the  receipts  of  his 
office. 

In  1392,  Hugh  Curfon  fold  it  to  fir  Robert  Bcr- 
ney,  knt.  and  others,  and  the  fame  year  they  fold 
it  to  William  Appleyard,  efq.  In  1406,  it  extended 
into  Hethel,  and  the  rents  and  profits  were  then 
about  15!.  a  year.  It  had  a  leet,  and  paid  to  the 
bailiff  of  Humbleyard  hundred  for  leet  fee  3d.  and 
for  hundred  fcot  I5d.  and  for  a  rent  of  honey  due 
to  the  hundred  i  $d.  and  was  obliged  to  find  a  wax- 
taper  yearly  to  burn  before  the  image  of  St.  Cathe- 
rine in  one  of  the  churches ;  and  from  this  time  it 
continued  in  the  Appleyards  of  Bracon-Afli  along 
with  that  manor. 

In 
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In  the  5th  of  Edward  VI.  1551,  John  Appleyard, 
f  fq.  had  mortgaged  it  to  Mr.  Simon  Mode,  of  Great 
Yarmouth,  merchant,  who  entered  upon  it,  and  Ap- 
pleyard held  it  by  leafe  from  him  at  40!.  per  arm. 
ami  after  fold  the  whole  to  Thomas  Townfhend,  efq* 
along  with  Bracon,  and  by  him  it  was  fold  to  Ri- 
chard Rabye,  gent,  who  in  1612  conveyed  the  ma- 
nor of  Eaft  Carleton  Curfons  to  fir  William  Hey- 
ricke,  knt.  when  it  extended  into  .Kett'eringham,  Mul- 
barton,  Swardeiton,  and  Hethel.  V 

It  was  foon  after  conveyed  to  the  Hobarts,  and 
i'n  1622,  fir  Henry  Hobart,  knt.  and  bart.  fold  it  id 
fir  Thomas  Richardfon  knt.  in  whom  it  continued 
till  it  was  mortgaged  by  the  lord  Richardfon,  and 
after  fold ;  and  the  late  James  Acourt,  of  London, 
elq.  left  it  to  his  nephew  Mr.  Acourt  Dodd,  the  pre* 
fent  lord. 

CARLETON  MANOR,  PEVEREL'S,  and  the  GRAND 
SERJEANTY,  belonged  to  Ketei  the  Dane,  afterwards 
to  Godric  the  fewer,  then  to  Ralph  Peverel,  of  whom 
Warine  held  it  at  the  Conqueror's  furvey,  and  the 
king  had  then  a  free  man  here,  and  lands  valued 
at  35.  a  year,  all  which  he  gave  to  be  added  to  this 
manor  for  ever,  on  condition  "  that  the  lords  for 
"  the  time  being  fliould  yearly  carry  to  the  king's 
"  houfe,  wherever  he  is,  fo  he  be  in  England, 
"  twenty-four  herring  pies  or  parties,  (being  the  an- 
"  cient  fee-farm  rent  of  the  city  of  Norwich)  and 
"  place  them  on  his  majefty's  table,  for  which 
"  ferj  canty  and  fervice,  the  perfon  fo  carrying  them 
"  fhall  always  receive  there,  wherever  they  are  deli" 
"  vertd,  fix  white  loaves,  fix  difhes  of  meat  out  of 
"  the  king's  kitchen,  one  •flaggon  of  wine,  one  iiiig- 
"  gon  of  beer,  one  trufs  of  hay,  one  bufhel  of  oars, 
**  one  pricket  of  wax,  and  fix  tallow  candles ;"  which 
G  krvicc 
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fervice  is  now  annually  performed  by  the  fheriffg  of 
the  city  of  Norwich,  or  their  deputies,  the  city  be- 
ing now  lords  of  this  manor  by  purchafc. 

The  family  of  de  Carleton,  defccndcd  from  Wa- 
rine  aforefaid,  were  lords  of  this  manor  held  of  the 
honour  of  Pevcrel. 

Jn  1277,  the* citizens  of  Norwich  paid  4d.  to  trie 
bailiff  of  the  manor,  as  a  cuftomary  payment  for 
carrying  the  king's  paflies.  In  1286,  Thomas  de 
Brokcdifh  and  others  owned  it.  In  1319,  Robert 
fie  Welholm  had  the  fourth  part,  and  in  1315  Joint 
Curfon  died  feifed  of  the  other  three  parts. 

In  1330,  John  and  Edward  de  Welliolm,  had  a 
king's  pardon  for  purchafmg  lands  held  in  capitc, 
and  adding  them  to  this  manor,  without  licence. 

In  the  2d  of  Henry  IV.  1401,  the  whole  became 
vefted  in  William  Appleyard,  efq.  of  Bracon,  and 
from  this  time  it  attended  the  Appleyards  along  with 
Bracon. 

In  1530,  the  28th  of  Henry  VIII.  fir  Nicholas 
Appleyard  and  Roger  his  fon,  held  the  land  called 
Trenches,  now  joined  to  this  manor,  by  the  fervice 
of  fummoning  and  diftraining  all  the  iuitors  to  the 
court  of  Forncet.  It  was  fold  by  John  Appleyard, 
efq.  with  Bracon,  to  Thomas  Townfhend,  efq.  who 
in  1576,  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  the  herring- 
pies  of  the  fheriffs  of  Norwich,  by  indenture  dated 
Sept.  4,  at  the  guildhall,  where  the  lord  of  this  ma- 
nor was  obliged  to  come^  or  fend  a  deputy  for 
them,  once  in  a  year  only. 

About 
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About  1600,  it  was  purchafed  by  fir  Edmund 
Rich,  knt.  it  after  belonged  to  the  Hobarts ;  then  to 
the  Richardfons.  In  1673,  Thomas  lord  Richard- 
fon,  baron  of  Cramond,  had  it  ;  and  in  1680  Pe- 
ter Clayton,  gent,  held  the  manor  and  ferjeanty  ; 
after  which  the  whole  was  purchafed  by  the  city  of 
Norwich,  who  are  the  prefent  10rds,  and  alternate 
patrons  of  die  re£ory. 

The  old  revenues  of  the  city  in  this  town  and 
Hethel,  are  tied  for  an  annuity  of  lol.  to  the 
mailer  and  fellows  of  Bennet  college  in  Cambridge, 
for  exhibitions  and  fermons. 

The  antient  revenues  here  that  belonged  to  St.' 
Giles's  hofpital,  were  given  by  the  founder  thereof, 
as  may  be  feen  in  the  Hiflory  of  Norwich. 

Robert  de  Carle  ton,  warden  of  the  Grey  Friers  In 
Norwich,  was  a  native  of  this  town  :  ibid. 

COLNEY  lies  at  the  northern  extremity  of  this 
hundred  :  the  fituation  anfwers  its  name,  it  being  a 
hill-ifland. 

The  church  is  dedicated  to  St.  Andrew  the  Apo- 
ftle,  to  whofe  honour  there  was  a  gild  here,  and 
another  of  the  holy  crofs  ;  the  image  of  which  faint 
flood  on  the  north  fide  of  the  altar,  and  was  new 
painted  in  1502.^  It  confifis  of  a  nave  only,  which 
is  feventeen  yards  long,  and  feven  broad  ;  the  chan- 
cel is  ten  yards  long  and  feven  broad  ;  it  hath  a 
round  fleeple,  tiled  at  top,  in  which  are  two  bells. 

On  the  fouth  wall  of  the  nave  is  a  fmall  memo- 
rial for  Richard  Browne,  gent,   who  died  Oil.  20, 
C  2 
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1674,  aged  58,  with  the  arms  of  Browne,  of  Difs 
in  Norfolk. 

On  the  north  fide  is  an  altar  tomb  of  \vood,  with 
Yaxley's  arms,  to  the  memory  of  Henry  Yaxley, 
tfq.  who  died  March  6,  1650. 

Tota  Japimtis  fjl  Mcditatio  Mortis. 

The  fame  monument  alfo  fhews,  that  John 
Thompfon,  gent,  died  March  17,  1575;  William 
Yaxley,  of  Bofton,  gent.  1625,  and  Ralph  Yaxley, 
fixth  ion  of  Henry  aforefaid,  1636. 

There  is  a  brafs  for  Robert  Pitcher,  May  it 
1641. 

In  1455,  fir  Thomas  Bettys  was  prefented  by 
John  Melton,  of  Colney  ;  he  lies  buried  in  the 
chancel,  with  this  on  a  brafs  plate  over  him.

In  1694,  Robert  Harfnett  was  prefented  by  Jere- 
miah Norris,  efq.  but  in  1698  he  was  obliged  to  be 
re-prefented  by  the  king,  as  to  a  lapfed  reftory. 

In  1  743,  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  Brooks,  who  holds 
it  united  to  the  reftory  of  St.  Auguftine  in  Norwich, 
was  prefented  by  Francis  Loggin,  gent. 

The 
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The  whole  town  belonged  to  earl  Ralph  before 
his  forfeiture,  after  which  it  was  divided  into  two 
p;irts  or  manors,  diftinguiftied  by  the  names  of  Weft- 
Hall  and  Eaft-Hail. 

WEST-HALL  MANOR  was  the  capital  one,  and  to 
that  the  ^ivowfon  was  many  years  appendant  :  it 
was  given  to  Godric  the  fewer,  of  whom  Walter  had 
it  at  the  conqueft,  who  purchafed  and  added  to  it 
part  of  the  other  manor,  which  then  belonged  to 
Roger  Bigot.  The  whole  town  was  then  a  mile 
long,  and  as  much  broad. 

In  the  2d  of  king  John,  1201,  fir  Robert  de  Ta- 
tefhale  had  it  conveyed  to  him  by  Gilbert  fon  of 
Hervy,  together  with  Witton  in  Norfolk  ;  and  foon 
after  it  was  fold  to  the  Malbcrbes.  In  1239,  Wil- 
liam Malberbe  was  lord  and  patron  ;  and  this  year 
he  had  a  warm  conteft  with  Ralph  de  Cringleford, 
concerning  liberty  of  commonage  for  his.  .tenants  of 
Colney,  with  the  tenants  of  the  faid  Ralph,  on  a. 
common  called  Sunderwoodhowe  ;  and  it  went  fa 
far  that  a  duel  was  adjudged*  and  at  the  time,  they 
both  appeared,  armed  in  court ;  but  the  judges  de~ 
creed,  that  they  fhould  be  inter-commoners. 

In  the  igth  of  Edward  II.  1326,  Thomas  dc 
Brockdifh  and  Robert  de  Welholme  had  it ;  and 
now  it  feems,  that  the  fourth  part  of  it,  which  had 
been  fold  to  Elizabeth'  de  Colneye,  in  1291,  wa$ 
purchafed  by  fir  Robert  de  la  Rokele,  lord  here, 
whole  fon  Robert,  in  1331,  conveyed  the.  fourth 
part,  and  the  advowfon,  to  Richard  de  Melton,  ci* 
tizen  of  Norwich.  In  1345,  the  igth  of  Edward  III. 
Jeffrey  de  Snoring  had  the  remaining  three  parts  ; 
and  in  1346,  it  was  fettled  on  William  de  Norwich, 
jun, 

C3  In 
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In  1370,  William  Wifet  and  other  feoffees,  fold 
it  to  Catherine  widow  of  fir  William  Capel,  knt. 
and  in  1401  William  Rees  owned  it,  foon  after 
which  it  was  joined  to 

EAST-HALL  MANOR,  which  was  forfeited  by  earl 
Ralph,  and  afterwards  given  to  Roger  *igot,  of 
whofc  gift  Waregerius  held  it  in  the  Conqueror's 
time.  The  fucceffor  of  this  Waregerius  affumed 
the  name  of  Colney  from  this  village,  and  fir  Ralph 
de  Colney,  knt.  was  lord  here  in  1260.  In  the  igth 
of  Edward  I.  1291,  fir  William  de  Colney,  his  fon, 
had  it,  and  held  it  at  a  quarter  of  a  fee  of  the  earl 
Marfhal,  who  held  it  in  chief  of  the  king. 

In  the  aoth  of  Edward  III.  1346,  Laurence, 
grandfon  of  fir  William  de  Colney,  owned  it,  and 
fold  it  the  fame  year. 

In  the  loth  of  Henry  VI.  1432,  Ann  Laundc 
had  it  for  life,  reverfion  to  John  Browne  and  his 
heirs,  it  being  purchafed  by  him  in  1401.  In  1451, 
Nicholas  Browne  died  feifed  in  fee  tail  of  Browne's 
manor  in  Colney,  with  the  moiety  of  the  advowfon, 
which  by  purchafe  had  been  added  to  it. 

John  Melton  had  it,  and  in  the  12th  of  Henry 
VII.  1497,  fettled  it  by  fine  on  John  Yaxley  and  his 
heirs  ;  in  which  family  it  continued  till  the  late 
troublefome  times,  when  one  of  the  Yaxleys,  being 
a  Papifl,  fettled  this  and  Bowthorpe,  and  a  confide- 
rable  eftate  in  Yorkfhire,  on  his  kinfmara,  Richard 
Browne,  of  Colney,  whofe  fon,  Henry  Browne,  fold 
it  to  Mr.  Hunt,  of  London,  who  fold  it  to  Mr. 
Jeremiah  Norris,  from  which  time  it  hath  continued 
in  that  family. 

Jeremiah 
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Jeremiah  Norris,  efq.  the  prefenr.  lord,  has  made 
corifiderable  improvements,  and  creeled  a  handfpnie 
houfe  on  the  fummit  of  high  grounds,  from  whence 
may  be  feen  a  vaft  extent  of  country. 

MELTON'S  MANOR  took  its  rife  from  the  fourth 
part  of  Weft-halt,  which  was  fold  as  aforefaid,  in 
1331,  to  Richard  de  Melton,  who  prefented  in  1337. 
In  1497.  John  Melton  fold  it,  with  the  manor  of 
Eaft-hall,  to  John  Yaxley  ;  from  which  time  it  hath 
been  joined  to  that  manor. 

The  Rev.  John  Brook  was  prefented  to  this  rec- 
tory by  Francis  Loggin,  in  1743;  but  Jeremiah 
Norris,  efq.  is  the  prefent  lord  and  patron. 

CRINGLEFORD,  wrote  in  Doomfday-book, 

Krigelforda,  and  Cringaforda,  takes  its  name  from 
the  fhingle,  or  gravelly  ford*,  over  which  there  is 
built  a  handfome  bridge  of  ftone,  dividing  the  county 
of  the  city  of  Norwich  from  that  of  Norfolk. 

At  the  Confeflbr  s  furvey  "the  whole  town  belong- 
ed to  Alured  the  prieft,  a  free  man  of  bifhop  Sti- 
gand's ;  but  at  the  Conqueror's,  Roger  Bigot  held 
one  part  of  it,  being  the  chief  manor,  of  the  bifhop 
of  Bayeux.  The  town  was  a  mile  and  two  furlongs 
long,  and  fix  furlongs  broad,  and  there  then  be- 
longed to  it  lands,  See.  worth  as.  lying  in  the  parifh 
of  Flordon. 

The  faid  Roger  held  the  fecond  part  of  Alan  earl 

of  Richmond,  and  a  third  part  in  his  own  right,  of 

the  Conqueror's   gift;    fo  that  the  whole  town,  and 

all  that  belonged  to  it,   was  wholly  in  him  when  the

*  Blomcfield. 
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furvey  was  made,  but -it  was  foon  after  divided,  arid 
the  manor  called  afterwards 

BARFORD'S  MANOR,  was  in  a  family  which  took 
their  names  from  this  place.  Richard  de  Cringleford 
was  lord  here,  whofe  defcendent  William,  in  the 
year  1271,  fold  part  of  the  demeans  to  Henry  de 
Heylefdon,  and  this  part  was  joined  to  Hellefdon's 
manor;  but  Roger  de  Cringleford  having  entailed 
the  manor  on  Adam  de  Berford,  he  held  it  in  1287. 

In  the  8th  of  Edward  II.  1315,  Emma,  relicl  of 
William  Leke,  Robert  de  Poleye,  &c.  releafed  their 
right  to  him  as  feoffees  to  Adam  his  father.  Wil- 
Jiarn  his  fon  died  fcifed  of  it,  leaving  it  to  fir  Adam 
de  Berford,  clerk,  late  reclor  of  Fofton  in  Yorkfhire, 
his  fon;  who  in  the  24th  of  Edward  III.  1350, 
jointly  with  Agatha,  his  mother,  conveyed  it  in  trull; 
to  fir  William  de  la  Pole,  fen.  knt.  Sec. 

In  1370,  the  truflees,  and  Emma  and  Cicily, 
fifters  and  co-heirs  of  fir  Adam  de  Berford,  releafed 
all  their  right  in  this  manor  ;  by  which  means  it  was 
abfolutely  vefted  in  the  de  la  Poles,  who  fettled  it 
foon  after  on  John  le  Latimer  of  Norwich,  &c.  when 
it  extended  into  Hetherfet,  Eaton,  Earlham,  Little 
Melton,  Colney,  and  Cringleford  water-mill  belong- 
cd  to  it. 

In  the  3d  of  Richard  II.  1381,  John  le  Latimer 
was  fole  lord,  and  had  view  of  frank-pledge,  8cc. 
belonging  to  his  manor  of  Cringleford  and  Surling- 
h'am ;  and  the  fame  year  the  feoffees  of  the  Poles 
releafed  all  right  to  him. 

In  the  loth  of  Henry  IV.  1409,  Simon  Sampfon, 
efcj.  fold  it  to  William  Weflacre,  archdeacon  of  Nor- 
wich, 
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wich,  &c.  who  in  1411,  by  licence  from  the  king, 
fettled  it  on  St.  Giles's  hofpital  in  mortmain,  to  find 
a  chaplain  (being  no  brother  of  the  hofpital)  to  live 
as  a  brother  in  it,  allowing  him  a  good  ilipend, 
chamber,  and  cloathing:  it  continued  till  the  dirfo- 
lution  in  that  hofpital,  and  then  paffed  with  the  hof- 
pital and  its  revenues  to  the  corporation  of  the  city 
of  Norwich,  to  whom  the  manor  now  belongs. 

HELLESDON'S,  or  the  capital  MANOR,  with  the  ad- 
vowfon,  was  given  by  Roger  Bigot,  along  with 
Sliimpling  in  Difs  hundred,  to-  Robert  de  Vallibus, 
of  Vaux,  in  which  family  it  continued  a  good  while, 
and  about  1 240,  fir  Alexander  de  Vaux,  knt.  was 
lord.  Sir  Alexander  fold  the  advowfon  to  biflhop 
Suffield,  who  in  1249  fettled  it  on  St.  Giles's  hoipi- 
tal,  which  he  then  founded. 

In  the  15th  of  Edward  I.  1287,  fir  John  de  Vaux, 
knt.  his  fon,  was  lord,  and  fold  the  manor,  with  the 
fifhery  called  Cringford  Eau,  and  his  right  of  fifhing 
in  the  ftream,  from  Earlham  to  Cringleford  bridge, 
to  Henry  de  Heylefden,  whofe  fon  Henry  was  lord 
in  1303,  and  held  it  of  William  de  Buckenham,  he 
of  the  heirs  of  Multon,  they  of  the  Earl  Marfhal, 
and  he  of  the  king,  at  three  quarters  of  a  fee. 

In  1413,  the  ift  of  Henry  V.  Roger  de  Heylefden 
conveyed  it  to  fir  John  de  Norwich,  8cc.  truftees,  to 
the  ufe  of  Thomas  Wetherby,  of  Norwich,  efq.  and 
his  heirs;  who  at  his  death  left  it  for  life  to  Mar- 
garet .his  widow,  who  in  1454  leafed  it  for  eight 
marks  a  year,  to  be  paid  her  in  Carrowe  abbey, 
where  fhe  boarded  with  the  nuns,  among  which  Alice 
Wetherby,  her  daughter,  was  one.  At  her  death  it 
was  to  go  in  trufl  to  John  Heydon,  See.  who  con- 
veyed their  right,  in  reverfion,  to  John  Jenney  and 

John 
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John  Browne;  and  in  1460  they  fold  it  to  the  raaf- 
tcr  and  brethren  of  St.  Giles's  hofpital  aiorefaid ; 
and  fo  it  became  joined  to  Barford's  manor,  with 
which  it  now  remains. 

DUNSTON,  or  HETHERSET'S  MANOR,  was  held  by 
Ahircd  of  Roger  Bigot,  who  left  it  to  Eudo  his  fon, 
vvhofe  grandfori  Roger  affumed  the  firname  of  Nor- 
wich, and  left  it  to  Gilbert  de  Norwich  his  fon,  to 
whom  it  was  confirmed  by  Robert  de  Vaux,  lord  of 
Hellefdon's  manor. 

In  1284,  Henry  de  Norwich,  clerk,  had  it,  and 
it  was  after  in  Hugh  de  Dunflon;  and  about  1315, 
8th  of  Edward  II.  was  conveyed  to  fir  Simon  de 
Hetherfet,  knt.  one  of  the  king's  juftices. 

Sir  Simon  had  fix  fons  and  two  daughters,  i.  Sir 
John  his  eldeft  fon.  2.  Sir  Edmund  Hetherfet,  knt. 
buried  in  the  Chartcr-houfe  in  1380.  3.  William, 
reclor  of  Attleborough.  4.  Roger,  reclor  of  Billing- 
ford.  5.  George,  parfon  of  Sculthorpe.  6.  Nicho- 
las, reclor  of  Barford.  Joan  married  to  fir  Robert 
Wachcfham,  knt.  and  Margaret  to  fir  Hugh  Peverel 
of  Melton,  knt.  and  mofl  of  thefe  brothers  were 
concerned  in  this  manor,  which  feems  to  have  been 
fhared  among  them  ;  but  as  all  the  younger  brothers 
died  without  iffue,  William  de  Hetherfet,  eldeft  foil 
of  fir  John  Hetheifct,  and  only  heir,  inherited  the 
whole ;  he  was  made  guardian  of  the  wool  cuftoms 
in  this  county  in  1357,  had  only  two  daughters, 
Elizabeth,  fecond  wife  to  John  Winter  of  Town- 
Barningham,  and  Sibill  to  John  Palgrave,  of  North- 
wood  Barningham,  efq.  who  was  lord  here  in  his 
wife's  right,  and  at  laft  heir  of  the  whole  inheritance. 

After 
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After  this  it  was  divided,  and  the  chief  part  pur- 
chafed  by  Thomas  Wetherby,  efq.  who  was  buried 
in  the  Auftin  Friars  at  Norwich,  and  io  became  join- 
ed to  his  manor  called  Hcllefdon's. 

BARON'S  MANOR,  was  granted  to  one  Grimbald, 
from  Barford's  manor,  by  Ralph  de  Cringleford,  lord 
there,  and  was  conveyed  by  Grimbald  to  Walter 
Barun  or  Baron  ;  and  in  1304,  William  Barun,  of 
Cringleford,  conveyed  it  to  Pctronel  his  fitter,  and 
her  heirs. 

In  1317,  the  loth  of  Edward  II.  Thomas  Spriggi 
granted  it  to  fir  Simon  de  Hetherfet,  knt.  and  his 
heirs,  and  fo  it  was  joined  to  Hetherfet1!.  manor. 

In  1280,  fir  Simon  Pecche,  knt.  granted  divers 
rents  here  to  Nicholas  de  Caflello,  or  Callle,  which 
in  1298  belonged  to  William  de  Buckenham,  and 
were  after  joined  to  this  manor. 

The  church  of  Cringleford  is  dedicated  to  St.  Pe- 
ter, and  was  a  re&ory  till  fir  Alexander  de  Vaux  fold 
it  to  Walter  de  Suffield,  bifhop  of  Norwich,  who  ap- 
propriated it  in  1253  wholly  to  St.  Giles's  hofpital 
in  Norwich,  which  he  founded  in  1249,  and  ever 
fince  it  hath  been  a  perpetual  curacy,  as  it  now  re- 
mains, being  in  the  gift  of  the  city  of  Norwich,  in 
right  of  that  hofpital. 

The  fleeple  is  fquare,  and  hath  three  bells.  It 
hath  a  nave  twenty-two  yards  long,  and  feven  broad, 
and  a  fmall  chancel,  all  tiled,  and  a  north  porch 
leaded. 

In  the  altar  rails  there  was  a  ftone  (now  gone) 
for  Lucy,  wife  of  Mr.  Robert  Cook,  Dec.  1668. 

There 
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There  are  alfo  interred,  John  Pykarell,  gent.  June 
19,  1707,  75.  Robert  his  younger  brother,  Aug. 
26,  1677,  41,  with  the  arms  and  creft.  There  is  a 
plain  monument  againft  the  north  chancel  wall  for 
William  Love,  of  Kirft ead  hall,  gent.  Jan.  1 1,  1714, 
65.  William  his  fon;  Oct.  22,  1722,  18,  with  the 
arms  of  Love ;  and  Honor,  wife  of  William  Love, 

Feb.   20,    1731,   66. In  the  church,  on  a  ftone, 

Pykarell  impales  Cooke,  John  Pykarell,  gent.  Apr. 
the  6th,  1627,  75.  Many  others  of  this  name  lie 

here. There  is  a  good  eftate  here,  which  hath 

been  a  long  time  in  this  family. 

Another  ftonc  hath  the  arms  of  Taylor,  for  John 
Taylor,  A.  M.  fomdiwe  fellow  of  Corpus  Chnfli  college 
in  Cambridge,  afterwards  pa/lor  of  this  church  and  Hel- 
Iffdon,  Dec.  13,  1662. 

Exuviee  Roberti  Pykarell  generofi,  collegij  Corp.  Chrijli 
apud  Cantabrigienjes  per  triennium  alumni,  cui  Jub  ipjo 
tetatisjlojculo,  quippe  vix  annum  vicejimum  primum,  t- 
menfo,  jatale  vitajlamen  incidit  Atropos  Kal.  Nov.  i  7, 
A.  D.  MDCLXXXXVI.  Infans  Layer  Pykarell,  ob.  20 
May,  1722. — Pykarell  impales  Vynn. 

In  the  fouth  windows  are  the  four  EvangelifVs, 
and  in  a  north  window,  St.  Catherine  holding  the 
wheel,  and  the  Virgin  Mary  with  our  Saviour  in  her 
arms,  a  ftar  over  his  head,  a  broken  effigy  of  a  prieft 
at  her  feet,  and  this  in  a  label, 

abater  Dei,  ^emento  mei, 

There  is  a  mural  monument  in  the  church-yard, 
againft  the  north  part  of  the  eaft  chancel  wall,  with 
the  arms  of  Vynn,  for  Richard  Vynn,  Gent.  Feb.  1 9, 
1728,  65. 

There 
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Tliere  is  a  fmall  parfonage  houfe  at  the  north- 
weft  part  of  the  church-yard,  called  anciently,  The 
P,-i(J?s  Chamber. 

In  1603,  Edward  Brewfter  had  the  profits,  arid 
ferVed  the  cure,  there  being  then  fixty-fix  commu- 
nicants ;  and  Anthony  Style,  gent,  had  the  hofpital 
revenues  by  leafe.  It  is  now  leafed  for  life  to  the 
Rev.  Mr.  John  Arnam,  reclor  of  Pofwick,  with  the 
houfe,  tithes,  8cc.  at  35.  4d.  per  ann.  payable  to 
the  hofpital ;  and  being  under  value,  and  not  at  all 
in  the  king's  books,  it  is  capable  of  augmentation. 
The  priories  of  St.  Faith,  St.  Olave,  and  Nor- 
wich, were  taxed  for  temporals  in  this  town  in  1428. 

This  village  was  totally  confumed  by  fire  in  queen 
Elizabeth's  time,  for  which  reafon  an  aci  paffed  hi 
the  2gd  year  of  her  reign,  anno  1581,  for  the  re- 
edifying  it. 

In  the  bounds  of  this  parifli  there  flood  a  free 
chapel,  dedicated  to  St.  Ethelberd,  commonly  called 
St.  Albert's  Chapel;  and  in  queen  Elizabeth's  time 
St.  Ethelberd1  s  chapel  was  reckoned  among  the  lands 
concealed  from  the  crown.  It  is  now  demolifhed, 
and  was  always  appendant  to  the  parifli  church,  with 
which  it  pafied  to  the  hofpital.  It  had  many  rems 
paid  to  it,  and  the  alder /car,  called  St.  Ilberd's  grove, 
in  Cringleford,  belonged,  to  it.  It  appears  by  the 
hofpital  accounts,  that  it  was  a  thatched  building, 
and  that  in  1531  they  almolt  rebuilt  it.  The  profits 
of  it  in  a  good  meaiure  confided  in  the  offerings 
made  by  pilgrims  that  came  in  pilgrimage,  for  many 
came  hither  on  that  account;  but  what  this  image 
here  was  fo  famous  for,  as  to  be  vifited  that  way,  we 
have  not  found.  In  Regr.  Rix.  ib.  309,  in  the  Bi- 
(hop's  Office,  we  find  the  will  of  Agnes  Parker,  of 

Keiwick, 
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Kefwick,  who  was  buried  in  Cringleford  church-yard 
in  1305,  in  which  are  thcfe  words,  "  Item,  I  owe  a 
"  pilgrimage  to  Canterbury,  alfo  I  owe  to  St.  Tc- 
*'  bald  of  Hobeis,  Item  to  St.  Albert's  at  Cringle- 
"  ford  iij  tymes." 

Between  this  and  Earlham,  on  the  fouth  fide  of 
the  river,  ftands  the  farm-houfe,  called  Newfound, 
from  a  remarkable  fort  of  earth  newly  found  there, 
which  ufed  to  be  tranfported  to  Holland  for  the  pot- 
ter's ufe,  but  now  totally  difufed. 

The  village  of  Cringleford  is  pleafantly  fituated 
on  the  turnpike  road,  two  miles  and  a  half  from 
Norwich. 

The  Rev.  John  Arnam  was  licenfed  to  the  curacy 
in  1 736. 

Mrs.  Bates,  relief  of  the  late  John  Bates,  efq.  has 
a  handfome  feat  in  this  parifli,  dcfirably  fituated  near 
the  road  leading  to  Intwood  and  Carleton. 

DUNSTON,  wrote  in  Doomfday-book  DUNES- 
TUNA  ;  or  the  town  by  the  dune  or  hill*  was  at  the 
conqueft  (though  but  a  fmall  village)  in  no  lefs  than 
five  parts  ;  the  firft  belonged  to  Alan  earl  of  Rich- 
mond, and  at  the  Confefipr's  furvey  was  owned  by 
Herold  the  Dane,  and  the  king  and  the  earl  hacl 
the  lete,  or  fuperior  jurifdi&ion  of  the  whole  village, 
which  was  half  a  mile  long  and  three  furlongs 
broad  :  the  fecond  was  Roger  Bigot's  ;  the  third, 
Godric  the  feiver's  ;  the  fourth  belonged  to  Markfhall 
manor,  and  the  fifth  was  a  freeman  of  the  king's, 
who  had  then  thirteen  acres  only.  But  foon  after, 
the  whole  became  one  manor,  with  the  acivowfon  of 

the 
*  Blomefield, 
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the  reclory  appendant  thereto,  and  belonged  to  the 
crown,  till  the  beginning  of  Richard  I.  when  Wil- 
liam Helgheton  had  it  of  that  king  s  gift,  whofe  fon, 
Herbert  de  Helgheton,  granted  the  advowfon  from 
the  manor,  to  Alice  de  Fundenhale,  wife  of  Robert 
Fitz-Ralph,  who  in  1 196,  the  yth  of  Richard  I.  had 
a  trial  with  Herbert  for  the  advowfon,  when  the  ju- 
ry found,  that  it  was  not  apparent  that  the  church 
had  ever  yet  been  prefentcd  to,  but  that  the  parfons 
held  it,  from  parfbn  to  parfon,  as  from  father  to 
Ion,  till  the  death  of  the  laft  incumbent  ;  and  that 
though  the  faid  Alice  had  no  manor  nor  demean  in 
Dunfton,  yet,  it  being  found  in  the  fee  of  the  faid 
Herbert,  her  grant  was  good,  and  (he  had  the  ad- 
vowfon confirmed  to  her,  and  fo  was  feparated  from 
the  manor. 

In  1  205,  king  John  confirmed  the  manor  to  Wil- 
liam Dunflon,  when  Walkeline  his  father  took  upon 
him  a  religious  habit  and  entered  a  monaftery.  This 
William  was  falconer  to  king  John,  who  alfo  fettled 
this  town  on  his  fon  and  heir,  William,  who  held 
by  the  fervice  of  finding  the  kings  of  England  a 
caft  of  hawks  at  their  own  charge.  He  was  fuc- 
ceeded  by  his  fon,  Bartholomew,  who  in  1256, 
pleaded  an  exemption  for  his  manor,  from  fuit  of 
the  fheriffs  turn. 

In  the  8th  of  Edward  I.  1280,  Robert  de  Dun- 
flon,  John  de  Dunflon,  and  Jeffrey  de  la  Penne 
were  lords  here  ;  and  the  fame  year  William  dc 
Dunfton  was  fued  for  pretending  to  appropriate  to 
himfelf  the  fifhing  in  the  river  between  Sliottilham 
and  Dunfton,  when  it  appeared  that  the  fifhery  on, 
Dunfton  fide  was  common  to  all  the  tenants  of  Dun- 
ftou  manor. 

About 
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About  1395  Robert  de  Holvcflon  had  an  interefl 
in  the  manor,  which  foon  after  belonged  to  John 
Howes,  of  Dunfton,  who  fold  it  to  John  de  Bo- 
nyngton,  who  all  joined  about  1399,  and  conveyed 
the  whole  to  Bartholomew  de  Appleyard,  citizen  of 
Norwich,  for  life,  and  after  his  deceaie  to  Richard 
de  Dunfton,  chaplain,  and  his  heirs,  who  after  be- 
came feifed  of  the  whole  town. 

In  the  loth  of  Henry  VIII.  1419,  it  was  fettled 
in  truft  on  fir  John  de  Heveningham,  knt.  and 
others,  to  the  fole  ufe  of  the  Appleyard  family  ; 
and  in  1481,  William  Appleyard,  of  Eaft-Carleton, 
gent,  bequeathed  his  manor  of  Dunfton  to  Thomas 
his  eldeft  fon  :  it  went  afterwards  to  Bartholomew, 
his  brothar,  who  died  in  1492. 

In  1534,  the  25th  of  Henry  VIII.  Thomas  Ap- 
pleyard fettled  it  on  John  Tafburgh,  his  truftee  ; 
and  in  1548,  he  was  found  to  hold  it  of  fir  Edmund 
Knevet,  knt.  as  of  his  manor  of  Hetherfet,  by 
knight's  fervice. 

In  the  8th  of  Charles  I.  1632,  John  Hamond, 
of  Ellingham  by  Bungay,  gent,  owned  it,  and  dy- 
ing this  year,  left  it  to  John  Hamond,  his  fon  and 
heir.  It  afterwards  came  to  the  Longs,  and  is  now 
owned  by  Mrs.  Long,  who  is  fole  proprietor,  and 
doncr  of  the  donative  or  perpetual  curacy,  and  re- 
fides  here.  This  feat  is  delightfully  fituated  on  the 
banks  of  the  river  Taiis  or  Tafc. 

The  church  is  dedicated  to  St.  Remigius  ;  its  ad- 
vowfon  was  feparated  from  the  manor  as  is  above 
related,  and  in  1 233  it  belonged  to  Bartholomew  de 
Creke,  as  parr  of  the  aritient  inheritance  of  his  fa- 
mily, for  then  he  granted  it  to  Richeld  widow  of 

Robert 
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Robert  cle  Crekc,  his  father's  fecond  wife  ;  and  in 
1264,  it  was  given  by  Margery  relict  of  Bartholo- 
mew dc  Creke,  foundrefs  of  the  nuns  at  Flixton,  to 
that  houfe,  to- which  it  was  appropriated  by  Simon 
de  Walton,  brfhop  of  Norwich,  on  condition  the 
nuns  fliould  have  the  whole  of  the  reclory,  finding 
a  prieft  to  perform  the  duty,  and  paying  him  for  ib 
doing. 

In  1349,  when  the  general  plague  had  depopu- 
lated great  part  of  the  realm,  it  was  returned,  that 
moft  of  the  parifhioners  here  were  dead,  the  land 
left  untilled,  fo  that  the  priorefs  could  not  pay  the 
king's  taxes  for  it,  nor  the  IDS.  per  ann.  to  the  bi~ 
lliop,  then  ufually  paid. 

It  was  granted  by  Edward  VI.  in  1539,  to  Wil- 
liam and  Thomas  Wodehoufe,  and  the  whole  be- 
longed to  Anthony  Stiles,  whofe  fon  Anthony  had 
livery  of  this  reclory,  with  Swardefton,  Sec,  to  which 
he  got  it  annexed.  In  1559,  Richard  Nicholls,  efq. 
had  it;  and  in  1603,  Simon  Luflier,  curate  here, 
returned  anfwer,  that  there  were  forty  communicants 
in  the  parifh,  that  it  was  an  impropriation  without 
a  vicarage  endowed,  ferved  bv  a  perpetual  curate, 
appointed  and  paid  by  the  impropriator  ;  that  the 
town  paid  clear  to  every  tenth  i8s. 

The  dean  of  the  chapel  in  the  fields  in  Norwich, 
had  lands  here,  fettled  on  that  college  in  1391,  by 
,Henry  Lumnor  and  others. 

The  church  is  about  nineteen  yards  long  and  five 
broad,  hath  no  ifles  nor  porch ;  the  nave  and  chan- 
cel hath  one  continued  roof,  covered  with  tiles,  as 
is  the  top  of  the  tower,  which  is  fquare,  and  hath 
iii  it  only  one  bell. 

D  On 
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On  a  ftone  in  the  chancel  there  are  three  effigies 
in  brafs,  with  a  brafs  plate  under  them,  but  no  in- 
fcription;  and  lower  down  in  the  fame  Hone  arc  cut 
three  fhields  ;  on  the  firft  --  —  ,  2d.  Talbot,  gd. 
Harborne. 

To  the  Wife  of  Cltrt  Talbot,  Doftor  of  the  Law,  tin 
tide/I  Daughter  of  William  Harborne,  of  Mundham, 
Efq\  who  died  18  Day  of  December,  1649,  leaving  3 
Daughters  and  Co-htirtjjt^  by  William  Sidnor,  of  Blun- 
Efq;  her  former  Hit/band. 


On  the  other  {tone  are  the  arms  of  Long,  of

The  Rev.  Richard  Berney  was  prefented  to  this 
curacy  by  Sufanna  and  Sarah  Long,  1761. 

FLORDON,  or  FORDONE,  or,  according  to  Blotne- 
field,  the  FLOURE-DOWNS,  was  in  many  parts  at  the 
conqueft,  and  wrote  Florenduna.  Roger  Bigot  held 
two  free  men,  8cc.  of  Odo  bifhop  of  Bayeux,  which 
Stigand  held  in  the  Confeffors  time.  Guert,  a  free 
man,  held  fevea  acres  of  Alan  earl  of  Richmond, 
which  belonged  to  Coftefey  manor.  The  third  part 
belonged  to  Hethel  manor,  being  fifteen  acres  of  the 
demeans,  and  was  then  owned  by  Roger  Bigot,  who 
had  die  chief  of  this  town,  which  was  held  by  Olf 
the  Dane  of  him :  earl  Ralph  had  a  part  of  it,  which 
he  forfeited,  and  Godric  the  fewer  had  it.  The  an- 
teceflbr  of  Roger  de  Ramis  had  a  free  man  alfo  ; 
but  all  centered  at  lafl  in  Roger  Bigot,  and  Olf  was 
the  lord  under  him.  It  was  a  mile  long,  and  five 
furlongs  broad  ;  and  from  that  to  the  prefent  time 
the  manor  was  always  held  of  the  Norfolk  family, 
and  lately  of  their  honor  of  Forncet,  at  one  fee. 
This  manor  came  to  the  Buttevcleyns  very  early, 
and  paffed  with  Gifling  in  Difs  hundred. 

D  2  In 
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In  1 1 39,  Robert  de  Butteveleyn  was  pardoned  by 
king  Stephen  for  135.  due  for  hisDanegeld.  William 
his  fon  fucceeded,  who  founded  Pipevvell  abbey  in 
Nonhamptonfhire  in  1143,  and  married  Joan  daugh- 
ter of  fir  Ralph  Camois,  knt.  and  when  Henry  IT. 
went  into  Normandy,  he  had  a  writ  directed  to  the 
hifhops  of  Lincoln  and  Norwich,  and  to  all  his  liege 
people,  Englifh  and  Normans,  of  Northamptonfhire, 
Norfolk  and  Suffolk,  granting  to  him  all  the  lands, 
and  other  liberties,  which  his  father  honourably  en- 
joyed. 

In  1154,  Robert  his  fon  was  lord;  and  in  1216 
had  a  pardon  from  Henry  III.  for  being  one  of  thofe 
barons  that  had  levied  war  againft  king  John,  and 
notwithflanding  fuch  a  favour,  he  was  afterwards  one 
of  them  that  oppofed  Henry  III.  and  was  proved  in 
1255,  to  have  been  one  of  the  rebellious  barons,  and 
to  have  been  againft  the  king  in  the  battles  of  Lewes, 
May  14,  1264,  and  Evefham,  Aug.  4,  1265,  for 
which  he  was  fined,  and  his  eflate  reflored. 

In  1292,  fir  William  Butteveleyn,  knt.  had  it. 

In  the  14th  of  Edward  III.  Thomas  Butteveleyn, 
cfq.  fold  the  manor  and  advowfon  of  Newton,  &x. 
in  Effex  and  Suffolk,  to  William  de  Bohun,  earl  of 
Northampton. 

In  1383,  it  belonged  to  Robert  Butteveleyn,  of 
Flordon,  efq.  In  1369,  Thomas  Gardener,  ofGif- 
fing,  efq.  granted  to  Robert  fon  of  fir  William  Butte- 
veleyn, knt.  an  annuity  of  twenty  marks,  on  his 
marrying  Catherine  his  daughter.  Their  fon  Robert 
Butteveleyn  inherited,  whofe  fon  William  Butteveleyn  • 
was  an  ideot,  and  feifed  in  1447  j  and  at  his  death 

his 
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Ills  cftate  went  to  John  Kemp,  of  Wefton,  efq.  8cc. 
and  hath  continued  in  that  family,  with  the  manor 
of  Giffing,  to  this  day,  fir  John  Kemp,  bait,  being 
now  lord  and  patron. 

The  abbot  of  Creak  had  temporals  here,  and  the 
prior  of  Norwich  had  rents  iffuing  out  of  lands  in 
this  town,  which  belonged  to  Hapton  manor,  and 
were  given  them  by  William  Puleis,  8cc. 

The  church  is  dedicated  to  St.  Michael,  is  twenty- 
four  yards  long  and  fix,  broad,  and  hath  no  ailes : 
the  nave  and  chancel  are  tiled ;  and  the  fteeple  is 
round  and  hath  three  bells. 

There  is  no  memorial  of  any  kind  in  the  church ; 
but  there  lies  an  old  flone  in  the  porch,  which  fliews 
it  to  have  been  laid  over  fome  prieft  by  its  fhape, 
and  we  fuppofe  that  Roger  Northwold,  rector  here, 
who  died  in  1371,  is  buried  under  it. 

In  1561  the  re&or  returned  fifty-three  communi- 
cants here. 

The  Rev.  Edward  Howman  was  prefented  to  this 
re&ory  by  fir  John  Kemp,  bart.  of  Ubbeflon,  in 
1761. 

HETHEL,  or  HEAT-HILL,  wrote  in  Daomfday- 
book  HETHEL  LA,  is  the  next  village  fouthward  of 
Carletqn,  and  belonged  to  Olf,  one  of  the  Confef- 
for's  thanes.  The  church  had  then  thirty  acres  of 
glebe,  and  belonged  to  the  manor  ;  there  was  wood 
fufficient  to  keep  fixty  fwine  :  and  the  manor  ex- 
tended into  Ketteringham,  Newton,  and  Kefwick 
was  a  beruite  to  it :  it  was  at  the  conquefl  worth  81. 
and  was  a  league  long,  and  fix  furlongs  broad.

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But  though  the  manor  was  then  in  one,  it  was 
after  divided  into  -the  feveral  manors  called  He- 
thel,  Jernin gharri's,  Penny's,  Goldinghairfs,  Ward's, 
Thwaits,  and  Nevilles ;  the  five  firft  of  which  now 
belong  to  Thomas  Beevor,  efq.  and  the  two  la  ft  to 
the  city  of  Norwich,  and  all  of  them  have  been  al- 
ways held  of  the  Norfolk  family,  and  now  are,  as 
of  the  manor  of  Forncet. 

The  whole  continued  in  the  Bigots,  till  Hugh  Bi- 
got, the  third  earl  of  Norfolk  of  that  family,  divi- 
ded it  into  many  parts,  and  gave  the  capital  manor 
called 

HETHEL,  and  afterwards  CURSON'S  MANOR,  to 
William  de  Curfon  of  Carleton,  and  it  continually 
attended  the  manor  of  Carleton-Curfons.  In  the 
34th  of  Edward  I.  1306,  it  extended  into  Carleton, 
Mulbarton,  and  Swardeflon,  and  had  a  lete  belong- 
ing to  it.  From  the  Curfons  it  paffed  to  the  Apple- 
yards,  of  Bracon,  and  continued  with  that  manor, 
and  was  fold  with  it  and  Carleton-Curfons,  to. Tho- 
mas Townfliend,  efq.  who  in  1569,  the  nth  of 
Elizabeth,  had  licence  .to  alien  it  to  truftees  ;  and 
about  1601,  Thomas  Townfliend,  of  Bracon,  efq. 
fold  it  to  Miles  Branthwayte,  efq,  who  came  and 
fettled  here. 

JERNEGAN'S  or  JERNINGHAM'S  MANOR,  was  fold 
in  the  25th  of  Edward  I.  1297,  by  Ralph  de  We- 
don  to  William  de  Halton  :  Ralph  de  Creping  held 
it  of  Roger  Bigot,  earl  of  Norfolk,  at  the  fourth 
part  of  a  fee.  It  after  belonged  to  fir  Hugh  Jerne- 
gan,  who  fettled  it  on  John  Leiflon,  efq.  who  mar- 
ried Joan  his  daughter  and  heirefs.  It  had  a  lete 
belonging  to  it,  and  was  purchafed  by  the  Apple- 
yards,'  and  fo  became  united  to  Hetfrel  manor  afore- 
laid, 
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faicl,  with  which  it  now  remains.  In  the  yth  of 
James  I.  1609,  Miles  Branthwayte,  efq.  held  it  of 
Forncet  manor,  at  the  8th  part  of  a  fee. 

PENNE'S  MANOR  was  granted  by  Hugh  Bigot 
aforefaid,  to  Euflace  Curfon,  efq.  of  Carleton,  com- 
monly called  Euflace  de  Carleton,  whofe  fon  Wil- 
liam was  knighted,  and  was  commonly  known  by 
the  name  of  fir  William  de  Hcthel,  whofe  fon,  fir 
Bartholomew,  left  two  daughters  ;  Alice,  the  eldeft, 
married  to  William  de  la  Penne,  and  Emma,  the 
youngeft,  to  John  de  la  Penne :  in  the  2d  of  Edward 
I.  1274,  they  were  found  lords  here,  and  had  a  lete, 
the  affize  of  bread  and  ale  of  all  his  tenants,  and 
liberty  of  free  warren  belonging  to  it.  It  contained 
a  capital  meffuage,  (now  called  Hethel-hall)  and 
two  hundred  and  thirty-feven  acres  of  land  adjoin- 
ing, ten  acres  of  meadow,  twenty  of  wood,  313. 
id.  ob.  quit  rents,  and  four  capons  ;  and  extended 
into  Swardefton,  Dunflon,  Mulbarton,  Carleton,  Bra- 
con,  Wrenningham,  Nelonde,  and  Swainfthorpe. 

In  the  2d  of  Richard  II.  1379,  Thomas  de  la 
Penne  fold  his  third  part  to  Bartholomew  Appleyard, 
citizen  of  Norwich  ;  and  then  Adam  de  la  Penne, 
and  Peter  de  la  Penne,  fold  all  their  parts  in  this 
town  only  to  Appleyard,  in  whofe  family  it  conti- 
nued till  Philip  Appleyard,  efq.  fold  it  to  James  Al- 
tham,  who  kept  his  firft  court  the  5th  of  Elizabeth, 
1563,  and  the  next  year  fold  it  to  Thomas  Town- 
fhend,  of  Bracon,  efq.  who  fold  it  to  Miles  Branth- 
wayte, efq.  who  in  1609,  held  it  of  Forncet  manor 
at  one  fee. 

GOLDINGHAM'S  MANOR    was  granted   by  Hugh 
Bigot  to  Alan  de  Goldingham,  with  view  of  frank- 
pledge,  and  affize  of  bread  and  ale  of  all  the  te* 
D  4  nants  j 
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nants  ;    and  held  part  of  it  of  the  honor  of  Eye, 
and  the  other  part  of  the  earl  of  Norfolk. 

In  the  ifl  of  Henry  IV.  1400,  Richard  cle  Gold- 
ingham  had  it,  who  fold  it  to  the  Appleyards,  and 
fo  it  became  joined  to  their  other  manors.  In  1609, 
Miles  Branthwayte,  efq.  held  it  at  one  fee  of  Forn- 
cet  manor. 

WARD'S  MANOR,  or  free  tenement,  antiently  be- 
longed to  the  Raymonds,  and  in  1301,  the  34th  of 
Edward  I.  the  heirs  of  Thomas  Raymond  had  it  ; 
and  in  1390,  John  le  Ward,  who  in  1401,  convey- 
ed it  to  Walter  Orlage  :  and  in  1461  John  Meke 
had  it,  whole  grandfon  John  fold  it  William  Browne, 
whofe  fon  Robert  fold  it  to  Miles  Branthwayte,  efq. 
who  in  1609  held  it  of  Forncet  manor,  by  the  hun- 
dredth part  of  a  fee. 

THWAIT'S  MANOR,  was  granted  by  Hugh  Bigot 
to  William  de  Thweyt  :  in  1318  it  contained  four 
meffuages,  one  hundred  and  eleven  acres  of  land, 
and  i6s.  yearly  rents;  and  extended  into  Wrenning- 
ham,  Bracon,  Mulbarton,  Swardeflon,  Ketteringham, 
and  Eafl-Carleton  ;  and  in  1321  many  lands  and 
tenements  in  Hethel  were  added  to  this  manor. 

In  the  ift  of  Edward  IV.  1461,  it  belonged  to 
Thomas  Thweyt,  from  whom  it  came  to  the  Pains  ; 
and  in  1511,  John  Chauntrell  farmed  it  of  the  duke 
of  Norfolk,  during  the  minority  of  John  Pain, 

In  1526,  fir  William  Pennington,  knt.  had  it, 
and  afterwards  Robert  Andrews  ;  and  in  1556  it 
belonged  to  Thomas  and  John  March,  who  married 
the  daughters  and  co-heirs  of  Robert  Andrews  ; 
and  after  this  it  came  among  their  children,  and  was 

fold 
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fold  to  John  Appleyard,  efq.  of  whom  it  was  pur- 
chn.icd  by  the  mayor  and  commonalty  of  Norwich, 
who  in  i  609  held  it  of  Forncet  manor,  at  the  fourth 
part  of  a  Ice. 

NEVTLE'S  MANOR.  Hugh  Bigot  infeofTed  Albert 
de  Novilla  or  Nevile  in  it,  who  feems  to  have  been 
concerned  in  the  foundation  of  Alvefbourne  priory 
in  Woodbridge,  Suffolk,  to  which  he  gave  this  ma- 
nor, with  the  advowfon  of  Carleton  St.  Mary  j  and 
in  1315,  that  prior  was  returned  lord  of  it,  and  lett 
it  at  fix  marks  a  year,  and  this  remained,  with  Carle- 
ton,  in  Alvefbourne  priory,  till  the  sd  of  Henry  VI. 
1424,  and  then  John  duke  of  Norfolk,  Walter  bi- 
fhop  of  Norwich,  Ralph  Shelton,  efq.  and  John 
Heydon,  counfellor  at  law,  purchafed  this  manor 
of  the  prior  and  convent  of  St.  Mary  at  Alvef- 
bourne, for  the  ufe  of  the  hofpital  of  St.  Giles  in 
Norwich,  which  was  by  this  means  joined  to 

.  The  MANOR  of  BRITON,  afterwards  called  the 
HOSPITAL  MANOR  in  HETHEL.  which  John  le  Bre- 
tun,  or  Briton,  held  of  Roger  Bigot,  earl  of  Nor- 
folk ;  at  whole  death  the  faid  Roger,  about  the  year 
1250,  conveyed  to  Walter  de  Suthfield,  bifliop  of 
Norwich,  the  whole  tenure  late  John  le  Breton's,  in 
the  towns  of  Hail,  (or  Hethel)  Carleton,  and  Ne- 
londe  ;  all  which  the  bifhop,  in  1 253,  fettled  on 
St.  Giles's  Hofpital,  which  he  founded  ;  and  at  this 
time  alf'o,  Richard  de  Hethel,  Sec.  gave  and  con- 
firmed to  the  hofpital  a  meffuage,  and  forty-feven 
acres  and  three  roods,  which  formerly  belonged  to 
John  le  Briton  ;  and  in  1330,  other  lands  here  were 
added  by  purchafe. 

This  manor  was  held  alfo  of  the  manor  of  Fom-« 
ceu 

Thefc 
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Thefe  manors  with,  all  the  revenues  of  the  city, 
in  Carleton,  were  tied  by  the  mayor,  fheriffs,  8cc. 
(who  received  200!.  as  a  consideration  for  fo  doing, 
of  archbifhop  Parker)  to  pay  annually  for  ever  a 
clear  rent  of  ten  pounds  ;  eight  pounds  whereof,  for 
three  exhibitions  to  three  fcholars  of  Bennet  College, 
Cambridge,  to  be  named  by  the  mayor  and  majori- 
ty of  aldermen,  out  of  the  fchools  in  Norwich  or 
Aylfham,  and  the  other  405.  to  be  retained  yearly 
by  the  mayor,  to  pay  to  a  preacher  yearly  to  be 
fent  by  the  college,  6s.  8d.  for  a  fermon  at  Thetford, 
6s.  Sd.  for  another  at  Wymondham,  6s.  8d.  for 
another  at  the  cathedral,  and  i  os.  for  a  fermon  in 
St.  Clement's  church  in  Norwich,  and  the  other  los. 
to  be  diftributed  there,  as  may  be  feen  in  the  Hif- 
tory  of  Norwich,  where  there  is  an  exacl  account  of 
this  donation. 

In  the  igth  of  Elizabeth,  1577,  we  find  an  agree- 
ment between  the  city  and  Mr.  Thomas  Townfhend, 
lord  of  the  other  manors,  "  for  the  apporcionyng 
•'  owt  Hetheld  Grene,  betwene  the  cittie  and  Mr. 
"  Towneiend,  to  be  done  by  fir  Thomas  Cornwa- 
"  leis,  knt.  and  Mr.  Thomas  Sotherton,  alderman." 

Thefe  manors  belong  now  to  the  mayor,  fheriffs, 
Sec.  as  guardians  of  St.  Giles's  hofpital,  and  in  that 
hofpital  accounts  in  1728,  among  the  revenues,  we 
find  it  entered  thus,  "  Manor  of  Eaft  Carleton  cum 
**  Hethel,  gl.  los.  2d.  ob.  per  ann.  From  Eaft 
"  Carleton  cum  Hethel,  and  Wren's  clofe  there,  Sol. 
"  per  ann.  out  of  which  paid  archbifhop  Parker's 
"  yearly  annuity  to  Bennet  college  in  Cambridge  81. 
"  his  fermon  at  St,  Clement's  in  Afcenfion  week,  &c. 
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The.  church  of  Hayele,  or  Hethcl,  is  dedicated  to' 
All  the  Saints,  and  had  ar>  image  of  all  the  faints, 
and  a  guild  kept  before  it,  of  the  fame  dedication. 
The  reftor  had  a  houfe  and  fifty  acres  of  glebe  when 
Norwich  Doomfday  was  made,  and  it  Hands  in  the 
king's  books  thus,  lol.  Hethell  alias  Hethvvold  rec- 
tory, il.  yearly  tenths. 

The  monks  of  Thetford  had  a  portion  of  tithes 
here,  valued  at  133.  4d.  given  them  by  Roger  Bigot 
their  founder,  out  of  his  demeans.  Wymondham 
abbey  had  lands  here  of  the  gift  of  William  de  Al- 
bini,  valued  at  403,  per  ann. 

In  1528,  Richard  Amore,  of  Norwich,  pried, 
gave  three  acres  of  grove  by  the  parfonagc  in  Hethel, 
to  be  fold,  to  find  a  light  before  the  image  of  All* 
Saints  in  Hethel,  and  our  Lady  at  Bracon,  and  one 
acre  in  Forthbrigge,  to  the  maintenance  of  the  Perke 
light  for  ever*. 

The  advowfon  was  never  aliened  from  the  Norfolk 
family,  but  attended  the  inheritance  of  it,  belonging 
to  their  manor  of  Forncet,  till  the  earl  of  Arundel 
fold  it  to  Thomas  Townfliend,  efq.  who  joined  it  to 
his  manors,  with  which  it  ftill  continues. 

Hugh  Bigot,  earl  of  Norfolk,  granted  to  Hervey, 
the  land  which  Roger  de  Conilantine  held  of  the 
lay-fee,  and  the  land  which  Helias,  his  mace-bearer, 
held  in  Hethel,  by  the  iervice  of  being  his  wheel- 
wright. 

44  Faciendo  Servitium,  de  EJfe  meus  Rotarius." 

In 

*  The  Perke  was  the  rood  loft,  on  which  the  principal  cruci- 
fix or  rood  was  placed,  before  which  there  was  a  light  always 
buraing  in  fervice  time.--'Elomerield; 
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In  1277,  it  appears,  that  the  manor  of  Curfons 
was  obliged  to  find  a  certain  quantity  of  oil  for  the 
lamps  in  the  church,  and  chapel  of  the  manor-houfe, 
and  a  certain  number  of  loaves  to  diftribute  to  the 
poor  on  the  day  of  the  obit  of  William  de  Curfon, 
which  was  always  held  on  St.  Catherine's  day  ;  and 
alfo  the  dole-bread  given  yearly  on  the  anniverfary 
of  fir  William  de  Carleton,  viz.  as  much  as  a  bufliel 
and  half  of  barley  would  make. 

Edward  II.  prefented  to  this  church  in  1312;  fir 
John  Segrave,  knt.  in  1345,  and  in  1357  fir  Walter 
de  Manny,  knt.  after  which  the  patronage  was  with 
the  dukes  of  Norfolk. 

In  the  gth  of  Edward  IV.  1469,  Jeffrey  Hert,  a 
monk,  was  licenfed  by  the  pope  to  hold  it,  notwith- 
ftanding  he  was  a  monk:  in  1474,  having  thrown 
by  his  habit,  on  his  being  outed  from  this  living 
by  reafon  of  it,  he  obtained  another  pope's  difpen- 
fation  from  his  habit,  and  all  monaftic  rules,  and 
fo  becoming  a  fecular,  he  was  re-inflituted,  and  re- 
figned  in  1482,  to  Robert Hawys  alias  Wakerly,  prieft, 
a  canon  regular,  who  was  prefented  by  the  king. 

In  1609,  the  rector  returned  anfwer,  that  Miles 
Branthwayte,  efq.  was  patron  of  his  living,  and  that 
he  had  forty-fix  communicants  in  his  parifh. 

In  1610,  tfye  earl  of  Aruridel  gave  it  to  Robert 
Wetherel,  A.  M.  wdio  was  fucceeded  by  Edmund 
Allen  in  1658.  Allen  is  buried  in  the  nave:

William  Branthwayte,  efq.  of  Hethel,  prefented 
iri  1683  and  1697:  and  in  1737,  John  Reddington, 

A,  Mt 
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A.  M.  re$or  of  Racklieath,  and  mafler  of  Norwich 
grammar  fchool,  was  inflitiued  here :  he  is  buried 
under  a  black  marble  near  the  font,  and  Mary  his 
wife;  he  died  Sept.  24,  1739,  andfhcFeb.  18,  1742, 
aged  63. 

In  1743,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Metyer  Reynolds,  was 
prefented  by  the  late  Miles  Branthwayte,  efq.  Iqrd 
and  patron,  who  lived  in  the  handtbme  feat  called 
Hethel-hall,  about  two  furlongs  weft  of  the  church ; 
and  the  parfonage,  which  is  very  convenient,  and 
was  much  beautified  by  Mr.  Reddington,  ftands  about 
one  furlong  north-eaft  of  the  church,  which  is  very 
neat,  as  the  chancel  was  aifo  made  by  Mr.  Redding- 
ton. It  is  leaded,  and  hath  a  handfome  Venetian 
window  at  its  eaft  end,  the  windows  in  both  chan- 
cel and  church  being  faflics  :  the  church  is  thirty- 
three  feet  long  and  twenty-two  broad,  and  the  chan- 
cel twenty-fix  feet  long  and  thirteen  broad ;  the  nave 
and  north  aile  are  leaded,  and  the  north  porch  tiled ; 
the  fteeple  is  fquare,  about  iifty-fix.  feet  high,  and 
hath  only  one  bell. 

The  arms  of  Thorpe  of  Afliwelhhorpe,  quarter- 
ing Banyard,  and  alfo  thofe  of  Appleyard,  were  in 
the  windows,  but  are  now  loft.  There  is  a  ftonc 
by  the  font  for  Robert  Hammond,  Gent.  Aug.  1/5,  1678. 
Robert  hisjou,  Oct.  14,  1687,  44. 

The  BRANTHWAYTES  are  defcended  from 
John  Branthwayte,  of  Sebber  or  Sedber  in  Yorkfhire, 
who  married  a  Glere,  of  Stokefby  in  Norfolk,  and 
their  fon 

John  Branthwayte  fettled  at  Norwich  ;  he  married 
Elizabeth  Turner,  of  Effex,  by  whom  he  had  four 
ions, 

i.  Richard, 
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1.  Richard  Branthwayte,  of    LlncolnVlnn,   fer- 
jeant  at  law,  who  married  Margaret  daughter  of  John 
Bull,  of  London:     he  had   a   coat  of  arms  granted 
him  by  Robert  Cooke,  Clarencieux,  br  patent  dated 
July  21,  1582,  viz.   or,   two  bendlets  ingr.  S.    Creft, 
a  falcon  rifing  from  a  rock  proper:  he  was  called  to 
be  a  ferjeant  by  writ,  dated  at  Weflminfler  Nov.  25, 
1594,  the  36th  of  Elizabeth,  and  was  buried  in  St. 
Martin's  Ludgate,  Oft.  7,  1,595:    he  had  one  fon, 
Richard,   who  owned  land   in  Wiggenhall,  the  i8th 
of  James  I.  and  four  daughters,  the   eldeft  married 
to    fir  William  Spencer ;     2d.   Mary,   to  Henry  Gil- 
ling,  gent,  of  Yorkfhire;     3d.  Matgaret,  to  Robert 
Marfham,  of  Norfolk;    4th.  Elizabeth,  to   fir  Wil- 
liam Webbe. 

2.  Henry  Branthwayte,  who  was  feodary  for  Nor- 
folk in   1603,  and  died  without  iflue  about  1617: 
he  married  Mrs.  Davy  of  Ellingham,  grandmother 
to  the  old  lady  Potts. 

3.  Miles  Branthwayte,  efq.  who  purchafed  Hethel, 
where  he  lies  buried  under  an  elegant  marble  monu- 
ment on  the  north  fide  of  the  altar,  with  the  creft 
and  arms  of  Branthwayte  at  top,  with  a  martlet   for 
difference,     and  Branthwayte    impaling  Southwell : 
lie  married  Mary,  daughter  of  John  Southwell,  efq. 
of  Barham  in  Suffolk,  and  died  in  London  Aug.  5, 
1612,  aged  55,  leaving  one  fon  and  two  daughters : 
his  lady  died  July  14,  1652. 

On  the  altar  tomb  lie  two  effigies  at  their  full 
lengths  ;  he  hath  his  robes  on,  and  one  hand  under 
his  head ;  fhe  hath  her  hands  clofed  in  a  praying 
pofture,  being  buried  by  him :  on  the  front  of  the 
tomb  are  the  effigies  of  their  fon  Arthur,  and  their 
two  daughters,  Margaret,  who  married  fir  Robert 

Leigh, 
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Leigh,  of  Ghigwell  in  Eflfex,  and  Elizabeth,  who 
died  May  i,  1621,  aged  20,  and  lies  buried  by 
them. 

4.  William  Branthwayte,  mafter  of  Caius  college 
in  Cambridge,  died  fingle  in  his  vice-chancellorfhip, 
Feb.  15,  1618. 

Arthur  Branthwayte,  of  Hethel,  efq.  fon  of  Miles 
Branthwayte,  efq.  married  Bridget,  daughter  of  fir 
Anthony  Drury,  knt.  he  died  in  1645,  feiledofthc 
aforefaid  feveral  manors  of  Hethel,  with  the  royal- 
ties thereto  belonging:  he  had  three  fons, 

1.  Arthur  Branthwayte,  of  London,  who  married 
Mrs.  Pitt. 

2.  Miles,  who  died  fingle;  and 

3.  Wm.  Branthwayte,  of  Hethel,  «fq.  who  is  buried 
under  a  marble  in  the  chancel,  with  the  arms  of  Bran- 
thwayte impaling  Berney:  he  married  Dec.  i,  1657, 
Julian,  the   daughter  of  Thomas  Berney,   of  Svvar- 
deflon,  efq.  by  whom  he  had  eighteen  children,  viz. 
eight  fons  and  ten  daughters,  twelve  of  which  lived 
to  be  men  and  women ;     two  of  his  fons  and  three 
of  his   daughters""  married  in  his  life-time,  and  he 
left  at  his  death  five  fons  and  five  daughters,  twenty- 
three  grand-children,  and  two  great  grand-children  : 
he  died  Feb.  28,  1710,  aged  76  years.     Julian,  his 
wife,  died  Nov.  29,  1727,  ast.  88;    left  living  at  her 

death

Arthur  Branthwayte,  efq.  of  Hethcl,  fecond  fon 
and  heir  of  William  and  Julian,  was  of  GrayVInn, 
barrifter  at  law,  an  eminent  counfellor,  chofen  flew- 
ard  of  the  city  of  Norwich  in  1691,  which  he  re- 
fign'ed  in  1703;  died  at  his  houfe  at  Norwich  on 
Sunday  the  sgth  of  Sept.  1717,  and  was  buried  at 
Hethel,  in  the  chancel  ;  there  is  a  flone  with  his 
own  and  wife's  arms  impaled,  and  in  a  very  hand- 
fome  north  chancel  aile,  lately  built  over  a  vault 
defigned  lor  the  burial  place  of  this  family,  which 
is  entered  by  a  door  on  the  noith  fide  out  of  the 
church-yard,  as  the  aile  is  by  two  fafh  doors  at  the 
caft,  are  the  following  atchievements^  hanging  againft 
the  wall,  viz.

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This  ailc  hath  a  feat  in  it  for  the  family  to  fit  in 
during  iervice. 

Sacred  to  the  Memory  of  Arthur  Branthwayte,  Efq; 
ff.rondfon  of  William  Branthwayte,  Efq;  and  Julian  his 
Wife,  fometime  Chief  Juflice  of  the  Ijle  of  Ely  ;  he  took 
to  Wife,  Ann,  the  only  Daughter  and  Heir  of  Thomas 
Bacon,  Efq;  fecond  Son  of  Sir  Francis  Bacon,  fometime 
one  of  the  Judgei  of  the  Kings  Bench,  by  whom  lie  had 
Jix  Sons  and  fix  Daughters,  whereof  Elizabeth,  Arthur, 
Julian,  Dorothy,  Miles,  John,  henry,  were  living  at 
his  Death.  Elizabeth  his  eldejl  daughter,  married  to 
Thomas  Sotherton,  of  Taverham,  Efq;  by  whom  flic  had 
ijjuc  Elizabeth  and  Thomas,  both  likeioife  olive  a>,  the 
'lime  of  his  Deceafe.  He  departed  this  life  on  the  zytk 
Day  if  Sept.  in  the  Tear  of  our  Lord  1717,  aged  58 
Years;  and  will  be  remembered  as  a  faithfull  ai\d  able 
Councellour,  a  jujl  and  mcrcijull  Judge. 

The  abovementioned  Ann  Branthwayte  died  Nov. 
18,    1729,  aged  68.

Thomas  fon  of  Arthur  Branthwayte  and  Elizabeth 
his  wife,  died  at  Norwich,  April  i,   1714. 

Arthur  Branthwayte,  efq.  of  Hethel,  the  eldeft  fon. 
and  heir,  fucceeded,  and  lies  buried  within  the  altar 
rails,  under  a  flone,  next  to  that  of  his  moft  ho- 
nored and  worthy  father,  whofe  eftate  as  well  as 
eminent  virtues  he  inherited,  and  was  particularly 
diflinguifhed  for  his  integrity,  brotherly  love,  exten- 
five  charity,  and  conftancy  in  friendfliip ;  which 
qualities,  with  great  zeal  and  readinefs,  he  always 
exerted,  whenever  his  brothers,  friends,  relations,  or 
the  poor,  flood  in  need  of  them.  He  died  at  Brif- 
tol,  the  iyth  of  O6K  1724,  much  lamented  by  all 
that  knew  him,  and  was  here  buried  the  311!  day  of 
E  the 
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the  fame  month,  in  the  38th  year  of  his  age. — The 
arms  of  Branthwayte  quartering  Bacon. 

Miles  Branthwayte,  efq.  of  Hcthel,  die  late  lord 
and  patron,  his  next  brother,  fuccecded  him.  He 
was  a  barrifler  at  law,  high  or  capital  fleward  to 
the  bifhop  of  Nprvvich,  fleward  of  all  the  courts, 
general  receiver  of  all  the  farm-rents,  Sec.  and  fu- 
pcrvifor  of  all  the  manors  belonging  to  the  fee.  He 
married  Rebecca,  one  of  the  two  daughters  and  co- 
heireffes  of  Thomas  Newton,  efq.  mayor  of  Nor- 
wich, who  is  now  deceafed  and  buried  here,  by 
whom  he  had  Arthur  Branthwayte,  efq.  fometime 
fellow  commoner  of  Caius  college,  Cambridge,  who 
died  in  the  year  17.50;  a  young  gentleman  much 
refpecled  and  much  lamented  by  all  who  had  the 
pleafure  of  knowing  him  :  he  was  of  a  focial  dif- 
pofition,  and  extremely  entertaining  in  company  by 
a  flow  of  humour  and  fpirits,  that  always  diflhr- 
guifhed  his  converfation.  He  had  great  good-nature, 
and  equal  fenfibility. 

Mr.  Miles  Branthwayte  had  alfo  two  daughters  ; 
the  eldeft  was  unfortunately  killed  in  Kymberley 
park;  by  her  horfe  running  away  with  her,  and  car- 
rying her  under  the  branches  of  an  oak  tree,  which 
flruck  her  on  the  head  with  fatal  violence. 

His  youngeft  and  only  furviving  daughter,  Eli-, 
zabeth,  married  Thomas  Beevor,  efq.  the  prefent  lord 
of  the  manor  of  Hethel. 

Mr.  Branthwayte  by  his  laft  will  divided  his  large 
eftate  between  his  daughter,  and  nephew,  the  pre- 
fent Miles  Branthwayte,  efq.  eldeft  fon  of  the  late 
Rev.  John  Branthwayte,  his  brother,  reclor  of  Ket- 
tleflonc. 

Mr. 
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Mr.  Beevor  has  long  diftinguifhed  hirrifelf  as  an 
active,  able,  and  intelligent  magiflrate  in  this  coun- 
ty, and  in  every  other  refpeft  has  claimed  the  pub- 
lic efteem.  He  has  feveral  children,  fons  and  daugh- 
ters. On  the  divifion  of  the  eftates,  the  family  feat 
and  an  extenfive  and  beautiful  park  came  into  the 
polfeffion  of  Mr.  Beevor,  his  lady  being  the  only 
iurviving  child  and  heirefs  of  her  father.

Branthwayte,  efq>  of  Norwich,  and  rector  of  Stif- 
key  in  North  Greenhoe  hundred,  was  prefented  to 
this  re&ory  by  Thomas  Beevor,  efq.  of  Hethel, 


The  ornamental  and  agricultural  improvements 
made  by  the  prefent  lord,  are  pointed  out  in  a  par- 
ticular manner  by  Mr.  Arthur  Young,  in  his  "  Far- 
mer's Tour  through  the  Eaiiern  Counties  of  Eng- 
land," fublifhed  1/71. 

HETHERSET,  the  capital  village  of  this  hun- 
dred, is  called  in  Doomfday-book  Hederfeta,  thejeat 
at  t/if  place  or  mq/i  public  road  entering  the  hundred.* 
It  belonged  in  the  Confeffor's  davs  to  Olf,  one  of  the 
thanes  or  barons,  and  after  to  earl  Ralph,  on  whofe 
forfeiture  it  was  given  to  Alan  earl  of  Richmond,  who 
gave  it  in  the  Conqueror's  time  to  Ribald,  to  be  held 
of  him. 

This  was  then  the  capital  manor,  and  had  two 
churches,  one  of  which  was  called  Cantelofe,  or 
Cantley  ;  and  earl  Ralph  had  the  foe  or  fuperior  ju- 
rifdi&ion,  viz.  the  hundred  which  he  forfeited.

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From  i his  time  it  paffed  with  the  manors  of  Ken- 
ton  in  Suffolk,  Pickenham  and  Bai  ford-hall  manors 
in  Norfolk,  till  the  death  of  Ralph  Fitz-Ralph  in 
1269,  the  53d  of  Henry  III.  when  Pickenham,  Sec. 
defcended  to  Robert  de  Nevile,  who  married  Mary, 
his  eldeft  daughter  and  heirefs  ;  and  this  went  to  fir 
Robert  de  Tatefhall,  lord  of  Buckenham  caftle,  in 
right  of  Joan,  the  fecond  daughter  and  heirefs  of  the 
faid  Ralph,  who  as  widow  to  fir  Robert,  and  then 
lady  Tatefhall,  in  1305,  fettled  the  whole  manor, 
held  of  the  honour  of  Richmond,  and  advowfons  of 
the  medieties,  and  of  Cantclofe,  on  fir  William  Ber- 
nak,  of  Hetherfet,  knt.  and  Alice  his  wife ;  which 
Alice  was  daughter  and  fole  heirefs  of  fir  Robert 
Driby,  knt.  by  Joan,  one  of  the  three  daughters  and 
heirefles  of  the  aforefaid  lady  Joan  de  Tatefhall. — 
This  fir  William  Bernak  died  April  6,  1339,  and 
Alice  his  wife  died  April  12,  1341,  and  are  both 
buried  in  the  middle  of  the  chancel  here,  and  left  it 
to  John  de  Bernak  their  fon,  who  died  April  2,  1345, 
and  lies  buried  here,  leaving  Joan  his  widow,  and 
John  his  fbn  and  heir,  who  died  a  minor,  as  did 
William  his  brother  and  heir,  Dec.  7,  1359,  the  33d 
of  Edward  III.  when  the  whole  defcended  to  Maud 
his  fifter  and  fole  heirefs,  then  the  wife  of  fir  Ralph 
de  Cromwell,  lord  of  Tatefhall,  from  whom  it  is 
called 

CROMWELL'S  MANOR  to  this  day,  and  from  thence 
one  moiety  of  it  paffed,  with  Buckenharn,  through 
the  Cliftons  to  the  Knevets,  till  fir  Edmund  Knevet, 
knt.  about  1540,  mortgaged  it  to  John  Flowerdew, 
who  prefented  jointly  with  fir  Edmund  in  1541,  and 
fo  it  continued  till  1554  ;  and  in  the  26.  of  Eliza- 
beth, 1560,  the  faid  John  purchafed  it  to  him  and 
his  heirs.

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The  other  moiety  went  with  Maud  Cromwell  to 
John  Fitz-Williams  her  huflband,  and  pafled  in  that 
family  ;  and  it  after  came  to  fir  Robert  Drury,  knt. 
who  in  1541,  fold  it  to  the  aforefaid  .John  1"  lower- 
dew,  efq.  and  fo  he  became  ible  lord  of  the  manor, 
and  patron  of  the  church. 

Robert  Drury,  his  fon  and  heir,  died  lord.,  April 
1 6,  i  564.  By  Catherine  daughter  of  William  Sheres, 
of  Afhwelkhorpe,  who  is  buried  in  this  chancel,  he 
had  feven  fons  ;  William,  his  eldeft  fon,  died  before 
his  father  :  the  younger  fons  at  different  times  ibid 
and  releafed  their  rights  to  Edward  their  brother, 
who  alfo  purchafed  the  royalties  ;  and  fo  the  whole 
was  folely  in  the  laid  Edward  about  1584.  In 
1571,  he  was  a  lawyer  of  note,  for  then  the  clean 
and  chapter  of  Norwich  retained  him  their  (landing 
counfel.  In  1580.116  was  ferjeant  at  law,  and  trea- 
furer  of  the  Inner-Temple  ;  and  in  1584,  third  ba- 
ron of  the  Exchequer.  He  was  made  fecond  baron 
in  1585,  and  died  March  31,  1586,  the  28th  of 
Elizabeth,  feifed  of  all  the  manors  of  this  town,  ex- 
cept Woodhall. 

He  married  Elizabeth  daughter  of  William  Fofter, 
of  Wymondham,  but  had  no  iffue,  and  was  interred 
in  the  chancel  here,  leaving  Anthony,  eldeft  fon  of 
William  his  eldeft  brother,  his  heir. 

At  his  death  he  gave  by  will  to  the  town  of  Lynn 
a  filver  cup,  gilt,  and  another  to  the  town  of  Yar- 
mouth, and  to  Mrs.  Shelton  a  gilt  cup  which  was 
given  him  by  the  city  of  Norwich.  His  inventory 
fhews  he  had  a  large  quantity  of  plate,  among  which 
a  gold  chain  valued  at  Sol.  one  dozen  filver  plates, 
Sec.  a  fair  diamond  ring,  given  him  by  fir  John, 
Yonge  in  his  laft  circuit.

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He  was  buried  with  much  pomp,  as  appears  by 
the  fees  paid  the  herald  for  attendance,  &cc. 

It  is  plain  this  ferjeant  was  an  oppreffor,  com- 
plaints being  iffued  againft  him  by  numbers  of  peo- 
ple, for  plowing  up  boundaries,  inclofiug  lands,  Sec. 

It  feems  that  Anthony  fold  the  whole  to  his  bro- 
ther John,  who  died  feifed  the  iyth  of  Nov.  1587, 
leaving  Edward  his  fon  and  heir,  a  minor,  whole 
truftee,  fir  Henry  Hobart,  knt.  prefented  in  1620, 
and  then  the  manors  were  mortgaged  to  Wm.  Goftlin, 
who  prefented  in  1639;  and  before  1670  the  ad- 
vowfon  was  in  John  Goftlin,  M.  D.  and  his  heirs 
for  ever,  and  the  manors  fettled  on  Thomas  Flow- 
erdew,  of  London,  merchant  ;  and  were  fold  in  the 
^oth  of  Charles  II.  1678,  to  captain  John  Aide,  of 
Horflead,  who  was  fole  lord  of  all  the  manors  :  in 
1739,  Jane  Pomfret  ;  and  they  were  purchafcd  by 
the  late  Edward  Atkyns,  of  Ketteringham,  efq.  high- 
fherifF  of  Norfolk  in  1743,  who fe  fon,  Edward  At- 
kyns, efq.  is  the  prefent  lord. 

HACON'S  MANOR  was  part  of  the  great  manor 
granted  off  by  the  Fitz-Ralphs.  It  takes  its  name 
From  the  antient  lords  of  it,  viz.  Hubert  Hakun,  of 
Great  Melton,  who  was  lord  in  1306.  In  1556, 
Henry  Drury  was  lord,  and  being  purchafed  of 
Robert  Drury  by  ferjeant  Flowerdew,  it  was  joined 
to  Cromwell's  manor,  as  it  remains  at  this  day. 

WOODHALL  and  CANTELOSE,  or  CANTLEY,  an- 
tiently  called  Hetherfet's  Manor,  belonged  to  Godric 
the  fewer  at  the  conqueft  ;  one  part  of  its  foe  be- 
longed to  earl  Alan's  capital  manor,  and  the  other 
to  the  king  and  earl  of  Norfolk,  of  whofe  defcen- 
dents  it  was  always  held  at  a  quarter  of  a  fee. 

John 
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John  de  Hetherfet  was  fuccreded  by  fir  Simon, 
who  with  confent  of  Rcmigius  his  brother,  paifou 
of  Hingham,  fettled  it  on  Margaret  their  filler,  •  and 
in  Robert  de  Ufford,  her  hufband,  who  was  lord 
here.  This  fir  Simon  was  a  man  of  note,  being  one 
of  the  kings  juftices  itinerant  in  1336  ;  and  was 
fucceeded  by  his  elded  fon,  fir  John,  whole  widow, 
Elizabeth,  re-married  in  1357, to  John  de  Reppes, 
and  then  conveyed  the  third  part  of  this  manor  to 
William  de  Hetherfet,  her  eldeil  fon,  who  left  two 
daughters  and  heirelfes. 

By  marriage  it  came  to  John  Palgrave,  efq.  of 
Northwood-Barningham,  who  kept  court  here  in  the 
24th  of  Edward  IV.  1481.  From  1578  it  went  as 
Palgnivc's  manor  in  Wymondham,  till  it  was  pur- 
chafed  and  joined  to  the  other  manor  by  Mr.  John 
Aide,  of  Horltead. 

The  manors  extend  into  Barford,  Wramplingham, 
Dunfton,  Taverham,  Belaugh,  and  Honingham,  and 
have  all  royalties  belonging  to  them. 

The  church  of  Hetherfet  is  dedicated  to  St.  Re- 
rnigius,  and  had  formerly  two  medieties,  each  having 
a  rector  inilituted  thereto  ;  the  one  from  fir  Robert 
de  Tattefhall,  patron  thereof,  was  called  Tattefhali 
mediety  ;  as  the  other,  from  fir  Ralph  Fitz-Ralph, 
was  called  Fitz-Ralph's  mediety. 

In  1406,  Tattefhall's  mediety  was  confolidated 
with  Cantelofe  ;  and,  October  12,  1433,  they  were 
perpetually  united  with  Fitz-Ralph's  mediety. 

In   1647,  Philip  Tennifon,  S.  T   P.    archdeacon 
of  Norfolk,  and  rector  of  Foulfham,  had  this  recto- 
ry, but   was  ejected  by  the  Protector,  to  make  way 
£4  for 
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for  Jeremiah  Coleman,  who  \vas  buried  here  in  1658, 
and  was  fucceeded  by  Thomas  Moore,  jun.  who 
published, 

Breach  upon  Breach,  or  an  acknowledgment  of  judicial 
breaches  made  upon  us,  occajioned  by  finful  breaches  made 
among  us,  with  injlruclion,  admonition,  and  encourage- 
ment,  yet  to  turn  to  Him  that  Jmites  us ;  being  the  firm,  of 
what  was  delivered  at  the  funeral  oj  Mr.  Jeremiah  Cole- 
man, late  preacher  of  the  G  of  pel  at  Hetherfet,  in  Nor- 
folk, February  i  S,  1658.  Published  in  quarto  at  Lon- 
don in  1659,  DV  Thomas  Moore,  jun.  his  fucceflor 
there,  who  was  outed  at  the  reftoration  of  Charles  II. 
in  1660. 

In  1704,  John  Goftlin,  M.  D.  prefident  of  Caius 
college,  by  will,  dated  February  10,  gave  the  patron- 
age to  that  fociety'. 

In  i  736,  the  Rev.  John  Berney,  A.  M.  the  pre- 

fent  reclor,  was  inftituted  at  the  presentation  of  the 
mafler  and  fellows :  he  is  now  D.  D.  archdeacon  of 
Norwich,  chaplain  to  the  bifhop,  reclor  of  the  two 
confolidated  reclories  of  the  Saxlinghams  in  Norfolk, 
and  of  the  reclory  of  St.  Clement  at  -the  Bridge  in 
Norwich. 

The  mafler  of  St.  John  of  Jerufalem's  Comman- 
dry  at  Carbrooke,  in  Norfolk,  had  fmall  rents  here, 
paid  by  the  lord  of  the  manor,  of  the  gift  of  the  an- 
cient lords. 

In  the  time  of  Edward  I.  John  and  Roger  Bigot 
were  owners,  but  we  do  not  find  them  ever  concern- 
ed in  the  manors. 

The 
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The  church  of  Hetherfet  hath  its  north  porcli  tiled, 
its  nave,  two  ailes,  and  chapels  leaded,  with  a  fquare 
tower  and  five  bells.  The  chancel  is  totally  ruinated 
and  part  of  the  nave  uled  as  a  chancel.  A  fmall 
fpire  was  a  few  years  fince  railed  on  the  tower,  at 
the  joint  expence  of  Dr.  Berney  and  the  parifhioners. 

In  our  Ladv's  chapel,  at  the  eaft  end  of  the  foutli 
aile,  is  an  altar  tomb,  having  the  portraitures  of  a 
knight  armed  cap-a-pee,  with  a  fword  hanging  from 
his  head,  which  lies  on  a  cufhion,  his  fpurs  on,  and 
a  lion  at  his  feet :  he  is  in  a  furcoat  of  his  arms, 
and  hath  his  fhield  of  them,  viz.  Bernak,  erm.  a  fefs 
G.  By  him  is  his  lady,  with  a  dog  at  her  feet,  and 
on  her  mantle  are  the  arms  of  Bernak  impaling 
Driby.

This  fir  William  Bernak,  knt.  and  Alice  his  wife, 
daughter  and  heirefs  of  fir  Robert  de  Driby,  km. 
were  buried  in  the  midft  of  the  dilapidated  chancel, 
from  whence  this  monument  was  removed,  through 
a  covetous  defire  of  the  lead  wherein  they  were  bu- 
ried, by  John  Flowerdew,  father  to  the  Baron.  It 
feems  the  chancel  was  rebuilt  by  them. 

In  St.  Thomas's  chapel,  at  the  upper  end  of  the 
north  aile,  is  a  fair-raifed  tomb,  wherein  lyeth  Ca- 
therine, modier  to  Baron  Flowerdew,  and  wife  to 
John  Flowerdew,  without  infcription.  In  the  fame 
place  lies  John  her  hufband,  and  Thomas  Flower- 
dew  ;  and  in  the  chancel  lies  buried  the  Baron,  and 
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for  want  of  a  grave-flone  at  his  friends  cofl,  is  co- 
vered with  one  from  the  grave  of  John  Cock  and 
Mary  Jay. 

On  the  fouth  fide  of  the  altar  rails,  Bokenham  and 
nineteen  coats ;  and  the  fame  on  an  achievement 
hanging  at  the  eaft  end  of  the  fouth  aile. 

Tombflones  to — Elizabeth,  the  wife  of  Hugh  Buck- 
enham,  Gent,  and  daughter  of  -Chriflopher  Flowerdew^ 
Gent,  who  died  Da.  '29,  1669. 

Hugh  Buckcnham,  fourth  fen  of  Wifeman  Buckenham, 
cf  We/Ion  in  the  county  cf  Suffolk,  Efq.  He  was  Jht- 
riff,  alderman,  and  Mayor  of  Jvoruiich,  and  being  bur- 
gefsfor  the  Jaid  city,  died  in  thatfervice  April  26,  1694, 
aged  60. 

Walfingham  Buckcnham,  ejq^  Jon  of  Hugh  Bucken- 
ham,  late  of  the  city  ef  Norwich,  efq.  He  dud  Aug.  9, 
1714,  aged  45. 

In  the  north  aile.  To  Jtofry  Bctts,  Gent.  Jleward 
to  the  earl  of  Pembroke  in  Wiltfhire,  who  died  May  15, 
1680,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  deceajed  June  24,  1663, 
he  aged  74,  Jhe  57. 

On  a  brafs.  Henry  Dawntre,  reclor  of  Intwood,  died 
in  1493.

The  hofpital  of  St.  Giles  in  Norwich  have  lands 
here,  now  held  by  the  corporation,

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In  i6-,S,  John  Rope,  gent,  of  Norwich,  gave,  for 
the  ufe  of  the  poor,  a  meffuage  called  Jeck?s,  in  Hc- 
therfet,  copyhold  on  Woodhall,  and  half  an  acre 
copyhold  on  Cromwell's  manor,  which  is  now  the 
QueenVhead,  and  is  rerttcd  at  i  ol.  per  ann.  the  clear 
income  of  which  is  annually  applied  by  the  feoHces 
in  cloathing  the  poor. 

Walfingham  Buckenham,  efq.  gave  a  houfe  and 
lands  for  the  life  of  the  poor,  now  lett  at  4!.  75.  6d. 
per  ann. 

The  part  of  the  old  town-lands,  which  remained 
after  thofe  taken  away  in  Edward'  VI's  time,  arc 
now  lett  at  2!.  per  ann.  Alice  Kettle  pays  a  rent 
charge  of  25.  6d.  per  ann. 

Mrs.  Alice  Goddard,  who  is  buried  in  the  church- 
yard, on  the  eaft  fide  of  the  north  porch,  gave  a 
crimfon  velvet  cufhion  for  the  pulpit  in  the  year  1 7  29. 

In  i  733,  Claude  Roberts  fitted  up  the  veftry,  gave 
three  brafs  fconces  for  the  pulpit  and  defk,  a  bible, 
common  prayer-book,  and  communion  table-cloth. 

THICKTHORN,  or  THICKHAM,  is  a  hamlet  to  this 
town,  which  takes  its  name  from  Alan  de  Thick- 
thorn  its  owner,  who  had  it  of  Stephen  le  Noreys ; 
and  in  1240,  Alan  fettled  it  on  Roger,  fon  of  Ro- 
bert de  Tbickthorn,  who  obtained  of  Henry  III. 
anno  1257,  liberty  of  trying  pleas  in  his  court  at 
Thickthorn.  In  1275,  Daniel  de  Thickthorn  lived 
here,  and  held  his  court ;  and  foon  after,  Ralph  at 
the  Thickthorn. 

In  queen  Elizabeth's  time,  Robert  Balle,  of  Lon- 
don, efq.  conveyed  it  to  Roger  Ramfey,  efq.  of  Nor- 
wich, 
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wich,  who  died  June  16,  1641,  lyth  of  Charles  I. 
feifed  of  the  capital  meffuage  called  Thickthorn, 
arid  three  hundred  acres  of  land,  held  of  the  honor 
of  Richmond,  at  three  quarters  of  a  fee.  It  be- 
longed afterwards  to  the  Howerdews,  and  fmce  that 
to  Ifaac  Motham,  efq. 

This  hamlet  is  on  the  left  hand  of  the  London 
road  from  Norwich  to  Hetherfet,  and  the  common 
belonging  to  it  ftill  retains  the  ancient  name.  It  is 
now  owned  by  Mrs.  Bates  of  Cringleford. 

CANTELOSE,  CANCELOSS,  CANTELOWE,  or  CANT- 
IEY,  was  a  part  of  the  manor  of  Hetherfet,  but  a 
feparafce  parifli,  widi  a  parochial  church,  and  eight 
acres  of  glebe,  in  the  time  of  the  Conqueror.  It 
took  its  name  of  Canteleefe  or  Cantelofe,  about  king 
Stephen's  time,  fignifying  the  leas'1'  or  lees  that  were 
tut  ojf>  or  feparated  from  the  parifh,  as  being  a  vil- 
lage by  itfelf,  totally  exempt  from  the  jurifdi&ion 
of  the  archdeacon  of  Norfolk,  for  it  paid  neither 
procurations,  fynodals,  nor  Peter-pence,  and  but  3d. 
carvage. 

When  Norwich  Doornfday  was  made,  fir  Robert 
Tatefhall  was  patron ;  and  it  was  a  rectory  valued 
at  five  marks,  and  had  a  redory  houfe  and  fifteen 
acres  of  glebe,  but  was  not  taxed :  the  whole  attend- 
ed Hetherfet  manor.  The  church  was  dedicated  to 
All  Saints. 

This  church  wras  eonfolidated  to  Hetherfet  in  1406, 
by  Henry,  bifhop  of  Norwich,  at  the  petition  of  fir 
Ralph  Cromwell,  knt.  and  the  parifhioners ;  it  be- 
ing certified  that  the  revenues  were  io  fmall,  that  it 

had 

*  Lee,  f.gnifios  lands  untilled,  and  fometimes  new  broken- 
up  ground. 
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Iiad  laid  void  becaufe  no  body  would  accept  it ;  and 
it  was  agreed  that  the  profits  fhould  be  divided  be- 
tween John  Chiiftmas  and  Thomas  Sawnders,  and 
their  fucceflbrs,  reclors  of  Hetheriet,  for  ever;  who 
ierved  the  church  alternately  as  a  free  chapel  till  the 
Reformation,  when  it  was  totally  demoliihed.  The 
place  where  it  flood  is  called  the  Old  Church-yard. 

There  was  an  ancient  family  firnamed  from  this 
hamlet ;  for  John  de  Gantelos  and  William  Bigot 
were  owners  here  in  Henry  Ill's  time. 

The  capital  melTuage  called  Cantlowe-hall,  in  Mr. 
Blomefield's  time  was  owned  by  Mr.  Arthur  Jenney. 

Thomas  Starling,  efq.  alderman  of  Norwich,  and 
mayor  of  that  city  in  1768,  (whofe  eflate  here  is 
freehold,  being  lately  manumifed  by  Edward  Atkyns, 
efq.  the  manor  lord)  has  built  a  neat  houfe,  with 
gardens  and  planting,  ac  the  fouth-weft  end  of  this 
village ;  as  has  alfo  the  Rev.  Dr.  Berney,  near  the 
church. 

This  town  is  five  miles  from  Norwich,  three  from 
Wymondham,  and  one  hundred  and  three  from 
London. 

INTWOOD,  or  INTWODE,  wrote  in  Doomfday- 
book,  INTWEDA,  belonged  to  earl  Ralph  at  the  con- 
queft,  and  to  Coleman,  a  free  man  of  bifhop  Sti- 
gand's,  in  the  Confeffor  s  time  ;  and  after  the  earl's 
forfeiture,  the  Conqueror  gave  it  to  Eudo  the  fewer, 
who  held  it  at  the  furvey,  when  it  was  worth  4!.  per 
ami.  being  a  league  long,  and  half  a  one  broad. 

Thorpe,  called  afterwards  Glorefthorpe  and  Gow- 
thorpe,  which  now  is  included  in  Swardeflon,  be- 
Jonged  about  half  of  it  to  this  manor. 
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The  antient  family  of  the  Tiviles  were  fettled 
here  very  early.  In  the  time  of  king  John,  and 
Henry  III.  Ralph  do  Tivile,  of  Intwood,  held  his 
manor  here  at  two  fees  ;  one,  of  the  antient  family 
firnamed  de  Riparijs,  and  the  other  of  William  Mar- 
fhal,  the  younger. 

In  1285,  the  nth  of  Edward  I.  John  de  Tivile 
was  lord  and  patron,  and  had  view  of  frank-pledge, 
affize  of  bread  and  ale,  and  all  power  of  the  lete, 
paying  lod.  to  the  king,  as  to  his  hundred  of  Hum- 
bleyard  ;  fo  that  this  town  was  by  that  rent  ex- 
empt from  the  jurifdiction  of  the  hundred-court, 
and  now  the  manor  was  held  of  the  honor  of  Albe- 
marie  ;  and  the  prior  of  St.  Faith  held  the  eighth 
part  of  a  fee  of  the  faid  John,  and  Thomas  de  Ti- 
vile of  Wefton.  This  John  fold  the  advowfon, 
and  lands  here,  to  Nicholas  de  Caftello. 

In  the  time  of  Edward  II.  Hugh  de  Tivile  wa* 
lord,  and  in  1313,  Thomas  Spriggi,  of  Monefle, 
was  lord  and  patron  ;  and  in  1349,  William  dc 
Buckenham  was  lord  and  patron,  and  had  free  war- 
ren here. 

In  the  3oth  of  Edward  III.  1356,  Bartholomew 
Appleyard  and  John  de  Erpingham,  citizens  of  Nor- 
wich, owned  it.  It  was  afterwards  held  of  the 
dutchy  of  Lancafler,  by  fir  John  de  Infula,  or  L'ille, 
kilt,  in  truft.  Nicholas  grandfon  to  Bartholomew 
Appleyard,  fold  it  to  Thomas  Wethcrby,  efq.  the 
rich  alderman  of  Norwich,  who  died  in  1445,  and 
left  it  to  Margaret  his  wife,  for  life,  and  then  to 
John  Jenney,  efq.  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  daughter 
and  heirefs  of  the  faid  Thomas. 

This 
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This  John  Jenney  was  third  (on  of  fir  John  Jcn- 
ncy,  knt.  He  died  in  1497,  when  William  Jenney, 
bis  grandfon,  inherited  ;  he  died  at  Intwood,  in 
i -)!•.?,  and  was  buried  under  a  large  flone  in  the 
chancel,  now  robbed  of  its  braffes. 

In  1.537,  the  sSth  of  Henry  VIII.  Cr  John  Hey- 
don.  knt.  and  others,  conveyed  the  advowfon  and 
manor  to  Richard  Blyant,  efq.  with  Swardefton  ma- 
nor and  advowfon  ;  but  fir  John  and  the  others, 
were  only  truftees  of  his  father,  John  Blyant,  who 
prefented  in  1517;  and  the  laid  Richard  Blyant,  efq. 
fold  it  to  fir  Richard  Grefham,  km.  of  London,  who 
died  in  1548,  feifed  of  the  manors  of  Intwood,  Kef- 
wick,  Svvainfthorpe  Hardvvick,  Swardeflon,  and 
Mulbarton,  leaving  John  his  fon  and  heir. 

In  the  3d  of  Edward  VI.  1549,  fir  Thomas  Gre- 
fham, knt.  entertained  John  Dudley,  the  great  earl 
of  Warwick,  in  his  journey  againft  the  rebel,  Kct, 
the  tanner,  at  his  feat  here,  which  he  foon  after  en* 
larged  and  finifhed,  in  the  manner  we  now  fee  it :  it 
flands  about  half  a  furlong  weft  of  the  church,  and 
is  now  called  Intwood-hall,  and  occupied  by  Mr. 
Matthew  Rackham. 

Sir  Thomas  Grefham,  knt.  built  the  Royal  Ex- 
change at  London  in  1567,  and  appears  lord  and 
patron  in  1568.  William  Grefham,  of  London, 
efq.  prefented  in  1571,  and  fold  it  about  1596  to 
Henry  Hobart,  efq.  with  the  manor  of  Swardefton; 
in  which  family  it  hath  continued  ever  fince,  the  ho- 
nourable Henry  Hobart  being  now  lord  and  patron, 
and  owner  of  the  village,  which  contains  the  hall, 
and  a  cQttage  or  two  only. 

The 
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The  church,  which  is  dedicated  to  All  Saints, 
hath  a  nave  eleven  yards  long  and  fix  yards  wide, 
tvith  a  chancel  and  fouth  porch,  all  tiled  ;  a  fleeple 
round  at  bottom,  and  oclangular  at  top,  in  which  are 
two  bells. 

A  brafs  plate  in  the  chancel  to  Cecily  Hirjl,  wife 
cf  William  Hirjl,  Gent,  daughter  and  heir  of  Edward 
Shelton,  of  Broome.  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  cfq.  who 
died  jfan.  28,  1619. 

There  is  a  large  ftone  robbed  of  effigies  and  an 
infcription,  but  we  find  that  William  Jenney,  efq. 
was  buried  under  it  in  1512.  By  the  font  there  are 
two  flones  for,  Robert  Hammond,  gent.  Auz.  15,  1678, 
#4,  and  Robert  his  Jon,  Aug.  14,  1687,  44. 

Anthony  Drury,  efq.  fecond  fon  of  fir  Anthony 
Drury,  of  Befthorpe  in  Shropham  hundred,  knt.  by 
Bridget,  daughter  of  John  Spelman,  efq.  of  Nar- 
burgh,  and  brother  to  fir  William  Drury,  wrho  died 
in  1639,  lived  here;  he  married  a  fifter  of  fir  Owen 
Smith,  knt.  of  Winfton,  and  (as  the  book,  intitled 
The  Grandeur  of  the  Law,  tells  us,  p.  229)  was  de- 
fcended  from  Robert  Drury,  of  Lincoln's-Inn,  efq. 
a  perfon  of  great  learning,  and  Speaker  of  the  Houie 
of  Commons  in  Henry  VII's  time. 

In  1401,  the  chapel  of  St.  James  the  Apoftle,  of 
Gowefthorpe,  or  Gowthorpe,  was  annexed  to  this 
church  of  Intwood,  and  O&.  23,  1597,  they  were 
confolidated  with  Kefwick. 

The  Rev.  William  Leech  was  prefeiited  to  this 
reclory  in  1743,  by  John  lord  Hobart,  created  earl 
of  Buckinghamihire  in  the  igth  year  of  George  II. 
1746. 

KESWICK. 
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K.ESWICK,  or  CASE-WIG,  i.  e.  the  cottages  upon, 
the  wic  or  winding  oj  the  river,  to  which  the  fituation, 
which  is  on  the  river's  fide,  exactly  anfwers;""  as 
KdfvHck  in  Cumberland,  by  the  fide  of  a  lake.  In 
the  Confeflbr's  time  it  was  a  beruite  to  Hcthel  manor, 
and  was  owned  by  Olf,  a  thane  of  that  king,  and 
by  Roger-  Bigot  in  the  Conqueror's  time  ;  it  was 
then  fix  furlongs  long,  and  five  broad.  Aitard  de 
Vals,  or  de  Vaux,  held  it  of  Bigot  :  and  the  king 
and  carl  Godric  had  the  whole  foe,  lete,  and  fupe- 
rior  jurifdiclion.  It  was  wrote  Chefewic  and  Kefe- 
wic  in  Doomfday-book. 

It  continued  in  the  Vaux's  family  for  many  ages, 
and  they  had  an  exemption  from  paying  toll  in  Nor^ 
wich,  for  the  produce  of  their  demeans  here. 

There  were  great  contefts  between  Jollan  de  Vaux 
and  the  prior  and  convent  of  Norwich,  concerning 
rights  of  commonage  in  Eaton  ;  but  things  being 
agreed,  he  became  a  good  benefactor  to  their  monaf- 
tery,  by  confirming  all  right  he  had  in  Eaton  to  the 
monks,  and  a  water-mill  in  Kefwick  called  the  Old 
Mill. 

The  priories  of  Norwich,  Thetford,  and  St.  Faith, 
had  poffeffions  here. 

In  the  13th  of  Edward  II.  1320,  Burga,  and 
John  de  Vaux,  her  ton  and  heir,  as  executors  of 
William  de  Vaux,  paid  102!.  to  the  king,  as  the 
remainder  of  the  account  of  the  faid  William,  who 
was  the  king's  receiver  for  the  revenues  of  his  caftle 
and  honor  of  Knarefborough  in  Yorkfliire.

*  Blomefield, 
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In  1347,  John  Sparrow,  of  Norwich,  was  lord: 
in  1349,  fir  John  Urford,  km.  and  Hugh  de  Curfoiu 
by  whom,  in  1365,  the  29th  of  Edwaid  III.  this. 
and  Vaux's  manor  in  Burgh  St.  Mary,  were  fettled 
on  William  Clere,  of  Ormcfby,  in  which  family  it 
continued  till  fir  Robert  Clere,  knt.  fold  it  to  fit- 
Richard  Grefham,  knt.  who  died  feifed  1549,  and 
it  hath  paffed  along  with  the  manor  of  Intwood  to 
this  day. 

The  church  was  dedicated  to  All  Saints,  and  in 
1505,  Robert  Curfori  was  buried  here,  and  gave  a 
good  legacy  to  repair  the  church. 

Oft.  23,  1597,  this  reftory  was  annexed  to  Int- 
wood, and  the  church  was  immediately  pulled  down. 
The  fleeple  is  round,  and  is  flill  Handing,  being 
very  fmall,  as  was  the  church,  which  had  a  nave, 
chancel,  and  fouth  porch  :  the  church-yard  is  plow- 
ed up  to  the  walls.  It  ftands  on  a  hill  between 
Hartford-bridges  and  Intwood,  on  the  fouth  fide  of 
the  river,  and  the  ruins  are  feen  fome  diftance. 
There  are  very  few  houfes  befides  the  hall  ;  the 
whole  village  belonging,  with  Intwood,  to  the  Hon. 
Henry  Hobart.  Mr.  Richard  Gurney  has  a  pretty 
villa  here,  which  he  has  improved  and  ornamented 
with  much  tafte. 

Towards  the  eaft,  on  the  fame  fide  of  the  river, 
on  a  promontory,  bounded  on  the  ibuth-eail  by  the 
river  Taiis,  are  feen  the  ruins  of  another  church, 
properly  enough  called  MarketfhalL 

KETERINGHAM,  or  KETHERINGHAM  ;  wrote 
KETRINCHAM  in  Doomfday-book.  The  church  is 
dedicated  to  St.  Peter  the  Apoftlc :  it  hath  a  iow  fquare 

fleeple 
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fteeple,   and  five  bells  ;  is  feventeen  yards  long,  and 
eight  broad,  and  is  tiled,  as  is  the  chancel  allo. 

It  was  re-dedicated  and  newly  hallowed  in  1335  : 
it.  was  appropriated  to  the  prior  of  Pentney,  who  as 
redor  had  a  houfe  and  filty-two  acres  of  glebe  ;  and 
the  vicarage  had  a  houfe  and  twenty-eight  acres  of 
glebe.  It  was  given  by  Robert  de  Vallibus  or  Vaux, 
the  founder  of  Pentney,  (who  came  with  the  Con- 
queror into  England)  and  was  confirmed  by  William 
his  Ion  and  heir.  It  now  (lands  at  61.  in  the  king's 
books  ;  and  the  portion  of  tithes  belonging  to.  the 
monks  of  Thetford,  was  43.  per  arm.  given  them  by 
Robert  de  Vaux. 

The  prior  of  Pentney  prefented  to  this  vicarage 
William  Ives,  who  is  buried  in  the  chancel,  his  ef- 
figy in  brafs,  and  this  remains  ;

And  in  15 15,  Richard  Wright  :  he  lies  buried  in 
the  chancel,  with  this  on  a  brafs  plate  ; 

In  the  Honoure  of  God  that  ys  moojl  of  Myght, 
Pray  for  the  Sowle  of  Sir  Richard  Wryght. 
On  whoje  Souk  Jeju  have  Mercy. 

After  the  diffolution,  Henry  VIII.  in  the  year 
1545,  granted  the  impropriate  reclory,  and  the  ad- 
vowfon  of  the  vicarage,  to  Robert  Rumbold,  alias 
Reynbald,  and  his  heirs,  to  be  held  in  capite  by 
knight's  fervice. 

The  advowfon  was  afterwards  in  the  family  of 

Thetford,  and  Thomas  Thetford,  eiq.  in  1607,  fold 

Fa  it 
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it  to  fir  Henry  Hobart,  knt.  William  Pafton,  and 
other  truflees,  for  the  ufe  of  iir  John  Heveningham, 
knt.  who  in  1611,  prefented  as  impropriator  and 
patron.  In  1697  Henry  Heron,  efq.  and  in  17^8 
the  late  Edward  Atkyns,  eiq.  prefented. 

The  chief  manor  of  this  town  belonged  to  Olf 
the  Dane,  in  the  Confeflbr's  time,  and  to  Ralj)h 
Fit-z-Walter  at  the  conquefl,  who  then  held  it  of 
Roger  Bigot ;  and  it  had  a  church  and  forty  acres ' 
of  glebe,  and  was  worth  3!,  per  ami.  being  a  league 
ng-,  and  half  a  league  broad. 

The  other  manor  belonged  to  Ketel  the  Dane, 
at  the  Confeflbr's  furvey  ;  and  was  held  of  Ralph 
Peverell  by  Warine,  at  the  Conqueror's. 

The  chief  manor,  called  afterwards  ARGENTEIN'S, 
or  KETERINGHAM  HALL  MANOR,  came  to  Robert  dc 
•Vallibus  or  Vaux,  from  Ralph  Fitz-Walter,  and  he 
held  it  of  Roger  Bigot.  This  Robert  came  in  with 
the  Conqueror  ;  and  in  the  8th  of  Richard  I.  1197, 
Aubrey  de  Vere,  earl  of  Oxford,  died  feifed  of  the 
head  manor,  though  one  third  part  of  the  town  re- 
mained flill  in  the  Vaux's,  and  was  after  called  Caf- 
telyn's  manor. 

In  1239,  Hugh  earl  of  Oxford  gave  it  to  Hugh 
de  Creffi,  in  marriage  with  Margaret  his  daughter, 
and  died  feifed  in  1262,  when  for  want  of  i flue  it 
.reverted  to  the  Veres,  and  Robert,  earl  of  Oxford, 
gave  it  in  marriage  with  Flora  his  fitter,  to  fir  Regi- 
nald de  Argentein,  knt.  and  they  held  it  in  1265, 
the  4gth  of  Henry  III.  Sir  William,  his  great 
grandfon,  married  Ifabcl  daughter  of  fir  William 
Kerdefton,  knt.  and  held  this  manor  in  1383  ;  and 
in  1390  their  three  daughters  were  heirs  :  Margaret, 

the 
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the   daughter  of  one  of  them,  had  this   manor,  and 

married  to  Buckenham,  of  whofe  truftee  the 

manor  was  purchafed  by  fir  William  Appleyard,  of 
Ketteringliam,  knt.  and  with  Emma  his  widow,  paf- 
fed  to  her  fecond  hufband,  fir  Henry  Grey,  knt. 
who  lived  at  Ketteringham,  and  lies  buried  in  the 
chancel  there. 

Their  effigies  in  brafs,  with  their  hands  conjoined 
as  praying,  remain  on  the  ftone ;  he  is  in  complete 
armour,  (landing  on  a  lion,  and  there  are  the  arms 
of  Brotherton  impaling  Grey,  and  Grey  impaling 
Appleyard. 

The  prefent  chancel  was  rebuilt  by  thefe  two,  and 
their  arms  remain  in  the  eaft  window  the  fame  as  on 
their  tombftone,  and  alfo  the  arms  of  England  and 
Grey  impaling.  There  are  alfo  the  arms  of  Fitz- 
Walter,  and  a  rebus  of  a  tun,  with  an  oaken  branch 
with  acorns  fixed  in  the  bung-hole.  In  the  middle 
pane  is  fir  Henry  Grey  on  his  knees,  in  cornpleat  ar- 
mour, with  Grey's  arms  fingle,  and  feveral  other 
coats  not  eafily  underflood.  By  his  will,  dated  in 
1492,  the  ;th  of  Henry  VII.  he  gave  his  manor  of 
Ketteiingham-hall,  after  their  deaths,  to 

Thomas  Heveningham,  efq.  fon  and  heir  of  fir 
John  Heveningham,  knt.  and  to  Ann  his  wife,  daugh- 
ter to  dame  Jane  Grey,  wife  to  the  faid  fir  Henry- 
Grey,  and  their  heirs,  with  remainder  to  William 
Grey,  efq.  of  Merton ;  and  thus  it  became  the  refi- 
dence  of  the  ancient  family  of  the 

Heveninghams,  who  had  their  firname  from  the 
town  of  that  name  in  Suffolk,  and  hath   been  very 
honorably  matched ;  and  if  we  may  credit  many  ac- 
counts, Jeffrey  de  Heveningham  was  lord  there  in 
F  3  Canute's 
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Canute's  time,  anno  1020;  but  as  the  former  part 
of  their  pedigree  does  not  relate  to  this  town,  we 
fhall  not  trouble  our  readers  with  the  account  of  the 
family  earlier  than  the  aforefaid 

Thomas  Heveningham,  efq.  the  great  favourite  of 
the  duke  of  Gloucefter,  who  fettled  an  annuity  of 
lol.  on  him  for  life,  out  of  his  manor  of  Roibing- 
Berneis  in  Effex :  he  died  in  1499,  and  is  buried  in 
the  chancel  here,  with  his  wife  Ann. 

The  tomb  is  on  the  fouth  fide  of  the  altar,  built 
in  part  into  the  wall,  the  brafs  plates  are  fixed  over 
it,  with  infcriptions  over  their  heads.  They  are  both 
'in  praying  poflures,  four  fons  and  four  daughters  be- 
hind them.  There  are  alfo  the  arms  of  Hevening- 
ham quartering  Redifham  ;  Courtney  impaling -. 

John  Heveningham,  efq.  fometimes  fliled  knight, 
fon  of  the  faid  Thomas,  fucceeded,  and  married 
Alice,  daughter  of  fir  Ralph  Shelton,  of  She] ion  in 
Depwade  hundred,  km.  he  died  in  1530,  and  is  bu- 
ried ih  the  chancel. 

Sir  Anthony  Heveningham,  his  fon  and  heir,  was 
made  a  knight  banneret  by  Henry  VIII.  and  married 
firft,  Catherine,  daughter  and  heir  of  fir  Philip  Cal- 
thorpe,  vby  whom  he  had  Henry  his  fon  and  heir, 
who  died  without  male  iffue,  as  did  Amy  their 
daughter,  who  married  fir  Edmund  Windham,  of 
Felbrigge,  knt. 

In  1546,  he  and  Mary,  daughter  of  fir  John  Shel- 
ton, of  Shelton,  knt.  his  then  wife,  held  the  manors 
of  Heveningham,  Ubbeflon,  Cookeley,  Walpole, 
and  Sibeton  in  Suffolk,  and  in  1557  he  held  the 
manor  of  Weflburrow-hall,  Sec.  in  Effex,  and  dying 

the 
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the  vear  following,  is  buried  by  his  firft  wife,  under 
a  tomb  on  the  north  fide  of  the  chancel,  which  hath, 
loft  its  infcription,  but  the  arms  of  Heveningham, 
and  thofe  of  Shelton,  with  the  fame  two  coats  im- 
paled, lately  remained.  She  re-married  to  Philip 
Appleyard,  cfq.  but  died  foon  after,  leaving 

Sir  Arthur  Heveningham,  knt.  her  fon  and  heir, 
who  about  1570  was  lord  of  this,  with  the  manors 
of  Frettenham,  Giffing,  Shropham  and  South  Wai- 
fham,  in  Norfolk,  Heveningham,  Sec.  in  Suffolk, 
and  Goldhanger  in  EfTex:  he  married  Mary,  daugh- 
ter of Hanchet,  of  Hertfordfhire,  who  died 

Nov.  g,  1633,  and  lies  buried  in  the  chancel.  He 
was  twice  fheriff  of  Norfolk,  was  knighted  bv  James 
I.  Jan.  2,  1617,  and  lieth  under  an  adjoining  ftonc, 
obiit  Oa.  8,  1630. 

Sir  John  Heveningham,  knt.  his  fon,  inherited  at 
his  death ;  he  married,  firft,  Catherine,  daughter  of 
Lewes  lord  Mordaunt ;  (lie  died  in  1602,  and  he 
married  again  to  Bridget,  daughter  of  Chriftopher 
Pafton,  efq.  of  Pafton  in  Tunftead  hundred:  fhe 
lies  buried  in  the  chancel,  with  the  arms  of  Heven- 
ingham impaling  Pafton,  obiit  June  9,  1624.  On 
anoiher  ftone,  Here  lieth  buried  the  body  of  John  Ht- 
Vfningham^  Knt.  ob.  17  June,  1633.  He  was  high 
fherifr  of  Norfolk  in  1615,  member  for  the  county 
the  3d  of  Charles  I.  and  was  fucceeded  by 

William  Heveningham,  efq.  his  fon  and  heir  by 
the  fccond  wife :  he  was  of  this  town  and  Hockwold 
in  the  hundred  of  Clackclofe,  and  married,  firft, 
Catherine,  daughter  of  fir  Henry  Walop,  of  Farley 
in  Hampfhire,  by  whom  he  had  no  iffue :  he  repair- 
ed the  houfe  and  chapel  at  Ketteringham  in  1648, 
made  the  plantation  of  trees  there,  and  was  high 
F  4  (heriff

fheriff  of  Norfolk  in  1635.  This  man  was  one  of 
the  Judges  of  Charles  I.  for  which,  at  the  Reitera- 
tion, he  was  tried  and  convicted,  and  all  his  eftate 
forfeited ;  but  being  one  of  thofe  nineteen  regicides 
that  furrendered  thernfelves  upon  the  proclamation 
of  the  6th  of  June,  1660,  he  was  pardoned;  and 
the  year  following,  Mary,  daughter  of  John  earl  of 
Dover,  his  fecond  wife,  obtained  a  patent  from 
Charles  II.  for  moft,  if  not  all,  of  her  hufband's 
eflate,  particularly  that  of  Heveningham.  and  this 
manor,  which  (he  enjoyed  for  her  life. 

On  the  north  fide  of  the  altar  is  a  handfome  mo- 
nument of  black  and  white  marble,  with  the  effigies 
of  a  man  and  woman,  each  having  a  child  by  them, 
in  a  praying  pofture  before  a  reading  defk,  and  to 
the  table  on  which  the  infcription  is  wrote,  is  fixed 
an  angel,  with  his  wings  expanded,  holding  an  infant 
in  fwaddling  cloaths ;  at  the'top  are  the  arms  of  He- 
veningharn  impaling  Gary. 

This  monument  was  erected  by  the  Right  Hon.  the  lady 
Mary  Heveningham,  for  her  deceajed  hujband,  herfelf, 
and  children,  the  daughter  and  grand-daughter  of  the 
Right  Hon.  Henry  and  John  Carey,  vifcounts  Rochford, 
barons  of  Hunfden,  and  earls  of  Dover,  and  of  Abigail 
countefs  of  Dover. 

Under  this  pyramid  of  marble  lies, 
Both  root  and  branch  of  noble,  progenies, 
His  matchlefs  lady  him  fecufd,  brought  home, 
In  peace  deceasd,  lies  umbragd  in  this  tomb, 
Where  undijlurbed,  may  their  Jlumbering  duft, 
Reft  till  the  Refurrettion  of  the  Jujl. 

Anno  Domini  1678. 

They 
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Thev  are  both  buried  in  a  vault  under  the  altar; 
his  coffin  and  bones  are  now  wholly  broken  to 
pieces,  which  feems  to  have  beeivdone  designedly, 
for  his  head  or  fcull  is  laid  upon  his  wife's  coffin, 
\vhich  is  very  entire  :  fhe  died  at  her  houfe  in  Jermyn- 
ftreet,  London,  Jan.  19,  1696;  in  the  fame  vauk  is 
a  child's  coffin. 

Sir  William  Heveningham,  their  fon  and  heir, 
was  knighted  at  Whitehall  in  1674  by  Charles  II. 
he  married  Barbara,  daughter  of  George  Villiers, 
vikount  Grandifon  of  Ireland,  by  whom  he  had 
Abigail,  his  only  heirefs,  who  married  Henry  Heron, 
efq.  and  they  fold  it  to  the  late 

Edward  Atkyns,  efq.  fon  and  heir  of  fir  Edward 
Atkyns,  knt.  lord  chief  baron  of  the  Exchequer, 
who  rcfided  at  Ketteringham-hall,  which  is  a  good 
feat,  in  a  pleafant  country,  about  five  miles  diflant 
from  the  city  of  Norwich,  and 

Edward  Atkyns,  efq.  his  fon,  is  the  prefent  lord 
and  patron.

There  are  monuments  in  the  church  for,  Barbara, 
the  yonngejl,  daughter  of  Sir  Arthur  Hevemngham,  knt. 
the  wife  of  Thomas  Bradley,  i  7  Sept.  1 634.  And  a 
brafs  fhcws,  that  William,  fon  of  Clere  Talbot, 
LL.D.  died  in  this  parifh  Aug.  29,  1635.  On'  the 
font  were  the  arms  of  RediQiam  and  Grey. 

In  the  chancel  is  a  brafs  platex  with  a  fmall  effigy, 
and  this,

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There  are  altar  tombs  in  the  church-yard  for, 
Henry,  fourth  Jon  of  Sir  Arthur  Hevc.ningham,  knt. 
•Aug.  17,  1657,  aged  71.  Thomas,  fecond  Jon  of  Sir 
Arthur,  11  Sept.  1651,  aged  67.  Lady  Gilbert,  eldejl 
daughter  to  Sir  Arthur,  April  1646. 

Thomas  Aid,  26  July,  1665,  72.  Ann  his  wife,  10 
April,  1664,  63. — This  man  was  a  wholesale  taylor 
in  Norwich,  and  railed  great  fortunes  there,  and  was 
father  of  John  Ayde,  or  Aid,  of  Hoi  (lead,  efq.  lord 
of  that  manor. 

CASTELYN'S  MANOR,  belonged  to  Ketel  the  Danev 
after  to  Warine,  of  whom  it  was  held  at  the  Con- 
queror's furvey  by  Ralph  Peverel,  and  parled  with 
Peverel's  manor  in  Great  Melton  ;  and  in  1237,  Oli- 
ver de  Vaux,  lord  of  Ketteringham,  granted  a  third 
part  of  this  town  to  Richard  de  Rupella,  or  Rokele, 
which  was  added  to  this  manor. 

In  the  13th  of  Edward  I.  1285,  Nicholas  de  Caf- 
tello,  or  Caftelyn,  (from  whence  it  took  its  name) 
was  lord  of  it,  and  had  all  privileges  in  his  manor 
allowed  by  the  Juflices  in  Eire,  on  condition  he  paid 
yearly  to  the  king's  hundred  of  Humbleyard  140!. 

In  1306,  it  was  held  by  William  de  Roos,  8cc.  of 
Roger  Bigot  earl  of  Norfolk:  in  1345,  William  dc 
Bokenham  held  it:  and  in  1364,  the  3gth  of  Ed- 
ward III.  fir  Thomas  de  St.  Omer  of  Brundall  had 
it;'  and  fo  it  patted  with  all  his  lands  thereto  belong- 
ing, in  Ketteringham,  Stanfield  in  Wymondham, 
Carleton  Curfon,  Intwood,  Cantclofe,  and  Hether- 
fet,  to  William  Parker  and  Stephen  Spelman,  citizens 
and  mercers  of  London,  in  1402. 
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In  the  loth  of  Henry  VII.  1495,  fir  Henry  Grey 
joined  it  to  Ketteiingham-hall  manor,  with  which  it 
now  continues. 

KANGHAM'S  MANOR,  very  anciently  belonged  to 
William  de  Kmeringham,  and  Peter  his  fon  granted 
part  of  it  to  William  de  Curibn,  of  Stanfield,  8cc, 
and  this  William  gave  it  in  marriage  with  Alice  his 
daughter  to  William  de  Kangham,  who  releafed  one 
part  of  it  again  to  Oliver  de  Ketteringham,  on  con- 
dition the  faid  Oliver  paid  for  the  faid  William,  to 
the  church  of  Ketteringham  St.  Peter,  25.  yearly,  for 
wax  to  be  burnt  before  the  crofs  and  altar  of  St. 
Mary  there. 

This  part  was  fold  in  1242,  the  26th  of  Hen.  III. 
by  Thomas  de  Ketteringham,  to  John  de  Houton  ; 
but  Kangham's  part,  which  was  much  the  largeft, 
was  held  by  the  Kanghams,  and  afterwards  fold  into 
three  parts,  which  in  1256  were  united  with  Rich, 
le  Curfon,  and  continued  with  Stanfield,  till  Henry 
Hevcningham  of  Ketteringham  purchafed  a  part  of 
it,  which  was  after  joined  to  Ketteringham ,  manor, 
and  the  other  part  flill  remains  with  Stanfield  in  Wy- 
mondham. 

The  prior  of  Pentney  had  a  manor  here  compofed 
of  divers  parcels,  given  by  the  lords  of  the  other 
manors,  viz.  Robert  de  Vaux,  Richard  de  la  Rokele 
and  Alice  de  Kangham.  The  whole  was  held  at  half 
a  quarter  of  a  fee  of  the  honor  of  Forncet,  and  at 
the  dillblution  it  was  granted  from  the  crown  with 
the  impropriate  rectory,  and  with  that  became  united 
to  the  other  manors. 

William  Curfon,  and  others,  gave  lands  here  to 
Wymondham  monaflery,  which  at  the  diffolution 

were 
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were  granted  to  fir  Edward  Clere.  The  prior  of  St. 
Faith's  had  6s.  rent  here;  and  in  1314,  the  prior  of 
Hauley  was  found  to  hold  the  fourth  part  of  a  fee 
in  Ketteringham,  of  John  Peverel,  which  was  after 
releafed  from  that  priory,  and  joined  to  Caftelyn's 
manor. 

The  monks  of  Norwich,  and  priory  of  Bungay, 
had  alfo  a  imall  intercfl  in  Ketteringham. 

The  Rev.  William  Wright  was  prefented  to  this 
vicarage  by  the  late  Edward  Atkyns,  efq.  in  i  761. 

MELTON,  GREAT,  (MELTON  ST.  MARY  with 
ALL  SAITNS)  or  MIDLE-TOWN,  called  in  Doomfday- 
book  MELTUNA,  had  two  churches  {landing  very 
near  one  another  in  the  fame  church-yard  ;  that  de- 
dicated to  St.  Mary  the  Virgin  is  now  {landing,  and 
is  in  ufe  ;  it  belonged  to  the  manor  of  Hacon  or 
Hakun,  in  this  town,  and  when  Norwich  Doomi- 
day  was  made,  Richard  Hakun  was  patron  of  it. 

The  church  is  twenty  yards  long,  and  fix  yards 
and  a  half  broad. 

In  the  chancel,  on  a  marble  is  this  ;  Here  lietk 
interred  the  Body  of  William  Younger,  Majler  in  Arts, 
and  Rec~lor  of  both  theje  Parities,  who  deceased  March 

the  6tk,   1661,  JEtatis  fuce  57. Frances  his  Relitf 

died  Oft.  17,   1665. 

On  another  ftone,  Bacon  impales  Bedingfield, — 
Elizabeth  Infant  Daughter  of  Francis  Bacon,  of  JVor- 
wich,  Efq;  and  Dorothy  his  Wife,  who  died  at  Nurft 
with  Rob.  Tilles  of  this  Town,  was  buried  July  21, 
1661. 

At 
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At  the  lower  end  of  the  nave,  there  is  a  (lone  for 
Thomas  Clarke,  21  May,  1689,  60,  and  Bridget  his 
Wife,  *8  Jan.  1672,  50. 

In  1527,  Robert  Rolleyn,  wax-chandler,  of  Nor- 
wich, after  the  death  of  Alice  his  wife,  gave  lands, 
Sec.  lying  in  the  town  and  field  of  Great  Melton, 
with  the  courfe  of  a  foldage  of  two  hundred  fheep, 
to  the  parifh  church  of  St.  Mary,  to  be  in  the  hands 
of  ten  or  twelve  perfons  (feoffees)  dwelling  in  the 
laid  parifh,  to  hold  to  them  and  their  afligns  for 
evermore.  The  church-wardens  for  their  year  to 
receive  the  profits,  out  of  which  6s.  8d.  to  be  yearly 
rcferved  towards  difcharging  the  parifhioners  of  the 
king's  taxes.  His  own  and  wife's  obit  to  be  kept 
in  the  church  yearly  on  Whitfunday,  with  Placebo, 
Dirigf,  and  Alafi  of  Rtquiem,  and  the  reft  to  repair 
the  church. 

In  1713,  an  acl  patted  (12  Anna  Seffion  i.)  by 
which  this  parifh  of  St.  Mary,  and  that  of  All 
Saints,  were  confolidated  and  made  one  rectory,  ad- 
vowfon,  and  parifh  ;  the  church  of  All  Saints  to  be 
pulled  down,  and  the  materials  to  be  laid  out  in  re- 
pairing St.  Mary's  church;  the  fume  officers  to 
lerve  both  pariihes  as  one,  &c. 

The  advowfon  was  afterwards  fold  to  Gonville 
and  Caius  college  in  Cambridge. 

The  advowfon  of  St.  Mary  always  attended  that 
manor  or  moiety  of  the  town,  which  from  the  own- 
er's name  was  called 

HAKUN,  or  HACON'S  MANOR,  which  Edwin,  a 
thane  of  the  Confeffjr's,  held  in  his  time.  The 
Conqueror,  and  the  earl  of  Norfolk,  had  the  foe  or 

iiiperior 
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fuperior  jurifdiclon,  and  Godric  the  fewer  then  held 
it. 

It  foon  came  imo  the  hands  of  the  Meltons,  of 
Great  Melton,  and  Thomas  de  Melton  Magna  had 
it  ;  his  fon  Jeffrey  fucceeded,  and  his  fon  William 
was  lord,  patron  and  reclor  in  the  loth  of  Richard 
I.  1199;  and  Thomas  Fitz-Walter  relcafed  it  to 
him  in  1200. 

In  1205,  the  6th  of  king  John,  Robert  Hacon 
bought  it,  it  being  then  held  ar  half  a  fee  of  Hu- 
bert de  Montchenfy's  barony.  In  the  24th  of  Hen. 
III.  1240,  William  de  Montchenfy,  capital  lord  of 
die  fee,  and  patron,  refidcd  here. 

In  1267,  Hubert  Hacon,  then  lord,  hindered  his 
tenants  paying  to  the  earl's,  or  fherifT's  turn,  or 
hundred-court,  for  which  he  was  impleaded  by  the 
crown  ;  but  on  paying  the  king  45.  ys.  per  ann.  he 
had  a  lete  and  view  of  frank-pledge  allowed  to  this 
manor,  and  free  warren,  and  fo  became  exempt 
from  the  hundred-court. 

In  1285,  the  I3th  of  Edward  I.  Simon  fon  of 
Hubert  Hacon,  conveyed  to  William  de  Montchenfy, 
capital  lord  of  the  fee,  the  advowfon  of  St.  Mary  ; 
and  in  1390,  John  Hacon,  of  Shouldham,  and  Hu- 
bert Hacon,  conveyed  many  lands  to  Simon  of  He- 
therfet. 

In  1302,  Hubert  had  the  manor  only,  and  fir 
Hugh  de  Vere,  knt.  had  the  lete  and  advowibn.  In 
the  5th  of  Edward  II.  1312,  they  were  fettled  by 
fine  on  Gilbert  Baliol,  who  in  1342,  conveyed  the 
advowfon  and  lete,  Sec.  to  fir  Richard  Talbot,  who 
prciented  in  1547,  in  which  fami'y  it  continued  till 

1680. 
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ifiSo.  In  1396,  fir  Gilbert,  then  lord  Talbot,  pre- 
fcnted  ;  and  John,  lord  Talbot,  was  created  carl  of 
Shrewsbury  in  1442,  by  Henry  VI.  in  his  aoth 
year. 

The  manor  continued  in  the  Hacons,  for  in  1432 
William  Hacon,  of  Ipfwich,  conveyed  it  to  John 
Hacon,  of  Wivetdn,  whofe  foil  Thomas,  of  Gley,  in 
1450,  fold  it  to  Robert  Toppe,  merchant,  and  al- 
derman of  Norwich,  who  died  in  1467  ;  and  his 
fon  Robert,  of  Great  Melton,  in  1487,  the  2d  of 
Henry  VII.  gave  the  manor  and  his  whole  eftate  to 
fir  Gregory  Lovell,  knt.  his  nephew,  and  to  Ann 
Lovell  his  fitter,  and  to  John  Toppe,  his  baitard 
fon,  divers  legacies. 

It  continued  in  that  family  till  1  534,  and  then  fir 
Thomas  Lovell,  knt.  iettled  it  on  Ambrofe  Wolly  : 
In  the  ^th  of  queen  Mary,  1557,  fir  Roger  Wode- 
houfe,  knt.  fettled  it  on  Henry  Drury,  as  truitee 
only  to  the  Lovells,  from  which  family  it  went  to 
Edward  Downes,  efq.  of  Melton,  who  married  Ga- 
therine  daughter  of  fir  Thomas  Lovelt,  of  Hariing, 
knt.  relief  of  fir  Thomas  Knevet,  of  Buckenham, 
and  of  Edward  Spring,  efq.  in  which  family  it  be- 
came joined  to,  and  remained  with  - 

PKVERELL'S  MANOR,  to  which  the  advowfon  of 
the  church  of  All  Saints,  with  the  chapel  of  Algar  s 
Thorpe,  always  belonged.  This  church,  fmce  the 
act  for  that  purpofe,  is  ruinated ;  the  fteeple  ii 
frjuare,  the  nave  is  twenty  yards  long,  and  the  chaii- 
eel  nine  ;  it  had  a  fouth  porch,  but  no  ailcs. 

On  a  flone  in  the  altar  are  three  coats  impaled. — 
To  John  Anguijh,  Efy.  of  Great  Melton,  who  died  on 
the  1 2th  of  Feb.  aged  79  years. 

On 
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On  another  (feme  adjoining To   the.  Memory  of' 

Major  Edmund  Anguijh,  April   10,    1694,   80;    and 
Anna  his  Wife,   061.  8,    1702,   81. 

In  the  north-eaft  corner  of  the  chancel  is  an  old 
arched  monument,  by  which  lies  a  flone — Edmund 
Aitguifli,  Efq;  Lord  and  Patron,  who  died  J\"ov.  5, 
1657,  at-  84. 

Peverel's  manor  was  owned  by  Ketel  the  Dane, 
in  the  Confeffor's  time  ;  and  in  the  Conqueror's 
time  was  held  of  Ralph  Peverel,  one  of  the  Nor- 
mans who  came  in  with  that  prince,  by  Garinus  or 
Warine.  It  was  a  league  and  three  furlongs  long, 
and  half  a  league  broad,  and  was  always  held  of 
the  Peverels  ;  for  in  i  204,  Gerebert  de  Sanclo  Claro 
held  it  for  life,  of  the  fee  of  William  Peverel  ;  but 
it  was  the  manor  only,  for  the  Peverels  had  the  ad- 
vowfora,  lete,  and  royalties,  as  capital  lords  all  the 
while. 

In  the  2d  of  Henry  III.  1218,  Matthew  Peverel 
held  here,  and  in  Bracon,  Ketteringham,  Carleton, 
and  Rivefhall,  four  fees  of  the  honor  of  Peverel. 

In  1250,  Henry  III.  granted  a  weekly  market 
and  fair  to  the  manor  of  Melton,  and  free  warren 
to  it  and  the  manor  of  Bracon-Afh,  and  affizc  of 
bread  and  ale  to  John  Peverel  ;  with  liberty  of  a 
ducking-ftool,  paying  i6d.  ob.  per  ann.  to  the  king's 
hundred- court,  for  the  exemption  from  its  jmifdic- 
tion. 

In  1298,  the  s6th  of  Edward  II.  fir  Hugh  held  it 
as  of  the  honor  of  Hatfeld-Peverel,  and  the  fame 
year  fettled  this  manor  and  advowfon,  on  himfelf 
and  lady,  with  remainder  to  fir  Robert  deBajocis, 

knt. 
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knt.  P1^  Maud  his  wife,  daughter  of  John  Peverel, 
in  fa'-  This  fir  Hugh  was  buried  in  Bodmin  prio- 
rVj  in  Cornwall,  to  which  he  was  a  benefactor. 

Sir  Robert  de  Bajocis,  Baieux,  or  Bayhoufe,  was 
of  the  antient  family  of  that  name,  owners  of  the 
honor  of  Baieux,  in  Lincolnshire.  John  de  Bajocis 
vas  juftice  itinerant,  and  confervator  of  the  king's 
royalties  and  wreck  in  Devonfhire  and  Cornwall,  in 
1218.  In  1302,  John  fon  of  fir  Hugh  Peverel, 
had  this  lordlhip. 

After  many  conveyances,  fettlements,  and  enfeoff- 
ments,  too  complex  and  uninterefting  to  follow,  we 
find  that  in  1372,  Maud  daughter  of  Robert  de  Ba- 
jocis, knt.  and  fifter  of  fir  Richard  de  Bajocis,  knt. 
releafed  all  her  right  in  this  manor  and  advowfon  to 
fir  William  Burton,  knt.  (this  fir  William  was  one 
of  the  juftices  of  the  King's  Bench  in  the  time  of 
Edward  III.  whofe  chief  feat  was  at  Tolthorpe  in 
Rutlandshire}  and  that  John  Peverel,  of  Melton, 
was  lord  of  a  moiety,  and  patron,  in  1395, 

The  advowfon  feems  to  have  remained  in  hands 
of  feoffees  till  1488. 

In  1523,  the  i4th  of  Henry  VIII.  fir  Gilbert 
Talbot,  the  younger,  kpt.  was  lord  and  patron  ; 
and  in  1543,  Thomas  Aftley  had  it,  in  right  of 
Mary  his  wife,  one  of  the  daughters  and  co-heircffes 
of  lady  Ann,  late  wife  of  fir  Gilbert  Talbot,  knt. 

In  1545,  Robert  Newport  fettled  the  third  part 
of  the  moiety  of  this  manor  and  advowfon,  on  fir 
John  Clere,  'knt.  In  1547,  Edward  VI.  licenced 
Anthony  Littleton,  to  alien  a  third  part  of  the  ma- 
nor to  Robert  Riches:  in  1548',  Thomas 'Aftley 
G  and 
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and  Mary  his  wife,  fold  their  third  part  to  ttr»  faj;^ 
Robert;  who  in  1575,  had  got  the  whole  mr^.^ 
and  fold  it  to  Robert  Dowries,  who  had  purchvfed 
the  other  moiety  before  1531. 

In  1589,  Robert  Downes,  efq.  of  Melton,  pre- 
fcntred  ;  and  in  the  jth  of  James  I.  1609,  fold  the 
whole  to  Thomas  Anguifli,  efq.  and  the  fame  year 
it  was  fettled  on  Edmund  Anguifli,  gent,  and  his 
heirs  :  he  was  fecond  fon  to  John  Angtiifh,  twice 
mayor  of  Norwich.  This  Edmund  prefented  in 
1631,  died  in  1657,  and  was  fucceeded  by  John 
Anguifli,  efq.  of  Melton,  his  fon,  who  prefented  in 
1680.  He  gave  it  by  will  to  John  fon  of  Edmund 
Wodehoufe,  efq.  of  Lexham,  who  married  Anna 
his  daughter  ;  he  was  lord  and  patron  in  1692,  and 
John  Wodehoufe,  his  fon,  fold  it  to  Edmund  Keene, 
elq.  and  by  the  particular  then  delivered,  it  appears 
that  the  whole  demeans  and  eflate  was  above  400!. 
per  aim* 

In  1701,  Edmund  Keene  was  lord  of  the  town, 
and  afterwards  one  of  the  fouth-fea  directors  :  he 
died  fmgle  at  Bath,  Jan  21,  1723,  but  before  his 
death  had  fold  Melton  to  Edward  Lombe,  efq.  who 
fettled  in  the  hall  here,  and  died  April  1738,  being 
fucceeded  by  his  brother,  the  Rev.  Mn  John  Lombe, 
fellow  of  Caius  college,  after  that  reclor  and  vicar 
of  Seaming,  then  reclor  of  Hethel,  and  late  of 
Sparham  and  Foxley,  on  whofe  death,  John  Hafe, 
efq.  his  nephew  and  heir,  fucceeded,  and  has  fince 
taken  the  name  of  Lombe. 

ALGARS-THORPE,  is  a  hamlet  to  Great  Melton  ; 
it  had  a  chapel  formerly  parochial,  dedicated  to  St. 
Mary  Magdalen,  but  now  long  fmce  demolifhed  ;  it 
flood  in  a  clofe  called  Maudlin,  or  Magdalen  Clofe  : 

Norwich 
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Norwich  Doomfday  fays,  that  then  the  rectors  of 
Melton  St.  Mary  and  All  Saints  took  all  th,e  profits 
belonging  to  the  chapel,  for  which  they  were  obliged 
at  their  charge  to  find  a  chaplain  to  ferve  in  it.  It 
had  baptifm,  burial,  and  all  figns  of  a  mother 
church,  and  feven  parifhioners  and  their  families  : 
it  is  ftill  called  Thorpe  hamlet. 

In  1476,  it  was  perpetually  united  to  Melton  All 
Saints,  though  the  chapel  continued  in  ufe  till  the 
diffolution.  In  the  Conqueror's  furvey  it  is  not 
named,  being  then  part  of  Melton,  which  was  given 
foon  after  to  one  Algar,  from  whom  it  took  its 
name. 

In  the  gth  of  Richard  I.  1 198,  Robert  de  Riflai 
fettled  on  Maud  priorefs  of  Can  owe,  and  that  con- 
vent, 75.  rent  here. 

Jeffrey  fon  of  Godfrey  de  Algarflhorpe,  gave  two 
acres  of  land  to  the  monks  of  Norwich,  wkh  the 
confent  of  fir  Hubert  Hacon,  of  Great  Melton,  his 
lord. 

The  principal  part  or  manor  of  Algars -Thorpe, 
belonged  to  one  Algar,  of  the  gift  of  Matthew  Pe- 
verel.  In  1*48,  the  326.  of  Henry  III.  John  le 
Breton,  for  fiding  with  the  French  king,  forfeited  it; 
and  in  1267,  Simon  de  Melton  was  fole  lord. 

In  1401,  Henry  Lomnor,  jun.  had  the  biggeft 
part,  which  joined  to  Hacon's  ;  and  the  other  parts 
afterwards  were  in  the  Wootons,  Flowerdews,  Cor- 
bets,  and  Davics. 

John  Lombe,  efq.  the  prefent  Lord,  refides  at  the 

capital  manor-houle  of  Great  Melton,  which  is  fi- 

G  9  tuated 
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ttiated  at  a  fmall  diftance  to  the  north-weft  of  the 
church,  amidft  many  flately  trees  ;  and  he  is  the 
owner  of  nearly  the  whole  pariQi,  having  within  a 
few  years  confiderably  enlarged  the  family  eftate  by 
Jmrchafes  ;  and  at  his  own  expence,  made  fpacious 
and  extenfive  roads  about  the  manfion-houfe,  around 
which  the  grounds  are  laid  out  with  much  judgment 
and  great  tafle. 

Though  this  part  of  the  country  is  rather  wood- 
bound,  the  grounds  are  fertile,  and  very  much  im- 
proved. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  Story  was  prefented  to  the 
united  re&ories  of  St.  Mary  and  All  Saints,  by  the 
mafter  and  fellows  of  Gonville  and  Gaius  college, 
Gambridge,  1774. 

MELTON,  LITTLE.  The  church  is  dedicated 
to  All  Saints,  and  hath  a  fquare  tower  and  three  bells 
joined  to  its  weft  end.  In  the  chancel,  on  a  monu- 
ment againft  the  north  wall,  are  die  arms  of  Scot- 
towe  and  Le  Gros. 

To  the  memory  of  Richard  Skottowc,  Gent,  who  died 
the  2%d  of  May,  1656,  Bridget  his  wife  (one  of  the 
daughters  of  Sir  Charles  le  Grofs,  of  Crojiwick  in  the 
county  of  Norfolk,  Knt.}  erected  this  monument.

March  13,  1683.  Sufannah  his  wife,  heirefs  of  Robert 
Well^  Eft;  cf  Rougham  in  Suffolk,  28  Jan.  1681. 

Elizabeth 
wife  of  Thomas  Scottowe,  Gent,  and  heirefs  of  Chrijlopher 
Coulfon,  Eft;  of  Great  Ayton  in  York/hire,  Auguft  51, 
1718. 
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A  mural  monument  on  the  fouth  fide  of  the  chan- 
cel hath  the  arms  of  Johnfon.  Sacred  to  the  memory 
of  T/wmas  Johnfon,  Gent.  Jon  and  heir  of  Mr.  Robert 
Johnfon,  who  died  June  7,  1714;  tfhd  alfo  of  Mrs. 
Mary  Johnfon,  his  eldejl  fijter ,  who  died  Aug.  29,  1716, 
bothfmgle  perfons. 

In  the  nave,  on  a  brafs  plate,  by  the  dcfk  :  Hire- 
under  lieth  the  body  of  Dorothy,  the  wife  of  Edmund 
Anguifh,  and  daughter  to  Robert  Marjliam,  Gent.  June 
9,  1004. 

In  1501,  Thomas  Batchcroft,  lord  of  this  town, 
was  buried  in  our  Lady's  chapel,  and  in  1558  Ro- 
bert Allen,  Gent,  was  buried  in  the  church. 

In  the  north  window  of  this  chapel  is  a  fhield,  on 
which,  S.  a  chev.  cr.  between  three  lions  ramp.  arg. 
and  in  the  fouth  aile  window,  arg.  a  chief  guL  over 
all  a  bendlet  az.  Cromwell. 

This  advowfon  was  given  in  the  21  ft  of  Henry  I. 
1121,  by  Ralph  de  Monte  Canifo,  or  Montchenfy, 
and  was  confirmed  by  Warine  de  Montchenfy  his 
nephew,  to  Gilbert  prior  of  Ixworth  in  Suffolk,  and 
the  convent  there,  to  which  it  was  appropriated  by 
pope  Honorius  II.  afterwards  the  reclory,  and  all  that 
belonged  to  it,  was  granted  to  the  vicar  and  his  fuc- 
ceffors,  paying  the  prior  a  perpetual  penfion  of  405. 
8d.  a  year. 

In  1538,  Henry  VIII.  in  his  2gth  year,  granted 
it  to  Richard  Codington,  of  Codington  in  Surry,  in 
exchange  for  the  manor  of  Codington,  along  with 
the  manor  of  Ixworth,  Sec.  and  he,  with  other  truf- 
tees,  in  1554  fold  it  to  Francis  Chamberlain,  of  Great 
Melton,  who  in  1361  held  it  in  capite,  with  the  glebes 
G  3  and 
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and  tithes  thereto  belonging,  till  by  deed,  dated 
May  8,  1577,  the  igth  of  Elizabeth,  he  conveyed 
them  to  Emanuel  college  in  Cambridge,  which  hath 
prefented  to  the  vicarage  ever  fince. 

In  1691,  Gawen  Nafh,t  one  of  the  minor  canons, 
and  vicar  of  this  church,  was  deprived  for  not  taking 
the  oaths  to  king  William  III. 

This  town  belonged  to  Edwin  in  the  Conqueror's 
time,  who  fettled  it  at  his  death  on  the  abbey  of  St. 
Eennet  at  Holm  in  Ludham ;  and  at  the  furvey  was 
then  held  by  Godric  the  fewer,  on  earl  Ralph's  for- 
feiture. 

Little  Melton  was  one  mile  and  an  half  long,  and 
one  mile  and  one  furlong  broad:  it  was  called  in 
the  abbey  deed,  Medeltun  the  Lefs,  or  the  Middle 
Town.  Henry  II.  fern  a  precept  to  the  fherifF  of 
Norfolk,  that  the  abbot  of  St.  Bennet  fhould  hold 
quietly  this  manor,  which  Hubert  de  Montchenfy  had 
difleifcd  him  of  during  the  war. 

In  the  56th  of  Henry  III.  1272,  Reginald  de  Ar- 
gcntein  purchafed  feveral  lands  here,  and  held  one 
part  of  the  manor  at  the  fixteenth  part  of  a  fee  of 
Aylmer  de  Valence,  earl  of  Pembroke. 

In  1445,  the  23d  of  Henry  VI.  William  Wymer 
fettled  it  on  John  Alyngton,  jun.  efq.  and  in  the 
25th  of  Henry  VIII.  1534,  Giles  Alyngton  fold  it 
to  Elizabeth  Marfham,  widow,  when  it  extended  into 
all  the  Meltons,  Hetherfet,  Bawburgh,  and  Colney. 
She  was  widow  of  John  Marfham,  mayor  of  Nor- 
wich, who  was  buried  in  the  chancel  of  St.  John 
Maddermarket  in  Norwich,  anno  1525. 

In 
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Tn  1,567,  the  gth  tf  Elizabeth,  Ralph  Mariham, 
of  Norwich,  grocer,  Mas  fole  lord:  he  married  a 
daughter  of  Hamon  Chxton,  of  Livermere  in  Suf- 
folk, and  left  it  to  Room  Mar/ham,  his  fon  and 
heir,  who  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Robert 
Downes,  of  Bodney  and  Sreat  Melton,  who  had  rirll 
Edward  Marfliam,  of  Litde  Melton,  lord  in  1612, 
who  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Ed- 
mund Grey,  of  Bunwell  in  Norfolk ;  fecond,  John 
Marfham ;  third,  Thomas  Marfham,  alderman  of 
London,  from  whom  defcended  fir  Robert  Marfham, 
of  Winfarthing,  created  lord  Romney  in  1716  by 
George  I.  The  manor  was  fold  about  1620,  for 
then  it  appears  by  a  particular  made  for  its  fale  that 
it  was  lett  at  I2r,l.  per  ami.  and  contained  above  two 
hundred  and  eighty  acres,  and  the  Freehold  Rems 
belonging  to  it  were  3!.  125.  2d.  per  ann.  mofl  hav- 
ing been  manumifed  by  the  Marfhams. 

In  1623,  Thomas  Saver  and  William  Barker  fet- 
tled it  on  Laurence  Sotherton,  gent,  and  his  heirs. 

In  1636,  Auguftine  Scottowe,  gent,  died  feifed  of 
Melton  Parva;  and  it  continued  in  this  family  till 
Thomas  Scottowe,  of  Norwich,  gent,  fold  it  to  fir 
Benjamin  Wrench,  knt.  M.  D.  of  the  faid  city,  who 
was  lord,  and  fold  it  to  Edward  Bacon,  of  Earlham, 
efq.  M.  P.  the  prefent  lord  and  owner. 

MELTON-HALL,  HERTFORD,  or  HEREFORD'S  MA- 
NOR, belonged  to  Roger  de  Melton  Parva  abouc 
1180,  and  Roger  his  grandfon  fold  to  Mr.  Vincent 
de  Bek,  all  his  lay-fee  and  freehold,  which  he  held 
of  William  of  Great  Melton,  in  order  to  enable  him 
to  go  in  pilgrimage  to  the  Holy  Land. 

04  :  *« 
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In  the  8th  of  Edward  I.  i  r8o,  William  de  Here- 
ford (from  whom  it  took  itf  name)  owned  it ;  and 
in  1323,  William  de  Hertfo-d  held  it  at  the  8th  part 
of  a  fee  of  the  earl  of  Pembroke,  and  John  Dames 
Jiad  it  foon  after. 

In  1338,  the  1 2th  of  Edward  III.  by  the  name 
of  Burfield's  manor,  an  eighth  part  of  it  was  fettled 
on  John  Skilman;  and  in  1345,  it  was  found  that 
the  heirs  of  William  de  Bek  held  it. 

In  1371,  the  feoffees  of  Margaret,  widow  of  Ralph 
de  Bocking,  releafed  it  to  John  Dunning,  and  his 
heirs. 

In  the  sd  of  Edward  IV,  1401,  Thomas  de  Blick- 
ling  held  it,  but  he  being  a  minor,  it  was  in  the 
king's  hands ;  and  in  1418  it  was  fold  by  John  Swan 
arid  Richard  Monefle  to  John  Brifton,  efq.  Sec. 

In  1459,  the  37th  of  Henry  VI.  Robert  Allen, 
fen.  of  Earlham,  and  Henry  Spelman,  mortgaged 
it  to  Simon  Thornham,  8cc.  for  one  hundred  and 
ten  marks;  and  in  1501,  Thomas  Batchecro ft,  of 
Melton-Parva,  gave  it  to  Chriftian  his  wife,  by  will, 
for  life,  and  then  to  be  fold. 

In  1574,  the  i6th  of  Elizabeth,  Richard  Calle, 
of  Melton,  gent.  8cc.  fold  it  'to  Nicholas  Sotherton, 
jun.  of  Norwich,  gent,  in  whofe  family  it  afterwards 
became  joined  to  Melton  Parva  manor. 

The  Rev.  Gervas  Holmes  was  prefented  to  this 
vicarage  by  the  matter  and  fellows  of  Emanuel  col- 
lege, Cambridge,  in  1771,  on  the  refignation  of  the 
Rev,  Mr. 'Potter,  who  fucceeded  the  Rev.  Mr.  John 

MERKESHAIX 
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MERKESHALL,  or  MARKETSHALL,  in  Doomf- 
day-book,  MARKESHALLA,  it  being  at  that  time,  the 
mark  out  of  the  great  lake  at  the  divijion  of  the  rivers* 
though  by  corruption  it  is  now  called  MATTISHALL. 
The  whole  village,  as  well  as  the  church,  is  dilapi- 
dated, there  being  only  one  farm  houfe  in  ifs  pre- 
cincl,  which  was  lately  built  by  the  Pettus'  family, 
called  Mattifhall-hall,  where  the  farmer  lives  that 
occupies  the  whole. 

This  village  belonged  in  the  ConfefTor  s  days  to 
Godwin,  a  free  man  of  bifhop  Stigand.  At  the 
conqueft  it  belonged  to  Ralph  Beaufoe,  was  worth 
ill.  a  year,  had  a  free  man  that  held  fix  acres  in 
Dunfton,  which  belonged  to  this  manor,  of  which 
.the  king  and  earl  had  the  foe  or  lete  ;  and  the  town 
was  then  fix  furlongs  long,  and  five  broad. 

Afterwards  it  belonged  to  Hubert  de  Ria  or  Rhyff, 
being  fettled  on  him  by  the  Beaufoe  family,  when 
Henry  his  fon  married  Agnes  de  Beaufoe.  This 
Hubert  gave  the  tithes  of  his  demeans  in  Merkefhall 
to  the  monks  of  Norwich, 

On  the  divifion  of  the  barony  of  Rhye,  this  went 
to  Ifabel,  'who  married  for  her  fecond  hufband,  Ro- 
ger de  CrefTi,  who  had  a  daughter  named  Ifabel, 
married  to  Alexander  de  Poringland,  and  before  that, 
to  William  de  Merkefhall,  whofc  fon  Peter  de  Merke- 
fhall was  Jord  here,  and  after  him  fir  William  de 
Merkefhall,  knt.  his  fon,  whofe  widow,  Margery 
daughter  of  fir  John  de  Vaux,  was  a  benefadrefs  to 
Norwich  priory. 

Aliva  the  other  heirefs  to  Rliye  barony,  married 
John  le  Marfhal,  and  had  in  this  town  and  Caftor 
adjoining,  rents  of  ill.  per  ann.  which  fhe  convey- 
ed 
*  Blomefield. 
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cd  to  Robert  de  Mautby,  who  in  1267,  the  51  ft  of 
Edward  III.  fold  part  of  them  to  Roger  le  Bigot  ; 
and  in  1274,  this  part  was  efteemed  as  a  manor, 
for  the  earl  Marfhal  held  a  manor  in  MerkeQiall, 
and  had  free  warren  to  it. 

In  the  5th  of  Richard  II.  1382,  fir  William  de 
Merkefhall  granted  this  advowfon  to  Norwich  monks, 
but  a  law  fuit  enfued,  and  it  was  proved  that  it  had 
been  fold  to  Roger  Bigot. 

In  1284,  the  faid  Roger  agreed  for  the  whole  of 
the  manor  with  fir  William,  and  it  was  fettled  on 
him  and  his  heirs,  and  he  had  view  of  frank-pledge, 
affize  of  bread  and  ale,  and  all  royalties  allowed 
him  to  his  village  of  Merkefhall,  paying  1 2d.  a  year 
to  the  king,  to  his  hundred  of  Humbleyard  ;  from 
the  jurifdiclion  of  which  this  village  was  exempt  by 
the  faid  payment. 

In  1306,  the  34th  of  Edward  I.  the  manor  and 
advowfon  was  fettled  on  Giles  de  Munpynzoun,  and 
lady  Ghriflian  his  wife,  who  prefented  in  1310. 

In  1343,  Nicholas  Deveros  had  it,  and  in  1349 
it  was  fettled  on  Thomas  Moyne,  who  died  feifed 
in  1362,  leaving  it  to  Edmund,  his  fon  and  heir. 

In  1384  it  belonged  to  Simon  and  Roger  Blick- 
ling,  of  Norwich  ;  and  it  was  fettled,  in  1386,  on 
Henry  Luminor  and  William  his  fon,  of  London  ; 
and  in  1395,  to  Henry  Luminor,  fen.  of  Norwich. 
In  1408,  he,  and  Thomas  Moigne  or  Monk,  of 
Merkefliall,  fettled  it  on  Edmund  Warner,  of  Nor- 
wich, in  truft  for  William  Morley,  efq.  whofe  daugh- 
ter Margery  had  it  in  1441. 

la 
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In  1451,  John  Yelverton,  efq.  was  lord  of  the 
manor  of  Merkefhall,  called  MONK'S  MANOR,  of 
Luminor  hall.  About  1520  we  find  it  in  James 
Helmes,  efq.  who  was  fucceeded  by  his  fon,  Wil- 
liam Helmes,  of  Rackheath,  gent,  who  about  1568, 
fold  it  to  Thomas  Pettus,  alderman  of  Norwich, 
with  Rackheath.  8cc.  in  which  family  it  hath  conti- 
nued ever  fince,  fir  Horace  Pettus,  bart.  being  the 
laft  lord. 

Lady  Pettus  has  this  eflate  for  life,  remainder  to 
her  daughters,  who  married  John  Richard  Dafh- 
wood,  efq.  of  Cockley  Cley  in  South  Greenhoe 
hundred. 

The  church  was  dedicated  to  St.  Edmund  the 
King  and  Martyr,  and  {lands  on  a  point  or  pro- 
montory, like  the  chapel  of  that  martyr,  which  flood 
at  the  very  north-weft  extremity  of  the  county,  from 
thence  called  St.  Edmund's  Point,  in  Hunflanton  ; 
it  never  had  a  fleeple,  but  only  a  nave,  and  chancel, 
the  firfl  about  ten  yards  long  and  eight  broad,  the 
latter  about  the  fame  length,  and  about  fix  yards 
broad,  The  only  houfe  in  the  parifh  flands  about 
two  furlongs  fouth  of  it ;  the  ruins  are  flill  percep- 
tible at  fome  diftance. 

In  1525,  William  Pafton,  efq.  having  obtained 
a  grant  of  this  turn,  of  James  Helmes,  efq.  he  pre- 
fented  Wrilliam  Woodward,  prieft,  not  as  formerly, 
to  a  re&ory,  but  to  a  free  chapel  ;  by  means  of 
which,  at  the  diffolution,  it  was  demolifhed,  the 
glebe  and  profits  feifed,  which  were  then  valued  at 
61.  6s.  per  ann.  Woodward  was  returned  not  re&or, 
but  cuilos  or  mafler  of  it,  and  had  a  penfion  for 
life  affigned  him  as  cultos,  of  si.  155.  6d.  which 
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we  find  paid  him  in  1553,  and  then  it  was  totally 
left  dut  of  the  king's  books,  and  the  whole  loft  for 
a  time  ;  but  in  1608,  it  being  found  that  it  was  a 
prefentative  rectory,  formerly  valued  in  the  king's 
books  at  3!.  6s.  8d.  it  was  reinftated,  and  the  king 
prefented  Thomas  Twaits,  A.  M.  to  it,  by  lapfe  of 
time,  and  he  having  fome  trouble  in  recovering  the 
arrears,  compounded  it  at  lafl  with  the  patron  ;  fo 
that  in  1609,  fir  John  Pettus,  knt.  prefented. 

In  1695,  March  16,  it  was  confolidated  to  the 
adjacent  re&ory  of  Caftor  St.  Edmund,  with  the 
confent  of  fir  John  Pettus,  bart.  and  now  it  remains 
by  virtue  of  the  confolidation,  part  of  Caftor,  though 
this  is  in  the  hundred  of  Humbleyard,  and  Caftor 
in  that  of  Heiiftead,  being  divided  only  by  the  ri- 
ver Taiis,  which  runs  between  them,  feparating 
thofe  hundreds. 

MULBARTON,  wrote  MOLKEBERTUNA  in  Doomf- 
day-book,  MOLKE,  MYKIL,  MUCHE,  or  GREAT  BAR- 
TON, was  owned  by  Ordinc,.  a  thane  of  the  Con- 
feffor's  ;  and  by  Roger  Bigot,  and  Ralph  de  Beau- 
foe,  in  the  Conqueror's  time,  when  it  was  fix  fur- 
longs long,  and  five  broad,  and  had  a  church  and 
fifteen  acres  of  glebe,  then  worth  two  fhillings. 

Hubert  de  Rhye  was  lord  here  in  the  latter  end  of 
the  Conqueror  s  time,  and  about  1184,  gave  it  to 
the  monks  of  Chrift-church  in  Canterbury  ;  and  in 
king  Stephen's  time  they  exchanged  it  with  Henry 
his  fon,  for  the  advowfon  and  manor  of  Deopham  ; 
and  accordingly  it  was  held  of  the  barony  of  Rhye, 
as  of  the  manor  of  Hingham. 

It  after  came  to  Robert  Fitz-Roger,  and  then  to 
|he  St.  Omers,  who  held  it  of  him.  William  de 

S  ancle 
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Santlo  Audomaro,  Omero,  or  St.  Omer,  was  the 
firft  lord  of  that  name,  and  lived  in  the  time  of 
Henry  III.  and  was  fucceeded  by  Thomas  his  Ion, 
who  manied  Petronilla  widow  of  Ralph  de  Tony  ; 
and  in  1267,  he  held  the  hundred  of  Grimfhoe  and 
Saham  Tony  manor,  during  her  life.  In  1275,  he 
was  jufHce  itinerant  in  Cambridgefhire,  and  had  a 
charter  of  free  warren,  and  a  fair  here  .confirmed, 
which  was  firft  granted  to  William  his  father,  with 
free  warren  and  a  fair  at  Brundall,  by  Henry  III.  in 
the  38th  year  of  his  reign,  1253. 

In  1285,  upon  the  Quo  Warranto  brought  for 
every  manor  in  the  county,  to  fet  forth  and  prove 
their  feverai  liberties,  this  Thomas  claimed  view  of 
frank-pledge,  affize  of  bread,  and  ale,  and  all  things 
belonging  to  a  lete,  and  had  it  allowed  :  he  alfo 
claimed  liberty  of  infangenthef,  and  accordingly 
ere&ed  a  gallows  here  ;  and  this  year  one  Walter 
Godwvne,  of  Carleton,  taken  in  this  manor,  and 
convided  of  felony  by  Nicholas  de  Monuer,  of 
Carleton,  in  this  court  fufficiently  proved,  was  con- 
demned and  hanged ;  but  it  appearing  that  this  Tho- 
mas de  St.  Omer  was  the  firft  that  ere£led  a  gallows 
here,  and  that  without  the  king's  grant,  or  the  ma- 
nor having  the  liberty,  it  was  ordered  that  he  fhould 
be  diffeifed  of  fuch  liberty,  and  the  gallows  pulled 
down.  At  his  death  he  fettled  fufficient  revenues 
out  of  his  lands  here,  on  the  pittancer  of  Norwich 
cathedral,  to  keep  his  anniverfary  for  ever,  and  to 
treat  the  convent  on  that  day.  This  he  did  no 
doubt  with  a  view  to  atgne  for  the  murder,  and  to 
appeafe  the  church,  who  were  then  ever  willing  to 
compound  for  crimes  at  die  expence  of  humanity 
and  religion*

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He  left  two  daughters,  his  hcireflcs  ;  Elizabeth 
married  Thomas  Waryn,  who  releaied  all  right  in 
the  manors  of  Mulbarton,  Ketteringharn,  and  Brun- 
dall,  in  Norfolk,  to  fir  William  dc  Hoe,  knt.  and 
Alice  his  wife,  half  fifter  to  the  faid  Elizabeth  ;  but 
the  advowfon  of  the  town  continued  in  fir  William 
de  St.  Omer,  knt.  till  his  death,  and  after  in  Eliza- 
beth his  relict,  till  her  death  ;  and  then  the  whole 
centered  in  the  Hoe  family,  and  fir  William  de  Hoe 
firft  prefented  here  in  1367.  He  built  the  prefent 
church  and  tower,  in  the  chancel  of  which  he  and 
his  lady  were  interred  ;  he  adorned  the  window* 
with  the  portraits  of  himfelf  and  lady,  and  her  fa- 
mily and  their  arms.  Till  lately  one  of  the  north 
windows  had  in  it,  the  pictures  of  fir  Thomas  de 
St.  Omer,  on  his  knees,  in  armour,  with  his  fword 
by  his  fide,  and  his  arms  on  his  furcoat,  and  his 
lady  in  the  fame  pofture  behind  him,  with  the  arms 
of  St.  Omer  and  Malmains  ;  alfo  his  daughter  be- 
hind them  ;  and  oppofite  was  fir  William  Hoe,  and 
the  faid  Alice  his  wife,  in  the  fame  pofture  ;  over 
the  former  were  the  arms  of  Malmains,  over  the 
lawer  were  St.  Oiner's  arms  ;  at  the1  top  of  the  win- 
slow  were  the  arms  of  Hoe,  and  at  the  bottom  this, 

pour  lf.i  almez  Monfieur  Thomas  Scntomtris,  <lf 
Perindk  la  Funme. 

This  fir  William  was  a  great  warrior,  and  a  man 
of  figure  in  his  time,  ierving  in  the  French  wars 
many  years,  being  one  of  the  favourites  of  John  earl 
of  Somerlet,  governor  of  the  garrifon  at  Calais,  un- 
der whom  he  ferved.  In  1386,  being  then  captain 
of  the  caftle  of  Oye,  he  had  the  king's  licence  for 
two  years  to  vifit  the  Holy  Land,  and  to  appoint  his 
brother  his  deputy  there:  he  died  in  the  year  1410, 
aged  76,  and  was  futceedcd  by  Thomas  his  fon  and 

heir 
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Beir:  he  prefented  by  the  name  of  Thomas  Hoe, 
dq.  but  he  was  foon  after  knighted.  In  1436,  he 
was  lent  to  fupprefs  the  rebellion  about  Caux  in  Nor- 
mandy, where  he  conquered  the  rebels  and  wafted 
their  country. 

In  the  23d  of  Henry  VI.  1445,  he  was  elected  a 
Knight  of  the  Garter,  and  employed  again  in  the 
French  wars,  where  he  merited  fo  well,  that  he  was 
created  a  baron  ,of  the  realm,  by  the  title  of  lord 
Hoe  and  Haftings,  and  was  iummoned  to  parliament 
accordingly;  he  was  alfo  keeper  of  the  feals  in 
France,  and  afterwards  chancellor  there :  he  had  three 
wives,  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir  to  lir  Thomas 
Felton,  knt.  by  whom  he  had  one  fon,  Thomas, 
who  died  before  him ;  the  fecond  was  Elizabeth, 
daughter  and  heir  to  Nicholas  Witchingham.  efq. 
by  whom  he  had  only  one  daughter,  Ann ;  the  third 
was  Eleanor,  daughter  to  Leo,  lord  Wells,  by  whom 
he  had  three  daughters  ;  but  upon  this  laft  match 
this  manor  was  fettled  on  Thomas  de  Hoe,  efq.  his 
half-brother  and  heir. 

This  lord's  will  is  dated  Feb.  12,  1454,  by  which 
'  he  fettled  twenty  marks   per  arm.  on  Battle  abbey, 
for  two  monks  to   fing   perpetually  for  him   and  his 
anceflors  at  St.  Bennet's  altar  in  their  church. 

Thomas  de  Hoe,  efq.  died  in  1485,  and  fettled 
this  manor  and  advowfon  on  Ann,  only  daughter  of 
the  lord  Hoe,  by  Elizabeth  Witchingham,  on  her 
marriage  to  fir  Jeffrey  Boleyn,  knt.  ibmetime  lord 
mayor  of  London,  who  died  feifed,  as  did  Ann  his 
widow. 

Sir  William  Boleyn,  knt.  of  Blickling,  fuccecded, 
And  by  his  will,  dated  in  1505,  he  entailed  it  on 

Thomas 
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Thomas  his  fon,  who  enjoyed  it  after  him  ;  he  was 
earl  of  Wilts,  Ormond,  and  Rochford,  and  in  the 
year  1535,  the  28th  of  Henry  VIII.  fold  it  to  John 
Grefham,  efq.  and  it  was  inherited  by  fir  Richard, 
and  then  by  fir  Thomas  Grefham,  knt.  who  was 
lord  in  1575,  and  in  1579,  William  Grefliam,  efq. 
of  London,  had  it,  who  mortgaged  it  to  Francis 
Cuddon,  gent,  who  came  and  dwelt  here  ;*  and  in 
1599,  the  faid  William  and  Frances,  joined  and 
fold  it  to  fir  Edwin  Rich,  knt.  who  was  defccnded 
from  Richard  Rich,  of  the  Middle-Temple,  efq. 
chirographer  of  the  court  of  Common  Pleas,  reader 
of  that  fociety,  and  lord  high  chancellor  of  Eng- 
land, iii  the  time  of  Henry  VIII.  and  Edward  VI. 

At  the  north-weft  part  of  the  church,  on  the  north 
xvall,  is  a  monument  for  this  fir  Edwin,  with  the 
arms  of  Rich  at  the  top,  viz.  gul.  a  chev.  between 
three  crofiets  botony  or.  Creft,  on  a  wreath  a 
mount  vert,  on  which,  a  Wyvern  with  his  wings 
elevated  arg. 

Sir  Edwin  Rich  was  third  fon  of  Robert  lord 
Rich,  of  Leighs,  and  married  Honora  daughter  of 
Charles  Worlick,  efq.  by  whom  he  had  four  fons 
aad  three  daughters  ;  and  was  knighted  at  Cadiz 
voyage.  He  purchafed  this  manor  of  William 
Grefham,  efq.  in  the  42d  year  of  queen  Elizabeth  ; 
was  patron  of  the  church  ;  he  died  and  was  buried 

at 

*  In  the  houfe  of  Francis  Cuddon,  gent,  at  Mulbarton,  m 
the  tapeftry  hangings  in  the  parlour  were  the  arras  of  Cuddon 
quartering  Francis  of  Shainfield,  Cuddon  and  Duke,  Ditto  and 
fccrney,  Ditto  and  Bainard,  Jenney  and  Cuddon,  Brampton  and 
ditto,  Kemp  and  ditto,  Cuddon  and  Hall,  Ditto  and  Wren, 
quartering  Lucy,  Cuddon  and  Playters,  Cuddon  and  Golding- 
fcn. 
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at  Hanlcpoole  in  the  county  of  Durham.  Robert 
Rich,  efq.  his  eldeft  fon,  died  in  the  year  1651, 
and  was  buried  in  the  church  of  Swardeiton,  but 
his  bones  were  fince  removed  hither,  by  fir  Edwin 
Rich,  knt.  his  brother,  who  erefted  this  monument 
for  him,  and  caufed  a  vault  to  be  made,  as  a  dormi- 
tory for  the  family  ;  and  here  refteth  the  bones  of 
the  faid  fir  Edwin,  who  died  the  i6th  of  November, 
J(>75,  for  whom  there  is  another  mural  monument 
near  the  former,  againft  the  weft  wall,  with  a  very 
large  hour-glafs  on  the  top,  and  this  infcription  : 

Our  Life  is  like  an  Hour-glafs,  and  our  RICHES  are. 
like  Sand  in  it,  which  runs  with  us  but  the  Time  of  our 
Continuance  here,  and  then  mujl  be  turned  up  by  another. 

To  Jpeak  to  God,  as  if  Men  heard  you  talk, 
To  live  with  Men,  as  if  God  Jaw  your  walk, 
When  thou  art  young,  to  live  well,  thou  mujl  Jlrivc, 
When  thou  art  old.  to  die  well,  then  contrive. 
Thetford  gave  me  Birth,  and  Norwich,  breeding  ; 
Trinity  College  in  Cambridge,  Learning  ; 
Lincoln's  Inn,  did  teach  me  Law  and  Equity  ; 
Reports  I  have  made  in  the  Courts  oj  Chancery. 
And  though  I  cannot  Skill  in  R/iymes,  yet  know  it, 
In  my  Life  I  was,  my  own  Death's  Poet, 
For  he  who  leaves  his  Work  to  others  Truft, 
May  be  deceivd,  whtn  he  lies  in  the  Dufl. 
And  now  I  have,  traveled  through  all  theje  Ways, 
Here  I  conclude  the  Story  of  my  Days  ; 
And  here  my  Rhymes  I  end,  then  afli  no  more, 
Here  lies  Sir  Edwin  Rich,  who  lovd  the  Poor.

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This  fir  Edwin  gave  ?ool.  to  repair  the  roads  be- 
tween Wymondham  and  Attleburgh,  and  lool.  to- 
wards building  a  bridge,  and  to  the  poor  of  Thet- 
foid  where  he  was  born. 

He   married  Jane   daughter  of Reeve,  efq. 

rclicl  of  fir  John  Suckling,  knt.  comptroller  of  the 
houfhoid  to  James  I.  and  Charles  I.  and  left  no  if- 
fue,  upon  which  this  manor,  with  that  of  Rofehall 
in  Beccles,  in  Suffolk,  went  to  Charles  Rich,  efq. 
his  brother,  who  was  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  a 
baronet,  the  2yth  of  Charles  II.  with  remainder,  for 
want  of  iffue  male,  to  Robert  Rich,  of  Stondon  in 
Effex,  efq.  fecond  fon  of  colonel  Nathaniel  Rich, 
of  Stondon,  by  Elizabeth  his  wife,  daughter  of  fir 
Edmund  Hampden,  knt. 

Sir  Charles  married  Elizabeth  Cholmondley,  wrho 
furvived  him,  and  after  re-married  to  Mr.  Berners, 
of  St.  Mary's  :  he  died  in  1677,  and  is  buried  at 
Enfield  in  Middlefex,  leaving  two  daughters,  Eliza- 
beth, married  to  Peter  Cevill,  a  French  gentleman, 
who  had  this  manor';  and  Mary,  to  fir  Robert  Rich, 
who  had  Rofehall  in  Beccles.  Peter  Cevill,  efq. 
had  iffue  by  the  faid  Elizabeth,  Cevill  Rich,  alias 
Rich  Cevill,  Charles  Rich  Cevill,  &c.  by  whom 
the  manor  and  advowfon  was  fold  to  Mr.  James 
Balls,  of  Norwich,  who  was  lord  and  patron,  and 
prefented  to  this  church  in  1728,  and  1737. 

The  church  is  a  reclory,  dedicated  to  St.  Mary 
Magdalen,  and  {lands  thus  in  the  king's  books  : — 
"  Milbarton,  alias  Mulbarton  cum  Kenuingham  14!." 

The  re&or  had  a  houfe  and  forty  acres,  but  now 
there  is  a  good  houfe,  and  eighty-fix  acres  and  two 

of 
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roods  of  land  thereto  belonging,  in  right  of  this  and 
Kcimingham. 

In  1451,  fir  Thomas  cle  Hoc,  knt.  lord  "Hoc  and 
Hallings,  prefented  to  this  church  and  Kcnninghain, 
and  the  year  following  it  was  consolidated  to  it,  and 
hath  remained  fo  to  this  day. 

In  1311,  fir  Thomas  Boleyn  prefented  fir  Richard 
Torkington,  who  in  1517,  March  20,  began  his 
pilgrimage  to  Jerufalcm,  which  he  performed,  and 
took  an  exacl  account  of  his  journey  ;  his  manu- 
fcript  was  lately  in  the  poiTellion  of  Mr.  James 
Wright. 

In  1526,  Alan  Percy,  A.  M.  brother  to  the  old 
duke  of  Northumberland,  was  prefented  by  Thomas 
earl  of  Rochlbrd. 

In  the  chancel,  under  a  {lone  having  the  arms  of 
Frere  and  Hardlonge,  Mr.  Anthony  Frere,  late  rector 
of  this  parifh.  He  was  induced  into  this  benefice  May 
4,  1616,  and  buried  Da.  27,  A.  D.  1660.  On  /us 
left  fide  lieth  the  body  of  Eliuibeth  his  wife,  the  daugh- 
ter of  Henry  Hartjlonge.  gent.  She  died  Jan  30,  1633. 

And  by  it  is  another  ftone,  on  which,  Carr,  im- 
paling Frere.  To  Mary  daughter  of  Anthony  Frcre, 
pajlor  of  this  church,  and  the  relitt  of  Nicholas  Carr, 
reclor  of  Burnham  Tofts  in  this  county,  interred  Augiijt 
31,  A.  D.  i68e. 

On  the  eaft  pillar  next  the  pulpit  is  fattened  a 
brafs,  reprefenting  an  open  book,  on  which,  Scar- 
gill,  Le  Neve  ;  on  which  is  an  infcription  to  the 
memory  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Scargill,  the  wife  oj  Mr.  Da- 
niel Scar  gill,  reclor  of  this  parijli,  who  died  the  zid. 
H  2  day 
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day  of  A J'g.  1680,  in  the  30 th  year  ef  her  age.  Sht 
was  the  daughter  of  Mr.  Thomas  Le  Neve,  of  AJlafloii* 
ecu  (in  to  Sir  William  Le  Neve,  who  ivas  Herald  to 
Charles  I. 

There  is  a  mural  monument  of  white  marble, 
againil  the  north  chancel  wall,  and  two  flones  in 
the  altar,  for  George  Gay,  A.  M.  reclor,  obit,  ijth 
Sept.  1728,  aged  44;  and  1m  wife,  Eln.  obit.  8th 
Aug.  1729,  <zt.  46. 

There  is  a  flone  in  the  altar,  on  the  fouth  fide, 
To  John  Philips,  A.  M.  rcflor,  obijt  Feb  1737,  &t.  39. 

On  a  flone  in  the  chancel  are  the  arms  of  Crane, 
arg.  a  fefs  between  three  croflets  fitchee  gul.  impaling 
Carr:  Gel.  19,  1678. 

Hodie !  mihi,  Cras  tibe.  Noah  tJeadly,  Oct.  12, 
1670.  Jane  his  wife,  Nov.  24,  1665,  buried  in  the 
altar. 

In  the  church  there  is  a  flone  for,  Martha  wife  of 
Chrijtophcr  At/tow,  Apr.  3,  1655,  arid  an  atchieve- 
ment. 

The  church  hath  no  ailes  ;  the  nave  is  twenty-fix 
yards  and  an  half  long,  and  feven  broad,  and  is 
leaded,  as  is  the  chancel  alfo  ;  the  fouth  porch  is 
tiled  ;  the  tower  is  fquare,  and  hath  five  bells. 

In  1741,  Mr.  John  Rivet  preferred  in  turn,  and 
in  1 7  66  the  Rev.  Peter  Forfter  had  this  reclory  with 
Kenningham,  on  his  own  prefentation  ;  but  Philip 
Bedingficld,  efq.  of  Ditchingham,  is  now  (1779) 
patron. 

KENNINGHAM, 
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KF.NXINGHAM,  wrote  Keningcham  in  Doomfdav- 
book,  was  in  the  hands  of  Ancholf,  and  others,  in 
the  Confeffor's  days,  and  of  Tovi  and  Godric  the 
{'ewer,  in  the  Conqueror's,  when  it  was  half  a  mile 
long,  and  five  furlongs  broad,  It  came  immediately 
into  the  Norfolk  family,  and  attended  it  conftantly 
till  queen  Elizabeth's  time,  When  the  manor  was  fold 
by  Thomas  duke  of  Norfolk  to  fir  Thomas  Grefham, 
km.  and  became  joined  to  Mulbarton,  though  the 
demeans  were  fold  again  bv  fir  Thomas,  in  1570,  to 
Mr.  Turner,  in  which  family  it  continued. 

The  church  was  demolifhcd  totally  long  before 
the  Reformation,  and  the  church-yard  became  glebe 
to  Mulbarton,  and  hath  been  fince  exchanged.  It 
flood  fouth-eafl  of  Mulbarton  Green  about  half  a 
mile. 

In  1309,  Edward  II.  prefented  to  this  church; 
Thomas  de  Brotherton,  earl  of  Norfolk,  in  1320; 
fir  John  Segrave,  km.  in  1319;  lord  Manny  in 
1361  ;  Mary  dutchefs  of  Norfolk  in  1398;  and  in 
the  Earl  Marfhal's  family  it  remained  till  1542,  when 
it  was  perpetually  united  to  Mulbarton,  with  which 
it  hath  remained  ever  fince,  the  parifli  being  totally 
in  Mulbarton,  there  being  not  above  two  or  three 
houfes  in  the  bounds  of  the  old  parifli  of  Kenning- 
ham. 

In  1315,  the  prior  of  Thetford  had  divers  fmall 
rents,  taxed  at  55.  id.  And  there  was  a  free  tene- 
ment owned  by  a  family  firnamcd  from  that  place, 
purchafed  firft  from  the  manor  by  William  de  Shote- 
fliam,  who  gave  it  to  Ralph  his  fon.  who  aflumed 
the  name  of  Kenningham,  on  his  fettling  here  in  the 
dine  of  Henry  III.

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In  1393,  according;  to  Fuller  in  his  Church  Hif- 
tory,  John  Kenningham  was  the  twenty-firil  Provin- 
cial of  the  Carmelites,  or  White  Friars,  in  England; 
he  is  mentioned  in  Fox's  Martyrology,  as  one  of 
thofe  that  fat  at  the  trials  or  examinations  of  Nicho- 
las Herford,  Philip  Repyndon,  and  John  Ayfluon, 
batchelors  in  divinity:  Bale  indeed  midakes,  and 
calls  him  a  Suffolk  man,  which  came  from  his  firft 
being  educated  among  the  Carmelites  at  Ipfwich: 
he  was  after  that  D.  D.  of  Oxford ;  a  modeft,  tem- 
perate, prudent,  and  learned  divine,  fo  much  be- 
loved by  John  duke  of  Lancafter,  that  he  made  him 
his  chaplain,  and  confeffor  to  himfelf  and  lady:  he 
was  au:hor  of  many  books,  an  account  of  which 
may  be  feen  in  Pitt's  Engliili  Writers;  he  died  at 
York,  and  was  buried  there  in  1399,  in  the  6th  year 
of  his  ProvinciaHhip,  and  2?d  of  Richard  II. 

NEWTON -FLOTM  AN,  wrote  in  Doom  (day- 
book Niwetuna,  or  the  J\rcw  Town,  fo  called  to  dif- 
tinguifh  it  from  other  places  of  the  fame  name, 
Newton-Stoneham,  or  Stony-Newton,  but  moft  com- 
moniv  Newton-Flotman,  from  the  jlote.  or  ferry-boat, 
which  ufed  to  convey  paffengers  over  the  river  Taiis*, 
which  though  a  confiderable  flream  in  ancient  clavs, 
is  now  but  a  fmall  river,  dividing  this  town  from  that 
of  Tafburgh,  generally  fordable,  except  in  high  wa- 
ters, when  it  is  parTed  over  by  a  very  good  brick 
arched  bridge,  repaired  at  the  expence  of  the  county. 

At  the  time  of  the  Conqueror  this  was  a  very  in- 
confiderable  village;  the  old  village  of  Ranthorpe, 
now  fwallowed  up  in  this,  being  by  much  the  largeft 
part  of  it :  Tovi  then  had  it,  and  it  had  fifteen  acres 
belonging  to  the  manor  of  Hethel,  which,  with  an- 
other 

*  Blomcfield, 
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other  fmall  part,  belonged  to  Roger  Bigot,  all  which 
conftituted 

BLUNDEVILLE'S  MANOR,  or  Newton-ha-11,  had  its 
name  from  its  owners,  and  to  which  a  mediety  of 
the  advowfon  of  the  church  belonged.  The  firfl  that 
we  find  of  this  name  owner  here,  was  William  de 
Blundeville,  Blomevyle,  or  Blunnel,  who  had  it  of 
the  gift  of  Henry  de  Rhye,  with  Blomevyle's  manor 
in  Deopham.  Richard  his  fon  was  lord  in  the  loth 
of  Henry  III.  1226,  being  nephew  to  Thomas  dc 
Blumville,  bifhop  of  Norwich.  William  his  grand- 
fon  held  it  of  the  manor  of  Hingham,  as  of  the  ba- 
rony of  Rhye  ;  and  it  was  after  held  of  the  barony 
of  Montchenfy  at  a  quarter  of  a  fee. 

In  1569,  the  iith  of  Elizabeth,  Thomas  Blome- 
vyle, efq.  held  a  court  baron  and  leet,  and  had  pur- 
chafed  and  joined  to  it  three  parts  of  the  manor  of 
Myles,  alias  Ranthorpe,  in  this  town :  he  held  the 
manor  at  half  a  fee  of  lord  Dacre's  manor  of  Hors- 
ford. 

RANTHORPE-HALL,  MALHERBES,  otherwife  called 
MYLES  or  MILLS  MANOR,  belonged  to  Ailwin  in  the 
Confeflbrs  time,  and  was  held  of  Roger  de  Ramis 
in  the  Conqueror's ;  and  another  part  belonged  to 
Waregius,  who  held  it  of  Roger  Bigot:  it  afterwards 
came  to  the  crown,  and  continued  there  till  Henry 
II.  leafed  it  out  to  Roger  fon  of  Rofceline,  and  Ri- 
chard I.  anno  1190,  gave  it  to  Oliver  Malherbe, 
who  then  paid  two  marks  to  the  king,  for  the  imple- 
ments of  hufbandry  and  flock  upon  it. 

It  was  afterwards  divided  into  four  parts  :  in  1321, 

the  14th  of  Edward  II.  a  fourth  part  belonged  to 

John  de  Ovcdale,  and  had  the  fourt  part  of  the  ad- 

H  4  vowfon 
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vowfon  of  the  mediety  of  the  church  belonging  to 
it:  this  continued  as  a  leparate  manor  a  long  time, 
and  was  called  D'Ovedale's  manor.  Sir  Ralph  Mai- 
he  rbe  had  another  fourth  part,  and  prefcntcd  here  in 
1316.  In  1319,  Godfrey  de  la  Rokcle'  prefented  in 
right  of  another  fourth  part.  Sir  Ralph  Malherbc's 
part  was  joined  to  the  other  fourth  part,  which  in 
1306  was  held  by  John  de  Rcynflhorpe,  who  dwelt 
here,  and  took  his  name  from  this  place,  and  held 
it  of  Forncet  manor. 

In  the  loth  of  Henry  VI.  14^,2,  John  Sweynf- 
thorpe  had  it,  and  Loveney  after  him. 

In  1444,  the  truflees  of  Thomas  Bumpftcde,  fen. 
of  Tafburgh,  efq.  conveyed  it  (then  called  Milys's 
manor)  to  Nicholas  Appleyard,  efq.  in  which  fami- 
ly it  remained  till  the  6th  of  Henry  VIII.  1/313, 
when  Thomas  Blomevyle,  efq.  purchafed  three  parts 
of  it,  and  joined  them  to  Blomevyle' s  manor,  with 
the  fourth  part  of  the  advowfon  of  Maiherbe's  me- 
diety, and  was  fole  patron.  The  fourth  part  of  the 
manor  paffed  as  a  fingle  manor  in  the  Appleyards. 

It  afterwards  belonged  to  the  Bedingfields,  and 
was  fold  from  that  family  to  Mr.  Richard  Carter  of 
Norwich,  and  his  widow  fold  it  to  Mr.  Baternan,  of 
whom  it  was  purchafed,  under  a  commiffion  of  bank- 
ruptcy, by  Mr.  Richard  Wright  of  Norwich. 

The  confolidated  re£lory  flands  by  the  name  of 
Newton-Flotman  in  the  king's  books,  and  the  prio- 
ries of  Thetford,  St.  Faith,  and  Carrowe,  had  tem- 
porals in  this  town. 

In  1721,  Matthew  Long,  efq.  prefented,  and  was 
fucceeded  in  the  advowfon  and  lordihip  by  Ifraei 

Long,, 
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Long,  efq.  of  Dunflon,  who  was  lord  of  Newton- 
h.ill  manor,  with  the  three  parts  of  Malherbe's,  and 
fole  patron  of  the  church. 

Blundeville  manor-houfe,  commonly  called  New- 
ton-hall, ftands  on  the  left  hand  of  the  road  from 
Norwich  to  Newton,  about  half  a  mile  north-eafl  of 
the  church  ;  and  Ramhorpe-hall  {lands  as  much 
louth-eaft,  between  Newton  and  Flordon. 

The  church,  dedicated  to  the  Virgin  Mary,  was 
rebuilt  in  1385,  by  the  lords  of  the  manors,  and  the 
parifhioners.  Thomas  de  Bumpflede,  citizen  of 
Norwich,  gave  50!.  towards  it. 

This  church  is  twenty-eight  yards  long,  and  feven 
broad,  but  hath  no  ailes ;  it  is  leaded  as  is  the  chan- 
cel alfo ;  the  fouth  porch  is  tiled :  it  hath  a  fquare 
tower  and  two  bells.  There  is  an  infeription  on  the 
battlements,  which  are  fo  high  we  could  not  read  it, 
nor  make  out  all  the  arms  carved  there,  but  among 
them  are,  ift.  Blundeville  impaling  five  Delis's. 
Ditto  impaling  Gournay. 

Over  the  vault,  in  which  many  of  the  Blunde- 
villes  are  interred,  againfl  the  north  wall,  is  creeled 
an  in  an  arched  monument,  having  Noah's  ark  figured 
therein,  with  this,  Extra  Eccle/iam  non  eft  Salus,  and 
on  either  fide  a  fquare  pillar  vert,  the  whole  fup- 
poited  with  four  marble  pillars,  dividing  it  into  three 
partitions  ;  in  the  firft  of  which  are  three  men  in  ar- 
mour, in  a  praying  poiiure,  with  each  a  reading 
ddk  before  them,  and  over  them,

In  the  fecond  partition  is  the  effigy  of  a  man  in 
armour,  kneeling  at  a  fold-flool,  with  a  book  and 
his  helmet  lying  thereon,  he  being  bareheaded; 
over  him,

And  under  him  are  two  fhields.  i.  Blundeville  im- 
pales Johnfon.

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In  tbe  ihird  pardon  are  four  effigies  in  ftone,  viz. 
two  wives  and  two  daughters,  and  over  them,

Under  them,  fab.  a  lion  ramp:  between  three 
croQecs  crolled,  arg.  impaled  with  Blundeville,  and 
Bliuideville  fmgle. 

A  fmall  black  marble  monument  to  Patience,  the 
wife  cf  Robert  King,  dud  daughter  of  Thomal  Blundc- 
ville,  who  died  Jan.  7,  1638. 

Difce  Mori.  Mr.  Robert  Edwards,  late  vf  this  pa- 
rifh,  died  Feb.  3,  1732,  68. 

There  are  flones  in  the  church  for  Edward  Youngs, 
Nov.  8,  1655.  John  Youngs,  1625;  and  there  was 
formerly  a  fione  in  the  chancel  for  Thomas  Warden, 
Gent.  Jon  of  Edward  Warden,  late  Alderman  of  Nor- 
wich, ob.  22  March,  1582. 

In  1511,  John  Bremer,  gent,  of  Newton,  was 
buried  here;  and  in  1552,  Cecily  Faflolf,  of  New- 
ton, died  here. 

The  family  of  the  Newtons  take  their  name  from 
this  town,  where  they  had  a  good  eftate,  which  was 
a  capital  rneffuage  with  divers  rents  belonging  to  it, 
that  was  owned  in  the  2d  of  Edward  II.  1309,  by 
John  de  Newton,  and  in  1415  by  William  de  New- 
ton, who  (old  part  of  it,  and  releafed  divers  rents  to 
Nicholas  Appleyard,  efq.  &c.  In  1503,  the  iSth, 
of  Henry  VII.  by  the  name  of  William  Newton, 
&£  Wreningham,  and  his  feoffees,  conveyed  the  great- 
eit  part  of  it  to  Nicholas  AppLeyard,  of  Braeon-afh, 

cfq. 
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efq.  and  fo  it  was  joined  to   the  manor  of   Ran- 
thorpe. 

The  Rev.  Richard  Brome  was  prefented  to  the 
two  confolidated  medieties  of  this  rectory  by  Sufan 
and  Sarah  Long  in  i  763,  and  Mrs.  Long,  of  Dun- 
flon  in  this  hundred,  has  the  lordfhip  and  patronage. 

SWAINSTHORPE,  or  Swaynflhorpe,  at  the 
Confefibr's  furvey  was  known  by  the  name  of  Thorpe 
only,  and  before  the  conquefl  began  to  be  called 
Swains-Thorpe,  from  the  Jwains  or  countrymen  that 
inhabited  there,'"  and  to  diftinguifh  it  from  other 
Thorpes  in  the  county.  Ralph  Stalrar  bifliop  Sti- 
p:and,  and  the  antecei:Tor  of  Godric  the  fewer,  had 
it  at  the  firft  furvey,  and  it  belonged  to  Tovi  at  the 
iecond,  all  but  Godric's  part,  which  belonged  to 
him.  The  whole  was  then  a  mile  long,  and  as 
much  broad. 

It  'afterwards  came  to'  the  Bigots,  by  whom  it  was 
given  to  a  family  (rrnamda  de  Sweynefthorp,  of 
which,  Gilbert  de  Sweynefthorp  is  the  firft  we  meet 
with  that  affumed  this  name  :  his  fon,  Walter,  by 
deed,  granted  lands  here  to  Ralph  de  Kynegham  or 
Kinineham,

In  the  6th  of  Richard  I.  1 195,  it  was  fettled  by 
Robert  and  Ulf  de  Sweynefthorp,  on  William  de 
Fulbourne,  for  life,  from  whom  it  took  the  name  of 

FULBOURNE-HALL  MANOR.  After  his  deceafe,  this 
lordfhip  returned  to  the  Sweynefthorps,  and  conti- 
nued with  them  till  about  1300. 

In 

*  Blomefield. 
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In  1249,  the  33d  of  Henry  III.  it  appears  that 
there  had  formerly  been  a  ferjeanty  belonging  to  this 
manor,  the  owner  of  which  was  obliged  to  find  a 
crofs  bow  and  archer  in  the  time  of  war,  to  guard 
Norwich  cattle  for  thirty  days,  at  his  own  cofl :  but 
the  lords  here  granted  divers  lands  to  the  Earlham, 
family,  chargeable  with  the  whole  ferjeanty  ;  which* 
after  came  to  Robert  de  Worthfted,  who  parcelled 
it  out  to  the  earl  Marfhal  and  others. 

In  1286,  Ifaac,  chaplain  to  the  Jews  at  Norwich, 
and  many  others,  both  Jews  and  Chriftians,  were 
tried  for  breaking  the  churches  of  Swainllhorpe.  and 
Newton. 

In  the  8th  of  Edward  II.  1315,  Richard  de  Bia-. 
clenham  was  lord,  who  in  1352,  fettled  the  manor 
and  advowfon  of  St.  Peter's  church  here,  which  be- 
longed to  it,  Sec.  on  himfelf  for  life,  remainder  to 
his  fon-in-law,  Roger  de  Haukere,  of  Redenhall,  in, 
tail  ;  who,  in  1372,  was  lord,  and  held  it  of  the 
Norfolk  family  at  half  a  fee  ;  arid  in  1386  Mary 
his  relief  had  it,  and  foon  after  it  'was  united  to  the 
other  manor  here,  called 

CURSON'S  MANOR,  which  was  that  part  that  be- 
longed to  Godric  the  fewer,  and  afterwards  came  to 
the  Curfons,  who  held  it  of  Tatefhall  honor,  and 
were  lords  here,  and  patrons  of  the  church  of  St. 
Mary,  which  was  appendant  to  this  manor. 

In  the  22d  of  Richard  II.  1399,  it  belonged  to 
Henry  Luminour,  who  joined  it  to  the  other  manor, 
and  fo  was  feifed  of  both,  with  the  advowfons.  In 
14.09,  the  loth  of  Henry  IV.  John  Peverell  owned, 
them  all,  who  prefented  in' 1429.  In  1440.  Eliza- 
beth, then  widow  of  Nicholas  Blomvile  (who  held 

them 
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them  for  life) -and  William  Blomvile,  fettled  them 
by  fine  on  William  Pafton,  efq.  of  Pafton,  and  his 
truftees. 

In  1447,  Thomas  Lucas,  of  Holkham,  efq.  had 
a  moiety  of  this  manor  of  Swainflhorpe. 

In  1450,  the  a 8th  of  Henry  VI.  John  Pan1  on, 
efq.  was  fole  lord,  and  died  feifed  in  1465. 

Sir  William  Pafton,  knt.  in  1536,  and  Jeffrey 
Paflon,  efq.  fold  the  manors  and  advovvfons  to  fir 
Richard  Grefham,  knt.  who  left  it  in  1548,  to  fir 
John  Grefham,  knt.  his  fon  and  heir,  who  had  the 
whole,  and  held  Fulbourne-hall  of  Forncet,  at  half 
a  fee  ;  Curfon's  of  the  dutchy  of  Lancafter,  and 
the  ferjeanty  of  the  king  in  chief. 

In  1570,  fir  Thomas  Grefham,  knt.  owned  them, 
and  his  lady  after  him  ;  and  then  fir  William  Gre- 
fham, his  nephew,  had  them,  when  the  cuftoms  of 
the  united  manors  (now  called  Swainfthorpe-hall) 
were  found  to  be,  that  the  fines  are  at  the  will  of 
the  lord,  copyhold  defcends  to  the  eldeft  fon,  and 
the  widow's  dower  is  a  third  part. 

In  1616,  fir  William  Grefham  fold  it  to  Chrifto- 
pher  Colby,  8cc.  in  truft  for  fir  Henry  Hobart,  knight 
and  baronet,  lord  chief  juflice  of  the  common  pleas; 
and  in  1617,  they  all  joined  and  fold  it  to  Thomas 
Steward,  and  John  Pickerell  ;  and  in  the  apth  of 
James  I.  1622,  they  conveyed  it  to  John  Mingay, 
alderman  of  Norwich,  who  had  a  grant  of  the  lete, 
during  the  lives  of  fir  Charles  Corawallis,  &c.  it 
belonging  to  the  hundred. 

Anthony 
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Anthony  Mingay,  efq.  had  the  manors  and  ad- 
vowfons,  and  in  1666,  married  Ann  daughter  and 
co-heirefs  of  Charles  Cornwallis,  of  Mileham.  efq. 
He  died  the  28th  of  December,  1713,  and  rs  buried 
in  St.  Stephen's  church  in  Norwich,  and  left  Fran- 
ces, his  only  daughter  and  heirefs,  who  firft  married 
Mr.  Lane,  of  Briflol,  by  whom  ftie  had  no  iffue, 
after  to  William  Brooke,  efq.  recorder  of  Norwich, 
who  was  lord  and  patron.  She  died  Auguft  23, 
1729,  .and  is  buried  in  St.  Stephen's,  leaving  no  ii- 
iue  (arriving. 

The  late  Rev.  Mr.  Brooke  fucceeded  the  recorder, 
and  his  fon,  the  Rev.  William  Brooke,  of  Kirbj 
Bedon,  is  now  lord,  patron,  and  redor. 

The  church  of  St.  Mary  was  deinolifhed  at  the 
Reformation,  it  being  in  a  decaying  way  ever  fmcc 
its  confolidation  to  the  prefent  church  of  St.  Peter, 
for  in  1503,  it  was  called  the  Old  church.  William 
Curfori  was  patron  of  it  at  Doomfday  making. 

We  do  not  find  any  prefentatzon  to  Swainflhorpc 
St.  Mary  after  1406. 

St.  Peter's  church  is  thirty-nine  feet  long,  and 
twenty-two  broad  ;  the  north  aile  is  thirty-four  feet 
long,  and  twelve  broad,  and  the  chancel  is  about 
twenty-two  feet  long,  and  as  much  broad  ;  the  whole 
is  tiled,  except  the  nave,  which  is  leaded:  the  {tee- 
pie  is  about  fifty  feet  high,  is  round  at  bottom,  and 
iexangular  at  top,  including  four  bells. 

In  the  chancel,  Matthew  Stonham,  Clerk,  deceajed 
17  Apr.  1659,  50.  And  on  a  brafs  plate  the  arms 
of  Havers,  To  Gilbert  Havers,  Efq;  who  ferved  queen 
Elizabeth,  captain  in  Berwick,  then  in  Scotland,  after  in 

Ireland, 
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Ireland,  find  lajl  in  the  Netherlands,  22  years;  he  war* 
ried  Frances,  daughter  and  heir  of  Thomas  Najht,  for- 
merly of  Swainjlhorpe ;  fie  died  the  ^th  of  May,  1628, 
aged  87. 

In  the  north  aile,  James  Long,  Gent,  died  Aug.  i  7, 
1679.  Alice  his  Jirjl  wife,  Aug.  19,  1658. 

Whom  death  did  part,   the  kinder  grave  of  late, 
Hath  joined,  once  again,  in  fpite  of  fate. 

This  James,  by  the  name  of  James  Long,  of 
Swainfthorpe,  gent,  had  a  grant  of  arms  from  fir 
Edward  Bifhe,  Garter,  dated  Feb.  14,  1651,  which 
now  belongs  to  the  family  feated  at  Dunflon  in  this 
hundred. 

The  following  arms  are  on  the  chancel  roof,  and 
in  the  windows,  i.  Bygod  of  Seterington.  2.  In- 
glethorpe.  3.  Shelton.  4.  Butteveleyn.  5.  Wing- 
field.  6.  Wolterton.  7.  Az.  a  bull's  head  cabofh- 
cd  or.  8.  Hoe.  9,  Mingay.  i  o.  Mingay  impal- 
ing Pratt.  11.  Mingay  impaling  Cornwallis.  12. 
Gournay.  13.  Fitz-Ralph.  14.  Kerdefton.  15.

The  reclors  here  had  anciently  a  houfe  and  thirty 
acres  of  land,  and  the  reclory  was  valued  at  fifteen 
marks.  It  now  ftands  in  the  king's  books  by  the 
name  of  Swaynflhorp,  and  is  valued  at  i  al.  135.  4d. 
The  religious  concerned  here,  were  the  priors  of 
Broomholm,  Mendham,  Alvefbourne,  and  St.  Faith. 

The  firft  re&or  prcfented  to  Swainfthorpe  St.  Peter 
was  in  1202,  and  in  1619,  John  Foorth,  A.  M.  he 
was  ejecled  in  the  rebellion,  and  Matthew  Stoneham 
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£ot  into  his  place;  but  in  1659  Foorth  was  refto- 
red,  and  in  1671  Ifrael  Long,  efq.  purchafed  the 
turn  of  Mr.  Anthony  Mingay,  and  prefented. 

The  Rev.  William  Brooke,  who  is  lord  and  pa- 
tron, was  prefented  to  the  reclory  of  Swainfthorpe 
St.  Peter  arid  St.  Mary,  by  the  right  reverend  Philip 
Yonge,  lord  bifhop  of  Norwich,  by  lapfe,  in  1775. 

SWARDESTON,  or  SWARDISTON.  wrote  Su- 
erdeftuna  in  Doomfday-book.  This  village  at  the 
time  of  the  Conqueror's  furvey  was  in  many  parts, 
and  Thorpe  or  Gowthorpe  then  belonged  to  it,  and 
Mangreen  alfo,  as  they  do  at  this  day  ;  the  two  luft, 
and  one  part  of  Swardeflon,  belonged  to  Roger  Br- 
got,  but  the- manor  of  Swardefton,  called  afterwards 

SWARDESTON,  or  COLBY'S  MANOR,  which  was 
the  principal  one,  belonged  to  Ordinc,  a  Dane,  one 
of  the  Confeffor's  thanes  or  noblemen.  Jt  was  given 
by  the  Conqueror  to  Ralph  de  Beaufoe,  being  then 
worth  io6s.  per  ann.  Richard  held  the  whole  of 
Ralph,  when  the  Conqueror's  furvey  was  made  : 
Pagan  or  Pain,  the  fon  of  Richard,  fucceeded,  and 
Ralph  his  fon  after  him,  who  by  the  name  of  Ralph 
Fitz-Pain,  gave  lands  here,  called  Pilate's  Hills,  to 
the  monks  of  Norwich,  for  the  almoner's  ufe,  on 
condition  they  received  himfelf,  his  father,  and  mo- 
ther, and  Solomon  his  uncle,  into  their  bead-roll, 
and  celebrated  for  their  fouls. 

In  the  3ift  of  Henry  III.  1247,  William  Fit/- 
Ralph, lord  here,  fold  the  advowfon  to  the  nuns  of 
Carrowe  ;  and  the  year  following  Walter  bifhop  of 
Norwich  appropriated  the  church  to  them,  referving 
a  vicarage  to  be  prefented  to  by  that  convent.  Bar- 
tholomew, 
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tholomexv,  who  afTumed  the  name  of   Swardifton, 
xvas  lord  here  in  1256. 

In  1315,  it  belonged  to  Thomas  de  St.  Omer,  of 
Brundall,  who  died  feifed  about  1364,  leaving  it  to 
his  two  daughters  and  heireffes  ;  Alice,  married  to 
fir  William  de  Hoe,  km.  and  Elizabeth,  to  Thomas 
Waryne. 

In  1392,  the  15th  of  Richard  II.  it  belonged  to 
lir  John  de  Colby,  in  which  family  it  continued  fo 
long,  that  it  flill  bears  that  name. 

In  the  i  8th  of  Henry  VI.  1440,  Thomas  We- 
therby,  lord  of  Brundall,  had  an  intereft  here.  In 
1510,  the  ill  of  Henry  VIII.  William  Jenney,  efq. 
held  it,  who  died  in  151 2,  and  was  buried  at  Int- 
wood ;  and  from  that  time  it  parTed  with  that  manor. 
The  Hon.  Henry  Hobart  is  now  lord,  and  patron  of 
the  vicarage. ,  It  was  held  of  the  king,  as  parcel  of 
the  dutchy  of  Lancafter. 

THORPE,  GOWTHORPE,  or  GALTHORPE-HALL  MA- 
KOR,  belonged  to  Roger  Bigot  at  the  conqueft,  and 
continued  in  that  family  fome  time.  It  came  after- 
wards to  the  family  of  le  Moigne  or  Monk,  and  in 
1286,  William  le  Moigne  lived  here,  and  claimed 
view  of  frankpledge,  aiiize  of  bread  and  ale,  8cc.  of 
all  his  tenants  here.  It  feems,  the  chapel  of  St. 
James,  which  belonged  to  this  manor,  was  founded 
by  fome  of  this  family,  and  endowed  with  the  great 
tithes  of  the  manor.  It  was  confolidated  to  Int- 
wood  church  in  1401,  but  was  in  ufe  till  about 
1590  ;  it  is  now  totally  demolished,  but  flood  in  the 
Brick-Kim  Clofe,  fouth-eaft  of  the  hall.

This  was  always  reckoned  as  a  hamlet  to 
deflon,  and  is  now  included  in  the  parifh,  though 
the  lands  belonging  to  it  are  often,  on  account  of 
the  confolidation,  faid  to  be  in  Galthorpe  in  Int- 
wood,  in  the  parifli  of  Swardefton. 

In  the  34th  of  Edward  I.  1306,  Peter  le  Moigne 
or  Monk,  was  lerd.  In  1320,  William  le  Monk, 
of  Gowthorpe,  fold  it  to  Richard  Cole,  of  Norwich, 
who  releafed  it  again  to  Peter  le  Monk  in  1343  ; 
and  in  1351,  John  de  Gowthorpe  fcems  to  have  had 
an  intereit  in  it;  but  in  135,5,  Nicholas  Blakeney 
fold  it  to  Bartholomew  Appleyard,  when  it  contain- 
ed eleven  mefluages,  4!.  quit-rents,  8cc.  and  William 
de  Blickling  releafed  all  his  right  in  1367. 

In  1406,  the  yth  of  Henry  IV.  Robert  Stalon,  of 
Norwich,  conveyed  it  to  Richard  Purdamore  of 
Norwich,  and  other  truftees. 

In  1486,  Margaret  widow  of  William  Skipworth, 
of  Norwich,  efq.  gave  this  manor  to  William  her 
fon,  with  remainder  to  Edmund  his  brother,  and 
ordered  John  Ratcliffe,  lord  Fitz-Walter,  and  her 
other  feoffees,  to  fettle  it  accordingly  ;  and  in  1494, 
William  Skipworth  fettled  it  on  truftees,  with  the 
advowfon  of  Newton-Flotman,  and  a  fifhery  in  the 
river  of  Hartford;*  all  which,  in  1525,  were  con- 
veyed by  fir  Edward  Boleyn,  knt.  to  Leonard  Spen- 
cer and  William  Knightly. 

In  the   2d  of  Elizabeth,   1560,    it  belonged  to 

William  Steward,  or   Sty  ward,   who   fettled  in   the 

manor-houfe  called  Galthorpe-hall  ;   and  in    1608, 

he  fettled  it  after  his  death  on  his  fon  Thomas,  who

•  This,  we  fuppofe,  nmft  be  the  Yare,  at  Hartford  Bridges, 
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was  buried  in  St.  Stephen's  church  in  Norwich,  with 
many  of  the  family.  By  him  this  manor  was  fold 
to  Thomas  Berney,  efq.  third  fon  of  fir  Thomas 
Berney,  of  Park-hall  in  Reedham,  who  died  in  1673, 
and  is  buried  here,  by  Dorothy  his  wife,  who  was 
daughter  and  co-heir  of  John  Smith,  of  Arminghall. 
They  left  two  daughters,  Julian,  married  to  William 
Branihwayte,  of  Hethel,  efq.  and  Frances,  to  fir 
Edward  Barkham,  of  Weftacre,  bart.  and  two  fbns ; 
William,  the  youngeft,  married  Bridget  daughter  to 
the  lord  chief  juftice  Coke  ;  John,  the  eldeft  fon, 
fettled  here,  and  died  in  1678,  and  by  Elizabeth  his 
wife,  daughter  of  fir  Arthur  Onflow,  of  Weft  Clan- 
don  in  Surry,  bart.  he  had  Elizabeth,  buried  here 
in  1678  ;  Ann,  married  to  John  Suckling,  of  Wot- 
ton  in  Norfolk,  efq.  and  Thomas  Berney,  efq.  his 
fon  and  heir,  who  by  Ann,  youngeft  daughter  of 
Robert  Suckling,  of  Wotton  aforefaid,  efq.  (who 
are  both  buried  here)  had  John  Berney,  of  Swardef- 
ton,  efq.  the  prefent  lord,  who  did  dwell  in  Gal- 
thorpe-hall,  which  ftands  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
eaftward  of  the  church  ;  but  now  relides  at  Bracon* 
Afh. 

MANGREEN  MANOR  was  a  hamlet  to  Swardefton, 
and  at  the  furvey  belonged  to  Roger  Bigot,  from 
vvhofe  anceftors  it  was  conveyed  to  Ofbert  of  Man- 
green,  and  after  that,  William  de  Haverhill  had  it 
conveyed  to  William  de  Mannegrene,  his  kinfman. 

In  1315,  the  8th  of  Edward  II.  Emma  de  la 
Penne,  and  Peter  Plumftede,  owned  it ;  and  it  be- 
longed, about  1334,  to  John  le  Neve,  of  Mangreen, 
and  in  1340,  was  fettled  on  John  his  fon,  and  Mar- 
garet his  fitter,  who  married  William  Dene  ;  and  in 
1395,  they  releafed  to  John  le  Neve  all  their  right ; 
and  from  thence  till  1559,  we  have  met  with  no  ac- 
count 
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count  of  it,  when  Thomas  Aldrich,  of  Mangreen, 
efq.  was  buried  by  the  font  in  Svvardeflon  church, 
and  left  Mangreen-hail  manor  to  Cicily  his  wife. 

About  1570,  it  was  owned  by  Thomas  Aldrich, 
gent,  by  whom  the  moft  part  of  the  lands  held  of 
the  manor  (if  not  all)  were  purchafed  in,  and  with 
an  heirefs  of  that  family,  it  went  to  the  Davys. 
Mr.  Henry  Davy  married  a  daughter  of  Ifrael  Long, 
gent,  vvhofe  daughter  and  heirefs,  Ann,  married  to 
the  late  William  Churchman,  efq.  who  owned  it, 
and  did  dwell  at  Mangreen-hall,  which  is  about 
half  a  mile  north-eaft  ot  the  church.  Mifs  Church- 
man is  lady  of  this  manor. 

The  church  of  Swardefton  was  originally  dedica- 
ted to  St.  Andrew,  and  about  1400,  re-dedicated  to 
St.  Mary  the  Virgin.  It  is  a  vicarage,  and  was  ap- 
propriated to  the  nuns  of  Carrowe. 

In  the  time  of  Henry  VI.  the  whole  impropriate 
reclory  was  lett  to  the  vicar  at  3!.  los.  a  year.  The 
priorefs  of  Carrowe,  and  the  prior  of  Alvefboiyne, 
had  temporals  here. 

The  vicars  of  Swardefton  were  prefented  by  the 
prioreffes  of  Carrowe  abbey,  from  1318  to  1479.  . 

At  the  difTolution,  the  impropriate  redory  and 
advowfon  of  the  vicarage,  and  an  annual  penfion  of 
235.  4d.  paid  to  the  impropriator,  were  granted  with 
Carrowe  to  fir  John  Shelton,  knt.  and  were  after  fold 
by  fir  Ralph  Shelton,  to  fir  Humphry  May,  knt. 
and  in  1565,  belonged  to  Anthony  Style,  efq.  who 
this  year  agreed  with  Robert  Beverle,  vicar  here, 
that  as  he  was  alfo  proprietary  of  Dunfton,  if  he 
the  faid  Robert,  and  his  fucceffors,  fervcd  the  curacy 
1 3  rf 
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of  Dunflon,  and  paid  all  dues  to  the  bifliop  and 
archdeacon,  then  he  the  faid  Anthony,  for  himielf 
and  heirs,  fettled  all  the  great  and  fmall  tithes  what- 
ever, and  all  dues  belonging  to  the  parifh  of  Swur- 
defton,  and  in  the  bounds  of  the  parifh,  on  the  vi- 
car and  his  fucceffors  for  ever,  on  condition  he  ferved 
both  pariflies  ;  but  on  fome  consideration,  when 
the  two  pariflies  were  fevered,  this  was  diffolved, 
though  in  1603,  Brewiler  was  returned  both  reclor 
and  vicar  of  Swardeflon,  and  curate  of  Dunfton  ; 
that  he  had  eighty-two  communicants,  and  that  An- 
thony Style,  efq.  was  proprietary  and  patron. 

In  1690,  Dudley  Scargyll,  gent,  prefented  it  uni- 
ted to  Mulbarton ;  and  on  the  refignation  of  Samuel 
Canning,  in  1726,  fir  John  Hobart,  bart.  and  knight 
of  the  bath,  lord  Hobart,  and  earl  of  Buckinghain- 
fhire,  prefented ;  and  the  Hon.  Henry  Hobart  is  the 
prefent  lord  and  patron. 

In  1474,  John  Gerard,  of  Swardefton,  was  bu- 
ried in  the  church,  the  nave  of  which  is  fifty-two 
feet  long,  and  feventeen  broad  ;  the  chancel  being 
twenty-five  feet  long  and  fifteen  broad.  It  hath  no 
ailes,  the  whole  is  leaded  but  the  fouth  porch, 
which  is  tiled.  The  tower  is  about  twenty-two 
yards  high,  and  hath  five  bells  in  it. 

In  the  altar  rails,  Berney  impales  Green.  To  the 
Memory  of  Thomas  Berney,  EJq.  of  Swardefton,  who 
died  Off.  25,  1720,  at.  46;  and  Ann  his  Wife,  April 
12,  1743,  63. 

On  a  ftone  in  the  chancel.  Berney  impales  Smith. 
To  Dorothy  Wife  of  Thomas  Berney,  Efq;  one  of  the 
Daughters  and  Co-heirs  of  John  Smith,  of  Arminghall, 
EJt[;  obit  the  ag/A  of  Sept.  1672.

In  the  windows  there  were  the  effigies  of  the 
twelve  Apoftles,  fome  of  which  ftiil  remain  ;  and 
there  are  two  broken  portraiture  of  benefadors  on 
their  knees,  in  a  north  window  ;  and  in  a  fouth 
window,  vert  a  chev.  between  three  rams  paffant 
arg.  armed  or.  In  a  ftiield,  the  arms  of  Berney  in 
a  crefcent.

Here  refteth  the  Remains  of  Elizabeth  Aldrich,  Widow, 
one  of  the  Daughters  of  Sir  Anthony  Felton,  late  of 
Playford  in  the  County  of  Suffolk,  of  the  honourable  Or- 
der of  the  Bath,  Knight,  deceafed,  Jhe  having  beett  firjl 
the  Wife  of  Robert  Rich,  of  Mulbarton  in  the  County  of 
Norfolk,  Efq;  and  after  his  Deceafe,  married  to  Thomas 
Aldrich,  of  Swardeflon  in  the  fame  County,  Gent.  She. 
died  Sept.  30,  1678,  aged  80. 

This  village  lies  on  the  turnpike  road  leading 
from  Norwich  to  New  Buckenham,  and  is  four 
miles  dift ant  from  the  city.

The  Rev.  Richard  Day  was  prefented  to  this  vi- 
carage on  the  deceafc  of  Mr.  George  Molden,  in 
1778,  by  the  Hon.  Henry  Hobart. 

WRENNINGHAM,  as  it  is  now,  contains  three 
whole  parishes,  and  three  manors,  all  joined  in  one, 
riz.  Great  Wrenningham  or  All  Saints,  Little  Wren- 
ningham or  St.  Mary,  and  Nelonde. 

LITTLE  WRENNINGHAM,  as  it  was  afterwards  call- 
ed, lies  in  Doornfday-book  by  the  name  of  Wafin- 
cham  and  Walfmcharn,  and  was  formerly  in  two 
parts ;  Ketel  the  Dane  had  the  biggeft  part  in  the 
Confeffor's  time,  and  at  the  Conqueror's  furvey  Wa- 
rine  held  it  of  Ralph  Peverel;  and  the  church  had 
fixty  acres  of  glebe,  and  Roger  Bigot's  manor  had 
fix  freemen,  who  held  one  hundred  and  thirty  acres. 
Both  thefe  united  early  in  the  Bigots,  who  erifeoffed 
the  whole  in  the  Thorpes  of  Afhwellthorpe,  with 
which  it  hath  pafled  to  this  day,  and  therefore  we 
fliall  refer  the  reader  to  the  account  of  the  manor  of 
Aftiwellthorpe. 

The  church  was  dedicated  to  St.  Mary,  and  in 
Norwich  Doomfday  iir  Robert  de  Thorpe  was  the 
patron ;  it  then  belonged  to  the  rectory  of  Afhwell- 
thorpe,  and  the  rector  had  no  houfe  in  this  town, 
but  one  at  Thorpe  only ;  but  it  having  all  the  figns 
and  properties  of  a  mother  church,  it  was  feparated 
from  Thorpe,  and  became  a  parochial  chapel,  and 
independent  rcftory,  valued  at  203. 

In  1406,  April  7,  it  was  perpetually  united  to  the 
church  of  St.  Peter  at  Nelonde,  and  Nicholas  attc 
Wode,  prieft,  was  inftituted  to  the  parifh  church  of 
St.  Peter  at  Nelonde,  with  the  chapel  of  St.  Mary 
of  Wrenningham  Parva  annexed,  at  the  prefentation 

of 
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of  fir  Thomas  Erpingham,  knt.  Sec.  truftees  to  the 
Thorpe  family ;  and  not  long  after,  the  chapel  be- 
coming ruinous  was  pulled  down. 

NELONDE,  called  Nelond,  Newland,  Nayland  and 
Nailyng,  and  in  Doomfday  Eilanda  and  Neilanda, 
or  the  land  at  the  Eye  or  I/land.  Roger  Bigot  was  lord 
of  it  at  the  conqueft ;  earl  Euftace  had  another  part 
of  it,  and  earl  Hugh  a  third,  as  a  berewic  to  his 
manor  of  Fundenhall  in  Depwade.  They  all  united 
in  the  Bigots,  who  enfeoffed  the  Britons,  and  John 
le  Briton  enfeoffed  the  manor  and  advowfon  in  John 
de  Thorpe,  who  recovered  the  advowfon  againfl  John 
le  Briton,  on  an  action  brought  in  1256,  the  4oth  of 
Henry  III.  and  from  that  time  to  this  it  paffed  with 
the  Afhwellthorpe  eftate,  and  is  now  a  member  of 
Great  Wrenningham  manor,  to  which  town  this  vil- 
lage was  annexed. 

In  the  3d  of  Henry  V.  1415,  Jan.  8,  the  perpe- 
tual united  rectory  of  Nelonde  and  Wrenningham 
Parva  was  annexed  and  perpetually  united  to  the  per- 
petual united  reclory  of  the  medieties  of  Great  Wren- 
ningham, and  fo  continue  as  one  confolidated  rec- 
tory at  this  time. 

When  Norwich  Doomfday  was  made,  fir  Robert 
de  Thorpe  was  patron  ;  and  the  re&or  had  a  houfc 
and  nineteen  acres  of  glebe. 

Bclhoufe-hall  flood  in  this  -parifb,  and  there  were 
feventy-four  acres  and  an  half  of  land  in  demean 
adjoining  to  it ;  two  parts  of  the  tithes  of  which  be- 
longed to  Eye  priory,  for  which  that  houfe  was  taxed 
at  los.  The  temporals  of  the  prior  of  St.  Faith 
were  taxed  at  2S.  id.  The  church  was  demolifhed 
at  the  Reformation  j  it  lies  between  Wrenningham 

and 
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and  Aftiwellthorpe,  and  is   called  the  Old  Church- 
yard, 

Reginald  de  Nelonde  had  a  free  tenement  here, 
with  divers  fervices  and  rents  belonging  to  it ;  but  it 
long  fince  was  purchafed  by  the  Thorpes,  and  ad- 
ded to  Belhoufe  manor. 

In  the  i  ith  of  Edward  I.  1283,  it  was  found  that 
the  leet  of  Nelonde  belonged  to  the  prior  of  Wy- 
mondham  and  Robert  de  Tatefhale;  and  in  1284, 
upon  a  fuit  commenced  about  it,  the  prior  proved 
that  it  belonged  to  his  monaftery,  of  the  gift  of  Wil- 
liam le  Buteler,  in  the  time  of  Henry  I.  and  that 
that  king  confirmed  it  to  his  monaftery,  with  the  af- 
fiie  of  bread  and  ale,  8cc.  of  all  their  tenants  here, 
and  in  Bracon*. 

WRENNINGHAM 

*  Wymondham  Due'  Regine  ex  parte  Nelonde.  Leta  10 
Oft.  1638. 

"  The  Heyward  for  the  part  aforefaid,  doth  not  gather  any 
rents,  but  in  the  town  of  Wreningham  cum  Nelonde.  The 
COMMONS  in  the  faid  towns  are  the  upper  and  lower  greens, 
and  certain  fpots  lying  at  the  ends  of  their  lands,  called  Sponge- 
field  and  Lodgerleld,  in  all  about  150  acres,  on  which  the  te- 
nants in  Wrenninghamand  Nelonde  only,  have  the  commonage 
or  feeding  the  cattle,  with  the  privilege  of  digging  clay  and 
gravel,  and  cutting  furs,  at  all  times,  for  their  neceffary  ufes, 
And  it  was  found,  that  fir  Thomas  Richardfon,  then  lord  chief 
juftice  of  the  King's-Bench,  and  lord  of  Stanfield  in  Windham, 
had  an  inclofure  made  upon  the  weft  end  of  Wrenningham 
Green,  which  was  prefently  laid  open  by  the  lord  of  Wren- 
ningham cum  Nelonde,  and  fo  remains  ;  and  it  was  found, 
that  the  inhabitants  of  Windham  and  Afhwellthorpe,  who  had 
been  oftentimes  wrongful  commoners  or  overcharges,  were  pu- 
nifhed  from  time  to  time,  in  the  lord's  court  of  Wrenningham, 
for  fuch  offences  committed." 

Ex  Autog'.  Indorfed,  "  the  VerdicT:  of  the  tenants  of  Wren 
ningham  cum  Nelonde,  upon  fir  Thomas  Hatton's  Inquifitiop 
of  our  Commons." 
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WRF.NNINGHAM  MAGNA,  had  two  manors  in  it, 
which  included  that  and  the  greateft  part  of  Nelonde  ; 
the  manors  of  Nerford  and  Beihoufe-hall ;  the  (cite 
of  the  former  was  in  Nelonde  parifh,  where  the  an- 
cient family  of  the  Belhoufes  refided,  and  the  fcite 
of  the  latter  was  in  this  parifli. 

BELHOUSE-HALL  MANOR,  belonged  to  Levolt,  a 
thane  of  the  Confeffor  s,  and  at  the  conqudl  was 
given  to  Hermer,  of  whom  Vagan  held  it :  it  had 
a  church  and  ten  acres  of  glebe :  the  leet,  or  fupe- 
rior  jurifdiclion,  belonged  to  the  king  and  the  earl 
of  Norfolk;  it  was  worth  at  the  furvey  8os;  per 
ann.  Great  Wrenningham  (including  Nelonde)  was 
one  league  long,  and  half  a  league  broad;  and  Little 
Wrenningham  was  fix  furlongs  long  and  five  broad. 

This  manor  was  in  the  Norfolk  family,  and  was 
by  one  of  them  given  to  the  Creykes,  and  fir  Jeffrey 
de  Creyke  gave  it,  with  the  moiety  of  the  advowfon, 
to  fir  Thomas  de  Belhoufe,  knt.  who  came  and  fet- 
tled in  the  manor-houfe  of  his  own  building,  and 
was  fucceeded  by  fir  Richard,  his  fon  and  heir,  who 
was  lord  in  1280,  and  held  it  of  half  a  fee  of  the 
heirs  of  Creyke,  who  held  it  of  the  Earl  Marflial. 

This  fir  Richard  fold  the  mediety  of  the  advow- 
fon to  fir  Robert  de  Thorpe,  who  gave  it  to  Can  owe 
abbey;  and  in  1383,  the  6th  of  Richard  II.  fir  Ro- 
bert, by  the  name  of  fir  Robert  Fitz-John  of  Afhwell- 
thorpe,  obtained  a  charter  of  free -warren  in  all  his 
lands  here. 

In  1300,  fir  Thomas  Belhoufe  had  the  manors  of 
Weft  Bilney,  Bodney,  Tuddenham-Falgate,  Sec.  fir 
Richard  de  Belhoufe  his  fon  was  lord  after  him,  but 
dying  without  iflue  male,  the  manor  came  to  John 

Bofuri 
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Bofun  or  Bozun,  efq.  of  Whiffonfet  in  Launditeh 
hundred,  whofe  father,  William,  married  Maud,  fe- 
corid  daughter  and  coheir  of  this  fir  Richard  Bel- 
houfe,  knt.  and  in  1415,  the  feoffees  of  Bozun  con- 
veyed this  manor  to  fir  Edmund  de  Thorpe,  knt.  and 
To  it  became  part  of  the  eftate  of  that  family,  and 
hath  continued  with  it  ever  fince.  The  fines  are  ar- 
bitrable, and  the  manor  hath  free  warren  by  the  char- 
ter of  Edward  I. 

NERFORD'S  MANOR,  belonged  to  the  Bigots,  and 
was  by  them  enfeofred,  with  the  moiety  of  the  ad- 
vowfon,  in  the  Crekes,  who  feparated  the  manor  in- 
to two  parts ;  that  which  the  mediety  attended  was 
held  at  half  a  fee  of  the  earl  Warren,  by  fir  Richard 
de  Nerford,  and  fir  Robert  de  Nerford  his  fon,  foun- 
der of  the  religious  houfe  called  St.  Mary  de  Pre, 
or  de  Pratis,  from  its  fituation  in  the  meadows  be- 
tween Burnham-Thorpe  and  North  Creake,  to  which 
houfe  they  gave  the  mediety  of  the  advowfon,  and 
the  bifihop  appropriated  it  without  any  vicarage  re- 
ferved ;  fo  that  during  the  appropriation,  the  rector 
of  the  other  mediety  ferved  it  as  their  chaplain:  this 
was  about  1*206.  He  was  fucceeded  by  his  fon 
William,  and  Alice  his  wife,  daughter  of  John  le 
Moigne,  or  Money,  with  a  delis  or.  and  they  fold  it 
to  fir  John  de  Thorpe,  with  their  part  of 

MOIGNE'S  or  MONEY'S  MANOR,  in  this  town,  which 
was  conveyed  by  fir  Jeffrey  de  Creak,  and  confirmed 
by  fir  Robert  de  Creak,  which  belonged  to  fir  Alex- 
ander le  Moigne,  who  held  it  at  half  a  fee  of  the 
honour  of  Wormegay  in  Ciackclofe,  and  ever  fince 
it  hath  palTed  as  the  Afhwellthorpe  eftate  did.  It 
paid  to  the  honour  of  Wormegay  los.  lod.  per  ann. 
for  wayte-fee,  caflleward,  and  refpite  of  fuit  of  court 
held  for  the  honour. 
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The  church  is  dedicated  to  All  Saints.  The  ab- 
bot of  Creak  had  one  mediety  appropriated  to  his 
houfe,  to  which  belonged  a  houfe  and  fixteen  acres 
of  glebe,  and  a  fmall  manor:  it  had  no  vicarage  en- 
dowed, the  reclor  ferving  the  whole  cure  had  a  pen- 
fion  of  408.  per  ann.  out  of  it,  which  was  not  tax- 
ed: the  priorefs  of  Carrowe  was  patronefs  of  the 
other  mediety,  and  that  rector  had  a  houfe  and  fix- 
teen  acres.  The  whole  redory  was  valued  together 
at  fix  marks.  The  portion  of  the  abbot  of  St.  John 
at  Colchefter  was  sos.  the  portion  of  Carrowe  pri- 
orefs los.  and  the  portion  of  the  abbot  of  Creak 
two  marks  and  an  half.  In  1612  a  penfion  of  iis. 
8d.  was  paid  to  the  diffolved  abbey  of  Creak,  and 
a  penfion  of  55.  to  Carrowe  abbey;  and  the  prior 
of  Wymondham  had  a  meifuage  and  ten  acres  of 
land.  This  parifh  (lands  by  the  name  of  Wren- 
ningham  rectory  in  the  king's  books,  and  is  valued 
at  lol. 

The  rectors  of  Carrowe  mediety  were  prefented  by 
the  priorefles  of  Carrowe  from  1306  to  1405. 

In  1414,  the  mediety  given  by  fir  Robert  de  Ner- 
ford  to  the  abbot  of  the  monaftery  or  regular  church 
of  St.  Mary  de  Pratis  or  de  Pre,  fometimes  called 
the  hofpital  of  St.  Mary  of  Lyngefcroft,  in  the  mea- 
dows between  Burnham-Thorpe  and  Creak,  was  this 
year  fold  by  Robert,  abbot  of  that  houfe,  to  fir  Ed- 
mund Thorpe,  knt.  and  difappropriated,  who  at  the 
fame  time  bought  the  advowfon  of  Carrowe  mediety 
of  that  houfe;  and  then  Jan.  8,  1415,  he  got  them 
joined  to  Wrenningham  Parva  and  Nelonde,  which 
were  of  his  own  patronage,  and  lo  they  became  one 
rectory,  as  they  now  remain. 

In 
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In  1418  William  Weftacre,  archdeacon  of  Nor- 
folk, &c.  truftees  to  fir  Edmund  de  Thorpe,  knt. 
and  in  1429  fir  John  Clifton,  knt.  prefented:  in 
1504  Thomas  earl  of  Surry,  guardian  to  the  heir  of 
Berners,  and  in  1524  fir  John  Bourchier,  knt.  lord 
Berners. 

In  1594  fir  Thomas  Knevet,  knt.  prefented  Mr. 
John  Harrifon,  who  was  chaplain  to  the  earl  of  Nor- 
thumberland; in  1603  he  returned  that  there  were 
eighty-eight  communicants :  and  in  1 693  Thomas 
Glemham,  efq.  Catherine  Harris,  (afterwards  lady 
Berners)  Mary  and  Jenny  Knevet,  who  held  the  ad- 
vowfon  in  fee  fimple,  prefented. 

Decemder  6,  1735,  John  Goddard,  clerk,  A.  B. 
was  infHtutcd  on  the  prefentation  of  the  right  hon. 
Catherine  lady  Berners,  patronefs'in  fee  fimple. — 
This  lady  claimed  the  title  of  Baronefs  Berners,  an 
old  barony,  and  her  claim  was  allowed  by  the  Houfe 
of  Peers :  on  her  deceafe  the  title  became  in  obey- 
ance,  and  continues  fo  at  prefent. 

The  church  is  twenty-four  yards  long  and  fix  broad, 
is  leaded,  and  hath  no  ailes ;  the  lleeple  is  fquare 
and  hath  four  bells ;  the  chancel  is  tiled.  In  the 
windows  are  the  arms  of  Appleyard,  Thorpe  impal- 
ing Clifton,  and  arg.  four  bendlets  gul.  Clere,  and 
arg.  a  chev.  between  three  horfe  barnacles  fab.  Gul. 
fretty  arg.  on  a  chief  of  the  sd.  three  rofes  of  the 
ift.  barbed  and  feeded  proper.  Arg.  a  plain  crofs 
gul.  Thorpe  impaling  Erin,  a  crofs  ingraifd  gul. 

By  the  altar  is  a  grave-ftone,  with  Buxton's  arms, 
for  Richard  Buxton,  who  died  20   Feb.    1684.     And, 
another  for  Roger  Gallard,  A.  M.  obiit  Aug.  8,  1672,

Hundred  of  L  O  D  D  O  N, 

F"XX"^  N  Doomfday-book  wrote  Lothna,  Loddin- 
X  j  X  ga,  and  Lothinga,  its  fcite  being  among 
x\  f\  low,  watry  meadows :  thus,  Loihbury,  in 
k_XX^  Bucks.  This  hundred,  and  that  of  Cla- 
vet  ing,  were  united  together,  and  in  the  crown,  and 
lie  between  the  two  great  rivers,  the  Yare  on  the 
north,  and  the  Waveney  on  the  ibuth.  In  the  7th 
year  of  Henry  111.  Roger  Bigot,  earl  of  Norfolk, 
had  the  royalty  of  the  river  Waveney,  (which  parts 
the  county  of  Norfolk  from  Suffolk)  between  the  two 
towns  of  Beccles  and  Bungay.  In  the  34t.h  of  the 
{aid  king  the  two  hundreds  were  farmed  of  the  crown, 
at  -2'2l.  and  in  the  32d,  at  24!.  per  aim. 

A    '  Sir 
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Sir  John  de  C lavering  had  a  grant  in  the  sd  of 
Edward  I.  to  farm  them,  and  held  them  in  the  gth 
of  that  king;  and  in  the  i^th  of  the- laid  king  they 
xvere  valued  at  20!.  per  arm.

*  We  do  not  find  this  town  accounted  for  either  in  Blomfield, 
the  Bilhop's  Regifter,  or  any  of  the  maps  of  Norfolk,  as  be- 
longing 
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The  parifiies  of  Bevgh-Apton,  and  Brooke,  are, 
by  Mr.  Parkin,  accounted  for  in  this  hundred,  though 
belonging  to  Clavcring,  as  is  alfo  Hale,  near  Lbddon. 

This  hundred  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the 
river  Yare,  which  divides  it  from  Blofield  hundred; 
on  the  eaft  by  Clavering,;  on  the  fouth  by  Earfham  ; 
and  on  the  wed  by  Hendead.  It  is  alfo  divided 
from  the  county  of  Suffolk  by  the  river  Waveney,  at 
Bungay. 

The  greatefl  extent,  viz.  from  Hardley-Crofs  to 
Topcroft,  is  about  ten  miles;  and  from  the  Yare, 
near  Surlingham,  to  the  Waveney  at  Bungay-bridge, 
nearly  the  lame  diftance. 

The  whole  of  this  hundred  is  fertile,  well  culti- 
vated, and  abounds  with  wood  and  water  in  a  greater 
proportion  than  molt  parts  of  Norfolk.  It  pays 
1 61.  1  25.  to  the  general  rate  of  the  county  for  a  fix- 
hundred  pound  levy;  and  with  Clavering.  and  Hen- 
ftead,  is  in  the  deanry  of  Brooke,  and  archdeaconry 
of  Norfolk.

ASHBY,  wrote  ill  Doomfday-book  Afcebie.  On 
the  expulfion  of  Aflac,  or  Left  ic,  Ralph  earl  of  Nor- 
folk had  a  grant  of  it ;  on  his  rebellion  and  forfeiture 
the  king  granted  it  to  Godric,  his  fleward,  who  had 
alfo  other  lands  here. 

William  de  Cheney  was  afterwards  lord  of  it,  and 
of  Claxtoh,  and  Hellington,  and  fo  it  came  to  the 
Creffys,  and  the  family  of  Kerdefton  was  enfeofled 
of  it,  from  whom  it  came  to  the  De-la-Poles,  dukes 
of  Suffolk,  Sec.  the  Gaudys,  8cc.  with  Claxton. 

Roger  Bigot,  anceflof  of  the  earls  of  Norfolk, 
had  a  grant  of  lands  which  ten  free-men  of  Swetman 
were  deprived  of;  and  there  were  twenty-feven  acres 
and  a  carticate,  which  feven  free-men  had ;  the  moiety 
of  them  was  in  Swetman,  and  Robert  de  Vaux  held 
it,  &c.  under  Roger  Bigot. 

The  town  Was  nine  furlongs  long,  five  broad,  and 
paid  6d.  gelt. 

The  family  of  de  Helgeton  were  enfcoffed  of  this 
lordfhip.  In  the  izoth  of  Henry  III.  fir  William  de 
Helgeton  help!  half  a  fee  in  this  town,  Claxton,  and 
Hellington,  which  was  Thomas  de  Helgeton's,  and 
the  earl  of  Glouceiler's  manor  extended  into  it. 

In  the  s^th  of  Edward  I.  fir  William  de  Kerdefton 
purchafcd  by  fine  of  fir  Thomas  de  Helgeton  this 
lordfhip,  and  the  reverfion  of  feveral  lands,  except 
one  tneffuage,  with  feven  acres  of  land,  and  the  ad- 
vovvfon  of  this  church,  and  that, of  Hellington.

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In  the  next  year  he  purchafed  of  John  de  H'l^e- 
ton  twenty-four  meffuages,  three  mills,  three  hundred 
and  twenty  acres  of  land,  nine  acres  and  a  half  of 
meadow,  four  of  wood,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
of  marfh,  three  and  an  half  of  pafture,  283.  3<i. 
rent,  with  one  pound  of  cummin,  feveral  capons, 
Sec.  per  ann.  in  this  town,  Claxton,  Hellington,  Hol- 
vefton,  Rockland,  Thurton,  and  Carleton,  with  the 
advowfons  of  Afhby.  and  Hellington,  fo  that  the 
Kerdeflons  were  lords  of  this  manor,  and  the  other 
before  mentioned  ;  after  them  the  De-la-Poles,  8cc. 

Gaudys,   Brereton,  and Grow,  efq.  of  Caftor, 

near  Yarmouth. 

The  earl  of  Gloucefter  and  Clare's  manor  of  Carle- 
ton  extended  here  ;  and  in  the  8th  of  Edward  II.  the 
heirs  of  Oliver  Wythe  held  in  this  town,  Carleton, 
Sec.  half  a  fee  of  the  honor  of  Clare. 

In  the  soth  of  Edward  III.  Henry  Wythe,  and  his 
parceners,  viz.  the  abbot  of  Weft  Dereham,  &c.  held 
of  the  earl  a  quarter  of  a  fee,  which  John  Wythe, 
and  Roger  Broome,  formerly  had.  In  the  gd  of 
Henry  IV.  Thomas  lord  Mowbray  was  capital  lord 
of  Bigot's  fee,  in  this  town,  Claxton,  8cc.  and  the 
earl  of  March  capital  lord  of  the  Clare,  or  Glou- 
ceflcr  fee. 

The  church  of  Afhby  is  a  redlory,  dedicated  to  St. 
Mary,  and  was  valued  at  ten  marks;  Peter-pence 
i  sd.  carvage  8d.  and  the  re£lor  had  a  manfe,  with 
thirty  acres  of  land.  In  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  fir 
Thomas  de  Helgeton  was  lord  and  patron.  The 
preient  value  is  61. 

In  1316  the  re&or  was  prcfemed  by  fir  Robert  de 

Burgulyon,  knt.  and  in  1402  by  fir  Miles  Stapleton, 

A  3  and 
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and  fir  William  Argenton.      In    1603  the   reclor  re- 
turned ninety  communicants. 

The  church  is  a  fingle  pile,  covered  with  tile,  and 
has  a  fquare  tower,  with  three  bells. 

Here  are  grave-ftones  for — Robert  Holmes,  gent,  who 
died  in  1698,  aged  73;  and  for  Ann,  his  wife,  who 
died  in  1688,  aged  67. — For  William  Holmes,  gent. 
~who  died  in  1704,  aged  44.. 

In  the  chancel,  one  for— Edward  Yovell,  A.  M. 
reftor  of  Aftiby,  cum  Hdlington,  and  reftor  of  Carleton, 
turn  Claxlon,  who  died  June.  16,  1701. 

April  5,  1723,  this  church  of  Afhby  was  confoli- 
clated  with  Carleton  St.  Peter;  and  in  1746  the  Rev. 
Stephen  Degullion  was  prefented  to  thefe  united  rec- 
tories by  Mr.  William  Smith,  hac  vice,  being  alternate 
patron  with  fir  Robert  Rich,  ban. 

BEDINGH AM,  wrote  in  Doomfday-book  Bedinga- 
ham.  The  greateft  part  of  this  town  was  pofleffed 
by  the  Conqueror,  and  Godric,  his  fteward,  took 
care  of  it.  Hagan,  a  thane,  or  Saxon  nobleman  of 
king  Edward  the  Confeffor,  was  then  lord  of  it,  and 
under  the  commendation  of  Stigand  the  archbifhop 
of  Canterbury. 

This  Hagan,  or  Hacun,  was  fon  of  Swane,  (eldeft 
fon  of  earl  Godwin)"  and  nephew  of  king  Harold, 
and  was  deprived  of  it :  there  was  a  faddle  horje  then 
kept  at  the  hall.  Ralph  earl  of  Norfolk  had  an  in- 
tereft  by  grant  of  the  Conqueror,  which  -he  forfeited 
before  the  grand  furvey.  The  whole  was'valued  in  king 
Edward's  time  at  4!.  at  the  furvey  it  paid  a  quit-rent 
of  SI.  and  2os.  as  a  fine  or  income-  of  the  81.  fix 

free-men 
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free-men  paid  2/s.  4<1  it  was  one  leuca  long,  and 
half  a  one  broad;  the  gelt  6d.  king  Edward  had  the 
foe  of  thefe  free-men,  and  Ralph  earl  of  Norfolk 
held  it  unjuftly  at  the  time  of  his  outlawry. 

How  long  thefe  tenures  were  in  the  crown  does  not 
appear,  but  in  the  reign  of  Henry  II.  Hugh  de  Gour- 
nay  was  lord  ;  and  in  the  beginning  of  king  John's  • 
reign  Hugh  de  Gournay,  a  Norman  baron,  gave  it 
Nicholas  de  Stutevile,  with  Gunnora,  his  daughter, 
in  marriage :  Nicholas  was  foon  after  diffeifed  of  it, 
as  land  of  the  Normans,  for  their  rebellion  in  1205, 
by  king  John,  who  in  the  next  year  reftored  to  Ni- 
cholas, the  fon,  all  that  his  father  Nicholas  had  been 
deprived  of. 

At  the  feifure  of  the  manor,  and  ftock,  it  was  af- 
figned  to  Walter  de  Cantelupe,  during  the  king's 
pleafure. 

In  the  5th  of  Henry  III.  there  was  an  inquifition 
concerning  the  patronage  of  this  church,  whether  it 
belonged  to  the  king  or  Nicholas,  as  king  John  on 
the  feifure  before  mentioned  had  prefented  to  this 
church,  but  it  was  now  reftored  to  Nicholas  ;  and  in 
the  23d  of  the  faid  king  Nicholas  impleaded  the 
prior  of  Walfingham  on  the  fame  account;  the  prior 
pleaded  the  grant  of  it  from  Hubert  de  Burgh,  earl 
of  Kent,  who  being  called  to  warrant  it,  proved  his 
right  by  the  grant  of  Nicholas  dfi  Stutevile,  his 
father. 

Sir  Nicholas  de  Stutevile  granted  in   the   1 6th  of 

Edward  1.  this  lordfhip  to  Nicholas  de  Cailello,  and 

his  heirs,  to  be  held  by  one  knight's  fee;  and  in  the 

2 8th  of  that  king  purchafed  by  fine  nine  meffuages, 

A  4  land, 
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land,  Sec.  in  this   town,  and  Woodton,  of  Richard 
Cofyn. 

In  the  gd  of  Edward  II.  Gregory  de  Caftello,  of 
Raveningham,  had  a  charter  of  free-warren,  this 
manor  being  held  of  the  lord  Bardolph,  as  heir  10 
the  Goumavs. 

In  the  5th  of  Edward  VI.  it  was  valued  at  lol. 
per  ann.  and  was  fold  to  William  Stanhaw,  gent,  by 
John  Caftell,  efq.  of  Raveningham. 

From  the  Stanhaws  it  came  to  William  Stone,  gent. 
by  the  marriage  of  Catherine,  daughter  and  heir  of 
William  Stanhaw,  who  died  in  1659. 

Thomas  Stone,  efq.  married  Lucy,  daughter  of  Ro- 
bert Suckling,  efq.  was  living  about  i  700,  and  died 
without  iffue.  George  Stone,  efq.  is  the  prefent  lord 
and  patron. 

WALSINGHAM  PRIORY  MANOR.  The  ancient  fa- 
mily of  de  Uvedale,  or  Dovedale,  were  enfeoffed  of 
purt  of  the  Conqueror's  lorclfhips  before  mentioned; 
they  were  lords  alfo  of  Tacolnefton,  in  this  county. 

Sir  John  de  Uvedale  in  1318  gave  this  manor, 
worth  i os.  per  ann.  to  the  canons  of  Walfingham, 
who  had  a  licence  for  it,  with  meffuages  and  lands 
in  Walfingham. 

On  the  difTolution  of  this  priory  it  came  to  the 
crown,  and  was  granted,  together  with  the  appropri- 
ated reclory,  on  March  22,  in  the  jih  of  Edward  VI. 
to  Thomas  Gaudy,  efq.  who  in  the  faid  year  had  li- 
cence to  convey  it  to  William  Golling;  he  died  feifed 
of  it  held  in  capite,  in  the  ^th  of  Elizabeth,  with 

the 
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the  re&ory  (called  often  a  priory)  ;   in    this  family  it 
remained,    William    Gofling,   gent,     poffeffing   it  in 

1700.     From  the  Goflings  it  carae  to Howes, 

M.  D.  who  was  lord  in  i  720. 

Roger  Bigot  had  the  grant  of  a  lordthip  of  which 
Ofta,  a  thane  of  archbifnop  Stigand,  was  deprived ; 
Roger  held  it  at  the  furvey,  and  it  was  then  valued 


The  family  of  Shelton,  lords  of  Shehon,  in  Nor- 
folk, were  foon  after  the  furvey  enfeoifed  of  this 
lordfhip,  and  held  it  under  the  Bigots,  earls  of  Nor- 
folk, in  1235,  who  had  a  grant  of  free-warren  in  this 
town,  Shelton,  8cc.  in  1286.  Sir  Robert  Shelton  was 
a  knight,  and  died  in  the  34th  of  Edward  I.  when 
this  lordfhip  was  extended  at  735.  5d.  and  held  of 
Robert  de  Tatefhale,  who  held  it  of  the  honor  of 
Forncct, 

Sir  Ralph  Shelton  fettled  it  in  134.6  on  his  mar- 
riage with  Joan,  daughter  of  fir  John  de  Plays:  in 
t'lis  family  it  remained  till  fir  John  Shelton  conveyed 
it  by  fine  in  the  g6th  of  Henry  VIII.  with  ten  mef- 
fuages,  ten  gardens,  two  hundred  acres  of  land,  8cc. 
in  this  town,  Topcroft,  Sec.  to  Thomas  Hanchet, 
gent,  of  Uphall,  in  Braughing,  Hertfordshire. 

About  the  year  1600  Mr.  Spilling,  of  this  town, 
was  lord ;  he  purchaied  it  of  Ralph  Stanhaw,  who 
was  living  in  1362. 

The  Stanhaws  were  an  ancient  family  in  this  town, 
and  many  of  them  lie  buried  here. 

The  Stones  are  alfoan  ancient  family  in  this  town, 
many  of  whom  are  interred  here. 

William 
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William  Stone  married  Catherine,  daughter  and 
fole  heir  of  William  Stanhaw,  of  Bedingharn,  and 
left  Thomas,  his  foil  and  heir,  who  married  l.ucy, 
daughter  of  Robert  Suckling,  of  Woodton,  all  bu- 
ried here. 

The  church  is  dedicated  to  St.  Andrew,  and  was 
a  reclory.  In  the  fixth  of  Richard  I.  Benedict  de 
Bedingharn  called  to  warrant  the  advowfon  Nicholas 
de  Stutevile,  which  Theobald  Walter  claimed  againft 
him.  The  Stuteviles  were  lords  and  patrons,  and 
Nicholas  granted  the  advowfon  to  Hubert  de  Burgh, 
earl  of  Kent,  who  granted  it  by  deed  without  date 
to  the  canons  of  Walfmgharn.  Soon  after  it  was  ap- 
propriated, and  a  vicarage  fettled,  Jeffrey  being  vicar 
in  the  ggd  of  Henry  III. 

There  were  anciently  two  medieties,  each  valued  at 
twenty  marks ;  one  of  which  is  called  Reymer's  mc- 
diety,  and  there  were  two  churches  in  the  church- 
yard ;  one  dedicated  to  St.  Mary,,  which  was  the 
church  that  Benedict  before  mentioned  claimed  the 
patronage  of.  Both  the  medieties  were  after  united, 
and  valued  at  forty  marks.  Here  was  alfo  the  cha- 
pel of  St.  John  of  Bedingham. 

The  vicar  in  1603  returned  148  communicants; 
the  biftiop  then  nominated,  and  John  Gofling  had 
the  presentation. 

In  the  church,  on  a  marble-Hone, — Dcpo/iium 
Maritf  uxorh  Hen.  Slone,  gen.  Jilite  Hen.  My  tins  de

In  the  chancel  is  buried  the  heart  of  one  of  the 
Brews,  who  defired  it  (dying  beyond  fea)  to  be 
buried  here,  and  a  ftone  lies  over  it,  with  a  heart 
in  brafs. 

On  a  little  mural  monument  in  the  fouth  aile, — 
Rofrtus  Bruce,  armiger,  unusjilior.  Johs.  Bruce,  militis, 
hicjepclitur,  obt.  24  Maij,  1605,  atat.  60; — with  the 
arms  of  Bruce. 

Thomas  Tindcrne,  gent,  of  Wooton,  buried  here  in 
1691. 

Topcroft-Hall,  which  belonged  to  the  Brews,  and 
the  chapel  of  St.  Ethelbert,  in  Topcroft,  belong  to 
this  parifh,  receive  the  communion,  and  pay  their 
offerings  here. 

The  town  takes  its  name,  as  Bedingham,  from  a 
rivulet  called  Beding,  in.  SufFex;  thus,  Bedingfield, 
in  Suffolk^-. 

In  1774  the  Rev.  John  Scockdale  was  prefented  to 
this  vicarage  by  George  Stone,  efq.  on  nomination  of 
the  biihop  of  Norwich. 

BROOME,  BROOM,  or  BROME.  Robert,  fon  of 
Corbun,  had  a  grant  of  this  lordfhip  on  the  depri- 
vation of  Anant,  a.thane,  or  Saxon  nobleman,  va- 
lued at  405.  at  the  furvey  at  505.  it  was  one  leuca 

long, 
*  Parkin. 
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long,  five  furlongs  broad,  and  paid  8d.  gelt.  Hum- 
phrey was  enfeoiied  of  it,  and  h&ld  it  of  Corbuu  at 
the  furvey, 

On  the  death  of  Robert  it  came  as  an  efcheat  to  the 
crown,  and  was  granted  to  William  de  Albini  by 
William  II.  anceftor  of  the  earls  of  Arundel. 

In  the  i6th  of  Henry  II.  William  de  Broome  was 
lord;  Roger  de  Broome  was  living  in  the  8th  of  Ri- 
chard I.  and  in  the  i;th  of  king  John  entered  into 
covenant  with  Elias  Benjamin,  of  tkis  town,  that 
Elias  fhould  not  mortgage,  or  difpofe  of  any  of  his 
lands,  without  the  content  of  Roger,  until  the  time 
of  his  beginning  his  journey  to  the  Holy  Land,  and 
then  he  was  to  deliver  it  to  Roger,  to  keep  for  three 
years,  who  was  to  advance  as  much  money  to  Elias 
for  his  journey  as  the  fame  fhould  be  then  valued 
at,  for  that  time ;  the  land  to  remain  to  Elias,  if  he 
fhould  return,  or  to  his  heirs,  if  he  died. 

Sir  Roger  de  Broome  was  lord  in  the  nth  of  Ed- 
ward I.  when  there  was  a  difpute  between  him  and 
fir  John  Bigot,  lord  of  Stockton. 

Sir  Roger  died  in  1303,  and  held  it  of  the  honor 
of  Rifing-Caftle ;  this  lordfhip  was  then  valued  at 
1 81.  per  annum. 

Richard  Broome  dying  without  iffue  about  1510, 
it  defcended  to  his  two  filters  ;  Mary,  who  married, 
ilrft,  John  Jenney,  of  Hardwick,  by  whom  fhe  had 
Edwaid  Jenney,  efq.  her  fecond  hufband  was  Ralph 
Shelton,  efq.  fon  of  fir  John  Shelton  ;  and  Edward 
Jenney  granted  by  fine  to  Ralph,  and  Mary,  his  wife, 
his  moiety  and  right  in  this  lordiliip  about  1353. 

Ann, 
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Ann,  the  other  fitter  and  co-heirefs,  married,  firft, 
Robert  Stede,  efq.  afterwards  John  Brampton  ;  Tho- 
mas, his  fon  and  heir,  fold  his  right,  or  moiety,  alfo 
to  Ralph  Shelton,  elq.  whofe  fon,  Ralph,  was  lord 
of  the  whole  lordfhip,  and  died  in  1592. 

This  Ralph  married  Prudence,  daughter  and  co- 
heirefs  of  Edward  Calthorpe,  efq.  and  had  by  her 
three  daughters ;  Thomafia,  wife  of. Thomas  Uve- 
dale,  gent.  Grace,  wife  of  John  Thurton,  gent,  and 
Mary,  wife  of  William  Cooke,  fenior,  of  Lynftead, 
in  Suffolk,  gent,  and  their  heirs. 

Mr.  Uvedale  died  without  iffue,  and  Thomafia 
re-married  Charles  Crofts,  efq. 

Grace  had  a  daughter,  Maud,  who  married  Chrif- 
topher  Calthorpe,  efq.  fon  of  fir  James  Calthorpe, 
of  Cockthorpe,  and  had  a  fon,  James,  who  fold 
his  part,  and  right,  to  William  Cooke,  fen. 

Ralph  Shelton,  fenior,  efq.  gave  legacies  to  the 
repair  of  Broome-bridge,  and  Ditchingham-dam,  and 
was  buried  in  the  church  of  Broome. 

In  1605  Charles  Crofts,  efq.  William  Cooke,  gent, 
and  John  Thurton,  gent,  held  this  lordihip,  and  had 
the  patronage  of  the  church. 

After  this  William  Cooke,  efq.  jun.  was  fole  lord 
of  this  manor,  and  prefented  in  1645  ;  by  Mary, 
his  wile,  daughter  of  Thomas  Aftley,  efq.  of  Melton 
C  oft  ft  able,  he  was  father  of  William  Cooke,  of 
Broome,  efq.  created  baronet  June  29,  1663,  knight 
of  the  (hire  in and  by  Jane,  his  wife,  daugh- 
ter and  co-heirefs  of  William  Steward,  efq  ."of  Barton- 
Mills,  in  Suffolk,  had  feven  daughters  ;  firit,  Do- 
roth  v, 
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rothy,  married  to  John  Herne,  of  Armingliall,  gent, 
without  iffue ;  fecond,  jane,  died  (ingle;  third, 
Mary,  married  to  Richard  Freefton,  efq.  of  Mend- 
ham,  in  Suffolk  ;  fourth,  Elizabeth,  to  Thornhaugh 
Gurden,  of  Letton,  eiq.  fifth,  Bridget,  to  — 
Proclor,  efq.  fixth,  Agneta,  to  Charles  Bedingfield, 
gent,  feventh,  Lettice,  to  Jtfhn  Gordon,  of  Affington, 
in  Suffolk,  gent. 

Sir  William  died  in  January,  i  708,  and  before  his 
death  fold  this  lordfhip  to  John  Fowle,  efq.  fon  of 
John  Fowle,  of  Norwich,  barrifter  at  law,  and  Sarah, 
his  wife,  daughter  of  George  England,  of  Yarmouth, 
efq.  fon  of  Thomas  Fowle,  of  Burnham,  in  Effex, 
by  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Matthew  Edifton, 
of  Haveningham,  in  EfTex,  gent. 

John  Fowle,  efq.  who  purchafed  this  manor,  pre- 
fcnted  to  the  church  in  1701,  and  married,  firft, 
Mary,  daughter  of  John  Mingay,  efq.  of  Saxling- 
ham,  and  Ranthorp-Hall,  in  Tafburgh,  by  whom 
he  had  John  Fowle,  efq.  and  Thomas  Fowle,  L.  L.  D. 
commilTary  to  the  dean  and  chapter  of  Norwich, 
and  archdeacon  of  Norfolk. 

John  Fowle,  efq.  lord,  was  one  of  the  commif- 
fioners  of  the  excife  in  1726,  and  in  i  760,  and  mar- 
ried   youngefl  daughter  of  the  late  fir  Charles 

Turner,  bart.  of  Warham. 

The  church  is  a  reclory,  dedicated  to  St.  Michael* 
was  valued  at  ten  marks  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I. 
and  had  then  thirty  acres  of  glebe,  with  a  manfe. 

Therefor  returned  in  1603  one  hundred  and  nine 
communicants*  The  prefent  value  is  61,  135.  4d. 
and  is  difcharged. 

In 
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In  this  church  was  the  guild  of  St.  Michael ;  and 
in  the  town  was  the  chapel,  dedicated  to  St.  Botolph, 
which  was  in  ruins  in  1558. 

In  1760  the  Rev.  William  Manning  was  prefented 
to  this  re&ory  by  John  Fowle,  elq.  p.  j. 

CARLETON,  wrote  in  Doomfday-book,  Carlen- 
tona,  and  now  called  Carleton,  cum  Afhby,  to  dif- 
tinguifh  this  town  from  other  towns  of  the  fame  name 
in  Norfolk.  The  principal  lordfhip  of  this  town  was 
given  to  Rainald,  fon  of  Ivo,  on  the  deprivation  of 
Alfic,  a  free-man  of  king  Edward  the  Confeffor; 
and  chere  was  a  church  here  endowed  with  eighty 
acres  of  free  land,  valued  in  the  whole  in  king  Ed- 
ward's time  at  2.os.  but  at  the  furvey  at  405.  and  it 
was  one  leuca  long,  and  five  furlongs  broad  ;  the 
gelt  was  8d. 

From  Rainald  this  lordfhip  came  to  the  earls  of 
Clare,  and  Gloucefter;  the  family  of  de  Vernons 
held  it  of  them,  who  gave  name  to  a  lordfhip  in  this 
town.  Ralph  de  Norfolk  had  alfo  an  intereft  here, 
and  gave  name  to  one,  which  was  held  of  the  laid 
earls. 

In  the  15th  of  Henry  III.  Robert,  fon  of  Ralph 
de  Norfolk,  releafed  to  Eborard  de  Vernon  all  his 
right  in  the  advovvfon  of  Carleton,  Sec.  The 
faid  Robert,  in  the  £2d  of  the  aforefaid  king,  gave  to 
the  abbey  of  Weft  Dereham  the  moiety  of  a  mill, 
and  rents  out  of  lands  in  this  town. 

Ralph  Leffet  was  lord  in  1308,  and  prefented 
then,  and  in  1328,  8cc.  to  this  church;  and  in  1349 
John  de  Carleton. 

Oliver 
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Oliver  de  Wythe  had  an  intereft  here  in  the  94  th 
of  Edward  III.  Wy trier  de  Aylefham  prefented  in 
1364.  Stephen  Baftwick  in  1393,  and  gave  name  to 
the  manor  called  Baftwick's. 

In  the  3d  of  Hsnry  IV.  the  earl  of  March,  then  a 
minor,  held  (as  capital  lord)  a  quarter  of  a  fee,  called 
Vernon's,  and  a  quarter  of  a  fee,  called  Norfolk's, 
in  this  town,  Thwayte,  Tafburgh,  and  Afhby. 

In  14 18  Richard  Hevcningham  prefented;  and  in 
i  340  fir  Henry  Inglos.  After  this  it  came  to  the  De- 
la-Poles;  and  John  De-la-Polc,  duke  of  Suffolk, 
prefented  as  lord  and  patron  in  1485. 

On  the  attainder  of  that  family,  Charles  Brandon, 
duke  of  Suffolk,  had  a  grant  of  it  from  the  crown, 
and  prefented  in  i  523  ;  from  him  it  came  to  Edward 
lord  North,  &c.  Gaudy,  Brereton,  arid  Crow,  with 
Claxton,  &c. 

Roger  Bigot,  anceflor  of  the  earls  of  Norfolk,  had 
at  the  furvey  the  pofTeffion  of  a  free-man  of  Swet- 
man,  who  was  deprived;  the  Conqueror  gave  him 
livery,  and  with  Roger's  manors  in  Claxton,  Afhby, 
and  Hellington,  was  valued  always  at  6os.  per  ann. 
Roger  had  alfo  a  grant  of  lands  here,  valued  at  2od. 

The  family  of  de  Hclgeton  held  this,  with  their 
lordfhips  in  Hellington,  Claxton,  &c.  from  the  Hel- 
getons  it  came  to  theKerdeflons,  De-la- Poles,  Gaudy, 
8cc.  with  Claxton,  Sec.  Godric,  the  Conqueror's 
fteward,  held  at  the  furvey  the  lands  of  four  free- 
men of  Edwin,  and  the  foe  belonged  to  the  hundred. 
This  lordfhip  came  afterwards  to  William  de  Cheney, 
fo  to  the  C  reify s,  and  the  Kerdeftons ;  from  that  fa- 
mily 
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roily  to  the  De-la- Poles,    Sec.  Gaudy,  Brereton,    and 
Crow,  who  was  lord  in  1 740. 

Ralph  lord  Baynard,  on  the  deprivation  of  a  free- 
man of  Toret,  had  lands,  &c.  here,  valued  at  the 
f'urvey  at  205.  This  came  by  an  exchange.  The 
foe  was  in  the  lord  of  the  hundred,  and  Nigell  was 
enfeoffed  of  this  manor  by  the  lord  Baynard.  In 
the  time  of  Henry  III.  James  de  Aggs  held  a  quarter 
of  a  fee  here  of  William  lord  Bardolph.  It  was 
granted  to  Hugh  de  Gourney  by  Henry  I.  on  the  re- 
bellion of  lord  Baynard,  and  by  Julian,  daughter  and 
heirefs  of  that  family,  came  to  William  lord  Bar- 
dolph, her  huToand.  Thomas  de  Ages,  or  D'aggs, 
was  lord  in  the  3d  of  Edward  III.  held  of  Thomas 
lord  Bardolph. 

In  the  5th  of  Edward  VI  Thomas  P;iufort,  duke 
of  Exeter,  held  two  fees  in  this  town,  and  Langley- 
Hallbufhes,  which  the  abbot  of  Langley  poifeifed, 
as  part  of  the  honor  of  Wormegay. 

The  temporalities  of  this  houfe  here  were  valued 
in  1428  at  61.  iis.  and  in  the  31  ft  of  Henry  Vll I. 
Anthony  Rous  conveyed  by  fine  the  manor  of  Bafl- 
wick,  and  Hodges,  or  Aggs,  to  Miles  Hobart,  in 
this  town,  Langley,  Sec. 

Sir  Henry  Hobart,  on  requefl  of  fir  Chriftopher 
Hatton,  obtained  a  grant  on  the  yth  of  March,  in 
the  nxih  of  James  I.  of  lands  in  this  town,  held  of 
the  iate  abbot  of  Langley. 

Sir  Thomas  Berney  held  a  court  here  in    the  loth 

of  Henry  VII.  in  risht  of  the  great  chantry  of  Don- 

nington,  called  Philip's  chantry,  in  Suffolk,  (founded 

15  by 
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by  fir  William  Philip,  lord  Bardolph)   in  light  of  his 
wife. 

Lands  here,  late  Langley  abbey's,  were  granted  on 
the  diffolution  to  Richard  Fulmerflon,  efq.  who  had 
licence  to  alien  to  Thomas  Middleton  the  manor  of 
Baftwick  in  the  iR  of  Edward  VI.  and  before  this, 
in  the  gSth  of  Henry  VIII.  on  June  5,  John  Ber- 
ney,  efq.  had  a  grant  of  all  the  meftuagcs  and  lands 
in  this  town,  called  Pedham's  and  Staynefs;  alfo  of 
lands  in  the  tenure  of  the  mailer  and  fellows  of  the 
college  of  Donnington. 

Dereham  abbey  temporalities  here  were  valued  at 
c6s.  8d.  and  were  granted  to  Chriftopher  Fenton, 
and  Bernard  Gilpyn,  February  19,  in  the  i6th  of 
Elizabeth. 

The  church  is  dedicated  to  St.  Peter,  and  being  a 
reclory,  was  valued  at  nine  marks  in  the  time  of 
Edward  I,  and  had  a  manfe  then,  with  one  acre  of  land. 

The  reclor  returned,  in  1603,  eighty-three  com- 
municants in  this  parifli. 

This  redlory,  with 'the  vicarage  of  Claxton,  is  va- 
lued at  81.  and  is  difcharged.  In  the  church  was 
the  guild  of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul,  and  the  flceple 
was  building  in  1503,  and  1504. 

April  5,  1723,  the  reclory  of  Carleton  St..  Peter 
was  confolidatcd  with  Afhby  ;  and  in  i  746  the  Rev. 
Stephen  Deguliion  was  prefented  by  William  Smith, 
gent,  being  alternate  patron  with  fir  Robert  Rich, 
Bart'. 

CHEDGRAVE, 
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CHEDGRAVE,  or  CHATORAVE,  '  wrote  in 
Doomfday-book  Scatacjava.  Ralph  Bavnard,  lord 
jbavn.ucl,  who  came  on  the  invafion  with  William 
duke  of  Normandy  into  England,  had  a  grant  of 
this  lordfiiip  on  the  deprivation  of  Toret,  and  Ein- 
bold  held  it  at  the  furvey  under  Ralph,  always  va- 
lued at  403.  It  was  9  furlongs  long,  and  8  broad, 
and  paid  2d.  gelt.  And  there  were  other  lands,  Sec. 
here  valued  at  los.  which  lord  Baynard  claimed  by 
exchange. 

Toret  is  alfo  called  Torn,  and  was  a  thane,  or  no* 
bleman  of  king  Edward's* 
i 

The  family  of  Edisfield,  or  Edgefield,  was  foot! 
after  the  conquefl  enfeoffed  of  this  lordfhip. 

Peter  de  Edisfield,  in  the  reign  of  Richard  I.  had  a 
daughter  and  heir,  Lecia,  or  Lietitia,  who  marrying 
fir  William  de  Rofceline,  was  lord  in  her  right.  The 
Rofcclines  held  it  of  the  lords  Fitz- Walter,  and  on  the 
death  of  fir  Thomas  Rofceline,  who  died  f.  p. 
about  the  i  ",th  of  Edward  III.  it  came  to  his  fix  lifters 
and  co-hcirefles.  Joan,  the  4ih  fitter  and  co-heirefs, 
married  John  lord  Willoughby,  of  Erefby,  to  whom 
all  the  other  fillers  conveying  their  rights,  he  was  lord 
of  this  manor. 

William  lord  Willoughby  married  to  his  fccond 
wife,  Joan,  daughter  of  Thomas  Holland,  earl  of 
Kent,  who  died  poffefTed  of  it  in  the  12th  of  Henry 
VI.  then  fliled  duchefs  dowager  of  York. 

It  was  fold  by  William  lord  Willonghhv  in  the 

reign  of  Henry  VII.  and  fir  Robert  Drury  (old  it  by 

iine  to  fir  Robert  Southwell,  in  the  1910  of  that  king.

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In  152!  Walter  Hobart,  or  Hubbard,  efq.  prcfeht- 
ed  to  this  church,  and  in  the  2oth  of  Henry  VIII. 
beinc^  ihen  a  knight,  ion  and  heir  of  fh  James  Hobart, 
fettled  this  loidfhip  and  advowfon  of  the  church,  with 
feveral  manors  in  Suffolk,  on  Henry  Hobart,  efq  his 
fon  and  heir,  which  Henry  was  lord  in  1550,  and 
prefented  to  this  church. 

James  Hobart,  efq.  fold  it  in  the  i  2th  of  Charles 
I.  to  Henry  Humberftone,  gent,  whpfe  fon,  William 
Humberftone,  efq.  of  Halcs-Hall,  in  Loddon,  fold 
this  eflate. 

Sir  Nevil  Catlyn  was  lord  in  1670,  and  prefented 
to  this  church. 

In  1 742  fir  Charles  Turner  was  lord  and  patron, 
and  in  1759  fir  William  Beauchamp  Pro&or,  bait, 

Ralph  lord  Baynard  had  alfo  a  grant  of  another 
lordfhip  in  this  town,  of  which  Leuric,  a  freeman, 
who  held  it  under  the  commendation  of  Harold,  in 
the  Confeffors  time,  was  deprived. 

It  was  held  by  Jeffrey  under  the  lord  Baynard,  at 
the  grand  furvcy,  and  then  valued  at  405.  This  alfo 
came  by  an  exchange. 

William  Baynard  taking  part  with  Elias  earl  of 
Maine,  in  France,  and  other  confpirators  againil 
Henry  I.  was  deprived  of  his  barony  of  Baynard-caf- 
tle,  in  London,  which  was  granted  to  Robert  Fitz- 
Gilbert,  of  which  family  this  lordfhip  was  held  by  a 
ycunger  branch  of  the  Baynards,  till  the  loth  of  Ed- 
ward III.  when  Thomas  Baynard  fold  by  fine  to  fir 
Thomas  Rofceline  this  lordfhip,  8cc.  but  in  the  46th 
of  die  faid  king  fir  Edmund  de  Thorpe,  and  Joan  his 

wife, 
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wife,  fifter  and  heir  of  Thomas  Baynard,  brought  their 
aclion  again  ft  John  lord  Wiilough'by  for  the  aforcfaid 
manor,  fold  by  her  brother,  as  being  imailed,  but  to 
no  effecl,  fo  that  it  remained  in  the  family  of  Wil- 
loughby, and  being  united  to  their  manor  before- 
mentioned,  paffed  with  that. 

A  family  that  affumed  their  name  from  this  town 
had  an  intereft  herein.  Agnes,  daughter  of  Philip  dc 
Chategrave,  held  one  fee  with  Robert,  or  Ralph  Bay- 
naid,  of  Walter  Fitz-Robert,  in  the  reign  of  Richard 
I.  and  Robert  de  Chategrave  was  living  in  the  6th  of 
Edward  I. 

The  temporalities  of  St.  Bennet-of-Holm  were  45. 
sd.  in  this  town. 

PRIOR  of  BUTTLEY'S  MANOR.  In  the  soth  of 
Henry  III.  William  de  Aubervile  granted  by  fine  to 
the  priory  of  Buttlcy  the  3d  part  of  the  advowfon  of 
this  church,  and  of  Somerton,  and  Upton,  in  Nor- 
folk, and  feveral  in  Suffolk. 

The  lady  Caflfandra  Baynard  gave  by  fine  to  the- 
prior  of  Buttley  St.  Mary,  in  Suffolk,  a  meffuage,  with 
1 2  acres  of  land,  and  the  advowfon  of  this  church,  in 
the  56th  of  Henry  III. 

Sir  Walter  Hobart  died  lord  of  this,  with  Lille- 
ford's  lands,  or  manor,  Baynard's  Sec.  as  lord  of  the 
whole  town. 

The  abbot  of  Langley  had  lands  here,  of  which  fir 
Walter  Hobart  died  pofleffed,  and  after  whofe  family, 
fir  Nevil  Gatlyn,

T'he  church  was  a  reclorv  dedicated  to  Ail  Saint r. 
and  being  granted  by  the  lady  Caflandra  Baynaui  io 
the  priory  of  Buttley,  was  appropriated  thereto.  In 
the  reign  of  Edward  J.  the  prior  had  a  manic,  and  a 
carucate  of  land.  It  was  valued  at  10  marks,  and 
there  was  a  vicarage  valued  at  405.  The  prior  of 
Norwich  had  a  portion  of  tithe,  both  great  and  fmall, 
valued  at  two  marks. 

On  June  22,  1420,  John  bifhop  of  Norwich,  on  ac- 
count of  the  poverty  of  this  vicarage,  diffolved  it, 
with  the  appropriation,  and  it  became  a  refiory  in  the 
patronage  of  the  prior  of  Buttley,  and  paid  to  a 
whole  tenth  of  the  king  135.  4.d.  and  for  Norwich 
portion  35.  ^d. 

In  the  chancel,  a  grave-Rone — In  memory  of  Silvef- 
tcr  Child,  re£lor  of  Chetgrave,  who  died  January  12, 
1669.  Alfo — Hie  deponitur  Jana,  pia  cl  charimi/Ji 
conjux  Hcnrici  Wcljlcr  de  Chedgrave,  in  comit.  Norjj- 
generoji,  qua  Jato  cejffit  Janu.  21,  1694. 

The  fteeplc  Hands  at  the  noith-eail  end  ofthe  chan- 
(cl,  and  there  is  one  beil. 

The  town  takes  its  name  from  Chat,  or  Ket,  the 
name  of  a  river.  Thus  Chattefworth,  in  Derbyfliire ; 
Chutterefs,  in  Cambridgefhire,  Sec. — Vide  Parkin. 

In  1759  the  Rev.  John  Fayerman  was  prefented  to 
this  reclory  by  the  late  fir  William  Beauchamp  Proc- 
tor, bart.  of  Langley.  His  only  fon  and  heir,  fir 
Thomas  Beauchamp  Pro&or,  bart.  is  the  prefent  lord 
end  patron. 

CLAXTON,  wrote  in  Doomfday-book  Clackef- 
At  the  furyey,  Godric,  the  king's  Reward,  held 

a  lortlfhip 
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a  lordfhip,  granted  before  by  the  Conqueror  to 
Ralph  carl  of  Norfolk,  on  the  expulfkui  of  two  free- 
men, who  held  it  under  the  protection  of  AlJack  ami 
Lefrick,  in  the  reign  of  king  Edward,  and  Ralph  was 
deprived  of  it  on  his  rebellion  againit  the  Conqueror. 
The  whole  was  valued  at  405.  but  at  the  furvev  at 
4!.  the  king  and  the  earl  had  the  foe,  and  fac.  The 
foe  of  a  fraall  parcel  was  in  the  hundred. 

On  the  death  of  Godric  it  feems  to  have  come  as 
an  efcheat  to  the  crown,  and  was  granted  to  William 
dc  Cheney,  lord  of  Horfeford,  in  the  reign  of  king 
Stephen  fheriffof  Norfolk;  and  Henry  II.  gave  him 
the,  manor  of  Blyburgh,  or  Blythborough,  in  Suffolk* 

By  the  marriage  of  Margaret,  his  daughter  and  co- 
heirefs,  it  came  to  fir  Hugh  de  CreflTi,  and  fo  to  fir 
Roger  de  Creffi,  his  fon,  who  married  Ifabel,  daugh- 
ter and  co-heirefs  of  Hubert  de  Rye,  a  great  baron  of 
the  realm,  and  the  family  of  de  Kerdefton  wereenfeof- 
fed  of  this  lord.Qiip  by  them, 

In  the  firft  year  of  king  John  fir  Roger  de  Kerde- 
fton gave  30  marks  to  the  king  for  a  confirmation  of 
the  lands  formerly  belonging  to  Hubert  de  Rye. . 
Hugh  de-  Kerdefton,  his  brother,  took  part  with  the 
rebels,  in  rebellion  againfl  that  king. 

In  the  loth  of  Edward  I.  William  de  Kcrdefton, 
a  younger  fon  of  fir  Roger  de  Kerdefton,  was  fum- 
moned  among  the  barons  of  the  realm  to  attend  the 
king  in  his  expedition  againft  the  WclJh,  and  in  the 
15th  to  meet  at  Glouccfter  Edmund  earl  of  Corn- 
wall, with  horle  and  arms,  to  advife  with  Edmund, 
then  cuftos  of  the  realm,  about  the  Welfh  affairs. 
He  was  fhcrirY  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  in  the  25th  and 
2 6 th  of  Edward  I.

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In  the  33d,  he,  with  William  de  Ormcfhy,  Willi- 
am Inge,  John  le  Breton,  and  Richard  de  Walfing- 
K?im,  were  conflituted  juftices  of  trail  ballon  in  Nor- 
folk and  Suffolk.  He  married  Margaret,  eldcfl  filler 
and  co-heirefs  of  Gilbert  de  Gaunt,  lord  of  Folking- 
ham,  in  Lincolnshire,  by  whom  he  had  Roger,  his  fon 
and  heir,  created  knight  of  the  bath  with  prince  Ed- 
ward of  Carnarvon,  fon  of  Edward  I.  fheriff  of  Suf- 
folk and  Norfolk  in  the  5th  of  Ed  ward  III.  governor 
of  Norwich  caftle,  fummoncci  as  a  baron  to  parlia- 
ment from  the  fixth,  arid  died  in  the  "iith,  feifed  of 
Bircham,  Newton,  Kerdeflon,  Claxton,  Sec.  in  Nor- 
folk; Stratford,  and  Henham,  in  Suffolk,  of  the  ma- 
nor of  Gaunt,  in  Siwardeley,  and  Skendelby,  in  Lin- 
colnfhire,  8cc.  as  heir  to  Gilbert  de  Gaunt. 

In  the  8th  of  Edward  III.  he  gave  to  the  king  re- 
lief (555.  nd.  ob.)  for  his  3d  part  of  the  manor  of 
Skendelby,  as  parcel  of  the  barony  of  Folkingham, 
and  was  buried  in  the  abbey  church  of  Langley. 

William  de  Kcrdefton  xvas  his  fon  and  heir,  aged 
30  at  his  father's  death.  In  the  13111  of  Edward 
III.  he  had  licence  to  make  a  caflle  of  his  manor- 
hcufe  here.  In  the  following  year  lie  obtained  a 
charter  for  a  weekly  market  on  Monday,  and  a  fair  on 
the  eve  of  St.  John  Baptift,  the  day,  and  5  days  after. 
In  the  1 5th  had  the  king's  letters  to  provide  10  men 
at  arms,  and  to  come  with  them  to  Newcaftle-upcn- 
Tyne,  in  order  to  invade  Scotland,  or  to  hinder  the 
Scots  from  making  inroads  into  England.

In  the  next  year  fir  William  Kerdefton  had  a  writ 
dated  at  Weftminfter,  December  -20,  to  provide  i  o 
men  at  arms,  and  10  archers,  to  be  tranfported  into 
Britany,  in  France,  and  to  go  with  them  himfelf,  (as 
the  king  defired)  but  if  he  couid  not,  then  to  come  to 

London, 
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London,  or  to  fend  fomebody  of  his  council  to  treat 
with  the  king's  council  about  their  wages,  &c. 

In  the  2oth  of  Edward  III.  he  held  half  a  fee  in 
this  town  of  Fulco  Baynard,  and  by  the  name  of  fir 
William  de  Kerdeflon,  lord  of  Claxton,  was  ium- 
moned  to  parliament,  anno  28,  and  figned  a  letter  of 
proxy  to  Richard  Wyfondefold,  to  give  his  confent  to 
the  agreement  that  fhould  be  made  between  the  en- 
voys of  England  and  France,  before  pope  Innocent 
VI.  at  Avignon,  to  prevent  the  war  which  enfued, 

In  the  ggd  of  the  faid  king  he  was  fummoned  to 
meet  at  Weftminfler,  on  Sunday  next  after  St.  Mar- 
Wii's  feaft.  to  be  of  council  to  Thomas  dc  Woodftock, 
duke  of  Gloucefter,  the  king's  fon,  cuftos  of  Eng- 
land during  the  king's  abfence  in  France,  and  died 
in  October,  in  the  3510.  of  Edward  III.  feifed  of  the 
manors  abovementioned,  in  Norfolk,  and  Suffolk,  alfa 
of  two  manors  in  Yorkfhire,  they  being  part  of  the  in- 
heritance of  lord  Gilbert  de  Gaunt. 

William  was  his  fon  and  heir,  by  Maud  his  firft 
wife,  aged  36  ;  but  by  another  inquifition,  John,  fori 
of  John  Buighcrfh.  and  Maud  his  wife,  daughter  and 
co-heireffes  of  fir  William  de  Kerdeflon,  and  Marga- 
ret his  fecond  wife,  daughter  of  Edmund  Bacon,  of 
Grefliam,  was  found  to  be  heir  of  fir  William. 

Great  lawfuits  enfued  on  thefe  inquifitions,  in  order 
to  prove  this  William  to  be  illegitimate,  and  to  be 
born  ante  Jponfalia  •  and  fome  accounts  make  him  to 
be  the  fon  of  Alice  Norwich,  his  father's  concubine, 
in  Trinity  term,  anno  38  of  Edward  III. 

There  was  a  trial  ro  enquire  if  John  Burgherfli, 
fou  of  John  Burghcrfh,  and  Maud  his  wife,  daughter 

of 
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of  fir  William  Kerdefton,  and  Margaret  his  wife,  or 
William,  now  a  knight,  was  the  heir,  whrn  the  jury 
found  fir  William  to  be  born  ante  Jponjaiia. 

But  in  the  43d  of  that  king,  in  the  return  of  the  ef- 
cheators  inquilition,  it  appears  that  the  king  had  feif- 
ed  on  the  maners  of  Kerdefton,  Claxton,  and  Hel- 
lington,  which  caption  fir  William  traverfed  in  the 
king's  bench,  alledging  that  fir  William  Kerdefton,  fe- 
nior,  by  his  deed,  had  entailed  thofe  manors,  and 
that  he  was  the  right  heir,  as  the  jury  then  found,  and 
lawfully  begotten,  fo  that  the  king's  hands  were  taken 
off. 

He  was  fheriffof  Norfolk  in  the  4Qth  of  Edward 
III.  and  the  ^th  of  Richard  II. 

In  the  3d  of  Richard  II.  he  had  a  grant  of  free^ 
warren  in  his  manors  in  Norfolk,  and  Suffolk,  and  be- 
ing wealthy,  lent  the  kingmoney  ;  he  finifhed  his  ma- 
nor-houfe,  Dr  callle,  at  Claxton,  and  died  foon  after, 

leaving  Cecilia,  his  wife,  daughter  of  fir Brews, 

of  Stinton,  who  was  living  in  the  3d  of  Henry  IV.  and 
Jheld  the  manor  of  Eaft  Ryflon,  8cc.  in  dower,  and  was 
buried  by  her  hufband  in  the  church  of  Reepham. 

Sir  Leonard  Kerdefton  was  lord  in  the  gth  of  Ri- 
chard II.  and  in  the  third  of  Henry  IV.  he  was  a 
knight,  and  Thomas  lord  Mowbray,  as  heir  to  the 
Bigots,  held  it  in  capite. 

In  the  3d  of  Henry  VI.  a  fine  was  levied  between 
Thomas  Chaucer,  efq.  and  Maud,  his  wife,  one  of 
the  daughters  and  heirefies  of  fir  John  Burgerfh,  que- 
rents,  fir  Thomas  Kerdeflon,  and  Elizabeth,  his  wife, 
deforcients,  of  this  manor,  and  many  other,  conveyed 
;o  Maud,  who  with  her  hufband  re-fettled  them  on 

fir 
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fir  Thomas   and  Elizabeth,  in  tail,  to  be  held  of  the 
heirs  of  Maud. 

After  this,  in  the  soth  of  the  faid  king,  William 
De-la-Pole  earl  of  Suffolk,  arid  Alice  his  wife,  daugh- 
ter and  heir  of  Thomas  Chaucer,  efq.  releafed  to  fir 
Thomas  Kerdeflon  all  their  right  in  this  manor  and 
advon'fon. 

Sir  Thomas  Kerdefton,  by  his  will,  dated  July  I, 
1446,  defires  to  be  buried  in  the  church  of  the  Auilin 
friars,  at  'Norwich,  and  that  the  third  part  of  the 
palfage  of  Buckcnham  ferry,  in  the  parifli  of  Carleton. 
which  dcfcended  to  him  lawfully,  and  all  the  mcffua- 
ges,  lands,  fcc.  in  Claxton,  Afhby,  Hellington,  Carle- 
ton,  Bergh-Apton,  Holvefton,  and  Yelverton,  which 
he  bought  of  William  Claxton,  Sec.  with  the  advow- 
ion  of  the  church  of  Carleton  St.  Peter's,  be  fold  forth- 
with alter  his  deceafe,  and  out  of  the  money  anfing 
he  gives  to  the  aforefaid  convent  of  friars  300  marks, 
on  condition  that  they  find  three  brethren  for  ever, 
of  the  faid  houfe,  to  pray  for  his  foul,  Sec,  He  died 
July  20,  anno  25  of  Henry  VI. 

Jn  the  efcheat  rolls,  anno  aq  of  the  aforefaid  king, 
the  jury  find  that  fir  Thomas  died,  not  fcifed  of  the 
manors  of  Bulcamp,  Henham,  and  Stratford  in  Suf- 
folk, but  that  William  de-la-Pole,  late  duke  of  Suf- 
folk, and  Alice  his  wife,  (as  her  right)  entered  on  and 
took  the  profits  during  the  life  of  fir  Thomas,  and 
that  Alice,  late  wife  of  the  faid  duke,  and  fir  John 
Howard,  were  his  next  heirs. 

And  before  this,  in  the  26th  of  Henry  VI.  William 
James,  8cc.  conveyed  to  William  de-la-Pole,  marquis 
of  Suffolk,  and  Alice  his  wife,  this  manor  of  Claxton, 

vv-iih  that  of  Kerdcfton,  8cc.  fo  that  Elizabeth,  daugh- 
ter 
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ter  and  heir  of  fir  Thomas  Kerdeflon,  was  deprived  of 
her  inheritance. 

In  the  15th  of  Edward  IV.  Alice,  late  wife  of  Wil- 
liam de-la-Pole,  duke  of  Suffolk,  died  feifed  of  this 
manor,  with  thofe  of  Stokingham,  and  Yalmeton,  in 
Devonshire.  Sec.  of  the  inheritance  of  Richard  earl  of 
Warwick,  and  in  the  following  year  fir  Edward  Hun- 
gerford,  See.  by  deed  dated  November  20,  releafed  to 
John  de-la-Pole,  duke  of  Suffolk,  and  Elizabeth  his 
wife,  (fifter  of  Edward  IV.)  the  lordfhips  of  Claxton, 
and  Hellington,  in  Norfolk,  and  three  manors  in  Suf- 
folk. 

On  the  attainder  of  Edmund  de-la-Pole,  earl  of 
Suffolk,  this  lordfhip  coming  to  the  crown,  Henry 
VIII.  in  his  2d  year,  granted  it  with  Fellington,  va- 
lued at  33!.  135.  per  ann.  to. Thomas  Howard,  earLof 
Surrey,  and  afier  duke  of  Norfolk,  and  his  heirs  ;  but 
In  the  following  year  the  faid  earl,  and  the  lady  Anne, 
his  wife,  with  Catherine  countefs  of  Devonfhire,  (who 
were  two  of  the  daughters  of  Edward  IV.)  conveyed 
to  that  king  their  right  in  -many  manors,  caftles,  Sec. 
and  fomc  accounts  fay  that  the  king  granted  this 
lordfhip,  and  that  of  Heilington,  in  confideration  of 
this  conveyance. 

On  the  death  of  Anne  duchefs  of  Norfolk,  without 
furviving  iffue,  this  lordfhip  was  granted  to  Charles 
Brandon,  duke  of  Suffolk,  and  the  lady  Ann  of 
Cleves,  the  king's  divorced  wife,  as  fome  fay,  had 
inteiefi  herein. 

On  September  jo,  in  the  4th.  and  5th  of  Philip 
and  Mary,  Edward  lord  North  had  letters  patent  to 
hold  it  in  capite,  late  the  pofleffions  of  Charles  duke 
of  Suffolk  ;  and  in  the  faid  year  had  licence  to  alien 

it 
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it  to  John  Throgmorton,  efq.  and  his  heirs,  who  con- 
veyed it  to  Thomas  Gaudy,  or  Gavvdy,  etq.  in  the 
8th  of  Elizabeth. 

Thomas  Gaudy,  efq.  was  afterwards  a, knight,  and 
a  judge  of  the  common  pleas,  fbn  of  John  Gaudy, 
gent,  of  Harlefton,  in  Norfolk,  by  Rofe,  his  fecond 
wife,  daughter  of  Thomas  Bennet. 

The  judge  refided  at  this  manor-houfe  of  Claxton, 
and  was  alfo  lord  of  Hellington,  Afhby,  Carjeton, 
Holvefton,  Rockland  St.  Peter's,  Saxlingham,  Sur- 
lingham,  Bramerton,  Catfield,  Fring,  Shipdhara, 
Tafburgh,  Cantley,  and  Gaudy-Hall  in  Harlefton  ; 
he  died  feifed  of  them  November  4,  in  the  gift  of 
Elizabeth,  as  was  found  by  an  inquifition  taken  at 
Loddon,  Auguft  9,  following,  leaving  Henry,  his 
fon  and  heir,  by  Etheldreda,  his  firft  wife,  daughter 
and  co-heirefs  of  William  Knightly,  gent,  of  Nor- 
wich, aged  36  years  ;  his  fecond  wife  was  Frances, 
daughter  of Richers,  of  Kent. 

Henry  Gaudy,  his  fon,  was  created  knight  of  the 
bath  on  the  coronation  of  fames  I.  in  1603,  and 
was  fheriff  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  in  the  6th  of  ihe 
laid  king  :  he  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Robert 
Warner,  efq.  of  Milden-Hall,  in  Suffolk,  and  was 
buried  February  13,  1620. 

Sir  Robert  Gaudy,  his  fon,  enjoyed  it,  and  lived 
at  Claxton-Caftle  in  1624;  by  Winifred,  his  wife, 
daughter  and  co-heirefs  of  fir  Nathaniel  Bacon,  of 
Stif  key,  in  North  Greenhoe  hundred,  he  had  Henry, 

his  Ion,  who  married ,  daughter  of  fir  John 

Heveningham,  and  died  without  iffue ;  Dorothy, 
daughter  and  heireis  of  fir  Robert,  married  fir  Philip 
Barker,  of  Arvvaiton,  tu  whom  Ihe  brought  a  confi* 

derable 
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derable  eflate,  and  fir  Robert  fettled  on  her  the  ma- 
nor of  Stanfield,  in  Wymondham,  in.  1631.  Sir 
Robert*  was  created  knight  of  the  bath  in  1640,  and 
on  his  death,  without  iffuc  male,  this  Icidfhip  de- 
fcended  to  Thomas  Gaudy,  efq.  ion  of  George 
Gaudy,  efq.  fourth  fon  of  fir  Henry  Gaudy ;  which 
Thomas  was  lord  in  1644,  and  was  father  of  Thomas 
Gaudy,  captain  of  horfe  in  the  lord  Windfor's 
regiment,  and  died  in  Ireland ;  he  was  the  laft  of  the 
Gaudy's  that  enjoyed  this  lordfhip.  There  is  a  de- 
fcendent  of  this  family,  and  name,  now  rcfiding  in 
Norwich. 

Thomas  Breton  was  lord  in  1697,  and  is  faid  to 
have  purchafed  it  of  Thomas  Gaudy. 

Roger  Crow,  efq.  of  Caflor,  and  Norwich,  was 
lord  about  1720,  and  John  Bcdingfield,  efq.  in  1740. 

Roger  Bigot,  anceftor  of  the  earls  of  Norfolk,  had 
the  grant  of  a  lordfhip,  of  which  Swetman,  a  free- 
man, who  held  it  under  Stigand  archbifhop  of  Can- 
terbury, in  king  Edward's  reign,  was  deprived,  and 
a  church  endowed  with  thirty  acres,  valued  at  35. 
At  the  furvey  Robert  de  Vaux  held  lands  here  under 
Bigot.  Claxton  was  fix  furlongs  long,  and  five 
broad,  and  paid  gd.  ob.  gelt. 

The  ancient  family  of  de  Helgeton,  or  Hellington, 
held  this  fee  before  the  reign  of  king  John,  of  de 
Vaux,  who  held  it  of  the  Bigots.  Walter  de  Claxton 
had  alfo  an  interelr.  herein  in  the  aoth  of  Henry  III. 

Sir 

*  Sir  Robert  Gaudy  bequeathed  the  parifhes  of  Loddon, 
Canlley,  and  Yelverton,  $\.  each,  and  to  Claxton,  12!. 
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Sir  Thomas  de  Helgeton  conveyed  in  the  251!!  of 
Edward  I.  the  principal  part  of  the  lordfhip  to  fir 
William  de  Kerdefton ;  and  in  1326  fir  Roger  de 
Kerdefton  poffeffcd  the  whole,  and  fo  it  became 
united  to  their  manor  before  mentioned,  and  was  con- 
veyed from  them,  Sec.  as  is  there  fhe\vn. 

In  the  52d  of  Henry  III.  Henry  Atte-Lyng  granted 
lands  here,  and  in  Afliby,  to  the  abbot,  Sec.  of  Lang- 
ley  ;  and  the  temporalities  of  that  convent  here,  and 
in  Afhby,  were  valued  at  403.  gd.  ob.  Weft.  Dere- 
ham  temporalities  at  iis.  ob. 

The  town  is  wrote  Clarcftona,  and  Clakeftona, 
both  fignifying  a  town  feated  by  a  clear  flream,  river, 
or  water;  thus:  Clare,  in  Suffolk;  Clavering,  in 
Effex.  Kes,  or  Ches,  is  the  fame  as  Re  ;  thus  :  Kef- 
wick,  Stow-Chefs,  Chefham,  8cc. — Parkin. 

The  church  is  dedicated  to  St.  Andrew,  and  was 
appropriated  to  the  priory  of  Blithborough,  in  Suffolk, 
to  which  it  was  probably  given  by  William  de  Che- 
ney, lord  of  this  town  in  the  reign  of  Henry  II.  va- 
lued at  eleven  marks,  and  a  vicarage  was  appointed ; 
the  patronage  of  it  was  in  the  laid  priory,  valued 
at  405. 

In  1603  it  was  held  as  a  cuiacv,  and  returned  fe- 
venty-two  communicants. 

In  the  26th  of  Edward  III.  William  de  Kerdefton 
defigned  fettling  the  manor  of  Starford,  in  Suffolk, 
on  the  mafter  and  chaplains  of  the  chantry  of  St. 
Mary  of  Claxton  ;  and  in  the  26th  of  Henry  VI.  a 
patent  was  granted  to  fettle  the  faid  manor,  with  te- 
nements there,  for  the  founding  of  a  chantry,  which 

manor 
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manor  was  faid  to  be  held  c>f  the  prior  and  monks  of 
Thetford. 

The  chapel  of  St.  John  Baptift  is  mentioned  in 
1485. 

The  church  has  a  nave,  with  a  north  aile,  a  chan- 
cel, and  fquare  tower. 

On  the  north  wall  of  the  chancel  was  a  neat  mo- 
nument, but  much  damaged  by  the  fall  of  a  ladder 
on  it,  with  the  arms  of  Gaudy,  argent,  a  tortoife 
vert.

Here  were  the  effigies  of  a  man  'at  full  length,  of 
plafter  work  (broke  now  to  pieces)  on  an  altar  tomb 
adjoining,  and  on  the.  body  of  it,  a  man  and  his 
wife,  with  reading  defks  before  them,  and  the  arms 
of  Gaudy,  and  Bacon,  quartered,  incloied  with  iron 
rails. 

A  grave-flone  in  the  north  aile — For  Jane  Bujldy, 
late  wife  of  Nicholas  Bujliby,  daughter  of  fir  Chrijlopher 
Dee,  hit.  ftie  died  October  25,  1607. 

Adam 
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Adam  Roufe,  gent,  buried  in  the  church  in  1544. 

Concealed  lands  in  this  town,  and  Afhby,  were 
granted  to  fir  George  Howard,  November  25,  in  the 
3d  of  Elizabeth. 

In  i  747  the  Rev.  Stephen  Degullion  was  prefented 
to  this  vicarage  by  fir  Robert  Rich,  bart. 

DITCHINGHAM,  wrote  in  Doomfday-book 
Ditchingha.  William  de  Noiers  was  fteward  of  this 
lordfhip  for  the  Conqueror  at  the  furvey:  it  was  a 
beruite  to  Stigand  the  archbifhop's  manor  of  Earfham, 
in  the  time  of  the  ConfefTor,  and  he  was  deprived  of 
it ;  it  was  one  leuca  and  four  furlongs  long,  and  nine 
furlongs  broad,  and  paid  8d.  gelt.  It  remained  in 
the  crown  till  king  Stephen  granted  it  to  Hugh  Bigot, 
on  his  being  created  earl  of  Norfolk. 

On  the  death  of  Roger  Bigot,  the  lad  earl  of  this 
farnily,  in  1305,  it  came  by  his  grant  to  the  crown, 
and  fo  remained  till  Edward  II.  granted  it  to  his  half 
brother,  Thomas  de  Broiherton,  carl  of  Norfolk, 
who  leaving  two  daughters  and  co  heireffes,  Alice, 
and  Margaret,  Alice  brought  it  by  marriage  to  fir 
Edmund  de  Momacute,  from  whom  it  came  to  her 
filter  Margaret,  countefs,  and  afterwards  duchefs  of 
Norfolk,  whofe  daughter  and  heirefs,  Elizabeth,  mar- 
ried John  lord  Mowbray,  whofe  fon  Thomas,  created 
duke  of  Norfolk,  poffefled  it. 

By  the  female  heireffes  of  the  Mowbrays,  Ifabel, 
married  to  fir  James  Berkley,  and  Margaret,  to  fir 
Robert  Howard,  their  inheritance  came  into  thofe 
families,  and  this  lordfhip  went  by  the  faid  Margarer 
to  fir  John  Howard,  her  fon,  who  was  created  duke 
oi  Norfolk  by  Richard  II J.  and  iu  this  family  it  con- 
G  unues. 
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tinues,    Chailes    Howard,    duke   of    Norfolk,  being 
the  prefcut  lord. 

PIRNHOW.  Roger  Bigot,  anceflor  of  the  earls  of 
Norfolk,  had  a  grant  of  this  lorcHhip,  and  Godwin 
held  it  of  him  at  the  furvey,  Algar,  a  free-man, 
being  deprived  of  it  at  the  conqueft,  who  held  it  un- 
der Stigand  the  archbifhop,  in  the  reign  of  king  Ed- 
ward, valued  then  at  los.  and  at  the  furvey  at  aos. 
it  was  eight  furlongs  long,  three  broad,  and  paid  8d. 
gelt;  the  foe  was  in  the  lordfhip  of  Earfham. 

The  town  of  Pirnhow  has  been  demolifhed  time 
immemorial,  the  lands  belonging  to  it  lie  now  in 
Ditchingham,  and  Pirnhow-Hall  is  therein. 

William  de  Pirnhow  held  it  under  Bigot  in  the  reign 
of  Henry  I.  he  was  a  perfon  of  great  account  at 
court,  and  witnefs  to  a  charter  of  that  king  to  the 
abbey  of  Ramfey. 

In  the  s6th  of  Henry  II.  a  fine  was  levied  before 
the  king's  jnftices,  at  Weftminfter,  between  William. 
de  Pirnhow  and  William  de  Broome,  about  a  water- 
courfe  in  that  town,  whereby  it  was  agreed  that  Wil- 
liam de  Pirnhow,  and  William  de  Broome,  fhould 
deflroy  their  two  mills,  and  erecl  one  on  the  faid 
water-courfe  belonging  to  both  their  fees,  (viz.  of 
Pirnhow  and  of  Broome)  and  each  to  have  an  equal 
right,  or  moiety,  in  the  new  one. 

William  de  Pirnhow  in  the  24th  of  Henry  III,  re- 
leafed  to  Roger  earl  of  Norfolk  his  right  of  fifhery 
from  the  mill  of  Cliff  to  the  bridge  of  Bungay,  and 
the  earl  granted  to  him  a  fifhery  from  Bungay  bridge 
to  the  carl's  vineyard, 

In 
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In  the  1 6th  of  Edward  I.  the  manor  of  Pirnhow 
came  by  marriage  to  Robert  de  Swillington. 

The  family  of  de  Swillington  take  their  name  from 
a  town  in  the  Weft  Riding  of  Yorkftiire,  of  which 
they  were  lords. 

Sir  Adam  de  Swillington  was  in  the  expedition  into 
Scotland  in  the  34th  of  Edward  I.  and  in  the  fol- 
lowing year  was  arrefted  by  the  conftable  of  Dover 
caille,  for  going  beyond  fea  to  the  tournaments,  con- 
trary to  the  king's  prohibition,  and  being  brought  to 
die  Exchequer  before  the  treafurer  and  barons,  was 
committed  to  the  Tower. 

In  the  loth  of  Edward  II.  he  gave  to  William 
Charles  all  his  right  of  presentation  of  the  church  of 
Thwayte,  in  Norfolk,  and  was  fummoned  to  parlia- 
ment, as  a  baron,  from  the  2ift  of  Edward  II.  to  the 
ad  of  Edward  III. 

Sir  Robert  de  Swillington,  jun.  left  a  fon,  Thomas, 
\vbo  had  a  daughter  and  heirefs,  Elizabeth,  married 
to  Robert  Sampfon,  efq. 

In  this  family  the  lordfhip  of  Pirnhow  remained. 
They  had  alfo  Sporle,  and  Little  Dunham,  in  the 
hundred  of  South  Greenhoe,  and  very  considerable 
property  in  Yorkfhire,  Cambridgefbire,  Leicefter- 
fljire,  Lincolnihire,  Derbyfhire,  Suffolk,  Notting- 
ham [hire,  &c.  and  Bnlton,  in  Holt  hundred. 

Sir  John  de  Swillington  furvived  his  father  but  one 
year,  dying  in  the  6th  of  Hem;y  V.  without  iflfue  ;  fo 
that  his  great  inheritance,  with  this  lordfhip  of  Ditch- 
ingham,  held  of  the  Mowbrays,  dukes  of  Norfolk, 
dclcendcd  to  his  iifter  and  heirefs,  Margaret,  married 
C  2  IQ 
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to  fir  John  Gray,  of  South  Ingleby,  in  Lincolnshire, 
and  died  without  iffue  in  the  8th  of  Henry  V. 

On  the  death  of  Margaret  lady  Gray,  Elizabeth, 
wife  of  Robert  Sampfon,  of  PI  ay  ford,  in  Suffolk. 
efq.  was  found  to  be  the  next  heirefs,  as  daughter  of 
Thomas  de  Swillington. 

In  the  6th  of  Henry  VI.  died  Joan  lady  de   Svvil- 

lington,  daughter   and  heiiefs   of Scroop, 

fecond  wife  of  fir.  Roger,  poffeffed  of  her  thirds  in 
many  lordfhips,  leaving  three  daughters  and  co- 
heireffes  by  her  hufband,  William  de  Port.  At  this 
time  there  feems  to  have  been  a  contefl  about  the  in* 
heritance  of  Swillington. 

In  the  6th  of  Henry  VI.  Robert  Sampfon,  efq.  re- 
leafed  all  his  right  in  the  manors  of  Ditchingham, 
and  Ellingham,  in  Norfolk,  and  all  the  lands,  late 
fir  Robert  de  Swillington's,  to  John  Hopton,  efq. 
and  his  heirs. 

This  John  Was  fon  of  Thomas  Hopton,  efq.  na- 
tural fon  of  fir  Robert  de  Swillington,  to  whom  he 
left  at  his  death  2ol.  and  by  fome  fettlement,  no 
doubt,  laid  claim  to  this  eftate. 

Thomas  Hopton,  the  father,  died  before  Margaret 
lady  Gray,  and  an  entail  on  him  and  his  heirs  was 
made  by  fir  Roger  de  Swillington,  father  of  John. 
Henry  VI.  in  his  8th  year,  by  virtue  of  this  entail, 
commands  the  fheriff  of  Norfolk  to  deliver  feifin  to 
John  Hopton,  efq.  taking  fecuiity  for  his  relief. 

In  the  i  ith  of  the  faid  king  John  Hopton  held  of 
the  duke  of  Norfolk  (heir  of  the  Bigots)  half  a  fee 
in  this  town.  Sir  John  Gray  releafcd  to  him  in  the 
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1 8th  of  the  faid  reign  feveral  manors ;  and  in  the 
faid  year  Bartholomew  Whitficld,  and  Elizabeth,  his 
wife,  releafed  all  their  right,  &c.  She  was  the  reli& 
of  Robert  Sampfon,  and  now  the  wife  of  Whitfield. 

John  Hopton  died  feifed  of  the  aforefaid  manors 
in  the  8th  of  Edward  IV.  and  William  Hopton,  efq. 
his  fon  and  heir,  was  a  great  courtier,  treafurer  of 
the  houfe,  and  of  the  privy  council  to  Edward  IV.  a 
knight,  and  fheriff  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  in  the 
reign  of  Richard  III.  Sir  George  Hopton,  of  Weft- 
wood,  in  Suffolk,  his  fon  and  heir,  was  created  a 
knight  banneret  at  the  battle  of  Stoke,  in  the  2d  of 
Henry  VII.  he  died  July  6,  in  the  5th  of  Henry 
VI(I.  and  was  fucceeded  by  Arthur,  fon  and  heir  of 
iir  George ;  he  married  Ann,  daughter  of  fir  David 
Owen,  of  Cowdrey  in  Suffex,  natural  fon  of  Owen 
Tud®r,  who  married  Catherine,  queen  dowager  of 
Henry  V.  and  was  father  of  fir  Owen  Hopton,  who 
was  lieutenant  of  the  Tower  of  London. 

The  Hoptons  fold  the  lordfhip  of  Swillington,  in 
Yorkfhire,  to  Edward  North,  efq.  in  the  32d  of 
Henry  VIII.  About  this  time,  moft  likely,  this  ma- 
nor of  Ditchingham,  and  Pirnhow-Hall,  were  ali- 
enated. 

Thomas  Gaudy,  ferjeant  at  law,  died  feifed  of 
this  lordfhip  on  Augufl  4,  in  the  4ih  of  Philip 
and  Mary. 

Anthony  Gaudy  had  a  pracipc  in  the  1410.  of  Eli- 
zabeth to  deliver  it  to  Thomas  Gaudy,  as  William 
Sutton  had  in  the  3  8th  of  that  queen  to  deliver  it  to 
Francis  Gaudy. 

C  3  After 
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After  the  Gaudys  Robert  Brent,  of  DHciitngKaia 
is  faid  to  have  fold  it  to  the  Calvers,  of  this  town. 

Gregory  Calver  was  lord  in  1627,  whofe  grandfon, 
Richard,  fold  it  to  Philip  Bedingfield,  efq.  of  Ditch- 
ingham. 

Robert  Davy,  efq.  counfellor  at  law,  recorder  of 
Norwich,  died  lord,  and  without  iffue,  in  1703, 
defcended  from  an  ancient  family  in  this  town ;  he 
married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Philip  Bedingiield, 
efq. 

The  Bedingfields,  of  Ditchingham,  had  an  eftate 
here  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.  and  being  lords  of 
Hedenham,  we  fhall  there  treat  of  them. 

In  the  chancel  of  Ditchingham  church,  on  a  grave- 
flone,  a  brafs  plate, — Orate  p.  a  fa.  P/iilippi  Bofard, 
genero/i,  qui  obt.  16  JVov.  1490,  et  p.  a  fa.  Margaria 
uxor. 

Againfl  the  fouth  wall  of  the  chancel,  a  monu- 
ment to  Samuel  Pycroft,  A.  M.  reclor  here,  who 
died  June  3,  1709,  aged  80. 

In  the  church, — Orate  p.  aia.  Rogi.  Bofard,  Gc.ni. 
et  Willi.  Bofard,  Jilij  ejus,  Rog.  obt.  14  Sept.  1505. — • 
He  is  faid  to  have  given  legacies  to  the  finding  poor 
fcholars  at  the  univerfities  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge. 
—Regi/l.  Rix.  Norw.foL  68. 

The  church  is  dedicated  to  St.  Mary.  In  the 
reign  of  Edward  I.  Roger  Bigot,  earl  of  Norfolk, 
was  patron,  as  capital  lord  of  Ditchingham.  The 
reclory  was  valued  at  thirty  marks,  and  there  be- 
longed to  it  a  manfe,  and  thirty  acres. 

In 
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In  1603  the  re&or  returned  two  hundred  and 
twenty  communicants. 

The  family  of  Hare  had  a  good  eftate  in  this  town ; 
Michael  Hare  was  buried  here  in  1487,  and  Maud, 
his  wife,  in  1495. 

The  prefent  value  is  i61.  and  pays  fynodals  and 
procurations. 

In  1752  the  Rev.  William  Maflfey  was  prefented 
to  this  re&ory  by  fir  Rowland  Hill,  p.  j. 

Ditchingham  houfe  is  the  elegant  feat  of  Philip 
Bedingfield,  efq.  who  has  made  many  ufeful  and  or- 
namental improvements,  with  much  judgment  and 
tafte:  it  lies  near  the  great  road  from  Norwich  to 
Bungay,  and  is  well  worthy  obfervation. 

HARDLEY,  wrote  in  Doomfday-book  Hardele. 
The  abbot  and  convent  of  St.  Bennet  of  Holm  held 
this  lordfhip  in  the  days  of  the  Confcffor,  and  at  the 
furvey,  valued  at  gos.  it  was  eight  furlongs  long, 
fcven  broad,  and  paid  i  id.  gelt.  This  lordfhip  was 
given  to  the  abbey  by  Wilfric,  a  Saxon,  who  was 
lord  of  it. 

In  the  3d  of  Henry  III.  Henry  de  Caldecote 
granted  by  fine  to  the  abbot  one  carucate  of  land. 
The  Caldecotes  are  faid  to  hold  it  of  the  abbot ;  and 
in  the  45th  of  that  king  the  abbot  granted  to  Thomas 
de  Walton,  and  Margery,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Ro- 
ger de  Ormefby,  for  life,  this  lordfhip,  one  carucate 
of  land  in  Ludham,  and  Catfield,  in  exchange  for 
other  lands.  About  the  laid  time  the  abbot  had  landi 
conveyed  to  him  by  the  abbot  of  Langley,  on  an 
agreement  about  a  fold  courfe  and  right  of  common. 
C4  The 
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The  abbot  in  the  14th  of  Edward  I.  claimed 
view  of  frank-pledge,  affize,  wreck  at  fca,  and  on 
the  fhore,  free-warren,  See.  In  1428  the  temporali- 
lities  of  the  abbey  were  valued  at  lol.  iys.  lid.  q. 

On  the  diffblution  it  was  granted  to  Thomas  Paf- 
ton,  who  had  licence  in  the  25th  of  Henry  VIII.  to 
alien  it  to  Thomas  Godfalve,  efq/  fenior,  of  Nor- 
wich, who  died  feifed  of  it,  and  John  was  his  heir, 
who  being  a  knight,  in  the  ift  and  2d  of  Philip  and 
Mary  conveyed  it,  November  24,  to  William  Drake, 
of  Forncet,  gent,  fon  of  John  Drake,  of  Pulham. 
This  William  by  his  firft  wife  had  a  daughter,  Maud, 
married  to  Richard  Farrer,  of  Norwich  ;  by  his  fe- 
cond  wife  he  had  a  fon,  William,  of  Hardlcy,  who 
married  Margery,  daughter  of  Henry  Mansfield, 
gent,  and  was  father  of  William  Drake,  efq.  who  by 
Margaret,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Thomas  Read,  of 
Beccles,  efq.  had  feveral  daughters  and  co-heireffes. 

William  Playters,  efq.  of  Sotterly,  in  Suffolk,  was 
lord  of  Hardley,  in  right  of  his  wife,  Mary,  daugh- 
ter and  co-heirefs  of  William  Drake,  and  is  faid  to 
be  his  fourth  wife,  by  whom  he  had  Drake-William 
Playters,  efq.  who  took  to  wife  Catherine,  daughter 
of  fir  Lionel  Talmafh,  of  Helmingham,  in  Suffolk, 
bart.  and  was  father  of  Talmafh  Playters,  efq.  who 
fold  this  lordfhip  to  fir  William  Cook,  bart.  in  1697, 
by  whom  it  was  fettled  on  Thornhaugh  Guidon,  efq. 
of  Letton,  who  married  Elizabeth,  fourth  daughter 
and  co-heirefs  of  fir  William  ;  and  he  conveyed  it  to 
fir  Lambert  Blackwell,  bart. 

In  the  5 ad  of  Henry  III.  Robert  de  Gillingham 
granted  by  fine  to  the  maftcr  of  St.  Giles's  hofpi- 
tal,  in  Norwich,  lands,  and  the  advowfon  of  this 
church. 

In 
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In  the  4th  of  Richard  II.  John  de  Foxlev,  Sec. 
aliened  to  the  hofpital  of  St.  Giles,  in  Norwich,  a 
meffuage,  and  lands,  in  this  town,  Mundham,  See- 
as  did  Walter  de  Filby,  and  Edmund,  parfon  of 
Lounde,  in  1330. 

On  March  6,  1547,  William  Rugg,  bifhop  of 
Norwich,  (as  diocefan  and. patron)  and  Nicholas 
Shaxton,  D.  D.  mafter  and  cuftos  of  this  hofpital, 
with  the  brethren,  See.  furrendered  it  to  the  king, 
who  gave  it  in  the  faid  year  to  the  mayor,  fheriffs, . 
citizens,  8cc.  of  Norwich,  to  be  an  hofpital  for  the 
poor. 

In  1728  Hardlcy  reflory  and  vicarage,  with  all 
the  houfes,  glebe,  &:c.  were  lett  to  the  curate,  or  pa- 
rifh  chaplain,  for  his  life,  at  lol.  per  ann.  and  twenty 
combs  of  barley  per  ann.  to  be  delivered  to  the 
keeper  of  the  hofpital. 

Langley  abbey  had  lands  here  in  the  45th  of 
Henry  III.  In  the  6ih  of  Edward  11.  John  Langley 
aliened  a  meffuage,  land,  &c.  here,  and  in  Locidon, 
to  this  abbey. 

Thomas  Berney,  efq.  had  on  June  5,  in  the  38th 
of  Henry  VIII.  a  grant  from  the  crown  of  thirty 
quarters  of  barley,  which  the  tenant  of  the  abbot 
paid  per  ann.  who  had  a  lordfhip  valued  at  61.  i  is. 
id.  ob.  in  1428;  and  Carrowe  priory  had  tempora- 
lities at  iis. 

At  Hardley  ftaith  barges,  Sec.  take  in  corn  for 
Yarmouth;  and  the  corporation  of  the  city  and 
county  of  Norwich  are  confervators  of  the  river 
Wenfome,  and  Yare,  down  to  Hardlcy-Crofs. 

A  fifhcry 
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A  fifhcry  in  this  town  was  conveyed  by  John  Veile, 
efq.  to  Robert   Love,  gent,    held  in   capue  in   the 
of  James  I. 


The  church  is  dedicated  to  St.  Margaret,  and  is  a 
fingle  pile,  covered  with  lead,  and  the  chancel  is 
thatched  ;  it  has  a  round  tower,  with  three  bells. 

On  a  marble  grave-ftone  in  the  chancel,  with  a 
brafs  plate,  —  Here  iytth  buried  the  body  of  Drake-Wil- 
liam Planters,  lord  of  this  manor:  he  married  Catherine, 
daughter  of  fir  Lionel  Talmajh,  of  Helmingham,  in  Suf- 
folk, hart,  by  whom  he  had  four  fons,  and  two  daughters, 
and  died  the  5  'A  day  of  June,  1632.  —  Alfo  thefc  arms 
quartered:  Playters,  Dennis,  Bridgenorth,  Aflack, 
Berry,  Baynard,  Bardolph,  Charier,  Drake,  Stoker, 
&c. 

In  the  church  a  grave-  fl  one  with  a  brafs  plate,  — 
In  memory  of  William  Drake,  efq,  of  Hardley,  who  mar- 
ried Margaret,  daughter  of  Thomas  Rede,  of  Beccles, 
and  by  her  had  tffiu  jive,  daughters  ;  he  died  November 
20,  1584.  —  Alfo  the  arms  of  Drake,  and  Stoker, 
quarterly. 

On  another,  with  a  brafs  plate,  —  Orate  p.  aia. 
Alicie  Drake. 

Alfo  one  with  a  brafs  plate,  —  Orate  p.  ai'a.  Rid. 
Plajfortk,  qui  obt.  x  die  Augujli,  1526. 

Robert  Gillingham  granted  without  date  to  Roger 
Bacon  the  patronage  of  this  church  for  fifteen  mark* 
of  filver,  and  the  rent  of  22d.  per  ann.  to  be  re- 
ceived of  Roger  Bind,  and  his  heirs. 

Before  this,  Gofceline  de  Lodne,  at  the  requefl 
of  Richard  I.  gives  and  grants  by  deed  to  Roger  dc 

St, 
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St.  Edmund,  and  his  heirs,   the  advo'.vfon,   to  hold  it 
as  freely,  &x.   as  his  anceftors  held  it. 

Sir  John  de  Lodne  gave  to  the  hofpital  of  St.  Giles 
all  his  right  in  the  advowfon :  it  was  purchafed  of 
this  fir  John  by  bifhop  Suffield,  the  founder.  After 
this  it  was  appropriated  to  the  hofpital,  and  a  vicar- 
age was  fettled.  The  re&ory  had  a  manfe  belonging 
to  it,  with  two  carucates  of  land,  valued  at  fixteen 
marks ;  and  the  preceptory  of  the  knights  templars 
of  Carbrooke  had  a  portion  of  tithe,  valued  at  45. 
The  vicarage  had  a  manfe,  but  no  land,  and  was  va- 
lued at  fix  marks.  It  is  now,  1.590,  ferved  by  a  fli- 
pendiary  curate,  nominated  by  the  mayor,  fherifls, 
&c.  of  Norfolk. 

In  1603  the  curate  returned  ninety-eight  com- 
municants. 

Henry  Bunn,  by  his  will,  dated  in  1  501,  orders  a 
crofs  10  he  erected  in  the  ch  irch  yard,  ornamented 
with  palm  branches,  on  Palm  Sunday,  p.  palmis  in 
die  ranus  palmantm  offe/endis;  in  1503  was  a  gift  to 
the  pinnacles  of  the  iteeple. 

In  1757  the  Rev.  Paul  Columbine  was  prefented 
to  this  curacy  by  the  corporation  of  Norwich. 

HEDENHAM,  wrote  in  Doomfday-book  He- 
denaham.  Algar,  a  thane  of  archbifhop  Stigand  in 
king  Edward's  reign,  poffeffed  this  manor,  but  on 
the  conqueft  was  ejected.  Hugh  de  Abrincis,  the 
Conqueror's  filler's  fon,  had  a  grant  of  it,  and  pof- 
fefled it  at  the  furvey,  being  then  earl  of  Chefter. 

Algar  is  called  a  thane  of  archbifhop  Siigand,  and 
had  two  carucates  of  land,  five  villains,    nine  bor- 
derers, 
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derers,  and  fix  fervants  ;  there  were  three  carucates  in 
dernefne,  &c.  a  carucate  and  an  half  among  the  te- 
nants. &:c.  with  twelve  acres  of  meadow,  a  mill, 
two  cows,  £:c.  and  forty  goats ;  there  were  twenty 
free-men,  who  held  under  his  protection  half  a  caru- 
cate of  land  ;  and  there  were  three  carucates,  Sec.  of 
meadow. 

Warine  held  it  under  Hugh,  being  enfeoffed  there- 
of: he  was  anceflor  of  the  family  of  Meynwaryn,  of 
Chefliire,  of  which  family  the  llketefhales  held  this 
lordfhip. 

Sir  Thomas  de  Ilketefhale  was  living  in  the  yth  of 
Henry  III.  whofe  ion,  Gilbert,  had  a  charter  for 
free-warren,  &:c.  here,  in  the  ^^d  of  that  king.  Sir 
James,  fon  of  Gilbert,  was  lord,  who  married  Olivia, 
daughter  of  fir  Thomas  de  Weyland,  the  judge. 

In  this  family  it  remained,  with  Kelling,  in  Holt 
hundred;  fir  Thomas  Ilketefhale  dying  in  141  7,  left 
a  fori  and  a  daughter,  who  dying  foon  after,  his  four 
iiflers  children  became  his  heirs,  in  the  gth  of 
Henry  V. 

Ifabel,  the  widow  of  fir  Thomas,  re-married,  be- 
tween whom,  William  Deyville,  her  hufband,  'Iho- 
mas  Deyville,  her  fon,  and  the  heirs  of  fir  Thomas, 
were  disputes  about  his  inheritance. 

In  the  yth  of  Edward  IV.  Cecilia  Ovy,  &c.  re- 
leafed  to  Henry  Heydon,  efq.  of  Baconflhorpe, 
their  right  herein. 

Richard  Elfwick  had  by  Margaret,  grand-daughter 
of  fir  Thomas  Ilketefhale,  a  fon,  Thomas,  who 
changed  his  name  to  Shamborne,  kept  his  part  and 

intereft 
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intercfl  herein,  prefenting  to  this  church  in  1438  ; 
and  Chriftopher  Sharborne  had  livery  of  ir  about 
the  fixth  of  Elizabeth;  foon  after  this  Heydon's  in- 
terefl  herein,  and  that  of  Sharnborne,  was  conveyed 
to  the  Bedingfields.  In  1569  Edmund  Bedingfield, 
elq.  prefented  as  lord. 

The  Bedingfields  of  this  town  were  a  younger 
branch  of  that  of  Bedingfield  in  Suffolk.  Philip 
Bedmgfield,  efq.  lived  at  Ditchingham  in  the  34th  of 
Henry  III.  and  held  lands  at  Bedingfield,  and  in 
this  town ;  he  was  fon  of  Thomas  Bedingfield,  of 
Bedingfield,  by  Joan,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  Roger 
Bofard,  of  Ditchingham,  by  whom  the  eftate  here 
came,  and  by  her  had  three  fons,  Edmund,  Robert, 
and  Henry,  whole  heirs  enjoyed  this  eitate. 

In  1626  Miles  Hobart,  efq.  of  Intwood,  prefented 
in  right  of  Frances*,  late  wife  of  fir  Philip  Beding- 
field. In  1661  Philip  Bedingfield,  efq.  was  lord; 
he  married  Urfula,  daughter  of  fir  John  Potts,  bart. 
of  Marmington,  and  was  father  of  Philip  Beding- 
field, efq.  of  Ditchingham,  who  died  in  1696,  Au- 
guft  25,  and  was  buried  in  the  church  of  Hedenham, 
by  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  daughter  of  William  Stroud, 
eiq.  of  Kent,  by  whom  he  had  feveral  children ; 
Philip,  and  Robert,  the  two  cldeft,  died  without 
iffue;  John,  the  third  fon,  James,  the  fourth,  and 
John,  the^fifth,  to  whom  fir  George  Stroud,  his  mo- 
ther s  brother,  gave  his  eflate,  about  1710.  John, 
the  third  fon,  was  rc£tor  of  this  town,  and  of  Be- 
dingfield, in  Suffolk.  In  17  29  John  Bedingfield, 
efq.  was  lord,  and  prefented.

*  She  was  daughter  of  fir  John  Peyton,  of  Ifleham,  in  Cam- 
bridgefhire. 
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Philip  BedingfieJd,  efq.  is  the  prefent  lord  and 
patron,  who  married,  firft,  Mifs  Bacon,  daughter  of 
the  late  fir  Edmund  Bacon,  bart.  of  Gillingham, 
and  afterwards  the  widow  Forfter,  daughter  of  Mr. 
Spendlove,  of  Norwich,  gent. 

PARK'S  MANOR,  in  this  town,  was  held  partly  of 
the  manor  of  Hedenham,  and  partly  of  earl  Bigot's 
manor  of  Ditchingham.  In  the  2oth  of  Henry  III, 
Robert  de  Hedenham  held  the  fifth  part  of  a  fee  here, 
and  in  Seething,  of  the  earl  marfhal. 

Robert  de  Hedenham  was  lord  in  the  gift  of  Ed- 
ward 1.  but  in  the  sd  of  Edward  II.  John  de  L'Eccle.s 
of  Shelf  hanger,  conveyed  it,  8cc.  to  John  de  la  Pat  k, 
of  Ilkctcfhale,  in  Suffolk. 

Joan,  the  fole  daughter  and  heirefs  of  this  family, 
married  firft,  John  Duke,  efq.  of  Brampton,  by 
•whom  fhe  had  Thomas,  a  fon  and  heir:  her  fecond 
hufband  was  John  Strange,  efq.  of  Norwich,  who 
levied  a  fine  of  it  in  the  ?>bth  of  Henry  VI.  but 
Thomas  Duke,  fon  of  Joan,  his  firft  wife,  pofferTed 
it,  with  the  lordihip  of  Brampton,  &:c. 

Robert  Richmond  was  lord  in  the  gth  of  Elizabeth, 
and  John,  his  fon,  died  May  26,  in  the  2/th  of  Eli- 
zabeth, feifed  of  the  manor  of  Parks,  held  in  free 
foccage  of  the  crown,  as  lord  of  Ditchingham  ;  alfo 
of  ninety-four  acres  in  this  town,  Ditchingham.  &:c. 
held  of  the  honor  of  Chefter,  and  of  a  capital  ma- 
nor, called  Richmond's. 

William  Richmond,  efq.  died  without  iflue  :  his 
fifter,  Mary,  married  Charles  Garncys,  efq.  a  younger 
branch  of  the  family  of  Kenton,  by  whom  fhe  had 
Charles  Garneys,  efq.  of  Mourningthope,  and  Clere 

Garnevs, 
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Garneys,  her  fecond  fon,  who  was  lord  of  the  manor 
of  Parks.  By  Margaret,  his  wife,  daughter  of  John 
Watts,  of  Market  Burnham,  he  had  Richard,  a  foil 
and  heir,  Catherine,  and  Mary.  Clere  was  living 
in  1723,  but  Margaret,  his  wife,  died  in  Feb.  1722. 

Richard  Garneys,  efq.  fon  of  Clere,  married  Ann, 
daughter  of  William  Churchman,  efq.  of  lllington. 
but  dying  without  iffue,  Catherine,  his  fifter,  was  his 
heirefs,  who  married  John  Bedingfield,  rector  of  this 
church,  and  was  lord  in  her  right. 

The  temporalities  of  Langley  abbey  were  lid. 
The  church  is  a  rectory,  dedicated  to  St.  Mary. 

John,  the  rector,  petitioned  pope  Innocent,  "  That 
whereas  Walter  de  Wudeton,  lately  deceafed,  offi- 
ciated as  vicar  of  the  faid  church,  where  there  never 
was  any,  and  that  the  admiffion  of  another  would 
be  injurious  to  any  rector,  and  this  diocefan  confeni- 
ing  that  there  fliould  be  none,  that  the  pope  would 
confirm  the  fame,"  which  he  did  by  his  bull,  dated 
at  Lions,  October  4,  in  the  fourth  year  of  his  pon- 
tificate. 

In  the  yth  of  Henry  III.  a  fine  was  levied  between 
Thomas  de  Ilketefhale  and  Hugh  Bigot,  earl  of 
Norfolk,  of  the  advowfon  of  a  moiety  of  this  chuich, 
granted  to  Thomas,  arid  his  heirs,  paying  twenty 
marks,  and  releafmg  to  the  earl  his  right  in  a  fifhery 
between  Beccles  and  Bungay. 

Sir  Thomas  de  Weyland,  the  judge,  was  patron 
in  the  time  of  Edward  I.  by  a  grant ;  the  rectory  was 
then  valued  at  twenty  marks  per  ann.  had  no  manle, 
but  fifty  acres  of  land  ;  and  the  prior  of  Broomholai 
Lad  a  portion  of  tithe  valued  at  IDS.  held  in  fee-farm' 

ft  ut 
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rent  of  the  abbot  and  convent  of  St.  Sever,  in  Nor- 
mandy, and  confirmed  by  the  grant  of  Gilbert,  fon 
of  fir  Thomas  de  llketefhale,  by  deed  without  date; 
the  deed  to  the  abbot  of  Broomholrn,  from  the  abbot 
of  it.  Sever,  is  dated  1249,  valued  then  at  los. 
The  prefcnt  value  is  13!.  6s.  8d.  and  is  difcharged. 

Philip  Bedingfied  of  Ditchingham,  efq.  was  lord 
and  patron  in  i  762. 

Sir  Thomas  llketefhale,  by  his  will,  dated  in  the 
4th  of  Henry  V.  gave  20!.  towards  building  a  new 
roof. 

On  the  north  fide  of  the  chancel  is  a  mural  monu- 
ment, with  a  pcrfon  kneeling: — This  is  the  monument 
of  fir  Philip  Bedingfald,  of  Ditchingham,  who  married 
the  daughter  of  fir  John  Peyton^  of  IJleham,  in  Cam- 
bridge/hire, knight  and  baronet,  and  died  Feb.  19,  1621, 
aged  28  years. 

On  the  faid  wall — The  memorial  of  Henry  Hobart, 
eldejlf on  of  Miles  Hobart,  of  Intwood,  in  Norfolk,  ejq< 
jecondfon  of  fir  Henry  Hobart,  died  April,  1624. 

Alfo  on  a  brafs  plate  there, — Hen.  Beding field,  Jc- 
pultus  2°.  die  Feb.  A°.  1594. — Robertas  Bedingjieid, 
arm.  in  mortem,  Henr.jiiij  et  h&rcdcsjuit  fepidtas  Nov. 
5,  1600. 

In  the  chancel  a  marble-ftone  within  the  rails. — • 
Here  lieth  the  body  of  Philip  Bedingjield,  ejy.  buried 
March  6,  1660. 

Near  the    communion  table  is   a  grave-ftone,—  In 

memory  of  Ann,  the  virtuous  and  loyal  wife  of  Philip 
Bcdingjidd,  of  Ditclungham,  ejq.  ycungejl  daughter  of 

Edward 
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Eiwftrd  Bacon,  of  Shrubland-Hall,  in  Codenham,  in 
Suffolk,  efq.  fecond  fon  of  fir  Nicholas  Bacon,  lord- 
kfi-per,  died  about  ji>:ty-three  years  of  age,  and  was  in- 
terred December  2,  1034. 

Here  licth  the  body  of  Dame  Frances  Bedingficld, 
daughter  of  fir  John  Peyton,  of  Ijleham,  in  Cambridge- 
JJiire,  knight  and  baronet,  firft  married  to  fir  Philip  Be- 
ding field,  of  Ditchingham,  and  after  to  Miles  Hobart, 
of  InLwood,  efq.  by  whom  flic  had  fcveral  children  ;  her 
only  furviv  ing  fon  is  fir  John  Hobart,  of  Blickling,  baro- 
net, who  about  thirty-three  years  after  her  deceafe  laid 
thisflone,  in  1664. 

Another, — In  memory  of  Philip  Bedingfald,  efq.  bu- 
ried June  5,  1673;  and  Urfula,  his  wife,  daughter  of 
fir  John  Potts,  buried  March  26,  1677. 

In  1762  the  Rev.  Peter  Forfler  was  prefemed  to 
this  re&ory  by  Philip  Bedingfield,  efq.  of  Ditching- 
ham. 

Charles  Garneys,  efq.  who  fcrved  the  office  of 
high-fheriff  of  Norfolk  in  1777,  has  a  feat  in  He- 

dcndara. 

HELIINGTON, or  HELGHETON,  wrote  in  Doomf- 
day-book  Halgetuna.  Roger  Bigot,  anceftor  of  the 
earls  of  Norfolk,  had,  by  grant  of  the  Conqueror, 
an  intereft  here,  valued  in  Carleton.  His  loidfhip 
in  Claxion,  Afhby,  and  Carleton,  extended  into  this 
town,  it  was  held  by  an  ancient  family  who  affumcd 
their  name  from  the  town,  and  were  early  cufeofifcd 
here. 

Thomas  cle  Helgeton  claimed,  as  lord,  in  the  14th 

of  Edward  I.   the  alike,  view  of  frank-pledge,  and  a 
D  weekly 
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weekly  market  on  Wednefday,  with  a  fair  in  this 
manor.  Sir  Thomas  de  Helgeton  was  living  in  die 
fl^th  of  Edward  I.  when  he  conveyed  by  fine  to 
William  de  Kerdefton  this  lordfhip,  with  the  revcrfion 
of  many  lands  in  this  town,  Sec.  after  the  deceafe  of 
Several  perfons,  excepting  the  advowfon  of  this 
church,  and  that  of  Afliby. 

We  find  that  the  Helgetons  had  ftill  an  intereft. 
here  in  the  reigns  of  Edward  I.  II.  and  III.  but  the 
manor  and  advowfon  was,  at  that  time,  in  the  Ker- 
deftons ;  and  Roger  dc  Kerdefton  prefentcd  in 
1326.  In  this  family  it  remained,  with  Claxton; 
and  after  that  in  the  Breretons. 

Roger  Crow,  efq.  was  lord,  and  prefentcd  in  1 723  ; 
and  in  1731  John  Bedingfield,  efq. 

Godric,  the  king's  fteward,  had  the  grant  of  the 
lands  of  three  free-men ;  two  of  them  belonged  to 
Edwin,  (who  was  fon  of  Algar,  earl  of  Mercia,)  and 
one  to  Gert,  (king  Harold's  brother)  on  whofe  depri- 
vation their  lands  were  granted  to  Ralph  earl  of  Nor- 
folk, and  on  his  rebellion  and  forfeiture  to  Godric. 

Hellington  was  four  furlongs  long,  three  broad, 
and  paid  4d.  gelt. 

On  the  death  of  Godric  this  feems  to  have  come 
to  the  crown,  as  an  efcheat,  and  was  granted  to  Wil- 
liam de  Cheney,  (lord  of  Horsford)  with  Claxton, 
in  the  reign  of  king  Stephen,  and  fo  to  the  CrefTys  ; 
the  family  of  de  Kerdefton  were  enfeoffed  of  it ;  from 
the  Kerdeftons  it  came  to  the  De-la-Poles,  &c.  to  the 
Gaudys,  8cc.  being  united  to  the  manor  before  men- 
tioned, 

John 
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John  de  Shardelow  purchafed  lands  here  of  John 
le  Falconer,  of  this  town,  in  the  reign  of  Ed- 
ward III. 

Alan  de  Helgeton,  by  deed  without  date,  gave  to 
the  monks  of  Caijle  Acre  land  in  Hellington ; 
Wymer  de  Helgeton  gave  to  them  a  meadow,  called 
Hoxwclledol ;  and  in  the  goth  of  Edward  I.  Tho- 
mas, fon  and  heir  of  fir  Robert  de  Helgeton,  cover 
nants  (with  his  father)  to  marry  Joan,  daughter  and 
heirefs  of  fir  Nicholas  de  Wokiudon. 

The  church  was  dedicated  to  St.  John  Baptift,  arid 
with  that  of  Afhby  (both  being  re&ories)  were  yalue4 
at  ten  marks.  The  reftor  had  thirty  acres  of  land, 
with  a  ho ufe. 

William  de  Kerdeflon  purchafed  by  fine  of  Tho- 
mas de  Helgeton  the  advovyfons  of  tins  town,  and 
Afhby,  in  the  a6th  of  Edward  J.  In  147$  John  duke 
pf  Suffolk  prefente$. 

Sir  Edward  North  had  a  grant  of  this  town,  Afhby, 
and  Claxton,  with  die  advowlons,  September  10,  in 
the  4th  and  fjth  of  Fhjljp  and  Mary. 

In  1603  it  was  held  united  to  Afhby,  valued  at 
61.  per  aim.  the  rector  returned  ninety  communicants, 
and  fir  Henry  Gaudy  was  patron. 

The  church  is  a  fingle  pile,  covered  with  lead,  (thf 
chancel  is  tiled)  and  has  a  round  tower  with  tvyp 
bells. 

In  the  chancel  lies  g  black  marble,  wfch  a  J>rafs 
plate  therepg.T— $>  faffofy  Q»vdyt  htt.  facajtt 
March  $Q%  .1642.

In  1766  the  Rev.  Jofeph  Price  was  prefented  to 
this  reclory  on  his  own  petition. 

KIRSTEAD,  with  LANCHALL,  or  LANCALE,  and 

KIRKSTED.  In  the  book  of  Doomfday  both  theie 
villages  are  accounted  for,  and  Hand  under  the  hun- 
dred of  Loddon,  where  we  find  that  they  belonged 
to  the  abbot  of  Bury,  given  to  that  abbot  by  Toli, 
the  fheriff  of  Norfolk,  in  king  Edward  the  Confef- 
for's  time,  with  Brooke,  in  this  hundred. 

The  abbot  had  in  Kirftead  lands,  &c.  valued  in 
Brooke,  and  a  church  endowed  with  fifteen  acres, 
valued  at  i6d.  It  was  one  leuca  long,  and  half  a 
one  broad,  and  paid  i6d.  gelt,  whoever  poffeffed  it. 

This  lordfhip  in  1428  was  valued  at  45.  gd.  ob.  q. 
and  belonged  to  the  chamberlain  of  that  abbey.  At 
the  diffolution  it  was  granted  to  Thomas  Godfalve, 
rfq. 

Another  lordfhip  at  the  furvey,  in  the  town  of 
Langhall,  was  poffefied  by  Ifaac,  who  had  a  grant  of 
the  land  which  a  free-man  held  under  the  proteclion 
of  Toli,  the  fheriff,  in  king  Edward's  reign,  valued 
then  at  ys.  at  the  furvey  at  los. 

•  Gundreda,  countefs  of  Norfolk,  wife  of  Hugh 
carl  of  Norfolk,  in  the  reign  of  king  Stephen,  during 
her  coverture,  purchaled  a  knight's  fee  in  Langhall 

for 
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for  fixty  marks,  which  Roger,  fon  of  carl  Hugh, 
recovered  againft  her  after  his  father's  death,  according 
to  the  judgement  of  the  law,  wherebv  a  wife  cannot 
purchafe  any  land,  8cc.  to  herfelf  during  her  huf* 

band's  life. 

• 

This  was  held  of  the  earl  of  Norfolk  by  Rodland, 
and  Baldwin,  called  le  Pettour,  or  the  farter,  by  fer- 
jeantry,  the  lord  being  obliged  by  his  tenure  "  to 
come  into  Wcflminlter-Hall,  or  wherever  the  king 
was,  aid  there  to  take  a  leap,  cry  hem,  and  let  a 
fart  (per  Saltum,  Sufflatum  et  Pcttum)  before  the  kin^ 
on  Chriftuias  yearly." 
. 

Befides  what  the  family  of  le  Pettour  held  here, 
William  le  Envevfe  held  a  part  of  it  by  the  king's 
'content ;  and  Richard  de  Senges  had  a  part  in  the  gcf 
of  Henry  111.  viz.  twenty  acres  of  the  earl  of  Nor- 
folk, by  the  twentieth  part  of  a  fee,  valued  at  half  a 
mark  per  ann. 

Pauline  Peyvcre,  one  of  the  king's  juftices,  had 
alib  a,n  intereft  in  Langhall,  and  held  the  third  part 
of  a  fee  in  the  351)1  of  Henry  ill.  of  the  earl  of 
Norfolk. 

In  the  13th  of  Edward  I.  Roger  Miniot  was  lord 
of  a  manor,  called  from  him  Miniot's,  and  had  then 
a  grant  of  free-warren  in  Kirftead,  8cc.  - 

Catherine,  daughter  and  heirefs   of Miniot, 

brought  it  by  marriage  to  Nicholas    Gavel,   efq.   of 
Kirby-Cane. 

Thomas  Gavel,  efq.  the  laft  heir  male  of  this  fa- 
mily, left  it  at  his  death  to  his  four  daughters  and 
heireffes. 

D  3  John 
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John  Cook,  and  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  one  of  the 
faid  daughters  and  co-heireffes.  fold  his  part  in  the 
g6th  of  Henry  VIII.  to  Thomas  Godfalve,  fenior, 
efq. 

Francis  Clopton,  efq.  and  Dorothy,  his  wife,  ano- 
ther of  the  four  daughters,  Sec.  conveyed  in  the  3jth 
of  Henry  VIII.  to  John  Everard,  efq.  their  right  ; 
and  in  the  isd  of  Elizabeth  John  Copledike,  efq* 
had  licence  to  alien  this  manor  of  Kirfltad  Miniot 
to  William  Roberts^  of  Winfton,  and  his  heirs. 
John  was  fon  and  heir  of  Leonard  Copledike,  efq. 
and  Thomafme,  his  wife,  another  of  the  daughters 
and  co-heirefies  of  Thomas  Gavel. 

Roger  Godfalve  fold  his  ihtereft  in  it  to  the  faid 
William  Roberts,  an  attorney,  about  the  40th  of 
Elizabeth,  who  w<1s  lord  of  the  whole  ;  and  on  his 
death  it  came  to  Mr.  Smith,  of  Beccles,  in  right  of 
his  wife,  filler  and  heircfs  of  Roberts. 

Smith  conveyed  it  to  Thomas  Spooner,  gent,  who 
prefemed  as  lord  to  this  church  in  1626.  After  this 
it  came  to  the*  Qfborns.  In  1677  Edmund  Gfborn 
ivas  lord,  and  prefented;  and  in  1701  Edward 
Ofborn,  efq.  Robert  Ofborn,  gcrit.  died  lord  of 
Kirftead-Hall  in  1729. 

St.  Faith's  temporalities,  in  Kirftead,  were  valued 
at  6d.  Sibton  abbey's,  in  Langhall,  and  Kirflead,  at

abbot  of  Langley  had  alfo  a  confiderablfc 
lordfhip.     . 

Roger,  fon  of  fir  Richard  deSenges,  knt.  confirmed 
to  this  abbey,  by  deed  without  date,  all  the  lands 
»nd  tenements  which  they  held  of  the  grants  of  his 

anceftors 
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anceftors,  or   of  any  other   of  his    father's   fee,  in 
Langhall,  Kirftead,  Sec. 

The  temporalities  of  this  abbey  in  1428,  in  Lang- 
hall,  and  Kirftead,  were  valued  at  81.  45.  id.  ob. 

At  the  diflblution  it  was  granted  to  Thomas  God- 
falve, dq.  and  continued  in  that  family  till  Decem- 
ber 3,  in  the  4th  of  James  I. 

Mr.  Owen  Shepherd  had  a  grant  to  himfelf,  and 
heirs,  of  Langhall  manor,  with  all  its  appurtenances, 
lately  belonging  to  Langley  abbey,  and  afterwards  to 
Thomas  Godfalve.  efq.  with  all  the  meffuages/ 
houfes,  mills,  gardens,  orchards,  Sec.  in  the  ham,let 
of  Langhall,  KiriUad.  Wootton,  Seething,  Sec. 

The  church  of  Kirftead  is  a  rectory,  dedicated  to 
St.  Margaret. 

In  the  45th  of  Henry  III.  Walter  de  Hemenhale 
granted  to  the  priorv  of  Butdey,  in  Suffolk,  the  ad- 
vowfon  of  the  church  of  Langhall,  but  bv  the  Nor- 
wich inftitution  books  it  appears  that  John  of  Ox- 
ford, bifhop  of  Oxford,  confirmed  the  grant  of  the 
churches  of  Kirftead,  and  Langhall,  to  that  priory, 
which  the  records  of  that  priory  teftify. 
• 

In  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  the  rector  of  Kirftead 
had  a  grange,  and  twenty  acres  of  land,  valued  at 
ten  marks,  and  the  priory  of  Buitiey  had  a  penfion 
out  of  it  of  aos.  per  ann. 

It  is  very  probable  that  both  the  churches  were 

granted   about   the  time  of   the   foundation  of  that 

priory  by  Ralph  de  Glanvile,  the  founder,  or  forne 

I>4  of 
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of  his  dependents.     The   prefent  value  is   10!.  and 
pays  tenths  and  firft  fruits. 

The  church  of  Langhali  was  appropriated  to  the 
priory  of  Buttley. 

The  prior  had  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  a  manfe, 
with  30  acres  of  land,  valued  at  fix  marks,  and  the 
church  was  dedicated  to  St.  Chriltopher. 

On  the  24th  of  May,  1741, 'it  was  confolidated  to 
Kirftead,  and  fo  remains.  In  the  reign  of  king 
James  I.  the  church  was  dclapidated. 

A  grave-flone  in  the  chancel, — To  Robert  Love,  of 
Kirftead,  gent,  who  died  March  12,  1643.,  aged  8  6'. 
One — In  memory  of  Robert  Love,  gent,  eldcfl  fon  of 
Charles  Love,  of  Kirjlcad,  gent,  mho  ditd  the  laft  day  of 
i6j6,  aged  a>^>.  Another, — -In  memory  of .  Mrs.  Eliza- 
leth  Love,  reliff,  of  Robert  Love,  of  Kirjlcad,  gent,  -who 
died  December  26,  16  8  <},  a.tat.  ju&  47  .-with  the  arms 
of  Love  impaling  Ofborn. 

In  1777  the  late  Rev.  George  Moldcn  was  prc- 
fented  to  the  reclory  of  Kirflcad,  with  Langhali,  by 
Airs.  Prudence  Ofborn,  widow,  /;.  h.  v. 

LANGLEY  TOWN,  and  ABBEY.  The  capital 
lordfhip  of  this  town  was  granted  by  the  Conqueror 
to  William ;  Beaufoe,  who  was  his  chaplain,  and 
chancellor, -and  was  held  by  him  as  a  lay  fee,  and  his 
own  inheritance,  when  Doomfday-book  was  made,' 
being  then  bifhop  of  Thetford.  It  is  called,  in  that 
venerable  record,  North  Langale,  and  fo  denominated 
in  refpecl  to  its  fituation,  north1  :'of  Langale,  or  Lang- 
hall,  by  Kiiflead. 

Anant, 
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Anant,  a  free-man,  held  it  under  king  Edward,  and 
was  depoled. 

Here  was  one  pried,   who  in  his   own  right,  and 
two    others,    held    by    moieties    100    acres    of  free- 
land  belonging  to   the  church  of  St.    Andrew;   the 
whole  was  valued  at  4!.  and  was  one  leuca.  long,  one 
broad,  and  paid  lid.  gelt. 

In  King  Edward's  time  Almar  and  his  parceners' 
held  this  land  of  Anant,  and  he  died  fuddenly. 

The  lords  Bardolph,  of  Wormcgay,  in  Clackclofe, 
were  enfeofTcd  of  the  greatest  part  of  this  manor,  and 
held  it  of  the  fee  of  Norwich  ;  and  the  family  of  De 
Cheney,  and  their  dependents,  held  it  of  the  lords 
Bardolph,  by  the  iervicc  of  two  knights  fees. 

Sir  Robert  Fitz-Roger,  Helke,  or  De  Clavering, 
who  was  lord  of  Hqrsford,  by  the  marriage  of  Mar- 
garet, daughter  and  co-heirefs  of  William  de  Che- 
ney, relicl  of  fir  Hugh  de  Creffi.  was  lord  of  this  ma- 
nor. On  his  founding  a  monaftery  for  canons  of  the 
Piemonflratenfian  order  here,  in  1198,  he  gave  the 
grcateit  part:  of  this  manor  to  it,  to  be  held  by  one  fee 
and  three  quarters,  (the  other  quarter  of  a  fee  being  inu 
his  own  family)  alfo  the  advowlon  of  the  church,  with, 
the  marfh  of  Ravenefs,  Sec. 

The  founder  was  fheriffof  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  in 
the  $d  and  4th  year  of  king  Richard  I.  and  in  the 
{aid  reign  this  abbey  was  founded.  His  dependents 
affumed  the  name  of  De  Clavering  from  their  lord- 
fliip  of  that  name,  in  Effex,  and  had  the  patronage  of 
this  abbey. 

The 
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The  anniverfary  of  the  founder  was  kept  on  the 
1  Sih  of  the  calends  of  May. 

Here  was  an  abbot  and  fifteen  canons  of  the  Pre- 
raondratenfian  order,  dedicated  to  the  bleffed  Virgin,' 
and  valued,  ?s  Dugdale,  at  104!.  i6s.  5d.  ob. — as 
Speed,  at  isfcl.  igs.  ob. 

King  John,  in  his  firft  year,  confirmed  the  grant 
ot  the  founder,  and  granted  the  abbot  a  fair,  and 
a  weekly  market,  in  the  manor  of  Langley,  with  foe, 
fac,  and  many  other  liberties. 

It  appears  from  a  rental  that  thev  had  confiderable 
poiTcffions,  the  manors  of  Langley,  Thurton,  Burgh, 
cum  Apton,  Mundham,  Raveningham,  Sifland,  Afhby, 
Winilon,  Rockland,  Poringland,  Framiingham,  Shot- 
titham,  Kirby,  Trowfe,  Bowthorpe,  Whctacre, 
Rufhall,  Heckingham.  cum  Rochehage,  and  Hales, 
as  alfo  lauds  in  many  towns  in  Suffolk,  and  Nor- 
fblk. 

•  Mr.  Parkin  gives  us  a  tedious  detail  of  benefactions 
devoutly  given  to  this  religious  houfe,  which,  we 
think,  would  fully  employ  the  clergy  of  that  day  to 
it  member  in  their  prajcrs. 

They  had  lands  alfo  at  New-Scole,  in  Kent. 

In  1428  r.heir  temporalities  in  Langley  were  valued 

at  29!.  1 6s.  od. 

Tfee  rectories  of  Limpenhoc,  cum  Southwood, 
Seething,  or  Scenges,  Bodham,  Loddon  Holy-Tii- 
nity,  Rufhall,  Thurkelby,  and  Ranworth,  in  Nor- 
folk, were  appropriated  to  them;  and  the  churches 
<>{  Heckingham,  Kirby -Bedon,  Langley  St,  Michael, 

and 
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and  Thurton,  in  Norfolk,  were  wholly  appropriated 
and  ferved  by  curates  ;  patrons  alfo  of  Burgh  St. 
Margaret,  and  of  Blakeney,  cumGlanford. 

In  the  priory  church  were  buried — Sir  Robert 
Thurkelby,  fir  Thomas  Rofcelyn,  fir  Peter  Rof- 
telyn,  fir  Hugh  Gourney,  fir  Jeffrey  Say,  fir 
Henry  Lymefay,  fir  Fulk  Kerdcfton,  fir  William  Kcr- 
deflon,  and  Margaret,  his  wife,  who  died  in  1328, 
and  was  buried  before  the  altar  of  the  Holy  Crofs, 
bv  Thomas  de  Kerdefton,  archdeacon  of  Norwich, 
\vho  died  in  1226;  and  fir  Roger  Kerdeflon,  buried 
in  1337,  by  his  mother. 

Sir  John  de  Clavering,  patron  of  the  abbey,  died 
in  1332,  on  the  o&ave  of  the  Epiphany,  and  was 
buried  in  the  prefbytery,  on  the  north  fide. 

Alfo  fir  John  Lodncs,  fir  Peter  Egfend  fir  John 
Dunham,  fir  Charles  Carleton,  fir  Ely  North,  fir 
Charles  de  Jcrnemutha,  fir  Robert  le  Grys,  fir  Philip 
Wcflon,  fir  William  Reedham,  fir  Robert  de  Vaux» 
fir  Robert  Hellington,  fir  Thomas  dc  Ufford,  firjohn> 
lir  Robert,  fir  Edmund,  and  fir  Thomas  dc  Uffbrd, 
fir  Simon  le  Grys,  fir  William  De-la-Pole,  fir  James 
de  Audley,  and  Thomas  Audley,  efq.  fir  John  de 
Mutford,  before  the  altar  of  the  Holy  Crofs  ; — fir 
Robert  de  Benhale,  fir  William  Bowet. 

Nicholas  Caflell,  efq.  by  his  will,  dated  June  10, 
1490,  buried  by  the  tomb  of  Elizabeth,  his  wife. 

Here  were  buried  lady  Joan  de  Burgh,  who  died  in 
1332  ;  Dame  Mary  le  Zouch,  mother  of  fir  Robert^ 
fon  of  fir  Roger  ;  Dame  Joan,  wife  of  fir  Robert 
Benhale ;  Dame  Agnes,  wife  of  fir  Fuik  Kerdeflon ; 
Darhejoan,  wife  of  fir  John  Dunham;  Dame  Ag- 
nes 
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nes  Clavering;  Dame  Margaret  Benhale;  Dame  Eve 
Audley;  Dame  Agnes,  wife  of  fir  Simon  ]e  Grys; 
Darne  Jane,  wife  of  fir  William  Bo  wet,  daughter  of 
fir  Robert  Ufford ;  Dame  Dionifia  Inglofe.  wife  of  fir 
Henry  Inglofe ;  Dame  Alice,  wife  of  fir  Thomas 
Charles. — Good  heavens !  what  a  number  of  noble 
perfonages  a;e  here  depofited — In  hopes  of  a  joyful 
rcfurrefiion. 

The  firft  abbot  occurs  about  the  loth  of  king 
John;  and  in  1340  John  de  Strumpefhaugh  was  pre- 
fented  to  this  abbey  by  John  the  abbot  of  Alnwick, 
in  Northumberland  ;  he  is  fliled  "  Pater  alkalis  ccdic 
de  Lav  &!()'"  that  is,  Langley  was  a  daughter  'of  Aln- 
wick, the  firft  canons  of  this  abbey  coming  from 
Alnvvick-priory. 

In  1517  pope  Leo,  on  the  6th  of  the  calends  of 
April',  anno  pontif.  5,  granted  the  abbot  of  Langley 
a  bull  to  empower  him  to  hold  another  abbey,  and 
two  ccclefiaflital  benefices,  or  three  benefices  without 
the  abbeys;  in  15-3  he  was  rcclor  of  Carlcton,  and 
in  1529  rcclor  ot  Claxton.  The  patronage  of  this 
abbey  was  in  the  lords  of  fiorsford. 

At  the  diiTolu^'cn  the  abbot  was  found  to  pay  every 
feven  weeks  35.  pd.  ob.  caftle-guaid  to  Norwich 
caftle,  being  held  of  that  fee  by  the  fervice  of  two 
fees. 

•  Ahnofl  all  the  canons  were  defirous  of  being  dif- 
cha-rged,  and  freed  from  their  order,  and  on  June  5, 
in  the  38:h  of  Henry  VIII.  John  Berney,  eiq.  had  a 
grant  of  the  manor  of  Langley,  with  the  fcite  of  the 
faid  abbey,  Langley-Grainges,  with  all  the  houfes  in 
Langley  parifh,  belonging  to  the  faid  monaftery,  mef- 
tuages  and  lands,  called  Pedham's,  and  Stayncr's,

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with  lands  in  the  tenure  of  the  matter  and  fellows  of 
Donnington  college,  and  lands  in  Afhby,  Claxton, 
ChedgraVe,  Hardley,  Bergh-Ap'on,  &c.  vviih  thirty 
quarters  of  barley,  paid  by  tenants  in  Hardley,  va- 
lued at  305.  per  ann.  alfo  thirty  quarters  of  barley 
paid  by  the  tenants  in  Langley. 

In  the  ifl  of  queen  Elizabeth  JohnBerncy,  efq. 
died.  January  7,  porfeffed  of  the  faid  manor,  and 
fciie  of  the  monaftery,  10  meffuages,  and  970  acres 
of  land;  Richard,  his  fon  and  heir,  died  June  27. 
1615,  without  iflue,  on  whole  death  it  came  to  Ro- 
bert Berney,  efq.  his  nephew. 


In  this  family  it  remained  in  1742,  Richard  Ber- 
ncy,  efq.  being  then  lord  and  patron. 

The  late  lord  of  this  town  was  fir  William  Beau- 
champ  Pr061or,  created  baronet  in  1744,  knight  of 
the  bath,  and  knight  of  the  (hire  of  Middlefex,  in 
parliament :  his  fon,  fir.  Thomas,  is  now  lord  and 
patron. 

Sir  William  bore  for  his  arms, — Or,  three  nails, 
two  and  one,  fable, — and  married,  firft,  a  daughter  of 
Chriiiopher  Towers,  efq.  of  Hunt  (more,  in  Bucks; 
his  fecond  lady  was  a  daughter  of  Peter  John  (on, 
efq.  of  Berkhamflead,  in  Hertfordfliire. 

Sir  Thomas  Beauchamp,  bart.  the  prefent  lord  of 
Langley,  married  a  daughter  of  Robert  Palmer,  efq. 
of  Great  Ruffell-ftrect,  Bloomfbury-fquare,  London^ 
and  is  now  (17^0)  high-fheriff  of  Norfolk.  His 
feat  at  Langley  is  a  noble  building,  with  a  park  and 
Cjctenfive  plantations. 

Sir 
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Sir  Robert  Fitz  Roger,  the  founder,  referved  (as 
before  mentioned)  one  quarter  of  a  fee  of  this  lord- 
(hip  In  his  own  family,  which  was  held  of  it  by  te^ 
nams  as  a  lay  fee. 

In  the  soth  of  Edward  III.  William  Vernon, 
Thomas  de  Bergh,  Sec.  held  it  of  Robert  de  Bcnhale, 
km.  lord  of  Horsford,  he  of  lord  Bardolph,  and 
that  lord  of  the  bifhop  of  Norwich. 

John  de  Langley  aliened  lands  of  this  fee  to  the 
abbey,  with  other  perfons,  fp  that  the  whole  was  in 
the  abbot  at  the  dhTolution. 

The  tenths  were  5!.  los.  sd.  Deducted  il.  IDS, 
ad.  The  temporalities  of  the  abbey  of  St.  Bennet 
495.  4d. 

The  church  was  a  reclory,  dedicated  to  St.  Michael, 
valued  at  twenty  marks,  had  a  manfe,  with  thirty 
acres  of  land,  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  and  was  ap- 
propriated to  the  abbey  by  the  bifhop  of  Norwich 
about  I2;o. 

The  church  is  a  {Ingle  pile,  covered  with  lead,  and 
the  chancel  with  tiles;  it  has  a  fquare  tower,  with 
bells. 

la  the  chancel  are  feveral  grave-ftones ;  one, — In 
memory  ofSufdnna  Curfon,  daiighter  of  Thomas  Curfon, 
cjq.  who  died  December  17,  16 25. 

In  memory  of  Ann  Hobart,  daughter  of  James  Holartf 
of  Holt,  in  Norfolk,  ejt^.  -who  t^icd  in  1 633. 
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In  msmory  of  Mary  Berncy,  late  wife  of  Robert  Bcr- 
ney,  gent,  out  of  the.  daughters  of  James  Hobart,  of 
Hales-Hall,  ejq.  aged  about  78,  died  July  6,  1652. 

One  with  an  effigy  in  brafs,  with  the  arms  of  Ber- 
ney,  for — Robert  Berncy ,  efq,  aged  79,  and  died  Au- 
gujl  23,  1628. 

On  the  wall,  near  the  communion  table,  is  a  mar- 
ble monument, — Memories  facra  ornati/fimi veretj  ;  pij 
viri  Edw.  Hobart,  anm'gen  ;  Joh.  PL'oart,  iicpos  fuus 
infnids  modis  divinitiffimits  keec  «rati  animi  indicia  hu- 
mili'iie  dfdicat.  obt.  16  Maij,  A.  D.  1638,  cetat.fua  74  : 
— there  are  alfo  fcveral  Latin  verfes,  with  the  arms  of 
Hobart. 

In  a  glafs  window  are  two  fhields ;  in  one  a  roe- 
back,  and  a  buck  fupporting  a  crofier  ftaff;  in  the 
other  is  a  wall  painted,  and  embattled,  aHb  a  tun, 
being  a  rebus  to  fet  forth  the  benefactor  of  this  win- 
dow, Sec.  Robert  Walkinton,  abbot  of  Langley.  And 
the  faid  arms  was  in  the  abbot's  parlour  of  Langley 
abbey. 

In  1603  the  curate  returned  one  hundred  com- 
municants. 

On  the  diffolution  the  appropriated  rectorv  came 
to  the  crown,  and  fo  remained  till  granted  to  the  fee 
of  Ely  by  queen  Elizabeth,  and  confirmed  by  act  of 
parliament,  and  fo  remains  at  this  time. 

May  29,  1772,  the  Rev.  John  Fayerman  was  ii- 
cenfed  to  the  curacy  of  Langley,  by  Carleton,  by  the 
late  fir  William  lieauchamp  Proclor,  bart. 

LODDQN, 
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I.ODDON,  wrote  in  Doomfday-book  T.odna. 
and  fometimes  I.odues,  ami  Lothna.  The  abbot  and 
convent  of  St.  Edmund's  Bury  had  a  confideiable  lord- 
fhip  herein  the  reign  of  king  Edwaid;  and  at  the 
furvey,  Frodo  was  cnfcofled  of  it,  and  held  it  of  the 
abbey,  valued  then  at  405.  and  at  the  furvey  at  4!. 
it  was  fourteen  furlongs  long,  four  broad,  and  paid 
i6d.  gelt,  whoever  held  it;  the  foe  was  in  the  abbey. 

Frodo,  who  was  enfeoffed  of  it,  was  brother  of 
Baldwin,  abbot  of  Bury,  a  Norman,  who,  with  his 
convent,  granted  it  to  him,  with  Mundham,  in  Nor- 
folk, Toltoke,  Dunham,  and  Somerleyton,  in  Suf- 
folk. 

Alfric,  called  Modercope,  a  noble  Saxon  hero,  is 
faid  to  have  given  it  to  the  abbey  in  the  time  of  the 
Confeilor. 

Gofcelinus  de  Lodncs  held  it  under  Frodo,  with 
five  knights  fees  and  a  half. 

It  is  alfo  faid  in  Regifler  Pinchbeck  of  this  abbey, 
that  Britulinus,  alias  Britulfus,  fon  of  Leomar,  was 
lord  of  Cheventon,  Saxhara,  Dunham,  Toftoke, 
and  Somerleyton,  in  king  Edward's  time;  and  that 
king  William  on  his  death  gave  it  to  the  abbey,  and 
to  Baldwin  the  abbot,  to  give  to  Frodo,  his  broiher, 
and  among  his  followers  (Frenchmen)  to  fcrve  St. 
Edmund,  whenever  they  were  f  ummoned ;  and  that 
the  abbot,  by  the  king's  command,  gave  Frodo, 
Dunham,  Tofloke,  and  Somerleyton,  to  hold  of  St. 
Edmund,  and  the  king,  and  to  lind  foldiers  ;  that 
Chevington,  and  Saxham,  being  near  to  the  rnonaf- 
tery,  the  abbot  held  them  in  his  own  hands,  for  the 
life  of  his  church,  and  gave  Loddon,  and  Mundham, 
which  lay  at  a  diflance,  to  Frodo,  they  being  given 

to 
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to  the  abbey  by  Alfric  Modercoppe,  with  Thurwine- 
hain,  in  the  time  of  Edward  the  Confeffbr,  and  Al- 
iric  the  biiliop.  In  the  family  of  de  Lodne,  or  Lod- 
don,  this  lordfhip  remained. 

Gofceline  de  Lodne,  lord,  dying  without  iflue,  his 
five  lifters  were  his  heirs:  Firft,  Alice,  or  Alicia, 
who  married  William  de  Beauchamp  ;  fecond,  Agnes, 
married  to  William  de  Ryvill ;  third,  Sufan,  married 
to  Hugh  de  Somerton  ;  fourth,  Emma,  to  Ralph  de 
Hoo ;  and  fifth,  Lefcelina,  to  Peter  de  Biokeley: 
yet  the  family  of  de  Lodne  (as  fome  collateral 
branch)  had  an  intcreft  in  the  town  after  this ;  fir. 
John  de  Lodne  was  living  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I. 
and  held  lands  here. 

CHARLES'S  MANOR.  Alicia,  who  married  Wil- 
liam Beauchamp,  on  a  division  of  Gofceline's  eftate, 
had,  befides  her  own  part,  the  part  of  her  fiftcr, 
Agnes,  who  with  her  hufband,  William  de  Ryvill, 
granted  it  to  her,  and  her  hufband,  William  de  Beau- 
champ. 

John  de  Beauchamp,  their  defcendent,  granted  by 
fine  his  imereft  therein  to  Edward,  ion  of  fir  Wil- 
liam Charle**,  and  Alice,  his  wife,  with  5!.  annual 
rent  in  Loddon,  Heckingham,  Langley,  8cc.  and  the 
advowfon  of  Loddon,  Quidcnham,  Norton,  Acie, 
ice.  in  the  i6th  of  Edward  I.

*  Charles,  fon  of  William  de  Jernemuth,  or  Vermouth,  an- 
ceftor  of  the  famify,  granted  by  deed  without  dat-  to  the 
abbot  of  L^nglcy,  that  having  given  him  licence  to  have  a 
chapel  in  his  manor-hcwfe  here,  it  ftould  not  be  prejudicial  to 
their  church  of  Loddon,  but  that  all  oblations,  &c.  ihould  be 
^ii  to  the  ;r.:-ther  church* 
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In  the  4Sth  of  Henry  III.  Sir  William  Charles  had 
a  grant  of  free-warren  in  all  his  lands  in  this  town, 
Silland,  Mundham,  See.  and  in  the  following  year 
that  of  a  weekly  market  on  Friday,  and  an  anuuai 
fair  at  Loddon. 

Edward  Charles,  in  the  3d  of  Edward  III.  is  faid 
to  hold  it  of  the  abbot  of  Langley,  and  of  Robert  de 
Iitglofe.  valued  at  20!.  per  ann. 

In  i-joo  fir  Robert  Charles  was  lord  of  this  town, 
8cc.  with  the  advowfon  of  Thwayte. 

In  the  yth  of  Henry  V.  fir  Thomas  Charles,  knt.. 
died,  and  Thomas,  his  fon  and  heir,  conveyed,  about 
the  2oth  of  Henry  VI.  the  manor  of  Sifland,  with 
lands  in  Loddon,  Ice.  to  John  duke  of  Norfolk,  Sec. 

William  De-la- Pole,  earl  of  Suffolk,  is  alfo  faid  to 
have  bought  of  Thomas  Charles,  efq.  and  Ralph  de 
Howe,  for  1850  marks,  this  lordfhip,  600  acres  of 
land,  40  of  meadow,  300  of  paflure,  20  of  wood, 
in  Loddon,  &c.  John  Mowbray,  duke  of  Norfolk, 
and  his  defcendents,  the  Howards,  held  it. 

The  abbot  of  Langley  had  a  confiderable  interefl 
allo  in  this  lordfliip.  After  the  death  of  Gofceline, 
the  carl  of  Oxford  is  faid  to  have  held  of  the  abbot 
of  Bury  the  five  knights  fees,  and  a  half,  that  he  held, 
and  Gofceline's  defcendents  held  their  parts  of  the 
faid  carl. 

In  the  soth  of  Henry  III.  the  abbot,  Ralph  de 
Howe,  &cc.  held  them  of  the  earl  of  Oxford,  and  he 
of  the  abbot  of  Bury,  who  held  in  capite. 

In  the  loth  of  king  John  the. abbot  had  the  fourth 
part  of  the  advowfon  in  his  own  right,  and  had  three 

other 
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oilier  pans  then  conveyed  to  him  by  fine;  and  in  the 
f>ih  of  Henry  VI.  he  paid  ink  to  the  earl  of  Oxford's 
manor  of  Caftle  Heveningham,  in  Effex,  for  his 
lands  here. 

In  1428  the  temporalities  of  the  abbot  were  va- 
lued at  lol.  175.  i  id. 

After  the  diffolution  it  was  granted,  Anguft  1 6th, 
in  the  ^2d  of  Henry  VIII.  to  Thomas  Godialve,  efq. 

Henry  de  Stubbs  had  an  intereft,  or  part  of  a  fee 
here,  and  in  Norton,  Sec.  which  he  furrendered  by  fine 
in  the  24th  of  Henry  III.  to  Jeffrey  de  Lodne  :  the  fa- 
mily took  their  name  from  a  place  called  Stubbs,  in 
this  town. 

Sir  John  de  Lodne  in  the  i^th  of  Edward  I.  claimed 
free-warren  in  his  manor  of  Stubbs.  This  came  af- 
terwards to  the  abbey  of  Larigley,  and  was  granted 
with  their  lordfhip  to  Thomas  Godfalve,  efq.  as  be- 
fore mentioned. 

Roger  Go'dfalve  fold  it  to  Robert  Hobart,  g^nt.  lii 
the  i  i  ill  of  James  I.  and  Hobart  to  fir  Robert  Breton, 
in  the  15th  of  that  king. 

The  Charnels  had  alfo  a  part  of  Gofcelinc's  ma- 
nor. Ernald  de  Charnels  granted  his  right  of  pa- 
tronage in  the  church  of  Loddon  to  the  abbot  of 
Langlcy,  in  the  loth  of  king  John;  and  in  the  igth 
of  Henry  III.  Peter  de  Ryfing,  and  Joan,  his  wife, 
refigued  all  their  right  in  a  tenement,  formerly  Gof- 
celine's,  to  Thomas  de  Charnels:  Joan  was  dailghtct 
of  Baldwin  Cham  els.

BACON'S  MANOR.  Uluiic,  a  free-man  of  earl 
Guert,  orGuerd,  brother  of  king  Harold,  was  lord 
of  this  manor  in  the  reign  of  the  Confefibr:  this 
was  granted  to  Robert  Grcnon,  and  Ofbert  held  it 
under  him  at  the  furvey;  in  Uluric's  time  it  was  va- 
lued at  2os.  at  the  furvey  at  405.  and  earl  Ralph  had 
the  foe. 

This  lordfliip  was  called  Bacon's  from  the  lords 
of  it;  the  anceftor  of  the  family  was  Grimbald,  a 
Norman,  lord  of  Letheringfct,  Baconflhorpc,  and  this 
manor,  in  a  few  years  after  the  furvey ;  Ralph,  his 
fecond  fon,  affumed  the  name  of  Bacon. 

In  the  2gth  of  Henry  III.  Thomas  Bacon  had  a 
grant  of  a  weekly  market,  and  fair  here;  and  in  the 
32d  of  that  king  Roger  Bigot,  earl  of  Norfolk,  granted 
to  him  by  fine,  liberty  to  hold  the  fame  on  paying  to 
Roger  sos.  per  ann.  he  being  fued  by  the  earl,  as 
the  market  here  was  prejudicial  to  the  earl's  market 
at  Bungay. 

John  Eacon,  efq.  was  lord  in  1426,  and  dying  in 
1462,  left  Thomas  his  fon  and  heir,  who  had  two 
daughters  and  co-heireffes ;  Elizabeth,  married  to  fir 
John  Glcmham,  of  Little  Glemham,  in  Suffolk;  and 
Ann,  to  Robert  Garneys,  of  Kenton,  in  Suffolk,  efq. 

Sir  John  Glemham  died  feifed  of  a  moiety  of  this 
lordfhip,  Oclober  15,  in  the  2gth  of  Henry  VIII.  as 
did  Chriftopher,  his  (on,  October  1 8,  in  the  41!)  of 
Edward  VI.  leaving  Thomas  his  fon  and  heir,  who 
lold  his  moiety  to  fir  Thomas  Grefham,  knt.  of  Holt. 

Thomas  Garneys,  efq.  died  lord  of  a  rnoiety  in  the 
9th  of  Elizabeth,  leaving  Elizabeth,  his  daughter  and 
•hcirefs,  who  married  Philip  Strettey,  efq.  of  Netting- 

hamflme, 
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hamfliire,  and  by  their  deed,  dated  November  s,  in 
the  2yth  of  Elizabeth,  fold  it  to  Mr.  John  Weld,  of. 
London,  haberdafher  ;  and  fir  Thomas  Grefliam  con- 
vevcd  the  other  moiety,  which  he  bought  of  Thomas 
Glemham,  efq.  January  14,  in  the  <-,th  of  Elizabeth, 
to  the  faid  John  Weld,  on  April  22.  in  the  2$d  of 
Elizabeth,  fo  that  Weld  was  lord  of  the  whole  manor. 
John  Weld,  efq.  in  the  i8th  of  Elizabeth,  fold  it 
to  Elizabeth  late  wife  of  Richard  Bernev,  efq  who 
leafed  it  to  Anthony  Hobart,  of  Hales-Hall,  efq.  for 
fixty  years*  at  Sol.  per  ann. 

INGLOSE'S  MANOR.  At  the  time  of  the  furvey 
there  was  another  lordfliip  alfo,  which  Robert,  fon  of 
Corbun,  was  rewarded  with  at  the  conqueft,  and 
which  Humphrey  held  of  Robert  at  the  furvey. 
Aluric,  a  free-man,  held  it  under  archbifhop  Stigand 
in  king  Edward's  time,  when  it  was  valued  at  205.  at 
the  furvey  at  303. 

There  was  near  to  this  town  of  Loddon  a  village, 
or  hamlet,  called  Golofa,  which  the  faid  Aluric 
held  under  Stigand,  and  on  his  deprivation  was 
granted  to  Robert,  fon  of  Corbun,  and  held  of  him 
by  Humphrey.  In  Aluric's  time  it  was  valued  at 
75.  but  at  the  furvey  at  los.  the  king  and  the  earl 
had  the  foe.  Thefe  lordfhips  came,  on  the  death  of 
Robert,  fon  of  Corbun,  as  an  efcheat  to  the  crown, 
and  were  granted  by  William  II.  to  William  de  Al- 
bini,  (the  king's  butler,  lord  of  Rifing-Cafllc,  Sec.) 
anceftor  of  the  earls  of  Arundel. 

The  ancient  family  of  de  Inglofe  held  then  under 
the  Albinis,  earls  of  Arundel,  and  may  be  juflly  fup- 
pofed  to  take  their  name  from  Golofa,  afterwards  cor- 
ruptly called  luglofe,  the  town  being  fome  ages  paft 
demolifhed,  and  the  lands  belonging  to  it  now 
making  part  of  the  parifh  of  Loddon.

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In  the  42d  of  Edward  III.  Henry,  fon  of  fir  John 
de  Inglofe,  fold  by  fine  the  manor  of  Inglofe-Ha!!,  in 
Loddon,  and  us.  rent,  to  William  de  Brundale,  and 
Jiis  heirs. 

Ann,  late  wife  of  fir  Henry  Inglofe,  held  it  in  the 
1 8th  of  Richard  II.  In  1589  fhe  prefented  to  the 
church  of  Sifcland,  in  Norfolk;  in  1396  Henry  In- 
glofe prefented,  and  in  1416,  and  by  his  feoffees 
jn  1418. 

Sir  Henry  Inglofe,  knt.  died  in  1451,  poffef- 
fed  of  lands  in  Haverland,  Dilham,  Loddon,  and 
Wafhingford,  in  Norfolk ;  and  Afhby,  in  Suf- 
folk ;  of  the  manors  of  Haverland,  Brandefton,  and 
Cawflon,  in  Norfolk:  alfo  of  Bokenham-Ferry, 
North  Walfbam,  Helmingham,  called  Bryan's,  Rack- 
heath,  Hoothgate,  Mundham,  called  Mauclerk's, 
and  Sprowfton,  in  Norfolk ;  Gun  ton,  and  Hopton, 
in  Suffolk;  and  Pykworth,  in  Rutlandshire ;  the 
manors  of  Hedenham,  and  KcJIing,  and  the  advow- 
fons  of  the  churches  of  Filby,  Booton.  Bawdcfwell, 
Grimflon,  Sifeland,  and  Gunton,  in  Norfolk. 

Henry  Inglofe,  efq.  fon  of  fir  Henry,  inherited  it, 
and  died  poffeficd  of  it,  Sec.  with  the  manor  of  By- 
kar,  in  Lincolnftiire,  on  September  20,  in  the  8th  of 
Henry  YiII.  and  Henry,  his  fon  and  heir,  died  Sep- 
tember 25,  in  the  i;th  of  the  faid  king,  feifed  of 
{his  lordfhip,  Waflhingford,  See. 

In  the  3d  of  Henry  VIII.  Robert  Holditch  had 
\t  conveyed  by  fine  to  him,  from  Francis  Thyrkill. 

In  the  23d  of  Henry  VIII.  Thomas  Godfalve', 
efq.  poffeffed  it,  and  his  fon,  fir  John  Godfalve,  died 
lord  on  November  20,  in  the  30!  and  4th  of  Philip

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and  Mary,  held  by  the    2oth   part  of  Rifing-Cafl.le, 
and  the  rent  of  335.  ob.  per  ann. 

Roger  Godfalve  aliened  it  December  i,  in  the 
1  ith  of  James  I.  to  Robert  Ho'oart,  gent,  and  in  the 
15th  of  the  faid  king  Robert  conveyed  it  to  fir  Ro- 
bert Breton,  on  February  20. 

Godric  had  alfo  a  lordfiiip  in  a  town,  or  hamlet, 
near  to  Loddon,  called  Wafingeford  in  the  book  of 
Doomfday,  of  \vhich  a  free-man  of  Edwin  was  alfo 
deprived,  and  the  foe  was  in  the  lord  of  the  hundred. 
This  and  another  fee,  cams  as  an  efcheat  to  the  crown 
on  the  death  of  Godric,  and  were  granted  to  Wil- 
liam de  Albini,  aucefloi  of  the  earls  of  Arundel. 

There  was  an  ancient  familv  that  took  their  name 
fiom  this  town,  which  is  cl.:molifhed,  but  there  are 
lands  in  the  parilh  of  Loddon  which  go  by  that 
name. 

This  lordfiiip  of  Wafingeford  was  held  by  the 
Inglofes.  Sir  Henry  de  Ingiofe  died  feifed  of  it  in 
I4r;i;  and  in  the  fame  family  it  remained,  and 
patted  from  them,  with  the  manor  of  Ingiofe,  to 
which  it  was  united. 

The  manor  of  Hales,  called  Loddon-Hales,  ex- 
tended into  this  town,  which  belonged  to  the  Bigots, 
carls  of  Norfolk. 

In  Hates-Hall  lived  fir  James  Hobart,  the  attorney- 
general  to  Henry  VII.  and  his  dependents,  which 
hall  was,  it  feems,  in  this  parifh  of  Loddon, 

In  the  loth  of  king  John  a  fine  was  levied  of  the 

three  parts  of  the  advowfon  of  this  church,  between 

E  4  the 
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the  abbot  of  Langley,  querent,  Roger  Bacon,  Walter 
dc  Ravcningbam,  Rcyner  de  Howe,  Ernald  de  Char- 
nels,  William  de  Jnglofc,  Reginald  de  Brokele,  and 
Ralph  de  Bello-Campo,  deforcicnts,  whereby  they 
grant  their  three  parts  to  the  abbot,  who  had  die 
fourth  part,  belonging  to  the  fee  of  Jofceline  de 
Lodne. 

The  abbot  being  in  poffeffion  of  the  patronage, 
had  it  appropriated  to  him,  and  a  vicarage  was  ap- 
pointed, of  which  he  had  the  patronage.  In  the 
reign  of  Edward  I.  it  appears  that  there  were  two  ca  - 
rucates  of  land,  with  a  manfc,  or  houfe,  belonging 
to  this  appropriated  reclory  ;  that  he  had  all  the 
fmall  tithes  of  the  men,  or  tenants,  belonging  to  the 
manor  of  Robert  de  Lodne,  with  the  oblations  at 
the  crofs,  and  that  the  icclory  was  taxed  at  twenty- 
five  marks. 

The  vicar  had  a  manfe,  with  thirty  acres,  valued 
at  fix  marks,  but  had  no  oblations,  or  tithes,  (of  the 
men)  of  the  manor  before  mentioned,  and  he  admi- 
juiflcred  all  facraments. 

In  1311,  on  the  6th  of  the  ides  of  January,  John 
Salmon,  bifhop  of  Norwich,  united  and  confoli- 
dated  this  vicarage  to  the  abbot  of  Langley. 

At  the  diffolution  the  appropriated  reclory,  and 
vicarage,  which  was  confolidated  and  united  to  it, 
came  to  the  crown ;  the  reclory  remained  there  fome 
time;  but  in  1581  Henry  Wefco  was  prefented  to 
the  vicarage  by  queen  Elizabeth ;  and  in  1603  he  re- 
turned 240  communicants. 

On 
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On  an  exchange  of  lands  made  by  queen  Eliza- 
beth, and  the  fee  of  Ely,  this  appropriated  re$orv, 
and  the  patronage  of  the  vicarage,  came  to  that  fee. 

The  church  was  dedicated  to  the  Holy  Trinity. 
In  the  old  church  we  find  a  legacy  granted  to  build  a 
new  font  in  1487,  and  to  a  new  battlement  of  the 
fteeple  in  1500.  In  it  were  the  guilds  of  Corpus 
Chrifli,  and  of  our  Lady,  St.  Margaret's  tabernacle, 
and  St.  Chriftopher's  image.  —  Sir  Edward  Charles 
was  buried  here  in  1329. 

In  the  church-yard  was  the  chapel  of  St.  Mary,  to 
to  which  there  belonged  a  cuftos  in  i  289. 

The  prefent  church  was  built  by  fir  James  Ho- 
bart, in  the  reign  of  Henry  VII.  and  is  a  beautiful 
building. 

In  the  north  chapel,  by  the  chancel,  on  a  marble 
altar,  feveral  brafs  plates,  with  the  arms,  and  two 
figures,  now  difrobed,  —  In  memory  of  Henry  Hobart, 

sfc 

Near  to  this,  on  a  grave-flone,  with  brafs  plates, 
the  effigy  of  a  woman,  —  Ann  Hobart,  late  wife  of 
Henry  Hobart,  efq.  daughter  of  fir  'John  Fyneaux,  knt. 
chief,,  judge  of  England,  which  Ann  departed  the  lajl 
dajof  October,  1530.  —  Alfo  the  arms  of  Hobart,  and 


On  a  grave-flone  in.  the  chancel,  near  the  north 
wall,  the  effigies  of  two  perfons  in  winding  fheets,  — 
Dame  Catherine  Sampfon,  late  wife  of  fir  Thomas  Samp- 
Jon,  knight,  and  laic  the  wife  of  'John  Blomvile,  efq. 
died  April  18,  1546,  —  with  the  arms  of  Blomvile, 
impaling  Hobart. 

In 
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In  the  parifh  of  Loddon  there  was  alfo  a  chapel 
belonging  to  William  de  Jcrnemuth,  who  obliged 
himfelf  to  the  canons  of  Langlcy,  that  the  chapel 
which  they  granted  to  his  court  in  Loddon  fhould 
be  maintained  by  him  and  his  fucceffors,  in  all 
things,  without  detriment  to  the  parifh.  church. 

Loddon  is  pleafantly  fituated  on  the  banks  of  a 
river  which  rifes  in  this  hundred,  and  empties  itfelf 
into  the  Yare  at  Hardley-Crols  :  it  is  ten  miles  from 
Norwich,  five  from  Beccles,  and  fix  from  Bungay, 
and  has  a  weekly  market  on  Friday,  and  two  annual 
fairs,  viz.  Apiil  5  and  Nov.  i  i. — Loddon  is  the 
name  of  a  river  in  Berkfhire,  and  Lodder  in  Weft- 
rnoreland, 

MUNDHAM.  Roger  Bigot,  anceftor  to  the  earls 
of  Norfolk,  held  feveral  lees  in  this  town  at  the  fur* 
vey,  wrote  in  Doomfday-book  Mundhaham,  and  Al- 
gamundefluna.  from  fome  mound,  or  fence,  againft 
the  water;  thus,  Mundford,  in  Norfolk,  Wymond- 
ham,  See. 

Roger  had  a  grant  of  a  fee  which  Aluric,  a  free- 
man, held  under  archbifhop  Stigand,  valued  at  55. 

'This  Aluric,  for  his  fervices  to  king  Harold,  was 
forced  to  fly  into  foreign  parts,  and  was  outlawed. 

Alketel,  the  Conqueror's  bailiff,  or  fteward,  feifed 
the  land  for  that  king;  and  Roger  Bigot  begged  it  of 
the  king,  who  gave  it  to  him. 

Alan  earl  of  Richmond  laid  claim  to  it;  but  Ralph 
Guader,  earl  of  Norfolk,  held  it  with  his  manor  of 
Romborough,  in  Suffolk. 

Here 
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Here  were  other  lands  held  in  the  time  of  the  Con- 
feffor,  all  of  which  fees  being  granted  to  Roger  Hi* 
goc,  were  held  in  capite  of  him  and  his  delcendems, 
earls  of  Norfolk. 

The  ancient  family  ofde  Senges,  lords  of  Seething, 
had  a  part  of  Roger's  fee. 

Roger  Bigot,  earl  of  Norfolk,  by  deed  without 
date,  gave  to  Richard  de  Senges,  and  his  heirs, 
lands  in  Senges.  and  here  ;  and  in  the  8th  of  Henry 
III.  conveyed  by  fine  to  Ralph  de  Shelton  the  advow- 
fon  of  the  church  of  Etheldred,  in  this  town. 

Sir  Ralph  Shelton  was  lord  in  the  reign  of  Ed- 
ward I.  and  patron  ;  and  John,  his  fon  and  heir,  pre- 
fenttd  to  the  church  of  St.  Peter,  in  Mundham 
Magna,  (as  we  find  it  fometimes  called.)  which  feems 
to  have  belonged  to  the  fee  of  Bigot. 

In  1 334  Walter  de  Filby  was  lord  and  patron  of  St. 
Peters  church;  but  in  the  following  year  fir  Adara 
de  Clifton,  lord  of  Buckenham  Caflle,  granted  li- 
cence to  Walter  de  Filby,  8cc.  to  alien  the  advowfon, 
of  St.  Peter's  church,  &c.  to  the  hofpital  of  St.  Giles, 
in  Norwich,  which  they  had  purchafcd  of  fir  John 
Shelton.  In  the  next  year  the  matter,  Sec.  of  th$ 
laid  hofpital  prcfented  to  that  church,  and  the  faid 
hofpital  is  in  poffeiTion  of  it  at  this  time. 

Another  part  of  thefe  fees  were  granted  by  Roger 
Bigot,  earl  of  Norfolk,  in.  the  28th  of  Edward  I.  to 
his  kinfman,  fir  John  le  Big;ot. 

Ralph,  fon  of  fir  John  Bigot,  gave  it  to  fir  Wil- 
liam Cnlthorpe  in  the  14th  of  Edward  II.  and  in  the 
time  of  Henry  IV.  it  was  in  the  fame  family. 

Thomas 
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Thomas  de  Mowbray,  lord  Movvbray,  in  the  ^d 
year  of  Henry  IV.  (as  heir  to  the  Bigots)  held  here, 
&c.  in  capite,  the  manor  of  Bigot's,  by  the  2oth  part 
of  a  fee ;  and  from  the  Mowbravs  it  came  to  the 
Howards,  dukes  of  Norfolk. 

Robert  Fitz-Corbun  had  the  grant  of  a  lordfhip, 
which  Godwin,  a  free-man  of  Edwin,  was  deprived 
of,  who  was  lord  of  it  before  Godric,  the  king's  ftew- 
ard,  held  it,  and  Nigcll  held  it  at  the  furvey,  valued  at 
2os.  and  the  king  and  the  earl  had  the  foe. 

In  the  faid  town  he  had  the  grant  alfo  of  a  lord- 
fhip, which  Algar,  a  free-man,  held  under  Stigand, 
with  one  faddlc  horfe,  kept  at  the  hall,  Sec. 

Mundham  was  20  furlongs  long,  10  broad,  and 
paid  to  the  tax,  or  gelt,  as. 

On  the  death  of  Robert  Corbun  thefe  fees  came  as 
an  efcheat  to  the  crown,  and  were  granted  to  William 
de  Albini,  (the  king  s  buder)  by  William  II. 

The  ancient  family  of  the  Inglofes  were  anciently 
enfecffcd  of  part  of  the  Albini's  fee. 

•  John  de  Dunham  conveyed  by  fine  to  William  de 
Gerberg.  orGerbrigg,  vintner,  lands  belonging  to  this 
fee,  in  the  ift  of  Edward  I.  and  in  the  2oth  of  that 
king,  \Valterde  Calthorpe,  and  William  de  Gerbrigg, 
held  a  lee  of  the  honor  of  Rifing. 

In  the  33d  of  the  faid  reign,  Nicholas  de  Heking- 
ham,  and  John  de  Wykes,  pafled  by  fine  to  Walter 
Hillary  the  advovvfon  of  the  church  of  St.  Etheldred, 
and  lands  here. 

In 
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In  the  2d  year  of  Henry  IV.  John  de  Norwich  con- 
veyed in  truft  to  Edmund  Barry,  &c.  this  manor  and 
advovvfon,  with  lands,  &c. 

In  the  following  year  the  earl  of  Arundel  is  faid  to 
have  held  one  knight's  fee,  called  Gerbridge,  belong- 
ing to  his  manor  of  Mileham. 


•o 


In  June,  1451,  fir  Henry  Inglofe  died  feifed  of  a 
lordfhip,  called  Mauclerk's,  which  by  his  will  he  or- 
dered to  be  fold. 

In  1430  John  Berney,  efq.  of  Reedham,  prefcnted 
to  St.  Ethelbert's  church;  and  in  1437  fir  John  ivaf- 
tolf.  In  the  29th  of  Henry  VII.  he  fold  the  manor 
and  advowfon  to  Hugh  A6lon,  mafler  of  St.  Giles's 
hofpital,  for  200  marks,  where  it  remains. 

John  Spooner,  of  Seething,  was  lord  of  the  manor 
of  Mauclerk,  late  Inglofe's,  in  the  reign  of  Henry 
IV.  and  died  lord  in  1514  ;  and  Thomas  Spooner, 
gent,  was  lord  in  the  40th  of  Elizabeth. 

In  Mundham  the  king  had  a  lordfhip,  which  Wil- 
liam de  Noiers  had  the  cuflody,  or  care  of.  for  the 
king.  Seven  free-men  had  been  deprived  of  it,  being 
a  beruite  to  the  lordfhip  of  Ditchinghara,  but  after- 
wards Roger  Bigot  added  it  to  his  lordfhip  of  Earfham, 
and  held  it  at  the  furvey,  when  the  king  and  the  earl 
had  the  foe,  and  it  was  valued  with  Earfham. 

The  king  is  alfo  faid  to  have  the  moiety  of  a 
church,  as  belonging  to  his  lordihip  in  Seething. 

Godric,  che  king's  fleward,  had  a  grant  of  land 
here,  with  other  lands  in  Seething,  and  Wafhiug- 
fbrd,  which  were  valued  at  2os. 

This, 
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This,  with  what  Godric  held  in  the  aforefaid  towns, 
is  faid  to  be  fix  furlongs  long,  three  broad,  and  paid 
6d.  gelt.  A  moiety  of  the  church  aforeiaid,  with  ten 
acres,  belonged  to  this  manor. 

On  the  death  of  Godric  it  came  as  an  efcheat  to 
the  king,  and  was  after  granted  to  the  Bigots,  earls  of 
Norfolk,  and  fo  joined  to  their  lordihip  in  this  town. 

Gofceline  de  Lodne,  at  the  furvcy,  had  lands,  8cc. 
valued  at  326. 

This  lordfhip  belonged,  before  the  coriqiieft,  to' 
Bury  abbey,  of  whom  Gofceline  held  it  with  Lod- 
don. 

Roger  Fitz -Ren ard  had  a  fmall  fee  with  20  acres  of 
land,  which  the  church  of  Ely  held  before  the  con- 
queft,  valued  at  35.  Here  were  other  lands  held  of 
Ely. 

There  was  a  family  that  took  their  name  from  this 
town,  and  had  a  confiderable  intereft  herein. 

In  the  gth  of  Richard  I.  Alan  de  Mundham  held 
half  a  knight's  fee. 

Here  were  certain  lands  called  Holme's,  held  by 
the  family  of  de  Hulmo,  of  Conftant  de  Clilion,  of 
the  Arundel  fee,  in  the  ^-d  of  Henry  IV. 

The  temporalities  of  Langley  abbey  were  ys. 

Here  were  two  parifhes,  one  called  St.  Peter's, 
from  its  church,  alfo,  in  fome  old  writings  Mundhant 
Magna;  it  was  a  rectory,  valued  at  12  marks,  had  a 

manic, 
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manfe,  with  30  acres  of  land,  in  the  reign  of  Edward 
I.  and  irir  Robert  Shelton  was  then  patron. 

On  June  3<>th,  1340,  the  bifbop  of  Norwich  appro- 
priated this  re&ory  to  the  hofpital  of  St.  Giles,  and  a 
vicarage  was  endowed,  valued  at  fix  marks  and  a  half 
per  ami. 

In  1600  it  was  ferved  by  a  ftipendiary  curate,  and 
fo  remains,  nominated  by  the  mayor,  Sec.  of  the  city 
of  Norwich;  and  in  1603  he  returned  144  communi- 
cants. 

In  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  fir  Robert  de  Shelton 
was  patron  of  the  reftory  of  St.  Etheldred's  church,  or 
Mundham  Parva,  valued  at  ten  marks,  and  had  a 
manfe,  but  no'  land. 

Sir  John  Faflolf,  knight,  prefented  in  1446*  after 
which  it  came  to  St.  Giles's  hofpital,  and  fo  to  the 
city  of  Norwich. 

In  1593  we  find  it  ferved  by  a  curxte,  and  fo  con* 
tinues  nominated  by  the  mayor  and  corporation  of 
-Norwich. 

A  grave-ftone — In  memory  of  William  Hat  borne,  ejq. 
•who  died  November  7,  1617. 

The  late  Rev.  George  Molden  was  prefented  to  the 
curacy  of  Mundham  St.  Peter  in  1747,  and  in  the 
fame  year  to  the  curacy  of  St.  Etheldred,  both  in  the 
prefentation  of  the  mayor  and  corporation  ol  Nor- 
wich. 

SEETHING,  SYTHING,  or  SENGKS,  wrote  in 
Doomfday-bouk  Sithinga,  Silinga,  and  Sinthinga. 

Roger 
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Roger  Bigot,  anceflor  of  the  earls  of  Norfolk,  on  ihe 
expulfion  of  a  free-man  of  carl  Gcrt,  had  a  grant  oi 
lands  here,  valued  in  the  whole  at  2os.  but  at  the  fur- 
vey  at  405.  Bigot  had  alfo  the  grant  of  many  other 
fees  belonging  to  this  lordQiip. 

Several  lordfhips  arofe  out  of  the  feveral  fees,  which 
were  held  of  the  Bigots,  earls  of  Norfolk,  and  their 
dependents. 

The  Bigots,  a  younger  branch  of  the  earls  of  Nor- 
folk, had  an  intereft  here,  for  Roger  Bigot,  earl  of 
Norfolk,  granted  to  fir  John  le  Bigot,  his  nephew,  a 
lordfhip,  paying  to  him,  for  all  fuits  and  fervices,  a 
bearded  arrow  yearly,  dated  at  Bungay,  in  the  38th 
of  Edward  I. 

Ralph  Bigot,  his  fon  and  heir,  in  the  12th  of  Ed- 
ward II.  gave  it  to  fir  Walter  Calthorpe,  with  his  ma- 
nor in  Mundham. 

Sir  Philip  Calthorpe  died  fcifed  of  it,  April  7,  in  the 
3d  of  Edward  VI.  and  Elizabeth,  his  daughter  and 
heir,  brought  it  by  marriage  to  fir  Henry  Pai  kcr,  and 
his  defcendent  fir  Philip  Parker,  fon  and  heir  of  fir 
Calthorpe  Parker,  was  lord  in  the  2oth  of  James  I. 

Roger  Miniot  had  a  grant  of  free-warren  in  his  lord- 
fhip here,  in  the  131!!  of  Edward  I.  and  held  it  of  the 
honor  of  Forncet. 

In  the  $d  of  Henry  V.  the  prior  of  the  Holy  Tri- 
nity of  Ipfwich  granted  to  John  Crane,  and  Roger 
Cottemower,  his  manor  of  Miniot,  paying  yearly  iu 
the  church  of  St.  Margaret's,  of  Seething,  hx  marks, 

The 
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The  families  of  Hedenham,  Dickleburgh,  Miniot, 
and  Noble,  had  each  , an  intereft  in  this  town,  and  in 
the  reign  of  Henry  IV.  Thomas  lord  Mowbray,  as  ca- 
pital lord,  had  the  manor  of  Bigot  in  this  town,  held 
by  the  2oih  part  of  a  fee  ;  the  manor  of  Dickleburgh, 
by  the  i5th  part  of  a  fee  ;  that  of  Calthorpe,  by  the 
aoth  part  of  a  fee  ;  and  that  of  Hedenham  by  the 
4oth  part  of  a  fee ;  the  abbot  of  Sibton,  abbot  of 
Langley,  and  the  hofpital  of  St.  Giles,  in  Norwich, 
had  among  them  one  fee. 

There  was  alfo  a  family  who  affumed  their  name 
from  this  town,  being  early  enfeoffed  of  a  lordfhip 
under  the  Bigots. 

Sir  Ralph  de  Senges,  or  Seething,  w?s  Jiving  in  the 
reign  of  Henry  II.  and  this  family  granted  to  the  ca- 
nons of  Langley  land  here,  and  lands  in  Mundham, 
without  date:  Alfo  to  the  monks  of  Sibton,  and  dif- 
charged  them  from  all  iuit  of  court  to  the  manor  of 
Senges,  or  Seething. 

This  family  wrote  themfelves  fometimes  De  Wyn- 
dcfore,  and  fometimes  DC  Senges,  anddefcended  from 
Maurice  cle  Wyndlefore,  to  whom  the  abbot  of  Bury 
granted,  about  1 1 10,  all  the  land  which  his  predecet'-' 
for  held,  with  all  his  flewardfhip  of  their  abbey,  all 
its  cuUomaiv  dues,  8cc.  his  own  livery,  and  that  of 
his  clerks,  eight  men,  and  eight  horfes. 

In  the  52d  of  Henry  III.  a  fine  was  levied  between 
Walter  de  Wyudefore,  querent,  and  Richard  abbot  of 
Sibton,  deforcient;  that  xvhereas  the  abbot  was 
obliged,  among  other  items,  to  find  for  Walter  a  con- 
venient chamber  in  the  abbey,  for  himfelf  and  a  boy, 
with  neceffary  diet  and  cloathing,  and  competent  pro- 
vender for  one  horfe,  which  the  abbot  had  denied 
F  him; 
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him ;  the  abbot  hereby  grants  to  Walter,  that  he 
would  perform  the  faid  covenants,  and  to  pay  Wal- 
ter eight  marks  per  arm.  and  two  loots  of  the  price 
of  i8d.  or  i8d.  in  money. 

The  interefl  that  the  Senges  had  in  this  town  came 
foon  after  to  the  Calthorpes;  but  the  chief  part  of 
the  Senges  eflate  was  in  the  abbey  of  Sibion. 

Sir  Oliver  Calthorpe,  by  deed,  dated  at  Burnham, 
December  16,  1361,  releafed  the  abbey  of  Sibton 
from  all  rents  and  fervices  annually  paid  to  his  an- 
ceftors. 

William  de  Noiers  at  the  furvey  was  Iteward  of  a 
Jordfhip  in  ihis  town,,  of  which  a  free-man  of  Stigand 
the  archbifhop  was  deprived,  valued  in  Tofts  before 
the  conquefl  at  405.  but  the  Conqueror  added  to  this 
manor  a  beruite  in  Tofts,  called  Stiga,  fo  that  at  the 
furvey  it  paid  4!.  los.  for  what  was  in  Tofts ;  it  was 
one  leuca  long,  one  broad,  and  paid  i6d.  gelt. 

This  was  granted  by  William  II.  to  WTilliam  de  Al- 
bini,  his  butler,  anceuor  of  the  earls  of  Arundcl,  and 
held  of  them  by  (evetal  perfons,  as  John  de  Dun- 
ham, William  Gcrbergh,  William  de  Holbroke, 
Gilbert  de  Debenham,  Sec.  and  John  Bcrney  de 
Witchingham  in  the  i  7th  of  Edward  IV.  died  leifed 
of  the  manor  of  Holbroke. 

Thomas  earl  of  Arundel,  as  capital  lord,  was 
found  in  the  gd  of  Henry  IV.  to  have  one  iee,  called 
Gerbrigg's. 

The  manor  of  Mauclerk,  held  by  fir  Henry  In- 
glofe,  extended  here. 

The 
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The  De-la-Pol es  had  alfo  a  lordfhip  here.  Sir 
William  De- la-Pole,  jun.  held  it. 

Sir  John  De-la -Pole,  by  his  lady,  Joan,  daughter 
of  lord  Cobham,  left  a  daughter  and  heirefs,  Joan, 
who  bv  fir  Reginald  Braybrooka,  one  of  her  huf- 
bands,  had  alfo  a  daughter  and  heirefs,  Joan,  wha 
married  fir  Thomas  Brooke,  who  in  the  6th  or 
Henry  VI.  was  lord  of  Seething,  Sec.  he  was  father 
of  Edward  lord  Brooke,  of  Cobhara,  who  died  June 
6,  in  the  4th  of  Edward  IV.  lord  of  this  manor. 

The  lands  which  Ifaac  held  at  the  furvev  came  as 
an  efcheat  to  the  crown,  and  was  granted  to  the  Bi- 
gots, who  joined  it  to  their  other  fees  in  this  town. 

Hugh  earl  of  Chefler  had  alfo  a  lordfhip  granted 
him,  which  "was  united  to  Bigot's  manors  before 
mentioned. 

John  Spooner,  of  this  town,  was  lord  of  Mau- 
clerk  s  manor  in  the  reign  of  Henrv  IV.  and  Thomas 
Spooner,  gent,  in  the  40 th  of  Elizabeth. 

Thomas  Godfalve,  efq  was  lord  of  Miniot's  ma- 
nor, in  this  town,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.  and  at 
the  diflblution  had  a  grant  of  the  abbey  of  Sibton  from 
the  duke  of  Norfolk;  and  Thomas  Godfalve  died 
lord  in  the  3oth  of  Elizabeth. 

The  temporalities  of  Langley  abbey  were  2!.  los. 
gd.  ob.  thi.*  was  granted  to  Thomas  Godfalve,  efq.  at 
the  diffolutioo  ;  and  the  temporalities  of  Buckeuhara 
priory  Sd. 

The  church  was  dedicated  to  St.  Margaret,,  and 
was  a  re&ory,  valued  at  twenty-five  marks. 

Fa  In 
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\[n  1253  this  church  was  appropriated  bv  Walter 
bifhop  ol  Norwich  to  the  hofpital  of  St.  Giles,  in 
Norwich,  founded  by  the  (aid  bifhop,  paying  to  the 
almonry  of  the  priory  of  Norwich  a  penfion  of  ten 
marks  per  arm.  this  church  being  alternately  pre- 
femed  toby  himfelf,  and  the  prior  of  Langley;  this 
penfion  was  remitted  by  the  faid  convent  in  the  reign 
•f  Edward  III.  the  hofpital  having  built  twelve  cot- 
tages in  Holm-Street,  Norwich,  and  refigned  them  to 
the  convent.  It  is  now  ierved  by  a  flipendiary  cu- 
rate, appointed  by  the  corporation  of  Norwich. 

In  the  church  was  a  chantry,  afterwards  removed 
by  fir  Oliver  Calthorpe  to  Sibton  abbey,  which  abbejf 
paid  lol.  to  fir  Oliver  for  this  indulgence. 

In  1747  the  late  Rev.  George  Molden  was  pre- 
fented  to  the  curacy  of  Seething,  by  the  mayor  and 
corporation  of  the  city  of  Norwich. 

SISLAND,  SYSELAND,  or  SIZLAND,  wrote  in 
Doomfday-book  ^iflanda.  Gofceline  de  Loddon's 
lordfhip  of  Loddon,  held  of  the  abbot  of  Bury,  ex- 
tended into  this  town ;  and  in  the  2oth  of  Henry- 
Ill,  the  abbot  of  Langley,  and  his  parceners,  Ralph 
Howe,  Sec.  had  an  interest  herein. 

Ralph  de  Howe  prefcnted  to  the  church  of  Sifland 
in  1304. 

The  family  of  Charles  had  a  lordfhip,  which  af- 
terwards came  to  the  De-la-Poles,  earls  of  Suffolk, 
and  to  the  Mowbrays,  and  Howards,  dukes  of  Nor- 
folk. 

Thomas 
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Thomas  Clark  accounted  in  the  sgtli  of  Henry 
VIII.  for  17!.  155.  ;d.  i.nt  of  aflife  of  the  duke  of 
Norfolk's  manor. 

Henry  Howard,  earl. of  Northampton,  was  lord  in 
the  i  ft  of  James  I.  after  that  it  came  to  the  Howards, 
earls  of  Arundel,  and  dukes  of  Norfolk. 

At  the  furvey,  Godric,  the  king's  fleward,  too~k 
care  of  a  lord  (hip  for  the  Conqueror,  that  Ketel,  a 
free-man,  hcid  under  the  protection  of  Edwin,  but 
the  foe  was  in  king  Edward,  valued  then  at  2os.  At 
the  furvev  it  paid  405.  quit-rent,  was  eight  furlongs 
lon^,  and  feven  furlongs  and  eleven  perches  broad; 
the  gelt  was  8d. 

Godric  had  alfo  in  his  ov/n  light  three  acres,  of 
which  a  free-man  of  Edwin  was  deprived. 

ALBINI  MANOR.  William  de  Albini,  anceftor  of 
the  earls  of  Arundel,  had  a  grant  of  this  from  Wil- 
liam II.  The  family  of  Inglofe,  and  that  of  Dun- 
ham, 8cc.  had  an  intereft  herein.  In  the  14th  of  Ed- 
ward II.  William  Gerberg  had  yl.  per  aim.  in  lands 
here,  Mundham,  Sec. 

In  the  aoth  of  Edward  III.  William De-la-Pole,  &c. 
held  lands  in  Sifland,  late  Howe's,  and  Charles',  of 
the  heirs  of  Ralph,  and  of  the  honor  of  Riling. 

In  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  Edmund  de  Howe  was 
patron  of  the  church,  which  was  a  re&ory,  valued  at 
feven  marks.  The  re&or  had  a  manie,  and  thirty 
acres  of  land. 

In  the  34th  of  Edward  I.  Ralph  de  Howe  con- 
veyed to  John  de  Sifland,  and  John  de  Dunwich,  the 
F  3  ad  vow  Con, 
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advowfon.  and  to  their  heirs,  for  ever  ;  and  the  faid 
John  de  Sifland,  and  John  de  Dunwich,  afterwards 
by  fine  Tut  rendered  it  to  Ralph  de  Howe,  Joan  de 
Howe,  and  lady  Lastitiu  de  Loddon.  In  the  ad  of 
Edward  III.  the  whole  right  of  patronage  was  con- 
veved  to  Robert  Inglofe. 

In  1451  fir  Henry  In^lofe  ordered  the  advowfon  to 
be  fold  ;  and  in  1484  John  Richer^  prefented. 

The  prefent  value  is  4!.  135.  qd.  and  is  difcharged. 
In  1740  Thomas  Berney,  efq.  was  patron. 

In  the  chancel  is  a  grave-flone, — In  memory  cf  John 
Ckildlcw,  rector  of  Hubbies,  who  died  Dcceruutr  14, 
1652. 

William  Wefigate,  fenior,  buried  in  the  church  in 
1536,  gave  to  the  repair  of  the  lleeple  61. 

Hervey  de  Syfeland  gave  lands  to  the  abbey  of 
Langley,  whole  temporalities  here  were  valued  ac 
35.  6d.  The  temporalities  of  Sibton  abbey  were 
valued  at  25.  4-d.  ob. 

In  1734  the  Rev.  John  Blanks  was  prefented  to 
this  redory  by  Mrs.  Ann  Berney,  widow. 

THWAYTE,  THWAITE,  or  WAYTE.  We  do 
not  find  this  town  mentioned  in  the  book  of  Doomf- 
day,  it  being  accounted  for  in  other  towns,  whole 
lordfhips  extended  into  this.  A  principal  part  of  it 
belonged  to  the  abbot  of  Bury's  manor  of  Loddon, 
and  it  is  often  called  in  old  writings,  Thwayte-by- 
Loddon,  to  diilinguiih  this  from  Thwaytc  in  the 
hundred  of  South  Erpingham.

This  part  and  lordfhip  was  in  the  family  of  Charles, 
and  held  by  fir  William  Charles  in  the  48th  of 
Henry  III.  lord  alfo  of  a  manor  in  Lodcion.  To 
this  lord. hip  belonged  a  right  of  [  rcfcntation  to  the 
church. 

The  De-la-Pol es  had  a  right  of  prefemation 
granted  to  them,  with  the  lordfhip  in  Sifland,  by  the 
Charles',  and  their  right  was  conveyed  to  the  Mow- 
brays,  dukes  of  Norfolk. 

Another  part  of  this  town  was  a  member  of  the 
manor  of  the  Bigots,  earls  of  Norfolk,  lords  of  Pirn- 
how,  now  included  in  Ditchingham,  and  held  by  the 
family  of  de  Swillington  ;  and  in  1305  fir  William 
de  Swilling' on  prcf^nted  as  lord.  From  tke  Bigots 
it  defcended  to  the  Mowbrays,  and  the  Howards, 
dukes  of  Norfolk. 

In  the  loth  of  Edward  II.  fir  Adam  de  Swilling- 
ton  releafed  to  William  Charles  his  right  in  the  al- 
ternate prefentation  of  this  church,  by  fine. 

Another  part  of  this  town  belonged  to  the  earl  of 
Clare's  manor  of  Charleton,  or  Carleton.  In  the 
46ih  of  Henry  III.  Thomas  de  Broome  granted  it 
by  fine  to  William  Charles. 

In  the  gth  of  Edward  II.  the  heirs  of  Oliver 
Wythc,  and  Roger  de  Broome,  held  here,  in  Carleton, 
and  Afhby,  a  quarter  of  a  fee  of  the  earl  of  Glou- 
cefler,  the  capital  lord  ;  and  in  the  gd  of  Henry  IV. 
the  earl  of  March  poffefTed  the  fame. 

The  temporalities  of  the  abbey  of  Langley  were 
valued  in  1428  at  3!.  8s.  £d.

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The  priorefs  of  Campfey,  in  Suffolk,  and  the  pri- 
Orefs  of  Eungay,  had  alfo  lands  here. 

The  church  is  dedicated  to  St.  Mary,  and  was  a 
rectory.  In  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  fir  James  dc 
Creyk,  and  Richard  Charles,  preferred  to  it  alter- 
nately. The  rector  had  a  maule  and  thirty  acres  of 
land,  valued  at  fix  marks. 

The  rector  returned  in  1603  thirty-three  com- 
municants. 

In  1628  Charles  Ringye  was  prefented  by  Thomas 
carl  of  Arundel;  on  the  2^d  of  May,  1644,  ne  vvas 
fequeftercd,  and  Edward  Baiker  vvas  admitted  rector 
by  the  earl  of  Manchefler,  but  in  1660  he  was  re- 
ftored. 

In  1742  the  duke  of  Norfolk  was  patron  and  lord. 
In  1769  the  earl  of  Stafford  prefented;  and  in  1775 
the  Rev.  Heneage  Robinion  was  prefemed  to  this 
rectory  by  Thomas  Howard,  efq.  The  prelent  value 
is  4!.  and  is  difcharged. 

A  marble  flone  in  the  chancel, — In  memory  oflho- 
mas  Segifwicke,  gent,  late  Jludent  and  graduate  at  Cains 
college,  Cambridge,  Jon  of  Mr.  William  Segifwicke, 
vicar  of  Mat/ale,  who  died  July  23,  ifahS. 

THURTON,  wrote  in  Doomfday-book  Tortunn. 
At  the  furvey  Robert  de  Vallibus,  or  de  Vcaux,  held 
under  Roger  Bigot,  ancefior  of  the  earls  of  Norfolk, 
land  which  Almar,  a  free-man  of  Stigand  the  arch- 
bifhop.  had  been  deprived  of;  it  was  ten  furlongs  long, 
five  broad,  and  the  gelt  was^d.  ob. 

In 
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In  the  reign  of  Richard  I.  Robert  de  Gfys  was 
lord  ;  in  the  loth  of  that  king  the  abbot  of  Langley 
demifed  to  him  certain  tithes,  paying  8s.  per.  ann. 

This  Robert,  in  the  4th  of  Henry  III.  fold  to  Ebo- 
rard  de  Vernon  the  advowfon  of  this  church  for  ten 
marks ;  and  in  the  2^d  of  that  king  Simon  de  Grys, 
Walter  dc  Calthorpe,  the  abbot  of  Langley,  the 
monks  of  Thetford,  and  John  de  Grys,  of  Chedef- 
ton,  held  one  fee  of  the  earl  of  Norfolk  ;  and  in  the 
ifh  of  Henry  IV.  the  lord  Mowbray  held  it  in  capite, 
as  dcfcended  from  tbe  Bigots. 

In  the  c>d  of  Henry  III.  the  prior  of  the  monks  of 
Thetford  relcafed  the  advowfon  of  this  church  to 
Thomas  de  Thurton,  who  covenanted  for  ever  to 
pay  to  ibs  prior,  -and  his  fucceflbrs,  2os.  per  annum 
for  land  held  of  them  here. 

LANGLEY  ABBEY  MANOR.  John  le  Grys,  of  this 
town,  gave  to  the  abbot  in  the  4?d  of  Henry  III. 
forty-nine  acres  of  land,  with  eight  marks,  and  6s. 
od.  rent  here,  in  Bergh  Apton,  Sec.  Robert  de  Veaux 
gave  los.  rent. 

Reyner  de  Thurton,  Hemy  le  Newman,  Sec.  were 
alio  benefaclors. 

Pctronilla,  relict  of  fir  William  Nerford,  daughter 
and  co  heirefs  of  lir  John  de  Veaux,  confirmed  all 
the  benefadions  of  her  anceftors. 

In  1428  the  temporalities  of  this  abbey  were  ill. 
£s.  4d.  per  ann.  and  of  Thetford  priory  8s. 

At  the  diffolution  it  was  granted  to  Thomas  God- 
falve,  efq. 

At. 
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At  Thurton,  by  Loddon,  were  dug  up,  in  1707, 
feveral  Roman  coins  of  Gallienus,  Viclorinus,  Te- 
tricus,  Ouimillus,  Sec. 

The  priory  of  the  church  of  Ely  had  lands,  Sec.  here 
in  king  Edward's  time,  which  on  the  conqueft  were 
granted  to  Godric,  the  king's  fteward,  and  lands  in 
Thorpe,  with  all  cuflomary  dues,  and  were  valued 
in  Bergh  Apton. 

After  the  death  of  Godric  it  came  to  the  crown,  as 
an  efcheat,  and  was  given  to  the  family  of  de  Monte- 
Canifio,  or  Montchenfy,  who  were  barons  of  the 
realm,  and  lords  of  Bergh  Apton  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  II. 

The  church  is  dedicated  to  St.  Ethelbert,  and  was 
a  r'eclory  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  in  the  patronage 
of  the  abbot  of  Langley,  valued  at  twelve  marks. 

In  1299  the  rector  had  then  a  houfe,  and  forty 
acres  of  land. 

In  1342  it  was  appropriated  by  the  bifhop  of  Nor- 
wich to  the  faid  abbey,  and  on  March  22  the  re&ory 
iioufe,  on  fettling  a  vicarage,  was  granted  to  the  vi- 
car, with  twelve  acres  of  land,  8cc.  valued  at  fix 
marks. 

In  1 603  it  was  ferved  by  a  curate,  who  returned 
fixty-eight  communicants;  in  it  was  the  taber- 
nac'le  of  St.  Ethelbert.  In  1742  Mr.  Rant  was  pa- 
tron, and  nominated  the  curate. 

The  church  is  a  fingle  pile,  with  a  chancel  thatched, 
and  has  a  fquare  tower  with  three  bells.

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On  a  gravc-flone  in  the  chancel,  the  arms  of  Nor- 
ris,  impaling  Holt ; — In  memory  of  Mrs.  Mary  Norn's, 
Jirjl  wife  oj  John  Stiibbs,  and  I  a  ft  of  Jeremy  j\"orris,  cf 
Norwich,  %ent.  daughter  of  Jeremy  Holt,  clerk,  who 
died  June  2,  1682.  —  fuks.jilius  Edmi.$tubbstS.

One — In  memory  of  John  Gilbert,  who  died  Feb.  6, 
1721,  aged  46  ; — and  his  arms. 

In  1747  the  Rev.  John  Blanks  was  prefented  to 
this  curacy  by  Thomas  Godfalve,  proprietor. 

TOPCROFT,  fo  wrote  in  Doomfday-book.  Eudo, 
fon  of  Spiruwin,  had  a  grant  of  a  confiderable  lord- 
fhip  in  this  town,  which  Godwin,  a  free-man,  en- 
joyed under  the  protection  only  of  earl  Guert,  in  king 
Edward's  reign,  valued  then  at  61.  at  the  furvey 
at  81. 

In  the  fame  town  Godwin,  a  free-man,  who  held 
partly  under  the  protection  only  of  St.  Edmund,  and 
of  Edric  in  king  Edward's  time,  held  what  was  va- 
lued at  305.  at  the  furvey  at  405.  it  was  one  leuca 
long,  and  one  quarter  and  nine  furlongs  broad,  and 
paid  2od.  gelt,  whoever  was  lord  of  it. 

Eudo  was  a  Norman,  and  came  into  England  with 
the  Conqueror,  and  being  rewarded  with  the  manor 
of  Taiefhale,  in  Lincolnshire,  redded  there,  and  ac- 
cording to  the  cufiom  of  thofe  times  affumed  the 
name  of  that,  tovvii ;  his  defcendems  were  barons  of 
the  realm. 

Sir 
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Sir  Robert  de  Tatefhale,  lord  TatefhaJe,  made  a 
great  acquisition  to  his  eftate  by  marrying  Mabel, 
one  of  the  lifters  and  co-heireffes  of  Hugh  de  Albini, 
_ea>l  of  Arundcl,  xvho  died  in  1242. 

This  lord  Tatefhale,  in  right  of  Mabel,  was  lord 
of  the  caftle  of  Buckenham,  and  the  manors  alfo  of 
Wymopdham,  with  the  office  of  chief  butler  to  the 
Icing.  In  the  4sd  of  Henry  III.  he  had  a  grant  of 
free-warren  ;  and  in  the  15th  of  Edward  J-.  the  lord 
had  free-warren,  ailife  of  bread  and  beer,  a  gallows, 
waif,  See.  here. 

Sir  John  Cove  was  lord  in  the  gth  of  Edward  II. 
jand  in  1330,  in  right  of  Eve,  his  wife,  daughter  of 
Robert  de  Tibetot,  and  relict  of  Robert  lord  Ta- 
tefhale. On  the  death  of  die  laft  lord  Tatefhale,  a 
minor,  his  inheritance  came  to  his  three  aunts ; 
Emma,  the  cidefl,  married  fir  Ofbert  Cailcy. 

About  the  end  of  the  reign  of  Edward  III.  the 
whole  lordfhip  of  this  town  was  in  fir  Adam  de  Clif- 
ton, fon  of  fir  Roger  de  Clifton,  by  Margaret,  only 
Cfter  of  fir  Thomas  de  Cailey. 

Sir  .John  Clifton,  of  Buckenham-caftle,  the  laft 
heir  male  of  the  eldeft  branch  of  the  Cliftons,  by 
his  will,  (dying  without  iflue  male)  dated  Auguft  16, 
1447,  gave  to  Robert  Clifton,  his  coufm,  this  lord- 
fhip, with  ihat  of  Denton.  This  Robert  was  de- 
fcended  from  Adam  de  Clifton,  knight,  lord  of  Den- 
ver, fccond  fon  of  fir  Adam  before  mentioned,  fon 
of  Thomas  CUfton,  efq.  who  was  brother  of  this 
fir  John. 

From 
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From  this  family  it  came  about  the  22d  of  Ed- 
ward IV.  to  fir  Thomas  Brews,  of  Sal!,  in  Eynsford 
hundred,  who  died  lord  of  this,  Denton,  Howe,  &c. 

William  was  fon  of  fir  Thomas,  by  Mary,  his 
firft  wife,  daughter  of  fir  John  Calthorpe,.  of  Burn- 
ham,  and  dying  in  1489,  left  two  daughters  and  CQ- 
heireifes  ;  Thomafme,  married  to  fir  Thomas  Han- 
fard,  and  Ann,  to  fir  Roger  Townfhend  ;  fo  that  this 
lordfnip  came  to  Robert  Brews,  efq.  eldcfl.  fon  of  fir 
Thomas,  by  Elizabeth,  his  fecond  wife. 

Robert  died  in  1514,  and  held  it  in  capite  by  the 
third  part  of  a  fee,  and  paying  lad.  per  ann.  to  Nor- 
wich cattle-guard. 

Thomas  Brews,  efq.  his  fan,  was  father  of  fir  John 
Brews,  of  this,  town,  and  of  Wenham,  in  Suffolk. 
His  fon,  Thomas,  was  lord  in  1590  ;  and  fir  John 
Brews  in  the  reign  of  James  I.  who  married  Cecily, 
daughter  of  John  Wilton,  of  Topcroft,  gent,  lord  of 
Wilby. 

After  this  the  Wiltons  were  lords;  and  in  i6<-,Q 
Robert  Wilton,  efq.  of  Wilby,  fon  of  Richard  Wil- 
ton, brother  of  the  aforefaid  Cecily,  pofleOecl  it,  anti 
it  remained  in  that  family  till  Nicholas  Wilton,  efq. 
fold  it  in  1680  to  George  Smith,  M.  D.  fecond  foil 
of  John  Smith,  efq.  of  North  Dibley,  in  Gloucefter- 
fhire;  he  married  Mary,  daughter  and  hcirels  of 
David  Offley,  of  Chefhire,  efq.  by  whom  he  had 
Offley,  his  Ion,  who  inherited  it,  and  died  at  London 
in  1708,  and  was  buried  there,  in  St.  Bride's  church, 
leaving  this  manor  to  George  Smith,  hi*  eidcft  (on, 
by  Mary,  daughter  of  Thomas  Archer,  of  Glou- 
cefterfhire,  cfq.  George  married  Mary,  third  dnugh- 
ter  of  Willintn  Churchman,  efq.  of  lilington :  he 

was 
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was  high-iheriff  of  Norfolk  in  1735,  and  died  in 
1745,  leaving,  William  Smith,  his  ion  and  heir,  of 
Topcroft  Hall,  efq. 

HOWE'S  MANOR.  The  abbot  of  St.  Edmund,  in 
Bury,  had  a  lordfbip,  which  Beiengarius  held  of  the 
abbot  at  the  fuivey,  with  two  carucates  of  land  ;  two 
priefls  held  it  of  the  abbey  in  the  reign  of  the  Con- 
fefibr,  four  villains,  ten  borderers,  and  two  fervi,  be- 
longed to  it ;  there  were  two  carucates  in  demefne, 
and  three  among  the  tenants,  Sec.  three  acres  of  mea- 
dow, and  a  focman  had  two  acres,  valued  at  305.  at 
the  furvey  at  405.  the  foe  belonged  to  the  abbey. 

In  the  yth  of  king  John  Ralph  de  Twill,  alias 
Trubeville,  gave  a  mark  to  have  a  writ  of  right  for 
the  moiety  of  one  fee  in  this  town,  of  which  Roger 
de  Howe  had  diffeifed  him. 

In  the  loth  of  the  faid  king  Ralph  granted  it  to 
Roger  for  ten  marks  ;  they  both  held  under  the  ab- 
bot, and  the  prefentation  was  in  the  abbot's  fee. 

A  fine  was  levied  in  the  reign  of  Richard  I.  be- 
tween Sampfon,  abbot  of  Bury,  petent,  and  the  faid 
Roger  de  Howe,  tenant,  of  two  knight's  fees  in  this 
town,  Micklefield,  and  Ugkefhale,  in  Suffolk,  which 
Berengarius  held,  wherein  Roger  acknowledges  the 
tenure,  and  that  when  the  fcutage  was  at  sos.  he 
would  pay  scs.  when  more  he  would  pay  more,  and 
•when  lefs,  he  would  pay  lefs,  and  to  perioi  in  ward  to 
JNorwich-caflle. 

Nicholas  de  Foulfham  in  the  1 8:h  of  Edward   I. 

held  half  a  fee  of  Roger  de  Howe.     And  in  the  14th 

.  of  that  king  Roger  de  Coggefhale  claimed   view  of 

frank^ 
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frank-pledge,    the  aflife,   Sec.    of  his  tenants,  which 
he  held  under  Roger  de  Howe. 

In  the  gth  of  Edward  II.  1316,  Richard  Sutton 
had  an  interefl  herein,  as  trullee  to  the  abbot  of 
Bury,  when  he  aliened  the  advovvfon  of  the  church 
to  the  fee  of  Norwich. 

In  the  reign  of  Edward  III.  it  feems  to  be  pur- 
chafed  by  the  Cliftons,  and  united  to  the  manor  of 
Topcroft,  fir  John  Clifton  dying  poUcHed  of  it  in 
1447. 

The  tenths  were  4!.  125.     Deducted  il. 

The  church  is  dedicated  to  St.  Margaret.  John 
de  Howe  was  patron  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  and 
the  rector  had  then  a  manfe,  with  thirty  acres  of  land, 
valued  at  uxteen  marks. 

In  1735  the  reclpr  was  collated  by  the  pope — 
apo/lolicus.  In  1603  the  reclor  returned  150  com- 
municants. 

The  prefent  value  is  lol.  135.  4.d.  and  pays  firft 
fruits,  Sec.  and  the  bifhop  of  Norwich  is  patron. 

In  the  chancel,  againfl  the  north  wall,  is  a  n?at 
mural  monument,  with  the  arms  of  Smith; — In  me- 
moriam  Georgij  Smith,  armigtri,  qui  juxta  hoc  marmor 
Jcpiiltus  jacet,  uxorem  reliquit  Mariam,  Jiliam  natu  ter- 
tiam  Gulidmi  Churchman,  armig.  de  lllin^lon,  in  Nor- 
folc.  comitatu,  tqi.ia  numerofam  fufccperat  prolem.  Genus 
et  nomen  duxit  a  generofa  familia  Giuccjl.  provinciarn  in- 
colenle,  newjje  huic  Georgia,  pater  erat  Oj/lcy,  ilii 
Gwnjius.  M.  D.  (qui  primus  apud  Topcroft,  fade>n  fix.it 
A.  D.  iGSo)  jilius  jccundus  Jvhs.  Smith,  etrmigi.  de.

On  a  grave-ftone,-— Here  lies  buried  George  Smith  t 
M  D.  he  was  Jon  of  John  Smith,  efq.  of  North  Nibley, 
in  Gloucejlerjhire ;  dc  died  in  Toper  oft- Hall,  Augujt  15, 
1702,  and  had  two  wives:  Mary,  daughter  of  David 
Off  ley,  of  London,  cjq.  by  whom  he  had  one  Jon,  Offlq 
Smith ;  and  Ann,  the  daughter  of  William  Chilcott,  of 
IJleworth,  Middlejex,  efq.  who  left  no  ijfue: — on  it  the 
arms  of  Smith,  impaling  Churchman. 

Here  lieth  the  body  of  Mrs.  Ann  Smith,  widow  of 
George  Sn.i,th,  M.  D.  and  onlyjijler  of  William  Chilcott, 
efq.  who  departed  this  life  May  10,  1708,  aged  64 
years: — with  the  arms  of  Smith,  impaling  Chilcott. 

In  the  faid  chancel  a  grave-flone, — In  memory  cf 
William  Chilcott,  efq.  of  ]Jleworth,  in  Middltfcx,  who 
died  Augujl  31,  1 7  05,  alai.  6  7 . 

A  grave-flone, — In  memory  of  Mr.  John  Tenifon, 
JB.  D.  fame  time  fellow  cf  Si.  Peter  s  college,  in  Cam- 
bridge, reclor  of  Toper  oft,  .and  Bracon-AJh ;  he.  died 
June  25,  1671,  aged  75. 

In  the  church  were  the  guilds  of  St.  Margaret, 
St.  Thomas,  and  St.  Giles. 

Topcroft-hall  is  in  the  parifti  of  Bedingham,  and 
all  chriltenings  and  burials  belonged  to  the  vicar  of 
that  church  time  immemorial,  and  there  was  a  free 
chapel  near  to  the  hall,  dedicated  to  St.  Giles,  of 
which  the  lords  of  TopcroFt-hall  were  patrons ;  this 
was  anciently  taxed  at  535.  4d. 

Stephen 
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•  Stephen  Provet  was  the  chaplain  at  its  diflblu- 
tion,  and  had  a  penfion  of  485.  per  ann.  and  it  was 
granted  to  fir  Thomas  Wodehoufe,  of  Waxham,  with 
certain  lands  belonging  to  it,  and  certain  tithes  of 
lands,  bruih-wood,  and  long-wood,  by  patent,  in  the 
ad  year  of  Edward  VI.  pat.  4. 

In  the  i6th  of  Henry  III.  Vincent  de  Breccles, 
rector  of  Bedingham,  brought  his  a6Hon  for  the  tithes 
of  the  chapel  in  the  town  of  Topcroft,  as  belonging  to" 
his  church. 

In  1764  the  Rev.  Charles  Davy  was  preferred  to 
the  rectory  of  Topcroft  by  the  biflaop  of  Norwich. 

WOODTON,  WODETON,  or  WOTTON,  wrote  in 
Doomfday-book  Wodetuna,  and  Uudetuna.  A  free- 
man of  Ulketel  had  lands,  8cc.  with  a  church,  valued 
always,  the  land  at  32d.  and  the  church,  endowed 
with  1 2  acres,  at  i  sd.  This  was  given  at  the  con- 
quefl  to  Roger  Bigot,  anceftor  of  the  earls  of  Nor- 
folk. 

In  the  aoth  of  Henry  III.  the  heirs  of  Roger  de 
Clereband  held  the  2oth  part  of  a  fee  of  the  earl  of 
Norfolk,  and  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  fir  James,  fon 
of  Clereband,  was  lord  and  patron.  Triftram  dc 
Kettleburgh,  or  brigg,  his  fon,  a  minor,  held  it  in 
1313  of  the  honor  of  Forncet,  by  the  aoth  part  of  a 
fee;  the  abbot  of  Langlcy,  Phil.  Peyvre,  and  Geff. 
Mvniot,  held  here,  Sec.  three  quarters  of  a  fee  of  John 
Verdon,  he  of  the  honor  of  Forncet,  and  in  the  3d  of 
Henry  IV.  the  lord  Thomas  Mowbray  held,  as  capi- 
tal lord,  in  Woodton,  in  demefne,  the  aoth  part  of  a 
fee,  called  Clercband's,  belonging  to  his  manor  of 
Forncet,

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About  this  time  John  de  Eftcford  held  it  under 
Mowt>ray,  and  prcfentcd  to  the  church  in  1393. 

After  this  William  Bekefwcll,  efq.  and  the  Hey- 
dons,  prefented  as  lords,  from  whom  it  came  to  the 
Sucklings,  Robert  Suckling,  efq.  prcfenting  to  the 
church  in  1376. 

This  Robert  was  fon  of  Richard  Suckling,  alder- 
rrian  of  Norwich,  buried  in  the  church  of  St.  Simon 
and  St.  Jude  there,  in  1552  Robert  was  mayor  of 
the  city  in  1572,  and  1582;  by  Elizabeth,  daughter 

and  heir  of Berwick,  of  Suffolk,  lie  had  a  nu- 

rnerous  iflue.  Edmund,  his.  eldeft  fon,  D.  D.  dean 
of  Norwich,  and  fir  John,  his  youngeft,  was  fecretary 
to  the  earl  of  Dorfet,  rnafler  of  the  requefls,  and  re- 
ceiver of  the  alienations,  Sec.  and  dying  March  27^ 
in  the  3d  of  Charles  I.  was  buried  by  his  father  and 
wife  in  the  chancel  of  St.  Andrew's  church,  at  Nor- 
wich, where  are  monuments  creeled  to  their  memory. 

Sir  John,  by  Martha  his  wife,  daughter  of  Thomas 
C  ran  field,  merchant,  of  London,  was  father  of  fir 
John  Suckling,  the  poet,  who  was  principal  fecretary 
of  (late,  comptroller  of  the  houfehold,  and  privy-coun- 
fellor,  in  the  reigns  of  James  I.  and  Charles  I.  We 
do  not  find  that  either  of  thefe  knights  had  an  intereft 
in  this  lordfhip,  which  defcended  to  Charles,  the  el- 
dcft  fon  of  Robert  aforefaid,  by  Joan,  his  fecond 
wifei  daughter  of  William  Cardinal,  of  Bromley 
Magna,  in  Eflex,  efq.  which  Charles  was  lord,  and 
"prefented  in  1624.  He  .died  in  1644,  and  left,  by 
•Mary  his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  of  Stephen  Drury,  of 
Aylfham,  Robert,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  was  living  in 
1664,  anc*  *"gh  flieriff  of  Norfolk  in  that  year,  and 
died  full  of  years  about  1690.  He  married  two 
wives ;  firft.  Ann,  daughter,  of  fir  Thomas  Wode- 

houfc, 
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houfc,  bart.  of  Kimbcrley;  fecond,  a  daughter  of  fir 
William  Doyley,  of  Shottifham,  bart.  and  had  ilTue 
by  both,  but  was  fucceeded  in  his  cftate  here  by  Ro- 
bert Suckling,  efq.  his  fon  and  heir,  by  his  firil  wife, 
and  lord  in  1693;  who  by  Sarah  his  wife,  daughter 
of  Maurice  Shelton,  efq.  of  Barningham,  in  Suffolk, 
was  father  of  Robert,  who  was  lord  in  1700,  and  left 
by  Anne  his  wife,  daughter  of  John  Berney,  efq.  of 
Swardeflon,  Robert  Suckling,  efq.  lord  and  patron  in 
1740  ;  and  Denzil  Suckling,  etq.  prefented  as  lord  in, 
1744- 

Of  this  family  was  the  late  Maurice  Suckling,  efq. 
captain  in  the  royal  navy,  a  comptroller  of  the  navy, 
one  of  the  elder  brethren  of  the  Trinity-houfe,  and 
reprefentative  in  parliament  for  Portfmouth. 

Robert  Suckling,  efq.  captain-lieutenant,  and  quar- 
ter-mafter  in  the  weftcrn  battalion  of  the  Norfolk  regi- 
ment of  militia,  is  the  preemptive  heir  of  this  valua- 
ble eflate. 

At  the  furvey,  Ifaac  held  the  lands  of  two  freemen, 
who  were  only  under  the  protection  of  Godwin,  in 
king  Edward's  reign,  and  had  livery  from  the  conque- 
ror, valued  at  55.  The  king  and  the  earl  had  the  foe. 

This  came  afterwards  as  an  efchcat  to  the  crown, 
who  granted  it  to  the  Bigots,  and  ib  united  it  to  their 
manor  before  mentioned. 
t 

Eudo,  fon  of  Spiruwin,  had  a  lordfhip,  which  the 
Conqueror  granted  him,  and  eleven  free-men  of  Godi 
\vin,  &c.  held  it  under  king  Edward,  and  Guert  half 
a  carucate  of  land ;  and  four  borderers  belonged  to 
it,  with  three  carucates,  and  an  acre  and  half  of  mea- 
G  a  dow 
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dovv  in  king  Edward's  reign.     The  foe  belonged  to 
the  hundred. 

In  this  town  one  free-man,  under  Godwin's  com- 
mendation, and  five  other  free-men  (three  of  them 
under  Hagane's,  and  two  under  Algar's)  held  among 
them  a  carucatc  and  a  half  of  land,  and  twelve  bor- 
derers ;  alfo  five  carucates  and  four  acres  of  meadow  : 
the  whole  was  valued  at  4!.  at  the  furvey  at  81.  quit- 
rent,  and  paid  by  tale  205  as  a  fine  per  ann.  Thefe 
fix  free-men  paid  275.  4d.  of  this  81.  (the  other  part 
was  paid  by  the  lord  of  Bcdingham).  It  was  one 
jeuca  long,  and  half  a  one  broad,  paid  i  id.  gelt,  who- 
ever was  lord,  and  king  Edward  had  the  foe  of  thefe 
free-men  ;  but  earl  Ralph,  at  the  time  of  his  forfeiture, 
unjuflly  held  it.  Godric,  at  the  furvey,  took  care  of 
this  manor  for  the  Conqueror. 

In  Wodetuna,  two  free  men  had  in  king  Edward's 
time  twelve  acres,  belonging  to,  and  valued  in  Adcton, 
which  we  take  to  be  fome  town,  or  place  near  to  it. 

Widetuna,  and  Uuddetuna,  and  Adetona,  all  fet 
forth  a  town  feated  by  the  water ;  this  was  alfo  part  of 
the  aforefaid  manor.

How  long  this  lordfhip  was  in  the  crown  does  not 
appear,  it  was  probably  granted  by  William  II.  to 
William  he  Albini,  his  butler,  lord  of  Rifmg-caflle, 
&:c.  in  Norfolk,  anceftor of  the  earls  of  Arundel,  and 
en  the  death  of  Hugh  de  Albini,  the  lad  heir  male  of 
that  family,  came  to  the  lord  Tatefhale,  by  the  marri- 
age of  Mabel,  his  eldeft  filler  and  co-heirefs,  who  had 
ih'is  part  of  inheritance  affigned  to  him,  and  fo  was 
united  to  his  other  lordfliip. 

Robert 
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Robert  lord  Tatefbale  had  the  aflize,  Sec.  in  the 
14th  of  Edward  I.  and  fo  defcended  to  his  heirs. 

Hugh  earl  of  Cheflcr  had  a  grant  of  the  lands  of 
two  free-men,  and  the  moiety  of  another,  of  whom  Al- 
gar  had  the  prote&ion,  valued  then  at  403.  at  the  fur- 
vey  at  4!.  Stigand  had  the  foe.  It  was  one  leuca 
long,  and  one  broad,  and  paid  8d.  gelt. 

This  manor  was  afterwards  held  of  earl  Hugh,  by 
Roger  Bigot,  and  at  length  it  came  to  the  carls  of  Nor- 
folk, and  was  united  to  this  lordfhip  above  menti- 
oned. 

John  de  Ratlefden  held  the  fourth  part  of  the  fee 
here,  of  Robert  Benhale,  and  in  the  gd  of  Henry  IV. 
the  earl  of  Suffolk  held  the  fame  as  lord  of  Horsford, 
in  Norfolk,  of  the  honor  of  Eye,  in  Suffolk. 

The  temporalities  of  Sibton  abbey  were  i  is.  6d.  of 
St.  Faith,  35.  4d.  and  of  Langky,  143.  8d. 

The  church  is  a  re&ory  dedicated  to  All-Saints. 
In  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  fir  James  Clereband  was 
patron,  and  the  reclor  had  a  manfe,  with  30  acres  of 
land,  valued  at  10  marks. 

In  1333  lady  Ifabel,  queen  dowager  of  England, 
prefented  to  this  church. 

The  family  of  Heydon  feem  to  have  had  the  pa- 
tronage from  1465  to  1562. 

In  1603  the  re&or  returned  524  communicants. 

The  prefent  value  is  61.    135.  4d.  and  pays  firft- 

fruits,  8cc.

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On  the  north  wall  of  the  chancel  is  an  al abaft et 
monument,  with  the  portraiture  of  a  woman  on  her 
knees, — For  Anne,  wife  of  Robert  Suckling,  eft],  by  whom 
Jhe  had  Jive  Jons,  and  four  daughters;  Jhc  was  daughter 
of  fir  Thomas  Wodehoujc,  of  Kimberlcy,  hart,  and  danit 
Stanch,  daughter  of  the  lord  Gary,  baron  of  Hunjdon. 

In  1774  the  Rev.  John  Francis  was  prefented  to
